V" January 4th, 1618, Sir Francis was appointed lord chancellor of 
RnglamL \A«L in July following, was created lord Verulam ; and Ja¬ 
nuary was advanced to the further dignity ol vifeount 

ban*. ^I^^carly as at the age of twenty-three, he had been 
appointed one of her majefty’s council extraordinary; an honour 
fcarcc ever granted before. He had alfb fucceflivcly filled feveral high 
and important offices; amongft which were thofc ot attorney general 
and lord keeper of the great leal, as his father had been belorc him. 
Vet after all the honours and diftindlions he had fo eminently de- 
Icrved, his reverie of fortune was of a moft extraordinary nature; lor 
learcclv had he been elevated to the peerage, before he was availed 
of bribery and corruption, by a committee of the houle of commons, 
appointed to infpeCt the abufes of the courts of julticc. His lordfiiip, 
in a confellion and fubmiffion to the houfe of lords, admitted fome 
fuels, and denied others, and endeavoured to anfwcr or explain the 
reft, fo as to take off the malignity of the offence. However, on May j, 
1621, the following judgment was pronounced upon him : 

“ That the lord vifeount St. Albans, lord chancellor of England, 
“ fnall undergo a fine and ranlbm of JT. 40,000 ; and that he fhall be 
*' imprifoned in the Tower during the king's plcal'urc. 

“ That he fhall be incapable of any office, place, or employment, 
“ in the ftate or commonwealth; and never fit in parliament, or 
“ come within the verge of the court.” 

After judgment, and a fhort imprifonment in the Tower, he retired 
into the fhades of a retired and contemplative life. His majefty (Janies I.) 
(who is faid to have filed tears upon the news of his being aceufed), 
remitted his parliamentary fine; and it appears probable he had a total 
remiffion of his fcntcnce, as wc find him fummoned to parliament the 
jft of Charles I. His waitings after his fall, even (hew a mind in him 
not diftra&cd with fhamc, flow for want of encouragement, nor 
broken with difeontent; fuch vigour of conception, fuch a mafculinc 
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ftylc, and quickncfs in compofitlfin, were confpicuous in his learned 
labours. 

He was one of the firfl who argued the difficult cafe .of ufes, called 
Chudlcigh’s cafe, which is reported by Sir Edward Coke. IIE lordfnip 
only furvived his degradation about live ycar.>; dyiinftjre qth of April, 
162O, aged fixty-lix. His lady was Alice, one of the daughters and 
coheirs of Benedict Burnham, efquire, Alderman of London; by whom 
leaving no children, the titles became all abfolutelv extinct in the 
Bacon family. 

The learned Foyle fays, lie was one of the great eft geniufc.i of his 
age. Monf. Voltaire ftvles him, the father of experimental philo- 
fophy: and the duke of Buckingham (Sheffield), afferts, *• That all 
“ his works are, for expreffion as well as thought, the glory of our 
“ nation, and of all latter ages.” Dr. Rowley, who was his chaplain, 
olderves, he was eminent for the lharpnefs of his wit, his memorv, 
judgment, and elocution; fo that the famous Sir Walter Raleigh 
laid, that the carl of Salifbury was an excellent fpeaker, but no good 
penman ; the earl of Northampton and the lord Henry Howard, ex¬ 
cellent penmen, but no good fpeakers; but Sir Francis Bacon was 
excellent in both. 

It is laid he had a fmall petition allowed him by king James, yet 
that he wanted to the laft; and had this unhappinefs (alter all hi* 
plenitude of greatncls), to he denied beer to quench his thirlt. For 
having a lickly taftc, he uled to fend to Sir Fulke Grevil, lord Brooke, 
now and then for a bottle of his beer; when, at length, alter fbme 
grumbling, the butler had orders to deny him. The anonymous 
author of Sir Francis Bacon, or the Calc of National Corruption, 
faith, “ fuch offenders would, at Athens., have felt the refentment of 
•« the populace,, without waiting for the formality of julkice; and at 
** Rome, been forced to take a leap from the Tarpeian rock.” Thelc 
are punilhments that have an hideous face; and the latter was puf- 
fibly contrived for the grcatefl number of fpectators to take warning 
by. But neither the Dc-Witting of Athens, nor the Roman execution, 

B 2 hath 
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hath in it half the real terrors of ftarving under a general contempt, 
and wanting even a little fmall beer. 

So unhappy a life, fo inglorious an exit, proves the “ race is not to 
the fwift.” 

That this £>cht man was tingled out to fall a facrificc to popular 
fury, was bccaufe his innocence was his protection. He therefore 
aimed not to favc himfelf by throwing blame upon others, as they did 
upon him ; nor had he any body's heels to trip up; that he might 
Hand in their place. And they who fliould have borne the chief cen- 
fure, might think him the propcrell objeCl of public indignation ; 
becaufe his admirable talents, and pcrfonal merit, would blunt the 
edge of revenge, and foften anger into pity. If one fliould imagine 
his fubmiflion proceeded, not only from opinion, that his accuiers had 
power to run him down, and would exert it, whether guilty or not; 
but further, that he did a generous part, not to bring the king into 
the blame, which a juftification of himfelf might have produced; his 
conduCt, upon fuch ground, was highly honourable.

Ilcnrv III. was created earl 
of St. Albans, 4th Charles I. He was alfb earl of Clanrickard, in 
Ireland; under which title (yet exiiling), a full account of this family 
and defeent may be feen in the Irifti Peerage. He married Frances, 1 ’ 
only daughter and heir of Sir Francis Wallingham, chief Secretary of 
date to queen Elizabeth. Widow, fird, of the renowned Sir Philip 
Sidney ; and, fecondly, of Walter Dcvcrcux, earl ot‘ EiTex, the unfor¬ 
tunate favourite of queen Elizabeth. By her he had iiTiic, a ion, his 
fucceflbr, and a daughter, Ilonora, fccond wife of William Paulet. 
the fifth marquis of Winchefter, fo confpicuous for his ii>valt\, temp. 
Charles I. ancedor, by his fird wife, of the late duke of Bolton, but 
not of the prefent marquis of Winchcder. Dying in he was 

fuccccdcd by his fon and heir, 

Ulick, who, in the time of the rebellion in Ireland, coming into 
England, was created marquis of Clanrickard, 21ft Charles I. His 
wife was lady Anne, daughter to William Compton, carl of North¬ 
ampton; by whom he left an only child, Margaret, who married the 
lord Mufkerry, fon of the carl of Clinkartv, in Ireland, who was Haiti 
in the great fca-fight with the Dutch, 1672; and afterwards, .Film 
earl of Bucks, and vifeount Purbcck,* fo called in the deed of gift, in 
trufl of the chapel at Tunbridge Wells, dated 15th February, 1703. 

This Ulick, in the lifetime of his father, had l'unimons to parlia¬ 
ment, by writ, directed, “ Ulick Burgh clflr, primogen. llieardi co-

rebels. Succeeding the marquis of Ormond in his lieutenancy, and ill 
fucccfs; and being obliged to l'ubmit to the fuperior power of the 
parliament, a lyl having loft an immenfc cilate in that kingdom, he 
retired into England in 1657, and died within the year, at his houfe, 
called Summer Hill, in Kent; when, having no male illue, his Englilh 
honour of St. Albans expired.

This family is faid to K derived from Sir Hildebrand de Alingtori. 
who was under murfhal to \\ r illi;un duke of Normandy, at the deei- 
fivc battle of Halting*. From whom, in the lame name, through 
many generations, have llourifhed divers eminent perfons, who, at 
various times, have fulfilled many high and important offices and em¬ 
ployments in the flute. Of thefe, 

William Alijsgton, high fhcriff of tlie counties of Cambridge 
ynd Huntingdon, temp. Edward IV. having married Elizabeth, 
daughter and coheir of John •Argentine* (defeended jlrom the 
ancient barons de Argentine), obtained with her the manor of Wy• 
mondclcy, in com. Ilcrtf. Theretofore holden by that noble family 
m grand (erjeantv, by the fen ice of ferving the firft cup at the coro¬ 
nation of the kings of England; which was claimed and allowed at 
the coronation of king James II. and has continued to be fucceifivcly 
performed by the lords of that manor ever fmcc. From this William, 
in feveral defeents, was derived 

Sir Giles Alixgton, who married Mary, foie daughter and heir 
to Sir Richard Gardiner, knight, and by her had a numerous ilTue; 
whereof George, John, and Richard, three of the Ions, married, and 
became the head.*, of as many families ; but the cldclt ion, 

Giles, fuccecdcd his father at Ilorfcheath, and was lherilf of the

But it feems, William lord Alington left his eftate, at that time the 
largcft in Cambridgdhirc, to his relift, till his children came of age; 
with a power of granting lcafes, in order to raile fortunes for liis 
daughters, and that then it ftiould go to his heir male. The will, 
however, being improperly drawn up, the widow found Hie had a 
power of granting lcafes for any time; and accordingly made a leafe 
of the whole to Henry Bromley, afterwards lord Montfort, for 999 
years; lb that Hildebrand lord Alington, uncle and heir male of Ciiles 
the lath lord, could receive no benefit from the reverfion, and fold his 
right to the faid Mr. Bromley. (Ex Inlbrmat. Sir John H. Cotton, 
of.Madingley, baronet, 9th May, 1777.) 

How this eftate profpered in the Bromley family, is not for us to 
remark ; it certainly remained not a century in its pofteftion. An aft 
of parliament, obtained fome years i'mcc, enabled the late lord Mont¬ 
fort (or others for him), to difpole of it to pay incumbrances; and by 
virtue of the powers contained in this act, the noble feat of Horfc- 
heath Hall has been fold to ftrangers, and has been fubfe'jucntly 
pulled down. What noble lord Ihull hereafter fay, “ Excgi monu- 
mentum ;t*re perennius.” Indeed, as the eftate has departed, lb is that 
title likely to fail: for the prefent nobleman, the only Jon of the late 
eccentric lord, has no ifluc. He married Mil'*' Eli/a' (or Elizabeth), 
Watts, the daughter of a lo'jc hutcbfr in Clark Street, Clerk irxell.

Arthur, in 1661, by Charles 11 . was created an Englifli peer, by 
the titles of baron Annefley, and earl of Anglefey. lie was remark¬ 
able for his loyalty to that prince, to whom he ftridly adhered during 
the time of his exile; and upon all occafions, endeavoured to promote 
his intereft at the hazard of his own life and fortune: wherefore the 
honours he obtained from his majefly after the rettoration, it may be 
prefumed, were duly merited by his ferviccs/ He W’as treafurer of 
the navy r , a commiflioner for fettling the Irifli affairs, lord privy feal, 
and might, we arc told, have been prime minifter, if he had not de¬ 
clined it to avoid envy. As he declined no other power, under no 
kind of government, this anecdote feems fufpicious; and we fliould 
much queflion, whether ever any man declined being prime minifter 
for that rcafon. 

This nobleman is famous for a controver/y with James Tuchet, earl 
of Caftlehaven; but drawing on another, with the duke of Ormond, 
he was difgraced: though the author of his life, in the Biographia Bri- 
tannica, aferibes the caufc of his fall to a rcmonftrancc which he had

prefented 
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prefentcd to the king; wherein he took too much liberty with his 
majefty, and greater with the rclig'on of the duke of York. 

He is mentioned by Walpole, in his Noble Authors, as having made 
various publications; and imagined to have digellcd Whitlock’s Me¬ 
moirs. He palled the latter part of his time in retirement; and died 
juft as, fomc thought, he would have been appointed lord chancellor 
to king James II. in r6S6. 

By Elizabeth his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir .Tames Altham, 
of the co. of Hertford, knight, he had, furviving. five Tons: James, 
Altham, who was created an Irifli peer, by the title of baron Altham, 
with limitation of that honour to his younger brothers, anno 1680; 
Richard, Arthur, and Charles. Alfo fix daughters : whereof Dorothy 
married llichard carl of Tyrone; Elizabeth, Alexander M'Donnel, 
fecond fon to the carl of Antrim; Frances, firft, William Wyndham, 
of.Felbriggc, cfquire; and, fccondly, John Thompfon, lord Haverlham; 
Philippa, firft, diaries lord Mohun; and, fecondly, Thomas Coward, 
cfquire, ferjeant at law; Anne, - --- - Baker, cfquire; and Bridget, 
who died young. 

James, the next earl, does not appear to have made fo confiderahle 
a figure in the political or great world, as his father. He married 
Elizabeth, daughter to John carl of Rutland, and died in 1690, having 
had ifl'uc by her three Ions; viz. James, John, and Arthur: alfo two 
daughters, viz. Frances, w r ho died in her infancy; Elizabeth, who be¬ 
came the wife of Robert Gayer, of Stoke. Pogeys, in com. Bucks, cfquire. 

James, the cldcft lbn, fucceeded his father; and by Catherine, na¬ 
tural daughter of James II. (by Catherine, daughter of Sir Charles 
Sedlcy, baronet), left an only daughter, Catherine, who wedded Wil¬ 
liam, fon of Sir Conftantine Phipps, knight. But having no ilTue male, 
his honours, upon his death, in 170 1-2, devolved upon his next bro¬ 
ther, John. Which 

John was a nobleman of great parts and honour, and in 1710, 
vice treafurer, receiver general, and paymafter of the forces, in Ireland. 
He married Henrietta, daughter of William-Richard-Georgc earl of 

Derbv, 
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Derby, by whom be had one daughter, Elizabeth, who died young; 
and himfolf departing this life in 1710, without iffuc male, 

Arthur, his next brother, inherited his honours. On the death ot 
queen Anne, he was one of the lords jufticcs to adminiltcr affairs till 
the arrival of king George I. who, in 17 J 4» called lum into his privy 
council of both kingdoms. In 1721, he was cleded, in full fenate, 
high lie ward of Cambridge, at which univerfity lie had his education; 
and which, while a commoner, he reprdented in three parliaments. 
His ladv was Mary, daughter of John lord Havcrlham, but by her he 
had no iffuc; and derailing in 1737, the male line ot James, duel?: 
fon of Arthur, full earl of Angle fey, became extinct; and the honour; 
defeended to the iffuc of his younger brothers, of whom it is now ne¬ 


ed! ary to fpcak.

Rut what degree of right he had to thefe noble 
inheritances, we muff refer the reader to the perufal of a publication, 
entitled, “ The Adventures of an unfortunate young Nobleman.” 
This work, replete w'ith circumftances of the moil lingular and cu¬ 
rious nature, contains the cafe of Mr. James Annelley, who is 
therein Hated to have been the true and lawful fon and heir of Arthur 
lord Altham (elder brother of this Richard), by the lady Mary his wife, 
and to have been kidnapped and tranfported by his uncle, Richard, to 
make room for his own fucccffion to the honours and el rates of the 
family. 

Re the fact of this Rory, however, as it may, certain it is, that after 
a trial of the moll unprecedented length of fifteen days, before the

In the reign of George II. George Anson, fecond fon of William 
Anion, of Shugburgh, in the co. of Stafford, efquire, was elevated to 
the peerage, as a reward for his diftinguifhed fcrvice*; being created, 
June 3, 1747, lord Anion, baron of Sobcrton, in the co. of Southamp¬ 
ton. His voyage to the South Seas, his perilous adventures, difficul¬ 
ties, and diftreffes; the fortunate capture of the rich Manilla ihip, 
and his fafe arrival, after all, at home, are fully iet forth in an cipccial 
account of them publiihed by authority; it is irrelevant, therefore, to 
recite them here. In May, x 747, being vice admiral of the blue, and 
commanding a fquadron of his majefty’s ihips, he took a large fleet of 
French merchantmen bound to the Weft Indies, with moft of the 
men of war which were their convoy. After feveral promotions, he 
was made vice admiral of Great Britain, and alfo firft lord of the ad¬ 
miralty. His lordfliip's tried courage, fkill, and profeflional abilities, 
were, however, unable to reftft the attack of the common enemy, 
death; by whom he was at length fubdued, anno 1762. He married 
Elizabeth Yorkc, daughter of the lord chancellor Hardwick; but left 
no iflue. 

As to his natural difpofition, it feems he was calm, cool, and fteady; 
but it is reported of this honeft and undeiigning feaman, that he was 
frequently a dupe at play; wherefore it was rather wittily obferved of 
him, that “ He bad been round the world, but never in it,"

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He died fuddenly (at his feat at Moore Park, in Hertfordlhirc), as 
he was walking in his garden; juft at the moment, fay the editors of 
the Modern Peerages, as his majefty was about to create him a vif- 
count, with remainder to his lifter’s fon, George Adams, who, by 
royal fign manual, dated the 30th of April, 1773, took the name and 
arms of Anfon. 

This laudable mark of royal favour, fo intended, in further appro¬ 
bation of the ferviccs and merits of admiral lord Anfon, for a time, as 
it were (during the adminiftration of a moft illuftrious ftatcfman, with 
whom, perhaps, the great name of Pitt has for ever fallen), remained 
fufpended ; yet when a certain change of adminiftration took place, it 
emanated from the alrnoft hopclefs gulph of oblivion, and was a&unlly 
realized in the perfbn of 

Thomas As son, fon of the aforefaid George Adams (alias Anfon), 
who having married Annc-Margarct, fccond daughter of Thomas 
William Coke, efquirc, 5 of Holkham, in co. Norf. was raifed to the 
honour of peerage, by the title of baron Soberton, of Soberton, in 
com. Southton, and vi(count Anfon of Shugborough and Orgravc, in 
co. Staff. 17th February, 1806.

At Omberfladc, in the county of Warwick, the family of Archer 
have been fettled ever fince the reign of Henry II. and arc faid to be

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defcended from Fulbert L’Archer, who came over with duke William 
from Normandy. In direft fucccflion from him was John L*Archer, 
who, in the 33th of Henry III. was father of feven Ions; of whom, 
Thomas, the fecond, was lord prior of St. John of Jcrufalcm, in Eng¬ 
land; and refided at the hofpital iituated in the fquare of Clerkenwell, 
now denominated, from thence, St. John's Square; that hofpital being 
the chief feat, in England, of the Knights of St. John of Jerufalcm, or 
Knights Hofpitallcrs, as they were alfo called, from having an hofpital 
at Jerufalcm for the accommodation of pilgrims. Thefc knights arc 
reported to have had once 19,002 lordfiiips in Chriftcndom; and their 
Prior in England, was reckoned the firft baron in the realm. But from 
John, the eldeft Ion, was derived 

Simon Archer, cfquire; who, in 1629, was knighted by king. 
James, when he kept his court at Warwick Cattle. lie was a gentle¬ 
man much diftinguifhed for his learning and accomplifhments, parti¬ 
cularly for his tafte and knowledge in regard to the antiquities of the 
country; and it was particularly from his collodions that Sir William 
Dugdalc compiled his account of Warw ickfliirc. This Sir Simon 
Archer, who died in 1688, was grandfather of Andrew' Archer, cfquire, 
who reprefented the county of Warwick in fix parliaments, and died 
at the good old age of cighty-two, in 1741; being father of three tons 
and four daughters. 

Thomas, the eldeft of which, in 1747, was raifed by his ma- 
jefty, George II. to the rank of a peer of Great Britain, by the ltylc 
of lord Archer, baron of Ombcrilade, in the co. of Warwick. His 
lord (hip was cuftos rotulorum of the county, and alio recorder of Co¬ 
ventry. He departed this life in 1708 ; leaxing by Catherine his wife, 
youngeft daughter of Sir Thomas Tipping, baronet, one fon and two 
daughters. Catherine, married to Other, fourth carl of Plymouth; 
and Anne, to Edward Garth Tournour, of Shillingleigh Park, in 
Sufiex, cfquire ; afterwards carl of Winterton in Ireland. 

Andrew, only fon of the lalt lord, fucceeded his father; and 
in 1761, married Sarah, eldeft daughter of James Weft, cfquire, of 

Allcet, 
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Alfcot, in Warwicklhire, by whom he had three daughters. His lord- 
ftiip died in 1778, without iffue male, whereby this title is concluded 
in the Archer family.

Arlington is a fmall village in Middlefex. The town is ufually 
reckoned as three manors; viz. Harlington, Shcpcrton, and Dawling. 
Of this place, Henry Bennet was firft created baron in i664, h and 
vifeount Thetford, and carl of Arlington, April 22, 1672, by king 
Charles II. with limitation (according to Dugdale, and alfo Collins), 
of all thefe honours to his brother. Sir John Bennet, and his iffue 
male.' He was dcfccndcd from a family of high refpc&ability, an¬ 
ciently fcated in the county of Berks, who flourifhed in the reign of 
Edward III. But as the elder branch is yet extant, and ennobled 
with the earldom of Tankcrvillc, it is unncccffary to trace any parti¬ 
culars here, which under that head, in the prefent Peerage of the 
United Kingdoms, may be leen more at large. Suffice it to fay, 
that 

Henry carl of Arlington, having been bred at Oxford during the 
civil war, and feeing the nation unhappily embroiled, quitted the 
ftudy of books for the exercife of arms; in which he iignalized him- 
felf on Several occafions on his majefty’s behalf, particularly at An¬ 
dover, where he received many wounds. After all was loft in England, 
he followed king Charles II. beyond fca; and attaching himfelf totally 
to his majtlty’s fervicc, approved himfelf as good a ftatefman as he 
had fhewn himfelf a foldier. After the reftoration, he was made privy 
purfc, and principal fccrctary of ftate; alfo a knight of the garter. He

fulfilled, befides, feveral other high offices and employments. Me was 
one of the five noblemen, or minitters, of Charles II. who were 
pointed at in the term Cabal; which were the initial letters of their 
names. His lordlhip, in 1685, died, leaving by his lady, Ifabella, 
daughter of Lewis of Naflau, lord of Beaverwaert, and count of 
Naffau, and fitter to Henry Veldt, marihal de Auverquerque (the 
celebrated commander of the Dutch forces a&ing with the duke of 
Marlborough, in queen Anne's wars), an only daughter, Ifabella, -who 
married Henry Fitzroy, firft duke of Grafton, fecond natural fon of 
Charles II. by the duchefs of Cleveland; whole fon, Charles, upon 
the death of his mother, in 1 J2Z, fucceeded to the titles of baron Ar¬ 
lington, vifeount Thetford, and earl of Arlington, which fhe enjoyed 
in her own right. Her father having been fo created, with limitation 
to the heirs of her body. They are now merged in Grafton. 

In Burnet’s character of this earl, he is ttated as a proud man* 
whole parts were to! id, though not quick ; and who had got the art 
of obferving the king’s temper, and of managing it above all the men 
of th"t time.

Ebor. baronet, widow of Sir Richard 
Malcvcrcr (or Mallory), knight; by whom he had a fon, Richard, 
who was of Allerton-Malcvcrcr, in the county of York, and had many 
civil employments, and married Frances, daughter of John duke of 
Rutland. His lordihip dying in 1697, was fuccccdcd by 

John, his eideft fon and heir; who, by Jane his wife, daughter of 
Dr. William Bcaw, bifhop of Landaff, had John, who died an infant; 
and another John, his fucecffor. Which 

'ohn, on the dcceafe of his father in 1706, was the fourth and laft 
baron of his family. His w ife was Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Wil¬ 
liam, and filler to Thomas Wentworth, carl of Strafford; but by her, 
who died in 1750, he had no iffue. She was interred at Sturminfter 
Newton, in the county of Dorfet, where alfo, upon his own death, in 
1768, he was buried; and with him the honour is coniidcrcd to have 
ended.

ASTLEY OF READING.

Thomas lord Astley, who was flain at Evelham, the 49th 
*vi«h Aftley, Henry III.* by his fecond wife, Edith, daughter and heir of Peter 
Conftable, was father of three fens; Thomas, Ralph, and Stephen. 
Thomas dying witout iflue, Ralph became his heir; and he was lineal 
anceftor of Ifaac Aftley, efquire, who was father of Sir Jacob Aftley, 
It night, his fccond fon. This 

Jacob having had fcveral military commands in the fervicc of 
foreign princes, and acquired great reputation, reforted to his majefty 
Charles I. in the beginning of the rebellion; and being Icijeant major 
general of the royal army, and governor of Oxford and Reading, 
greatly diftinguiflhed himfclf at the battles of EdgchiJl, Brentford, 
Newbury, and in other engagements; wherefore, in consideration of 
his fervices, he was advanced to the degree of a baron, by the ftyle of 
lord Aftley of Reading. 

Lord Clarendon fays, “ he was an honeft, brave, plain man; as 
“ fit for the military polls he held as Chriltcndom yielded; and was 
“ generally efteemed very difeeming, and prompt in giving orders as 
" occafion required; and mod cheerful and prefent in adion. An 
“ enemy to long fpeeches, as ufually made in council; he himfeJf ufing 

only 
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“ only few, but very pertinent words.** He died in i6£t, having 
furvived the troubles of the civil war. By his wife, Agnes Implc, a 
German lady, he had five fons; Ifaac, Thomas, Henry, Bernard, and 
Edward; which four laft died S. P. and a daughter, Elizabeth, who 
married her coufin, Sir Edward Aftlcy, knight. 

2 . Isaac, the eldcft fon, fucceedcd his father, whom he furvived 
only about eleven years; dying in 1662 , two years after the reftora- 
tion. He married Anne, daughter of Sir Francis Stiddolph, of Nor- 
bury, in Surry, knight; by whom he had two Ions, Jacob and 
Francis. 

3. Jacob, the cldeft ion, third lord AfUey, married Frances, daugh¬ 
ter and coheir of Sir Richard Stiddolph, of Norbury, fbn of Sir Francis; 
but died without iffuc in 1688, as did her brother Francis, whereby 
the title expired. 

It is not a little Angular, the firft lord Aftlcy lived to fee his fovc- 
rcign beheaded, and his crown taken from him; the fccond lord lived 
to fee the fbn of that fbvereign reftored to his crown and dignity; but 
the third and laft lord, feems to have taken his departure from the 
world in the very year that the crown departed from his royal mafter ; 
as if determined no longer to remain where that family, his anceftor 
had fo nobly and ftrenuoufly fupported, ceafcd to have rule. So that 
his honours, and his king’s government in theft dominions, ended 
together.

AUDLEY OF WALDEN. 


Arms Quarterly per Pale indented O. and Az. in the fccond and third an Eagle diplayed 
of the firft, on a Bend of the fccond a Fret between two Martlets of gold. 


Of the fame name as the old lords Audlcy* (but whether of the fame 
family, is not ascertained), was Thomas Avdlf.y, fpeaker of the 
houfe of commons, the 31ft of Henry VIII. and made lord chancellor 
of England on the resignation of Sir Thomas More; at which time 
the king conferred on him the honour of knighthood. And alfo after¬ 
wards, viz. November 39, the 30th of his reign, by letters patent, 

created 
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created him lord Audley of Walden, with limitation to the heirs male 
of his body. 

He was likewifc a knight of the moft noble order of the garter; 
and had grants of Several lucrative things from Henry VIII. whofc 
dirty works he fee ms to have gone through with a great deal of ala¬ 
crity. During his laft illncls he fcnt the feals to the king, who deli¬ 
vered them, with the title of keeper, to Sir Thomas Wriothcfly, 
during the chancellor’s indifpofition; which is a circumftancc no 
hi dorian but Mr. Rymcr takes notice of. He bequeathed to the king 
jf. ioo, in return, as his will expreffes it, “ For all the reputations and 
benefits he had received from him.” He died the 36th of Henry VIII. 
1544, aged fifty-fix; and was buried at Saffron Walden, in Effex. 

His wife was Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Grey, marquis of 
Dorfet; by whom he had iffuc a daughter, Mary, who died unmar¬ 
ried ; and another, named Margaret, his foie heir, who married, firft, 
the lord Henry Dudley (a younger fon of John duke of Northumber¬ 
land), flain at the battle of St. Quintin, anno 1.557; arM * next, to 
Thomas Howard, duke of Norfolk, to whom flic was fccond wife; 
and had iffue by him, Thomas, w ho was fummoned to parliament as 
lord Howard of Walden, and afterwards was created earl of Suffolk. 
(Yid Howard of Walden, Vol. II.)

I. The firft carl of this place (which is the name of a fmall town 
and territory in Normandy), was 

Odo, defeended from the carls of Champagne, and nearly related to 
the Conqueror, to whom (having killed a great perfon in that coun¬ 
try), he fled for prote&ion; and obtained this earldom, and the Ifle of 
Holderncfs, in Yorkfhirc, for his maintcnancc. m 

After the death of the Conqueror, he became a partaker with the 
earl of Northumberland, and others, in a plot for dethroning William 
Rufus, for which he was imprifoned. He married Adeliza, filler'to 
William I. by whom he left his fucccflor, Stephen, and a daughter, 
Judith, wife to Waltheof earl of Northumberland. 

Stephen, on the deceafc of his father, became the next carl. He 
flrenuouily fupported William Rufus again 11 his brother, Robert duke 
of Normandy. He was in the great battle with the Infidels, near 
Antioch, where he behaved liimfclf mofl valiantly; and the Chriflians 
obtained a glorious victory. He docs not iccm to have preferred the 
fame loyalty to Henry I. as he fcvcral times broke out into rebellion, 
and joined with many others, for the rcfloring of Robert Curthoic to 
his father’s dominions; and afterwards for the advancing William, the 
fon of Robert, to the crown of this realm. But the plan of himfelf 
and colleagues mifcariying, this Stephen is no more fpoken of. His 
wife was Hawyfc, daughter to Ralph de Mortimer; by whom he had 
itiuc, three fons, and four daughters, as in the Table. Of the fons, 
the eldefl,

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William, furnamed Le Grofs, third carl of Albemarle, was the 
chief of thole nobles who, temp, king Stephen, encountered and de¬ 
feated the Scots at Northallerton, at the famous battle of the Standard, 
fo called, from a banner confecratcd by Thurftan bilhop of York (who 
was prefent in the engagement), which was borne before the Englilh 
army. The ground, to this day, is called the Standard Hill. And 
William, in regard of his gallant conduct, and particular fcrviccs, was 
ftylcd earl of York.* Standing firm to Stephen againft the emprels * Dugd. Bar. 
Maud, he was with him at the di&ftrous battle of Lincoln, where the Vo1-1- p ' 6i ' 
king himfelf was taken prifoner. He founded the abbeys of Meux 
and Thornton, in Yorklhirc; and died in 1179. He married Cecily, 
daughter to William, fon of Duncan, fon of Malcolm king of Scot¬ 
land ; and had ifluc, according to fomc, two daughters, and coheirs. 

The eldcft, Hawyfc, had three hulbands, who were fucceflively earls 
of Albemarle, in her right (as hereafter) ; the youngeft, Cecily (Vin¬ 
cent fays, Amicia), married Efton, from whom dcfccndcd John dc 
Efton ; viz. fon of John, fon of Ranulph, Ion of her the faid Cecily. 

Which John, temp. Edward I. claimed the earldom of Albemarle, 
and had certain other lands affigned him, to relinquifh his preten- 
fions.

He was 
much in favour with king Richard; and died the 14th of John, anno 
I2i2. His daughter Alice, was the wife of William Marfhall, earl of 
Pembroke.

William de Fortibus, fbn and heir beforementioned, of Ha¬ 
wyfe, by her fccond hufband, fuccccded, and was the feventh carl of 
Albemarle. He was amongft the rebellious barons, temp, king John; 
and was one of the twenty-five chofen by them for the government of 
the kingdom. He afterwards, however, deferted the party, and grew 
into fuch confidence with John, that he obtained a grant of all lands 
belonging to his filler Alice, then wife of William Marfhall the 

Younger. 
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Younger. But flie appears to have been only his halt' filler; viz. 
(laughter of his mother Hawyfe, by Baldwin, her lafl hulband. On 
the death of king John, he adhered to his fon Henry; and was chief 
commander at the railing the ficge of Lincoln. Yet he feveral times 
was in arms afterwards againft the faid king; and was as often recon¬ 
ciled to him. From the general tenor of his vice verfa conduct, he 
feems to have been a diferiminating judge of which way his intereft 
was moft concerned. In 25th Henry III, 1241, going a pilgrimage 
to the Holy Land, he died in his way thither; leaving by his wife, 
Avelinc, lifter and coheir of Richard, the laft baron Montfichet, 

8. William, his fuccelTor, who furvived his father about nineteen 
years; when having made a journey into France, he died at Amiens 
the 44th of Henry III. He was twice married: firft, to Chriftian, 
daughter of Alan earl of Galloway, in Scotland ; fccondly, to Ifabel, 
lifter and heir to the laft Baldwin dc Ilipariis, carl of Dcvonfliirc, in 
whofe right he was alfo carl of Devon. His ilfue were three fons: 

John, Thomas, and William, who died young; and two daughters; 

Avicc, who died young, and Aveline, heir to this earldom, as alfo to 
that ol* Devon; who, after her father’s death, was lolemnly married to 
Edmond, fccond Ion of king Henry III. but by him had no ilfue; dying 
within the firft year alter marriage. She lies buried in Weftminller 
Abbey. 

Thus for default of heirs, this earldom, and the lordfliip of Holder- 
nefs,* were leized into the hands of the king. * Vid 

0 den ic fa. 

It is, neverthclcfs, to be obferved, that it has already been ftated, 
that William lc Grofs, third carl of Albemarle, befides Hawyfe, left 
another daughter, Cecily, married to - - - - Efton; a defendant from 
whom put in a claim for this honour, the 6th of Edward I.; whereas 
it is plain, upon the marriage of Hawyfe with William Mandcvile, that 
fhc was his only child, if Dugdale be correct, when he fays, fhe was 
daughter and foie heir; and as fuch, carried all the poilcftions of her 
father to her faid hufband in marriage.f It is therefore much more 1 n^d. 
probable, that Cecily was a natural child; or otherwife, that Avelinc, vST' 
vol. hi. F the 
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the furviving daughter and heir of the laft named W illiam, having 
matched with the king’s; fon, the whole inheritance ot the family was 
placed within the royal grafp; which having once obtained the poflef- 
lion, was too tenacious to permit it to pafs out again : and thus Efton, 
in dropping his claim, was ready, and, in fad, obliged to accept ot what¬ 
ever was propofed, and ottered in equivalency or fatislaciion thereof.

Tins honour being in the hands of the crown, was next granted to 
Thomas of Woodllock, youngeft Ion of Edward III. who was fum- 
moned to parliament, pth Richard II. as the king’s loving uncle, 
Thomas duke of Albemarle.*

enough to fay, he was only that year, and no more, called to parliament 
by this description; ftill he left fevcral children, hut none fuccecded to 
enjoy the title.

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MONK DUKE OF AUMERLE, ob ALBEMARLE. 

Abms—6. a Chevron between three Lions Heads crafcd, Ar. 

The family of Monk, or Le Moyne, is of great antiquity in the 
county of Devon, where they long were pofleffed of the manor of Po- 
theridge, w'hich descended in a direct line to 

George Monk, the celebrated general in the time of Cromwell; and 
at laft the happy promoter, and chief inftrument, of the reftoration of 
his majefty Charles II. Who, in recompence of his extraordinary and 
efpecial fervices, was pleafed to create him baron Monk of Potheridge, 
Beauchamp, and Tcys; earl of Torrington, and duke of Albemarle. 

His grace was lineally descended from Frances Plantagcnct, fccond 
daughter and coheir of Arthur Plantagcnct* (natural fon of Ed¬ 
ward IV.) by his wife, Elizabeth, lifter and heir to John Grey, vif- 
count L’lfle, who was the fon of Edward Grey, by Elizabeth, daughter 
and heir of John Talbot, eldeft fon of John, firft carl of Shrcwfbury, 
by his iccond wife, Margaret, eldeft daughter and coheir of Richard 
Beauchamp, carl of Warwick and Albemarle, by Elizabeth his wife, 
daughter and heirefs of Thomas lord Berkeley, by Margaret his wife, 
daughter and heirefs of Gerard Warin, lord L’lfle, by Alice, daughter 
and heirefs of Henry lord Tcyes. So that, in fa< 51 , he had a certain 
degree of hereditary pretenfion to the honours to which he w as ad¬ 
vanced. 

In addition to thefc, his grace alfo had fomc of the higheft pofts in 
the ftatc conferred upon him; all of which he moft worthily filled, 
and difeharged their duties with great honour. 

The reputation he gained under Cromwell as a military commander 
in England, Ireland, and Scotland, w r as of the firft rate ; and as a naval 
commander alfo, he confpicuoufly fhonc in the Dutch war, te nip. 
Charles II. It is faid, that Cromwell could not help diftrufting him 

at 
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at times; arid that he once added the following remarkable pollfcript 
to a letter to him: *• There be that tell me there is a certain cunning 
,f fellow in Scotland, called George Monk, who is fitid to lie in wait 
“ there to introduce Charles Stuart; I pray you ufe your diligence to 
“ apprehend him, and fend him up to me.” From the time of the 
reftoration to his death, he preferved the efteem and confidence ot the 
king and the duke of York. The iormcr uled to term him his poli¬ 
tical father: and laid very highly to his honour, “ the duke of Albe- 
“ marie demeaned himfelf in fuch a manner to the prince lie had 
“ obliged, as never to feem to overlook the ferviccs of general Monk.” 
lie was a great favourite with the commonalty; and his death was 
much lamented by all ranks of perfons, as was fliewn by the public, 
and princely regard paid to his memory. His iuneral was honoured 
with all imaginable pomp; and his allies were permitted to be depo- 
fited with thole of the royal blood, in Henry VII.’s Chapel, at Weft- 
minder, April 4, 1670® His duchcfs, Anne, was daughter of John, 
and filler to Thomas Clarges, afterwards created a baronet bv 
Charles II." by whom he had ifluc, a lbn, his fucccflbr

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carl of Aylcfbury, in com. Bucks. And in 1667, was conftitutcd lord 
lieutenant of Bcdfordlhirc. 

On the acceflion of king James to the crown, he was one of the 
lords that bore part of the regalia at his coronation, viz. St. Edward’s 
Raff; and in 1685, fucceeded the carl of Arlington as lord chamberlain 
of the houfehcld; but died the 20th of October, the lame year, and 
was buried at Ampthill. 

Wood, in his Fafti Oxonienfes, Vol. I. fays, “ lie was a learned 
“ perfon, well verfed in EngliHi hiftory and antiquities; a curious 
" collector of manuferipts, and a lover of all fuch as were profcfi'ors of 
** thofc Rudies.” 

By Diana his wife, daughter of Henry earl of Stamford, he had 
eight fons; whereof Edward, Robert, Charles, Henry, and Bernard, 
died young; Thomas was his fucceflbr; Robert and James died un¬ 
married : likewife nine daughters, as in the Table of Defeent. 

Thomas, eldcft furviving fon, was the next earl; and married, 30 th 
Odober, 1676, to his fir ft wife, Elizabeth, 15 third and only furviving 
daughter of Henry lord Beauchamp, fim of William marquis of Hert¬ 
ford, and at length foie heir to William duke of Somerfet; bv whom 
be had iffuc, four fons and two daughters; viz. Robert, died young ; 
Charles, of whom hereafter; Thomas and Henry, both died young; 
Elizabeth, the cldeft daughter, married George carl of Cardigan : and 
Mary, of whom he* mother died in childbed, 12th January, 1696-7, 
dcccafcd 2d April, 1698. 

This Thomas earl of Aylcfbury, was greatly fufpeded as an agent 
for the confpirators againll king William III. He had a private in¬ 
terview with the French king at Paris, and on his return in 1695, w as 
committed to the Towxr; but the following year, giving fufticicnt 
bail, he was permitted to leave the kingdom; and being a Papift, he

retired 
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retired to Bruflels, where he fettled, and married a fccond wife, Char¬ 
lotte countcfs of Sannu, of the noble houfe of Argenteau, by whom 
he had an only daughter, Charlotte-Maria ; r who, in 172 2, married 
the prince of Horne, one of the princes of the empire, and had iflue 
five children. 

The carl dcceafcd at Bruflels in 1741, and was fucceedcd by 
Charles, his eldcft furviving fon and heir. Which 

Charles, in the lifetime of his father, was called up to the houfe 
of peers, by the title of lord Bruce of Whorlton (his father’s moil an¬ 
cient barony), 31ft December, 1711; and in 1746, was created lord 
Bruce of Tottenham, in Wiltlhirc; with remainder to his nephew, 
Thomas Bruce Brudencll. 

By his firft wife, the lady Anne Savill, eldcft daughter and coheir of 
William marquis of Halifax, he had iflue two fons; George, w ho died 
young; and Robert, who married Frances, daughter of Sir William 
Blackett, of Newcaftlc on Tyne, baronet, but died S. P.; and alfo two 
daughters; viz. Mary, who married Henry marquis of Carnarvon, 
eldcft fon and heir of the duke of Chandos; and Elizabeth, w ho mar¬ 
ried Benjamin, eldcft fon and heir of the lord Bathurft, but died S. P. 

His fecond wife was Juliana, daughter of Charles Boyle, earl of Bur¬ 
lington, by W'hom he had no iflue; but by Caroline, his third wife, 
daughter of major-gen. John Campbell, he had iflue a daughter, Mary, 
who married Charles Lenox, late duke of Richmond, and died S. P. 

His lordftlip dying the 10th of February', 1746-7, without iflue male, 
the earldom of Aylefbury, with the baronies of Bruce of Whorlton, 
Bruce of Skelton, and vifeounty of Bruce of Ampthill, became extinct; 
but the barony of Bruce of Tottenham, by virtue of the aforefuid limi¬ 
tation, defeended to his nephew beforementioned, 

Thomas Bruce Brudenell, fon of Elizabeth, his After, by George 
carl of Cardigan, her hufband; w’hich Thomas, by ad of parliament, 
has taken the name and arms of Bruce, and has been created earl of 
Aylclbury r , in whom the title now' rcmaincth.

From Sir Robert Knollys, K. G. the famous general, temp. Ed¬ 
ward III. who obtained the high eft degree ot military fame, and died 
in 1407, at ninety years of age, 'defeended 

Sir Francis Ksollys, knight, of the moll noble order of the 
garter; 1 who, the 11th of Elizabeth, had the cuilody of the queen of 
Scots, then a prifoner at Bolton cafilc, in York (hire ; and the 29th of 
Elizabeth, was one of thofe who, bv commifiion, fat in judgment 
upon that unfortunate princcfs. He married Catherine, daughter of 
William Carey, efquirc (by Mary his wile, daughter of Thomas Bul- 
lcn, earl of Wiltfliire, and lifter to queen Anne Bullen), by whom he 
hud i(Tuc, among other children, 

William, his fccond, but cldcft furviving fbn and heir ; who, by 
letters patent, 13th May, iff James I. w'as created a baron of the 
realm, by the title of lord Knollcs, of Grajs, in com. Oxon (his chief 
feat); al(b, the 12th of James I. lie was appointed mailer of the court 
of wards ; and within a fliort time after, was created a knight of the 

* Having acquired immenfe wealth in the wars of France, he built that ftately bridge ovei 
the Medway, called Rochefter Bridge, and enlarged the houfe of the Carmelites, called the 
White Friers, in the city of London ; and alfo founded a collegiate church of lecular priefts, at 
Pontfrad, in com.

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garter: as alfo, the 14th of James I. was raided to the dignity of a 
vifeount, by the denomination of vifeount Wallingford; and upon the 
18th of Augufl, 2d Charles I. was, moreover, created carl of Banbury, 
with precedency of all carls who were created before him. 

This nobleman was twice married: firft, to Dorothy, filler and co¬ 
heir to John lord Bray (widow of Edmund lord Chandos), by whom 
he had no ifluc; and, fecondly, to Elizabeth, cldeil daughter to Tho¬ 
mas carl of Suffolk, by whom he had, likcwife, no iffue ; as the certi¬ 
ficate fubferibed by her, the faid Elizabeth (who furvived him), doth 
teftify. And dying the 25th of May, 1632, being then eighty-eight 
years of age, w f as buried in the church of Grays, beforementioned. 

“ But notwithftanding this her certificate, and an inquifition 
“ taken after his death, importing as much, it was not long after ere 
“ fhe married ‘Nicholas lord Vaux, and produced two fons; viz. Ed- 
“ \yard, who, by rcafon of a fudden quarrel on the road betwixt 
“ Calais and Gravelin, was there flain; the other, Nicholas, was fre- 
“ qucntly called carl of Banbury, but never had fummons to parlia- 
“ ment.” 

With this laft fentence Dugdalc concludes his account of this 
family and title ;* but with what degree of truth and confiftency, re¬ 
mains to be further difeuifed. 

At the time of the deccafc of the fuid earl, it appears that Edward, 
cldeft of the fons beforenamed, was aged five years, one month, and 
fifteen days ;f and that Nicholas, the other fon, was born the 3d of 
January, 1630; being upwards of two years before the death of the 
carl, who was never feparated from his laid wife Elizabeth, but lived 
with her during his life, in the ufual form of conjugal fociety and 
communication ; being notorioufly icon by fevcral in bed with her at 
Harwedtm, after the birth of Nicholas, his youngcfl fon, whereof fhe 
was delivered at the lord Vaux’s houfc at that place.

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Under thefe circumflanccs, it muft then be evident, that as the law 
Hands, thefe children were legitimate; and that however fufpicions 
might be entertained that they were rather the fons of lord Vaux than 
of the carl of Banbury, at the age of upwards of eighty, yet the 
maxims and rules of the jurilprudcncc of the country, will not allow 
the fufpicions of an evil mind to do away with the cflablilhcd law ot 
the land. The affertion of Dugdale, refpe&ing the certificate laid to 
have been figned by the widow countcfs, is utterly falfc. There an 
entry made in a book of certificates in the Herald’s College (the very 
book to which he refers), in which it is Hated, that the carl died S. P. 
but it is not fubferibed “ by her the faid Elizabeth ,” nor by any other 
perfon whomfoever. 

On the dcceafc of Edward, the cldcH foil, as already mentioned, 
Nicholas, his brother, became his heir; and not only afiumed the title 
of carl of Banbury, but actually was one of thofc peers w ho lilt in the 
convention parliament of 1660 ; and during the fitting thereof, re¬ 
peatedly voted on ievcral occafions. But it, however, leems, that on 
the 13th of July, 1660 , it was moved, “ That there being a perfon 
that now fits in this houfe as a peer of the realm, viz. the earl of 
Banbury, it is ordered, that this bufinefs lhull be heard at the bar by 
Counfel, on Monday come fennight.” Whether, in fact, anv iiieh 
hearing did take place or not, the journals arc lllent; yet they 1'urnilh 
abundant proof, that the doubt had been removed by Jbme mraiu: 
for they fhew, that the faid carl was prefent in the houfe every day 
preceding the day appointed for the hearing. That he was allb prelent 
on that very day; and that the day follow ing, he w as named of the 
committee on the excifc bill. That he was prelent on the 1 3th of 
September, when the king was at the houfe; and, in fliort, was only 
abfent feven days, from the 13th of July, when the faid motion was 
made, to the 21H of November, when it was ordered, “ That the earl 
of li anbury bath leave to be abfent for Jhme time." 

This order feems of peculiar importance, infomuch as it was made 
after the bcfbrcmcntioncd motion for inquiry had gone by; which 

moH 
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moft clearly bears the face, that either the order for taking that mo¬ 
tion into confidcration was difchargcd on the day appointed for its 
difcuffion, or that the rcfult of that difcuffion was, “ That the earl of 
Banbury had a right to a feat in that houfcfor it can fcarcely be 
imagined, unlefs fuch were the faft, that the houfe would have filently 
permitted his lordfliip to have retained his feat and voice in their 
aflembly; or would have had entered upon their journals, “ Leave 
for a perfon to be abfent, who had no right to be prefent"* Shortly 
after this, however, the parliament was diilolved, viz. 29th Decem¬ 
ber, 1660; and in the new parliament which met the 8th May, 1661, 
the name of the carl of Banbury was omitted; and therefore he pre- 
fented a petition to the king, praying that he might be fummoned 
thereto; who referred the petition to the houfe of peers, and the houfc 
to a committee of privileges. There a regular examination of wit- 
nefles took place; when the attorney general, who attended upon 
behalf of the crown, confcffcd the law to be clear; and the committee 
reported to the houfc, ift July, j66i, “ T]iat Nicholas earl of Ban¬ 
bury, ivas a legitimate perfon." Upon receiving this report, the houfc 
ordered that the caufe Ihould be heard at the bar ; where having been 
accordingly heard, it was again referred to the committee of privileges, 
with an additional direction, to conlidcr the matter of the right of 
precedency between the faid carl and fevcral other peers; which com¬ 
mittee once more having taken the matter into confideration on the 
19th of July, 1661, reported, “ That the carl of Banbury, in the eye 
** of the law, was fon of the late William carl of Banbury; and the 
“ houfe of peers fliould therefore ad vile the king, to fend him a writ 
to come to parliament, and that lie ought to have place in the 
“ houfe of peers according to the date of his patent, and not accord- 
** ing to that part thereof, which ranked him beibre other carls created 
“ before William carl of Banbury.” 

This report was made on the Friday, and the houfc rcfolvcd to take 
it into confidcration on the Monday following; but nothing appears 
to have been done on that day; from ■which period it was pollponcd 

day

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day after day, to the 9th of December; when it appears from the 
journals, that a bill was brought in and read a firft time, entitled, 
** An a<ft for declaring Nicholas, called earl of Banbury, to be illegi¬ 
timate.” Which bill, mod probably, was afterwards rejected ; as no 
further mention is to be found of it, nor of any proceedings thereon. 

It is not a little worthy of remark, that fuch an a& fhould be 
brought into the houfo, after the clear and decided terms in which the 
committee of privileges expreffed their report: “ That the earl of 
“ Banbury was, in the eye of the law, fon of the late William earl of 
“ Banbury; and the houfo of peers fhould advilc the king to fond him 
“ a writ to come to parliament.” Yet fo it is, that the laid report 
cither never found its way to the throne, or was difapproved of by his 
majefty, although it was the refult of an inquiry made by the king's 
exprefs command. And from this period to the prefont, notwithftand- 
ing foveral efforts of the rcfpe&ivc heirs male in fucceffion, no final 
determination has been made on the fubjedl of this title fo peculiarly 
circumftanccd. 

Nicholas carl of Banbury, the petitioner beforenamed, died the 14th 
March, 1673-4, leaving Charles, his fon, twelve years old. Which 

Charles, in the firft parliament after his coming at age, viz. in 
1685, prefented a petition to the houfo of peers, who referred it to a 
committee of privileges, to examine the proceedings in the former 
cafo; when their report being made to the houfo, 23d June, 1685, it 
was ordered, that the attorney general, on the part of the crown, and 
counfol on behalf of the petitioner, fhould be heard on the 6th of July 
following: but the day prcvioufly thereto the houfo adjourned, from 
ad July to the 4th of Auguft, and from then to 9th November, when 
it met, and fat to the 20th, and was then prorogued to 10th Fe¬ 
bruary ; after when, it no more met on bufinefs, but was diffolvcd by 
proclamation, 2d July, 1687. Thus no decifion was made on this 
petition. 

In i6^2 t this Charles had the misfortune to kill his brother-in-law, 
Philip Lawfon, cfquirc, in a duel; and being indi&cd for that offence 

by 
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by the name of Charles Knollys, efquire, he once more petitioned the 
houfe, praying to be tried by his peers. Which petition being read 
the 13th of December, it was ordered, that the attorney general, on 
the behalf of the crown, and counfcl for the petitioner, lhould be 
heard on the 9th of January; on which day, as alfo the 14th and 
1 yth, the parties were heard. On the laft of thefe days, it was pro* 
pofed that all the judges lhould be heard; but this was negatived, and 
the queftion put, “ Whether the petitioner hath any right to the title of 
earl of Banbury ?" Whereupon it was rcfolved in the negative; and 
the petition was ordered to be difmifled. 

But the indi&ment had been removed from Hicks’ Hall to the 
court- of King’s Bench, upon a plea of mifnomcr in abatement. 
“ When the defendant pleaded, that William vifeount Wallingford, 
“ by letters patent under the great feal of England (which he pro- 
“ duccd in court), bearing date, Auguft 18, ad Charles I. was created 
“ carl of Banbury, to him and the heirs male of his body. That Wil- 
“ Ham had ifluc Nicholas, who fuccecded him in the faid title; and 
“ that the faid honour defeended to him, the defendant, from the laid 
“ Nicholas, as Ion and heir.” It was replied, that the 13th* of Decem¬ 
ber, 4th William and Mary, the faid defendant petitioned the lords in 
parliament alfembled, to be tried by his peers; but the lords difallowcd 
the peerage, and difmiiTcd the petition. 

The defendant demurred; and in argument on the demurrer, the 
the attorney general faid, that the defendant is concluded of his peer¬ 
age by the order of the houfe of lords. To this the learned and up¬ 
right judge who prefided, faid, ** That the defendant had a title to 
“ his honour by legal conveyance, and that it was under the protcc- 
“ tion of the common law, and could not be taken from him but by 
“ legal means. That the houfe of lords could no more deprive one 
“ of a peerage, than they could confer one. That the defendant’s 
“ right Hood upon the letters patent, and his legitimacy. That the 
” letters patent could not be cancelled without a feire facias, and 
vol. 111. H “ that

" that the defendant could not now be proved a baftard, or illegi- 
** timatc.”" 

At this determination of the court of King’s Bench, the houfc of 
peers leems to have taken much offence; and it remained a fubjeft of 
controverfy, from March 1693, to the end of the year 1697. But no 
writ of error was brought in, nor did any trial take place for the al¬ 
leged offence; and the defendant continued for the remainder of his 
life, forty-three years, under bail; deprived of that inheritance, to 
which, by the law (as delivered from the bench itfclf), he was ftated 
■to have a right; and what is lingular, and requires notice, is, that while 
he was difallowcd the “ privilege of peerage he was nevertheless 
compelled to pay taxes “ as an earl." 

In giving this detailed account of the earldom of Banbury, the 
obje& has been, as much to afford information rcfpc&ing a title which 
Dugdale has mifreprelentcd, as to give particulars which hitherto have 
never been publiflied, in order that the true flate of the cafe may gra¬ 
tify the reader to perufe; whilft it is made without any intentional 
difparagement to the noble perfon who yet coniidcrs himfclf the true 
and lawful heir of the once much difkinguifhed family of Knollvs.

This family was defeended from an ancient ftock of good repute in 
the county of Suffolk; whereof 

Paul Banning was of Bentley, in the county of Effcx, and was 
fheriff of London in 1593. By Sufan, his fccond wife, daughter and 
heir of William Norden, of Miftley, in the fame county, cfquirc, he 
had iffuc a ion, 

Paul, who, the 10th James 1 . was created a baronet; and 27th 
February, 1627, was firft, by king Charles I. made a baron of the 
realm, by the ftyle of baron Bayning, of Horkefly-Bcntlcy, in Effcx; 
and March 8th following, was further raifed to the dignity of vifeount 
Bayning, of Sudbury, in com. Suff. by delivery of letters patent, dated 
as aforefaid. Ilis lady was Anne, daughter of Sir Henry Glcmham, 
of Glemham, in co. Suff. knight, by the lady Anne his wife, daughter 
of Thomas Sackvillc, earl of Dorfct, K. G. by whom he had a fon, 
Paul, his fucceffor; and four daughters. Of which, Cecily, married 
Henry Picrjioint, after marquis of Dorchcftcr: Anne, of whom here¬ 
after; Mary, married, firft, William Villicrs, vifeount Grandifon, in 
Ireland (by whom file had an only daughter, Barbara, w ho became 
dutchefs of Cleveland,* and was the celebrated miftrefs of king 
Charles II.); her fccond hufband was Charles Villicrs, earl of Angle- 
fey ; and her third, Arthur Gorges, efquire, w'ho lies buried at Chelfca, 
in com Middlefcx. Elizabeth, the other daughter, was wife, firft, of 
Francis lord Dacres; by whom (among other children), fhc had iffuc, 
Thomas, created carl of Suffex, 26th Charles II. who married Anne, 
one of the daughters of the aforefaid Barbara, dutchefs of Cleveland, 
by king Charles II.; her fccond hufband was David Walter, cfquirc, 
of Godftow, in com. Oxon, groom of the bedchamber, and lieutenant 

of 
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of the ordnance to Charles II. which Elizabeth was afterwards, viz. 
6th September, 1680, created countcfs of Shepcy for life.* 

Paul, fccond vifeount Bayning, fuccccded his father on his dcceafe, 
in 1639; but died foon after, viz. in 1638. So that from father to 
Ion, the honours of the peerage were only enjoyed eleven years. ■ 

This laft nobleman married Penelope, daughter and heir of Sir Ro¬ 
bert Naunton, knight, author of the Fragmenta Regalia (afterwards 
remarried to Philip earl of Pembroke), and had iifue two daughters, 
his coheirs; namely, Anne, who married Aubrey de Vere, the laft earl 
of Oxford of that family, in whole lifetime flic died S. P. and Pene- 
lope, who was wife of John Herbert, youngeft fon of Philip earl of 
Pembroke and Montgomery, and died alfo S. P. 

ANNE FISCOUNTESS BAYNING. 

Anne, fccond daughter to Paul, firft vifeount Bayning, was twice 
married: her firft hulband was Henry Murray, cfquire, groom of the 
ibed chamber to Charles II. and furviving him, (he, in her widowhood, 
was by the laid king, created vifeountefs Bayning, of Foxley, for term 
of life. Her fccond hufband is laid to have been Sir John Barber, 
knight ;f but by her firft, flic had iflue, four daughters and coheirs; 
viz. firft, F.lizabcth, who married, firft, Randolph Egcrton, of Bctlcy, 
major general in the fcrvicc of Charles I.; and, (econdly, Charles 
Egcrton, fourth fon of John fccond earl of Bridgewater; fecond, 
Anne, who married Robert Pierpoint, nephew of Henry marquis of 
Dorchefter; third, Jane, w ile of Sir John Bowycr, of Kniperlley, in 
com Start', baronet; and, fourth, Mary, who wedded Sir Roger Bradf- 
haigli, of Haigh, in com. Pal. Lane, baronet; whofe lordfliip of that 
name, is laid to be famous for the fineft works of coals, called cannel, 
in England, which are fo much admired tor their heat and brightnefs, 
as well as for the extraordinary curiofitics made of them, nowife in¬ 
ferior to jet in colour and height of polifli.

On the dcceafc of the vifeountefs this title became extinct; and for. 
many years remained fo; but has fmcc been revived in the perfbn of 
the right honourable 

Ciiarles Towxshend, grandfon of Annc t wife to lord William 
Powlett, fecond fon of Charles firft duke of Bolton. Which Anne was 
only furviving daughter and licirefs of major general Randolph Egcr- 
ton, by Elizabeth his wife, eldcft of the four daughters and coheirs of 
Henry Murray, cfquirc, by Anne vifeountefs Bayning, his wife, cldeft 
daughter of Paul the firft vifeount, and fitter, and at length coheir to 
Paul the fccond and laft vifeount Bayning of that fiirnamc. Which 
faid Charles Townfhend (eldcft furviving fon of William, third fon of 
Charles vifeount Townfliend), was, 20th Oftobcr, 1797, created lord 
Bayning, baron of Foxlcy, a manor and eftate in the county of Berks, 
which had formerly belonged to the vifeountefs Bayning beforemcn- 
tioned.

Lord Bayning, whilft a commoner, reprefented the borough of 
Great Yarmouth near forty years. He was fucceffivcly fecrctary to the 
embafly in Spain, a lord of the admiralty, a lord of the treafury, one 
of the joint vice treafurers of Ireland, and treafurcr of the navy; which 
high office he fulfilled with unfullicd honour.

Of Bath, the faired and principal city of Somcrfetfhirc, and the 
fined; in England, celebrated throughout Europe for its medicinal 
waters, the firfl carl was 

Pin i .ibekt de Sii aunde, a Frenchman, of the province of Brit¬ 
tany ; who having proved himfelf a faithful friend to Henry earl of 
Richmond, whom he hofpitably and kindly entertained, when he fled 
into that country from the hatred and violence of Richard III. was 
by him (after Henry VII.), upon obtaining the crown, out of a grate¬ 
ful Ipnfe of his fervices, in 1486, created earl of Bath ; with a grant 
of 100 marks, per aim. fee, out of the profits of the counties of So- 
merfet and Dorfct. But of his marriage, iffue, or death, no certain 
account has hitherto appeared. 


BOURCHIER EARL OF BATH.

In 1536, the 28th Ilenry VIII. the title of earl of Bath was con¬ 
ferred on John Boukchier, lord Fitzwarrcn, grandfon of William 
lord Fitzwarrcn, fecond fbn of William Bourchicr, earl of Ewe, by 
Anne his wife, daughter, and at length heir, of Thomas of Wood- 
flock, duke of Glouccflcr, youngeft fan of king Edward III. Of this 
family there were five earls; but Henry, the lad, dying without ifluc, 
in 1654, the honour ended in the Bourchicr line. But the barony of 
Fitzwarrcn being a barony in fee, yet furvivctli, cither in abeyance or 
vol. hi. I dormancy; 
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dormancy; to which head the reader is referred. (Vid. Bourchier 
lord Fitzwarren, Vol. II.) 


GRANVILLE EARL OF BATH.

The next earl of this famous city, was John Greenville. Gren- 
vill, or Granville, a family which is faid to take its defeent from 
Rollo. firft duke of Normandy; and whofe immediate anceftor was 
Robert Fitz-Hamon, who came into England with William the Con¬ 
queror. to whom he was nephew. 

This John, according to the tradition of flattering heralds, by an 
immediate fucceftion, from father to fon, beginning at the year of our 
Lord 876, from Robert, the fon of Rollo, being upwards of 780 years, 
was the thirtieth earl of Corboile, baron of Thorigny and Gran¬ 
ville; and by his majefty Charles II. on April 20, 1661, was created 
baron Granville of Kilkhampton, and Biddiford, “ vifeount Granville of 
Lanfdown and earl of Bath. At the time of his being created carl 
of Bath, it being fuggefted, that he had by inheritance a real right to 
the titles of earl of Corboile, Thorigny, and Granville, in as full and 
ample a manner as his anceftors formerly ufed, before that dukedom 
was loft to the crown of England, he w r as three days after, viz. 23d 
April, by his majefty’s warrant under his royal fignet, allowed to ufc 
thofe titles; the preamble to which warrant contains thefe words: 
“ Whereas it appears to us, that our right trufty, &c. John earl of Bath, 
“ &c. is defeended in a dirc& line, as heir male to Robert Fitz Hamon, 
“ lord of Gloucefter and Glamorgan, in the reigns of William the 
“ Conqueror, William Rufus, and king Henry I.; and who was the 
“ ion and heir of Hamon Dcntatus, earl of Corboile, and lord of Tho- 
" rigny and Granville, in Normandy, which titles they held before 
“ Normandy was loft to the crown of England; whereby he juftly 

“ claims 
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“ claims his defcent from the youngeft fon of the duke of Normandy, 
" as we ourfclvcs do from the cideft." Alfo in the fame year (1661), 
the King pafl'ed a warrant under the privy fcal, whereby he obliged 
himfelf, and recommended it to his fuccciTors, that in cafe of failure of 
iflue male to general Monk, the title of duke of Albemarle ihould 
defeend to the faid carl of Bath, and be continued in his family. And 
by another warrant alfo, he promifed the earldom of Glamorgan, for¬ 
merly enjoyed by Robert Fitz Hamon, in default of iflue male of the 
marquis of Worccftcr, by his lady then living, to be enjoyed by him 
and his ifluc male; and failure thereof, to the heirs male of Sir Bevil 
Greenville, his father. Yet none of thefe defignated aggrandifements 
ever took place. 

He had many pofts of high importance about the court: and, in 
truth, well deferved every accumulation of honour conferred upon 
liiip, from his fignal fcrvices and fufferings in the civil war; as like- 
wife thofc of liis father, Sir Bevil Granville, the renowned general who 
fell at the battle of Lanfdown. 

He was the firft and chief inftrument of the negotiation with his 
near kinfman, general Monk; by which the happy reiloration of the 
royal family was brought about. His lordfhip married Jane, only 
furviving daughter of Sir Peter Wych, ambaflador at Conftantinople, 
by whom he had a numerous progeny; viz. five fons: whereof 
Charles was his fuccellbr; John was created lord Granville, of Pothc- 
ridge,* 16th May, the 2d of queen Anne, and married Rebecca, 
daughter of Sir Jofiah Child, of Wanftead, in the county of Eflex, 
and widow of Charles marquis of Worccftcr, but died without iflue 
in December, 1707; Bevil died of the fmallpox, unmarried; and the 
two others died young. His daughters were eleven; eight whereof 
died young: the other three were, Jane, married to Sir William 
Gower, anccftor to carl Gower, now marquis of Stafford; Catherine 
married Craven Peyton, efquire, of the county Palatine of Lancaftcr; 
and lady Grace was the wife to George, cideft fon of Sir Philip Car¬ 
teret, fon and heir to Sir George Carteret, afterwards lord Cartcret.f

Charles, on the deccafe of his father, in Auguft 1701, was the 
next carl. He had been fummoned to parliament, vi. pa. anno 1689; 
and had alfo been created a count of the facred Roman empire, by 
the emperor Leopold; by his charter, bearing date at Lintz, January 
27, 1684 (which title was to defeend to his poftcrity of both fexes), 
for his eminent ferviccs in the war of Hungary, where he was a vo¬ 
lunteer in the army that defeated the Turks before Vienna, in 1683 ; 
and the fame year was at the taking of Gran. 

He only furvived his father about twelve days; being accidentally 
killed by the fuddcnly going off of one of his own pifltols. He was 
then preparing for his father’s interment; and leaving a young fon, his 
heir, there were three earls of Bath above ground at one time. He 
married two wives: firft, lady Martha, daughter of Thomas firft duke 
of Leeds, by whom he had an only daughter, that died an infant; 
fccondly, Ifabclla, daughter of Henry dc Naflau, Veit marihal Auver- 
querque, commander of the Dutch forces under the duke of Marlbo¬ 
rough ; by which lady he had 

William-Henry, his only child, the laft carl of Bath of this 
ancient and illuftrious family; who w r as bom January 3c, 1691-2, 
and in May, 1711, to the great grief of his noble relations, being a 
youth of great expectations, died of the fmallpox, unmarried, leaving 
none to fuccecd him ; wherefore his aunts wxre his heirs. Of whom, 
Grace married, as beforementioned, to Sir George Carteret, was created 
lifcountcfs Carteret, and countcfs of Granville in 1713 ; and her fon 
John, fuccccdcd as earl of Granville in 1744. (Vid. Granville.) 


PULTENEY EARL OF BATH. 

Arms —A Pels Dancetlc Gules in chief three Leopards Heads Sa. 

The family of Pultcncy is very ancient, and is defeended from 
Adam dc Clipftone ; who marrying Maud, daughter of John de Nap- 
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ton, in her right had the manor of Pulteney, in Leicefterfhirc; from 
whence he took his name. In a diredt line from him, was Sir Wil¬ 
liam Pulteney, who was a leading member in the houfe of commons; 
and a warm fpeaker in behalf of the bill for excluding the duke of 
York. His grandfon was William, who, like his noble anceftor, made 
a confpicuous figure alio in the fenate. 

In 1714 he was made fecrctary at war, but rdigned upon the 
changes made in 1717. In 1733, he was, however, again in place, as 
cofferer of the lioufhold; and was fwom of the privy council. In 
1735, he rdigned his appointment; and in 1731, was ftruck out of 
the lift of privy counfellors: but on the 20th of February, 1741-3, 
was fworn again of the privy council; and in July following, was 
created baron of Hey don, in Yorklhire; vifeount Pulteney, of Wring- 
ton, in Somerfctfhirc; and earl of Bath. By Anna Maria, daughter 
of John Gumley, cfquire, of Ifleworth, in the county of Middlefex, he 
had a fbn, William vifeount Pulteney, who died in his lifetime, in 
1763, at Madrid, unmarried; and alfo a daughter, who died in 1741, 
aged fourteen. Wherefore upon his lordfhip’s death, July 7th, 1764, 
without iflue male, his titles all expired. 

The following copy of a letter, from Sir Robert Walpole to his 
majefty George II. may ferve to fhew, as well the difeernment of that 
able minifter, as the difpofition of the perfons by whom he was fo ve¬ 
hemently oppoied. 

“ Molt facrcd, 

“ The violence of the fit of the ftonc, which has tormented me for 
lomc days, is now fo far abated, that although it will not permit me 
to have the honour to w'ait on your majefty, yet is kind enough to 
enable me fo far to obey your orders, as to write my fentiments con¬ 
cerning that troublefamc man, Mr. Pulteney; and to point out (what 
1 conce’n e to be), the moil effectual method to make him perfeclly 
quiet. Your majefty well knows, how, by the dint of his eloquence, 
he has fo captivated the mob, and attained an unbounded popularity, 
that the moft manifeft wrong appears to be right, when adopted and 

urged 
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urged by him. Hence it is, that he has become not only trbublcibme 
but dangerous. The inconfiderate multitude think he has not one 
object but the public good in view; although, if they would reflect a 
little, they would foon perceive, that fpleen againft thole your majefty 
has honoured with your confidence, has greater weight with him than 
patriotifm. Since, let any mcafurc be propofed, however falutary, if 
he thinks it comes from me, it is fufficicnt for him to oppole it. 
Thus, Sir, you fee the affairs of the moft momentous- concern, arc 
fubjeCt to the caprice of that popular man; and he has nothing to do, 
but to call it a miniftcrial project, and bellow out the word favourite. 
to have an hundred pens drawn againft it, and a thoufand mouths 
open to contradict it. Under thefe circumftanccs, he bears up againft 
the miniftry (and, let me add, againft your majefty itfelf) ; and every 
ufcful feheme muft be either abandoned, or if it is carried in cither 
houlc, the public arc made to believe it is done by a corrupted majo¬ 
rity. Since then things are thus circumftanced, it is become ncccffary 
for the public tranquillity, that he Ihouhl be made quiet; and the only 
method to do that cffe&ually, is to deftroy his popularity, and ruin the 
good belief the people have in him. 

“ In order to do this, he muft be invited to court; your majefty 
muft condefcend to fpeak to him in the moft favourable and diftin- 
guilhcd manner; you muft make him believe, that he is the only 
perfon upon whofc opinion you can rely, and to whom your people 
look up for ufcful meafures. As he has already fevcral times refufed 
to take the lead in the adminiftration, unlefs it was totally modelled 
to his fancy, your majefty fliould clofe in with his advice, and give 
him leave to arrange the adminiftration as he pleafes and put whom 
he choofcs into office (there can be no danger in that, as you can dif> 
mifs him when you think fit); and when he has got thus far (to 
which his extreme fclf-lovc, and the high opinion he entertains of his 
own importance, will cafily conduce), it will be neceffary that your 
majefty fliould feem to have a great regard for his health; fignifying, 
to him, that your affairs will be ruined if he fliould die; that you 

want 
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want to have him conftantly near you, to have his fage advice; and 
that therefore, as he is much difordered in body, and fomething in¬ 
firm, it will be necefiary for his prefervation, for him to quit the houfe 
of commons, where malevolent tempers will be continually fretting 
him; and where, indeed, his prefcncc will be needlefs, as no ftep will 
be taken but according to his advice; and that he will let you give 
him a diftinguiihed mark of your approbation, by creating him a peer. 
This he may be brought to; for, if I know any thing of mankind, 
he has a love ol' honour and money; and, notwithftanding his great 
haughtinefs and feeming contempt for honour, he may be won, if it 
be done with dexterity. For as the poet Fenton fays, “ Flattery is an 
oil that foftens the thoughtlefs fool.*' 

"If your majefty can once bring him to accept of a coronet, all 
will be over with him, the changing multitude will ceafc to have any 
confidence in him; and when you fee that, your majefty may turn 
your back to him, difmiis him from his poft, turn out his meddling 
partizans, and reftorc things to quiet: for then if he complains, it will 
be of no avail; the bee will have loft his fting, and become an idle 
drone, whofc buzzing no body heeds. 

“ Your majefty will pardon me for the freedom with which I have 
given my fentiments and advice; which I ihould not have done, had 
not your majefty commanded it, and had I not been certain that your 
peace is much difturbed by the contrivance of that turbulent man. I 
lhall only add, that I will difpofe fevcral whom I know to wifli him 
■well, to folicit for his eftablilhmcnt in power, that you may feem to 
yield to their entreaties, and the finefie be lefs liable to be difeo- 
vered. 

“ 1 hope to have the honour to attend your majefty in a few days; 
which I will do privately, that my public prefence may give him no 
umbrage.

BEAUCHAMP OF ALCESTER. 


This houfe had its commencement in Walter de Beauchamp, 
a younger fon of William de Beauchamp, of Elmley, and Ilabel his 
wife, filler and heir to William Mauduit, earl of Warwick. Which

Walter 
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Walter having purchafed of Reginald Fitz Herbert, the moiety 
of the manor of Alccfter, in com. Warw. made it one of his chief 
feats, the other being at Powyk, in com. Wigorn. He was an emi¬ 
nent man in his time; and the 53d of Henry III. being figned with 
the crols for a pilgrimage to the Holy Land, had a legacy of 200 
marks from his father, for his better performance of that voyage. He 
was fteward of the houlhold to Edward I. whom he attended into 
Flanders; as alfo in the wars of Scotland, where he was in that famous 
battle of Faukirk. The 29th of Edward I. his name appears in the 
life of thofe great men of the realm, who then fignilicd unto the pope, 
under their refpedlive feals, the fuperiority of king Edward over the 
realm of Scotland; being feyled in that parliament holdcn at Lincoln, 

“ Dominus de Alccfter.” But excepting at this period, which is 
called a parliament, the name of Walter is not included in any other 
Lifts of Summons. He married Alice dc Tony; and djing the 31ft 
of Edward I. left ifluc three fons; Walter, William, and Giles. 

Whereof 

Walter fucceeded his father; and the ift of Edward III. had a 
fpecial com million to execute the office of conftable of England in a 
particular cafe: but died the year next enfuing, ad Edward III. 
leaving 

William, his brother and heir; who had been a military man for 
many years, both in Flanders and Scotland, and at various times in- 
trufted with the government of divers important caftlcs: but this 
William did not enjoy the lordlhip of Alcefter, in regard that Walter, 
his elder brother, .had, about twelve years before, fettled it upon 

Giles de Beauchamp, his younger brother; who, the 14th of 
Edward III. had a licence to fortify his manor houfe at Alcefter, with 
a wall of lime and ftone, and to embattle the feme, for the ufe of 
himfelf and his heirs. This Giles, according to Dugdale in his Hiftory 
of Warwickfhire,* had fummons to parliament among the other ba- » Dngd. 
rons of the realm, from the 20th Edward 11 . to the 9th of Edward III. " arw, P- 5/0 
But notwithftanding this aftertion, the feme learned author does not

include his name in any of the Lifts of the Writs of Summons of 
thole years. He left iflue, 

John, his fon and heir; of whom very little mention occurs, faving 
his foundation of a chantry in the parifti church of Alceftcr, the 36th 
of Edward III. He had iflue, Sir William, and Sir Walter Beau¬ 
champ, from whom the Beauchamps of St. Amand did defeend.* 

Sir William, the cldeft fon, the i6th of Richard II. was made 
conftablc of the caftle of Glouccfter; the 3d of Hemy IV. Iheriff of 
Worcefterlhire; and the 1 ft of Henry V. IherifF of Glouccftcrfhirc. 
He married Catherine, one of the daughters and coheirs of Gerard de 
Ufflctc, and left iflue. 

Sir John Beauchamp, knight; who, the sad of Henry VI. pur- 
chafcd of Thomas Botereaux, the other moiety of the manor of Al¬ 
ceftcr, and thereby became lord of the whole of the faid manor. This 
Sir John having performed many acceptable ferviccs to Henry VI. 
was created by him lord Beauchamp, of Powyk, the 25th of his 
reign; and had an aflignment of a penflon, for the fupport of that 
honour; being at the fame time made juftice of South Wales, and 
the 28th of Henry VI. conftitutcd lord treafurcr of England: but as 
there were many who difreliihed his preferment, lb he continued in 
his office barely two years; and had merit enough juft to procure him- 
felf a fecure retreat. 

He married Margaret, After to Richard Ferrers; and dcceafmg the 
15th of Edward IV. left 

Richard de Beauchamp, his fon and heir, and the faid Marga¬ 
ret his wife, furviving. Which 

Richard fuccecdcd his father in his title; and having married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Humphrey Stafford, knight, in the private 
chapel of his manor houfe at Beauchamp’s Court, by virtue of a 
fpecial licence from the biihop of Worceftcr, had iflue three daughters, 
his heirs; viz. Elizabeth, married to Robert Willoughby, firfl; lord 
Willoughby de Broke; Anne, to Richard Lygon; and Margaret, to 
William Rede. 


This 
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This Richard Beauchamp had fummons to parliament, from the 
2 2d of Edward IV. to the 12th of Henry VII. Upon whofe death, 
in the partition of the inheritance, the manor of Alceftcr fell to the 
ihare of the lord Willoughby de Broke. * 

From this period the barony of Beauchamp de Powyk became ex- 
tin<& in the Beauchamp name; but it has lately been revived in the 
family of Lygon, defeended from Richard Lygon and Anne l’eau- 
champ, abovementioned, by patent, the 26th February, 1806. 


BEAUCHAMP OF HOLT. 

Tiie firft of this branch was John de Beauchamp, brother to 
Walter de Beauchamp, of Alceftcr, and younger fon to William de 
Beauchamp of Elmley,-f- by Ifabel his wife, lifter and heir to William 
Mauduit, earl of Warwick; which John, by the gift of his father, 
had the lordfliip of Holt, in Worcefterfliire; and the 25th of Ed¬ 
ward I. with William earl of Warwick, and Walter de Beauchamp, 
his brethren, was in the wars of Gafcoignc. To whom fuccecded 

Richard de Beauchamp, who died the ift of Edward III. feifed 
of the faid manor of Holt; leaving John, his fon and heir, eight years 
old. Which 

John afterwards became a very eminent man, and was often in the 
wars of France and of Scotland; and the nth of Richard II. being 
then fteward of the king’s houiliold, in consideration of his Services, 
obtained a grant of all the manors and lands belonging to the priory 
of Ddbrliurft, in Glouccftcrfhire ; and foon after was advanced to the 
dignity of a baron of the realm, to hold to himfelf, and to the heirs 
male of his body, by the title of lord Beauchamp, of Kiddcrminftcr (a 
manor and fee belonging to him in com. Wigorn), being the firft man 
that was ever created a baron of England by patent; but it is laid he 
never lat in parliament, and enjoyed this honour but a fliort time: for 
being de la Pole’s friend, he fell with him, at that period when many

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of the nobility, difgufted with the king’s government, rofe in arms, 
and marching to London, forced the king to call a free parliament, 
and by the authority of their party, caulcd Sir Robert Trcfilian, chief 
jufticc of the king s bench, with many others, to be attainted of trea- 
fon; amongft which was this John lord Beauchamp, who thereupon 
had fentcnce to be drawn, hanged, and quartered; but through favour, 
was only beheaded on Tower Hill, the fame year he was created a 
peer; leaving by Joane his wife, daughter and heir of Robert de Fitz- 
with, 

John, his fon and heir, ten years old; during whofc minority the 
lordlhip of Holt was given in cuftody to Thomas Beauchamp, carl of 
Warwick. Which John, when he came to maturity, the aad of Ri¬ 
chard II. attended the king into Ireland; and the 8th of Henry IV. 
was efeheator for the county of Worcefter, fo likewife the ift of 
Henry V.; but he does not appear to have fuccceded at ail to his fa¬ 
ther’s barony. 

He died the 8th of Henry V. feifed of the manor of Holt, and 
divers others, in com. Wigorn.; leaving an only daughter, Margaret, 
who married, firft, John Pauncefort, and afterwards John Wylham. 


BEAUCHAMP OF HACCHE. 

In 1536, Sir Edw'ard Seymour, whofc filler, Jane, was married 
to Henry VIII. was by that monarch created vifeount Beauchamp, of 
Hacchc, in com. Somerfet, with limitation to his ifluc male by^nne, 
his fecond wife; and the next year, 1337, he was advanced to the 
dignity of earl of Hertford, with the like limitation. (Vid. Hertford.) 
The title of Beauchamp of Hacchc was taken, to ufc the words of 
Camden, becaufe “ Sir Roger de St. Maur, knight, married one of 
“ the heirdfes of the illuftrious John Beauchamp, the noble baron of 
“ Hacche, who was defeended from Sibyl, one of the coheireifes of 

“ William 
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" William Marlhall, carl of Pembroke, from William Ferrers, earl of 
“ Derby, and other eminent and great men, whofe nobility became 
** concentrated in Edward dc St. Maur, or Seymour, earl of Hert<* 
“ ford,” &c. 


BEAUCHAMP OF DEVON. 

In 1660, king Charles 11 . to reward the fervices of George Monk, 
efquirc, better known by the name of general Monk, created him 
baron Monk, of Pothcridgc, Beauchamp of Beauchamp, both in De¬ 
von; alio baron of Tcyes, carl of Torrington, in com, Devon, and 
duke of Albemarle. (Vid. Albemarle.) 


BEAULIEU.

The family of Hufley, of which this nobleman has been aflerted to 
be descended, is of Norman extraction. Hubert, fon of Helen coun- 
tefs of Hufley, came over with William the Conqueror, as conflable 
of his army; and, according to modern genealogifts, was anccftor to 
Sir Hugh de Hole, or Hufley, who fettled in Ireland, temp. Henry II. 
and had by the grant of Hugh dc Lacy, the barony of Dcace, in the 
county of Meath, with other large pofleflions. From him defeended 
the Hufleys, barons of Galtrim, and James Hufley (as it is prefumed), 
father of 

Edward Hussey, efquire, who, in 1743, married Ifabella, cldefl: 
daughter and coheir of John duke of Montagu, and relict of William 

duke 
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duke of Manchefter, On the death of his father-in-law, he took the 
name and arms of Montagu, purfuant to an a& of parliament. In 
1753, he was inilallcd a knight of the bath; and in 176a, was created 
a peer, by the ftyle and title of baron Beaulieu, of Beaulieu, iti the 
county of Southampton, to him and his heirs male, by the faid lfabella 
duchcfs dowager of Manchcfter, his wife; and, moreover, in 1784, 
was further advanced to the dignity of earl Beaulieu. 

His lordfhip had iflue, a fon, John, bom January 18, 1747, who 
died S. P. M. in his lifetime; as alfo a daughter, lfabella, born 27th 
Auguft, 1750, who dcccaied in 1772, unmarried. Wherefore, upon 
his own dcccafe in 1803, the barony and earldom of Beaulieu became 
extinft.

rh d 3 rd° f king Stephen, which induced the Tons of the faid Simon to hold out 

Vol. I. * the caftle of Bedford againft the king; which, however, by the me¬ 

diation of the bifhop of Winchefter, was at laft furrendcrcd to him, 
after a fiege of five weeks; and matters were reconciled between all 
parties. This Hugh fell from the dignity of an earl to that of a knight, 
and in the end to mifcrablc poverty (as is faid;, whereby he obtained 
the furpamc of Pauper.

The next earl of this county was Ixgelram de Courcy, fon of 
Ingelram, by Catherine, daughter of the duke of Auflria. This In- 
gelram was a pcrfon of fmgular merit; and flood in fuch efpecial 
favour with king Edward III. that he gave him his eldcft daughter, 
Ifabel, in marriage, and created him earl of Bedford, anno 1366. He 
died the 21ft Richard II. having had iffuc by the princcfs Ifabel his 
wife, two daughters; Mary dc Courcy, married to Robert dc Barr, and 
Philippa, to Robert dc Vcrc, carl of Oxford, marquis of Dublin, and 
duko of Ireland, the great favourite of Richard II. who in the height 
of his fortunes forfook this noble lady, and married one Lancerona, a 
joiner’s daughter, who came with king Richard’s queen out of Bo¬ 
hemia; having no iffuc by the lady Philippa. 


PLANTAGENET. DUKE OF BEDFORD.

John Plantagenet, third fon of Henry IV. was created duke of 
Bedford, by his brother, Henry V. the fecond year of his reign, 1414. 
His great and memorable actions arc fo well and fully recorded by 
Rapin, Smollct, and other hiflorians; and even mentioned by the 
French thcmfelves in their own annals, that it is unneceffary to def- 
cant upon them here. This duke, to the extreme regret of the whole 
nation, died in 1435, t ^ lc 14th of Henry VI. He wasjuflly accounted 
one of the beft generals that ever the Plantagenct line produced; with 

whom.

whom, as fcvcral eminent authors obferve, was buried all the Englifli 
good fortune in France. He was twice married: firft, to Anne, 
daughter of John duke of Burgundy; fecondly, to Jaquetta, daughter 
of Peter of Luxcmburgh, carl of St. Paul; but left no iflue by either. 
He was interred at Roan, in Normandy. 

I.ewis XI. of France, being counfcllcd by fome to deface his tomb, 
is faid to have ufed the following generous expreffion: 

“ What honour (hall it be, either to us or you, to break this mo- 
“ nument, and to rake out of the earth the bones of one, who, in 
“ his lifetime, neither my father, nor any of your progenitors, with 
“ all their puifluncc, were ever once able to make fly one foot back- 
“ wards; that by his ftrength or policy, kept them all out of tho- 
“ principal dominions of France, and out of this noble dutchy of 
“ Normandy. Wherefore I fav, firft, God fave his foul, and let his 
“ body reft in quiet; which, when he was living, would have dif- 
" quieted the proudeft of us all; and as for his tomb, u hich, I allure 
“ you, is not fo worthy as his ads deferve, I account it an honour to 
** have him remain in my dominions.” A fpccch no lefs glorious to 
the pcrfon who fpokc it, than to him it was fpoken of.

George Nevil, fon of John marquis of Montague,* was created 
duke of Bedford in the lifetime of his father, the 5th of January^, 9th 
Edward IV. the king defigning to marry him to his cldeft daughter, 
the princefs Elizabeth (afterwards the wife of Henry VII.), if convc- 
niency of years would have permitted. However, in 17th of Ed¬ 
ward IV. he was degraded by ad of parliament, for want of mainte¬ 
nance to fupport fo great an honour: this was the pretence, but the 

reality. 
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reality, as fuppofed, was the difplcafure the king had imbibed againft 
the marquis, his father, for tiding with his brother, Richard carl of 
Warwick, to reinthronc the houfc of Lancaftcr; when they were 
both (nth Edward IV.), ilain at the battle of Barnet. It is there¬ 
fore rather tingular, the king ihould not have fliewn his difquiet before, 
inftcad of waiting fix yean to contidcr the mode in which he ihould 
beft demonftrate it. Be the caufc what it might, it is only inferrable, 
that a title once bcftow r ed, cannot be taken away without the function 
of parliament. The laid George furvived his degradation about five 
years, and died the lit of Edward V. without iftue, (1483.) 


TUDOR. DUKE OF BEDFORD. 


Asms—Q uarterly France anJ England in a Border Az. Eight Martlets O. 

After the death of Henry V. his widow, Catherine, daughter of 
Charles VI. king of France, married, to her fecond huiband, Owen 
Tudor, defeended from the princes of Wales; and by him had Ed¬ 
mond Tudor, carl of Richmond, father of king Henry VII. and Jafper 
Tudor, fecond fon, iurnamed of Hatfield, the place of his nativity. He 
was a ftrenuous aflerter of the Lancaftrian caufc; fuffered fcvcrely 
therein, and expepcrienccd various viciftitudes of fortune; at length 
the fun propitioufly fhining, the Role of Lancaftcr once more expanded 
her bloffoms, and in full bloom reaffumed her ancient luftre after the 
battle of Bofworth. 

Jasper, at this memorable engagement, being prefent, as on all 
other occafions, approved himfelf a fkilful commander; and his 
nephew thereby having obtained the crown, to reward his uncle’s 
fcrvices, created him duke of Bedford. He was alfo a knight of the 
garter, and joint general with the earl of Oxford, againft the earl of 
Lincoln. He was much confided in by Henry VII. and died without 
any legitimate itiue, 2 ift December, 1495. His wife was Catherine, 

▼OL. hi. L daughter 
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daughter of Richard Woodvillc, carl Rivers, and lifter to Elizabeth, 
queen of Edward IV. His illegitimate offspring was a daughter, 
Helen, who was married to William Gardiner, of London, cfquirc, 
by whom fhc was mother of Stephen Gardiner, Bilhop of Winchcfter, 
fo confpicuous in the bloody annals of perfecution during the reign of 
queen Mary. 


BELLASYSE OF WORLABY. 


Aii m s—Arg. a Chevron G. between three Fleurs do Li*, with due difference. 

This family derives itlelf from Belalius, a Norman knight, who 
came into England with William the Conqueror, and was a com¬ 
mander in his army. Rowland, his fon, marrying Elgiva, the daugh¬ 
ter and heir of Ralph de Bcllafvlc, of Bcllalyle, or Bcllalifle, in the 
county of Durham, there leated himfclf, and from thence took his 
denomination. In lineal defeent from him came Sir Thomas Bf.i.- 
lasise, who was firft made a baron, and afterwards created vifeount 
Fauconbcrg, by king Charles I. in 1642. 

John, his fccond Ion, was alfo created, in 1644, lord Bellalyfe, of 
Worlaby, in the county of Lincoln. He greatly diftinguilhed himfclf 
in the civil war on behalf of the king, for whom he railed fcvcral 
regiments of horlc and foot; and was one of the chief commanders at 
the battles of Edgehill, Newbury, and Nafcby; and at the lieges of 
Heading, and of Briftol. His ferviccs and his futFerings were alike con¬ 
fpicuous : for lie was thrice imprifoned in the Tower before the reftora- 
tion; at which period he was honoured with many very high and pro¬ 
fitable employments, and afterwards, by James II. was made lirft lord 
commiflioncr of the treafury. He was thrice married: firft, to Jane, 
daughter and heir of Sir Robert Boteler, knight, of Woodhall, in com. 
Herts, by whom he had ilfuc, Henry, his heir apparent, and a daugh¬ 
ter, Mary, married to Robert vifeount Dunbar, in Scotland; fccondly, 

to 
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to Anne, daughter and coheir of Sir Robert Crane, of Chilton, in the 
county of Suffolk, knight; and, laftly, to Anne, daughter of John, 
fifth marquis of Winchcfter, by whom he had three fons, and nine 
daughters. The fons, and five of the daughters, died in their infancy; 
of the other four, Honora married George lord Abergavenny; Barbara, 
Sir John Webb; Catherine, John Talbot, of Longford, efquirc; and 
Ifiibclla, Thomas Stonor, efquirc. His lordfhip died in 1689, and was 
buried at St. Giles’ in the Fields, Middlefcx. 

Henry, his fun and heir beforementioned, was flain in his father's 
lifetime but married two wives: firft, Roger/a, daughter and coheir 
(with her fifter, Elizabeth duchcfs of Richmond and Lenox), to •Ri¬ 
chard Rogers of Brianfton, in the county of Dorfet, cfquire; fccondly, 
Sufan, daughter and coheir of Sir William Armine, of Ofgodby, in 
the county of Lincoln, baronet (created afterwards baroncls Belafyfe, 
of .Ofgodby, during life), by whom he had ifluc, Henry, his foil and 
4 leir, who married Anne, daughter of Francis, fbn and heir of Robert 
Brudcncl, earl of Cardigan, and fuccccded his grandfather, John, in 
his title; but died without ifiuc, and the barony proved cxtin&.

Sir William Airemjne, of Ofgodby, baronet, having married 
Anne, one of the daughters and coheirs of Sir Robert Crane, of Chil¬ 
ton, in com. Suff. baronet, left two daughters, his coheirs ; whereof 
Sufan, the eldcft, married Sir Henry Bcllafyfe, K. B. (fon and heir 
apparent to John lord Bcllafyfe, of Worlaby), after whofc dcccafe, in 
his father’s lifetime, fhe, the faid 

Susan dowager lady Bcllafyfe, in her widowhood, was in fo much 
favour with king Charles II. that his majefly, A. D. 1674, created 
her, by letters patent, 25th March, 26th year of his reign, a pccrcls 
for life, by the title of baronefs Bcllafyfe, of Ofgodby. She afterwards 
married - - - - For trey, of Chequers, efquirc, whom fhe alfb furvived; 
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and dying 6th March, 1712-13, made the lord Berkeley, of Stratton, 
her heir, by reafon her fon, Henry lord Bellaiyie, died in her lifetime 
S. P. and that title terminated with him. 


BERKELEY VISCOUNT AND MARQUIS OF 

BERKELEY. 

Sir William, eldcft fon of James, the fixth lord Berkeley, was, 
in 1481, by Edward IV. created vifeount Berkeley; and, in 1483, he 
was alfo created earl of Nottingham, by Richard III.; but foon after, 
to avoid the vengeance of that monarch, w hom he had juftly offended 
by embarking with Henry duke of Buckingham, in his defign of de¬ 
throning Richard, he fled into France to Henry carl of Richmond, byt 
whom, after he had obtained the crow’n, by his fucccfi at the battle 
of Bofworth, he was conftifeutcd carl marlhal of England; and, in 
1488, was further advanced to the dignity of marquis of Berkeley. 
But all thefc titles died with with him in 1491, leaving no furviving 
iffue, although he was thrice married; firft, to Elizabeth, daughter of 
Reginald Weft, lord Delawar, from whom he was divorced; fccondly, 
to Jane, daughter of Sir Thomas Strange ways, knight, and widow of 
Sir William Willoughby, knight, by whom he had a fon and a 
daughter, who both died young; thirdly, to Anne, daughter to John 
Fiennes, lord Dacrcs of the South, by whom he had no iffue. His 
lordihip bequeathed his caftie at Berkeley, with many lordfhips, ma¬ 
nors, and lands, to the king, Heniy VII. and his heirs male/ to pre¬ 
vent his brother, Maurice, fuccceding, to whom he had an irreconcilc- 
able avcrfion, on account of his having married a perfon of inferior 
birth, viz. Ifabella Mead. Which Iiabella was, neverthclds, de-

The defeent of this ancient and illuftrious family, the reader may 
fee at large under the title of Berkeley earl Berkeley, in the printed 
accounts of extant peers; and that Maurice lord Berkeley, of 
Berkeley Caftle, in the county of Glouceftcr, who died in 1326, had 
three fons, wrhereof Thomas, the eldcft, w r as his fucccflor; and from 
Maurice, the fccond, defeended the Berkeleys of Bruton, in the county 
of S6merfet; of which family was Sir Maurice, who married Eliza¬ 
beth, daughter of Sir William Killigrew'; and died in 1627, leaving 
iffuc, five fons, all knights: Sir Charles, Sir Henry, Sir Maurice, Sir 
William, and Sir John; alfo two daughters, Margaret and Jane. 

Sir Charles, the cldeft, was father of Charles Berkeley, carl of Fal¬ 
mouth (of whom under that title),* and Sir John, the youngeft fon, 
was created lord Berkeley of Stratton, May the 19th, 1658, the 10th 
of Charles II. Which 

Sir John, during the time of the unhappy civil war, temp. 
Charles I. greatly diftinguifhed himfelf on various occafions on behalf 
of the king, particularly at the liege of Exeter; which he not only 
reduced, but moil valiantly repulfcd the fleet of the Parliamentarians, 
then at Topiham, under the command of the earl of Warwick; 
whereupon he was conftituted governor of the city, and general of all 
his majefly’s forces in Devonfhire. After which, he defended the fame 
city againft Sir Thomas Fairfax for three months; and at laft only 
furrcndcrcd it for want of provifions, and even then on the moll; ho¬ 
nourable terms. 

Lord Clarendon, in his Hiilory of the Rebellion, has endeavoured

to lcflen the merits and icrviccs of Sir John ; but this, perhaps, may 
be attributed to a miiunderftanding which happened between them 
while king Charles II. was at Paris. On the reftoration lie was juilly 
rewarded for his loyalty ; being appointed lord lieutenant of Ireland, 
where he continued three Years, and was afterwards fent ambaflador 
extraordinary to the French king. His lordlliip died in 1678. His 
lady was Chriftian, daughter and heir of Sir Andrew Riccard, by 
whom he had four Ions: Charles, John, Maurice, who died young, 
and William ; and a daughter, Anne, who married Sir Dudley Cul- 
lum, of Ilawftcd, in the co. of Suffolk, baronet. 

Charles, the eldcit foil, fuccecded his father, but died-at fea in 
1682, unmarried, aged only twenty years, three months, and three 
days. Whereupon 

John, the third lord, and next brother, became his heir. He was 
one of the admirals of the fleet, and colonel of the fecornl regiment 
of marines; and died alfb without furviving ifluc, in 1696-7, having 
had only one child, a daughter, who died at three years of age, by his 
wife Jane, daughter of Sir John Temple, of Eaft Sheen, in the co. 
of Surry, knighc, afterwards married to William Bcntinck, carl of 
Portland. 

William, the next lord, and youngeft brother to the laft, took his 
feat in the houfc of peers 1697, and in 1710, was conftiturcd chan¬ 
cellor of the duchy of Lancafter. He departed this life at Bruton, in 
Somcrfetfhire, in March 1741. His wife w’as Frances, youngeft daugh¬ 
ter of Sir John Temple aforefaid, by whom he had three fons and four 
daughters; of whom, Jane died unmarried, in 1744; Frances married 
William lord Byron, and after his death. Sir Thomas Hay, of Aldcr- 
fton, com. Eaft Lothian, N. B. baronet; Barbara, John Trevanion, 
of Cornwall, cfquire, who had ifluc by her a fon, and two daughters; 
and Anne, James Cocks, of Bell Bar, in Hertfordihire, cfquirc, and 
died in 1739, leaving a fon, James. Of the fbns, William was a cap¬ 
tain in the navy, and died in 1733, on his paflage from the coaft of 
Africa to Barbadoes; Charles, the third, married Frances, daughter of 

colonel 
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colonel John Weft, and died in 1765. Having ilTuc by her, Frances- 
Sophia and Mary, and a fon, Maurice-John, born in 1750, and died 

in I757 * 

John, the eldcft fon, fuccceded his father in honour and eftate; 
and deccafing in 1773, unmarried, the title determined with him.

The flrft England and France; the fccond Scotland; the third 
Ireland; the fourth as the firfl, within a Border comjxuic Gu. and Az. the G. charged 
with Lions of England, the Az. with Fleur de Lis of France. 


James Fitz-James a natural Ion of king James II. by Arabella 
Churchill, lifter to the celebrated John Churchill, duke of Marlbo¬ 
rough, was created baron of Bofworth, carl of Tinmouth, and duke of 
Berwick, in 1687, and the next year retired with his lather into 
France, where entering into the French fcrvicc againft William III. 
he was attainted in 1695. He early iignalized himfclf in arms; ferv- 
ing in the emperor’s army againft the Turks, particularly at the liege 
of Buda, in 1686. He was made a marshal of France, and was ge¬ 
neral of the French and Spanifh armies in fcvcral memorable cam¬ 
paigns ; commanding in that, where the combined forces of England 
and Portugal, under the earl of Galway, were fo fignally defeated at 
Almanza, At laft, as he was viewing the fortifications of Philipfburg, 
then befieged by him, lie was killed by a cannon ihot, in the year 
1734. Ilis defeendants, by rrafon of the attainder, not inheriting any 
of the Englifh honours, it is unneccflary to dwell upon them here; but 
in France they enjoyed, previous to the late revolution, titles and dif- 
tindiions of the firft degree.

Ah ms— The Duke of Norfolk’s. A Crcfccnl lor difl’eirnce. 

The hoii/c of Howard has ever been confpicuous for its numerous 
branches who have attained the honour of peerage. 

Thom vs, the third duke of Norfolk, was father of Henry carl of 
Surfey, who was beheaded the 19th of January, 1540-y; and he him- 
felf was attainted, and committed to the Tower; and was to have 
experienced the lame fate on the 28th of the fame month, but the 
death of Henry VIII. happening that very day, the regency did not 
chule to execute the warrant. 

Thomas Howard was fccond fan to liis grace; and being reftored 
in blood the ill of queen Mary, was, by letters patent, dated January 
13, 1358-9; the 1 ft of Elizabeth, created vi/count Howard, of Bin- 
don, in the county of Dortet. 1 lie is faid to have married four wives: 
the firft w'as Elizabeth, fccond daughter and coheir of John lord 
Marncy, by Chriftian, daughter, and at length foie heirefs of Sir Roger 
Newburgh, of Eaft Hull worth, in Dortetfliirc, by whom he acquired 
the manor of Bindon, and other very confidcrable eftates in that 
county. His iflue by her were, Henry, Thomas, Francis, and Giles; 
which two laft died young; and two daughters; Elizabeth, who

died 
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died (ingle, and Grace, w ho married John, fon and heir of Sir John 
Horfey, of Clifton, in the co. of Dorfct, knight, but had no iflue. 
His fecond was Gertrude, daughter of Sir William Lytc, of Somerfct- 
fhirc; by whom he had a fon, Charles, who left a daughter, Catherine, 
married to Thomas Thynnc, efquire; and a daughter, Anne, who was 
the wife of Sir William Thornyhurft, of Agencourt, in Kent, knight, 
by w*hom fhc had fevcral children. His third was Mabcll, daughter 
of Nicholas Burton, of Carflialton, in Surrey, efquire; who bore him 
a daughter, Frances, fird married to Henry Pranel, of Bark way, in 
Hertford (hi re, elquirc; fecond!}, to Edward Seymour, carl of Hert¬ 
ford ;* and, ladly, to Lodowick Stuart, duke of Richmond: but had 
no iffue by cither. His fourth w ife was Margaret, daughter of Henry 
Manning, of Greenwich, efquire; this lad wife is much quedioned. 
Yet in his will, proved 14th February, 15S2, he is dated to ha\c 
bequeathed his body to be buried at Marnhull, in Dorfetfliire, and to 
have appointed that a tomb (hould be crc&ed for him, and for Ger¬ 
trude and Mabcll, his late wives, and alfo for the lady Margaret, his 
then wife. It is certainly rather Angular, he (hould have provided for 
his three lad wives after death, and have totally difregarded his firft, 
by whom his great poflTeflions in that county were brought into his 
family. The tomb, however, lb cre&ed at Marnhull, has only on it 
three figures recumbent; himfelf, and one wife on each fide of him. 
He died April 5, 1582, when 

Henry, his elded fon, fuccceded him; who married Frances, 
daughter of Sir Peter Mcwtas, of Eflcx, knight, by w hom he had an 
only daughter, Douglafs, wife of Sir Arthur Gorges, knight; who by her 
had a daughter, Ambrofia, his heir, who died iflfuclels, in i6of>. This 
Henry fccond vifeount Bindon, dcccafing without iflue male, about 
1590, the title devolved upon his brother

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Thomas, who, in May 1606, was inftallcd a knight of the garter, 
and died without iffue in 1619, whereby this honour failed; but his 
eftate he left to his kinfman, Thomas earl of Suffolk, and entailed it 
on Henry vifeount Howard, Giles Howard, Henry carl of Northamp¬ 
ton, William lord Howard, and their heirs. Ilis wife was Grace, 
daughter of Bernard Dufficld, efquirc. 


HOWARD EARL OF BINDON. 

Akms—TIjc fame as lliu Duke of Norfolk’s. A Crefccut for Difference. 

The vilcounty of Bindon having thus expended itfelf, the fame 
name of diftinClion, in a degree higher, was renewed in the perfon of 
IlrSRY Howard, cldcft fbn of Henry earl of Suffolk, grandfou of 
Thomas earl of Suffolk, beforementioned. 

This Henry, in the lifetime of his father, was created baron Chcf- 
terford, in Effcx, and earl of Bindon, in the county of Dorlct, by 
letters patent, bearing date December 30, 1606, being then deputy 
carl marllial of England; in which capacity he held a court of chi¬ 
valry, as is lhewn by the following paragraph from the Gazette, 
No. 4326, “ Wcftminftcr, April 26th, 1707, This day the right ho¬ 
nourable the earl of Bindon, &c. deputy, with his majefty’s approba¬ 
tion to his grace Thomas duke of Norfolk, earl marlhal, and heredi¬ 
tary earl marllial of England, &c. held his court of chivalry in the 
Painted Chamber, according to ancient cuftom, and the law of arms; 
being accompanied by divers noblemen and gentlemen of ancient 
quality, and attended by ieveral dodors of civil law, the kings and 
officers of arms, pro&ors, and officers of the court.” 

In 1709, he fuccccdcd his father as earl of Suffolk, and died in 
1718. He was twice married: firft, to Penelope, daughter to Henry 
carl of Thomond, by whom he had four Ions; Charles-William, 
James, Thomas, and Arthur; whereof the three youngeft died un-

married; and a daughter, Sarah, who, in 1721* became the wife of 
Thomas Chefter, of Knoole Park, in the county of Gloucefter, efquirc, 
and died in 1722, aged only nineteen; fecondly, to Henrietta, daugh¬ 
ter of Henry duke of Beaufort, by whom he had no ifluc. 

Charles-William fucceeded his father, and was lord lieutenant 
and cuftos rotulorum of the county of Effcx. He married Arabella, 
daughter and coheir of Sir Samuel Aftry, knight; and dying without 
ilfue in February 1721 -2, the titles of Bindon and Chcftcrford were 
extind.

Among thofe whom queen Anne, for their acceptable fervioes, 
was pleafed to advance to the dignity of peerage, was Robert Ben¬ 
son, efquire. Ion of Robert Benfon, of Wrenthom, in the county of 
York, by Dorothy his wife, daughter of Tobias Jenkins, of the lame 
county, efquirc. 1 * Which Robert Benfon was one of the commiflion- 
ers of the chancellor of the exchequer; and on refigning his high 
office, was, by letters patent, dated July 21, 1713, created baron of 
Bingley, in the county aforeiaid. He married Elizabeth, cldcft 
daughter of Hencagc Finch, firft carl of Ailcsford: and dying in 1730, 
left by her an only daughter, Harriot Benfon, married to George Fox 
Lane, efquirc; w hich

Iirthc year 1624, the 20th of James I. Oliver fourth lord St. 
djfihn, of Bletlhoe, was, by letters patent, created carl of Bolingbrokc. 
flia- w t f o wmt Elizabeth, daughter and heir of William Paulet, of the 
county of Somcrfet, dcfccndcd from Sir George Paulet, a younger 
brother of William Pd'ulct, firft marquis of Winchester, and by her 
had fourfons; Oliver, Paulet, Francis, and Anthony; alfo three daugh¬ 
ters; Elizabeth and Barbara, who died young; and Dorothy, who 
married John lord Rochford, fon to Henry earl of Dover; but had no 
iflue by him. Of the ions, 

Oliver, the eldcft, was flain in his father’s lifetime, at the battle 
of Edgehill, bearing arms againft the king By his wife, Arabella, 
daughter of John earl of Bridgewater, he had four daughters. Of

The name of Paulet, according to ancient cuftom, has been vari- 
oully written; as, Paulct, Powlet, Pawlct, &c. ; and is laid to have 
been firft aflumed by Hercules lord of Tournon, in Picardy, who came 
into England with Geffery Plantagcnet, third fon of Henry II. and 
among other pofieffions, obtained the manor of Paulct, in Somcrlet- 
Ihire; from whence he and his poftcrity thenceforth became denomi¬ 
nated. 

From this Hercules defeended Sir John Paulet, who married 
Elizabeth, daughter and heir of William Greedy, of Greedy, in com. 
Devon, and had ifTue two Ions; of which Sir Thomas, the eldeft, was 
anccftor to the prelent earl Paulct, anti 

William, the youngeft, was father of Sir John Paulct, who added 
greatly to his eftate, by marriage with Contlance, fecond daughter 
and coheir of Hugh, only fon and heir of Sir Thomas Poyniugs, lord 
St. Jottyi of Baling.* Which John had iflue another John, who like¬ 
wise confiderably augmented his eftate, by his marriage with Eleanor, 

to .Robert Rofs, of Gedncy, Skelton, and Irby, in 
com. L^w.*by whom he had a ion of his own name, whole eldell 
(on and heir, viz, William, was the founder of the nobility of this 
branch of the Paulet family. Which 

William, as Sir Robert Naunton oblcrves of him, and of the firft 
Herbert earl of Pembroke (of the lecond creation), were ever of the king's 
religion, and over-zealous profelfors; and being of younger branches, 
fpent what was left them, and came on truft to the court; where, 
upon the bare ftock of their wits, they began to traffic for themfelves; 
and profpered lo well, that they got, fpent, and left more than any 
vol. tit. N lubjects.

. This William was a perfon fingularly accomplifhed with learning 
and excellent parts; and arrived, by fundry fteps, to fevcral degrees of 
advancement, as well in the higheft offices of the ftate, as of honour 
and rank ; being firft a knight, then made a peer of the realm, by the 
title of baron St. John, the 30th Henry VIII. afterwards carl of 
Wiltlhire, 3d Edward VI. and, laftly, the 5th of Edward VI. mar¬ 
quis of Winchefter. He built the beautiful and magnificent feat called 
Bafing, in Hampfliire; and living to the great age of ninety-feven, 
faw 103 perfons that were defeended from him. Being afkcd how he 
had contrived to fland through all thole perilous times, in which fuch 
great changes and alterations, both in church and ftatc, had taken 
place r he anfwercd, by “ Bring a willow, and not an oak." He died, 
the 10th March, 1572, and was fuccecded by 

John, his fon and heir; who died the 4th November, 1576, leav¬ 
ing his eldeft fon, 

William, his fucccflbr, who feems to have been a man of fbme 
learning; and according to Walpole, in his Catalogue of Noble 
Authors, competed, or rather compiled, a work, entitled, “ The Lord 
Marquis Idlcncfsimprinted at London by Arnold Hatfield, in 1586, 
confifting of apophthegms on various fubjc&s; as Advcrfity, Ambition, 
Envy, Fame, Folly, &c. He died in 1398, and was fuccecded by his 
ion, 

William, fourth marquis of Winchefter; who, in lH&k entcr- 
tertained queen Elizabeth moft fplendidly at Bafing. It appears from 
a letter printed in Lodge’s Illuftrations, that in 1602, he was reduced 
to great neceffities by his magnificent ftyle of living, and the burthen 
of a large family and that he was obliged to difpoie of his town

manfion, 
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manfion, and its' appendages, to raifc money for the payment of his 
debts.. And that John Swinncrton, a rich merchant, became the pur- 
chafer. 

Thus Sir Fulkc Grerile writes to the countefs of Shrewfbury; 
“ Since my return from Plymouth, I underftand my lord marquis 
**. hath offered his houfe to falc; and there is one Swinnerton, a mer- 
“ chant, that hath engaged himfclf to deal for it. The price, as I 
“ hear, is jT.gooo. His offer is jf.4500. So as the one’s need, and the 
“ other’s defire, I doubt will eafily reconcile this difference of price 
between them. In the mean feafon, I thought it my duty to give 
“ your ladyfhip notice; becaufe both yonr houfe, and my lady of War- 
“ wick’s, arc included in this bargain. And we, your poor neighbours, 
“ would think our dwellings defolate without you; and conceive your 
“ ladyfhip would not willingly become a tenant to fucb a fellow."* 
This marquis died 4th February, 1628; having had ifiiic by Lucy 
his wife, daughter of Thomas earl of Exeter, fix fons; whereof Wil¬ 
liam, the eldeft, died S. P. in his lifetime; Thomas died unmarried; 
John was his fucceifor; Henry was created a knight of the bath, and 
became anceftor to the prefent marquis of Winchcffcr; Charles, and 
Edward, who; according to Clarendon, was fo treacherous as to enter 
into a plot to deliver up Baling Houfe to the parliament.- 

Jjj|n, fifth marquis, was he who fo immortalized his name by his 
»<xynant defence of his houfe at Bating Houfe, then accounted one of 
4 bfi^ 9 sMM)gcff^garrifon$ in the kingdom, from Augufl, 1643, to October, 
1645, againft the mod defperate attempts of the parliament's forces, 
under the command of their bed: officers: but after the fatal battle of

Nafeby, and farrendcr of Winchcfter caitle, Cromwell undertook the 
liege of Baling in perfon, and at laft carried it by ftorm ; when the 
booty found in it amounted to about £.200,000. During the liege, 
lo warm was the marquis in the royal caufe, that he wrote with a 
diamond on every window' of the houle, “ Aimcz Loyautcwhich 
ever after continued the motto of the family.' 

From this period, finding he could do no more fervice to his royal 
mailer (for he continued unlhaken in his principles of loyalty), he 
applied himlclf to ftudy, and wrote or tranfiated feveral pieces; but 
though he lived to fee king Charles II. reliored, we know of no 
compenfation he received for his immcnlc Ioffes and fufferings in his 
majelly's fervice, and that of his family. He died in 1674, and was 
buried at Englefield, in Bcrkfhirc, under a monument, on which is 
an elegant epitaph in verfe, com poled by the celebrated Mr. John 
Drvdcn. 

Charles, fixth marquis of Winchcfter, and eldefl fon of the for¬ 
mer, having been one of the principal defigners and promoters of the 
Revolution, was rewarded, when the prince and princels of Orange 
afcended the throne, by being appointed lord lieutenant of the county 
of Southampton; and, by letters patent, bearing date the 9th of April, 
1689. created duke of Bolton. His grace afterwards raifed a regiment 
for the fervice of their majellies againft the Irilh; and died the _*>6th 
February, 1698-9. He was twice married: firft, to Chriftian, daugi 
ter and heir to John lord Frcfchcville,* by whom he had 
that died an infant; fccondly, to Mary, one of the natural daughters 
of Emanuel Scroopc, carl of Sunderland ;f by whom he obtained that 
confiderable eftate at Bolton, in Yorklhire, from whence the Ryle of

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his title was affumed; and bad iffue two ions, and three daughters. 
Of the fons, Charles, the cldeft, was his fucceffor; and William, the 
youngeft, who had been twice married; firft, to Louifa, only daughter 
of the marquis de Montpouilon, and younger fon of the duke de la 
Force, in France; and, fecondly, to Anne, daughter and coheir of 
major general Randolph Egerton, of Betley, in com. Staff, by both of 
them left iffue; and. was, in 1715, made one of the tellers of the ex¬ 
chequer, and fat in parliament from 1689 till his death, in 1729.* 

Charles, fccond duke of Bolton, having been a&ive in promoting 
the revolution, had fevcral places of profit and truft conferred upon 
him during the lifetime of his father; and after his acceflion to the 
dukedom, was no lefs highly in favour. Upon the death of queen 
Anne, he was one of the lords juiliccs till the arrival of his majefty from 
Hanover, by whom he was continued lord lieutenant of the counties 
of Porfet and Southampton, and one of the privy council; and, „ in 
1714, was ele&cd and inftallcd a knight of the garter. He died 21ft 
January, 1721 -2, having had three wives. His firft was Margaret, only 
daughter of George lord Coventry, by whom he had no iffue; his 
fecond, was Frances, daughter of William Ramfikn, of Byrom, in 
com. Ebor. e.fquirc, by whom he had two daughters, and alfo two 
ions, fuccefiively dukes of Bolton. His third wife was Henrietta 
Craftgi natural daughter to James Scott, duke of Monmouth (by 
EkAnor Needham), by whom he had one ion, Naflau Paulet; who, 
mJfLSfmJBUi auditor general of the revenue in Ireland, and, in 1725, 
a knight of the bath. He furvived his father many years; and died in

Charles, third duke of Bolton, like his father, filled many of the 
moft important civil and military offices of the ftate; but, in 1733, 
having joined thofe who op{>ofed the Excife Scheme, refigned fome 
of his places, and was removed from his command in the army; 
which occafioned the duke of Marlborough to prefent a bill, for pre¬ 
venting officers being deprived of their com millions other wife than by 
judgment of a court martial, to be holden for that purpofc, or by ad-

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dreft of cither houfe of parliament; which .bill was, however, rejefted, 
hut under proteft from divers of the chief of^thc peers.

regiment, among others, for to SfJpb in its fuppreffion. He was twice 
married rfirft, to Anne, folc daughter and heir to John earl of Car- 
berry, in Ireland, and baron of Emlyn, in the county of Carmarthen; 
and afterwards to Lavinia Fenton/ who furvived him; bufohaving 
no legitimate ifTue, he was, on his dcccafc in 1754, fucceeded by 
Harry, his brother, and next heir; who, in queen Anne’s "war 
(during his father s life), was aid dc camp to lord Galway, in Portugal, 
and was taken prifoner at the unfortunate battle of Almanza. But he 
furvived the acccffion of his honours only a fhort time, dying four 
years after, in 1758; having had ifTue by his duchefs, Catherine, 
daughter of Charles Parry, of Oakfield, in Bcrkfhire, efquire, two ions, 
who fucceflively enjoyed the title; as alfo two daughters, who are 
mentioned in the Table of Defcent. 

Charles, fifth duke of Bolton, and cldcft ion of the former, was 
one of the privy council, both in the late and the prefent reign; but 
though in favour with the court, and in poffdlion of a great eftate, his 
grace’s departure from the world was “ JuJdenly ,” ut his houfo in 
Grofvenor Square, in the year 1765: dying a bachelor, the dukqgk>fn, 
and other titles, devolved upon his brother and heir, 

Harry, fixth and laft duke of Bolton; who*Was br ed to t he U 
fcrvice, and having paffed through the inferior naval ranks, was de¬ 
clared vice admiral of the white in 1780. But it.lccms his grace’s 
conduct, while commanding one of his raajefty’s fhtps of-tiratf On foitie, 
particular occafion, was not altogether free from.ccnfoft; but how for 
that cenfure was juft or uqjuft, is not for us to attempt to decide; as 
a reference to the proceedings of the oourt martial which was holden 
upon him, is the moft fair way of afeertaining that point.

His grace dying in 1794,* without iflue male, the dukedom of Bol¬ 
ton became extin <ft; and the titles of marquis of Winchester, earl of 
Wiltshire, and baron St. John, devolved upon the next heir male, in 
the perfon of George Paulct, h of ’Amport Houle, in Hampshire, de¬ 
scended 'from Sir Henry Paulet, K. B. fourth Son of William, fourth 
marquis of Winchester.* 

But certain considerable eStates in Hampshire and Yorklhire, which 
had formerly been the inheritance of the lords St. John of Baling, and 
the,lords Scroope of Bolton, by virtue of a recovery Suffered by Harry 
fourth duke of Bolton, in 1754, palfed away from the heir male of the 
Paulet family, and by the will of Charles duke of Bolton, who died 
Suddenly in 1765, and by a fubfequent decree in chancery, were limited 
after the deceafe of his brother Harry, S. P. M. to a natural daughter 
of him the faid Charles; which daughter married Thomas Orde, 
eSquire, who afterwards took the name of Powlett, and was created 
lor d. Bo lton.

Ix 1711, this title was conferred on John Hamilton, duke of 
Hamilton, in Scotland, who was then created by queen AimfT'flukc 
of Brandon, in Suffolk. 

But it teems, that by a party in the houfc of peers, hit gFacll “W*f 
precluded from taking his feat; as they refolvcd, tiiat no peer of Scot¬ 
land could, after the union, be created a peer of England. But 
Douglas, late duke of Hamilton, having petitioned the king for a furu¬ 
mens to parliament, his majefty referred the matter to the houlc of 
lords; who having heard counfel, required the opinion of the judges; 
who unanimoufly gave their opinion, that the duke was entitled to a 
fummons, as duke of Brandon, in Suffolk; and that it w as their opi¬ 
nion, his majeffy was not rcftrained by the twenty-third article of the 

Union, 
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Union, from creating peers of Scotland peers of Great Britain (June 6, 
1782.) And the houle therefore rciolved, that his grace Douglas duke 
of Hamilton and Brandon^was entitled to be lummoned to parliament; 
which being reported to his majefly, he, on June 11, 1782, caufed a. 
fummons to be iflfued accordingly.

BRENTFORD, EARL, RUTHVEN.

In 1664, Patrick Rutiiyn, or Rutiiven, earl of Forth, in 
Scotland, was created by Charles I. carl of Brentford, in the co. of 
Middlcfex. When the civil war broke out, he retorted to the fcrvice 
of his fovcrcign, and in various battles performed the part of an able 
. foldicr. He had acquired a very high reputation for his military 
knowhxlgc and abilities; having been, from his youth, bred in the 
\rffs of Sweden, Denmark, Ruflia, Poland, Prullia, and Germany, 
iflue, the title ended with him in 1651. 

^Tter this, the title was revived in Frederick duke of Schomberg; 
in whole grandfon it again expired in 1713, for want of male iflue. 
(Vid. Schomberg.) 

And in 1722, Ciiarlotte-Sophia countcfs of Leinller, in Ireland, 
was created baronefs of Brentford, and countcls of Darlington, in the 
co. Pal. of Durham.*

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BRADFORD, NEWPORT EARL OF.

T»a family of Newport is of great antiquity in Shropshire; and 
defeended from John de Newport, a perfon of note in the reign of 
Edward I. from whom, after Several generations, was 

Thomas Newport, who, maming Anne, daughter and coheir of 
John Ercall, of High Ere nil, in the county aforefaid, fettled there, and 
made it the chief feat of his family. But the firll who arrived to the 
dignity of peerage, was 

Sir Richard Newport; who, for his loyalty and fidelity to 
Charles I. Was rewarded with the title of lord Newport, of liigh-Er- 
call, by letters patent, dated 18th Charles 1 . 1642. Having fuffered 
much in thole unhappy troubles, and being aged, for the better Secu¬ 
rity of liis perfon from the violence of the rebels, he retired into France, 
and died there in 1650. Leaving iSTuc by Rachael his wife, daughter 
of John Levifon, and Sifter and coheir to Sir Richard Levifon, of Tren- 
tham, knight of the bath, two fons, Francis, and Andrew, who was a 
commiffioncr of the cuftoms, and died a batchelor; alfo feven daugh¬ 
ters ; Beatrix married Sir Henry Bromley, of Shrawarden Calllc, in 
the county of Salop, knight; Chriftian died unmarried; Mary iqar- 
ried John Steventon, of Dothil; and afterwards, Francis Forefter, pf 
Watling Street, both in the Same county, efquire; Margaret, ^Richard 
Fowler, of Harnage Grange, c/quirc; Anne, Edward Corbet, of Lung- 
nor, efquire; another. Chriftian died Single; and Elizabeth married 
Hemy Powle, of Williamfthorpe, in the county of Glouccftcr, cSquire. 

Francis, the eldcft Son, fuccecded his father; in whole lifetime he 
took up arms for the king, and behaved himfclf valiantly until 1644, 
when he was unluckily taken prifoner. After the reftoration, he wa? 
appointed comptroller, and Soon after trealurer of the houlhold; and 
alfo was created vifcount Newport of Bradford, anno 1675; con¬ 
tinuing 
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tinning in favour through the fucceeding reign, he was flill further 
advanced in hbridtjr, being made earl of Bradford in 1694, the 6 th of 
William and Maty. He married the lady Diana Ruffel, daughter of 
Francis earl of Bedford, by whom he had five Ions; Richard-Thomas, 
the fecond, was created carl of Torrington,* June 25,1716, and was one 
of the tellers of the exchequer, and one of his majefty’s privy council, 
but died without iffue in 1719; Francis died unmarried; and Andrew 
and another Thomas, both died young. The daughters were four; of 
whom, Elizabeth married Sir Henry Littleton, baronet; and, fecondly, 
Edward Harvey, of Combe, in the co. of Surrey, efquire; Catherine, 
Henry lord Herbert of Chcrbury; Diana, Thomas, fon of Sir Robert 
Howard, knight, of Afhtead, in the co. of Surry; and afterwards Wil¬ 
liam, brother to Bafil Fielding, earl of Denbigh; Anne died fingle. 

RrcHAitD, the cldcll fon, upon the dcccafo of his father, in J708, 
became the next earl, and was conftitutcdlord lieutenant and cuftos 
rotulorum of the co. of Salop. He died in 1723; leaving iflue by his 
wife, Mary, daughter of Sir Thomas Wilbraham, of Woodhcy, in 
the co. of Chciler, baronet, four Tons and four daughters. Lady Mary 
died unmarried; Elizabeth married James Cocks, of Worceftcrfliire, 
efquire; Anne, Sir Orlando Bridgeman, baronet, anceftor of the pre- 
fent lord Bradford; and Diana, Algemoon Cootc, earl of Montrath, 
by whom lhc had an only fon, Charlcs-Henry, late earl of Montrath, 
in Ireland, who died unmarried, March 1, 1802; of the fons, Heniy, 
Richard, and Thomas, were fucccflively carls of Bradford; the fourth 
fon" was William. 

Henry, the next earl, dying without legitimate iil’ue, in 1734, the 
honours and eftate devolved upon his brother, 

Richard, who was a member in the lail parliament of queen Anne 
for Wenlock; and dying unmarried, was fucceeded by his brother, 

Thomas, who proved the lail earl of this houfo; and died a luna¬ 
tic, April 18, 1762. 

John Newport, efquire, the lunatic, at Chelfea, was the natural foil 
of Henxy earl of Bradford, by a Mrs. Smyth.

In 16.24, be bad adillerence with the duke of Buckingham, when 
they mutually impeached each other: from thence he lived retired, till 
the breaking out of the civil war: in which lie at tirft fided w ith the 
parliament, but afterwards W'ent over to the kiug, and at laft retired 
into France, where he died in 1652; after having loft his eftate."

George, cldcfl fon of the laft carl, fuccccdcd his father. He was, 
in 1640, elected knight of the (hire for the county of Dorlct, and was 
for fomc time the darling of the malecontcnts; but afterwards turning 
advocate for the carl of Strafford, was expelled the houfe; and from 
that time was purfued by the parliament party with fuch virulence, 
that he was excepted from pardon, ftript of his eftate, and obliged to 
retire beyond feu. He, however, lived to fee the happy reftoration;

John. the third and laft earl of Briftol, was twice married: firfi, to 
Alice, daughter and heir of Robert Bourne, of Black hall, in Kffev, 
efquire; and, fccondly, to Rachael, daughter to Sir Hugh Windham, 
knight, but bad no ilTue by cither lady; wherefore on hi* death, in 
J69S, the titles were extinct.

Ill thc'firll volume of this work it was obfervcd, that Ralph D’Au- 
benj^had fummons to parliament among the barons of the realm, 
the 16th Edward III. but never after. And that by Alice, his fecond

Sir Giles D’Aubeny, his ion and heir; who married Alianor, 
daughter of Henry de Wylington, and was fuccecdcd by another 
Giles. Which 

Giles, the loth of Henry VI. was IherifF of the counties of Bedf. 
and Bucks; and by his will, dated 3d March, 1444, bequeathed his 
body to be buried in the church of South Pederton, in com. Somcrf. 
and appointed a prieft to iing for three years for his foul, for that of 
Joane his wife, and for the foul of William D'Aubcny, whole bones 
relied there. And, moreover, that there Ihould be another priell ling- 
ing at Kempllon for one year, for the louls of Giles his father, Mar¬ 
garet his mother, Alianor his grandmother, and Thomas his uncle; in 
which will alio, he mentions Alice his wife (moll probably his lccond 
wife, as one of the name of Joane was mentioned before), and Wil¬ 
liam and Giles, his Ions.

William, nothing memorable is faid further than his name; and

Giles, his Ion and heir, a pcrlon of veiy considerable note in his 
time, who after the victory over king Richard at Bolworth, was made

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matter of the mint, and on the 13th May, the fame year, advanced 
to the dignity of a baron; and the 3d of Henry VII. he was confti- 
tuted one of the chamberlains of the king’s exchequer; and the 4th 
of Henry VII. being governor of Calais, and fent into Flanders to the 
aid of Maximilian, the emperor, performed great fervices. The xoth 
of Henry VII. on the fall of Sir William Stanley, he was appointed 
lord chamberlain of the king’.; liouttiold. Moreover, he was a com¬ 
mander againft the lord Audley at Blackheath, and againft Perkin 
Warbeck in com. Somerf. 

His wife was Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John Arundel, of Lanhem, 
in CornWal, by whom he had Henry, b.is fon and heir; and Cecily, a 
daughter, who married John Bourchier, lord Fitz-Warine, afterwards 
earl of Bath; and dying 28th May, 23d Henry VII. was buried in 
Weftminfter Abbey. 

Henry, fucceflor to his father, the 6th of Henry VIII. had a fpc- 
cial livery of his inheritance; and the 19th July, 30th Henry VIII. 
was created earl of Bridgewater. He married Catherine, daughter of 
Thomas duke of Norfolk, but had no ittuc; fo that on his deceafc, the 
2d Edward VI. the title became extinft. 


EGERTON DUKE OF BRIDGEWATER. 

The faAily of Egerton next had this title conferred upon them; 
who had their origin from a natural branch, as it is faid, of the an¬ 
cient family of Egerton, of Oulton, in the county Palatine of Chettcr.* 
But as this ttock ttill continues, it is unnecettary to fay more, than on 
the deceaie of the late Francis duke of Bridgewater without iifue, 
the dukedom became extin&, and the earldom delcendcd to the next 
heir male, with whom it is yet remaining. 

Although the duke was not much known as a political character, 
his fame will be handed down to future ages for that noble canal in

In 1641, Thomas Bruce, earl of Elgin, in Scotland, was created 
baron Bruce, of Whorlton, in the county of York; whofe fon, Ro¬ 
bert, was afterwards, in 1663, created baron Bruce, of Skelton, in 
the fame county; vifeount Bruce, of Ampthill, in Bcdfordlhire; and 
carl of Aylefbury ; to which head the reader is referred. Vid. Aylef- 
burv. 


BUCKINGHAM.

Buckingham is one of the three counties which were once the feat 
of the Cattieuchlani; and is fuppofed to take its name from buckcn, 
i. e. beech trees, with w'hich the country was in ancient times well 
ftored. Of this county the firft carl after the Norman conquelt, was 
Walter Giffard, fon of Ofbornc de Bolcbcc, and Avcline his 
wife, filler to Gunnora duchcfs of Normandy, great grandmother to 
the Conqueror. Which Walter was one of thofe valiant perfons who 
accompanied duke William, his kinfman, into England, and was pre- 
fent with him in the dccilive battle of Haltings, which acquired the 
crown ol England; wherefore, for his fcrviccs, as well as in relpcdt of 
his valour and confanguinity, he w'as foon after advanced to the earl¬ 
dom of Bucks. 


He 
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lie was one of the principal perfons who compofed t!ie general 
furvey of the realm, cfpccially for the county of Worceftcr. In icBy, 
he adhered to William Rufus, againft his brother Robert Curthole; 
and fortified his Norman poflfefiions on the king’s behalf, of whole 
army there he was a princpal commander, and behaved himfelf very 
honourably. Yet in the time of Henry 1 . he took the part of the laid 
Curthofc againft that king; but died the year following, in uca. 
He married Agnes, daughter of Gerard Flaitcll, fiftcr to William 
bifliop of Eureux; and had iflue Walter and Hugh, and divers daugh¬ 
ters; whereof one, viz. llohais, was wile of Richard Fitz-Gilbert, 
anceftor to the great family of Clare; and another daughter, Ifabcl, 
or Conftance, is laid to have wedded Richard Granville, or Grenville, 
progenitor to the various noble lioufes which have been of that fur* 
name, and of which the family of Grenville, now marquis of Buck¬ 
ingham, is the chief. 

Walteu Gu r aud fucccedcd his father as earl of Buckingham; 
and {landing faithfully to king Henry I. againft all thofe rebellious 
attempts which difturbed his quiet, and gave high teftimonies of his 
valour at the famous battle of Brcnne\ille, anno 1119; where the 
French army, commanded by their king in perfon, was defeated. The 
12th of Henry 7 II. upon afleiTment of the aid for marry ing the king’s 
daughter, he certified his knights fees de vetcri feoffamento to be 
ninety-four and one half, and de novo one and an half; which Ihcws 
the immenfc pofleflions that he held. 

He founded Nutley priory, in com. Bucks, jointly with Ermetrude 
his wife; and dying without illue in 1164, left all his entailed lands 
to Olbert GifFard, his nephew (Ion of Hugh, his brother), according 
to Gwillim; but Dugdalc fays, the lands of his barony came to be 
{hared amongft his relations: for Richard de Clare, carl of Hertford 
(in refpc£l of his defeent from Rohais, filler o*' this carl, and wife of 
Richard Fitz-Gilbert, his anceftor), aud William Marefchall, earl of 
Pembroke, in right of Ifabcl his wile, daughter and heir of Richard 
carl of Strigul, obtained a confirmation from king Richard I. of all

the lands of this Walter, botli in England and Normandy; of which, 
Richard earl of Hertford, was to have the chief fc.it in England, and 
William carl of Pembroke, the chief feat in Normandy : the reiidue, 
both in England and Normandy, being divided equally between 
them. 


CLARE EARL OF BUCKINGHAM. 

The next carl of this county, according to Camden, was the fa¬ 
mous Richard Strongbow, carl of Pembroke;* who affumed that 
title in fomc deeds, being defeended, as beforementioned, from a female 
heir of the Giffards. 


PLANTA GENET EARL OF BUCKINGHAM. 

1st 1377, Thomas of Woodftock, fixth ion of Edward III. was 
created carl of Buckingham; whofe fon, Humphrey, fuccccded to that 
title, but died young, and without ilfue ,f leaving Anne, his filler and 
coheir, wife of Edmond carl of Stafford. 


STAFFORD DUKE OF BUCKINGHAM. 

In 1443, Humphrey carl of Stafford, fon of the faid Edmond carl 
of Stafford, by the lady Anne Plantagenct, his wife, was created duke 
of Buckingham; for the account of which family, the reader is refer¬ 
red to the title of Stafford among the barons of parliament.^

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VILLIERS. EARL, MARQUIS, AND DUKE 

OF BUCKINGHAM.

The title of Buckingham having been forfeited in the Stafford 
name, by the laft Edward Stafford, duke of Buckingham, who was 
beheaded, temp. Henry VIII. anno 1521, remained dormant in the 
crown until 1617, when king James I. created his favourite, 
George Villiers (who before enjoyed the titles of baron of Whad- 
don, and vifeount Villiers), carl and marquis of Buckingham. The 
year following, his mother was created countefs of Buckingham, for 
life;‘and in r623, the marquis was further advanced to the title of 
duke of Buckingham, being at the fame time alio made carl of Co¬ 
ventry. 

As to the origin of this great duke, it is unneceffary to treat of it 
here; infomuch as the male line is yet remaining in the rank of peer¬ 
age, being reprefented by the carls of Jerfey and Clarendon; whofe 
noble lineage the volumes of Edmonfon, and the modern Baronagians, 
have taken care to let forth with due colouring, and as fuch, to tho/e 
hiflorians the curious reader muff be referred; 1 for the firft of this 
name with whom we (hall begin our account, is 

Sir George V illieks, who was IhcrifF of the county of Leiceftcr in 
1591; and having received the honour of knighthood, died January 4, 
1605. He married to his firft wife, Audrey, daughter and heir to,

William 
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William Saunders, of Harrington, in com. Northampt cfquirc, by 
whom he had two fons, and three daughters.* Whereat Sir William 
Villiers, the cldcft ton, was created a baronet in 1619, whofe grand- 
fon, Sir William Villiers, dyingS. P. in 1711, terminated the male 
line of that branch. The fccond fon. Sir Edward,"" was anccftor to 
the carls of Grandifon in Ireland, and to the carls of Jcrfcy and Cla¬ 
rendon, of the kingdom of Great Britain. 

Sir George Villiers, to his fccond wife, married Mary, daughter of 
Anthony Beaumont, of Glenficld, in Lciccftcrfhirc; who, furviving 
him, was created countcfs of Buckingham for life. By this lady he 
had iflue Sufan, who became the wife of William Fielding, carl of 
Denbigh; John, created baron Villiers, of Stoke, and vifeount Pur- 
beck ;f George, of whom diftinelly; and Chrillopher, who was made 
a baron of the realm, by the ftyle of lord Daventry, and afterwards 
was advanced to the dignity of an carl, by the title of Anglcfcy.J 
George, the fccond fon abovenamed, being a perfon of an agree¬ 
able and winning deportment, was feen and liked by king James I. 
at Apcthorp, in Northamptonfhirc, who foon after entertained him as 
his cup-bearer; and Carr, carl of Somcrfct, growing lefs cftcemcd, 
Villiers was advanced on his fall. From this period he rofe rapidly in 
the royal favour; was made a knight of the garter, mafter of the 
horfe, lord admiral of England, chief juflicc in Eyre, of all the parks 
and forefts South of Trent, mafter of the king’s bench office, high 
ftevN ard of Wcftmiuftcr, conftablc of Windfor caftle, and chancellor

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of the univerfity of Cambridge; being alfo created a baron, vifcount, 
earl, marquis, and duke of the realm. 

With thefc great honours and employments, he was likcwifc the 
foie difpcnfer of the king’s favours; in the diftribution of which, he 
was guided more by the rules of appetite than judgment; and exalted 
almoft all of his own numerous family and dependants. In the mean 
time, he fb failed in his duty to prince Charles, that he was at one time 
(as it is laid), very near ftriking his highnefs, who had therefore con¬ 
ceived the greateft indignation againft him; but he had the art tho¬ 
roughly to remove this, and fixed himlelf entirely in his good graces, 
by being .the lole contriver of that moll extraordinary journey which 
they took into Spain in 1623. This journey they took with difguifed 
beards and names; viz. Thomas and John Smith: travelling through 
France to Madrid, where he was difrclilhcd for his high French garb, 
and too much familiarity with the prince. But the particulars of this 
excurlion, and the other incidents of the life of this very eminent 
perfon, belong more to the liillorian or biographer than to the baro- 
nngian, wherefore we will only obferve, that after the death of king 
James, he continued as great a favourite with king Charles; but his 
overbearing influence, and the grievances of the nation, which were 
attributed to his evil counfel, caufed him to be charged as the author 
of all the public misfortunes; and, indeed, the mifcarriagc of the ex¬ 
pedition to the Illc of Rhcc, for the relief of the Rochellers, not a 
little contributed to render him very odious; fo much lb, that one 
John Felton, a difeontented officer, conceiving he llrould rid the 
country of a fcourge, repaired to Portfmouth, where the duke then 
was, fuperintending another armament for Rochelle*, and llabbcd him 
with a knife mortally, 23d Auguft, 1628. This happened when he 
had jull completed his thirty-fixth year, and three days more: his 
duchcfs in the houfe, in an upper room, fcarce out of bed, and the 
king and court at Sir Daniel Norton’s, at Southwick, not much more 
than fix miles dillant. 

The earl of Clarendon writes,* “ That he was of a noble nature,

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and generous difpofition, and of fucli other endowments, as made 
.. him very capable of being a great huourife to a groat l.r.g; and 
.. r/io arts of a court, and all the learning that is proldled

affability to all nun who made any addrefs to him; and i<» di limits 
“ to oblige them, that he did not enough conildcr the value til the ob- 
“ ligation, or the merit of the perfon lie choie to oblige; from which 
“ much of his misfortune refultcd. lie was of a courage not to be 
daunted ; which was manifeTted in all his actions, and in his con- 
*•' tells with particular pcrlons of the grcatelt reputation.” His zeal 
for his friends was very vehement, and his enmities equally ftrong. 

'Thus fill the great Yillicrs duke oi 1 lucks; a rare example of 
exalted fortune, and the grand favourite of two kings, father and Ion. 
He married Catherine, daughter and lolc heir of Francis carl of Rut¬ 
land ; by whom he had three ions, and one daughter. The latter, 
whole name was Mary, had, by letters patent, dated 3lit Auguit, 
1628, the title of duchcfs of Buckingham limited to her, in calc of 
iffuc male failing of her father; and was three times married,

September, 1651, had a command on the right; but the 
royal army being defeated by Cromwell, he, like the king and many 
others, made his efcape with difficulty; and wandering about in a 
meat) habit, got fate to London, and from thence to Holland. On 
the reiteration taking place, he and general Monk rode bare headed 
before the king at his public entry ; and in fuch favour was he with 
the king, that he was made a knight of the garter, matter of the 
boric, and was one of thofe governing lords, who, from the initial 
letters of their names, were called the Cabal/’ But towards the latter 
end of the reign of Charles II. by his ilrangc conduct and uniicady 
temper, he funk very low in the opinions of moft people. Fie firir. 
adulterated the wife of Francis Talbot, earl of Shrewsbury, and then 
killed her hufband in a duel; at which it is laid, ihc held his liorie, 
difguifed as a page, and to reward his prowcls, went to bed to him in 
the fhirt ftained with her hull Kind's blood. 

Walpole, in Ins Catalogue of Noble Authors, oblerves, when this 
extraordinary man, with the figure and genius of Alcibiades, could 
equally charm the Prefbyterian Fairfax and the diflblute Charles; 
when he alike ridiculed that witty king, and his Jblcmn chancellor, 
when he plotted the ruin of his country with a cabal of bad mmillers.

The duke cried out, 

“ Then 'twould be greater, were it none at all." 

The play was inftantly damned. 

His grace wrote the Rehearfal, a noted comedy; RefleXions upon 
Abfalom and Achithophcl; and was the author of many other plays, 
jjoems, and celebrated works. He was remarkable lor a continual flow 
of wit and humour; but the ill nature and indecency which occalion- 
ally hurried away his mufe, gave general offence. He began life with 
all the advantages of fortune and perfon, which a nobleman could 
covet; and afterwards, by favour of the king, had great opportunities 
of making himfelf as confiderablc as his father had been. But he 
mifcrably wafted his eftate, forfeited his honour, damned his reputa¬ 
tion, and at the time of his death, is faid to have wanted even the 

ncccffarics 
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ncceilarles of life, and not to have had one friend in the world. Pope 
defcribcs him as more famous for his vices than his misfortunes; that 
having been pofleffed of about £.50,000 a-ycar, and pafled through 
many of the higheft pofts in the kingdom, he died in 1687, at a re¬ 
mote inn in Yorkihire, reduced to the utmoft mifery.

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* Jn the claim lately before the Houfe of Peers, of Lady Henry Fitz-Gerald to the Barony 
of Rons, this Francis is dated to be born after his father's death; and a fourth foil, .lames, is 
mentioned, who died an infant. Which, if the fafl, he inufl hare been a twin with Francis; 
as it docs not concur with common reafon, that if the faid Francis was a pofihumous child, 
any other than a twin could be horn after that period. 

The learned herald who furniflred the genealogy of that cafe, has inlcrtcd a fugacious re* 
mark, that the faid James, fourth ton, “ died an inf mu, •without ijfue."

BUTLER OF BRAMFIELD. 


A «ms —G. a Pcfs Chequrt: Arg. and S. between fix Crofs Crofilets O. 


Tins family is a branch of that of Butler, or Boteler, of Wemme 
anti Ovcrflcy from which defeended 

Sir John Butler, of Hatfield Woodhall, in com. Hertf. who, 
the i/tli James I. was created a baronet; and the lft of Charles I. a 
baron of the realm ; by the title of lord Butler, of Bramfield, in the 
county aforefaid. He married Elizabeth, lifter to CJcorge Villiers, the 
great duke of Buckingham, to which connection he probably owed his 
advancement to the rank of peerage. For of his merits, deferts, or 
ftTvices, there is no mention to be found in Dugdale, or any other 
genealogical author. 

By this lady lie had fix fons; whereof five died unmarried in his 
lifetime: as alfo fix daughters; of which, Audrey married, firft, Sir 
Francis Anderfon; and, Iccondly, Francis carl of Chichcfler; Helen, 
Sir John Drake, knight; Jane, James Ley, carl of Marlborough; 
Olivera, Endymion Porter, efejuire ; Mary, Edward lord Howard, of 
Efcrick; and Anne, firft, Montjoy Blount, earl of Newport; and, 
lecondly, Thomas Weiton, carl of Portland. 

William, only furviving fun and heir, fuccceded his father; but 
his name only appears once in the Lilts of Summons to Parliament: 
viz. the 15th Charles I. nor is he recorded in the pages of hiftory for 
anv memorable action. On his death without ilfue, the itie became 
extinct, and his lifters, or their representatives, were his heirs; whole 
interclt in theii lather and brother's inheritance, was purchafed by 
Gcoige vifeount CJrandilbn, of the kingdom of Ireland, who thereby 
obtained pollciiion of the manor ol Bramfield.

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BUTLER OF LANTHONY AND MORE 

PARK.

Ox July so, i6(>o. James Butler, earl and marquis of Ormond, 
in Ireland, was created baron of Lanthony, and carl of Brecknock, in 
Wales, by king Charles II. and the year following was advanced to 
the dignity of duke of Ormond, in Ireland; and alfo the 9th No¬ 
vember, 1682, made an Englilh duke, by the fame title of Ormond. 

This nobleman was a moll Itrcnuous fupportcr of king Charles I. 
although in the early part of life, when a youth, he flic wed a ftrong 
inclination to oppolc the government of the earl of Strafford, then lord 
lieutenant of Ireland. The carl, on calling a parliament to meet in 
the caffle of Dublin, iffued a proclamation, that none of the members, 
either peers or commoners, Ihould enter with their fwords; which all 
obeyed except this young lord ; who told the black rod at the door, 
“ be Jhonld hirce no jhvord of his , except in his guts." Which lb fired 
the lord deputy, that his lordlhip was called on in the evening to an- 
fwer for his behaviour: when he produced his majcity's writ, calling 
him to parliament “ cinbhts cum gladio .” This ipirited anfwcr not 
being expelled, it was in deliberation that night, whether to trample 
under foot, or oblige fo daring a young man; it was, however, rcfolvcd 
to take him into favour, and he was accordingly made one of the pri\y 
council. 

From this period he attached himfelf zealoufiy to the fcrvicc of the 
king, and contended vigorously to defeat the accufations againlt the 
earl of Strafford; who thenceforth held him in fuch grateful remem¬ 
brance, that he made it his lad requeft to his majcfly, to bellow his 
blue garter upon him ; which the king mod readily peribrmed. 

Throughout 
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Throughout the -whole of the civil war, his bravery, conduft, and 
loyalty, were particularly confpicuous; and fo cflecmed by the parlia¬ 
ment of Ireland, that he was prefented w'ith an addrefs of thanks, as 
an acknowledgment of their regard; and to perpetuate to poftcrity the 
memory of his high defert; which inftrument was entered in both 
houfes, 17th March, 1646. 

Bifliop Burnet gives the following character of him, viz. That 
“ he was every way well fitted for a court: of a graceful appearance, 
“ a lively wit, and a cheerful temper; a man of great cxpenfe, but 
“ decent even in his vices, for he always kept up the form of religion: 
“ too faithful not to give always good advices; but when bad ones 
“ were followed, too complaiiant to be any great complaincr. He had 
“ gone through many tranfadions with more fidelity than fuccefs; 
“ and in the ficge of Dublin, mifearried fo far, as to ldTen the opinion 
“ of his military con dud: but his conftant attendance on his m after. 
“ and his great fufterings, raifed him (after the reiteration). to be lord 
“ Howard of the houfhold, and lord lieutenant of Ireland." 

His grace died the year of the revolution, i 683 , aged feventy-nine. 
His duchcfs was Elizabeth, only daughter of Richard Prefton earl of 
Defmond; which marriage terminated a long contention which had 
fubfillcd between the two families. By her he had ilfuc two daugh¬ 
ters, and eight fons; whereof Thomas, the cldeft, died young; another 
Thomas called earl of OfTorv, of whom hereafter; James died young; 
another James, who died at nine years old; Richard, who was created 
carl of Arran, with limitation to the iiVue male of his brother John, 
and afterwards was made lord Butler, ofWcfton, in England; Walter 
died young; John, w'ho was created carl of Gowran, and died in 
1677, S. P.; and another James, who was accidentally killed at fix 
months old. The daughters were, Elizabeth, fccond wife to Philip, 
fecond carl of Chcfterficld; and Mary, w ife of William Cavendifh, firft 
duke of Devonihire. 

Thomas, carl of Offory, his elded fon, and heir apparent, born at 
Kilkenny, 8th July, 1634; by the time he was twenty-one years of 

vol. hi. R age. 
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age, gave fuch proofs of his genius, prudence, good difpofition, and 
virtue, that Sir Robert Southwell then drew his character, and fhewed 
him to the world in very lively colours. “ He is,” fays he, “ a young 
“ man with a very handfbme face; a good head of hair; well fet; 
“ very good natured ; rides the great horfc very well; is a very good 
“ tennis player, fencer, and dancer; underltands mufic, and plays on 
“ the guitar and lute; fpcaks French elegantly; reads Italian fluently; 
“ is a good hillorian ; and ib well verfed in romances, that if a gallery 
** be full of pictures and hangings, he will tell the Rories of all that 
“ arc there delcribed. He fluits up his door at eight in the evening, 
“ and Rudies till midnight; he is temperate, courteous, and excellent 
** in all his behaviour.” 

A young nobleman fo eminently endowed with every natural and 
acquired accomplifhment, was not but likely to make a conspicuous 
figure in his father’s lifetime; wherefore we find him, in 1O61, lieu¬ 
tenant general of the horfc in Ireland, and a privy counfellor. As alfo 
fummoned by writ, z 2d June, 1662, to the houfe of peers in that 
kingdom ; and in 1666, fummoned, alfo by w rit, to the Englifh houfe 
of peers, by the title of lord Butler, of More Park, in com. Hertf. 

He was deputy to his father while lord lieutenant of Ireland ; and, 
in fhort, difiinguifhcd himfclf in many important offices, and on 
many fignal occafions, both as a politician, and as a military and naval 
commander; particularly in 1 73, in that great fea fight with the 
Dutch, wherein, as Anthony Wood fays, “ Tie gallantly aBled beyond 
the fiction of a romance ." But this excellent nobleman (of whom 
enough can fcarccly be faid), was fnatchcd away by a fever, at White¬ 
hall, 30th July, i68j, to the univerfal regret of all England; and to 
the great grief of his noble father, who yet furvived. 

In 165.;, he married Amelia, eldcfl daughter of Louis de Naflau, 
lord of Beverweart, Odyke, and Auverquerque, natural lbn of Maurice 
prince of Orange; and had iflfuc by her (who was naturalized by ad: 
of parliament, 13th September, 1660), fix Ions, and as many daugh¬ 
ters ; w ho all died young, or unmarried, excepting two Ions and three 

daughters; 
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daughters; viz. James, afterwards duke of Ormond; Charles, who 
was created earl of Arran; Elizabeth, married to William-Richard- 
George, ninth earl of Derby; Emilia; and Henrietta, wife of Henry 
D’Auverquerque, carl of Grantham. 

James, fecond duke of Ormonu (and cl deft furviving fon of Tho¬ 
mas carl of Oflbry), in i688, fucccedcd his grandfather in his Englilli 
and Irifh honours. On the landing of the prince of Orange, he was 
one of the firft that joined him; and upon his advancement to the 
throne, among other honours conferred upon him, was created a 
knight of the garter, and made lord high conftable of England for the 
day, at *their majefties coronation. In 1690, he attended the king 
into Ireland, at the battle of the Boyne; and in 1693, was a ^° at ^ 1C 
battle of Lauden, where he received fcvcral wounds, had his horfc 
killed under him, and was taken prifoncr by the French, and carried 
to Namur. 

At this place he fignalized his charity and generofity as much as he 
before had manifefted his bravery; putting into the hands of count 
Guifcard, governor of the city, a confiderablc part of his remittances to 
be diftributed among his fellow prifoners. And being afterwards let 
at liberty, and joining the army, the grandeur of his table and retinue, 
were an honour to the Englifli nation, as his valour had been an ex¬ 
ample to the nobility. 

In 1 / 02 , he was by Queen Anne appointed commander in chief of 
the land forces feat againft France and Spain, when he deftroyed the 
French fleet, and the Spanifli galleons, in the harbour of Vigo; for 
which he received the thanks of both houfes of parliament. In 
1711-12, he fucccedcd the duke of Marlborough as captain general 
and commander in chief of all her majetty’s land forces in Great 
Britain, or employed abroad in conjunction with her allies; and on 
the queen’s death, was one of the privy council who figned the pro¬ 
clamation, declaring George I. to be the only lawful and rightful king 
of Great Britain; on whofc arrival, he was at firft gracioufly received 
by his majefty, but in a few days after was removed from his great 
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offices; and, furthermore, in 1715, was impeached in parliament of 
high crimes and mifdemcanors. Whereupon, being advifed to ovoid 
the impending llorm, 1 ’ he retired, 8th Auguft, 1715, into France; and 
the 20th of the fame month was attainted, his eftatc forfeited, and 
his honours extiuguilhed. But in 1721, an a& was palled to enable 
his brother, the earl of Arran, to purchase his eftate; which he did 
accordingly. 

This great, but unfortunate duke, died at Madrid, November 16, 
1745, aged ninety-four. He was twice married; firft, to the lady 
Anne, daughter to Lawrence Hyde, carl of Rochcftcr, who died in 
childbed of her firft child, which alfo dcceaicd with her; fecondly, to 
lady Mary Somerfet, daughter to Henry duke of Beaufort, by w hom 
he had one fon, Thomas, bom in 1686, who died in 1689; and five 
daughters; whereof three died infants; viz. Mary, Emilia, and Hen¬ 
rietta; Elizabeth died unmarried; and Mary married John lord Aih- 
burnham.

In 1673, Rich Ann, fecond fon of James firft duke of Ormond, 
having been before, in 1662, created carl of Arran, in Ireland, was, 
in conftderation of his eminent defert and fcrviccs, advanced to the 
peerage of England, by his majefty, Charles II. the 25th year of his 
reign; by the title of baron Butler, of Wclion in the county of Hunt¬ 
ingdon. 

In 1682, upon his father’s quitting Ireland, he was left deputy till 
his return; and performed great fcrvice againft the mutinous garrifon 


r It has hern prefumed by many, had he waited the event of his trial, that bis innocrncy 
and good intentions in all his adions would ha\r appeared. Sec his Conduct in the Campaign 
of 17J2 vindicated in a pamphlet publiflied in 1715. 
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of Carrick-Fergus, and behaved with diftinguiflied valour in the fca- 
fight of 1673 with the Dutch. He married, firft, Mary, daughter 
of James Stuart, duke of Richmond and Lenox, but by her had no 
ifluc; his fecond wife was Dorothy, daughter of John Ferrers, of 
Tamworth Caftle, in com. Warw. efquire, by whom he had feveral 
children, whereof only one daughter furvived him; viz. the lady 
Charlotte, who married Charles lord Cornwallis. Ilut having no 
male ifluc, the title of Butler of Wctlon became extind on his dcccafe 
in 1685; yet was afterwards revived (as alfo that of Arran), in the 
perfon of his nephew, 

Charles, fbn of Thomas earl of Offory, and younger brother to 
James laft duke of Ormond. Which Charles, the 8th ot March, 1693, 
was created earl of Arran, and baron Butler of Wcfton. 

In 1702, he was made a brigadier general of her majcfly’s armies; 
and.in 1708, a lieutenant general, lie filled, alfo, fucceflively, the 
offices of mailer of the ordnance, governor of Dover cafllc, chancellor 
of the univerfity of Oxford, high Reward of the city and liberties of 
Wcftmintler; and notwithflanding his brother’s fail, he feems to have 
preferved the favour and efteem of the court. He married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Thomas lord Crew; but having no iffuc, and dying in 
1759, his titles became extind.

In the reign of Henry VI. Sir Philip Hoyle, a knight of Arragon, 
tilted at a tournament with Sir John Aftley, knight of the garter, at 
which both knights acquired grjat fame. From this Sir Philip is faid 
to be defeended linger Hoyle, who married Jane, daughter of Thomas 
Pattiihull, in the county of Hereford; by whom he had ilTuc Roger, 
hi? fecond ion, whu was father of 

Richard, created carl of Cork, in Ireland, in 1620; who died in 
1643, hav.r.g had ieven Ions. Of whom, Roger, the cldcft, died 
vounc; Richard fucceeded him; Jeffery, the third, died \oumr; 
Louis, the fourth, was created vifeount Kinelmcakv, hut died without 
ifluc; Roger, the fifth, was created lord Broghill, and carl of Orrery, 
from w hom the prefent carl of Cork is defeended; Francis, the fixth, 
was created vifeount Shannon, and died without iiTue; and Robert, 
the feventh, was diftinguifhed eminently for his knowledge of altro- 
nomy and chemiltry. 

Richard, the fecond, but cldcft funiving fon, and fecond carl of 
Cork, having evinced his loyalty and ferviccs to Charles I. and having 
aflifted and fupplied Charles II. in his diftrefles, was, in confulcration 
thereof, firft created lord Clifford, of Lanefborough, and afterwards 
carl of Burlington, in 16(14, Englifh honours. He died in 1697-8; 
having had ifluc by his lady, Elizabeth, foie daughter and heir of 
Henry Clifford, earl of Cumberland, three fons, and five daughters; 
of whom, lady Frances, the cldcft, married, firft, colonel Courtenay; 
fccondly, Wentworth Dillon, carl of Rofeommon, in Ireland, the moft 
celebrated poet of the age; Catherine, the fecond, died in her child¬ 
hood ; 
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hood; Elizabeth, the third, married Nicholas carl of Tlianet; Anne, 
the fourth, Edward earl of Sandwich; and Henrietta, the fifth, Lau¬ 
rence Hyde, earl of Rochcfter. Of the Ions, Francis died young, 
Richard was killed in the great engagement with the Dutch at Sole- 
bay, and 

Charles, the eldeft furviving one, was called up to the houfc of 
peers, the id of William and Mary, by the title of lord Clifford, of 
Lanefborough; but died in the. lifetime of his father, 1694. He 
married Jane, daughter and coheir of William duke of Somerfct, and 
by her had fix daughters, and four fons. Richard, who died in 1675; 
Charles,.of whom hereafter; Henry, chancellor of the exchequer, and 
principal fccretary of ftate in the reign of queen Anne, created by 
George I. a peer, by the title of lord Carlcton, and died unmarried, 
March 14, 1724-25, at his houfe in Pall Mall, which he bequeathed 
to Frederick, then prince of Wales, and his fuccefiors, and is now the 
palace of his royal highnefs, the prefent prince, heir apparent to the 
Britifh crown; William died young. Of the daughters, Frances, 
Jane, and another Frances, died young; Elizabeth married James earl 
of Barrymore; Mary, James duke of Queenfbury and Dover; and 
Arabella, Henry Petty, earl of Shelburn. The faid Charles lord Clif¬ 
ford married a fecond wife, Arcthufa, daughter of George carl of 
Berkeley; and by her had an only daughter of the fame name, who 
married James Vernon, efquire, fon of James Vernon, one of the 
principal fccretaries of ftate to king William III. 

Charles, fecond, but eldeft furviving fon of Charles lord Clifford, 
fucccedcd his grandfather as the fecond earl of Burlington. He did 
not enjoy his honours long; departing this life about fix years after¬ 
wards, in 1703-4, univcrfally lamented. He married Juliana, foie 
daughter and heir of Henry Nocll, fecond fon of Baptift vifeount 
Campden, by whom he had one fon, his heir, and fix daughters; two 
of which died young; and Jane, the third, died unmarried; Eliza¬ 
beth, the eldeft, married Sir Henry Bedingficld, of Oxburgh, in Nor-

folk, baronet; Juliana, the fecond, was the wife of Charles carl of 
Aylcfbury; and Henrietta, of Henry Boyle, of Caftlc Martyr, in 
Ireland, afterwards carl of Shannon. 

Riciiakd, third carl of Burlington, and only fon of the former, was 
born in 1693, and in 1721, married the lady Dorothy Saville, cl dell 
of the two daughters and coheirs of William marquis of Halifax, by 
whom he had three daughters; lady Dorothy, who married George 
earl of Eufton, cl deft fon of the duke of Grafton; but died without 
ifluc; Juliana died in 173 r ; and lady Charlotte, married to William, 
late duke of Dcvonfhire. His lordfliip was a knight of the garter, and 
alfo captain of the band of gentlemen pcnfioners, w hich he religncd 
in 1733, and retired from public life; amuiing himfelf in his fine 
gardens at Chifwick (now poflefled by his grace of Devonthire), and 
in architecture, in which he w»as cftccmed a fecond Vitruvius; and 
on that account was confultcd by many of the nobility, while at the 
fame time he contributed liberally towards the building of fcvcral 
public edifices. He died at Chifwick in 1753; and having no male 
ilTue, his Englifh honours expired with him.

Henry Paget was created baron Burton, of Burton, in Stafford- 
fhire, in 1711 ; and the next year fuccecded his father as earl of Ux¬ 
bridge. (Vid. Paget.) 


CADOGAN OF READING. 

I.v 1716, William Cadog\n> a general of great bravery, and 
diftinguifhed military talents, who had ierved with the higheft * , epu- 
putation in the wars of king William III. and queen Anne, was 
created a peer of the realm, by the title of lord Cadogan, baron of 
Reading; and, furthermore, in confederation of his many eminent 
fcrviccs, he was, the 8th May, 1718 (4th George I.) advanced to the 
dignity of baron of Oakley, vifeount Caverfham, and earl of Cadogan, 
with limitation, in default of iflue male, of the barony of Oakley to 
Charles, his brother. His lordftiip married Margarctta-Cecilia, daugh¬ 
ter of William Munficr, counlellor of Holland, by his wife, Cecilia 
Trip, of Amflcrdam; and by her had iflue only two daughters; Sarah, 
married to Charles duke of Richmond; and Margaret, unmarried; 
and dying the 17th of July, 1726, S. M. P. the barony of Cadogan of 
Reading, and the titles of vifeount Caverfham, and carl of Cadogan, 
became extindl; but the barony of Cadogan of Oakley, defeended to 
Charles, his brother, beforementioned; in w hofe defeendant the fame 
now remains.

♦William de Meschines, a younger fon of Randoph carl of 
Chcfter, is mentioned as earl of Cambridge, in 1139; but no patent, 
or charter of creation, appears upon record. 

In 1340, John ije Avesnes, of Hainault, uncle,f or brother,^ to 
Philippa,* queen to Edward III. was made carl of Cambridge; but 
foon after engaging in the intcreft of France, was deprived of the earl¬ 
dom, which was next conferred upon 

William marquis of Julicrs; whole wife was Mary, daughter of 
Reginald duke of Gueldrcs (by Eleanor, lifter to king Edward III.\ 
and lifter and heir to Edward duke of Gueldrcs; but neither he, nor 
his predcccflbr, ever had fummons to parliament. Of thefs, the firft 
bore for arms quarterly, 1 and 4 O. a Lion rampant S. 2 and 3 O. a 
Lion rampant G. the laft, O. a Lion rampant S. 


PLANTAGEXET EARL OF CAMBRIDGE. 

The next on whom this honour was conferred, was Edmond 
Plantagenet, of Langley, filth Ion of Edward III. who, in 1361, 
was created carl of Cambridge, with remainder to his fccond fon, 
Richard. 

This Edmond was afterwards created duke of York; whole cldcft 
fon and heir, Edward, V inccnt and Mills fay, was carl of Cambridge; 
and that he had that title in his father’s life, which, in fuch rcfpecl, 
was only by courtely. For certain it is, that on the dcceafc of Edmond, 
the title was borne by Richard, his fccond fon; who, for confpiring

againft king Henry V. was beheaded at Southampton, before his fuid 
brother, Edward (then duke of York), was (lain at Agincourt; whereby 
the honour was forfeited. 

Richakp, his fon, however, was reftored to it; and fuccccding his 
uncle, Edward, as duke of York, afterwards claimed the crown; but 
was flain in the battle of Wakefield, anno 1460, leaving 

Edward, his cldeft fon and heir; who following up his father's 
claim, at length afeended the throne, by the name of king Ed¬ 
ward IV.* whereby all the inferior titles became merged in the royal 
dignity. 


HAMILTON EARL OF CAMBRIDGE 

Ana?—-G. three Cinquefoils Ermine pierced. 

The title of Cambridge having thus come to the crown, remained 
dormant until the year 1619, when king James I. was pleafed to 
create 

James marquis of Hamilton, in Scotland, Laron of Ennerdale, in 
Cumberland, and carl of Cambridge. He had been one of the fuitors 
to queen Elizabeth, recommended by the Proteftants of Scotland, in 
order to an union of the two kingdoms. He was lord Howard of the 
houlhold; and towards the latter part of the reign, a knight of the 
garter. He married Anne, daughter to James earl of Glencairn, wi¬ 
dow of Gilbert Kennedy, carl of Caflils; and had iffue two fons, James 
and William; and three daughters, Anne, Margaret, and Mary. 

James fuccccded his father; and at the coronation of Charles I. 
carried the fword of Rate, and by that king was created duke of Ha¬ 
milton; and in 1629, made mailer of the horlc; being likewife elctled 
into the order of the garter. In 1648, he commanded the Scots army 
at I’rdton, in Lancashire; but was defeated by Cromwell, with half 

the 
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lumber; when being taken prifoner, and brought to London, he 
beheaded in Old Palace Yard, in March following.’ His lady was 
daughter of William Fielding, carl of Denbigh, by Sufan his 
ftcr to George Villiers, duke of Buckingham; by whom he had 
three fbns; Charles, James, and William, who died young; as did his 
cldeft daughter, Mary; but of the other two, the lady Anne lived to 
be duchcfs of Hamilton; and Sufanna married John earl of Caftils. 
Deccaling thus without iffuc male furviving, his honours devolved 
upon 

William, carl of Lanark, his brother, who likewife loft his life in 
the fervicc of king Charles: for having raifed a troop of horfc at his 
own charge, and having joined the royal army at Worcefter, he was 
in that fatal defeat which it there experienced, 3d September, 1651, 
and received a iliot in his leg, of which he died about a week after. 

His chara&er is thus let forth by the earl of Clarendon: " He was 
“ a man not inferior in parts of underftanding to the wiieft men of 
“ the nation. Of great honour, courage, and linccrity in his nature; 
“ and (which was a rare virtue in the men of that time), was ftill 
“ the fame man he pretended to be; and, in truth, was in all refpcdb 
a very accomplifhed perfon.’’ 

He married Elizabeth, daughter and coheir to James Maxwell, of 
Dirleton, and by her had four daughters; namely, Anne, Elizabeth, 
Mary, and Margaret; but dying without ilTuc male, his Englilh ho¬ 
nours became extinft. And his niece, the lady Anne, daughter of 
James, his elder brother, having married William Douglas, earl of 
Selkirk, he, according to the Scotch falhion, took the name of Hamil¬ 
ton; and at the requeft of his faid lady, was, in 1661, created duke of 
Hamilton, and foon after made a knight of the garter; being the im¬ 
mediate anccftor to the prclent duke of Hamilton.

STUART DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE. 

As Cambridge may boaft itfclf fuperior to all other towns in the 
kingdom/ by rcafon of its celebrated univerfity, and public buildings, 
fo it feems to retain a peculiar degree of honour from the rank of the 
noble perions to whom it has given title; for the mull, if not all, of 
the great men fo dignified, have been of the royal blood. Of which 
line it dill remains to notice, that the next who bore the title of carl 
of Cambridge, was 

*Henry of Oatlands, third fon of king Charles I. who was fo en¬ 
titled in 1641, but not fo created, till 13th May, 1659. He died in 
1660, S. P. 

The four following dukes were fons of James duke of York (after¬ 
wards king James 11 .); the three firft, by his wife, Anne, daughter of 
the lord chancellor Clarendon, and the other by Mary Beatrice D'Elfe, 
his laft wife. 

Charles Stcart, called duke of Cambridge, died in 1661, an 
infant. 

James, called duke of Cambridge, born 1663, died 1667. 

Edgar, ftyled duke of Cambridge, born 1667, died 1671. 

Charles, born 1667, and then declared duke of Cambridge, died 
in the month following his birth. 

From this period the title for a fhort time became dormant, until 
1706, when her majefty, queen Anne, by warrant, declared 

George Augustus, electoral prince of Hanover, duke and marquis 
of Cambridge, earl of Milford Haven, vifeount Northallerton, and 
baron of Tewkfbury.

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Tlie title of duke of Cambridge is now borne by his royal liighncfs 
prince Augustus Frederick, a younger fon of Iris prefent majetlv, 
George III.

The defeent of this noble lord is from the fame anccftor as the earl 
of Chatham, and lord Rivers; wherefore the reader need not be fur- 
prifed that a coufin to the prime minifter of the country, Ihould be 
raifed to the dignity of a peer of the realm; the furprife (if any may 
be excited, that fuch a man as Mr. Thomas Pitt fhould at all be 
advanced to any dignity), may rather be, that he was not created an 
carl, or a marquis, inllead of an humble baron lord. 

The peculiar merits, fcrviccs, or extraordinary talents, which re¬ 
commended him to this mark of royal favour (a dignity w'hich queen 
Elizabeth rarely conferred, even upon the molt meritorious and wcll- 
deferving of her fervants),* liiftory docs not furnilh: but where the 
hiftorian or biographer may be at a lofs to find materials to give the 
public adtions or character of the man, private knowledge of worth, 
that wears the bafhful blufli at being made known, may, through the 
medium of a thoufand adts of intcrefting attachment, induce a dilcern- 
ing ftatcfman to point out, that the fovereign’s right of conferring 
honours could not be cxcrcifcd upon a fitter object than a rich and 
powerful relation. Be it fo; in 1784, Mr. Thomas Pitt was, by letters 
patent, created lord Camclford, baron of Boconnic, in the county of 
Cornwall, with limitation to his ifiue male. 

He married Anne, daughter and coheirefs of Pinkney Wilkin fun.

in 1793, was fuccccdcd by the laid 

Thomas, his Ion and heir; Mho, having been bred up in the navy, 
attained to the rank of poll captain; but Mas unfortunately killed in a 
duel by a Mr. Bed, in 1804. 

The Morft lidc of this young nobleman’s character has, probably, 
been given to the uorld, while the traits of the good one, have either 
been little known, or withholden. Certain it is, that he had great 
eccentricities; but it is ncvcrthclcfs laid, he Mas a warm and zealous 
friend where he took ; M as brave, generous, and humane; as al lb 
charitable, and very benevolent, where he confidcrcd the objcdl dc- 
ferving. 

Dying unmarried, his title became extinft; and his great eftate fall¬ 
ing to his filler, made a very confidcrable addition to the dwelling for¬ 
tune of her hufband, lord Grenville. 


CAMPBELL OF CHATHAM. 

Ix Joiix Campbell, duke of Argyle, in Scotland, was 

created an Englilh peer, by the titles of baron Campbell, of Chatham, 
and carl of GrcenMich, both in Kent; and, in 1719, M'as further raifed 
to the dignity of duke of Greenwich; but on his dcccalc, in 1743, 
without ifiiic male, the laid honours expired.

The family of Hickes, which obtained the rank of peerage, was 
originally of the county of Gloucefter ; from which defeended 

Robert Hickes, a wealthy citizen and mercer of London, who 
lived in Cheupfide, in St. Pancras Soper-Lane, and by his trade raifed 
a confiderablc eftate; and by Juliana his wife, daughter to William 
Arthur, of Clapham, in Surrey, efquirc,* had iffue three fons; viz. 
Michael, who was afterwards knighted, and was by the celebrated lord 
Burleigh, made one of his fccretarics ; he was father of William, who, 
by James I. was created a baronet, being then written of Beverfton, 
in Gloucefter (hi re; Francis, fccond foil; and Baptift, third fon. 
Which 

Baptist being bred to his father's bufinefs, and having great deal¬ 
ings with the court, for his rich filks, and commodities fetched from 
Italy and foreign parts, came afterwards to be knighted by James I. 
and advanced to far greater honours by Charles I. who, in 1638, 
created him baron Hicks, of llmington, in com. Warw. and vifeount 
Campden, of Campden, in com. Glouc. with remainder to his fbn-in- 
law, Edward lord Noel, of Ridlington. 

This Baptift, the 10th of James I. being then only a knight, anti 
one of the jufticcs of the peace for Middlefex, erected, at his own cx- 
penfe, that building near St. John Street, in the luburbs of London., 
called from him, “ Hickes' Hall." His wife was Elizabeth, daughter 
to Richard, and lifter to Sir Humphrey May, vice chamberlain to the

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king, by whom he had iffuc two daughters; viz. Juliana, married to 
Edward lord Noel; and Mary, wile, firft, of Sir Charles Morifon, of 
Caffiobury, in com. Herts; feconuly, of Sir John Cooper, of Win- 
borne St. Giles, in com. Dorl'.; and, thirdly, of Sir Edward Alford, ot 
Caffiobury, knight. And dying the 5th of Charles I. the year after 
his creation, his titles, by \irtue of the limitation, devolved upon th< 
laid Edward lord Noel.

•Modern Gcncalogilis lay, that it is eudent from the foundation of 
llaunton Priory, in com. Staff, that Noel, the ancclror of tlii.- farniii. 
with Cthjhiii his wife, came into England with the Conqueror, and 
for his ferviccs had the manors of Elenhall, Wiverllonc, and others, 
granted to him. But Sir William Dugdalc, without fo far-fetched an 
origin, limply ftates, that in the time of Henry II. 

Robert, the Ion of Noel, founded the monaftery of llaunton, near 
Ellenhall, his chief feat; and had iffuc, Thomas, whole daughter and 
coheir, Alice, brought the chief part of the inheritance to the family 
of Harccourt, in the time of king John; the male line being conti¬ 
nued by Philip, a younger fon; from whom defeended 

Sir Andrew Noel, of Dalby, in the county of Lciccfter, knight; 
who was a per fon of great note in the reign of Elizabeth; living in 
that ftute of magnificence, as to equalize the barons of great worth; 
and as Puller, in his Worthies of England, fays, “ For perlbn, pa- 
“ rentage, grace, gefture, valour, and many other excellent parts 
“ (amonglt which, Ikill in mufic), was of the firft rank in the court." 
He married Mabel, one of the daughter of Sir James Harrington, 
knight, and filler of John lord Harrington, by whom he had iffuc Ed¬ 
ward, and fevcral other fons and daughters. Which 


Ed>vard 
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Edward was knighted by James I. on his acccflion to the crown; 
and rcfiding at Brook, in the county of Rutland, was made a baronet 
on the firft erection of that dignity, anno i6u ; and in the 14th of 
that reign, was further advanced to the honour of a baron of the 
realm, by the title of lord Noel, of Ridlington, in com. llutl. by let¬ 
ters patent, dated 23d March, 1617. And having married Juliana, 
cldcft daughter and coheir of Sir Baptift Hickcs, knight, upon his 
elevation to the peerage obtained a grant of his honours on failure of 
HTue male oi the faid Sir Baptift, to himfelf and his illue male; which 
titles, of baron Hiekes, of Ilmington, and vifeount Campden, he came 
to enjoy accordingly. 

On the breaking out of the civil war, he railed forces for the fcrvice 
of king Charles I. and died in the king’s garrifon at Oxford, 10th 
March, 1643; from whence he was carried to Campden, where he 
lies buried under a fumptuous monument, erected over him by Julian 
his lady, who furvived him till the year 1680, when flic dcccafed; 
being then about one hundred years old. 

Baptist, next lord Campden, was as loyal as his father; wherefore, 
alter the reftorution, he w r as in much favour with Charles II. and was 
by him made lord lieutenant of the county of Rutland; and dying 
there at Exton, was buried in that church, under a noble monument 
cretted to his memory, with an infeription, fetting forth his eminent 
loyalty, conjugal atfedion, paternal indulgence to nineteen children, 
his hofpitality and liberality, together with his ineflimablc Ioffes in 
eftatc," and perfonal fufferings in the royal caufe. lie died 29th Oc- ' 
tober, 1683, aged fcvcnty-onc. 

This noble lord, to his firft wife, married Anne, daughter to Wil¬ 
liam earl of Denbigh (by Sulim his wile, lifter to George Villiers, 
duke of Buckingham), by whom he had three children, that died in 
their infancy. By his fecond wife, Anne, widow of Edward earl of 
Bath, and daughter of Sir Robert Lovet, knight, he had only one Ion,

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full born. By his third wife, Hefter, one of the tour daughters and 
coheirs of Thomas lord Wotton, he had two fons, Edward and Henry; 
alto four daughters, Mary, Juliana, Hefter, and Elizabeth. And by 
Elizabeth, his fourth wife, daughter of Montague Bertie, carl ot 
T.indfey, had nine children; viz. Lindfey died in his infancy; Cathe¬ 
rine married John earl of Rutland; Baptift, of whom hereafter; John; 
Bridget; a fon died before baptifm ; James, who died aged eighteen ; 
Martha; and another fon ftill born.

having with great integrity performed fundry acceptable fervices to 
king Charles II. and having married Elizabeth, cldcit daughter and 
coheir of Thomas Wriothefly, earl of Southampton, was, by letters 
patent, dated 3d February, in the 33d of Charles II. (his father then 
living), created a baron of the realm, bv the title of lord Noel, of 
Tichfield, with limitation, for w'ant of ilTue male, to the younger fons 
of his faid father, Baptift vifeount Campden. 

In 1683, having fuccccded his father in his honours, he was, on the 
1 ft of December following, created earl of Guinfborough, with re¬ 
mainder to hia younger brothers; loon after which lie died, in i68y. 
leaving ilTue four daughters, and an only fon, 

Wmothesley-Baptist, fccond carl of Gainfborough. who mar¬ 
ried Catherine, daughter of Fulkc Greville, lord Brooke, and died ^ 1 it 
September, 1^90, leaving iffuc only two daughters; Elizabeth, mar¬ 
ried, in 1704, to Henry duke of Portland; and Rachel, in 1705-0, to 
Henry duke of Beaufort, to whom (he was fecond wife. On the 
failure of iffuc male of this Wriothcflcv, the honours def ended to the 
ilfuc of this Baptift Noel, fecond fon to Baptift vifeount Campden, hv 
Elizabeth, his fourth wife, daughter of Montague earl of Lindfey, 
before mentioned. 


Which Baptist was of Luftcnham, in Rutlandfhirc; and married 


Sufanna, daughter and heir of Sir Thomas Fanflmv, of Jenkins, in 
Elfcx; by whom he had two daughters, and a fon, 

Baptist, who fuccccded his coufm as third earl of Gainfborough ; 

and 
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and having married Dorothy, daughter of John duke of Rutland, died 
of the fmallpox, 17th April, 1714, aged twenty-nine, having had 
ifluc three fons; viz. Baptift, John, and James; as alfo three daugh¬ 
ters ; Catherine, Sufanna, and Mary. 

Baptist, fourth earl of Gainfborough, though hut little noticed in 
the various peerages, vet from the fermon preached at his funeral, by 
the Rev. Mr. Skinner, feems to have deferved a mention beyond that 
of his mere name. In this fermon we are informed, that his lordlhip 
had a fine tafte, and great fkill in mufic, painting, and poetrv; that 
he was no ltrangcr to hiftory and the fcienccs, and zcaloufly devoted 
to the intcrcft of his country; in fine, that every tender affedion foft- 
cncd his difpofition, every elegant grace adorned his mind, and a 
thoufand engaging a&s were perpetually flowing from the gencrofity 
of his heart, and the liberality of his hand. 

He married Elizabeth, daughter of William Chapman, cfquire, by 
whom he had ifluc three fons; Baptift, Henry, and Charles; alfo nine 
daughters, whofe names are mentioned in the Table of Defeent. And 
dying in 1751, was fucceedcd by 

Baptist, his cldcft fon and heir, who died under age, and unmar¬ 
ried, at Geneva, on his travels, in 1759, whereby his honours dcfccndcd 
to his brother and heir, 

Henry, who dying unmarried in 1798, his titles are prcfmned to 
have then terminated.

Sir Henry Capel, made knight of the bath at the coronation ot 
king Charles II. was fl-cond Ion of Arthur, firft lord Gapcl, of Had- 
ham, and brother to Arthur Capel, firfl earl of Effex. He was ad¬ 
vanced to the dignity of a baron of the realm, by the title ot lord 
Capel, of Tewkfbury, in com.

The family of Carcw is of great antiquity in the weftern parts of 
England; taking its furname, as it is laid, from Carcw caftle, in Pem- 
brokcfnirc.

Courtney, by the daughter and coheir to Sir Warinc Archdeacon,* 
whofc cldcft fon, Thomas, married the daughter and coheir of Car¬ 
mine;

nVino; and had by her Nicholas, who married Margaret, fitter and 
coheir to John lord Dinham ;* and had iflue, Edmund, (lain at Thc- 
rouenne, who by the daughter and heir of Huddersfield, had iflue, 
amongft others, George, his third fon, who was archdeacon of Totnefs, 
in the county of Devon ; and by Ann, daughter of Sir Nicholas Har¬ 
vey, knight, had Sir Peter; George, his fecond fun; and Edmond, 
who died an infant. Which latt mentioned 

George was bred at the uuiverfity of Oxford ; and betaking him- 
felf to a military life, in the 38th of Elizabeth, was in the expedition 
to Cadiz, and afterwards ferved in Ireland with great reputation, 
where he was made prefident of Munttcr, as alfo privy counlellor, and 
matter of the ordnance in that kingdom. The ill of James I. he 
was conttituted governor of Guernfev; and the 4th of June, 3d of 
James I. was created baron Carcw, of Clopton, in com. Warw. and 
the*1 ft of Charles I. advanced to the dignity of carl of Totnefs, in 
Devonfhirc. 

To thefe great honours he raifed himfelf by his merit; and at latt 
died in a good old age, at tlie Savoy, 27th March, 1628-9, and lies 
buried at Stratford upon Avon. He was a great patron of learning, 
and lover of antiquities; and wrote divers works, whereof mention is 
made by Walpole in his Catalogue of Noble Authors. One of which, 
called “ Pacata Hibernia," was, after his death, printed in folio at 
London, anno 1633, with fevcntccn maps; being publifhed by his 
natural fon, Thomas Staff. 

He married Joice, ible daughter and heir to William Clopton, of 
Clopton, in com. Warw. by whom he had a fon, Peter, that died 

young, and a daughter, Anne, his heir; who married, firft,-Wil- 

ford, of Kent; and, fecondly. Sir Allen Apflcy. But having no legi¬ 
timate male iflue, his titles were concluded with his dcccafe.

Bi t of Andrew de Hakcla, it is laid, from the original charter 
of creation, that king Edward 11 . “ For his honourable and good 
“ ferviccs againll Thomas earl of Lancafter, and his adherents; for 
“ fuhdu ; ng the king’s lubjccis who were in rebellion, and delivering 
“ them prifoncr.' to the king, by the girding of a fword, created him 
“ an earl, under the honour and title of carl of Carlifle.” But this vile 
inftrument of royalty, in deltroying of many noble perlons, at length 
proved ungrateful and perfidious to his king; and being taken, was 
pur.ifncd with an ignominy anfwcrablc to his trcacherv. For being 
degraded, lie had his ipurs cut off with a hatchet, then his fword 
belt was taken from him; next his Aloes and gloves pulled otf; alter 
which, lie was drawn, hanged, beheaded, and quartered, 3d March, 
1322/ The name of his wife was Ermerarde; to whom king Ed¬ 
ward II. made an alignment of certain lands in the county of Cum¬ 
berland, for her dower.;};

Amo most other the natives, of Scotland, who w ere fervants of king 
James I. and attended him into England, was 

Sir James Hay, knight; who having obtained Honora, the daugh¬ 
ter and heir of Edward lord Denny ,f in marriage, had a grant of the 
name and title of lord Hay, with precedence next to the barons of 
England, though no place or voice in parliament. But on the 29th 
June, 1615, the 13th James I. he was advanced to the dignity of a 
baron of the realm, by the title of lord Hay, of Saulev, in Yorkfhirc, 
without any folemn inveiliture (being the firlt that was ever lb 
created); the lawyers then declaring, that the delivery of the letters 
j latent was fufficicnt, without any ceremony. 

In anno 1617, he was made one of the privy council; and in No¬ 
vember following, married, to his fecond wife, Lucy, the youngelt, 
and very beautiful daughter of Henry carl of Northumberland. + He 
was alio further railed to the lignity of vifcount Doncailcr; and in 
1622, was created carl of Carlifle. He was employed in fcvcral cin-

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bailies to France and Germany; filled fevcral offices about the court

CARLTON AND VISCOUNT DORCHESTER.

Sir Dudley Carlton was the fon of Anthony Carlton, of Bald¬ 
win Brightwell, in com. Oxon, efquirc; and was bred in Chrill 
Church, Oxford, under Dr. King. He was firft knighted by king 
James I. at Windfbr, anno 1610; and was employed as fecrctary to 
Sir Ralph Winwood, in the Low Countries, when king James re- 
iigned the cautionary towns to the States of Holland. Here he added 
ib much experience to his former learning, that afterwards, he was 
employed, for twenty years together, as ambaflador to Venice, Savoy, 
and the Low Countries. His ncgociations have of late been prefented 
to the public; a munificence it might more often, but never iliould 
without gratitude receive. From thefe, it is curious to fee, that king 
James, who did not refent the maflacre of Amboyna, was on the 
point of breaking w ith the States, for fupporting a man who profefled 
the hcrefies of Enjedinus, Oftodorus, &c. points of extreme confluence 
to Great Britain! Vet on which Sir Dudley Carlton was forced to 
threaten the Dutch with “ the hatred of king James, and the gall f 
l'is pen."

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He was firft created a baron of the realm, 22d May, 2d Charles I. 
by the name of lord Carlton, baron of Imbcrcourt, in Surrey; being 
raifed to that dignity, to balance the duke of Buckingham’s enemies 
in the houfe of peers; and two years after, viz. 4th Charles I. was 
further created vifeount of Dorcheftcr, in com. Oxon; but thefe ho¬ 
nours he enjoyed but a fliort time, deceafing 15th February, 1631 
(7th Charles I.) 

It feems he was a very accomplished negociator and politician, un- 
derftood fcvcral languages, and was well vcrled in ancient and modern 
hiftory; and compoicd many pieces, which are noticed in Walpole’s 
Catalogue of Noble Authors. lie had befidcs thefe qualifications, a 
graceful and charming look, a gentle and fwcct elocution; which, 
notwithftanding his, and his brother, bifhop Carlton’s rigidnefs on 
fiwnc points, preferred him in great favour, and moil eminent fervice, 
to the day of his death. 

He was twice married: firft, to Anne, daughter and coheir to 
George, fecond fon of Sir William Gerard, of Dogney, in com. Bucks, 
knight, by whom he had a fon, Henry, that died young. His fccond 
wife was Anne, daughter of Sir Henry Glcmham, knight, and widow 
of Paul vifeount Banning; which lady furvived him, and was delivered 
of a poflhumous child, a daughter, called Frances, w’ho died young. 
Thus, for want of ifluc male, his honours became extin<ft. 


BOYLE LORD CARLETON.

In 1714, Henry Boyle, brother to Charles carl of Burlington, 
was created baron Carlcton, of Carlcton, in com. York; by king 
George I. He had been fecrctary of ftate fcvcral years in the time 
of queen Anne; but dying the 14th March, 1724-5, unmarried, the 
title concluded with him. And his houfe in Pall Mall, he bequeathed

to Frederick prince of Wales, and his fuccciTors. Which houie has 
ever fincc continued the palace of the princes of Wales, heirs apparent 
to the crown of England; and yet retains the name ot “ Carlton 
Houfe.”

Upos that vafl diftribution, made by king Henry VIII. of thole lands 
which came to the crown by the grand diilblution of the monafterics 
in his time. Sir Robert Dormer, knight, obtained a grant to himfelf, 
and Jane his w ife, in fee, of the manor of Wenge, in com. Bucks, 
part of the pofleffions belonging to the abbey of St. Albans. To which 
Sir Robert luccecdcd 

Sir William Dormer, made a knight of the bath at the corona¬ 
tion of queen Mary; whole foil, 

Robert, the 10th of June, 13th James I. was made a baronet; 
and upon the 30th of the fame month, was created, with ceremony/ 
a baron of the realm, by the title of bird Dormer, of Wenge; in w hich 
honour he w as fuccceded by Robert, his grandfon, fon of William, his 
fon, who died in his lifetime. Which 

Robert, by letters patent, dated 2d Auguft, 4th Charles I. 
(162S), was advanced to the dignity of vifeount Afeot, in Hertford- 
fhire, and carl of Carnarvon; and being a zealous royalill, took up 
arms on behalf of his fovcrcign, but was unfortunately flain at the

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battle of Newbury, on the king's part.* Lord Clarendon gives this 

account of him: “ That before the war, though his education was 

“ adorned by travel, and an exsuft observation of more nations than 

“ our common travellers ufed to vifit; he leemed to be wholly dc- 

“ lighted with thole loofer exercifes of pleafurc, hunting, hawking, 

“ and the like, in which the nobility of that time too much delighted 

“ to excel. Yet after the troubles had began, he wholly gave himfclf 

“ up to the office and duty of a Soldier: no man more diligently 

“ obeying, or more dexteroufly commanding. He had a keen courage, 

“ and a mind and underftanding always prefent in the time of dan- 
• • 

“ ger; and thofc infirmities, and that licence which he* had formerly 
“ indulged, he put off w ith fcverity, when others thought them erccu- 
“ lablc under the notion of a ioldicr. lie was a great lover of juftice; 
“ and pradliled it moft deliberately when he had the power to do 
“ wrong. If he had lived, he would have proved a great ornament to 
“ his military profeffion; and by his death, the king fuitained a very

He married Anna-Sophia, daughter to Philip earl of Pembroke; by 
whom he had iffuc, 

Charles, bis fon and fucceffor; who was twice married, but died 
1709, without leaving any iffue male furviving. His firft lady was 
Elizabeth, daughter to Arthur firft lord Capel; by w hom he had two 
fons, who died young, and three daughters^ w hereof Elizabeth mar¬ 
ried Philip earl of Chcfterfield; 1 label, Charles Cootc, carl of Mon- 
trath, in Ireland; and Anna-Sophia, who died of the fmall-pox, 
unmarried, in 1694-5, aged twenty-two. His fecond lady was Mary,

CARRINGTON. 


Arms— Arg. A Crofi G. between four Peacocks, Az. 

The family on which this title was conferred derive themfelves 
from Sir Michael Carrington, ftandard bearer to Richard I. in the 
Holy l^md. From which Sir Michael defeended John Carrington, 
who, about the beginning of the reign of Henry IV. having floutly 
adhered to the depofed kidjg, Richard II. was conftraincd, for pcrfonal 
fafety, to quit the kingdom; and after fome abode in foreign parts, to 
change his name, when he aflumed that of Smith. 

From him was derived John Smith, who, the 31ft of Henry VIII. 
was conftituted one of the barons of the exchequer; and having mar¬ 
ried Anne, daughter and heir of John Harewell, of Wottoh, in com. 
Warw. efquirc, thereby greatly increaied his cilatc, and by lineal fuc- 
ccffion was anccilor to 

Sir Charles Smith, knight; who, in confideration of his fidelity 
to king Charles I. in the time of his great diftrefles, was, by letters 
patent, dated 31ft October, the 19th Charles I. created a peer of the 

realm. 
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jrcalm, by the title of lord Carrington, baron of Wotton; and upon 
the 4th of November following, was further advanced to the dignity 
of a vifcount of the kingdom of Ireland, by the title of vifeount Car¬ 
rington. of Barrcfone. in the county of Connaught. 

He married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John Carriil, of South Har- 
ting, in com. Suff. knight, and had four fbns; viz. Francis, Carriil, 
John, b and Charles; and five daughters; firft, Mary married to Sir 
George Wintour, of Huddington, in com. Wigom, knight; fccond, 
Lucie died unmarried; third, Anne; fourth, Margaret, wife of Sir 
Francis Hungatc, of Huddledon, in Torkihire; and, fifth, another 
Mary, who died unmarried. 

But this nobleman was at lad barbaroufly murdered, as he was tra¬ 
velling abroad, by one of his fervants, for the fake of his money and 
jewels, 20th February, 1664, and was buried at Pontoifc, in France. 
To whom fucccedcd. 

Francis, his fon and heir, who married Juliana, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Walmcfley, of Dunkcnhalgh, in com. Lane, knight; by 
whom he had iffue a fon, Charles, who died in his infancy. 

Collins mentions another wife; namely, Anne, third daughter to 
William Herbert, marquis of Powis; but the titles of Carrington be¬ 
came cxtindl, as it has been confidcred, in 1705. 

The fame defeription of title has, however, lately been revived in 
the perfon of a Mr. Robert Smitq ; but whether, by the mod re¬ 
mote alliance, conne&ed with the former ancient and honourable 
houfe of Smith lord Carrington, we will not pretend to declare. Since 
the time of James and Charles 1. when Lionel Cranfield, Baptid 
Hicks, and Humble Ward, a merchant, mercer, and a jeweller, were, 
ennobled, there is, we believe, no indance of any one who has actually 
and perfonally been engaged in bufinefs, attaining the honours of a 
new peerage till the prefent reign.* Lord Carrington we know not :

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he may be rich, amiable, and wife; but it has generally been under* 
flood, that Mr. Robert Smith had a long concern in the family bank¬ 
ing houfe. Kimber’s Baronetage (Vol. III. p. 149), ftates, that Abel 
Smith, a banker at Nottingham, was father of George Smith, created 
a baronet, 1757; whofe fbn is Sir George Smith Bromley. This Abel 
Smith, the modern peerages make grandfather to Mr. Robert Smith, 
now lord Carrington. 

We arc led into this digreflion, by reafon of the ingraftment of this 
recent Ihoot upon an old flock; left, hereafter, future pofterity may 
imagine, that the fame fumame, and the fame diftindion of title, 
are the continuation of fuccellion of one and the fame honourable 
family. 


CARTERET.

In 1681, Sir George Carteret, baronet, grandfon and heir to 
Sir George Carteret, vice chamberlain to king Charles II. was created 
lord Carteret, baron of Hawnes, in com. Bedf. 

This family is of Norman extradion, and had their furname from 
their feigniory, or lordfhip of Carteret, in the dutchy of Normandy; 
in the annals whereof, and the hiftory of the Holy Wars, there is 
honourable mention made, both of the Cartcrcts and of the Gran- 
villcs. 

Ti ic condud and valour of Sir Philip dc Carteret, who came at age 
in 1385, eminently fhonc forth throughout the whole of his life; and 
w ere particularly cxercifed in defence of the ifland of Jcrfcy, the field 
of honour in which his anccftors had acquired fo much glory; and 
where, indeed, they held very confidcrablc pofleflions. Nor did his 
defeendant. Sir George Carteret, acquire lefs laurels, by his noble de¬ 
fence 
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fence of that ifiaad in the time of the civil wars, on behalf of king 
bharles, againft the parliament army. 

His eldeft ion, and .heir apparent, Philip, alfo eminently diftinguifhcd 
himfelf in the civil wars, and in the defence of Jerfey, and Mount 
Orguile cattle; and fighting gallantly in that great naval engagement 
with the Dutch at Solcbay, where the earl of Sandwich, vice-admiral 
of England, unfortunately peri died, there glorioufly loft his life along 
with him (in the lifetime of his father); leaving by Jemima, daughter 
of the faid carl of Sandwich, 

George, his eldcft fon and heir, who was created a baron of the 
realm., as abovementioned, with-limitation, in default of ifluc male, to 
his brothers, Philip and Edward. 

His lordibip, when only eight years of age, was married to Grace, 
youngeft daughter and coheir to John earl of Bath; a match agreed 
upon* by Sir George Carteret, his grandfather, and the earl of Bath, 
her father, to cement the fincere friendfhip which had long lubfifted 
between them. But although made a peer in 1681, he did not take 
his place in the houfc till the 50th of Januaiy, 1688-9; on which day 
the qucftion was put, “ Whether or no there was an original compabl 
between the king and prop!'?" In this dilpute fome argued, “ That 
kings held their crowns by divine tight and others, that “ All power 
originally belonged to the community, and to the king only by mutual com - 
On a division, fifty-chree were for the laft propofition, and 
f«it\-fix only fbr the negative. The next qucftion was, “ Whether 
king James had broken that original contrail f' Which was alfo carried 
in the utnrinr.tivc; and therein the lord Carteret concurred. 

He feems to have been a judicious man, hearty and zealous for the 
revolution; but his life was too fhort, to give time and opportunity 
for the more matured difplay of his abilities; for he died at the age of 
only twenty-fix, in 1695; having had iflue by his lady beforemen- 
tioned (who was afterwards, by George I. created vifeountefs Carteret, 
and countefs of Granville, with limitation to John lord Carteret, her 
ion ; and on failure of iftuc male, to liis uncle, Edward Carteret, and 

his 
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his iffue male), three fons, and one daughter, Jemima, who died un¬ 
married ; the fons were, George, who died young; John, who fuc- 
cccdcd him; and Philip, a very promiiing youth, who died at the age 
of nineteen. 

John, fecond lord Carteret, at his father’s deccaie was under five 
years old; but his mother had fo true a regard for her lord, that al¬ 
though (lie was left a widow in the bloom of life, flic continued fo to 
her death ; greatly honoured and refpedted, and attending carefully to 
the education of her infant fon; who was firft at Wcftminftcr, and 
afterwards at C hrift Church College, Oxford, 1 * where his admirable 
parts enabled him to make io quick progrefs in learning, that he was 
much e{teemed in thofc flouriihing fcminarics, as a great ornament to 
them. 

On the 25th May, ryi 1, he firft took his feat in the houfc of peers; 
where he highly diftinguiflied himfclf in defence of the religion 
and liberties of his country, and of the fucceflion of the houfe of 
Hanover. 

On the deccafe of his mother, in 1744, he fucccedcd to the titles of 
vifeount Carteret, and carl of Granville; having been previoufly ho¬ 
noured with many high and important offices in the ftate, being ap¬ 
pointed lord lieutenant of Ireland, and employed on feveral embaffies 
to foreign courts. In 1750, he was cle&cd and inftalled a knight of 
the garter; and having followed the fteps of his anccftors, and endeared 
himfclf to his country by many eminent fcrvices, died on the 2d Ja¬ 
nuary, 1763. 

His lordfhip firft married at Longlcat, in Wilts (the feat of the 
vifeount Weymouth), 17th October, 1710, Frances, only daughter of 
Sir Robert Worfley, baronet (by Frances his wife, only daughter of 
Thomas vifeount Weymouth), by whom he had ifliic three fons; viz. 
George and John, who both died young; and Robert, his fucceflor;

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alfo five daughters; viz. Frances, who died an infant; Grace, wife of 
Lionel earl of Dorfct; Louifa, of Thomas vifeount Weymouth; 
Georgiana- Carolina, firft, of the honourable John Spencer, and after, 
of William carl Cowpcr; and Frances, whofe hufband was John 
marquis of Twecdale. His fecond lady was Sophia, daughter of Tho¬ 
mas earl of Pomfrct (by Henrietta-Louifa his wife, daughter and heir 
of John lord Jeffries, by Charlotte his wife, daughter and heir of 
Philip earl cflf Pembroke); by which lady he had an only daughter, 
Sophia, who, in 1765, married the earl of Shelburne, afterwards mar* 
quis of Lanfdown, and had iflue the prefent marquis. 

Robert, third lord Carteret, and fecond earl of Granville, only 
furviving ion of the lad, w T as bom in 1721. This nobleman, in his 
youth, was what is flylcd a buck: his drefs, addrefs, his manners, all 
united to proclaim him one; the allowance his father made him was 
very handfomc, yet was not fufficicnt to fupport his frolics. A lady 
whom he entertained, remarkably plump, induced him, for rcafons 
that need not be mentioned, to go over to France; and he refided at 
Boulogne fur mer feveral years, where appeared and was received 
as lady Carteret. But whether any legal marriage ever took place, we 
will not pretend to determine. 

Upon the death of his noble father he returned to England w’ith 
the faid lady, and lived a retired life. And dying in 1776, without 
iflue, the titles of baron and vifeount Carteret, and earl of Granville, 
became extindt. But that of Carteret was again revived in the perfon 
of Henry Frederick Thynhc, his nephew; viz. fecond fon of Louifa, 
his After, by Thomas Thynne, vifeount Weymouth, her hufband; 
which Henry*Frederick having been conftituted heir to his uncle 
beforementioned, thereupon took the name of Carteret, and w as created 
baron Carteret, of Hawnes, in com. Bedford, 30th January, 1784, with 
divers remainders in default of Iflue male, on the fecond, third, fourth, 
fifth, fixth, feventh, and every other fon and fbns, feverallv and fuc- 
ceflively, of his brother, Thomas vifeount Weymouth, and the relpec- 
tivc heirs male of their bodies, lawfully begotten.

1st 1714 , James Saundehson (vifcount Cafllcton, in Ireland), 
was created baron Saunderion, of Saxby, in coni. Line.; in 1716, 
vifcount Caftlcton, of Sandbeck; and, in 1730, carl of Caftlcton, in 
the county of York: but, in 1723, dying without iftue male, the laid 
honours became cxtiinft. And his great eftatc, by will, was left to 
Thomas Lumlcy, carl of Scarborough, who thereupon, by ail of par¬ 
liament, took the furnamc of Saunderion. 

This family is ftated to be defeended from Alexander de Bediek, 
alias Saunderion, of Wafhington, in the biihoprick of Durham, who 
lived temp. Edward III. Which Alexander was anccftor to Niel.v.'q? 
Saunderfon, iheritf of the county of Lincoln. 54th Elizabeth ; after¬ 
wards created vifcount Ca(£fcon, of the kingdom of Ireland. He was 
a great contributor to the building of Lincoln’s Inn chapel; and by 
Winifred liis wife, daughter and heir of John Huitof, of Bofton, in 
com. Line, had Nicholas, his fucecflbr; and Sir William Saunderion, 
who wrote the liiftory of Mary queen of Scots, king James, and 
Charles I. Which 

Nicholas married Frances, daughter tp Sir George Manners, of 
lladdon, and had UTuc, Nicholas, who died S. P.; and George, who 
by Grace his wife, daughter to Henry, ion and heir to Thomas Belaiyfc, 
lord Fauconberg, was father of the beforementioned James carl of 
Caftlcton.

In the firft volume of this work, an account has been given of the 
ancient family of the furnamc of Chandos.f It remains here, therc- 
Cti fc, ^ fca- fiont inue the defeent of that barony in its fubfequent revival, 
by patent, in the family of Brydges. Of which, 

•Sir Simon de Brugge, a perfon of eminence in the reigns of 
Henry III. and Edward I. was lord of the manor of Brugge, upon 
Wye, in Hercfordfhirc; which lordfhip he forfeited in the barons’ 
wars, and which was then granted to the Cliffords. It has been faid, 
that he married the heirefs of the family of Solcrs, in Herefordfhire, 
and thereby confiderably augmented his eftate. This, however, feem 
doubtful; but his iffue were fcveral fons, whereof 

John, the eldeft, the 16th Edward II. was knight for the fliirc of 
Hereford, in the parliament then holdcn at York; and by Sarah his 
wife, left 

* Gcnealogifts and antiquarian! have averted, that the anccftor of this Sir Simon, was Ar- 
milph de Brugge, the youngefl of five brothers, fens of Roger de Montgomery, who came over 
with the Conqueror, and by him was made earl of Arundel and Slirewlbury .J But there do 
not appear documents fo to fnpport this flatement, as to render it probable. There are many 
prefumptive reafons for fuppofing, that he dcicended from the earls of Flanders; of whom, one 
or two branches are proved to have come into England with the Conqueror.

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Sir Baldwin Brugge, ■who by Ifabel bis wife, daughter of Sir 
Piers Grandiion, had three fons: whereof John, the fccond, was ii 
the famous battle of Agincourt, temp. Henry V.; ihcriff of Hereford- 
fhire, in 4th Henry V. and of Gloucederfliirc, 7th Henry V.; and the 
year following was M.P. for Herefordfliire; being wrote in the indenture, 
“ John Brugg He left an only daughter and heir, Joanna, married 
to Sir John Bafkcrville, of Erdiflcy, knight; Simon, the third fon, 
w-as of the Lcye, co. Hereford; and from him defeended divers fami¬ 
lies, who flounihed in the counties of Gloucefter, Worcdlcr, and 
clfewhere ; as likewife Sir John Brydgcs, lord mayor of London, 12th 
Henry VIII.; but 

Sir Thom as, ti c elded foil of Sir Baldwin, was the anccdor of this 
eminent fundi y. He married Alice, daughter and coheir of Sir Tho- 
mas Berkeley, and Margaret his wife, filter and heir of Sir John 
Chandos, of the elder branch of that illudrious houfc,* who brought 
with her the manor of Cobrrlcv, in com. Glouccfl.; which had de- 
feended to the (aid Sir Thomas Berkeley, from his anr/cfto/i', aw 
original Berkeleys, of Berkeley Cadlc, prior to the Fitz-Harding line; 
who bare for arms, “ Arg. a Fiji between three Martlets S." This 
Sir Thomas latterly wrote his name Bruges; and was fuccceded at 
Cobcrlcy by 

Sir Giles Bruges, his elded fon, and grandfon and heir of Mar¬ 
garet Chandos before mentioned; which Sir Giles, the 8th Henry VI. 
was fheriff of Gloucederfliirc; his name being then wrote Brugge. 
The 33d Henry VI. he w r as one of the knights for the diirc of Glou- 
ccder, along with William Whytington; being then written Brugge, 
as the indenture fpccifics: “ Egid Brugge ct Will. Wbvtington dues 
not allies armigeros homines generofos de naturtate" He w'as afterwards 
knighted, and died the 6th Edward IV.; being then poffclTed of the 
manor of Lugwardcn, and other parts of the Chandos property. By 
Catherine Clifford, of Frampton, in com. Glouc. his wife, he left 

Thomas Bruges, of Coberley, who, the 38th Henry VI. and 
12th Edward IV. was M.P. for Herefordfliire; and w r as living the

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4th Henry VII. when he was one of the commiffioncrs of array for 

J hc relief of the dutchy of Brittany. By Florence, daughter of Wil- 
tarty Darrell, of Littlecotc, in com. Wilts, he had a younger fon, 
Hcn^>4hther of Sir Richard Bridges, of Luggerlhall, co. Wilts, K. B. 
father of Anthony of Shcfford, in co. Berks; and 

Sir Giles Bruges, of Coberlcy, his Ion and heir; who, for his 
fmgular conduit and bravery at the battle of Blackhcath, in 1496, was 
knighted by Henry VII. and died in 1511; leaving by Ifabel his wife, 
daughter of Thomas Baynham, a younger (on, Thomas, who was 
feated at Keynfham, in Somcrfetfhire; and at Cornbury, in Oxford- 
fhirc, where he was buried, 1559. From whom dcfccndcd George 
Bridges, cfquirc, of Kcinlham, and Avington, Hants, who died S. P. 
1751 ; and 

Sir John, his cldeft fon and heir; who, in 1513, for his gallant 
behaviour at the battle of Spurs, was knighted by Henry VIII. whom 
he attended at the taking of Bulloign. He had a great feudal eftate, 
many offices and polls about the court, which he filled 
with equal ability and honour. 

Upon the death of Edward VI. he ftrenuoufly efpoufed the caufc 
of queen Mary; who, upon her arrival in London, committed the care 
of the Tower to him, and gave him a grant of the manor and caftle 
of Sudley, in Glouccftcrihire; and, moreover, on the 8th April, 1554, 
the 1 ft year of her reign, revived in him, by patent, the barony of 
Chandos; and created him baron Chandos, of Sudley Caftle, with 
limitation to him, and the heirs male of his body, in conlidcration, as 
the patent cxpreiTcs, not only of his nobility and loyalty, but of his 
probity, valour, and other virtues. 

Although we cannot fuppofe a more unpopular and difagrecablc 
Ration to a man of honour, than the lieutenancy of the Tower in fuch 
a reign, yet it is certain, that the lord Chandos behaved in it to the 
general approbation, even of the Proteftants them (elves. He died in 
1557; having had by Elizabeth, daughter of Edmund lord Grey, of 
Wilton, feven fons: whofe order (notwithftanding the aflertions of 

Y 2 other 
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other peerages), has been proved to be as follows; firft, Edmund; 
fccond, Charles; third, Anthony; fourth, Henry; fifth, Richard; 
fixth, Giles; feventh, Stephen; which two laft probably died infants. 
Alfo three daughters; Catherine, wife of Edmund Sutton, logVDud¬ 
ley; Elizabeth, of John Tracy, of Todington, in com. Glouc. cfquirc; 
and Mary, of George, feventh foil of Sir George Throgmorton, 
knight. 

Edmund, fecond lord Chandos, in the lifetime of his father, ferved 
under the duke of Somerfet the protestor, temp. Edward VI. at the 
battle of Muflelburgh. Where, for his valiant behaviour, he was made 
a knight banneret; and in the reign of queen Mary, had a (hare in 
the glory gained by the Englifh army in their defeat of the French at 
St. Quintin. In the time of queen Elizabeth, he was in fuch favour, 
that he was made a knight of the garter. 

He married Dorothy, daughter and coheir of Edmund lord Bray;* 
and had iffuc two fons, who were fucccffivcly lords Chandos; and ulfo 
two daughters; viz. Catherine,f who married William kwh 
of the Vine; and Eleanor, w ho became wife of George Gifford, of 
Chillington, in com. Staff, elquire; ami dying in 1572, was fuc- 
cceikd by * 

(/ills, his el deft fbn and heir, who died in 1593, leaving only two 
daughter.-: one of whom married Francis carl of Bedford; and the 
other, S : r Join: Kennedy, knight, who died iffuelefs; whereby the 
duke of Bedford, defeended from the faid earl Francis, is heir general 
of the blood of the ancient family of Chandos, and of that honour, if 
fuch be inheritable in right of the fummons to parliament, temp. Ed- 
ward III. 

William, only brother and heir male of Giles, was the next and 
fourth lord Chandos, who died the 18th November, 45th Elizabeth; 
leaving Grey, his fucccffor, and Giles, who died S. P.; as likewife 
three daughters; viz. Frances, married, firft, to Sir Thomas Smith, 
n. after of requefts, and Latin fccrctary to James I.; and, fccoudly, to 
Thomas carl of Exeter; Joane, the fccond daughter, married to Sir 

Thomas 
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Thomas Tutvilc, cup-bearer to Anne, king James’ queen; and Bea¬ 
trice, the youngell, to Sir Henry Poole, of Sapcrton, in com. Glouc. 

^ «juEY, fifth lord Chandos, was a man of high fpirit, and accom- 
plifhiiKnts, and of ample fortune; which he expended in fo generous 
a manner, that he gained the love and efteem of the whole county of 
Gkmecilcr, where he refided; and from his fplcndour of living, was 
called “ king of CotfuoouhV 

There is no doubt he was a perfon of abilities, as well as grandeur 
of habits of life. He is fuppofed to have been the author* of “ Horse 
Sul.icelvx yet Wood aferibes the book to Gilbert lord Cavendifh, 
jAho died before his father, William carl of Devon (which William 
died in 1625), perhaps only from the initials G. C. which may as well 
be meant for “ Grey Chandos ,” as for “ Gilbert Cavendifh bcfulcs, 
from the internal evidence of the book itfelf, it is more probable to 
have.bccn written by Grey lord Chandos, than by Gilbert lord Caven- 
difli; w ho appeals to have died too young, to have had the experience 
ib-iktyns to contain. 

He married a lady of illuflrious blood; viz. Anne, cldcfl daughter 
and coheir of Fsrdinruido carl of Derby, fon of Henry earl of Derby, 
by Margaret, the only daughter of llenry Clifford, carl of Cumberland, 
by his fill wife, Eleanor, daughter and coheir of Charles Brandon, 
the celebrated duke of Sutlulk, by Mary bis wife, queen dowager of 
France, and daughter of Henry VII. And dying in 1630, left two 
Ions furviving, George and William; and two daughters; whereof one 
married James Tuchct, earl of Cafllchavcn; and the other, a perfon of 
the name of Tortc fon/ 

George, the fixth lord Chandos, is celebrated by lord Clarendon 
for his eminent loyalty. He was among the firfl of thofc nobles that 
left Wcftmintler; engaging under his hand and fcal at York, to de¬ 
fend his majeily. At the battle of Newberry, he had three horfes

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killed under him at the head of his regiment. For his exemplary va¬ 
lour in which day's fight, he is faid to have had an offer from the^ 
king, to be created carl of Newberry; which lie modcllly rcfufcd,<*ftlt 
his majefty might be reftored to the peaceable enjoyment of his>£irdwn. 
In thefe unhappy times, his caftle of Sudley was yielded to the parlia¬ 
ment army; who there found a confiderablc booty. 

In 1652, he had the misfortune to kill his friend, colonel Henry 
Compton, in a duel; for which he with his fecond, the lord Arundel, 
were tried, 17th May, l 6 53 > and both found guilty of manflaughter. 
The year alter which, viz. 1654, he died of the fmall-pox. He wa-> 
married; but leaving only female iffue, as given in the Table of 
Dclccnt,* 2 

William, his brother, fuccccdcd to the title, as feventh lord 
Chandos; but dying alfo in 1676, without male iffuc,f w ith him ended 
the elder line of this great family. 

The barony, according to the patent, went to the next collateral 
male heir of the firft grantee. This was a third coulin ; . .* 

Sir James Brydges, of Wilton Caltlc, in Herefordlbirc, baronet, 
fon of Sir John, who died in 1651, fon of Sir Giles, created a baronet 
in 1267, w ho died in 1637, fon of Charles of Wilton Catllc, w ho died 
1619, and w as fecond fon of John Brydges, firft lord C handos. 

This Sir James thus became eighth lord Chandos; in 1680, was 
appointed ambaffador to Conftantinople, where he refided fomc years, 
and died in 1714; having had iffue by Elizabeth, daughter of Sir 
Henry Bernard, knight, twenty-two childrenwhereof 

James, his cldcft fon and heir, was ninth lord Chandos; and three

In 1695, he was M. P. for the county of Hereford (his father being *!,■*'* 
then iioang), and was appointed chairman of the committee on the death, 
examination of Sir Thomas Cooke, an India director, and member of 
the houfc of commons, on a charge of money having paffed through 
his hands, to the amount of £. 90,000, for the corrupt purpofes of 
obtaining a new charter for the company, contrary to the fcnfe of the 
nation. On which occalion, fuch an amazing feene of corruption 
came to light, touching fomc of the leading members of both houfes, 

.as (IvjuhJ be for ever blotted out of the Britifh annals, were it not, that 
a recital thereof may have good effed: upon fuch as arc entitled to vote 
in the elcdion of members to parliament. 

In the reign of queen Anne, he had been paymaftcr-general of the 
forces; and filled other places of public truft. His grace lived, for 
many veurs, in a :t\le of uncommon magnificence; and after a life 
excrciic of thofe virtues which are requifitc to the cha¬ 
racter of a great and good man, died in Auguft, 1744, at his noble feat 
of Cannons," in Midalcfcx. lie was three times married: his firft lady

On this report, the claim came to be heard before the committee 
of privileges, in the houfc of lords, at various intervals, between June 
1790 and June 1803. In which long, expenfive, and anxious progrels, 
much additional evidence was produced on the part of the claimant; 
but at the fame time there rofc up an oppofition from an unexpected 
quarter, which was calculated to dilfeminate fo many doubts, excite 
prejudices, and create confufion, that near thirteen years were taken 
up in the almoft end Ids talk of correcting mifapprehenfions. Where¬ 
fore it would ft cm, that nothing but a firm confidence in the rcClitudc 
of his caufe, could have induced the claimant to have fo long perfe- 
vered in his pretenfions. But the attempts on the part of his oppo¬ 
nents had yet their effeft, in generating the doubts they aimed at; and 
fo far they fuccccdcd ; it being laid down, that in cafes of peerage, a 
preponderance of evidence, how ever ltrong, will not be enough: hut 
that fo long as a particle of doubt remains, the pofieffion of the honour 
muft be fufpeuded.

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to {even, it was determined, “ That the claimant had not yet made 
out his claim by evidence Sufficiently fatisfatftory.” 

After the oppofition that had been encountered, the difficulties 
tncrcome, and erroneous conceptions removed, this was a dccifion, 
doubllc's, little imagined, though, on the part of the claimant, fub- 
niiited to witii fortitude; and bowed :■? with the greater rcfpccl, bc- 
caufc, while it for the prefent liifpcndcd the actual pnlleffion of the 
honour claimed, it Seemed to evince, there was a truth of Statement, 
which in more propitious times he might be able to cfhiblifh, and 
which it Still remained open for him, at a Suture day, to urge Sor- 
\\ ard. 

It may be needTary to obferve, that Mr. Brydges Hated, that his 
anccftor Settled in Kent, in the reign of James I. where his lifter had 
formed an alliance with Sir John Aftlcy. It appeared, indeed, from a 
a letter in the printed evidence (which the learned opponents of tnc 
claim in vain endeavoured to invalidate), that this branch inherited 
from their anceftors, little but their Sword and noldc blood. But alter 
Some Struggles, and an interval of a Sew years, they worked out for 
themfelvcs patrimony and alliances, which have long placed them 
above the frown of power, and the inordinate defire of honours, to 
which, by birth, they arc not entitled ; priding themfelvcs rather on 
deferving, than merely pofleffing pre-eminence; whilft in confidence 
of intellectual Superiority, they regard the lazy glory of borrowed and 
reflected fplendour with indifference and contempt.* 

The grandfather of the claimant, John Brydges, who died in iyi2. 
was a man of good landed eftate; and was riling rapidly at the bar, 
when lie was loft to his family at the early age of thirty-one, by a 
violent fever. II:s wife was a Gibbon, of a family then in great opu¬ 
lence ; and which has fincc been diltinguiflicd, by producing the

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learned and celebrated author of the “ Ififtory of the Decline and Fall 
. of the Roman Empire.” 

Mr. Brydges, father of the claimant, was a country gentleman, of 
ample fortune; who, beloved for his amiable qualities, and reflected 
for his talents, declined all invitations to public life; and in the quiet 
of a country manfioti, contented liimfclf in the charms of domdtic 
privacy, and a numerous iifue. 

He married a lady of a family too well known to need detailing: 

Jemima, daughter and coheir of William Egerton, LL.D. &c. grand- 
fon of John, fecond earl of Bridgewater, by Elizabeth his wife,

Firll, Edward Tymcwcll Brydges, the claimant; fecond, Samuel 
Egerton Brydges, barriftcr at law, and now of Denton Court, in Kent, 
who has twelve children; whereof the eldefl foil, born 17S9, is to 
take the name of Barrett, for the eftatc of his uncle at Lee, near 
Canterbury, and is now an entign in the firft regiment of foot guards; 

John-WiUiam-lIcad Brydges, lieutenant cvloncl of the Romney fen- 
ciblc cavalry in the lafl war, befides five daughters. 

Where prejudice bore no imperial fvvay, whoever heard the eloquent 
fpccch of Mr. Erfkine on the part of the claimant, at the bar of the 
houfc of lords, in the Spring of 18-3, (illumined as it was by all that 
beauty of llatement, that graceful riehnefs of language, and happinefs 
of manner, in which he has never yet been rivalled), muft have re¬ 
ceived a conviction of mind not eafy to be effaced, and a delight not 
foon to be forgotten ; for the fpeech was as ftrong and acute in argu¬ 
ment, as brilliant in imagery. 

The prefent lord chancellor having been for many years (when at 
the bar), counfel for the claimant, declined to vote, but entered info 
a luminous ftatement of every part of the cafe; which exhibited, in a 
long detail, all the force of his profound and extraordinary mind. 

During the long progrefs of this caufe, a great variety of curious 
and abftrufc learning, with regard to the laws ol evidence, as applicable 

Z z 3 to 
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to pedigrees, and the modes of proceeding in enfes of peerage was 
gradually developed; which (cxclufivc of any regard to the family 
concerned), has rendered it a matter of great inti reft to all genealogifts 
and antiquaries. As it approached to a determination, it railed aimoft 
as :r>uch intcreft as the celebrated Douglas caufc; and was the topic of 
molt circles in London. This, in la£l, mull be our apology, for hav¬ 
ing given fo full an account of this cafe (at the lame time that a 
volume of curious matter might be coliciHcd on it); but as we have 
introduced lb much as the limits of this work will admit, we muft 
leave it to the friends of the claimant himlelf, to enter more at larsje, 
and fet the public right on many points on which they may want 
information; which at fomc future day they moll probably will give; 
while they conlider that the dccilion of the houfc has not put a final 
extinguifher on the claim, and that the time of mifapprehenfion will 
eventually wear away, and the voice of truth be heard without preju¬ 
dice or prepofleffion.

I.v 1741, John Howe, of Stowell, cfquire, who, on the dcceafc 
o C Sir Richard Howe, of Compton, in com. Glouc. and Wifhic-rd, in 
WJbtlliirc, in 1730, S. P. fuccecded to thofc cilates, was created a 
peer of Great Britain, by the title of lord Chcdwortli, baron of Chcd- 
worth, in the county of Gloucefter. The anccftors of this nobleman 
are the lame as tliofc of the late carl Howe, and of the prefent vif- 
count W that furnamc; which renders a detailed account of them here 
both irrelevant and fuperfluous. 

.He married Dorothy, daughter of Hcnry-Frcderick Thynne, grand¬ 
father" of Thomas vifeount Weymouth ; and had iffuc, five daughters 
and eight fons. Whereof, Richard, the fir ft, and Scroopc, the fixth, 
died young; John-Thynne, and Hcnry-Frederick, had fucccflively 
the title; Thomas married Frances, daughter of Thomas White, 
cfquire, and had iffuc, as hereafter mentioned; Charles died a ba¬ 
chelor, in 1640; James married Sufanna, daughter of Sir Humphrey 
Howarth, but died S. P.; and William dcceafed in 1782.

In 1638, Sir Francis Leigh, baronet, who married Audrey, 
daughter of John lord Botelcr, of Bramfield (by Elizabeth his wile, 
lifter to George Villiers, duke of Buckingham), was created a ba»\,n 
of the realm, by the title of lord Dunfmorc, 31ft July, 4th Charles I.; 
after which, having manifested his loyalty in the time of the great 
rebellion, he was, by further letters patent, bearing date, at Oxford, 
3d June, 20th of Charles I. advanced to the title of dhrl of Chichclicr, 
with limitation to the heirs male of his body; and in default, to 
Thomas, then earl of Southampton, and his iSTuc male, by Elizabeth 
his wife, eldeft daughter of him the faid Francis; who had alSo another 
daughter, Mary, married to George Villiers, vilcount Grandifon, in 
Ireland. 

This Francis earl of Chicheftcr died 31ft December, 1653, without 
iSTuc male, and the title became extindt.

The fir ft of this great and noble family that fettled in this realm, 
was Richard, fon of Giflebcrt, furnamed Crifpin, carl of Brion, in 
Normandv, fon of Gcftcry, natural fon to Richard, the firft of that 
name, duke of Normandy. 1 

Tliis Richard came into England with William the Conqueror, and 
was with him at the battle of Haftings; for which fervicc he was 
advanced to great honours, and large pofl'eftions. The firft place of 
liis rcfidcnce being at Benfield, in Northamptonfhirc, Dugdalc fays, 
he was from thence, called “ Ricardus dc Bcncfa&aand afterwards, 
at the general furvey, being then pofleiled of the town and caftle of 
Toncbrugc, in Kent, was from thence ftylcd “ Ricardus dcTonebrugc;” 
as he was likewife fometimes called “ Ricardus dc Clare,” from the 
manor of that name in the county of Suffolk, which was one of his

Of the fons, Gilbert, the elded, poifeffing his father’s lands in 
England, reiided at Touebrugc, as it ieems, and was from thence fur- 
named; and bv Adcliza his wife, daughter to the carl of Clcremont, 
had iflue five funs; Richard, Gilbert, Walter, Hervy, and Baldwin r 
and a daughter, Rohais. Of thefe fons, Gilbert was made carl of 
Pembroke.f by king Stephen; Walter died S. P.; Ifcrvy became 
famous in the conqueil of Ireland, by the name of Hervy of Mont- 
maurice, but at laft died a monk at Canterbury ;j Baldwin had iflue 
three fons; William, Robert, and Richard; and a daughter, Margaret, 
w'ife of-Montfichct. And 

Richard, the cldcfl fon, fuccceded his father; and is faid to have 
been the flrft who had the title of carl of Hertford. He was that 
Ilirhard who was fo unfortunately flain by the Welfli, anno 11.59; 
leaving ifluc by his wife, Alice, After to Ranulph, the fecond carl of 

Chefter, three Ions; Gilbert, Roger, and-- -; and a daughter, 

Alice, married to Cadwallader prince of North Wales. 

Gilbert is dated to have had the title of carl of Clare; but this, 
HornbyjJ obferves, ftgniftcd no more than, the carl at Clare ; for his 
earldom was certainly at Hertford.

Roger, the 10th of Henry II. was one of the earls prefent at the 
king’s recognition of the ancient cuftoms and liberties confirmed by 
his anccftors; and the 12th of the fame reign, on the aiTeilmcnt of 
aid for the marriage of the king’s daughter, certified his knights fees 
to be 149. From his works of piety, he was furnamed the Good: 
but unluckily‘for Dugdale’s recitemcnt of his charitable acts, Hornby 
i’cmarks, that the gift of the moiety of the church of Bernyntone to 
the canons of Lanthony, which in the Monafticon is represented “ ex 
dono Roger i com it is," -was not the bcnefa&ion of this carl Roger, but 
of Roger carl of Hereford, the fon of Milo Fitz-Walter. He married 
Maude, daughter of James de St. Hillary; and dying the 19th of 
Hcniyil. left 

Richard, his fon and heir, his fucccffor; who, the 7th of' Richard I. 
gave jf. 1000 to the king, for livery of his mother’s inheritance, with 
his proportion of thofc fometime belonging to GifFard earl of Buck¬ 
ingham. This Richard married Amicia, daughter to the carl of 
Glouccftcr, and at lcpgth foie heir to all that earldom; by whom he 
had ifluc Gilbert, and a daughter, Joan* (not Rofe, according to Dug- * Hornby, 
dale), married to Rhys Grig, prince of South Wales.

**th John, and was fuccecded by the fiiid Gilbert. Which 

Gilbert was the firft carl of Glouccftcr and of Hertford, jointly; 
and was one of the chief of thole nobles w ho oppofed the arbitrary 
proceedings of king John; and the ift of Henry III. adhering to 
Lewis of France (the dauphin), was on his part at the battle of Lin¬ 
coln, where he was taken prifoner, but afterwards made his peace. He 
married Ifabcl, one of the daughters, and at length coheirs, to William 
Marcfchal, earl of Pembroke, and died the 14th Henry III. leaving 
iflue three Ions; Richard, William, and Gilbert; and three daughters; 
viz. Amicia, wife of Baldwin, fourth earl of Devon; Agnes; and 
Ifabcl, wife of Robert de Brus. 

Richard, the elded fon, at the deccafc of his father, was in mino¬ 
rity ; 
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tity; and his wardftiip granted to the famous Hubert dc Burgh, earl 
of Kent, whofc daughter, Margaret, he afterwards married; whcrca^ 
the king (Henry III), was highly difplcafed, and did all he could to 
procure a divorce ; which rnoft probably took place , as it is related, 
that the next enfuing year, the king married him to Maude, daughter 
to the earl of Lincoln. Matthew Paris gives him the character of a 
very fine gentleman. In the 4^d of Henry III. he and his brother, 
William (to whom he had given the manors of Map’ederham and 
Pctcrsfield, in com. Southampton ; as alfo of Welles, Warham, and 
Walfingham, in Norfolk), were lb poiloned by Walter dc Scotency, 
his chief counlellor, that the latter died; and the carl, with much 
difficulty recovered. It is, however, affirmed, that he at laft died of 
poifon, given to him at the table of Peter dc Savoy, the queen’s uncle, 
the 46th of Henry III. Iiis iffiie were, Gilbert, his fucceflbr; Tno- 
mas;™ and two daughters; viz. Role, who though not noticed by 
Dugdalc in his account of this family, yet is by him noticed elfc- 
whcrc ;* and is there laid to have been that Rofe who married Roger 
dc Moubray ; and Margaret, who married Edmond carl of Cornwall, 
and died S. P.*f*

Gilbert, the next carl ofGloucefter and Hertford, was commonly 
called the Red; and by the king’s procurement, in his father’s lifetime, 
married Alice, daughter to Guy carl of Angoulcfmc, the king’s half 
brother; hut whether he afterwards difiikcd his father's choice, or 
that the Poictevins were grown fo odious, that he was lick of his bar¬ 
gain, there is no iiTuc mentioned of the faid marriage; w hich, after 
about thirty years, ended in a divorce; and he married Joan of Acre 
(or Aeon), daughter to king Edward I. by whom he had a fon, and

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three daughters, who became the heireifes, at length, of this great 
^/amily. 

In the grand contcft between Henry III. and his barons, towards 
the latter part of his reign, this earl was one of the commanders of the 
rebel army at the battle of Lewes, where the king was defeated, and 
himfclf, and prince Edward, his fon, taken prifoner. Yet afterwards 
he turned to the royal party; contributed to the efcapc of prince Ed - 
ward; and was one of the chief generals on that fide at the battle of 
E'clham, where the barons’ power was totally vampuflicd, and their 
leader, Montfort carl of Lciccftcr, flain. * lie died the 54th Edward I. 
and was fuccccded by 

Gilbert, his Ion and heir, a very promiling young man; who,- 
about the twenty-third year of his age, loft his life in the inglorious 
battle.of Strivcling, or Bannockburn; where the Scots would gladly 
have fpared his life (had lie been known), for the hope of a good 
ranlom: but it leems as if he were more willing to die than to furvivc 
the difgrace of that fatal day. His wife was Maud, daughter of Ri¬ 
chard de Burgh, earl of Ulftcr; but having no furviving ilTuc,* his 
three fillers became his heirs; viz. Alianorc, wife of Hugh le De- 
fpenfer, the Younger, and afterwards of William lord Zouchc, of 
Mortimer; Margaret, widow of Piers de Gavefton, married to Hugh 
deAudeley; and Elizabeth, widow of John de Burgh (fon and heir 
to Richard carl of Ulftcr, and brother to Maud, wife of the laid Gil¬ 
bert carl of Gloucefter) ; married, fecondly, to Theobald de Verdon ; 
and, thirdly, to Roger d’Amory ;* and, fourthly, as Auguftine Vincent * Vid. 
has it (who fliocs this lady’s liorfe round), Rock, baron of Fermoy, in Vu'iT'* 
Ireland. Betwixt which lifters, this noble inheritance came to be 
divided. 

But the honour of Clare, in the diftribution of the purparty, falling

Lionel Plantagenet, in 1362, was created duke of Clarence; a 
title derived, as it were, from the faid honour of Clare, as the name 
of Clarenceaux king at arms is fimilarly derived from the name of the 
faid dutchy. The ftvle of this prince Lionel then was duke of 
Clarence, earl of Ulftcr, and lord of Connaught and Trim. Hbninly 
daughter and heir, Philippa, married Edmond Mortimer, carl of 
March; whofe defendants, from this match, derived their claim to 
the crown.* 

From this period the aforefaid titles have become appropriated to 
the royal family of this kingdom; whereof the next who had the 
dukedom of Clarence, was 

Thomas, fecond fon to king Henry IV. a moft valiant and brave 
prince, who was flain in France, at the battle of Baugy, temp. 
Henry V. S. P. L.° after whom the title was conferred upon 

George, a younger fon of Richard duke of York, and brother to 
king Edward IV. who married Ifabcl, cldcft daughter and coheir of 
Richard Nevil, earl of Warwick and Salisbury, by whom he had iflue 
a ion, George, who, after the death of his father, was called earl of 
Warwick, a child of moft unhappy fortune; who from his cradle was

nurfed 
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nurfed in prifon, and was at lad beheaded the 15th of Henry VII. 

Richard, another fon, died young; his elded daughter died an infant; 
and the misfortunes of Margaret, his other daughter, who was after¬ 
wards countefs of Salidmry, are mod doloroufly fet forth by all hifto- 
rians.* As to the duke himfelf, it feems, that whether criminal or * vu. Srtiif- 
not, he was attainted of high treafon, and differed death the 17th of 
Edward IV.; being drowned, as it is faid, in a butt of Malmtey wine, 
in the Towef; his brother, Richard duke of Glouceder, affiding 
thereat, with his own proper hands. Yet, though the king contented 
to his death, it was no fooner done than he repented it fo extremely, 
and was' fo grieved at the remembrance thereof, that when any one 
folicited for the life of a condemned perfon, he would openly exclaim, 

“ Oh, unhappy brother, for whofe life no man would make /hit!" 

From this time the title of Clarence lay dormant, till it was of late 
years revived in prince William Henry, a younger fon of his pre- 
tent majedv, George III. But that of Clare^did not remain fo long 
extimfl; for the 2-d of James I. it was recognifed in the family of 
Holies.

The 14th of James I. Sir John Holles, of Houghton (or 
Haughton), in Nottinghamihire, great grandfbn to Sir William Holles 
(lord mayor of London in 1540), was created baron Haughton, of 
Haughton; and the a 2d of the fame reign, was further advanced to 
the dignity of an carl, by the title of earl of Clare. 

Sir William Holies, the lord Mayor, had three fons. Sir Thomas, 
the eldcft, was the child of misfortune, and by his lavifhnefs and im¬ 
prudence, the ruin of himfclf and his pofterity ; his father left him a 
fine eftate, yet he lived to fpend it all, and die in prifon: Francis, the 
youngefl Ion, had no iffue; and 

William, the fecond fon, was the anccftor of this houfe. His 
father left him the manor of Haughton, where he feated himfclf; and 
having married Anne, cldeft daughter and coheir of John Dcnzell, of 
Denzcll, in Cornwall, had iiTue Dcnzell, his cldcii fon, who died in 
his lifetime; leaving by Anne his wife, filler to John lord Sheffield, 
divers fbns and daughters ; whereof 

John, the cldcft fon, was the noble perfbn railed to the peerage of 
the realm, as beforementioned: for which honour, it is faid, he paid 
the favourite, the duke of Buckingham, j£. 10,000; p for at the entrance 
of king James, the fale of honours was become a trade at court; and 
whilft the duke lived, fcarce any one acquired any honour, hut fuch 
as w'erc his kindred, and had the fortune (or misfortune), to marry his 
relatives, his miflrcfTcs, or to pay a round fum for it. 

p And for £.3000 more, obtain*, d from the fame market, the earldom of Clare, which had 
juft been refufed to the earl of Warwick; on :i folcmn declaration by the court lawyers, that it 
was. a title peculiar to the blcod royal, and not to be allowed in a meaner luhjrd. 

He 
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He was not a favourite at court; and the reafon being aiked, fome- 
Ijody faid it was plain, “ For two forts of men king James bad never 
kindnefs for: thofe whofc hawks and dogs run as well as his own; 
and thofe who were able to fpeak as much reafon as himfelf.” The 
chara&er of this nobleman has been fo amply given by Gcrvafc Holies, 
his relation,* and with fuch fpirit by lord Orford.f that to attempt to 
delineate it^ere, would be a weak endeavour. 

His wife was Anne, daughter to Sir Thomas Stanhope, of Shclford, 
in com. Notts, knight; by whom he had iffuc lix Ions,'* and three 
daughters;^; and dying in 1637, aged fcventy-thrcc, was fuccccdcd

John, his cldeft fon and heir; who married Elizabeth, cldcft 
daughter of that great general. Sir Horatio Vcrc, lord Vcrc of Til- 
bur}'. 

By education, obfervation, and temper, he was led to afk no favours 
of the court; yet bad a reverence for the king. In Ihort, he was a 
moderate man; but of the two fidcs, rather inclined to the parliament. 
Lord Clarendon, however, makes honourable mention of him; and 
lays, “ He was a man of honour and of courage; and would have 
been an excellent perfon, if his heart had not been too much fet upon 
the keeping and improving bis eft ate.” When matters grew defperate, 
it is liippolcd he retired to his countVy houfes, during the detractions 
of the following times. He furvived the reftoration; and died, 3d 
January, 1665. His ilfue wpre two Ions; viz. John, who died in his 
infancy ;|| and Gilbert, his fucccffor; and fourteen daughters; whereof 
eight died young, or unmarried. 

Gilbert, third earl of Clare, on his father’s death, became poifeffed 
of a very large citatc, and followed his father’s example in improving 
it, yet without ncglcdting public affairs; but courting no preferment, 
he feared not the frowns of a court party, and afterwards oppoled all 
meafures he thought injurious to his country.

He was a ftrong revolutionift, which was the laft public affair he 
engaged it,; for being taken ill foon after, he died January 16, 1689, 
aged fifty-five. His wife w r as Grace, daughter of William, fecond fon 
of Robert Pierpoint, earl of Kingfton, by whom he had three ions, 
and fix daughters.* 

John, fourth earl of Clare, married Margaret, third daughter and 
coheir of Henry Cavendifh, fecond duke of Ncwcaftle; and by her 
father’s death, j 6 g 1, came into poflcffion of the grea’teft part of his 
large eftate; and in 1693, by the deccafc of Dcnzill lord Holies,f 
came into polfeffion of his eftate alfo: his fortune being thus one of 
the raoft conildcrable in the kingdom. He was, on April 30, 1694, 
created marquis of Clare, and duke of Ncwcaftle; and from this time 
enjoyed feveral high offices at court: but, in 171T, having the misfor¬ 
tune to receive a fall from his horfe, while ftag-hunting in the foreft 
of Shirevvood, although no bruifes appeared outwardly, yet his grace 
died two days after, viz. July 15, 1711 ; leaving an only daughter, 
the lady Henrietta Cavendifh Holies, who, 31ft October, 1713, mar¬ 
ried Edward lord Harley, fon and heir of Robert earl of Oxford; to 
whom file carried a very great real and pcrfbnal eftate. 

Having no iflue male, the titles of the Holies family became extinct; 
but, ncverthclefs, in 17J4, his majefty, George I. was plcafcd partly 
to revive them, in the perfon of Thomas lord Pelham, fon and heir of 
Grace, fiftcr of the faid John Holies, duke of Newcaftle. Which

Thomas Pelham having been adopted by his faid uncle to a great 
part of his large eftate, and to bear the name and arms of Holies, was, 
in 1714, created vifeount Pelham of Haugfaton, and carl of Clare; 
and the year follow ing, 1715, was ftiil further advanced to the dignity 

of 
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of marquis of Clare, and duke of Newcaftle; with remainder to his 
brother Henry, and his ifluc male. 

His grace, in the two preceding and prefent reigns, fulfilled the 
feveral pods of lord chamberlain of his majefty’s houfhold; fccrctary 
of ftate; firft lord of the treafuiy; one of the lords juftices, during the 
abienccs of their inajeftics, George I. and II. in feveral of their vifits to 
their’Gc?ftsqn dominions; chancellor of the univerfity of Cambridge; 
and a privy coUnfellor. He was alfo a knight of the garter. 

In 1756, he was created duke of Newcaftle Under Line, in Staf- 
fordihirc; with remainder to Henry earl of Lincoln, Ion of Henry earl 
of Lincoln, by Lucy Pelham, his wife, filler to him the faid Thomas 
marquis of Clare, and duke of Newcaftle. And in 1762, he was alfo 
created baron Pelham, of Stanmerc, in Suficx, with remainder to 
Thomas Pelham, M. P. for Suficx. 

His grace married Harriet, daughter of Francis carl of Godolphin, 
by Henrietta his wife, cldeft daughter and coheir of the famous John 
Churchill, duke of Marlborough, by whom he had no ifiue; and dying 
in 1768, the titles of Clare, &c. became cxtin< 5 l; but the dukedom

Tiie ph*cg from whence this title is denominated, was a large 
and goodly park near Salifbury, in Wiltlhire, adorned with a royal 
palace, long fincc decayed; but more remarkable for that, an. 1164, 
there was made a certain recognition and record of the cuftoms and 
liberties of the king of England, before the prelates and peers of the 
kingdom, for the avoiding diffentions between the clergy, judges, and 
barons of the realm, which were called the “ Coti/iitutions of Claren¬ 
don." But the firft perfon who had the name of his honour herefrom, 
was 

Sir Edw'AUD Hvde, knight, defeended from an ancient family of 
ihat furnamc, in Chcfhirc; who having been bred up to the law, and 
manifefting his loyalty to king Charles I. w'as made chancellor of his 
exchequer, and afterwards one of his privy council. To king Charles II. 
during his exile, he was not lefs faithful; by whom he was declared, 
at Bruges, in Flanders, lord high chancellor of England, anno 1657, 
which office he held till 1667; having deported himfelf therein with 
judgment, prudence, and integrity. 

Upon the restoration taking place, he was, 3d November, 1660, 
created lord Ilydo, of Hindon, in com. Wilts; and the 20th of April, 
next enfuing, was further advanced to the dignity of vifoount Com- 
bury, and earl Clarendon. By command of king Charles II. he 
wrote that molt excellent work, called the Hiftory of the Rebellion; 
as alfo many others, which have obtained mention in Walpole’s 
Catalogue who fays, “ one may pronounce on my lord Clarendon 
“ in his double capacity of llatefman and hiftorian, that he atflcd for 
" liberty, but wrote for prerogative.”

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Bilhop Burnet has obferved of him, u that he was a good miniftcr, 
“ indefatigable in bufincfs, but a little too magifterial; and not well 
t( enough acquainted with foreign affairs. He was a good chancellor^ 
fr and impartial in the adminiffration of juibicc; but a little too 
“ rough. He had a levity in his wit, and a Ioftinefs in his carriage, 
“ that did not well become the Ration he was in: for thofc that 
“ addreffed him, and thofc that thought themfelves neglcftcd*_hc 
“ apt to reject with contumely, and iomc difparagcmcnf their fer- 
“ vices; which created him many enemies, and at lad procured his 
“ fall.” A fall which, fays lord Orford, a corrupted court, and a 
blinded populace, were lefs the caufes of, than an ungrateful king; who 
could not pardon the carl’s having refufed to accept for him, the ilavcry 
of his country. 

Whilft the match with Portugal was carrying on, an incident hap¬ 
pened, which gave the earl’s enemies frefh occafion to reproach him. 
His daughter being with child, and near her time, called upon the 
duke of York to own his marriage with her. She had been maid of- 
honour to the princefs royal, and the duke tried to gain her to comply 
with his defircs. But fhe managed the matter with fuch addrefs, that 
in concluflon he married her, unknown to her father; who folemnly 
protefted he knew nothing of it, till it broke out; and that he looked 
on it as that W’hich would end in his ruin. The duke endeavoured to 
deter her from claiming her marriage, both by great promifes and 
great threatenings; but flic had the fpirit and the w’ifdom to tell him. 
She would have it known that ihe was his wife, let him afterwards ufe 
her as he plcafed. 

On his difgrace, the earl retired into France, and died at Roan, in 
Normandy, 19th December, 1674; but his remans were brought 
over, and interred in Weftminftcr Abbey. His r wifc was Frances,

by whom he had four fons; viz. Henry, I.:* fucccffor; Lawrence, 
created earl of Rocheilcr; Edward, a ftudent in the Temple, who 
died unmarried; and James, who was drowned on board the CJou- 
ccftcr frigate, going into Scotland with the duke of York; alfo two 
‘ daughters; whereof Anne married James duke of York (after king 
and Frances, married to Thomas Knightlcy, of Harting- 
fordbury, inewm. Herts, created a knight of the bath at the corona¬ 
tion of Charles II. 

Henry, fccond carl of Clarendon, in the firil year of king James II. 
w 1iT |0 riL privy feal; but affecting too much the Proteftant intcrcft, 
was laid afide the next year: on the revolution taking place, he declined 
to aft in the government, and lived retired. In the lifetime of his 
father he was early engaged in great fccrcts, being employed by him 
as hi& fecrctary; and was fo difcrcet, as well as faithful, that nothing 
was ever difeovered by him. He was naturally fincerc, friendly, and 
gsx>d natured; his conversion fomewhat tedious; and his judgment 
notl much to be depended upon, for he was often carried away by 
vulgar prejudices, and falfe notions. Of all the family, he w'as mod 
{fruited, and belt beloved by his father: on whofc ill ufage, he was fo 
provoked, that he itruck in violently with the party that oppofed the 
court; w-hich made the king (Charles II.) always fpcak of him with 
fcorn and feverity. 

He was twice married: iiril, to Theodoiia, daughter of Arthur firil 
lord Capcl, by whom he had his only ion, Edw'ard; and, fecondly, to 
Flower, daughter and foie heir to William Backhoufe, of Sallowdield, 
cfquire, but by hcr ( had no iiTuc; and died, 31ft Oftober, 1709. 

Edward, thir<W!hrl, in the lifetime of his father, was mailer of the 
horfc to prince George of Denmark, and employed in the reign of 

fn the Monthly Review, publiflied in December, 1807 , p. 456, it is laid, that Sir Edward 
Hyde, after earl of Clarendon, married the widow of a brewer, and had iffue Anne, who be¬ 
came the mother of queen Anne and queen Mary. But tliii is a fiory which has long pre¬ 
vailed.

Gathering, who died finglc; and Thcodufia, who married 
John Bligh, cfquire, anccftor to the carl of Darnley ; to vvhofc family 
lhc brought the faid barony of Clifton. 

Having thus no furviving male iftfue, and dcccafing the 31ft of 
March, 1723, his titles defeended to Henry, fon and heir of Lawrence 
carl of Koclieftcr. Which 

He.vrt, carl of Clarendon and Rochcftcr, had an only fon, Henry, 
who died at Paris, S. P. in 1753; and himfelf dying the fame year 
without iftue male, the title became extind. (Vid. Ilocheftcr, Vol. II.)

Ik 1625, Thomas lord Wentworth, of Ncttlcftede, was created carl 
of Cleveland, in Yorkfhire. (Vid. Wentworth of Ncttleftede,VoI. II.) 

BARBARA DUCHESS OF CLEVELAND. 

Arms—A i. on a Croft C. five Efchallopc O. 

I.v 1670, his majefty, Charles II. was pleafed to create one of his 
miftrcflca, Barbara Villicrs, baronefs of Nonfuch, countefs of South¬ 
ampton, and duchefs of Cleveland, with limitation to Charles Fitzroy, 


one 
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one of his natural children by the faid Barbara; and in default of ilTue 
male, the remainder to George Fitztoy, his brother, another of the 
natural fons of the faid moft illuftrious monarch. 

This Barbara was only daughter and heir of William Villiers, vif- 
count Grandifon, in Ireland, and wife of Roger Palmer, carl of Caftlc- 
main, in that kingdom. She was a lady of great beauty, and jierfonal 
tt'YvmqJi(laments; Collins fays, of pcrfonal virtues; which feems diffi¬ 
cult to accredit, when the fruit of her illicit amours with the amorous 
king, evidence that ihc had no virtue at all. 

By king Charles the had HTue, Charles (of whom hereafter); Henry, 
crca tcd^ dukc of Grafton; George, made duke of Northumberland; 
AnricPalmer, a natural daughter by adoption, who married Thomas 
Lennard, earl of Suflex; and Charlotte Fitzroy, who married Edward 
Lee, earl of Litchfield. 

On the deccafc of this duchcfs, who died at Chifwick, in 1709/ the 
honours, which had been granted to her only for life, in purfuance of 
their limitation, devolved upon 

Quarles Fit/.rov, her cldcft fon; who, in 1673, was inftalled a 
kplght of the garter; and, in 1675, was created baron of Newbury, 
carl of Chichcfter, and duke of Southampton, to him and his iflue 
male; and in default thereof, to George, his younger brother, and his 
iffuc male. Thefe laft honours arc faid to have been given for his 
future encouragement to heroic achievements; but what efFed they 
had in Simulating to noble deeds, docs not appear: for no adions of 
worthy notice arc recorded of him, only that he died in 1730, and was 
buried in Weftminfter Abbey. 

He was twice married: fir ft, to Mary, daughter and foie heir of Sir 
Henry Wood, \gfeich lady died S. P.; and, focondly, to Anne, daugh¬ 
ter of Sir William Pultcncy, of Mifterton, by whom he had three 
fons; viz. William, his fucccffor; Charles, and Henry: and as many

daughters; 
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daughters; viz. Barbara; Grace, married to Henry eldcil Ion of Gil¬ 
bert Vane, lord Barnard; and Anne, who became the wife of Francis 
Paddy, cfquire. 

William, fecond duke of Cleveland and Southampton, in 1731, 
married Henrietta, daughter of Daniel Finch, earl of Winchelfea, who 
died S.P. in 1742. His grace never made any noife in the world; 
enjoying a fnug place or two under government, which produced 
profit without trouble. His life was what Horace .calls, “ Sc- 
crctum iter, &c.” i. e. Quiet and retired; puffed without buftle 
and without eclat; and for that reafon, perhaps, the more ferene and 
happy. 

Dying in 1774, without iffue, his honours are extindt. 


COBHAM. 

Aems— Quarterly firfl. and fourth O. an Eagle difplayed S. tnemberod and braked G.;

Tiie family of Temple (on whom this title was conferred), is faid 
to be defended from a younger ion of Leofrick carl of Mercia; which 
Leofrick died in 1087, and was buried in his monaftcry at Coventry. 
He married the famous lady Godiva; who is reported to have rode 
naked through Coventry, to obtain from her huiband iomc immuni¬ 
ties to the place. And in memory thereof, die pictures of the carl and 
his fair lady were fet up in the South window of Trinity church, in 
that city, about the reign of Richard 11 . his right-hand holding a 
charter, with thefe words written thereon: 

" I Lurick, for love of thru, 

Doo make Coventry toll free.** 

They had three fons; whereof 

Henry, living temp. Will. Conq. was written Henry del Temple, 
from a place of that name which he poffcffcd in Leiccftcrfhire; and his 

defendants 
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descendants bore the arms of the ancient earls of Leiccftcr; viz. “ O. 
an eagle difplayed S. membered and beaked G." From this Henry, 
after divers defeents, was 

Thomas Temple, who had his feat at Stow, in the county of 
Buckingham ; and at the firft inftitution of the order cf baronets, w as 
raifed to that dignity, 23d May, 1611. He married Heftcr, daughter 
of Miles Sandys, cfquire, of Latimers, in com. Bucks, by whom he 
had four Sons, jtnd nine daughters, who lived to be married; and fo 
exceedingly multiplied, that this lady (who Survived him). Saw 700 
dcfccndcd from her, befidcs a new generation of marriageable females, 
juft atjjer death ; which curious circumftance is affirmed by Dr. Ful¬ 
ler in his Worthies of England; who relates, that he bought the truth 
thereof, by a wager he loft on it. An original pi&ure of this lady is 
at Stow. 

Sir Peteu Temple, his Son and heir to his Second wife, married 
Chriftian, niece and coheir of Sir Richard Levifon, of Trentham, in 
Staffordffiirc, knight of the bath, by w hom he had 

J ir Richard Temple; who, in the reign of Charles II. was a 
ing member in the houfc of commons in the prosecution of the 
Topi ill Plot, and on the hill for the cxclufion of the duke of York, 
lie married Mary, daughter of - - - - - Knap, of Wefton, in co. Oxon, 
and heir to her brother, by whom he had iffue four Sons; Richard, Pur- 
beck, Henry (or William), and Arthur; which three laft died S. P.: 
and ill ib fix daughters; whereof two died young. Mary, the eldcft, 
married, firft. Dr. Weft, prebendary of Wincheftcr;* and. Secondly, 

1 The family of Well has been of long Handing in the county of Bucks, and were pofTefled 
of very confiderable property at Efelburgh, Long Crendon, and elfewhere, in the faid county. 
Of which was colonel WVft, a celebrated parliamentarian officer; who, after the battle of Wor- 
ceHer (where he was prefent), imbibed fuch an apathy to a military life, from the carnage of 
that day, that he retired to America, and became a Quaker; from whom is defeended the 
worthy ami celebrated prrlidcnt of the Royal Academy, of that name. 

Admiral Temple Well, temp. George II. fo well known, from being fecond in command at 
the time of admiral Ryng's unfortunate engagement with the French fleet, was a younger fon 
from this marriage of Dr. Weft with Mary, filler to lord Cobham. His grandfoa it the prefent 
Temple Well, cfijiiire, of Lower Gioi'venor Street.

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Sir John Langham, of Cottcfbroke, in com. Northampt. baronet; 
Hefter, Richard Grenville, of Wootton, in com. Bucks, cfquire; 
Chriftian, Sir Thomas Lyttlcton, baronet; and Penelope, Mofes Bc- 
renger, of London, cfquire. 

Sir Richard Temple, on his father’s death, the 7th of king Wil¬ 
liam III. was chofen M. P. for the town of Buckingham; and in the 
1 It of queen Anne, diftinguiflied himfclf-in the lieges of Vcnlo and 
lluremond, as a volunteer; as he did afterwards throughout the many 
glorious campaigns of the duke of Marlborough, in the fcvcral ranks 
of brigadier, major, and lieutenant general. 

On the acceffion of George I. he was, the 19th of October, 1714, 
created baron of Cobham, in Kent; and, in 1718, baron and vifeount 
Cobham, with limitation, in default of iflue male, of the dignities of 
baronefs and vifeountefs Cobham, to Hefter Grenville, his fecond lifter, 
and her iflue male; and in default thereof, the faid dignities to his third 
filter, Chriftian Lyttleton, and the heirs male of her body. 

His lordfliip was afterwards- made colonel of the royal regiment of 
horfe guards, lord lieutenant and cuftos rotulorum of Buckinghamltyrc. 
and alfo conftitutcd governor of Jerfey ; but in 1733, having joined 
with thofe who oppofed the excifc feheme, he and the duke of Bol¬ 
ivia. Bolton. ton,* were removed from their command in the army. 

But in 1742, he was reftored to his military pofls, and appointed 
field marfhal of his majefiy’s forces. He married Anne, daughter of 
Edmund Halley, of the Borough of Southwark, but had no ilTiic; 
■whereby on his deccafc, in 1749, the titles of Cobham, by virtue of 
their limitation, devolved on his lifter, Hefter, beforenamed; whom 
his majefty, on the 18th of Odober, 1749, was further plcafcd to ad¬ 
vance to the dignity of countcfs Temple, with M 'cmaiudcr, on her 
death, to her iflue male; by whofc rcprcfcntativc, George marquis of 
Buckingham, thofe honours are now inherited.

COLCHESTER. 

In 1622, Thomas lord Darcy of Chichc,* was created vifcount 
Colchcftcr, in Effex, with limitation, on failure of iflue male, to Sir 
Thomas Savage, his fon-in-law; and in 1626, he was further created 
earl Rivers, with the like limitation, whereby the title of Colchcftcr 
became merged in that of Rivers, and became extindl therewith in 
1728. (Vid. Rivers.) 


COLEPEPER.

Tiie family of Colcpcper, for many ages, flouriflied in the counties 
of Kent and SufTcx, of which, from the time of Edward I. were fevcral 
eminent perfons ; but the fir ft who attained the exalted rank of peer¬ 
age, was 

Sir John Colepepek, who, for his great abilities, and Ready 
loyalty to king Charles I. was, by letters patent, dated at Oxford, 21ft 
October, the 20th of his reign, created a peer of the realm, by the 
title of lord Colepepcr, baron of Thorcfway, in com. Line. During 
.the whole of the unhappy civil war, he zcaloufly fupported the royal 
caulc; retaining all the time a rare and unblemiflicd chara&cr. After 
vol. in. D d twenty

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twenty years fcrvicc to the crown, and twelve years exile with 
Charles II. he lived to fee the reftoration; returned with his majeftv 
into England, and died mailer of the rolls, in July, 1660. 

He was twice married: firft, to Philippa, daughter of Sir. 

Snelling, knight; by whom he had a fon, Alexander, whofc wife was 
Catherine, daughter and heir of Sir Edward Ford, of Harting, in 
Suffex, by whom he had no ifluc, and died in his father’s lifetime; alfo 
a daughter, Philippa, who married Thomas Harlakcndcn, of Wood- 
church, in Kent, cfquire. 

To his fccond wife he married Judith, daughter to Sir Thomas 
Colcpcpcr, of Hollingburnc, in Kent, knight, by whom he had four 
fons; Thomas, John, Cheney, and Francis; and three daughters; viz. 
Elizabeth, who married James Hamilton, cfquire; Judith, wife of - — 
Colepepcr, efquire; and Philippa. 

Thomas, Second lord Colepepcr, married Margaret, daughter and 
coheir of feigneur Jean de HefTe, of the noble family of Hefl'e, in 
Germany; by whom he had Catherine, his foie daughter and heir, 
whofe hufband was Thomas lord Fairfax; who thereby, in her right, 
obtained the inheritance of the ancient feat and eftate of Ledcs 
Caftle, in Kent. Having no male ilfue, he was fuccccdcd on his do- 
ccafe, by 

Joii.y, his next brother, and heir,'who married Frances, daughter 
of Sir Thomas Colepcper, of Hollingburnc, in Kent, knight, but died 
S.P. 

Ciiesky, the fourth lord, and furviving brother to the laft, alfo 
died ilTuclcfs; and Francis, the youngeft, having died unmarried, 1662, 
this honour became extind upon the dcccafc of the laid Cheney lord 
Colepepcr, about the year 171,9. 


C02UNCSBY. 
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Arms— -G. three Conies Sejant Ar. 

This family took their name from the town of Coningfby, in com. 
Salop. Of which was John de Coningefbie, who was ftyled baron of 
Coningefbic, and was llain the 50th of Henry III. He married a 
lifter of Bartholomew lord Badlefmcre; a*nd had blue, from which 
defeended 

Thomas de Coningefbie, who, temp. Edward III. was a warrior of 
no fmall renown, and prefent at the famous battles of Poidlicrs and 
Na/.ara; but was afterwards taken prifoner in Brittany, and confined 
in the caftlc of Conquet, till fuch time as, for his ranfom, lie was 
obliged t^pmarry Thcophania, daughter of Sir John de Almaine, and 
then returned into England. Which occafioncd this old rhyme : 

Thomas Coningcfby 
And his wife Tiffany 
Are comen out of Brittany, 

With his fervant Maupas, 

And her maid Malcfacc, 

With their dog Hardigrace. 

But although this ancient family was of fuch long (landing, and 
confidcrablc eminence, it was not until the reign of king William III. 
that any of them attained the rank of peerage. At which time 

Thomas Coningsby, cfquire, having been inftrumcntal in the 
revolution brougljJ about by king William, attended him into Ireland, 
and was at the battle of the Boyne; where he was fo near his majefty, 
that when tli* bullet grazed the king’s fliouldcr, took out a piece of 
the cout, aufu tore the fkin and ftcfli, he had the prefence of mind to 
_£lap his handkerchief on the wound. On the clofe of the campaign, 
and the king’s leaving Ireland, he and the lord Sidney, were confti- 

D d 2 tuted 
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Vul. II. 


tutcd lords jufticcs of th'at kingdom; and, furthermore, for his faithful 
fer vices, was by letters patent, dated at Dublin, 17th April, 4th Wil¬ 
liam and Marv, created baron Coningfhy, of Clanbrazil, in the county 
of Armagh; and, in 1693, was by his majefty’s command, fworn of 
the privy council in England. 

In the reign of queen Anne, he was alfo one of her privy council; 
and in 1704 was made vice treafurer, and pay mailer of the force.' in 
Ireland. On the acceffion of George I. he was created an English 
peer, by the title of baron Coningfhy, of Coningfhy, in com. Line, 
with limitation to his daughter, Margaret, and her blue male, by let¬ 
ters patent, dated 18th June, 2d of his reign; and 30th April, 1719, 
he was advanced to the dignity of carl of Coningfhy, with limitation 
of that honour to the ifluc of his fecond wife, according to Collins; 
but Bcatfon fays, with limitation to his daughter, Margaret, and her 
ifTuc male. 

His lordfhip died 1 ft May, 1729, having been twice married. 1 J\ 
his firft lady, daughter of Ferdinando Gorges, of Eye, in c<^. Here!', 
cfquire, he had itTue four daughters; viz. Melior, wife of Thomas, 
firll lord Southwell; Barbara, of George Ayres, of Ayres Court, in 
Ireland, cfquire; Lctticc, of Edward Denny, of Treley, in com. 
Kerry, Ireland; and Mary; alfo three foils; viz. Thomas, Humphrey, 
and Ferdinando. Which Thomas, by his wife, daughter of John Carr, 
of Northumberland, cfquire, had ifluc Thomas, who died unmarried; 
and Richard, who, after fuccccditig his grandfather in the baronv of 
Coningfhy of Clanbrazil, married Judith, daughter of Sir Thomas 
Lawley, baronet; and died the 18th December, 1729, S. I*. 

Rut hv his fecond wife, Frances, daughter and coheir to Kichard 
carl of Ranelagh,* the carl of Coningfhy had ifluc a -*>», Richard, w ho 
died young, and two daughters; \iz. Margaret, and Frances; which 
laft married Charles Hanbury Williams, cfquire. And t!>e fiiid 

Lady M\no\i :i t, ahth January, 3d George I. was created baronefs 
and vifeountefs Coningftiv, of Hampton Court, in com. Hen f. w : »H 
limitation to her ifluc male; and fuccccding her father, became alfo

This lady married Sir Michael Newton, 
knight of the bath, and had a ion, John, who died an infant; and 
having no other iffue, the beforemcntioned titles, on her deccafe about 
the year 1761, became extinft.

The family of Conway derive thcmfelvcs from Sir Henry Conway, 
of Potrithan, in the county of Flint, temp. Richard II. who was lineal 
anct ftor to 

IJdward Conway, who was knighted by Robert carl of Effex, at 
the facking of Cadiz, where he commanded a regiment of foot, and 
behavc 4 *with great gallantry. After which, he ferved in the Nether¬ 
lands, and was governor of the Brill. The 20th of James I. he was 
conftitutcd one of the principal fccrctaries of Rate; and the 22d of 
March, the 22d of the fame king, he was created a baron of the realm, 
by the title of lord Conway, of Raglcy, a manor in the county of 
Warwick; which was acquired by purchafe, the latter end of the 
reign of queen Elizabeth. Moreover, the 2d of Charles f. he was 
created vifeount Killultagh, in the co. of Antrim, in Ireland; and on 
the 6th of June, 3d Charles I. was advanced to the dignity of vifeount 
Conway, of Conway Cafllc, in com. Carnarvon. Shortly after when 
he dcccafcd, anno 1630 (6th Charles I.) 

His wife wy, Dorothy, daughter of Sir John Tracy, of Loding- 
ton, in com. Glouc. knight, by whom he had three fons: Edward, 
his fucccfliy-. Sir Thomas, a lieutenant colonel to colonel Morgan, in 
the wars m Germany : and Ralph ; alfo four daughters; viz. Frances, 
jparriad'io Sir William Pelham, of Brockleiby, in com. Line, knight; 
Bril liana, to Sir Robert Harley, of Brampton Bryan, in com. Hercf. 

kniirht; 
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knight; Heligawrth, of Sir William Smith, in com. Eflez, knight; 

and Mary. 

Edward, next vifeount Conway, in the lifetime of his father had 
been fummooed to parliament as baron Conway, 4th Charles I. He 
died in 1655, having had two wives. By the firft: of which, Frances, 
daughter to Sir Francis Popham, of Littlecot, in com. Somerf. knight, 
he had four ions; John, who died young; Edward, his heir; Francis; 
and Thomas, who died an infant: alfo two daughters; Dorothy, mar¬ 
ried to Sir George Rawdon, of Ireland, baronet; and Anne. But by 
his fccond wife, Katherine, daughter to Giles Hueriblock, of Gant, in 
Flanders, he had no ifluc. 

Edward, third vifeount, in 1679, was advanced by Charles II. to 
the dignity of earl Conway; and was for fomc time fecrctary of Rate. 
By Elizabeth, his firft wife, daughter to Hcneage Finch, recorder of 
London, and fiftcr to the firft carl of Nottingham, of that fumame, 
he had an only fon, Hcneage, who died an infant. His fccond wife 
was Elizabeth, daughter to Henry Booth, carl of Warrington, by 
whom, who died in childbed, he had no ifluc furviving; nor by his 
.third, Urlula, daughter to colonel Stawel. Wherefore, for want of 
heirs, the titles of this family terminated upon the death of his lordfhip 
S. P. in 1683. But the grofs of bis eftate he deviled, by lm will, to 
the ions of Sir Edward Seymour, of Bury Pomeroy, baronet, by his 
fccond wife, Lettice, daughter of-Popham, of Littlecote, enjoin¬ 

ing them to take the name and arms of Conway. 

Since when, Francis, brother and heir to Popham Seymour (alias 
Conway), cldcft fon of the faid Sir Edward, was created baron Con¬ 
way, of Ragley, in com. Warw. in March, 1702-3. Which title is 
now merged in the fuperior one of marquis of Hertford; to which his 
fon, Francis, father of the prefent marquis, w as elevated in 1793.

Cornwall is in the moft weftem part of England; and the people 
of it a remainder, generally, of the ancient Britons. Of this county, 
the firft earl, after the Norman conqueft, was 

Robert earl of Morcton, in Normandy, fon of Harlowen de 
Burge," who founded the abbey of Grcftcin, in that duchy. This 
Harlowen having married Arlotte, mother of Wiliam duke of Nor¬ 
mandy, had two fons; who being half-brothers to the faid duke, ac¬ 
companied him in his Englilh expedition; and for their Services in 
that famous conqueft, were amply rewarded with lands and honours, 
ifobcrt beiWg created, in 1068, earl of Cornwall, with a grant of 793 
manors: JknA Odo, carl ot Kent.*

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This Robert, carl of Cornwall, married Maud, daughter to Roger 
de Montgomery, earl of Shrewfbury; and had iflue a Ion, William, 
and three daughters: whereof, one married Andrew de Vitrei; the 
fecond, Guy dc la Val; and the other, the carl of Thouloufe. When 
he died is not mentioned; but Hcylin makes him fuccccdcd by the 
laid William, his foil, an. 1087. Which 

William was of a moil malicious and arrogant difpofition; and 
taking part with Robert Curthofe, in his rebellion agaiull his brother, 
Henry I. lhared in his difailrous fate; being taken prifoner along 
with him at the fatal battle of .Tenerchcbray, and had afterwards his 
eyes put out; at the fame time his lands and honours were forfeited. 
When he died does not appear; nor what wife or iifue he had, ac¬ 
cording to Dugdale. Yet Lodge, in his Irifli Peerage, Vol. IV. fays, 
he w as father of Adelm, from whom is dcfccndcd the famous family 
of De Burgh, earls of Clanrickard, in Ireland; and of John, from

DUN STAX VILLE EARL OF CORNWALL.

Reginald de Dgnstanville was an Illegitimate fon of king 
Henry I. begotten,^ as it is generally aflerted, on the daughter of Sir 
Robert Corbet. Which Reginald was a flout adherer to Maud the 
emprefs (his half-fifler), notwithflanding he had been created earl of 
Cornwall Jjy king Stephen, as it is laid, anno the 5th of his reign. 
But for this his violation of loyalty, the king took away his earldom,

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and beftowed it on Alan carl of Richmond; who thereupon bore that 
title. 

The tide of affairs, however, having changed, and king Stephen 
having been taken prifoncr at the battle of Lincoln, this earl Alan 
was forced to a full reftitution; from which time, it feems, that Re¬ 
ginald continued ill pofleffion of the earldom. He died 21ft Henry II. 
and was buried at Reading; leaving iflue by Beatrice his wife, daugh¬ 
ter of William Fitz-Richard, a potent man in Cornwall, four daughters; 
viz. Hawyfe, married to Richard de Redvers; Maud, to Robert earl 

of Mellent; Urfula, to Walter de Dunftanvillc ;* and Sarah, to the * Vid. Du*- 
.- rr . flanvillc. 

viicount of Lamoges. 

Upon the death of this Reginald, the king (Henry II.) retained the 
earldom of Cornwall in his own hands, for the ufe of John, his 
younger fon, excepting a fmall proportion to the daughters before- 
mentioned. 

By Beatrice de Vaus, lady of Torre and Karfwcll, the aforefaid Re¬ 
ginald had two baflard fons, Henry and William; whereof the firft, 
called 

Henry Fitz-Count, was a perfbn of note in his time; and about 
the 4th of John, gave 1200 marks for the lands of William de Traci; 
and the 17th of John, had from the fame king, a grant of the whole 
county of Cornwall, with the demefne and appurtenances; but thefc 
were only given him to farm, and not as the earldom of the county; 
for that title he is not recorded to have enjoyed. He died the 6th of 
Henry III. after when, no further mention is made of him, or of his 
pollcrity.

elder brother, Ricnard I. whom fucceeding in the crown, the earl¬ 
dom remained merged therein, until the fame was revived by king 
Henry Ill. in the perfon of Richard his younger brother. Which 

Richard Plant a genet, in the eighteenth year of his age, was 
firft knighted, and then made carl of Poiltou and Cornwall.* This 
prince is faid to have attained great acquirements; to have been ex¬ 
pert and valiant in war, and fo folid in council, that what fortune 
denied him in battle, he fupplied by his conduit and advice. He got 
prodigious fums of money by farming the mint, and the jewels of the 
king; and it is related, that by money he purchafcd the kingdom of 
the Romans, which he hoped would foon have reimburfed him: but 
it proved inftcad, to him a field of trouble, difappointment, and vexa¬ 
tion; fo that he was obliged to return into England a poorer king than 
than he went out an earl. 

In the time of the great difafFe&ion of the barons, he firmly adhered 
to king Henry; and commanded the body of the royal army in the 
unfortunate battle of Lewes, and was there taken prifoncr. But thofc 
troubles of the realm he lived to fee over; and having ailed a long 
part on the theatre of the world with much honour, he at length died, 
after a tedious ficknefs, a. his manor of Bcrkhampflead, in com. Herts, 
the 56th of Henry 111 . and w'as buried in the abbey of Hales, which 
he had founded. He had three wives: the firft was Ifabcl,* third 
daughter and coheir of William Marfhall, carl of Pembroke, by whom 
he had four fons, and a daughter, Ifabel, who died an infant. The fons 
were, 

John, who died young; as alfo did Richard, the third fon; and 
Nicholas, the fourth ; who, together with his mother, died in child¬ 
bed : but

Henry, fccond fon, who, with his father, was taken prifoncr in 
the battle of Lewes, having afterwards undertaken the-Crufadc, and 
being at Viterbium, in Italy, on his return from thence, wts murdered

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there, in the church of St. Lawrence, by Guy, one of the fons of 
Simon Montfort, carl of Leiceftcr, the general of the rebellious barons, 
who had been flain on the prevalence of the royal arms over them at 
the battle of Evefliam, in revenge for his father’s death. 

The fecond wife of Richard carl of Cornwall was Sanchia, daughter 
and coheir to Raymond carl of Provence,* by whom he had a fon, 
Richard, who died young, and Edmund, his fucceffor. His third wife 
was Beatrice,’niece to Conradc archbifhop of Cologne, who furvived 
him; but by her he had no ifl"uc. u 

Edmund, who fucceeded his father, had tfic government of Eng¬ 
land intruded to him in the abfcncc of Edward I. beyond fea; and 
alfo a fecond time, when that monarch went to meet Philip king of 
France. He married Margaret, daughter of Richard, and lifter to 
Gilbert dc Clare, earl of Glouceftcr;' but died without iflue the 28th 
Edward 1 . and was buried by his father, in the abbey of Hales. 
Whereupon his great inheritance returned to the king; he (as the 
lawyers then termed it), being found next of iiti , and heir at larjo.

After tlic earldom of Cornwall had thus reverted to the crown, 
Edward II. conferred the title upon his great favourite, Piers dc Ga- 
vefton. Which 

Piers de Gaveston was the fon of a private gentleman in Gaf- 
coignc, who had merited well for his fervices in the wars of thole 
parts; and on that account had been taken by the king to wait upon 
his cldeft fon, prince Edward, in his childhood, with whom he thus 
laid the foundation of his future fortune. But being a perfon of a 
vicious temper, the king before his death, was fo fcnfible of the dan¬ 
ger of the prince having fo evil a counfellor about him, thet he 
compelled Gavefton to abjure the realm, and forbad his fon recalling 
him, on penalty of his curie. 

On his acccflion to the throne, however, the young monarch not 
only recalled Gavefton, but made him baron of Wallingford, and earl 
of Cornwall; and fo extravagantly loaded him with favours, that he 
thenceforth became fo infolent and imperious, that the reft of the 
nobles could not bear to fee the king fo corrupted and led away, and 
thereupon befought his majefty to remove him; who accordingly ba- 
niflicd him, but loon recalled him again. Thi>, after a repetition of 
the like uneven conduct, at length fo exasperated the nobility, that 
they took up arms and marched to Scarborough, .vhcr-j Gavefton 
then was; and having formed the liege of the town, prclled it with 
lo much vigour, that in a few days this unfortunate perfon was obliged 
to furrender. When, falling into the hands of his cncrnie.., they car¬ 
ried him off to \\ arwiek, and beheaded him. An action, if ever tiiei't: 
was any, which trampled upon the laws of the laud, and the relpc<ft 

due 
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due at all times from the fubjedt to the fovereign; yet withal, a fevcrc 
example to thofc minions of royal power, who fhall abufe the indul¬ 
gence of an cafy prince; and make his wcaknefs the means of their 
own extortions, infolcncies, and oppreffions. 

11 is wife was Margaret, daughter of Gilbert de Clare, earl of Glou- 
ccftcr; by whom he had a daughter, Margaret, or Joanc, that died 
young. 


PLANTAGENET. 

John Plaxtagenet, fecond fon to king Edward II. (commonly 
called John of Eltham, from the place of his birth), next enjoyed this 
earldom ; but it feems he died without wife or iflue, the loth of Ed¬ 
ward III. whereby this honour once more reverted to the crown.

I'a a n c i s) a younger fon of Philip Cuttington, cfquirc, of Godman- 
fton, in cojh. Somerf. the 7th of Charles l. was created lo-d Cotting- 
ton, baron of Ilanworth, in Middle (lx. He was a perlun who railed 
himfelf to his honours, by his own virtue and indullry. He was 
brought up by Sir Edward Stafford, vice chamberlain to queen Eliza¬ 
beth, 
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betli, and was at firft only his gentleman of the horfc; l>ut having 
been fecrctary to the cmbaily in Spain, he came at length to be one 
of the clerks of the council; afterwards chancellor and under treafurer 
of the exchequer; and then lent embaflador into Spain. His merit 
recommended him.to king Charles I. who advanced him (as before- 
mentioned), to the dignity of the peerage. 

In the time of the civil war he attended the king at Oxford, and 
was made his lord treafurer; where, notwithflanding the fmallncfs of 
what he had to manage, it was fufficicnt to create him many enemies, 
even among the king’s friends; who did not envy his preferment 
alone, but there were other caufcs afligned. He had not only, from a 
fmali beginning, raifed himfclf a fine eftate, wherewith he lived in 
great fplendour; but having been mailer of the wards, by his fingular 
good husbandry therein, lie had incrcafed the revenue of the court to 
be much greater than what it had ever been known before his admi- 

i m 

niflration. At which not only thofe at court, but moll of the other 
rich and eminent families in the kingdom, were very much in- 
cenfed. 

He was likewilc fufpc&cd of being a favourer of the Papills, which 
enlarged the number of his enemies: but the lofs of every thing on 
the king's fide, at lalt put an end to all refentments. After which, he 
gave bis conllant attendance on king Charles II. in his exile; but 
never returned to England, dying at Valladolid, in Spain, anno J653, 
at a very advanced age. 

Lord Clarendon obferves of him, “ That he was a vc-y wife and 
“ prudent man; well verfed in bufinefs of all kinds, and of a fedate- 
“ nefs of temper much to be admired; and fpokc and undcrltood the 
“ Spanifii, French, and Italian languages.” 

He married Anne, daughter of Sir William Meredith, “knight (wi¬ 
dow of Sir Robert Brett); which lady died in 1632-3, having had 
iffue five children ; whereof Francis, Elizabeth, and Anne, died before 
her; and Charles, and another Anne, furvived her; but died in the 
lifetime of their father. 

His 
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His lordihip’s body was brought over to England, and interred in 
Weftminftcr Abbey, under a ftatcly monument, erefted by Charles, 
his nephew and heir.* 


COVENTRY OF AYLKSBOROUGH.

The family of Coventry, however ancient or honourable their de- 
feent may feem to be, owe their elevation to the peerage, from the 
affiduity of Sir Thomas Coventry, in the learned profeffion of the law.

Sir Thomas had been recorder of London, folicitor and attorney 
general, and lord keeper of the great fcal; and at length, anno 1628, 
was created by Charles I. baron Coventry, of Aylefborough, in the 
counjfy of Worceftcr. His younger grandfon, Thomas, who, on 
failure of iffuc male from the line of his elder brother, George third 
lord Coventry, had fuccccdcd to the title in 1685, was, by king Wil¬ 
liam III. created (1697), vifeount Deerhurft, and earl of Coventry, 
with remainder, in default of his own ilfue male, to William, Thomas, 
and Henry Coventry, grandfons of Walter, a younger brother to the 
^''omas, firft lord Coventry.

John, fecond fbn, was, by king Charles I. by letters patent, dated 
at Oxford, the itSth of his reign, created lord Craven, of Ilyton in 
com. Salop; and having married Elizabeth, daughter'0 *' V 1II1 »m lord 
Spencer, died S.P. whereby his title terminated. 

William, the eldeft fbn, was highly celebrated for his iv.’Iitary 
talents; having fignalized himfelf in Germany, and in the Nether¬ 
lands, under Henry prince of Orange. He was raifetl the dignity 
of a baron of the realm, by the title of lord Craven, of v lampflcad- 
Marlhall, in the county of Bucks, ad Charles I. with remu-nuer, in 
default of iflue male, to his brothers, John and Thomas, and their 
iflue male; and in the 16th of Charles II. he was fiill further advanced 

to 
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to the titles of vifeount Craven, of Uffington, in com. Berks, and earl 
of Craven, in com. Ebor. And by reafon both his brothers (before- 
mentioned), were then dead S. P. the title of baron Craven, of 
fted Marfhall, was, by a new patent, limited, in default of ifluc male 
of his own body, to Sir William Craven, of Lenewike, in com. Wi- 
gorn, knight, and his illuc male; and in default, to Sir Anthony 
Craven, knight, brother to the find Sir William, and his iffue male. 
But after this, ‘the faid Sir William S. P. M. the carl obtained a fur¬ 
ther grant, by other letters patent, dated the 17th Charles II. that the 
faid title of lord Craven, of Ilampiled Marshall, fhould remain unto 
Sir William, fon of Sir Thomas, another brother to the faid Anthony 
already named, and to the heirs male of his body for ever. 

This worthy old earl lived to be very aged; and to the time of his 
death, was ever ready to ferve the public. He was particularly fa¬ 
mous for giving directions in cxtinguifliing fires in the city of London 
and fuburbs; of which he had fuch early intimation, and was fo ready 
to mo;ant on horfcback, to affift with his prcfcncc, that it became a 
contffnon faying, ** His horfc fmelt a jirc fo fjon as it happened .” 

He died at the age of eighty-eight, anno 1697, unmarried, where¬ 
upon the vifeounty and earldom became extinct; but the barony of 
Craven, of Hampitcd-Marfhall, defeended according to the before- 
mentioned limitation, and thus is now veiled in the prefent carl Craven.

He was twice married: firft, to Dorothy, daughter of Sir John 
Hobart, of Intwood, in Norfolk, baronet (widow of Sir John Helc, 
knight); and, fccondly, to Elizabeth, daughter of William lord Spen¬ 
cer ; but by neither of thefe ladies had any ilfue, fo that on his dcccafe, 
the title died with him, anno 1677.

However, upon having the earldom 
is no more mentioned as earl of Cumberland; and indc 
in Gibfon’s Camden’s Britannia, that Cumberland had 
the time of Henry VIII. when that monarch create 
Clifford, carl of Cumberland. (Vid. Clifford lord Clif 
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After this title had expired in the Clifford family, the fame was 
revived in the perfon of Rupert of Bavaria, prince Palatine of the 
Rhine, by Charles 1 .

Which prince was fccond fon (then living), of Frederick prince 
elector Palatine, by the princefs Elizabeth his wife, only daughter of 
king James I. and by his uncle, king Charles I. was created baron of 
Kendal, carl of Holdemcfs, and duke of Cumberland, January 24th, 
thjr 19th year of his reign. 

In 1642, he came into England, was clc6lcd a knight of the garter; 
and having been early initiated in the art of war, was looked upon as 
a fit man for a ft ion, and was made general of the kings horle; in 
whL.i r . he had his victorious fword crowned with various 
ic royal army being at length totally difperfed, and 
.1 the hands of the parliament, he retired into France, 
d till the time of the reftoration. 
returned again into England, and w’as intruded w ith 
Tploymcnts of high honour, didinftion, and profit, 
with fidelity, zeal, and ability. In the fevcral naval

died unmarried, in 1682.

I.\ 1689, prince George of Denmark was created baron of Wo¬ 
kingham, earl of Kendal, and duke of Cumberland, with precedent'} 
of all dukes, by act of parliament, 9th April, ift William and Mary. 
He was alio conftituted lord high admiral of Great Britain and Ireland. 
He married her royal highnefs the princefs Anne, youngeft daughter 
of king James II. (afterwards queen Anne); by whom he had ilfue, 
two Ions and four daughters; all of whom died before the age of ma¬ 
turity, and in his lifetime. His own death was in 1708; much to the 
forrow and regret of the whole nation, by whom he was greatly re- 
lpe< 5 ted. 


GUELPH DUKE OF CU MBERjl/AX L\ 

The next on whom this title was conferred, was his royal high¬ 
nefs prince William Augustus, who, by his grandfather. George I. 
was created, anno 1726, baron of the Ille of Alderney; v^count Trc- 
maton, in Cornwall; carl of Kcnnington, in Surrey; rnarqu. of Bet k- 
hampltead, in Ilcrtforddiire; and duke of Cumberland. 

His royal highnefs embraced early a military life, and was with his 
father, George II. at the battle of Dcttingcn; where, behaving with 

great 
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great gallantry, he was wounded. Afterwards, as commander in chief 
of the army on the continent, he fought the defperate battle of Fon- 
tenoy; and, in 1746, being called over to command the Englilh troops 
againft the Pretender, he completely defeated him and the Scotch 
army at Culloden; whereby he put a glorious termination to that 
dangerous rebellion. 

As a military man, he ranked high among the firft generals of the 
day, for courage, conduct, and ability; and in private life, he obtained 
great eftimation lor his integrity, zeal for the public welfare, and 
many other amiable qualities; wherefore, as he had lived generally be¬ 
loved, fo on his death, in 1765, his lofs was univerfally lamented. 
Having never been married, his titles became extinft. 

But long it was not before that of Cumberland was again revived 
in the perfon of 

^Prince Henry Frederick, a younger brother to his prefent ma- 
jefty, George III. who, in 1766, was pleafed to create him duke of 
Cumberland and Strathern, in Great Britain, and carl of Dublin, in 
Ireland.

/This noble duke, however, at length became fo enamoured with 
Mrs. Horton (lifter to the prefent carl of Carhampton), that finding all 


attempts 
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attempts were vain that were not the mod honourable, he confldcrcd 
his happinefs fo much depended upon his being united to her, that he 
offered her his hand; and they were married in November i//i- 

The refult of this marriage was received with difguft at court; and 
the confequcnce was, the pafling of that aft of parliament, called the 
Royal Marriage Aft; whereby the future marriages of the royal family 
are confined and regulated by certain wife and wholefome enact¬ 
ments. 

Iiis royal highnefs died in 1790, without ifTue; and thus his titles 
terminated with him. That of Cumberland has, however, been once 
more revived, and is now borne by his royal highnefs prince Ernest- 
Augustus, one of the younger fbns of his prefent majeftv, and a 
nephew of the late duke.

Of this family, there certainly is no mention in Dugdale, or anv 
other baronage, of having anciently been ranked among the barons of 
the realm; yet in Gibfon’s Camden’s Britannia, in the account of 
Derbyfhire, notice is made of Sir Robert Curzon, knighted bv king 
Henry VII. and created a baron of the empire by the emperor Maxi¬ 
milian, A.D. 1580, on the account of his fingul’* - v ? 1 nur. Op 
alfo king Henry VIII. in like manner, is faid to havc'con.^nxd the 
title of a baron of England,+ and afligned to him a liberal pcnfion: 
but it does not appear that he ever had a voice or feat in parliament.

Danby is an ancient caftle in the North Riding of Yorklhire, and 
belonged anciently to the Latimcrs lords Latimer; from which family 
it puffed to Ralph Nevil, earl of Weftmorcland, together with divers 
other lands and manors of the faid barony; who forthwith gave them 
to his younger fon, George Nevil, whom king Henry VI. fummoned 
to parliament, by the title of lord Latimer. His iffuc male failing, 
temp, queen Elizabeth, the inheritance came to be divided between 
the daughters and coheirs of John the laft lord; and in this divifion 
the caftle of Danby, with the lands adjoining, fell to the lhare of his 
daughter, Elizabeth, married to Sir John Danvers, knight.* Which 
Sir John, by the faid Elizabeth, among other iffuc, had 

Sir Hen n y Danvers, knight, his fceond fon; who, the ift of 
James I. was, by letters patent, created baron Danvers, of Dantfey, 
in com. Wilts; and the 3d of James I. by fpecial ad of parliament, 
reftored in blood, as heir to his father, notwithftanding the attainder 
of Sir Charles Danvers, his elder brother, who loft his life for partak¬ 
ing in the infurredion of the earl of Effex, temp, queen Elizabeth; 
aiv? ir»..the ift of ^Charles I. he was further advanced to the dignity of 
earl affo r ad y , and abb elected afterwards a knight of the garter. 

This nobleman, from his youth, had been bred up to arms; and in 
many notable adions, both by fea and land, greatly diftinguilhed him- 
felf by his courage and condud; and at length died unmarried, the 
20th of January, 1643-4, in the feventy-firft year of his age; being 
tlr*n full of honour, wounds, and days, as the infeription upon his 
monument, in the parifli church of Dantfey, moft amply fets forth. 
H', was founder of the famous phyfic garden at Oxford; the charge 
whereof in thole days amounted to little Ids than ^f.5000.

This family is prefumed to be derived from the fame ancient ftock, 
which fo long flourifhed in the counties of Lincoln and York, as we 
have before noticed ;* but the exalt line of defeent remains uncertain. 
The firft, however, of this houfc, of whom mention is made, was • 
Robert Darcy (or Darcie), who ha\ing been firft a lawyer’s 
clerk, afterwards married a rich merchant's widow, of Malden, in 
Eflex.’ 1 Which widow', called Alice, was daughter and coheir of 
Henry Fitz-Langlev, and died 26th of Henry VI. and was buried in 
the church of All-Hallows, in Malden, with this Robert, her hufband. 
They had ifluc two Tons; viz. Sir Robert Darcy, of Danbury; and 
John Darev, of Tolfliunt. 1 From which Sir Robert came 

Thomas, his great grandfon; who, the 36th of Henry VIII. w pm 
maftcr of the king’s artillery in the Tower at' Ldftvfcn ; and ilic 5th 
of Edward VI. being then vice chamberlain of the king’s holilhold, 
was created a baron of the realm, by the title of lord Darcie of 
Chiche; and thereupon had fummons to the parliament then fitting. 
He was alfo made a knight of the garter; and dcccafrd, circ. i56o. k 
His wife was Elizabeth, daughter of John carl of Oxford, by whom

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he had three Tons; viz. John; Alberic, who died at Newhaven; and 
Robert. Alfo two daughters; whereof Thomafine married Richard 
Southwell, of Woode Ryfing, in Norfolk, efquire; and Conftancc, Ed¬ 
mund Pyrton, of Bentley, in Eflex. 

John, fecond lord Darcy of Chiche, the 16th of Elizabeth, ac¬ 
companied the earl of Eflex in his expedition into Ireland, and died 
the 33d of the fame reign; leaving by*Francis his wife, daughter of 
Richard lord* Rich, Thomas, his ion and heir; John, 'who died un¬ 
married; and a daughter, Mary, wife of Robert lord Lumley. 

Thomas, third lord, upon the 5th July, 19th James I. was created 
vifeount Colclieftcr for life, with remainder to Sir Thomas Savage, of 
Rock Savage, in com. Ccftr. and the heirs male of his body, by Eli¬ 
zabeth his wife, eldcft daughter of him the faid Thomas; and upon 
the 4th November, 3 d Charles I. was further advanced to the dig¬ 
nity of carl Rivers, with the like limitation, in default of iflue male, to 
the faid Sir Thomas Savage. 

By Mary, his wife, daughter and heir of Sir Thomas Kitlon, knight, 
he had an only ion, Thomas, and. four daughters. Which Thomas 
married the daughter and heir of Sir John Fitz, of South Taviftock, 
in com. Devon (widow of Sir Alan Perci), but died S. P. in his fa¬ 
ther’s lifetime. The daughters were, Elizabeth, married to the 
before-mentioned Sir Thomas Savage; Mary, to Roger, fon to Sir Peter 
Manwood, K. B.; Penelope, firft, to Sir George Trenchard, knight; 
and next, to Sir Jphn Gage, of Fixley, in Suflcx, baronet; and Sufan, 
who cj&d unmarried. 

This carl Rivers died 15th Charles I. without furviving iflue male; 
whereupon the barony of Darcy of Chiche failed,- and the titles of Col- 
chcftcr and Rivers devolved upon Sir Thomas Savage, by reafon of 
the limitations before fpecificd.

DARLINGTON. 

This place is a market town in the county Palatine of Durham, 
remarkable for a beautiful church, with an high Ip m^r ifing the 

midft of it; and in 1685-6, gave title to Catherine Sidley, whom king 
James II. created, for life, baronefs of Darlington; and counted of 
Dorchcfter, January 2 o, the 1 ft year of his reign. 

This lady was the only daughter of Sir Charles Sidley, baronet, 
(whole life is given in the Riographia Britannica), and is known for 
her intrigues w ith king James; by whom, to give her the greater 
luftre, fhe was advanced to the beforenamed dignities. But thefe 
honours, fo far from plcafing Sir Charles, greatly ihockcd him ; as he 
looked upon her exaltation as rendering her more confpicuoufly infa¬ 
mous.

mous. He therefore conceived an hatred to the king, and readily- 
joined thofc who wiihed to bring about the revolution; and being 
*h{kcd one day, why he appeared fo warm againft the king, who had 
created his daughter a countefs, he replied, “ it was from gratitude; 
** for as his majetty had made his daughter a countefs , it was but fit he 
“ fhould do all he could to make bis daughter a queen." 

Bv king James file had a fon, who died an infant; and a daughter, 
called Catherine Darnley, who married James carl of Anglefcy, by 
whom flic had an only daughter, Catherine, that married William, 
father of Conftantinc Phipps, lord Mulgravc; but being afterwards 
divorced from the earl of Anglcfey by aft of parliament, Ihc married, 
iecondly, John Sheffield, duke of Buckingham.* 

The countefs of Dorchcfter married Sir David Collyear, knight, 
created baron, and aftewards carl of Portmorc, by king William III. 
and by him had ifluc fevcral children; as in the Scotch Baronage may 
be Inore fully fecn. 

This title was next conferred upon Ciiarlotte-Sophia , 1 countefs 
of Leinftcr, in Ireland; who, by his majefty, George I. anno 1722, 
was created barone/s of Brentford, in Middlefex, and countc/s of Dar¬ 
lington; and died in 1725. 

She married the baron Kilmanfegg (w ho was matter of the horfe to 
king George 1 . as clettor of Hanover); and had ifluc a daughter, 
Charlotte, who married Scrope, l'ccond vifeount Howe, of the king¬ 
dom of Ireland.f

DELAMERE.

The family of Booth was of great repute and honourable note, 
through a fuccefilon of many generations, in the counties Palatine of 
Lancaftcr and Chefter, long before it arrived to the rank of peerage. 
And from this ancient line dcfccndcd 

Sir Horekt Booth, who married Douce, daughter and coheir to 
Sir William Venables, of Bollcn, in the county of Chefter, knight; 
which Sir William was fon of Joan, daughter and heir of Hamon 
Fitton, grandlon of John Fitton, of Bollcn, by Cecilic his wife, cldeft 
daughter and coheir of Hamon de Maflie, the fixth and laft baron of 
Dunham Maftie; which was one of the eight baronies created by Hugh 
Lupus, earl of Chefter.* 

This Sir Robert, through the faid Douqgjiis ja ife, was the firft 
Booth of Dunham Maflie, fo called from the former lords thereof, to 
diftinguifh it from another Dunham in the fame county. And from 
him was hereditarily derived 

George Booth, who was created a baronet at the firft inftitution 
of that order, 22d May, 1611 (9th James ].); in which .honour he 
was fuerceded by George, his grandfon (viz. fon of William, his eldcft 
fon, who died in his lifetime, by Vcre his wife, one of the daughters 
and coheirs of Sir Thomas Egcrton, fon and heir apparent of Thomas 
vifeount Brack ley, lord chancellor of England). Which

George, in confideration of his zealous attachment to the royal 
caufe, and eminent endeavours to promote the reftoration, was, by 
Voters patent, dated the 20th April, 13th Charles II. created lord Dc- 
lamcr of Dunham Maflic, and to the heirs male of his body. 

He married, firft, Catherine, daughter of Theophilus earl of Lin¬ 
coln, by whom he had an only daughter, Verc, born in 1643, an ^ 
died lingle in 1717; and to his fccond wife, Elizabeth, daughter of 
Henry carl of Stamford, who brought him feven fons. Of which, 
William, the eldeft, died young; Henry was his fucceffor; Charles, 
George, Robert, Cecil, and Nevil. Alfo five daughters; Elizabeth, 
Anne, Jane, Diana, and Sophia. His lordihip died at Dunham Maffie, 
in 1684, aged fixty-threc; and was fuccecdcd by 

Hj-mry, his fecond, and eldeft furviving fon ; who, like his father, 
was an adive inftrument in a revolution of the government. He was 
thrice imprifoned for his noble love of liberty; and on the 14th of 
Jafiuary, 1685, was tried by his peers, in Weftminftcr Hall, for high 
treafon: but made fo full and clear a defence that he was, by all 
his judges, who gave their voices feriatim, unanimoufly acquitted. 
After this he lived retired in the country; but on the landing of the 
prince of Orange, to refeue the kingdom from popery and arbitrary 
power, he raifed a great force in Chefhirc and Lancaihirc, and repaired 
to join him. And thus this nobleman, who narrowly efcaped the 
fury of king James and judge Jefferies, lived to be commifiioned by 
‘ the prince of Orange, to order that king to remove from Whitehall. 
A meflage which he delivered with fo generous a decency, that the 
unfortunate monarch, after his retirement into France, obferved, 
“ That the lord Detainer, whom he had ufed ill, treated him with 
much more regard, than thofe to whom he had been kind, and from 
whom he might better have expeded it.” Yet notwithflanding his fer- 
viccs to the prince, in bringing about the revolution, he was foon after 
difmiifcd; but at the fame time was created carl of Warrington, 17th 
April, 2d William and Mary, to luni} £ind the heirs nulc his bodv» 

And 
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And, for the better fupport of his dignity, had a pcnfion of£.scco per 
annum ailigncd to him; but which, however, was only paid for one 
half year, and then fullered to run in arrear; and now. remains Hated 
in the lift of king William’s debts, which was drawn up by order of 
queen Anne. 

This, noble carl was an author; and wrote a vindication of his dear 
friend, the lord Hull'd, who had fallen a martyr to the caufe of the 
liberties «»f his country, befides lcveral other publications mentioned in 
Walpole’s Catalogue.* He died January z, 1603-4. His wife was 
Mary, daughter and foie heir of Sir James Langhum, of Cottefbrooke, 
in com. Northampt. baronet, by whom he had four funs and two 
daughters. The ions were, James, who died an infant; George, hi- 
iiicceftor; Lnngham, a perfon of unblemifhed reputation and inte¬ 
grity, w ho wa> a groom of the bed chamber to George prince of 
Wales, and died, unmarried, in 1724; and Henry, who wu> a ftudent 
in the Temple; but having ruined his fortune among the harpies of 
Exchange Alley, retired into Holland, where he died, a bachelor, in 
J7-(>, and wa- there buried in the Great Church. The daughters 
were, . lizabeth, married to Thomas, eldell: fun of Sir Thomas Dehes, 

• ■f Uoddington, in Chelbire, baronet; and Mary, to Rnilel Robartes, 
grandfon of John Robartes, firit carl of Radnor. 

Gr.ouoi., third lord Delamer, and fecond earl of Warrington, has 
very little mention made of him ; yet Walpole notices him, in his 
Catalogue of Royal ar.d Noble Authors, as lulling written a trad, in-* 
thulcd, C onlideration- upon the Inftitution of Marriage.” Rut he 
him no compliment-, either upon his abilities, or the merits of 
the wori. 

He man led Man, civ-ft of the two daughters and coheirs of John 
O.dbury, ot London, merchant (b> Mary his wife, daughter and co¬ 
heir ut Thomas IJoliun, or Boone, i f Mount Boone, near Dartmouth, 
in com Devon, efejuire), and had an only daughter, Mary, who, in 
1736, married Henry Grey, tail ot Stamford. But having no ift'uc 

male, 
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male, the earldom of Warrington, on his deceafe, in 1758, became 
extin£t; but the baronyj^f Delamer defeended to Nicholas, his coufin, 
^mth furviviRg fon of Robert, fifth fon of George, firft lord Delamer. 
Which 

Nicholas, fourth and laft lord Delamer, was bred a Spanifli mer¬ 
chant; and married, in 1743, Margaret, daughter of Richard Jonc*, 
of Ramfbury Manor, Wilts, efquire, by whom he had two fons; 
George and Henry, who both died young; and a daughter, Elizabeth, 
who died unmarried, in 1765. After fuccecding to the honour, this 
Nicholas was chairman of the committees of the houle of lords, from 
1765 to his death, in 1770. When, having no ifluc furviving, the 
title determined in this family, and remains, as it is prefumed, ex¬ 
tinct ; though of late, various perfons of the name of Booth, have been 
announced as having a claim thereto.

The prefumed progenitors of this noble houfe have already been 
mentioned in the firft volume of this work.* From whom, through 
a long line of illuftrious anccftors, dcfccndcd 

Francis Blake Delaval, cfquire, who died in 1752; having 
married Rhoda, daughter of Robert Aprcecc, ot Waftiingley, in the 
county of Huntingdon, cfquire (by Sarah his wife, one of the daugh¬ 
ters, and at length folc heir of Sir Thomas Huffey, baronet, defeended 
from Robert, next brother to John lord Huffc\, baron of Sleaford, in 
com. Linc.f), and had iffuc divers fons; whereof Sir Francis Blake 
Delaval, K. B. married Ilabella, daughter of the earl of Thanct, and 
widow of lord Naffau Paulct but died without any legitimate iffuc ; 
and 

John Hcsset Delaval, the fecond fon, was created a baronet 
in 1761 ; in 1782, an Irifh peer, by the title of baron Delaval, of 
Redford, in the countv of Wicklow; and, finally, in 1780, an Kntrlilh 
peer, by the title of baron Delaval, of Seaton Delaval, Northumber¬ 
land.

The noble family of Ferrers, which for fo long a time flourifhed in 
this kingdom in divers eminent branches, owed its original to Wal- 
cheline dc Ferrers, or Fcrrariis, a Norman. Whofe fon, 

Henry de Ferrers, obtained from William the Conqueror, a 
grant of Tutbury Gallic, in the county of Stafford, together with large 
pofieflions in many other counties; of which 114 manors were in 
Dcrbylhire. This Henry founded the priory of Tutbury; and by Berta 
his wife, had ifTue Eugenulf and William, who died before him; and 
Robert, his forviving fon and heir. Which 

Robert was created earl of Derby by king Stephen, in confideration 
of his great ferviccs in the famous battle of Northallerton (commonly 
called the Battle of the Standard), wherein he had an honourable 
fhare, and commanded the Dcrbyfhire men. But he died the year 
following, V139; leaving by Hawifc his wife, Robert, his fon and heir," 
and three daughters; viz. lfblda, married to Stephen dc Beauchamp; 
Maud, to Bertram dc Verdon ; and - - - - to Walchelinc dc Maminot. 
Which 

Robert, focond carl of Derby, was very liberal to the church, and 
founded a priory in Derby, and the abbey of Mccrvalc, in Warwiek- 
fhire; where on his death, he w as buried, according to his defire, 
wrapped in an ox’s hide. 

William, third carl, fuccccded his father; and the 12th of 
Henry II. on the afTcfTmcnt of aid for marrying the king's daughter.

He caufed the body of 
Hcn^Si ftJFe rrers, his anceftor, to be tranflated into the church of 
Tqjftnuy, onth a - ri g h K Kand of the high altar; and confirmed to the 
monks of Tutbury, the grants that had been formerly made to them 
by his predecetfbrs. This William married Margaret, daughter and 
heir to William Pevcrel, of Nottingham, and had iffuc two fons, Ro¬ 
bert and Walcheline. p Which 

Robert** founded the priory at Woodham, commonly called 
Woodham-Fcrrers, in EiTex; and married Sibilla, daughter of Wil¬ 
liam de Braofe, lord of Abergavenny and Brecknock, by whom he 
had William, his fon and heir, and two daughters; viz. Milicent, 
wife of Roger lord Mortimer, of Wigmorc; and Agatha, who being a 
concubine to king John, by him had a daughter, called Joane, mar¬ 
ried to Leweline prince of Wales. This Robert upon his deceafe was 
fucceeded by 

William, his fon and heir, who enjoyed his honours but for a 
fhort time; dying at the fiege of Aeon, in the Holy Land, whither 
he had attended the king, 3d of Richard I. leaving William, his fon 
and heir, who the fame year paying £.100 for his relief, had livery of 
his lands. Which 

William, the lft of king John, was folemnly created earl of 
Derby, by a fpecial charter: that is, according to Selden,* he had 
livery, or reftitution of his earldom of Derby. For it is laid, that 
William, his father, had by Richard I. in the lft of his reign, been

not long continue difpofleffcd thereof. By this* \.har fe g e had a grant 
of the third penny of all the pleas impleaded before the iheriff through 
the county of which he was carl, to hold to him and his heirs, in as 
ample a manner as any of his anccflors had enjoyed the fame. More¬ 
over, in confidcration of 2000 marks, he obtained another charter 
from the king, of the manor of Higham Ferrers, in com. Northampt. 
with the hundred and park ; as allb of the manor of Blifew'orth and 
Newbottle, in the fame county; which were part of the - lands of 
William Pcvercll, of Nottingham, w-hofc daughter and heir, Margaret, 
was his grandmother. 1 ' 15 y which, and other great favours from the 
king, he confidercd h'.mfelf fo bounden in gratitude, that he adhered 
firmly to him in his contefl with the rebellious borons; and likewife 
ftood ardently ioval to his fbn, Henry III. In the 1 yth year of whole 
reign, having married Agnes, one of the fillers and coheirs of Ranulph 
earl of Chefler, he accounted /.50 for the relief of thole lands of her 
inheritance, and the next year had livery of her purparty; but the 31ft 
of Henry 111 . he deceafed, having been long afHidled with the gout, 
as did his countels in the fame month ; having been married, accord¬ 
ing to fume authorities, feventy-five years, and by others, fifty-five. 

William, Ion and heir of the lafl, was the next carl; who, 33 d 
of Henry III. doing his homage, had livery of Chartley Gallic, as alfo 
of all the other lands of his mother’s inheritance. But being forcly 
afflided w ith the gout, and by rcafon thereof drawn from place to 
place in a chariot, he was, through the hccdleffncfs of the driver, 
thrown from the bridge at St. Ncotts, in Uuntingdonfhirc, and had 
his limbs fo broken and bruifed, that he died the 38th of Henry HI. 
12.54. ft is fa*d he was a difcrcct man, and well \crfed in the laws

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of the land. By Sibil, his firft wife, one of the daughters and coheirs 
to 'VilliaipAJard^l!, earl of Pembroke, he had feven daughters, as 
in the~*n^ ^dp\v .Jr by Margaret, his fecund wife, one of the 
daughters andcoheirs to Roger dc Quinc't, earl of Winchefter, he had 
two fbns; viz. Robert, his fuccelTor; and William, unto whom his 
mother gave the lordthip of Groby, in com. Lcic.* 

Robert, who fucceedcd his father, was the lull earl of this family. 
In the civil war between king Henry and the barons, he united with 
the latter, to maintain the juft liberties of the nation, according to the 
two great charters. But after the battle of Evefham, w hen the ba¬ 
rons’ power was annihilated, and Montfort, their leader, fluin, this 
Robert fubmitted himfclf to the king, and had a pardon for his offence 
on certain conditions. Which, however, not fulfilling, and taking up 
arms again, he was overcome, and totally defeated at Cheftcrficld; 
and being afterwards difeovered, and taken prifoncr, was brought to 
London, where, in a parliament holdcn at Weftminfter, he was en¬ 
tirely divefted of his earldom, and other great poffcflions, and died yth 
Edward I. He was twice married : firft, to Mary, daughter to Hugh 
le Brun, carl of Angoulefme; and, ftcondly, to Eleanor, daughter of 
Ralph lord Baffet, by whom he had John, his fon and heir; whole 
defeendants were afterwards known by the denomination of Ferrers 
barons of Chartley.-f* 

Upon the difmhcritancc of Robert carl of Derby, his caftlc of Tut- 
bury, and divers other of his great eftates, w’crc granted by Henry III. 
to his fecond fon, Edmund (furnamed Crouchback), carl of Lancaftcr, 
who, by fome authorities, is alio laid to have been invefted with the 
earldom of Derby; but in regard he had not any patent of creation, 
as he had to the honours of Lancaftcr and Leicefter, we fliall not treat 
of him any further in this place, but refer the reader to the head of 
“ Plantagcnct earl of Lancaftcr.’’^

Bevoxd Huy caftle, in Cumberland, the river Derwent falls into 
the ocean ; which riling in Barrodalc (a vale furrounded with crooked 
hills), runs among the mountains called Derwent-Feils ; wherein at 
Newiands, and ionic other places, lomc rich veins of copper (not 
without a mixture of gold and filvcr) were found ; about which there 
was a memorable trial between queen ILlizabeth and Thomas Percy, 
earl of Northumberland, and lord of the manor; but by virtue of the 
royal prerogative (there being veins of gold and filvcr), it was deter¬ 
mined in favour of the queen. Through thefe mountains the Der¬ 
went lprcads itlelf into a fpacious lake, wherein are three iflands: owe 
the feat of the family of Ratcliff Knight, temp. Henry V. who married 
Margaret, daughter and heir to Sir John do Derwentwater, knight; 
another inhabited by miners; and the third, Hippo led to be that 
wherein Bede mentions St. Herbert to have led an hermit’s life. Kim; 
James II. in the fourth of his reign, crcdled Derwentwater into the 
title of an earldom, in the perfon of 

Sir Fit ax cis Ratcliff, of Diliton, in Northumberland, baronet, 
lineal heir male to the beforementioned Sir Ratcliff, and Margaret de 
Derwentwater his wife; which Sir Francis was created baron of Tin- 
dale, vifeount Ratcliff and I,anglcy, and carl of Derwentwater, by letters 
patent, dated yth March, 1OS7-S, the 4th Janies If. This nobleman 
died in 1696-7, leaving iifuc by Catherine his wife, daughter and heir 
to Sir William Fenwick, of Mch’on, in Northumberland, four daugh¬ 
ters ; viz. Anne, married to Sir Philip ('oiiftablc, of Flainborougli, in 
com. F.bor. kni/’.t ; (‘ hcrine, Kii/abeih, a:id Mary; as alfb five 
foils; Francis-ialv.ard ( ^ho died unmarried) ; Thomas, an officer in 
the army; William, and Arthur. Of thefe, the el deft, 

Fean ers. 
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Francis, was his fuccclTor; who, in the lifetime of his father, 
marfiedJVfary Tudor, natural daughter of king Charles II. by Mrs. 
Mary Da\is; ! andr-fff her had James, Francis, and Charles ;i and a 
daughter, Mary-Tudor-RatclifF. And died 29th April, 1705. 

James, third carl of Derwcntvvatcr, was that unfortunate noble¬ 
man, who taking part with the Pretender (fo called), in the rebellion 
in Scotland, anno 1715, thereby wrought his own deftruction; for 
being made prifoner by the king’s forces, he was brought up to Lon¬ 
don, tried by his peers, found guilty, and finally beheaded, 24th Fe¬ 
bruary, 1715-16. Thus his titles and citato became forfeited.

At the time of the general furvey, Baldwin, a younger brother to 
Richard Fitz-Ciilbcrt, anc.etlor to the great family of Clare, 4 * betides 
ample poflefLions in lcveral other counties, poflefled no lei's than 159 
lordlliips in Devonlhire, and nineteen houfes in Exeter. This 

Baldwin, by tome called de Brionis; by others, dc Molis (from

Conqueror; from whom he obtained the barony of Okehampton, 
where he had his caftle ;* the cuftody of the cotmty'of Devon, and 
the government of Exeter cattle, in fee. He had ifliie three fo'ns; 
Richard, furnamed de Rcdvcrs; Robert, governor of Brion, in Nor¬ 
mandy; and William; as alfo, according to Dugdale, three daughters; 
whereof Adcliza only furvived.f But other authors mention only two 
daughters; of which, Odela died iffuelefs; and Emma* married, firft, 
to William Avcnal; and, fecondly, William de Abrancis; by which 
latter, flie was mother of Robert dc Abrancis, who, upon the reilgna- 
tion, and by the intereft of his uncle, Richard, obtained a grant of the 
barony of Okehampton. This Robert took to wife a daughter of 
Godwin Dole, and had an only daughter and heirefs, Maud, who was 
twice marrried; firft, to-Dcincourt, by whom fhc had a daugh¬ 

ter, Hawifc; and next, to Robert Fitz-Edith, a natural ftm of Henry I. 
by whom flic had alfo a daughter, Matilda; both which ladies be¬ 
came the wives of two brothers; viz. Ilawifc, of Reginald de Cour¬ 
tenay; and Matilda, of William de Courtenay. Of the Tons, 

Rich ah d de Redvers fuccecded his father. He it was who rc- 
figned the barony of Okehampton to his nephew, Robert de Abrancis, 1 
and was made earl of Devon, by Henry I. having alfo the tertium 
denarium of the iflues of the county affigned to him , together with 
Tiverton, and the honour of Plimpton. Moreover, he had a grant of 
the Ifle of Wight, in fee; which formerly had been conferred by the 
Conqueror on William Fitz-Ofbornc, carl of Hereford, w hole daughter

Baldwin, the eldeft fon, fuccccdcd his father; but taking part 
with Maud the emprefs againft king Stephen, was banifhed; yet upon 
the demife of that king, returning back, he was reftored to his honours, 
and died the ift of Henry II. He married Lucia,* daughter of Dru 
de Baiun; and had iflue a daughter, Maud, wife to Ralph de Avenel, 
and three fons: Richard; William, alfo furnamed de Vernon; and 
Henry, who died in his lifetime, and was buried at Quarrera, in the 
Ifle of Wight, where he himfclf was alfo interred; the abbey there 
being of his own foundation. 

Richard, next earl of Devon, enjoyed his dignity but a fliort time; 
dying the 8th of Henry II. His wife was Dionyfia, daughter of Re¬ 
ginald earl of Cornwall, by whom he had two fons, Baldwin and 
Richard; whereof the cldcft. 


Baldwin,, married Alice, daughter and heir of Ralph de Dole, in 
Berry, but died S. 1 \ and w as fuccccded by his brother, 

Richard, whofe wife was Emma,* daughter of Robert de Pontc- 
archcsbut dying alfo ilfuelefs, in 1166, the earldom defeended upon

Baldwin, upon the death of his grandfather, earl William, the ill 
of Henry III. was his fuccclTor; and married Amieia, daughter of 
Gilbert de Clare, carl of Glouccllcr. He died the 211th Henry III. in 
the flower of his youth, leaving an only Ion, Baldwin, and two daugh¬ 
ters; viz. Margaret, a nun ; and Ilabtd, at length heir to her brother. 

Baldwin, the next and lalt earl of hi> family, married A vice,* of 
Savoy, a kinfwoman of queen Eleanor, wife of Ilenry, 111 . but was 
foon after poilbned at the table of" Peter of Savoy, uncle to the Jiiid 
queen Eleanor (together with Richard carl of Gloucelter, and divers 
other great perfom). and died a Aery young man, about the \car 1161, 
or 2, without ifl'ue (John, his only child, Inning dteealed in his life¬ 
time), leaning hii After, 

Isadel, to his honours and great cllates, excepting the dowry of 
Amieia, his mother, then funning. This Isabel wa> the wife of Wil¬ 
liam de Foitibin, r-arl of All emarlr, ar.d iiad ilThc three foils; John, 
Thomas and William, who ali died infant:; and two naught; rs; of 
which, Anne died unmarried ; and Axeline being heiref- to the two 
great inherit;;!: of Albemarle and Devon, was married, or rather

the Id i d !■■■;• il .1 r'.:r.c. ; with which the ddccudanU by the feeontf marri.tge of Ueginald da 
t’ouvtenav li.ii e i.tev.'ie .1 
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was feifcd of a certain annuity for the tdftlum denarium of the county 
of Devon, with divers lands by right of inheritance, &c. but that the 
tame was refuted to be paid him, by rcafon Re was “ no earl. Where¬ 
upon the king having, upon inveftigation, found the reprefentation of 
Hugh dc Courtenay to be true, did, by his letters patent, sad Febru¬ 
ary, 9th Edward III. declare, that he thou Id thenceforth aflumc the 
title of carl; and ftyle himfelf earl, as liis anccftors, carls of Devon, 
had wont to do. 

The monk of Forde, though he gives this carl the chara&cr of 
being extraordinarily endued with wifdom and knowledge, and that 
he arrived to greater wealth and honour than all his anccftors, yet 
complains, that he was no friend at all to their abbey; and dealt mott 
injurioufly with them in many refpedts. 

He married Agnes dc St. John, and had ifluc four fons, and two 
daughters;* and dcccafmg the 14th Edward Ill. was fueceedcd by his 
eldcft Ion, 

Hugh, who, the 24th of Edward III. was elected one of the 
knights of the garter; which order had been then newly inftituted. 
He died 5ill Edward III. having married Margaret, daughter of 
Humphrey Bohun, earl of Hereford; and had iftuc eight tons and nine 
daughters, according to Edmonibn; but Dugdalc only fays flx Ions and 
five daughters.^ Of which Tons, Hugh* and Thomas, the firft and 
fecond, died before their father; as did Edward, the third fon, who by 
Emmeline his wife, daughter of Sir John D’Auncy, knight, had two 
fons, Edward and Hugh. Whereof 

Edward, on the death of his grandfather, was his fucceflbr; and 
was commonly called the Blind Earl. He married Maud, daughter 
of Thomas lord Camois;J by whom he had three fons. Sir Edward,

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an admiral of the king’s fleet, whofe wife was Eleanor, daughter of 
Roger Mortimer, earl of March, by whom lie had no iflue, and died 
in his father’s lifetime (1418); Sir Hugh, his fucceflbr; and James. 
He died 5th December, 1419, when the title, &c. devolved upon the 
faid fecond, but elded furviving fon, 

Hugh ; who enjoyed his honours a very fliort time, dying two 
years after; viz. 10th Henry V. having had iflue by Anne his wife, 
daughter of Richard lord Talbot, two Ions; of which the youngeft 
died unmarried; and 

Thomas, the cldeft, fuccecded him in the earldom; who was a 
firm Lancaflrian, and died juft before the acccflion of Edward IV. to 
the crown. His wife was Margaret, daughter of John Beaufort, earl 
of Somcrfet, and marquis of Dorfet, by whom he had five daughters; 
viz. Joanc, who married Sir Roger Clifford; Elizabeth, Sir Hugh 
Conway; and Anne, Matilda, and Eleanor, who died young; alto 
flirec funs; Thomas, his fucceffor; Henry-, beheaded for his attach¬ 
ment to the houfc of Lancaftcr; and John, flain on the fame fide at 
the battle of TcwkclLury. Which Henry and John both died un¬ 
married. 

Thom as, who was the next earl, was taken at the battle of Teu¬ 
ton, and beheaded; and having been attainted, his two brothers, who 
were then alive, could not fuccced to the title. Which thus, by the 
exeilion of three promifing young men, terminated the elder branch of 
the male line of the Courtney family.

Thus, on the downfal of the Courtneys, and their attainder, the 
earldom of Devon being forfeited to the crown, king Edward IV. was 
vol. 111.

Who, as he thus obtained the honour by the depreflion of his 
prcdeceffor, held it not long; for the very fame year lie loft it with 
difgrace and ignominy, being beheaded, iyth Augufl, t/ili Edward IV.

COURTENAY RESTORED. 

No fooner had Henry VII. obtained the crown, than he began to 
rcflore their forfeited honours and eftates to thole families who had 
flood firm to the Lancaflrian intcrcfl. Therefore Ilenry Courtenay, 
and liis younger brother, John, being both dead S. I*, he rcllorcd the 
next heir male, 

Sir Edward Courtenay, of Haccombc (grandfon of Hugh, 
younger brother of Edward, third carl of Devon), to the earldom of 
his anccflors (and granted him back, inter alia, the caitfc and manor 
of Tiverton), by patent, 26th October, 1485. He died 28th May, 
1509, and was buried at Tiverton. His wife was Elizabeth, daughter 
of Sir Philip Courtenay, of Muland, knight, by whom he had an only 
fon, 

William, who was made a knight of the bath in 1497, during 
his father’s lifetime, and married Catherine, voungefl daughter of 
Edward IV.; but by the jealoufy of Henry VII. towards all of that 
houfe w’as taken up on fufpicion of treafon, and confined in prifon 
during the remainder of that king’s reign. 

When Henry VIII. came to the crown lie was fet at liberty, and 
obtained a warrant for the earldom of Devon: but when he fhould 
have returned to his military cxerciles, he died of a plcurify, 9th June, 
3d Ilenry VIII. before he had either letters patent of creation, or was 
formally created with ceremony, yet, ncvcrthclefs, through the king’s 
favour he was interred as an carl. His only fou and fucccfTor,

Henrt, was created marquis of Exeter, the 17th Henry VIII. hut 
fomc years after, being anxnemy to the fuppreffion of religious houfes, 
he was accufcd by George Pole, of maintaining a correfpondcncc with 
the cardinal, his brother, and confpiring the king’s death; for which 
he was committed to the Tower, 5th November, 30th Henry VIIT. 
and on January 3, following, being brought to his trial, was found 
guilty, and received fcntence of death. Though the king had long 
favoured him as his kinfman, yet in consequence of his near alliance 
to the crown, he became fo jealous of his greatne/s, that he gladly 
entertained any occafion to cut him off. Upon which he was foon 
beheaded, and thereupon attainted in the parliament held the next 
year. This Henry was twice married; firft, to Elizabeth, daughter 
and coheir to John Grey, vifeount L’lilc, by whom he had no illuc; 
and. iecondly, to Gertrude, daughter of William Blount, lord Mont* 
joy, by whom he left bis only furviving fon, 

Edward; who, though he found little favour from Edward VI. 
was one of thole fpcciallv excepted in his coronation pardon, and lived 
a priloncr in the Tower, from fourteen to twenty-one years of age; 
yet on the acccfiion of queen Mary was by her let at liberty, and 
created earl of Devon. The perfon, addrefs, and other engaging ac- 
complifhmcnts of this young nobleman, had made a manifeft impref- 
fion on the queen.* He was polite, l'tudious, learned, an accurate 
matter of the languages; and Ikilled in the mathematics, painting, 
and mufic. b The carl was no (trail ger to the queen’s favourable dif- 
pofition towards him; yet he teemed rather to attach himfelf to the 
princcls, whole youth and lively convcrfation, had more prevailing 
charms than the pomp and pow er of her tiller. This euufed Mary to 
be enraged again It the princcls; and to change totally her ientimeuts 


towards the earl.' He was therefore accufcd of being privy, with the 


princcls Elizabeth, to Wyat’s rebellion; and fill lent v.rifoncr to the

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Tower, and then to Fothcringoy caftle. Philip of Spain, however, 
willing to do a popular a£t, procured his irleaic; as alio that of the 
princcfs Elizabeth, who had been confined at Wood dock. Alter this, 
the earl fearing he Ihould be under perpetual diilrull, retired into 
Italy, where he foon after died, at Padua; not without ful'picion of 
poilbn, 4th October, 1556. being then unmarried. Thus with him 
terminated the illuftrious title of the earl of Devon in his family; and 
his large inheritance retorted to the defeendunts of his great grand¬ 
father's fillers; who were, Elizabeth, wife of John TrctlmJ'e; Maud, 
of John Arundel, ofTclhcrnc; I label, of William Mohun; and Flo¬ 
rence, of John Trelauney.

Osmund carl of Sec/., in Normandy, bitbop of Salifbury firft, then 
carl of Dorfet, and lord chancellor, having a great opinion of his wif- 
dom, and excellent learning: but further no mention is made of him, 
excepting that he died in 1009, was buried at Old Sarum; and by 
rcafon his life was lb hlamclefs, and devoted to the lervicc of religion, 
was, by pope Calixtus, and the facred college, at length canonized, 
anno 1457* being 350 years after his deccalc.

BEAUFORT, EARL AND MARQUIS OF 

DORSET. 

A lon c> time afterwards, king Richard II. in the 21ft year of his 
reign, preferred John ok Beaufort (the cldelt ion ol John of] 
Ghent, by Catherine Swinford), carl of Somerfet, to be marquis o l 
Dorfct. But from this honour he was degraded the ift of Henry IV. 
yet being that king’s half brother, he was by him conliitutcd cham¬ 
berlain of England for life, and his younger brother, 

♦Yhl.Lxcter. Thomas 1>E Beaufout, was created earl of Dorfet; and afterwards 
for his valour, was, by Henry V. made duke of Exeter.* He died 
S. P. temp. Henry VI. and upon his dcccafe, his nephew, 

Edmond de Beaufort, was nominated, firlt earl, then marquis of 
Dorfct; and, lafily, created duke of Somerfet.

He 
had been a commiffioncr of the treafury with Sir Stephen Fox, and 
others; but in 1708 died without ifluc male, whereby the honour 
became extintf. 


DOUGLAS, DUKE OF DOVER. 

In 1708, James Douglas, duke of Qucenlbury, in Scotland, was 
created baron of Rippon, marquis of Beverley, and duke of Dover. 
His grace took his feat in the houfe of lords, 19th November, 1708, 
and died in July, 1711. 

Charles, his fon and fuccclTor, claimed a fummons to parliament 
in 1719. His petition was referred by the king to the houfe of lords;

His w ife wa> 
the dowager baronefs dc Boetzelicr, a Dutch lady; but hating 110 iilue 
the title, on his deccafe, in 1792, became extiwit.

According to Sir Robert Atkins in his Hilton- of Glouceftcrfliire, 
the Ducics were dclccndcd from a family in Normandy; one of which 
having railed there a regiment, brought it over to England to the 
affiftancc of queen Hubei (contort of Edward II.) againft the Spencers; 
and for his fcrviccs, had a grant of lands in Stafford lb ire ; which for 
many ages continued to be enjoyed by his defcemlams till the time of 
Henry VIII. when the greateft part was fold by John Ducie, efquirc.

John Ducie married, firft, Eleanor, filler to Edmund lord Shef¬ 
field ; and, fccundly, Alice, filler to Sir Kiciiard Pipe, of Hellion, in 
com. Derb. by whom he had two foils; whereof

Henry, the youngeft, married Mary, daughter, and at length heir, 
of Robert Hardy ; and had iffuc, among other children. 

Sir Robert Ducie, who, the 5th of Charles I. was created a 
baronet; and being immenfely rich, w'as made choice of by that prince 
**for his banker. lie was lord mayor of London in 1631 ; and though 
on the breaking out of the civil war, lie lolt JT .80,000, which he had 
lent the king, he is neverthelefs laid to have left at the time of his 
1 death, to the value of / .400,000 in land, money, &c. to his four 
Vo ns; Sir Richard, Sir William, Henry, and Robert Ducie. Of thcle 
fon.s. 

Sir •! c!i a 1: r> was a great futFerer in the time of the rebellion ; and 
dying unmarried, was fucceeded by bis brother.

In the 
following reign of queen Anne, he was 0:1c ol the rcprclcntatives in 
parliament f>r the county of Glourellcr; as he was allb for the fame, 
in the toil parliament called by George I. In 1717, he w'as conlli- 
tuted \i:e treafurer and pay mailer of Ireland; and, in 1720, was ad¬ 
vanced to the dignity of a peer of Great Britain, by the title of lord

fhire, baronet, by whom he had iffue three fbns; viz. Matthew' Ducic, 
Morton-Rowland-Lewis Ducie Morton, and Charles Ducic Morton; 
as alfb four daughters; whereof, Elizabeth the cldcft married, firft, 
Richard Syms, of Blackhcath, efquirc; and, fecondly, brands Rey¬ 
nolds, only fon and heir of Thomas Reynolds, formerly a South Sea 
director; Maty and Arabella died unmarried; and Penelope wedded 
Thomas Stourton, efquirc, but had no iffue. His lordfhip dcccaling 
in 1735, was fuccceded by

Ac¬ 
cordingly, on the deceafe of his lordfhip, in 1771, S. P. he was 
fuccccdcd in the barony of Ducic of Tortworth, by his nephew, 
Thomas Reynolds aforefaid; and the title of Ducic of Morton became 
extinct.

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DUDLEY OF DENBIGH.

DUDLEY (DUCHESS.) 

This lady was the daughter of Sir Thomas Leigh, baronet (by 
Catherine his wife, daughter to Sir John Spencer, of Wormlcighton, 
in com. Warw.), and lifter to John, father of Thomas, the firlt lord 
Leigh, of Stonelcigh. Her hufband was Sir Robert Dudley, fon of 
Robert earl of Lcicefter; w hich Sir Robert, by rcalon of his legiti¬ 
macy being contcftcd, retired abroad into Italy ; leaving his laid lady,*' 
and her five children, in England. Thcfc, however, in courfc of time 
found lb much favour, that the mother was created a duchcfs, and the 
daughters were allowed to have precedence as children to a perfem of 
that degree. The following is a copy of the grant: viz. “ Charles, 

“ by the grace of God, king, &c. Whereas, in the reign of king 
“ James, a fuit was commenced in the Star Chamber court again ft 
•* Sir Robert Dudley, for pretending himfclf lawful heir to the honours 
“ and lands of the earldoms of Warw ick and Lcicefter, as fon and heir 
“ of Robert earl of Lcicefter, by Douglas, wife to the laid earl, and all 
proceedings ftayed in the ccelefiaftical courts, in which the laid fuit 
“ depended for proof of his legitimation ; yet, nevcrthe!ef>, did the 
“ faid court vouch fiife liberty to the fa id Sir Hubert to examine wit- 
“ nelles in the Star Chamber court, to make good his legitimacy. ' 
“ Whereupon, by full tcltimony of the lady Douglas herfelf, and other 
“ wit«clh-<, it was made appear. Jiut a ipccial order being »de, th:.r 
“ the depolitions flirmld be leaded up, and no copies taken, did caufe 
the faid Sir Robert to leave the kingdom ; whereof bis advcrlitrics

“ taking advantage, occafioned his lands to be feized on to the king, 
“ our father s ufe. And not long after, prince Henry made overture 
“ to the laid Sir Robert, to obtain his title, by purchafe of Kenilworth 
** Caftle, &c. valued at £.50,000; but bought by the prince in confi- 
“ deration of £.14,500, and promife of his princely favour, to reftore 
“ Sir Robert in honours and fortunes; but bei'ore payment thereof 
** was made (if any at all), to the faid Sir Robert's hands, the prince 
** was dead. And it appearing, that Alice lady Dudley, wife to Sir 
“ Robert, had an eftate of inheritance in the fame, Jefccndible unto 
“ her pofterity, in the 19th James I. an aft was palled to enable her 
“ to alien her eftate from her children as a feme foie; which (he ac- 
“ cordingly did, in confidcration of £. 4000, and further payments 
“ yearly to be made out of the exchequer, &c.; which having not 
** been accordingly paid for many years, arc, to the damage of the 
“ faid lady Alice, and her children, to a very great value. And the 
y faid Sir Robert fettling himfelf in Tufcany, within the territories 
/** of the great duke (from whom he had extraordinary efteem), had 
“ from the eibpcror Ferdinand II. the title of a duke given him, to be 
“ ufed by himfelf and his heirs throughout the facred empire.” 

“ And whereas, our father not knowing the truth of the lawful 
“ birth of the faid Sir Robert (as wc pioufly believe), granted away 
“ the titles of the faid earldom to others, which wc now hold not fit 
“ to call in qu eft ion, &c. And yet having a very deep fcnic of the 
“ injuries done to Sir Robert Dudley, and the lady Alice, and their 
“ children, &c. and holding ourfclves in honour and confciencc ob« 
“ liged to make reparation; and alfo taking into confidcration the faid 
f great eftate which the lady Alice had in Kenilworth, and fold at 
’* our defire to us at a very great undervalue, and yet not performed 
F ‘ or fatisfied to many thouland pounds damage. And we alio calling 
u our princely eye upon the faithful ferviccs done by Sir Richard Le- 
JKvefonj&£. who married the lady Catherine, one of the daughters of 
* thS^aid duke, &c. and alfo the great fcrvices which Robert Hol- 
bourne, elquirc, hath done us by his learned pen, and otherwile, 
vol. in. M m “ who 
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« who married Anne, another of the daughters; we have conceived 

“ ourfclves bound in honour and confidence, to give the faid lady Alice, 

“ and her children, fuch honours and precedencies as is, or are due to 

“ them in marriage or blood. And therefore we do not only give arid 

“ grant unto the laid lady Alice Dudley, the title of duchefs of Dudley, 

“ for her life, in England, and other our realms, Sec. with fuch pre- 

“ cedcncies as Ihe might have had, if ihe had lived in the dominions 

“ of the /acred empire. Sec.; but we do al/o further grant unto the 

“ i aid lady Catherine and lady Anne, her daughters, the places, titles, 

« and precedencies, of the faid duke’s daughters, as from the time of 

" their faid father’s creation during their refpedive lives. Sec. Con- 

“ ceiving our/elves obliged to do much more for them, it it were in 

“ our power, in thefe unhappy times of diftradion, Sec. Witncls 

“ ourlclf, at Oxford, 23d of May, the 20th year of our reign.” 

This honour was a lfo confirmed to her by his majefty, Charles II. 

But although this lady and her children at la ft experienced fo much 

grace from the crown, it is not unworthy of remark, that Sir Robert 

Dudley alleged his marriage with the duchefs to be illegal bv the 

canon law, having had carnal knowledge of her during the life of his

ihe duchcfs was a perfon of moft exemplar}’ piety and virtues; 
which in many great and good works fhc manifefted to poftcrity. She 
died the 22d January*, 1669-70, and was buried at Stonelcigh, in 
Warwick/hirc, under a noble monument erefted by hcrfclf. 

By her faid hu/band ihe had iflue five daughters: whereof Alice 
died before her mother; Douglas died unmarried; Catherine married 
Sir Richard Lcvcfon, K. B.; Frances wedded Sir Gilbert Knivcton, 01 
Bradley, in com. Dcrb., which lady alfo died before her mother, and,' 
w as buried in the church of St. Giles’ in the Fields; and Anne, the! 
fifth daughter, married Richard Holbourne, cfquire, afterwards a 
knight, and fulicitor general to king Charles I.; which Ar.ae‘dyi"''*£. 
1663, was interred by her filter Frances, in St. Giles’ church aforc- 
faid.

In 1449, Sir Thomas Percy, third ion of Henry fecond earl of 
Northumberjand,* was created, by king Hemy VI. lord Egremont of 
Egrcmont Gallic, in Cumberland; to hold to himfelf, and the heirs 
male of his body. He was killed at the battle of Northampton, in 
1460, near the royal tent, when the king was taken prifoncr, without 
wife or iiTuc; whereby the title terminated with him. 


ELTHAM AND ELY. 

In 1726, his royal highnefs Frederick duke of Glouceftcr, was 
created baron of Snaudon, in Wales; vifeount Launccfton, in Corn¬ 
wall ; earl of Eltham, in Kent; and marquis of the Iile of Ely, in 
Cambridgeihire; and duke of Edinburgh. (Vid. Gloucefler.)

Geoffrey de Magnavilla, or Masdevill, fo furnamed from 
his town in Normandy, was a famous foldier; and coming over with 
William the Conqueror, was by him rewarded for his ferviccs with 
divers lordfhips in fcveral counties of England, particularly in EfTex, 
where he had no lefs than forty; whereof Waldene was one, which 
afterwards became the chief feat of his defeendunts. He was conftablc 
of the Tower of London; and for the fouls health of Athelaife, his 
firft wife (by whom he had his children), as alio for the good eflatc 
of himfelf, and Lecelinc, his fecond wife, founded the monaitery at 
Hurley, in Berkshire. To him fuccccded 

William de Magnavil (vulgo called Mandevil), his ion and 
heir; who married Margaret, foie daughter and heir to Eudo Dapifcr 
(i. e. fie ward to king William), and had iflue a daughter, Beatrix, 11 
who wedded William de Say, and Geoffrey, his fon and heir.’ 
Which 

Geoffrey was flew*ard of Normandy, by defeent from his mother; 
and the 5th of Stephen, paying £.866, 13J. 4 d. to the king, had 
livery of his inheritance. He was from a baron, advanced to the 
dignity of an carl, viz. of Eflex; as by the fpccial charter of the faid 
king, dated at Weftminftcr, appears: but notwithftanding this honour

Likewifc, flic gave to him 
all the lands of Eudo Dapifcr, in Normandy, with his office of fteward, 
as his rightful inheritance; granting, that he fhould not be impleaded 
for the fame by any perfon whatfoever. And bcfidcs this, by another 
charter, dated at Weftminftcr, lhc conftituted him carl of Eflex. k 

But notwithftanding all thefe, and many more high favours, large 
grants and immunities conferred upon him, the termination of his life 
was mifcrable: for it feems, that king Stephen having feized upon him, 
he wa> obliged, in order to obtain his liberty, to yield up the Tower of 
London, and his caftles of*Waldcn and Pleffcy, into the king’s hands. 
jCVhcrefore being tranfported with wrath, he fell to fpoil and rapine, 
invading the Ring's demefne lands, and others, plundering the abbeys 
of St. Albans and Ram fey; which laft having furpriled in the night, he 
expelled the monks thence, made a fort of the church, and Ibid their 
religious ornaments to reward his fbldicrs. At laft being excommuni¬ 
cated publicly for his many outrages, as he befieged the caftle of Bur- 
well, in Kent, and going without his helmet, by reafon of the heat, he 
was lhot in the head by an arrow', of which wound he died foon after. 

He married Rohefia, daughter of Alberic dc Vere, chief juftice of

England; and by her had ifliie, Ernulph, Geoffrey, William, and Ro¬ 
bert ; and by a former wife (whofe name is not mentioned by Dug- 
dale), a daughter, Alice, who became the wife of John de Lacy, 
conftable of Chefter. 

Geoffrey, furnamed the Younger (his cider brother, Ernulph, 
having been banifhed), was reffored to all the lands of his anccftors; 
and by king Henry II. was confirmed in the earldom of Eftcx. And 
the 13th Henry II. upon the affeffment of aid for marrying the king’s 
daughter, certified his knights fees to be ninety-feven dc veteri feoffa- 
mento, and fixty dc novo. This earl being an elegant and accom- 
plifiied perfon, was, by Henry II. affociated with Richard dc Lacy, to 
march againft the Wcllh, then at Chefter; but falling lick, it hap¬ 
pened that his fervants being gone to dinner, and no one left with 
him, he died, 14th Hcmy II. His wife was Euftachia, a kinfwoman 
of king Henry; but having no iffuc, he wis fuccecdcd by 

William, his brother and heir; who, the 19th of Henry II. ar 
tended the king into France, being one of the generals of his arm)\ 
He was a pcrlon of fharp wit, prudent in council, and a valiant and 
expert foldicr. At the coronation of Richard I. lie carried the great 
crown; and was one of the three carls who, with two barons, were 
lent to king Philip of France, to folicit his aftiftancc in the recovery 
of the Holy Land. Being entirely of a military difpofition, he Ipent 
the chief of his time in Normandy; where he was governor of divers 
forts and caftles for king Henry. 

He was twice married. Ilis firft wife was Hadewife (or Hawile), 
daughter and heir of William lc Grofs, carl of Albemarle; in whofe 
right he is faid to have borne that title.* His fecond wife was Chrif 
tian, daughter to Robert lord Fitz-Waltcr; who, alter his death 
w edded Reymund de Burgh, but by neither had any iffuc; wherefor' 
upon bis death, 3d Richard I. Beatrix, his aunt, wife of William de 
Say, became his hrir. Which 

Beatrix, by the faid William dc Say, had two funs; Williarrf 
and Geoffrey.f Whereof William, the eldeft, died in his lather’s life¬ 
time. 
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time, leaving two daughters, his heirs; viz. Beatrix, who married 
Geoffrey Fitz-Piers; and Maud, who wedded William dc Bor¬ 
land.

Upon the death of William dc Mandevill, earl of Effex, S. P. 
much controverfy arofe touching his inheritance. Beatrix, his aunt 
and heir, in the firft place, laying claim thereto, and being at that 
time very aged and dccrcpid, fent Geoffrey de Say, her younger fon, 
to tranfa& the bufmefs for livery thereof; but Geoffrey Fitz-Piers 
infilled upon the right of Beatrix hfc wife, cldeft daughter of William, 
elder brother of the faid Geoffrey de Say. Howbeit, Geoffrey, who 
"tfhen had great friends at court, in confideration of 7000 marks (pro- 
■ mifed to be paid on a certain day), obtained an inffrument in right of 
his mother, under the king's leal, lor the whole of the barony. But 
the laid Geoffrey de Say making default of payment, this 

Geoi i ekey Fitz-Piers being a man of great wealth, made repre- 
lentation, that the barony was the rightful inheritance of his wife; 
and promising to pay the money, which the other had neglected to 
do, obtained livery thereof, and procured the king's confirmation of 
his title. He was a perfhn of great power and authority; rich in 
money, generous, a firm pillar of the realm, and ikilful in the laws. 
Upon the removal of Hubert, archbifliop of Canterbury, from the 
Office of juft ice of England, by Richard I. this Geoffrey was appointed 
to fucceed him, and executed the duties of that high lituation with 
great commendation; preferring, by his wifdom, the nation from that 
confufion which it afterwards fell into, by the ill management and 
p>*. 4 u< 5 t - of , king John. 

On the coronation-day of king John, he was girt by him with the 
fword of the earldom of ElTcx, though he had before borne the title 

of 
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of carl, and had adminiftration' of the earldom. The 7th of John, he 
had a grant from the king, of the caftle and honour of Berkhamfted, 
with the knights fees thereto belonging, to hold to him, and the heirs 
of his body, by Avcline, his then wife (Beatrix de Say, his former wife 
having before deccaicd in childbed, together with her infant.) After 
when, he died, circ. 14th of John, with this chara&er by Matthew* 
Paris; that “ be ruled the reins ofgovernment fo, that after bis death, the 
realm was like a flip in a tempejl without a pilot." 

By the beforementioned Beatrix, his fir ft: wife, lie had three fons; 
Geoffrey, William, and Henry, then dean of Wolverhampton; and a 
daughter, Maud, who married Henry de Bohun, earl of Hereford ; l 
and by Avcline, his fecond wife, a fon, John Fitz-Piers, who was lord 
of Berkhampfted, in com. Herts; and juftice of Ireland. But the 
fons by the faid Beatrix, affumed the furname of Mandevill. 
Whereof 

Geoffrey, the eldeft, fuccccded his father; and the 15th of Johq, 
doing his homage, had livery of the whole barony of carl William de 
Mandevill; and the fame year, bearing the title of earl of Effcx, the' 
king gave him to wife, Ifabcl countefs of Glouceftcr, third daughter 
and coheir to William carl of Glouccfter; which Ifabel had been firft 
married to the faid king John, and by him repudiated for barrennefs. 
Furthermore, the 17th of king John, he had feifin of all the liberties 
belonging to the honour of Glouceftcr, and the whole inheritance of 
his wife, as amply as William earl of Glouccfter, her father, had en¬ 
joyed ; having then the title likcwife of carl of Glouceftcr. But foon 
after, he was one of thofe who adhered to the party of the rebel 
barons, then in arms againft the king; about which time, attending 
a tournament at London, he was fo forely wounded by a lance, that 
he fpeedily died of the hurt, and having no iffuc, was fuccccded by 

William, his brother and heir, who alfo firmly fupported the 
party of the barons; and even after the death of king John, for a tiro*

refufed 
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rcfufcd to return to his obedience. But it appears that he afterwards 
made his peace; for the 7th of Henry III. he was in the wars of Wales. 
Shortly after when, viz. 1 ith Henry III. he died without iflue, leaving 
Chriftian, his wife, furviving. 

Upon the dcccafc of this earl William, John, fon of Geoffrey Fitz- 
Piers, carl of EiTex (by Aveline, his fccond wife), became the furviving 
heir male of this family; and gave to the king a fine of 300 marks 
for thofe lands which w'ere his father’s, and did by hereditary right 
belong to him. w But the earldom of EiTex came to Humphrey, fon 
of Henry dc Bohun, and Maud his wife, filler to the two lafl earls, 
Geoffrey and William. 


BOHUN EARL OF ESSEX.

Which family of Bohun held the title of EiTex for feveral defeents 
merged in that of Hereford ; until the lad of that line, Humphrey

Richard (called Richard Fitz-John), the 23d Edward I. was fummonrd to parliament among 
the bamm of the realm, and died the 25th of the fame reign; leaving F.mmc his wife fur* 
viving, and Maud, countefs of Warwick, his eldrll lifter; Robert Clifford, fon of Ifabel de 
Clifford, daughter of Ifabel de Vipount, and Idonea, daughter of the fame Ifabel de Vipount, 
his fecond tiller; Richard de Burgh, carl of Ulfter, fon of Aveline, his third lifter; and Joanc, 
the wife, of Theobald le Butiller, the fourth lifter, liis next heirs; between whom, partition of 
!•. lands in' England was made. 

Cotempurary with this Richard was Mathew Fitz-John ; who, though not made mention of 
by Dogdale in his Baronage., yet is noticed in his Lifts of Summons, to have been called to par¬ 
liament among the barons of the realm, 25tli Edward l.

Which Plantagenet being advanced to the dukedom of Glou¬ 
cefter, was entitled alfo earl of Buckingham, and of Effex.* His fon 
Humphry dying S. P. Anne, his daughter, became at length bis foie 
heir; who married, firft into the Stafford family, from whence fprang 
the dukes of Buckingham ;f and afterwards William Bourchier, to 
whom king Henry V. gave the county of Ewe, in Normandy.

The family of Bourchier has already been mentioned among the 
barons of the realm. J Where, it appears, that Sir William Bourchier, 
who married Anne, daughter, and at length foie heir of Thomas of 
Woodftock, duke of Gloucefter, was a younger fon, but his line even¬ 
tually became the heir of that iliuftrious houfe. This 

Sir William, on the death of his mother, Alianorc, daughter and. 
heir to John dc Lovaine, had livery of the lands of her inheritance; 
and in the 3d of Henry V. was made conftable of the Tower of Lon¬ 
don for life. Moreover, the 7th of Henry V. in regard of his fpccial 
fervices, and eminent defert, he was created earl of Ewe, at Maunt, 
in Normandy; but died the next year enfuing (8th Henry V.) leaving 
iflhc four ions ; viz. Henry, Thomas , bifhop of Ely , afterwards A. B. 

of 
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of Canterbury; William lord Fitz-Warme; and John lord Berners; 
like wife a daughter, Anne, married to John Moubray, duke of Norfolk. 

Of thefe Tons, 

Henry fucceeded his father; and the nth of Henry VI. bearing 
then the title of earl of Ewe, upon the death of Elizabeth, widow of 
Sir Lewis Roblart,* daughter and heir of Bartholomew lord Bour- *Vid. itob- 
chicr S.P. was found to be her couiin, and next heir; and the 13th fart,VoU - 
Henry VI. had fummons to parliament, by the name of earl of Ewe, 
but never after by that title. The 25th Henry VI. he was advanced 
to the dignity of vifeount Bourchicr; and the 33d of the fame reign, 
was conftituted lord treafurer of England. But notwithstanding thefe 
marks of favour conferred upon him by Henry VI. he neverthclcfs joined 
with the carls of March and Warwick again!! that king; and upon 
the acquirement of the throne by the Said carl of March, by the title 
of Edward IV. he was again made lord treafurer; and by letters pa¬ 
tent, dated the 30th June, ift Edward IV. was created carl of Effcx. 

He married Ifabel, daughter of Richard earl of Cambridge, and lifter 
to king Edward IV. and dcceafing th'e 23d Edward IV. was lucceeded 
by his grandfon and heir, Henry, viz. fon of William, his cldeft Ion,® 
who died in his lifetime. 0 Which 

Henry was a perfon of lingular endowments, and a valiant and 
worthy man. The 9th Henry VII. he had a fpecial livery of all the 
lands which, by the death of Henry earl of Eftex, his grandfather; 

William, his father; Ifabel, his grandmother; Anne, his mother;

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and Sir Thomas Bourchier,*his uncle (to whom he was heir), of 
right defeended to him. And the 12th of Henry VII. was one of 
the commanders in the king’s army at tfe battle of Blackheath. 
On the acceflion of Henry VIII. to the crown, he was made cap¬ 
tain of the king's horfe guards, then newly inftituted for attending on 
his royal perfon. The 5th of Henry VIII. he was with the king in 
the memorable expedition to Therouennc and Toumay, being then 
lieutenant general of all the Ipears; and the 12th, was at the magni¬ 
ficent interview of Henry VIII. with Francis I. of France, between 
Ardrcs and Guifnes. The 22d Henry VIII. he was one of the peers 
who figned the letter to pope Clement, refpedting the king’s divorce 
from queen Catherine; but the 31ft of Henry VIII. adventuring to 
ride a young unruly horfe, he had the misfortune to he thrown and 
break his neck. His w r ifc was Mary, eldcil of the two daughters and 
heirs of Sir William Say, knight, by whom he had ifluc a i'ulc daugh¬ 
ter and heir, Anne, who married Sir William Parr, knight; which Sir 
William became afterwards carl of Effex, and marquis of Northamp¬ 
ton; but the faid marriage was; the 5th of Edward Vf. difannullcd 
by a& of parliament. 


CROMWELL EARL OF ESSEX.

Kvt'e.r vVic dcccafc of Henry Bourchier, the laft carl of EiTex of his 
name, the title was conferred on Thomas lord Cromwell. 

This family of Cromwell, though of the lame cognomen with that 
which had long before flourilhed eminent among the barons of the 
realm,* yet is not recorded to have had any consanguinity therewith; 
but is fiated to have its defeent from Walter Cromwell, a black fmith, 
at Putney, in Surrey. Which Walter was father of 


Thomas 
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Tiiomas Cromwell; who by travelling into foreign parts learned 
their languages, and was fometime a loldier, under the duke of Bour¬ 
bon, at the facking of Rome, whence returning, he was received into 
cardinaiWolfey’s fervice; after whofc fall, the king voluntarily (for 

his fidelity to his old matter), took him for his fervant; and received 
■ 

fuch content from his dexterous management, that his promotion 
followed. He obtained fucceffively the offices and dignities of privy 
counfellor, matter of the jewel office, clerk of the hanaper, principal 
fecrctary of ftate, juftice of the forefts, matter of the rolls, and lord 
privy feal; was created a baron of the realm, 58th Henry VIII. by 
the name of lord Cromwell, baron of Okeham, in com. Ruth; the 
king’s vice-regent in fpirituals, a knight of the garter; and the 31ft 
Henry VIII. was advanced to the dignity of earl of Eifcx. 

As his extraction was mean, his education was low; all the learning 
he had, was, that he got the New Tettament, in Latin, by heart. 
His miniftry was in a conftant couric of flattery and fubmiffion; but 
that he did great things, that amaze thofc who have confidered 
them well. 'The fetting up the king's fupremacy, and the rooting 
out the monaftic ftate in England, confulcring the wealth, number, 
and zeal of the monks, were bold undertakings, and executed with 
great method. But in the end, an unfortunate marriage, to which 
he advifed the king, not proving acceptable, and he being unwilling 
to deftroy what himfelf had brought about, was, no doubt, backward 
in the defign of breaking it, when the king had told him of it. And 
then, upon no other vifible ground, but bccaufe Anne of Cleves grew 
more obliging to the king than flic was formerly, the king fufpeCted 
that Cromwell had betrayed his feeret, and did thereupon difgrace and 
deftroy him. He was arretted at the council tabic by the duke of 
Norfolk, when he leaft expeded it, and committed to the Tower, 
10th June, 32d Henry VIII.; after when, on the 24th July, the fame 
year, he was beheaded on Tower Hill; having been condemned, un¬ 
heard, whilft a prifoncr. His letter to the king, and the bold intcr- 

ceffion 
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ceffion of Cranmer for his life, fliew that the king was bent upon his 
ruin. 

He was a perfon naturally of a pregnant and quick wit, and carried 
his exaltation with wonderful temper and moderationand in his 
greateft pomp, took notice of, and afforded protedion to mam of his 
original acquaintance. 

He left Gregory Cromwell, created baron Cromwell, but not 

diftinguifhed by any place after his father’s death: in • whole lifetime 

he was admitted, by fummons and patent, baron Cromwell of H’im- 

*d] d fw^ n " btedon ;* but he enjoyed not the title of carl ofEffcx, which was after 

bled on, conferred on Sir William Parr, knight, beforementioned.

+ VidkParjrof This Sir William Parr was firft a knight, then a baron,f and 
at length carl of Eilcx, and marquis of Northampton. He had mar* 
ried Anne, the only daughter and heir of Henry Bourchicr, the lad; 
earl of Efiex; and obtained thefe honours, by reafon the king 

3 A (lory is told of bis gratitude to a brnefadnr, too much to bis honour to be omitted. 
Being at Florence in great poverty, he applied to a merchant, named Fiefcobald. tor relict : 
there was fnmething in Cromwell's countenance and manner, that interfiled the men hunt ill 
his behalf; who not only relieved his immediate neceiiities, but furniihfd him with the means 
of put fuing his journey to England. In proceis of time, Frefcobuld, from various misfortunes 
in trade, was under the necHfity of coming to England to colled debts due to him there, to 
the amount of 15,000 ducats. As be was palling one day near the king's palace, the nim-.’utit 
was not a little furprifed at a nobleman, who was moil fumptuouily attended, demounting 
from his borfe, advancing and embracing him, and infilling on his coming at an ap|»inted hour 
to dine with him; but his furprife was dill greater, iti finding the nobleman to be no other 
than the di fire fled traveller, who had experienced his bounty many year* before at Florence.

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(Henry VIII.) had married his lifter, Catherine Parr, widow of John 
lord Latimer. But his children by the laid Anne, his firft wife, were 
baftardifed by a &. of parliament, 34th Henry VIII. and his marriage 
with her difannulled the 5th of Edward VI. 


DEVEREUX EARL OF ESSEX.

Of this family, which had their furname from Evereux, a town of 

* 

note in Normandy, there were divers generations in England before 
they became peers of the realm, as in the firft volume of this work 
ten already mentioned ;* and may be feen alfo in the modern 
ss, under the title of “ Devcreux vifeount Hereford;” an 
* whic^i yet remains to a younger branch of this ancient and 
)us houfe. But the firft with whom we fhall here begin our 
account, is 

Walter Devereux, ftieriff of Herefordfhirc, 26th of Henry VI. 
Who married Anne, foie daughter and heir to William lord Ferrers, of 
Chartley;-|' and the 31ft of Henry VI. had livery of her lands; as alfo 
the 1 ft of Edward IV. furamons to parliament, by the title of lord 
Ferrers. He was a perfon of great eminence in his time; and, for his 
manifold ferviccs, obtained divers large grants of lands, and of forfeited 
eftates, by the favour he ftood in with Edward IV. At length, ad¬ 
hering to king Richard III. he was flain with him at the battle of 
Bofworth, leaving John, his fon and heir, then a knight. Which 
John, the lft of Henry VII. had a fpccial livery of all his lands, 
and likewife fummons to parliament, from the 3d to the 12th of 
Henry VII. He married Cecily, fifter and at length heir to Henry 
Bourchier, the laft carl of EiTcx of that furname; by whom he had 
iffuc.

Walter, his fon and heir, who, the ill of Henry VIII. had a 
fpccial livery of his inheritance; and the 4th of Edward VI. was 
created vifcount Hereford, with limitation to the heirs male ot his 
body. He was alfo a knight of the garter, and ierved with didin- 
guifhed valour on various occafions during the reign of Henry VIII. 
This Walter had two wives: from the fird whercol dclccnded the 
following lords, Ferrers of Chartley, and earls of EiTex; and from the 
fccond, the line of the preient vifcount Hereford. He’died in 1558: 
and was fucceedcd by Walter, his grnndfon (viz. fon ot Sir Richard 
Devereux, knight, w r ho died vi. pat.) Which 

Walter, by reafon of his defcent from Cecily, filler and heir to 
Henry Bourchicr, earl of EfTex (beforementioned), was created carl of 
EiTex, 4th May, an. 4th Elizabeth; and was likewife liy led carl of 
Ewe; vifcount Hereford; and baron Ferrers of Chartley, Bourchicr, 
and Lovainc, and K. G. This nobleman pofleiTcd a ipirit like the 
time he lived in; martial and a&ive, equally impatient of ruft in 
his foul, and in his fword. Foreign countries then bred- thofe lot-’ 
diers that England employed. The univeriity made a fcholar; the 
court a man; and Flanders the foldicr. His adions brought him to 
the prefence; and his prefence commended him to the queen. But 
as he and his fon arc charadcrs fo well known, it becomes unncccffary 
to detail them here. Nobody can forget his employments in Ireland; 
nor his early death, imputed to the earl of Lciceller, who married his 
widow. Whereupon it was faid, that “ Walter earl of EiTex had 
“ been happy, if he had not lived in the time of lord Leicedcr; his 
“ ion, Robert, renowmed, had he not been Sir Robert Cecil’s cotem- 
“ porary; and his grandchild an hero, had he not known my lord Say 
“ and Mr. Hampden.” 

His wife was Lctticc, daughter to Sir Francis Knolles, K. (i. by 
whom he had iflue two f>ns, and two daughters ;* and deccaiing at 
Dublin, 157b, he was fucceedcd by 

Robert, his elded fon and heir, the celebrated, but unfortunate 
favourite ot queen Elizabeth. Which bold, eloquent, accomplifhed.f 

and 
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and imprudent nobleman, fell a facrificc to the cold intrigues of the 
little crooked fecrctary, Robert Cecil. Which operating on his un¬ 
guarded temper, and his too Rrong confidence in a doating queen, 
brought him to the block, 25th February, 1601, at the early age oi' 
thirty-four/ By Frances his wife, daughter and heir to Sir Francis 
Walfingham, fccretaiy of Rate, widow of Sir Philip Sidney, he left 
ifluc, Robert, his fon and heir; and two daughters, Frances and Do¬ 
rothy; who were all reftored in blood, iR James I. Which 

Robert became afterwards the firft commander in chief of the 
parliamentarian army againft king Charles J. But his character, his 
actions, and his unfortunate marriage with the lady Frances, daughter 
of Thomas Howard, earl of Suffolk, arc fo fully narrated by our hii- 
torians, that it would be only prefumptuous, difgufling, and irrelevant 
to relate them here. He died anno 1646, and was buried in great 
Rate in WcRminRer Abbey, at the expenfe of the parliament. After 
his firR marriage with the lady Frances Howard had been nullified, 
he mar r M*d*^fecondly, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir William Paulct, ot 
Edington, in com. Wilts, knight ;* by whom he had a fon, Robert, 


r Lloyd, in hi, State. Worthies, writes, “ That pity firft opened the door to him, for his 
“ father’s fake, that died in Ireland j alliance led him in for his father-in-law’s* fake, Lhat 
«« reigned at court; his own royal blood welcomed him for his mother Knowles, that was kin 
« to her majefly ; his good parts, his tall and comely pci foil, his tweet dil'pofition, and inconv 
•• parable nature, his noble amcllo/s, his fair though impairrd fortune, brought him lirti 1.1 
** favour, and then to dalliance.

•* loufied that inajefty, which the fird had obliged."

that died an infant. So that having no iiTue male furviving, the title 
of Eflcx became extin &; but the barony of Ferrers of Chartley, being 
a barony in fee, fell into abeyance between his two fitters; Frances, 
who married William Seymour, carl of Hertfordand Dorothy, who 
married, firft. Sir Henry Shirley, of Stanton-Harold, in com. Lcic. 
baronet; and, fccondly, William Stafford, of Blatherwick, in com. 
Northampt. efquirc; to the family of which Sir Henry Shirley the 
faid barony of Ferrers of Chartley was afterwards allowed, and has 
fincc defeended to the heirs general thereof. (Vid. Ferrers of 
Chartley, Vol. II.) 

As to the vilcounty of Hereford, that devolved upon Sir Walter 
Devereux, of Cattle Bromwich, in com. Warw. fon and heir of Sir 
Edward of the fame place; which Sir Edward was only fon of Wal¬ 
ter, firft vifeount Hereford, by Margaret, his fecond wife.*

Sir Stephen de Holland, knight, who was lord of Stcvington, 
in com. Line. temp. Edw'ard the Coni'eHor, is faid to have been the 
common anceftor of all the Hollands in England. But the furnamc 
was a (Turned from Holland, in the faid county of Lincoln. From this 
Sir Stephen dcfccndcd a race of knights till about the time of king 
John, when the line became divided; but from one of thefe was de¬ 
rived Thomas de Holland, earl of Kent ;* whole third ion, 

John de Holland, was a perfon of great eminence in his time; 
and being in great favour with Richard II. was, the i ith of hi<v reign, 
created earl of Huntingdon, and w'as afterwards ftill further advanced 
to the title of duke of Exeter. But fhortl) after this, the depofal of 
king Richard having taken place, he was adjudged in parliament to 
lofc his honours and lands; but he yet retained the title of earl of 
Huntingdon, which, with his whole cfiatc, it is probable he might 
have freely enjoyed, had he not joined with the carl of Kent (his bro¬ 
ther), and others, in a confpiracy againft Henry IV. Which having 
failed of its defign, he endeavoured to efcape beyond fca, but contrary 
winds forced him back again, and he landed in Eflex; where, whilft 
at fupper at a friend’s houle, he w'as fei/.cd on by the country people; 
who firft conveyed him to Chelmsford, and thence to Plefly, where 
they cut off his head in that vciy place where the duke of Gloucefterf 
had been treachcroufly taken away by king Richard. His wife was 
Elizabeth, daughter to John of Gaunt, duke of Lancaftcr (after re¬ 
married to John lord Fanhope), by whom he had ifluc Richard, who 
died unmarried; John, of whom hereafter; Sir Edward Holland, 
knight; and a daughter, Conilance, married, firft, to Thomas Mou- 

bray.

bray, dulcc of Norfolk; and afterwards to John lord Grey, of Rutli- 
ven. But having been attainted, 5th January, id Henry IV. and his 
eftate confifeated to the king, the title of Exeter was next conferred

(BEAUFORT DUKE OF EXETER,) 

Thomas of Beaufort, a younger fon of. John of Gaunt, duke of 
Lancadcr, by Catherine Swinford; which Thomas was fird created 
of earl Dorfet, ' : and afterwards duke of Exeter. He had the command *Vid.Dorfct. 
of the rear of the Englifli army at the famous and glorious battle of 
Agincourt; and was a perfon of great adtion, eminence, and ability, 
dunng the reigns of Henry IV. V. and VI. in the lad whereof he 
died, 142 6 (5th Henry VI.) His wife was Margaret, daughter and 
tieir of Sir Thomas Nevilc, of Hornby, in com. Line.; but by her he 
Tuufno ifluc. 


HOLLAND RESTORED. 

Beaufort being thus dcccafed and ifluclefs, the family of Holland 
again repofieded this honour in the perl'on of 

John, fecond (but elded: furviving) fon and heir of the before- 
mentioned duke John, beheaded temp. Henry IV. Which John was 
redored in blood as heir to his father; and the 5th of Henry V. was 
made general at lea, and adided the king at the ficgc of Caen, in 
Normandy; during whofc reign he was an aftive man in the wars of 
France, as he was alfo in that of lienry VI. by whom he was, by 
letters patent, dated at Windfor, 6th January, 21 d Henry VI. ad¬ 
vanced to the title of duke of Exeter (which dignity his father had 
vol. m.

forfeited, lft Henry IV.) with this fpecial privilege, 11 That be and 
his heirs male, fbould have place and feat in all parliaments and coun¬ 
cil! next to the duke of York, and his heirs male.” Moreover, the 
24th of Henry VI. he was conflituted lord high admiral of England, 
Ireland, and Aquitaine, for life; his fon, Henry, being alfo joined with 
him, for life, in the fame grant; as alfo, 25th Henry VI. he was made 
conflable of the Tower of London, fimilarly together with Henry, his 
ion: but thefe high honours were of fhort duration, for the year next 
enfuing he died, via. the 26th Heniy VI. He was twice married: 
firft, to Anne, widow of Edmond Mortimer, earl of March (daughter 
of Edmond earl of Stafford); and, fecondly, to Anne, daughter of 
John Montacutc, carl of Salifbury, which Anne furvived him.* His 
fucceffor was Henry, his only fon and heir, by Anne, his firft wife.” 
Which 

Henry was a {tout affertor of the Lancaflrian intereft, and ihared 
the unhappy fortune of that houfe, after the fatal battle of T&wton ; 
upon which followed the depofal of Henry VI. and his own attainder. 
He, however, appeared again in arms at the battle of Barnet, from 
whence he fled into France, and there lived in great diftrcfs b for about 
two years, when he was found dead in the lea, between Calais and 
Dover; but not afeertained by what accident. He married Anne, 
daughter of Richard duke of York (and filler to Edward IV.) from 
whom he was divorced; but had iffue, according to Sandford,* a 
daughter, Anne, married to Thomas Grey, marquis of Dorfet, who 
had the title of earl of Huntington, but no iffue by her. 


* By this Anne, hi* fecond wife, he had a daughter, alfo named Anne, who married, firfl, 
John lord Nevil (fon and heir of Ralph, fecond earl of Wcftmoreland', (lain at Towton Field,

FALMOUTH.

In 1664, Charles Berkeley, vilcount Fitz-Harding, in Ireland, 
was created baron Botetourt, of Langport, in Somerletlhire, and earl 
of Falmouth, in Cornwall, by king Charles II. with limitation of thofe 
titles to the iflue male of his body. He was fecond fon of Sir Charles 
Berkeley, of Bruton, in the county of Somerfet; which Sir Charles 
was defeended from the ancient family of the lords Berkeley, of Ber¬ 
keley Caftle. 

This Charles earl of Falmouth, was one of the great favourites of 
king Charles II. Which, according to Burnet,* he became without * Burnet * 
any viftblc merit, but that of managing the king’s amours, and fome SeRragnof 
generality in his cxpences. He married Elizabeth, daughter to colonel charIe * Jl * 
Hervcy Bagot, fccond fon to Sir Henry Bagot, of Blythlield, in com. 

Stafford; by whom he had an only daughter, Mary, born in 1665, 
married afterwards to Gilbert Colyn Gerrard, Ion and heir of Sir Gil¬ 
bert Gerrard, of Filkerton, baronet; from whom flic was divorced in 
1684, and dying in 1693, was buried at Bexley, in Kent.

The carl himfclf was flain in that bloody fea-fight againil the Dutch, 
3d June, 1665; and his corple was conveyed to the Abbey church, at 
Weftminftcr, and there honourably interred. Having no male iifuc, 
the titles of Botetourt and Falmouth became extin&. 

But, neverthelefs, that of Falmouth was fomc time after revived in 
the perfon of 

George Fitzroy, natural ion to king Charles II. by Barbara 
ducheis of Cleveland. Which George, by his royal father, was created 
baron of Pontefract, vifeount Falmouth, and carl of Northumberland, 
anno 1674. (Vid. Northumberland.)

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FANHOPE.

In 1432, Sir John Cornwall, knight of the garter, was created 
lord Fanhope, of Fanhope, in Herefordshire, in open parliament, 17th 
July, nth Henry VI. and upon the 30th January, 20th Henry VI. 
was created baron of Milbrook ;* to bear that title as a free denizen 
of this realm, with place in parliament.' 

Dugdalc does not give the parentage of this nobleman; but it 
ncvcrthclefs appears, that he was a perfon famous for his heroic actions 
in the reigns of Henry IV. and V.; and married Elizabeth, daughter 
of John of Ghent, duke of Lancafter (widow of John Holland, carl 
of Huntingdon), and lifter to king Henry IV. Which Elizabeth 
died before him; and, according to Sandford,f was buried at Bur- 
ford, the ancient leat of this family of Cornwall, called barons of 
Burford. 

He is faid, in the Baronage, J to have died the 22d Henry VI. 
without lawful ifluc; but to have had two natural fons, John and 
Thomas, both named in his will. - Whereby his titles became cxtin&.

Ebor, baro¬ 
net, was advanced to the dignity of a baron of the realm, by letters 
patent, dated 25th May, 3d Charles I. 1627, by the title of lord 
Fauconberg, of Yarum, in York (hire; and the 31ft January, 1642-3, 
18th Charles I. was, by other letters patent, created vifeount Faucon¬ 
berg, of Henknowlc, in the bilhopric of Durham. He died in 1652, 
and was fucceeded by his grandfon, Thomas, fon of Henry, who died 
vi. pat. Which 

Thomas, to his fccond wife, married Mary/ daughter .of Oliver 
Cromwell, the Proteftor; which marriage was celebrated at White¬ 
hall with all imaginable pomp and luftre. Nevcrthelefs, he fee ms to 
have been in the fccret of the reftoration, by general Monk’s confer¬ 
ring upon him the regiment which was Sir Arthur Haflcrig’s, on the 
25th April, the fame day the parliament met that reftored Charles II. 

On the acceflion of king William and queen Mary, 8 he was fwom

r fiilhop Burnet writes, that Cromwell's daughter, married to the lord Fauconberg, was a 
wife and worthy woman, more likely to have maintained the pod ot Protc&or than either of 
her brothers; according to a laying that went of her, ** that t/m/e who wore breeches Jrftrvtd 
“ petticoats ; hut if t/ifi in petticoats had been in breeches, they would have held/after" 

* There appears a curious fucccflion of occurrences in the life of this nobleman; namely, 
his marriage with the daughter of Cromwell, who had dethroned, and put to death, that prince 
to whom his family were indebted for its honours; lecondly, his contributing to the depofui of 
his brother-in-law, the protedor, Richard Cromwell, and the reftoration of the eldeft fon of the 
fame king, whom his father-in-law had murdered to make room for his o ■ n advancement; and, 
laftly, an acquiefcence in the cxpuifion from his kingdom, of the brother and heir of that very 
monarch, who had juft before been reftored to his crown and inheritance.

of Feverfham; with limitation of the earldom, on failure of his own 
iflue male, to Lewis Duras, lord Duras of Holdcnby, who married 
Mary, the eldeil of his two daughters.

This noble lord was of a family, which Collins* fays, was anciently 
defeended from Henry at Sonde; but the firft remaikablc perfon mas 
Richard Sonde, aliter Sondes, denominated of Alfnfton, in com. Suf¬ 
ic* ; who married Paulina, daughter and heir to Robert Cheney, of 
Manwood, in the lame county (or as others call her, daughter and 
heir of Dene); and had ilTue, William Sondes, of Throwlcy, in Kent, 
anceftor in a direct line to the fa id Sir George Sondes, K. B. 

He married two wives : firft, Jane, daughter and heir to Sir Ralph 
Freeman, knight, by whom he had iliac three fons; viz. Freeman, 
who died young; George, inhumanly murdered in his bed by his 
younger brother, another Freeman, who was executed for the fame 
murder. This Ion, it is prefumed, the carl, his father, might have 
laved from his unhappy end, but he would not*permit his pardon; 
wherein, whether feverer than the Roman Manlius, or as commend¬ 
able, wc will not decide. His fccond wife was Mary, daughter to Sir 
William Villiers, of Brokefby, in com. Lcic. baronet, by whom he 
had two daughters, his coheirs; viz. Mary, bcforcmcntioncd; and 
Catherine, who married Lewis Watfon, firft carl of Rockingham.f 
On the dcccafc of this carl George in 1677, w ithout ifluc male, the 
title of Fevcrlham, by virtue of the limitation in the letters patent,

Which Lewis having been naturalized 
by act of parliament, 17th Charles II. and being then captain of the 
guard to the duke of York, pcrfonally attended him in the bloody lea- 
fight with the Dutch, anno 1665. Wherefore, in confidcration t f 
his exemplary courage, and other his eminent fcrviccs, he was, 24th

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Charles II. an. idjz, created baron Doras of Holdenby ;* and by *Vid.Duraa. 
James II. was made a knight of the garter. 

He was general of the king*s forces at the battle of Scdgemoor 
againft the duke of Monmouth ; and alfo had the command of the 
army of king James, when the prince of Orange came to Whitehall.

•was, by letters patent, dated the 26th June, 12th Charles II. created 
baron Fitz-Herbert, of Eaftwell, in Kent. But upon the death of 
John, fifth earl of Winchelfea, without iffuc, in 1729,* that title de¬ 
volved on Daniel, earl of Nottingham, fon and heir of Sir Heneage 
Finch, knight, fourth fon of Sir Moyle Finch, baronet, by Elizabeth 
his wife, countcfs of Winchelfea ; and the barony of Fitz-Herbert of 
Eaftwell, became vacant. 


■ ±ic tnr. fu named, from his grandmother, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Thomas Heneage, 
descended from an ancient family of that furuame, that had long Bourifhed at Hainton, in the 
county of Lincoln; which Elizabeth married Sir Moyle Finch, baronet, and was by James I.

Thomas died, a bachelor, in 1766, and the title terminated with 
him; but in 1776, was revived in another branch of the family, which 
is now flourifhing.

In 1664, John Frescheville, great grandfon of that Peter, who 
for his valour at the battle of MufTclborough, in Scotland, had the 
honour of knighthood conferred upon him. by Edward VI. was, by 
letters patent, dated 6th March, 16th Charles II. created lord Fref- 
cheville, of Stavely, in the county of Derby, and to the heirs male of 
his body. 

He firfl married Sarah, daughter of Sir John Harington, knight, 
by whom he had three daughters, viz. Chriftian, who married Charles 
Paulet, afterwards duke of Bolton; Elizabeth, who wedded Philip, 
fon and licir of Sir Philip Warwick, knight; and Frances, whofe huf- 
band was colonel Thomas Colcpepcr. His iecond wife was Anna- 
Charlotta, daughter and heir to Sir Henry Vick, knight: but by her 
he had no iffue, fo that on his death, in 1682, S.M.P. his title became 
extin&. 

In the Britifh Mufcum* is a curious colle&ion, relating to the fa¬ 
mily of Frcfchcville; with a defign of ihewing, that colonel Thomas 
Colepeper, in right of his wife Frances, at length foie daughter and 
heir 1 of lord Frefcheville, had a right to a writ to fit in parliament. 
And in the fame library (No. 7005), are letters of lord Frefcheville ; 
his fecond lady; and daughters, and their hufbands; particularly lady 
Warwick and colonel Colepeper.

He married two 
wives: firft, Alice, daughter and heir of Sir Thomas Rivet, knight, 
by whom he had three fons; Gilbert, William, and John. His fecond 
wife was Elizabeth, daughter of ----- Woodford, but by her had 
no iflue;*and dying in 1618, was buried at Afliley (with his father), 
in the county of Stafford. To whom fuccecdcd 

Gilbert, his fon and heir; who married Eleanor, daughter and 
heir of Thomas Dutton, of Dutton, in Chefhirc, cfquirc, and died in 
1623; having had iflue three daughters; viz. Alice, married to Roger, 
fon and heir of Sir William Owen, of Cundovcr, in com. Salop, knight; 

Frances, to Robert Needham, fon and heir to Robert vifeount Kil- 
moncy; and Elizabeth, to Sir Peter Leyccfter, of Nether Tabley, in 
com. Ccft. baronet; alfo two fons, Dutton and Thomas; which Tho¬ 
mas died in his infancy. 

Duttojj, third lord Gerard, clied in 1640, and w T as likewife buried 
at A Alley. He was twice married: firil, to Mary, daughter of Francis 
carl of Wcllmorcland, by whom he had only one fon, Charles, his 
fucccflbr; and a daughter, Mary, who became the wife of Sir An¬ 
thony Cope, of Hanwcll, in com. Oxon, baronet. His fecond wife 
was Elizabeth, daughter and coheir to Henry earl of Thomond, in 
Ireland; by whom he had Elizabeth, married to William Spenfer,

of Afhton, in Lancaihire, cfquirc,* third ion of William lord

Charles, the next lord, married Jane, only furviving daughter and 
heir of George Digby, of Sandon, in Staffordfhirc, efquire, by >vhom 
he had an only fon, named Digby; and dying in 1667, he was inter¬ 
red with his anccftors, at Aftlcy aforefaid, and fucceeded by 

Diobt, his fon and heir; who married his diiiant coufin, Eliza¬ 
beth, daughter of Cliarlcs Gerard, firft earl of Macclesfield; by whom 
he had an only daughter, Elizabeth, afterwards the wife of James 
duke of Hamilton, in Scotland; which duke was, in 1711, the 10th 
queen Anne, created duke of Brandon, and baron of Dutton. 

On the dcceafe of this Digby lord Gerard, in 1711, the honour 
ended with him by default of ifliic male.

This dynafty is defeended from Ratcliff Gerard, fecond fon of 
Gilbert, and younger brother to Thomas, firft lord Gerard of Bromley. 
Which Ratcliff was of Halfall, in com. Lane, and married Elizabeth, 
daughter and heir of Sir Charles Somerlet, fourth fon of Edward carl 
of Worccfter; and had ifTue Sir Charles Gerard, knight, who, by Pe¬ 
nelope his wife, fifter and coheir to Sjr Edward Fitton, of Gofworth, 
in com. Ceftr. knight, was father of 

Charles Gerard, a perfon mod eminent for his loyalty and va¬ 
lour during the civil wars; which on many occafions, and in various 
engagements, he very confpicuoufly difplayed. Thefc great fervices 

• A.-.d bad a daughter, Elizabeth, who married Robert Helketh, efquire, whole daughter 
and heir, El i za b eth, married Sir Edward, Stanley, baronet, afterwards earl of Derby. 

recommended 
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recommended him 0 to the notice of his royal mafter, who rewarded 
them by advancing him to the honour of peerage, creating him, by 
letters patent, dated at Oxford, 8th November, 21 ft: Charles I. lord 
Gerard, baron of Brandon, in com. Suff. Upon the reftoration having 
taken place, he was ftill further advanced (though rather tardily), to 
the dignity of vifeount Brandon aforefaid, and earl of Macclesfield, in 
Chefliirc, 1 ' anno 1679. 

But notwithftanding all his former ads of loyalty, and noble beha¬ 
viour in fupport of the crown, it appears that he, together with the 
carl of Stamford, and the lord Delamcre, .were committed to the 
Tower in the time of James II. on fufpicion of an intention to raife 
a rebellion, and were condemned to die; but afterwards pardoned. 
He lived to fee the glorious revolution; and, in fad, to witnefs three 
lingular ojcurrcnces in the annals of Britifli hiftory: the firft, the dc- 
potition and decapitation of Charles I. by his fubjeds; fccondly, the 
reftoration of the fame king’s fon, by the fame fubjeds who had be¬ 
headed hfs father; thirdly, the revolution, or the utter cxpulfion of 
that royal family which had fo lately been called to refume the crown 
of their lawful inheritance. 

This nobleman died about the year 1693. His wife was a French 
lady, w hofe name is not commemorated; by whom he had two fons, 
Charles and l 'itton; and three daughters; whereof Charlotte married, 

firft-Manwaring, of Chefhire; and, fccondly, Sir Thomas Orby, 

of Lincolnfhirc; Anne married a captain Ebrington; and Elizabeth, 
Digby lord Gerard, of Bromley.* 


° Hr had two valiant brothers; via. Edward, a colonel of toot, who diftinguifhed himfelf in 
the firtl battle ot Newbury, where lie was fevtrely wounded; and Sir Gilbert Gerard, who was 
flain on the king’s part ue .r Ludlow, in S'.iroplliire; alto two uncles, both engaged in the royal 
caufc: whereof Sir Gilbert was governor of Worcefter, and Ratcliff, a lieutenant colonel under 
him. Which RatcUfTc had three Tons; viz. llatclitte; John, afterwards put to death by Crom¬ 
well; and Gilbert, who. on the refioration, was created a baronet by Charles II. All which 
three fons were in the battle of Eincton, and divrrs other battles, on his majefty’s brhalf.

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Charles, fecond carl of Macclesfield, was a colonel in the army, 
and ambaflador to the court of Hanover, upon the fubject of the fuc- 
ceffion to the throne of England, and died there in 1701. He mar¬ 
ried, firft, the daughter of Sir Richard Mafbn, of Shropshire, knight 
(from whom he was feparated); and next, the daughter of a Mr. 
Harbourd, but by neither had any ifTue: but upon fomc ferious dif- 
plcafurc to his brother, bequeathed the chief part of his cflatc to his 
kinfman, Charles lord Mohun.’ But in his title he was fuccceded by 
his faid brother, 

Fittox Gerard, third lord Macclesfield, and vifeount and baron 
Gerard, of Brandon, with whom thofc honours expired, in 1702, by 
rcafon of his death unmarried.

'The firft that enjoyed the title of earl of Gloucefter, after the 
Norman conqucft, was 

Robert, commonly called the Conful, one of the illegitimate fons 
of king Henry I.* Who taking to wife Maud (by fome called Mabel), 
eldcft of the four daughters and coheirs of Robert Fit/.-Hamon,* had, 
in her right, the whole honour of Gloucefter,' as alfo a great inherit¬ 
ance in Normandy ; and all the lands of Hamo Dapifer, his wife’s 
uncle. 

This Robert was, in thole times, a perfon of a great and undaunted 
fpirit, neyer difmayed by misfortunes; and was cftcemed the moft 
valiant captain of that age. ImprefTcd with a deep fenfe of the bounty 
and liberality of the king, his father, he gratefully returned the fame, 
by a faithful adherence to his daughter, Maud the empreis, in her 
contention for the crown with the ufurper, king Stephen; during 
which contcft he performed many heroic and difficult adions: and

nothing more teftifies his great value, than that he was accepted as a 
fufikient exchange for king Stephen, v.hen they were both prifmcrs 
to oppolite panics. He died 12th Stephen, 1147, Inning had iirue 
four tons; viz. William, his fuccefibr; Roger, bifhop of Worccfler; 
Iiumon, who died in the king’s army at the fioge of Thoulofe, anno 
1162; and Philip;" as alio two daughters; whereof Mabel married 
Aubrey de Verc and Maud, Ranulph earl of Cheiter. 

William, the next earl of Gloucefier, upon levying the aid for 
marrying the king’s daughter, 12th Henry il. certified his knights 
fees in Kent, to be twenty-two, one half, and a third part; and clie- 
vvhcrc, two hundred and fixtv one halt, de veteri icotFamcnto, and 
thirteen one half de novo. A ftrong tcRimony of his great cliatc and 
power. 

He married Hawyfe, daughter of Robert, furnamed Bofiu, carl of 
Lciccftcr, by whom he had a ion, Robert, that died in his lifetime; 
wherefore on his own deceafc, the 20th Henry * 1 . 117,;, his three 
daughters became his coheirs: who were, Mabel, married to the earl 
of Eurcux, in Normandy; Amice, to Richard de Clare, carl of Hert¬ 
ford ; and Ifabcl. » But to the end that his inheritance fhould not be 
divided among females, he conftitutcd John, a younger fon to Henry II. 
his heir. 


Being thus chad, king Henry retained the earldom in his own hands 
for fome year ; hut at length heftowed it in marriage with Ifabcl, one 
of the daughters of carl William, on 

Jou.v Pl.A ntaokxet, his younger fon; who according!* held the 
fame during the reign of his brother, king Richard I. but Inning no 
children by her, alter he tame to the crown he procured a divorce, 
and fold her for 20,coo marks to Geoffrey <lc Maiidcviile. Which

Thomas of Woodftoek was the feventh and youngeft fon of Ed¬ 
ward III. being fo furnamed from the place of his birth ; and was by 
his nephew, Richard II. created duke of Gloucelter (bearing all’o the 
titles of carl of Buckingham, Effcx, and Northampton.) He was a 
man of valour, prudence, and afliduous for the intcrcli of the king, 
and the good of his country. But all thefe eminent virtues, by ex¬ 
treme paflion and obflinacy, were fo much fullied, that the harfli and 
untunablc admonitions he uled to the young prince, bred in the king 
a great diflike to his uncle, and in the end proved his dcitruclion: 
for the flatterers of the royal ear could not bear his reflections and 
idvice, and therefore refted not till they had fo worked upon the 
^'ng’s w'rath and difplcafure, that he confcnted to his death; and is 
jfi laid to have taken an aClive part in that abominable murder.* 
* .*>Tart relates, that the king came one day to his uncle's feat at 
>sfT;y, in Ellcx, as if it were to give him a vilit. He was received

_4\ ready for his majefly. But before he fat down, he defired the

PLANTAGENET DUKE OF GLOUCESTER. 

Amus—Quarterly France and England, a Border Ar. 


This honour was next conferred by Henry V. on his younger 
brother, 

Humphrey Plantagestet, who ufed toftyle himfclf fon, brother, 
and uncle of kings, duke of Gloucefter, and carl of Pembroke. This 
Humphrey, for his many rare and excellent qualities, was entitled the 
“ Good-," and for his jullice, “father of his country:" but after he 
had governed the kingdom under Ilcnry VI. his nephew, for many 
years, with the higheft commendation of praife, and to the /atisfii&ion 
of all men, lie was, by the malice of Margaret of Anjou, queen to 
Henry VI*. brought to his end, at St. Edmond’s Bury; where, in a 
parliament held anno 1446, he was arrefted for high treafon, and the 
next day found dead in his bed, as if he had died of an apoplexy or 
impofthumc. Some think he was llrangled or lmothcred, or that a 
fpit was thruft through his fundament. 

He was a great proficient in learning; wrote fcvcral tnufts; favoured 
learned men; laid the bafis of the Bodleian library; and built the 
divinity fchool> in the univerfity of Oxford. He was very hofpitablc ; 
and from him, by way of antithefis, came the proverb, “ To dine with 
duke Humphrey."' 

. This duke married two wives; the firft of which was Jaquelin, or 
Jaquctta, daughter and heir to William duke of Bavaria; from whom 
he was divorced, by reafon of her having been before betrothed to 
John duke of Brabant. His fecond wife was Eleanor, daughter of 
Reginald lord Cobham, of Stcrborough; w hereby, it is faid, he made

her fomc amends for the unlawful familiarity that had palTed between 
them formerly. But by neither of thele wives had he any iflue. He 
had, however, a natural daughter, Antigone, who became the wife of 
Henry Grey, earl of Tanquerville, and lord Powis.* 

Richard Plantagenet, younger brother of king Edward IV. 
was the next duke of Gloucefter; of whom it is here unncceflarv to 
fpcak, by reafbn he afterwards afeended the throne by the name of 
Richard III. Under which title of king, our hillorians Aurioufly relate 
Ids character, anions, and death at the battle of Bofworth Field; 
where his gallant conduct, though it coil him his life, gained him the 
reputation of a valiant foldier, and brave commander. Yet it is to be 
obferved, that in this battle he fell in the thickeft of the fight; and 
not by the hand of the carl of Richmond, as erroneoufly reprefented 
by Shakcfpear, to ferve the purpofc of ftage-effcft. T 


STUART DUKE OF GLOUCESTER. 

The race of the Plantagencts having terminated, the title of Glou- 
ceftcr was afterwards revived in the perfon of 

Henry Stuart, youngeft fon of king Charles I. who, in 1659, 
was created by his brother, Charles II. carl of Cambridge.^ and duke 
of Gloucefter; but he died the following year, 1660, aged twenty-one, 
unmarried; and much lamented as a prince of excellent accomplifli- 
ments, and great promile,

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In 1789, prince William, /bn of George and Anne, prince and 
princcfs of Denmark, was by his uncle, king William III. nominated* 
duke of Glouccfter; but died the year following, in 1700, before the 
feals were put to the patent. 

•This young prince, who died at the early age of eleven years and 
five days, was of the moil promifmg hopes; of a manly foul, and very 
lively genius: undcrflood the theory of war, the terms of fortifica¬ 
tion, and of navigation; and knew’ all the different parts of a ftrong 
place, and a fliip of war. He likewife took much plcafurc in hunt¬ 
ing and martial cxerciles; wherefore his uhtimely death w r as much 
lamented by his parents, the king, the court, and the nation. 


GUELPH DUKE OF GLOUCESTER. 

Is 1718, prince Kkkdkkick, cldclt ion of George prince of Wales, 
was, by his grandfather, king George I. created duke of Glouccflcr. 
He died in 1751, in his father’s lifetime, leaving iifuc divers ions. 
Whereof 

George, the elded, is his prefont majcfly, by whom the title of 
Gloucelter, in 1764, was conferred on his next brother, prince Wil¬ 
liam Henry ; whole fon and heir now enjoys the fame. 


GODOLPHfN OF RIALTON.

Or this name, John de Godolpiiin, who was living about the 
time of the Norman conquefl, being (among other his poifcfiions), 
lord of the manor of Godolphin, in the county of Cornwall; and rc-

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tiding there, was from thence denominated. From him delcendcd, 
through divers generations, 

David Godolpuin, efquirc, who by Meliora his wife, daughter 
of John Cowling, of Trewervcneth, efquirc, left ilTuc an only daughter 
and heir, Elizabeth, who married John Rinfcy, efquirc; and being a 
great heirefs, it was covenanted that their descendants (hould bear the 
name of Godolphin. Of this dynafty, therefore, w ere thofc who after¬ 
wards became luch eminent perfons, and obtained to the rank of 
peerage ; the firft of whom was 

'Sidney Godolphin,’ third fon of Sir Francis Godolphin, knight 
of the bath, fo made at the coronation of Charles II. Which Sidney, 
by his widom, unblemifhcd integrity, and many rare accompliflmients, 
role to high honour, and left a Alining example to poflerity. 

On the difmiffion of the earl of Danbv from being lord high trea- 
furer, in 1679, he was conflitutcd one of the commiflioncrs of the 
treafury; and by his notable dexterity in butinefs, was li>i»n after con- 
tidcrcd as one of the ablcft men belonging to the court, and in Fe¬ 
bruary 1680, was fworn one of his majefty’s prry council; where he 
gained fo much afcendency, that Sir William Temple lays, “ Tliat 
“ the earl of Sunderland, Mr. Hyde, and Mr. Godolphin, were 
“ eftetmed alone to be in the management of the king's affairs, and 
“ looked upon as the miniftry.” In 1684, on the rctignation of Sir 
Decline Jenkins, he was made one of his majefty’s principal fccretaries 
of ltate; but not liking this office, he was in the Augull following 
appointed firft commiffioner of the treafury; and in September, ad¬ 
vanced to the dignity of peerage, by the title ol baron Godolphin of 
Ilialton, in the county of Cornw all. 

On the acceffion of James II. he was made lord chamberlain to 
the queen; and on the removal of the earl of Rocheftcr from the 
office of lord high treafurer, he was again appointed one of the com-

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miffioncrs of the treafury. When the prince of Orange landed, he 
was one of thofe to whom the king committed the adminiftration of 
affairs in his abfencc; and on his return from Salisbury to London, 
one of thofe deputed to wait upon the prince, to afk what he de¬ 
manded ? In the debate on the vacancy of the throne, the lord 
Godolphin voted for a regency; neverthelcfs, when king William and 
queen Mary were proclaimed king and queen of England, he wras 
reinftated in his place at the treafury board; and on the acccflion of 
queen Anne, conftituted lord high treafurer of England. 

Under his lordfhip’s adminiftration in this high office, public credit 
revived (which before was in a finking condition} ; the war was car¬ 
ried on with fuccefs; and the nation entirely latisficd with his prudent 
management. He omitted nothing that could engage the public to 
bear the burden of the w'ar with checrfulnefs; and it was owing to 
his lordfhip’s advice, that her majefty contributed £. 1 00,000 out of 
the civil lift towards it. lie was alfo one of thofe faithful and able 
counfellors, who advifed the queen to declare in council, “ That flie 
“ judged the felling of offices and places in her houlhold and family, 
“ to be difgraccful and difhonourable to her; prejudicial to her fervicc, 

“ and a difeouragement to virtue and true merit, which could and 
“ fliould recommend pcrfbns to her royal approbation; and that her 
“ majefty was rcfolved againft felling the fame.” And fo true a friend 
was he towards the church, that he alfo advifed her majefty to fettle 
her revenue of the firft fruits and tenths of the clergy, to augment 
fmall vicarages. 

In 1 704, he was inftallcd a knight of the garter; and having done 
great fen ices, he was further elevated to the dignity of vilcount Rial- 
ton, and earl of Godolphin, by letters patent, dated 29th December, 
1706. Rut, n'*vertheleis, certain political feuds and animofitics at 
length prevailing, her majefty, in 1710, was perfuaded co remove him 
from the office of lord high treafurer, to the great regret of all her 
allies. 

His lordfliip, who had laboured under the pains of the ftone and 

gravel 
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gravel for fomc years, died in 1712, and was buried in Wc/lminfter 
Abbey. Bilhop Burnet, in his Hiilory of his Own Times, fays, 
“ That he was the iilenteft and modelled: man that was perhaps ever 
“ bred in a court; that he had a clear apprehenfion, difpatclied buli- 
“ nc/s w ith great method, and fo much temper, that had no pcribnal 
“ enemies; but that his iilcnce begot a jealoufv which hung long 
“ upon him; that his notions were for the court, but that his lincerc 
“ and incorrupt way of managing the concerns of the treafurv, created 
“ in all people a very high refpect for him. That he loved gaming the 
“ moft of any man that lie ever knew; and gave one realon for it, be- 
“ caufe it delivered him from the obligation of talking much, lie had 
“ true principles of religion and virtue, and was free from all vanity, 
" and never heaped up wealth. That all tilings being laid together, 
“ he was one of the worthicll and wifcll men that had been employed 
“ in his time; and that he had much the confidence of' four fucceeding 
“ princes.” 

He married Margaret, one of the daughters and coheir- of Thomas 
Blague, cfquirc; and had ilTue Francis, his only Ion and heir, of whom 
Ihe died in childbed, in 1678; a circumltance which fo much atfeclcd 
him, that he continued a widower ever after. 

Fhancis, fecund carl of Godolphin, during the lifetime of his father, 
when lie came at age was returned to parliament for the borough of 
Hcl/ton; and the 7th of queen Anne, was chofcn knight of the /hire 
for the county of Oxford. In 1702, he was one of the tellers of the 
exchequer; and in 1705, lord warden of the flannaries in Cornwall. 
On the dcccalc of his father, he fucce'-dcd him in his honours; and 
in 1715, was made lord lieutenant and cuftos rotulorum of Oxford- 
/hire; and during the ahfence of (ieorire I. on the continent, was federal 
times one of the lords juftices ad interim. 

In 1735, he was created baron of Ilcl/ton, in Cornwall, and to his 
heirs male, with remainder to the heirs male of his unde, Henry Go- 
dolphin, provoft of Eton college. By his lady, eldcii daughter and 
Coheir of John Churchill, duke of Marlborough (and on her father’s 

death. 
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death, duchefs of Marlborough, by virtue of the ad of parliament 
entailing his honours on his daughters.) He had two fons and three 
daughters; whereof William, the cldcft fon, called marquis of Bland - 
ford, in 1727 was chofcn M.'P. for Woodllock; in 1729 married 
Maria-Cathcrina, daughter of Peter D’Jong, of the province of Utrecht, 
and filler to the countefs of Denbigh ; by whom he had no Muc, and 
died at Oxford in 1731. Henry, fecond Ion, died young; as did 
Margaret, one of the daughters. Of the other two, Henrietta married 
Thomas Pelham Holies, duke of Ncwcaille; and Mary, Thomas Of- 
borne, duke of Leeds. 

His lordlhip dcccaling 17th January, 1766, the titles of carl of 
Godolphin, and vifeount llialton became cxtindl, as did alfo that of 
baron Godolphin of llialton; but in the barony of Godolphin of Hel¬ 
lion, he was fucccedcd by his coufm. 


f GODOLPHIN OF HELSTQNJ 

Fkancjs Godolphin, of Bavlis, in com. Bucks, cfquirc, youngcll 
but cldell furviving fon of Henry Godolphin, provoll of Kton college 
beforementioned.* Which Francis, at the time of fuccecding to 
the honour, was M. P. for Hellion. He married, firll, in 1734, Bar¬ 
bara, daughter of William Bcntinck, earl of Portland, w r ho died in 
1736, S. P.; fecondly, 28th May, 1748, Anne, daughter of John carl 
Fit/.-William ; but having no iffue, the barony of Godolphin of Hel¬ 
lion expired with his lordlhip, circ. 1785.

In 1698, Henry of Nailau, lord of Auverquerque, was created by 
William III. baron of Alford, vi/count Boflon, and carl of Grantham, 
all in Lincolnfhirc. His father was that excellent general Auver- 
querque, who attended the prince of Orange (afterwards king Wil¬ 
liam III.), throughout the i£ar in Holland, Ireland, and Flanders. 
And in the duke of Marlborough’s time, being velt marfhall of the 
army of the States General, acquitted himfclf in that great trufl with, 
the highcil commendations; his conduct and valour fhining in every 
a&ion wherein he was concerned. In the campaign of 1708, he died 
in the camp at Roufclacr, after a long indifpofition, and was bttried at 
Auvcrquerquc with great folemnity. But to return to 

Henry, his cldeft furviving ion, who, in his father's lifetime, had 
been raifed (as beforementioned), to the rank of an Englifh peer; he 
was a perion highly cftcemed by his refpe&ive fbvcrcigns; and was 
lord chamberlain of the houfhold to her majefty queen Caroline, when 
princcfs of Wales; in which office he continued till her dcccafc. 

He married the lady Henrietta Butler, filler to James duke of Or- 
, mond, by whom he had two fqps; viz. Henry, who died at Orleans, 
in France, in 1718; and Thomas, who deceafcd at Dijon, in Bur¬ 
gundy, in 1730; both unmarried. As alfo four daughters; whereof 
Frances married, in 1737, captain Elliot; Emilia-Maria, and Henri¬ 
etta, died .young; and another Henrietta, married, in 1733, William 
earl Cowper. 

His lordlhip dcceafing in 1754, without iffuc male furviving, his 
honours terminated w ith him.

In 1714, Grace Granville, daughter and heir of John carl oi 
Bath, was by his majefty, George I. Created countefs of Granville, 
with remainder to her iiTue male by her hufband, George lord Cartc- 
^id-Car- ret.* She died in 1744, leaving 

John, her fon and heir; who dying in 1763, was fuccecdcd by his 
fen and heix, 

Robert ; who having no male iffue, the earldom terminated with 
him, as under the article of Carteret is fully fet forth. 


GRANVILLE OF POTHERIDGE. 

This barony, in 1703, was conferred on John, fccond fen of John 
Granville, earl of Bath, by her majefty queen Anne ; who being a 
perfen of very great accomplishments, was created a baron of the 
realm, by the title of lord Granville, of Pothcridgc, in the county of 
Devon; and about the fame time was made lord warden of the ftan- 
naries, an office his anccftors had before enjoyed. 

He married Rebecca, daughter of Sir Jofiah Child, of Wanftead, in 
Eflex, widow of Charles marquis of Worcefter; but died anno 1707, 
without iffue. 


GREENWICH. 
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GREENWICH. 

Tiifs title, in 1705, was conferred on John Campbell, duke of 
Argyle, in Scotland, who, by queen Anne, was then created baron of 
Chatham, and carl of Greenwich; and, in 1719, was advanced to the 
higher honour of duke of Greenwich. 

As a fenator, as a warrior, this eminent nobleman moffc confpi- 
cuoufiy fhone; and, by reaion of his rare worth and abilities, was 
generally diftinguifhed by the name of the “ great duke of Argyle.” 

On a fine monument in Weftminftcr Abbey, created to his memory, 

and executed by Roubiliac, the figure of Hiftory is reprefented writing 

the following lines:

Britons behold! if patriot worth be dear, 

A lhrine that claims thy tributary tear. 

Silent that tongue—-admiring fenates heard ; 

Nrrvdefs that arm—oppofing legions fear'd! 

Nor lefs, O Campbell, thine the pow’r to pleafe. 

And give to grandeur all the grace of cafe. 

Long from thy life let kindred heroes trace 
Arts, which ennoble flill the nobleft race. 

Others may owe their future fame to me, 

I borrow immortality from thee. 

His grace was born xoth October, 1680, and died 4th O(Sober, 
1743, without iffue male; whereby his Engliih honours (beforemen¬ 
tioned), became exti^ft. 

He was twice married: firft, to Mary, daughter to John Brown, 
cfquirc, and niece to Sir .Charles Duncomb, who, in 1708, was lord 
mayor of .London; which lady died S. P. in 1715-16. Secondly, to 
Jane, daughter of Thomas Warburton, of Winnington, in Chelhire, 
cfquirc; by whom lie had ifiuc five daughters. Whereof Caroline 
married, firft, Francis carl of Dalkeith, cldeft fon and heir of Francis

duke of Bucdeugh; and, fccondly, the honourable Charles Townfhend; 
Anne, William earl of Strafford; Jane died young; Betty married the 
right honourable James Stuart M'Kenzic, brother to John earl of 
Bute; and Mary became wife of Edward vifeount Coke, fon and 
heir of Thomas Coke, earl of Leiccfter. Which Edward died S. P. 
vi. pat. and the faid lady Mary (otherwife vifeountefs) Coke yet 
furvives. 


TOWNSHENt) BARONESS GREENWICH. 

Lady Caroline Campbell, eldcft daughter and coheir of John 
duke of Argylc and Greenwich beforenamed, after the dcccafc of her 
firft hufband, the carl of Dalkeith, to her fccoftd hufband took the 
right honourable Charles Townfhend, who died in 1767; being then 
firft lord of the treafury, and chancellor of the exchequer. 

Her iaayiiip, in 1767, was created baronefs Greenwich, with re¬ 
mainder to her iffiic male by the faid Charles Townfhend, fccond fon 
of William vifeount Townfhend. Which iflue were two fons, and 
one daughter; Thomas-Charles, born in 1758; apd William-John, 
bom in 1761, and died in 1782; Anne, the daughter, bom in 1756, 
married, in 1779, Richard Wilfon, cfquirc, of Tyrone, in Ireland; by 
whom fhe had a fon, bom in 1780. 

But the lady Greenwich deccafing in 1794, and her two fons, 
Thomas-Charles, and William-John, having died in her lifetime, 
without leaving iffue male, the title of Greenwich again became

In the 28th of Henry VI. Thomas, a younger brother to Edmond * vid.Grey 
Grey, firft carl of Kent,* being then a knight, was advanced to the earl of Kel ' r 
dignity of baron Grey of Rugcmont, by letters patent; and the 38th 
Henry VI. in further confideration of his ipecial fervices, obtained the 
ftcwardfhip of the lordfhips of Wcndovcr and Whaddon, in com. 

Bucks. But being a zealous Lancaftrian, he was, with many other 
noble perfons (after the battle of Towton), attainted the ift Edward IV. 
and dying without iifuc, his title became extindt. 


GREY OF WERKE, GLENDALE, AND EARL 

OF TANKERVILLE.

That this name hath been ancient in Northumberland, and famous 
for divers military exploits, is evident from many authorities. But 
from Sir Thomas Grey, of Berwick, Ion of David Grey, is reckoned 
‘ the firft rife of this family. 

Which Sir Thomas is faid to have married Jane (or Anne), daugh¬ 
ter to John baron Moubray, by whom he had four fons; viz. John, 
who married Joane, eldcft of the two daughters and coheirs of Ed¬ 
ward Charlton, lord Powis, and was afterwards created carl of Tanker- 
villc by king Henry V.; Sir Thomas Grey, of Heton; Sir Henry 
Grey, of Kettringham and Bottingham, in Suffolk; and William, 
bifhop of London; alfo a daughter, Maud, wife of Sir Henry Ogle,

deeply concerned in the rebellion of the duke of Monmouth, of whofc 
army he was general of the horfe; but whom he is acculed of having 
trcachcroufly dcfertcd at the battle of Sedge more, and to have ran 
away at the firft charge.* However that may be, he afterwards made 
his peace; and, according to Burnet, compounded for his life at a 
very high rate, and upon inglorious conditions: for he was a witnefs 
for the convi&ion of others, though it is laid a promile was made him, 
that none Ihould die upon his evidence. His pardon is alio aferibed, 
that the earl of Rochcftcr might enjoy his eftate; which could not be 
otherwife than by fparing this lord's life, as the lame was entailed. 

On king William’s attaining the crown, the lord Grey leems to 
have been in much favour; for the nth of June, 1695, the 7th of 
William III. he was created carl of Tankerville, and vilcount Grey of 
Glendale, by letters patent; and in the fame reign was lome time one 
of the lords of the treafury, of the privy council; and, in 1700, was 
made lord privy fcal; but he died the year following, leaving ilfuc by 
his wife, Mary, daughter of George lord Berkeley, an only daughter, 
Mary, married to Charles Bcnnet, baron of Oflulfton; who, in 1714, 
was, by George I. created earl of Tankerville/ 

Dying thus without ilfue male, the earldom terminated with him, 
but the barony of Werke devolved upon 

Ralph Gret, his brother; who, in 1698, was made governor of 
Barbadoes. 

He attended king William in molt of his campaigns; and died at 
Epping, in July 1706, without ilfue; leaving a conliderable eftate to 
his coulin, William lord North and Grey, fon of Charles lord Grey, of 
Rollefton beforementioned.

In 1740, Henry de Grey, duke of Kent,* was created marquis of 
Grey, with limitation, failing the ilfuc male of his own body, to his 
granddaughter, Jemima (daughter of his cldeft daughter, Amabel, who 
married John Campbell, vifeount Glenorchy, ion and heir of John carl 
of Breadalbane, in Scotland), and to her ifluc male. This 

Lady Jemima Campbell married Philip, cldcft fon and heir ap¬ 
parent to Philip York, lord Hardwick, lord high chancellor of Great 
Britain; and on the deceafc of the faid Henry duke of Kent, in June 
1740, without furviving iflue malc,+ fuccecdcd to the title of mar- 
chionefs Grey. By the laid Philip York, cfquire, her hufband (after¬ 
wards earl of Hardwick), fhe had ifluc two daughters; viz. the lady 
Amabel, who married the honourable Alexander Hume, commonly 
called lord Polwarth, cldeft Ion of the carl of March mont and the 
lady Jemima, who wedded Thomas Bobinfon, lord Grantham; but 
having no iflue male, the title of marchioncfs of Grey became extintf 
upon her dcccafc in 1797. 


GRIFFIN. 


Ap.mj—S. a Griffin Scgreaul Arg. his Beak and fore Leg* O. 

It is faid by the records of this family, that the name is of Wclfh 
extraction; but whether from Griffin, the foil of Lewclinc prince of 
North Wales, or from Griffin of Brumfield, who fled to England for 
refuge, temp. Henry III. is not evidently made out. But from a 
pedigree, attefted by Sir Richard St. George, and the learned Camden, 

it 
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it appears, that in the reign of Edward II. the heir general of the 
family of the Favels, of Wefton-Favel, in com. Northamp. being 
married to 

Sir John Griffin, he made that his place of abode, as did his 
poftcrity; till by his marriage with Elizabeth, daughter and heir (after 
the death of Edward, her brother), to Warren lord Latimer, of Bray- 
brook. 

Sir Thomas Griffin acquired the manor of Wardon, and caftle 
of Braybrook, in com. Northamp.; as alfo divers other lands in that 
fhire, and in other counties. This Sir Thorpas was fucceeded by 
Richard, his ion and heir; who, by Anne, daughter of Richard 
Chamberlain, left John, his ion and heir. Which 

John, the 12th Henry IV.* on the death of Edward the laft lord 
Latimer, of Braybrook, was found to be his coufin and heir; viz. ion 
of Richard, Ion of Elizabeth, fifter of him the laid Edward; and there¬ 
upon had livery of the manor of Wardon, and caftle of Braybrook, 
with divers other lands in the county of Northampton, and elfewhcre. 
In the 4th Henry Vl.f he was found to be next heir at law to Tho¬ 
mas, the laft lord La Warrc; viz. grandlon of Thomas Griffin, fon 
of Catherine, fifter of John, father of Roger, father of the faid Tho¬ 
mas la Warrc. J This John died S.P. whereby Nicholas, his brother, 
became his heir; from whom dcfccndcd 

Sir Edward Griffin, who being lieutenant-colonel of the duke 
of York’s regiment of foot guards (now called the Coldftrcam), in the 
reign of Charles II. and giving great proofs of his loyalty to king 
James II. was, by letters patent, dated at Salifbury, 3d December, 
1688, advanced to the dignity of a peer of the realm, by the title of lord 
Griffin, of Braybrook. But on that king's abdication, attending him 
into France, was outlawed, and continued there till 1708 ; when, on 
an intended invafion of Scotland, he, with divers others, were taken 
on the coaft of North Britain by Sir George Byng, and committed to 
the Tower of London, where he died a prifoncr, in November 1710. 
He married the-lady Eficx Howard, only daughter and heir to James 
vol. ni.

earl of Suffolk* (by his firft wife, Sufanna, daughter of Henry earl of 
Holland), and had ifluc, 

James, his ion and heir; who, by Anne his wife, daughter and 
foie heir to Richard Rainsford, efquire, cldcft fon .of lord chief juft ice 
Rainsford, had feveral children : whereof Edward was the next lord; 
James died on the day he came of age ; and Richard S. P. Elizabeth 
married, firft, Henry Grey, of Billingbccr, in com. Berks, efquire; 
fecondly, John Wallop, earl of Portfmouth, but died S. P.; and 
Anne married William Whitwell, of Oundle, in com. Northamp. 
efquire. 

Edward fucceeded his father; and on the ill of February, 1726-7, 
took the oaths, and his feat in parliament, having turned Protcftant. 
His lady was Mary, daughter of Anthony Welden, of Well, in com. 
Line, efquire, lometimc governor of Bengal, in the Eaft Indies; by 
whom he~had one daughter, named ElTcx, who died, unmarried, at 
Billingbecr, in 1738; and deceasing himfclf, in 1742, without iffue 
male, the title of Griffin became extinft: but his two fillers, Eliza¬ 
beth and Anne, were heirs to his eftate. Of thcle lifters (as before- 
mentioned), Elizabeth was twice married, but died iftuclcls; and 
Anne, by her hulband William Whitwell, efquire, had many children. 
Whereof 

John, the eldeft fon, rclinquiihcd his paternal name, and took that 
and the arms of Griffin, by a& of parliament; and afterwards, on claim, 
became lord Howard of Walden.f 


GUILFORD. 

In 1660, Elizabeth vifeountefs Kenelmcaky, widow of Lewis 
Boyle, vifeount Kenelmcaky, in the kingdom of Ireland, was by his 
majefty/Charles II. created countcis of Guilford for life.

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She was daughter of William Fielding, firft earl of Denbigh, by 
Sufan his wife, daughter of Sir George ViUiers, of Brookfby, and lifter 
to George, the great duke of Buckingham. 


MAITLAND EARL OF GUILFORD. 

This honour was next conferred upon John Maitland, fecond carl 
of Lauderdale, in Scotland; who was firft cteated (2d March, 1672), 
marquis of March, and duke of Lauderdale; and on the 25th June, 
1674, an Englilh peer, by the titles of baron Peterlham, and earl of 
Guilford. 

Bilhop Burnet gives the following character of this nobleman: 

“ That for many years he was a zealous Covenanter, but in 1647, 
“ turned .to the king's intereft; and at the battle of Worcefter was 
“ taken prifoncr, and detained in cuftody till the reftoration. In his 
“ pcrlbn he made a very ill appearance: he was very big: his tongue 
u was too large for his mouth, which made him bedew all that he 
“ talked to. And his whole manner was rough and boifterous, and 
“ very unfit for a court. 

“ He was very learned, not only in Latin, in which he was a great 
“ matter, but in Greek and Hebrew. He had read a great deal of 
“ divinity, and almoft all the hiftorians, ancient and modern; io that 
“ he had great Itore of materials. He had with thefc an extraordinary 
“ memory, and a copious but unpolilhed exprefiion. He was a man 
“ (as the duke of Buckingham called him), of a blundering undcr- 
" (landing. He was haughty beyond exprefiion; abjeeft to thofe he 
u (aw he muft (loop to, but imperious to all others. He had a vio- 
** lencc ofpafiion that carried him often to fits like madnefs, in which 
“ he had no temper. If he took a thing wrong, it was a vain thing 
u to ftudy to convince him; that would rather provoke him to fwear 

U u 2 " he 
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“ lie would never be of another mind: he was to be let alone; and, 

.* L 

u perhaps, he would have forgot what he had faid, and come about of 
** his own accord. He was the eoldeft friend, and the violcnteft 
“ enrtny, I ever knew. He at firft feemed to defpife wealth ; but he 
“ afterwards delivered himfelf up to luxury and fenfuality: and by 
“ that means ran into a vaft expenfe, and ftuck at nothing that was 
** ncceffary to fupport it. In his long imprifonment, he had great 
“ impreftions of religion on his mind; but he wore thefe out fo en- 
“ tirely, that fcarce any trace of them was left. His great experience 
“ in affairs, his ready compliance with every thing that he thought 
“ would pleafe the king, and his bold offering at the moil defperate 
“ counfels, gained him fuch an intcreft in the king, that no attempt 
u again ft him, nor complaint, could ever fhakc it, till a decay of 
“ ftrength and underftanding forced him to let go his hold. He was 
“ in his principles much againft Popery and arbitrary government; 
u and yet by a fatal train of paftions and interefts, he made way for 
“ the former, and had almoft cftablifticd the latter. And whereas, 
“ fome by a fmooth deportment, made the firft beginnings of tyranny 
“ lefs difcerniblc and unacceptable, he, by the fury of his behaviour, 
“ heightened the feverity of his miniftry; which was more like the 
“ cruelty of an inquifition, than the legality of jufticc. With all this 
“ he was a Prcfbytcrian; and retained his averfion to king Charles, 
" and his party, to his death.” 

He was one of thofe counfellors who, from their initials, w'crc 
denominated the cabal: viz. Sir Thomas Clifford; the carl of Ar¬ 
lington; the duke of Buckingham; Sir Anthony Alhley Cooper (after 
carl of Shaftelbury); and the duke of Lauderdale. C. A. B. A. L. 

This nobleman was twice married: firft, to Anne, daughter and 
coheir to Alexander carl of Hume, by whom he had a daughter of her 
name, who was married to John Hay, marquis of Twccdalc; and, 
fccondly, to Elizabeth, daughter and heir to William Murray, carl of 
Dyfart, and widow of Sir Lionel Talmach, baronet, 8 but by her had 

no 
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no child. And dying in (682, S. M. P. bis Englifh honours termi¬ 
nated with him.

Of this family of Saville (or Savile), the principal branch was Sir 
George Saville, of Thornhill, in com. Ebor. baronet, fon and heir 
of Sir William Saville, baronet (by Anne his wife, daughter of Tho¬ 
mas lord Coventry); who was grandfon of Sir George Saville, baronet, 
by Mary,' daughter of George earl of Shrcwlbury. This 

Sir George, in confidcration of his own and lather’s lervices to 
Charles I., was by his majefty, Charles II. 13th January, 19th year of 
his reign, created a baron, by the title of lord Saville, of Eland, in 
com. Ebor. and raifed to the dignity of a vifeount, by the name of

her e.xpcnfes, and of a moft ravenous covetoufnefs: uor was there any thing Die thick at to 
compafs her end, for the was violent in every tiling; a violent friend, and a much more violent 
enemy. She had been early in an acquaintance with lord I.audcrd3le (not without fomc ceu- 
furc) ; and upon her hufhand's death, became fo intimate with him, and gained fuel) an ulceti- 
dency over him, as much leiTcned him in the eves of the world: for all applications were made 
to her. She fold places, and dilpofed of offices; and took upon her, not only to determine every 
thing of this nature, but to direft his private conduct; and as the conceit took her, would make 
him fall out with all his friends. 
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vifcount Halifax; and afterwards, in 1682, advanced to the titles of 
call and marquis of Halifax. 

Bifhop Burnet fays of him, “ That he was a man of great and ready 
“ wit; full of life, and very pleafant, but much turned to fatire: his 
“ imagination was too hard for his judgment; and a feverc jeft took 
“ more with him than all arguments whatever. He let his wit run 
“ much on matters of religion, which got him the reputation of a 
“ confirmed atheift; but he denied the charge: though he could not, 
** as he faid, digeft iron os an o/lricb, or take into bis belief things that 
“ would burjl him. Friendship and morality were great topics with him; 
“ and punctuality and jufticc more remarkable in his private dealings. 
“ In relation to the public, he went backwards and forwards, and 
“ changed fides fo often, that in the conclufion, no fide would truft 
*' him.” h 

He was lord privy fcal, and fometime prefident of the council to 
Charles II.; and was altogether accounted a great ftatefman. He died 
in 1695; having married two wives. Firft, Dorothy, daughter to 
Henry Spencer, earl of Sunderland, by whom he had ifluc, Henry, 
who married Efther, daughter and coheir to Charles dc la Tour, mar¬ 
quis of Gouvcrnet, in France, and died S. P. in his lifetime; William, 
his fuccefibr; and George, (lain at the fiege of Buda, 1688, unmar¬ 
ried; as alfo one daughter, Anne, wife to John lord Vaughan. His 
fecond lady was Gertrude, daughter to William Picrrepoint, of Tho- 
refby, efquire, fecond fon to the firft earl of Kingfton of that name, 
by whom he had an only daughter, Elizabeth, who married Philip, 
eldeft fon of Philip Stanhope, earl of Chefterficld. 

William, fecond marquis of Halifax, was alfo twice married. By 
his firft wife, Elizabeth, daughter to Sir Samuel Grimfton, of Goram- 
bury, in com. Herts, baronet, and fiftcr and heir to Sir Harbottlc

Grimfton, 
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Grimfton, he had a Ion, George, and other children, who all died in¬ 
fants in their father*s lifetime; as alfo a daughter, Anne, who married 
Charles, fecond ion and fucceifor to, Thomas Bruce, fecond earl of 
Ailcfbury. His fecond wife was Mary, daughter of Daniel Finch, carl 
of Nottingham (by Eflcx, daughter and coheir to Robert Rich, earl of 
Warwick and Holland), by whom he had two fons, William and 
George, who both died young; as alfo three daughters; Eflcx; Do¬ 
rothy, married to Richard earl of Burlington; and Mary, to Sack vile 
carl of Thanct.

MONTAGUE EARL OF HALIFAX.

Charles Montague, a younger fon of George Montague,* eldeft 
fon of Henry, firft earl of Mancheflrer, by his third wife, Margaret, 
daughter of John Crouch, efquire, was eminent for his abilities as a 
wit and a ftatcfman. He ferved in parliament for the cities of Dur¬ 
ham and Wcflminfter, in the reign of William III.; and was by him 
made a commiflkmer of the treafury, 1692 ; and in 1694, chancellor 
of the exchequer, in which poft he projc&ed and executed the great 
recoinagc of fllver in 1695. Soon after when, in 1698, he fettled the 
affairs of the India Company to univerfal fatisfa&ion; and the fame 
year, was recommended by the houfe of commons to the king, as a 
perfon deferving his royal favour; in confcquencc of which, hq was 
created baron Halifax, with limitation, failing his iflue male, to his 
elder brother, George, and’his iflue male. In the reign of queen Anne, 
he was a commiflioncr for the Union between England and Scotland;

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and in 1714, was advanced to the dignity of vifcount Sunbury, in 
Middlefex, and earl of Halifax. He was alio made a K. G. 

Addifon has celebrated this nobleman in his account of the greateft 
Englifh poets. Sir Richard Steele has drawn his charafter, in the 
dedication of the fecond volume of the Spcdlator, and of the fourth of 
the Tatler; but Pope, in the portrait of Buffo, in the Epiftlc to Ar- 
buthnot, has returned the ridicule which his lordihip, in conjunction 
with Prior, had heaped on Dryden’s Hind and Panther; bcfidcs which 
admirable travefty, lord Halifax wrote divers other works, moil of 
which have been pubiif^ied together in an oClavo volume, with Me¬ 
moirs of his Lordfhip’s Life (1716); and are noticed by Walpole, in 
his Catalogue of Noble Authors. 

His lady was Anne, countefs dowager of Manchcftcr, daughter of 
Sir Chriftopher Yelverton, of Eafton Mauduit, in Northamptonfhirc, 
by whom he had no iiTue; and dying in 1715, the titles of carl and 
vifcount became extinft, but the barony of Halifax defeended by virtue 
of the limitation to his nephew, 

George Montague, in whom the honours of vifcount Sunbury, 
and earl of Halifax, were revived by letters patent the fame year. 
Which George, whilft a commoner, ferved in parliament for the town 
of Northampton; and after fucceeding his uncle, was inflalled one of the 
knights of the bath, on the revivement of that order, the 19th June, 
1725; and was auditor of the exchequer. His firfl wife was Richarda- 
Pofthuma, daughter of Richard Saltcnftall, of Chippcn Warden, in 
Northamptonfhirc; by whom he had one daughter, Lucy, married 
to Francis lord Guilford. His fecond wife was Mary, daughter to 
Richard carl of Scarborough; by whom he had ope fbn, George, his 
fucccffor, and fix daughters: whereof Frances married Sir Roger Bur- 
goync; Anne, Jofcph Jekyll; Mary, Sir Danvers Ofborn, baronet; 
Elizabeth, Henry, brother to lord Archer;• Barbara died unmarried; 
and Charlotte was wife to colonel .Tohnfton. His lordfHip furvived 
both his wives, and continued a widower to his death; which occurred 
9th May, 1739. 


George, 
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George, next carl of Halifax, was a pcrfon of excellent accorn- 
pliflimcnts, and great integrity; which during fcveral years of the 
prefent reign, he made manifeft in the various important offices, of 
firft lord of the admiralty, and fecretary of date, which he refpcftively 
fulfilled. He married Anne, only daughter of William Richards; who 
having fuccccded to the eftate of Sir Thomas Dunk, of Tonges, in 
Kent, took that furname, which his lordihip alio thereupon alTumcd. 
His iffiie were, Anne, who died unmarried in 1761; Frances, who 
likewife died unmarried in 176 4.; and Elizabeth, who married John 
vifeount Hinchinbrokc (now earl of Sandwich, to whom fhe was firft 
wife), and died in 176S, having had iffiic a ion, born 3d April, 1767. 

Having no iffiie male, upon his lordfhip’s death in 1771, his honours 
all became extinft. 


HAMILTON OF EXXERDALE. 


In 1619, Janies I. was picafed to create James marquis of Hamil¬ 
ton, in Scotland, baron Hamilton, of Enncrdalc, in Cumberland, and 
earl of Cambridge.*

HAREWOOD. 

In 1790, Edwin Lascelles, cfquirc, was created baron of Hare- 
wood, in the county of York; but died in 1796 without iffiic, when 
his title became extinft. 

Of the ajicicnt family of Lafccllcs, barons of the realm by fummons 
to parliament, temp. Edward I. mention has already been made in 
the firft volume of this work;f but whether Mr. Edwin Lafcelles, fo 
raifed to the honour of peerage by his prefent majefty was defeended 
vol. 111. X x from 
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from the faid ancient and honourable houfe, or " from a rare of tin 
date of Edward II. and liis maternal anccftors from the daughters 
baronets, in an age in which “ bare arts ttv/v nut Jo multitudinous as :.i r 
now' are," we will not pretend to determine. Yet if the perfon v-.i 
whom the following epitaph is aiferted to have been made, was at; 
anceftor of the fame nobleman, there appears no great rca/bn to believe 
that the line of his immediate defeent was above the common level of 
the “ fwinifh multitude.” 

Epitaph faid to be written upon a Mr. Lafcello :

In a temped of fatigue, anxiety, and imprecation, felf-raifed and prolonged through half in 

age, foundered at length H- I-- Who, without flrengrh of head, fuavity of 

tongue, or readinefs of hand, natural, or acquired; without private patrimony or public 
efleem, accumulated during the ten years collection of the crown iciemies at Barbadoes, t,n 
times ten tlnuJUml pounds" And fludiuus that his labours (limild not be confined to that nar¬ 
row ipot, through various provinces of the Rritilh empire, wearied tin twenty lucercding 
years, In amaffing from the orphan, the mariner, the planter, and the public, “ t/iriic t/ut 
enormous fusn." Divine vengeance having wrought his purpol'r on a difl'olute g« neration, by 
hi* agency, deprived hint of fight: but impatient of looking only, where none could look 
more, hojwleis of comfort or entertainment within, he for once incurred the charge of incon- 
liliency; and by a miferable luicide, Odobcr 6, 1753, did juflicr. to himfclt, to his country, 
and to mankind.

Sir Edw’aud Hastings, knight of the garter (fecond fon of the 
aforefaid George, firfl earl of Huntingdon), who being chamberlain of 
the lioulhold, and mailer of the boric to cjuecn Mary, was by her 
created a peer of the realm, by the title of baron Hallings of Lough¬ 
borough, in com. Lcic. anno 1557. But he died at Stoke-Poges, in 
com. Bucks (where he had built a chapel, and founded and endowed 

an holpital), without iffuc by Joanc his wife, daughter of- 

whereby his honour became extinct. 

By his will, he delired that tombs lhould be ercdlcd for himfolf, 
and fuch*of his relations as had been buried at Stoke-Poges; and on 
his own tomb, directed that there lhould be placed his effigies in cop¬ 
per, gilt. Either his directions w'ere not complied with, or the mo¬ 
numents have been removed; for no memorials are now remaining 
there for the family of Hallings. 

In 1643, this title was again revived in the pcrfon of Henry, fecond 
ion of Henry, fifth carl of Huntingdon. Which

This family is reprefented to be lineally defeended* from Ivon, re¬ 
count of Conftantine, in Normandy; who married Emme, daughter 
of Alan earl of Bretagne, by whom he had fix fans; viz. firft, Nigel, 
who/e pofierity were for fbmc time barons of IJalton, and conftables 
of Chefler; fecond, Hudard dc Dutton, of whom defeended the 
family of Dutton, in com. Ceftr.; third, Wolfath ; fourth, Woolmcr; 
fifth, Horfwyn; fixth, Edward. 

Wolfath, third ion, was lord of Hatton, by the gift of Hugh Lupus, 
earl of Chelter, and was fuccecdcd by Robert, his fon and heir. Which 
Robert, according to hcraldical reprefentation, was ancefior to 

Sir Christophek Hatton, who, by his fingular merit, became a 
great ornament to his family, and firll laid the foundation of the 
honour it came after to enjoy. This character is given of him : That he 
had a large proportion of gifts and endow ments; his features, his gait, 
his carriage, and his prudence, ltrove to fet him off. Every thing he 
did was fo exactly juft and diferect, and what he fpoke lb weighty, 
that he was chofcn to keep the queen's confeiencc as her chancellor, 
and to exprefs her fenle as her fpeaker. The courtiers that envied 
him, were forced by his fuperior power, to own themfelvcs in error; 
and the ferjeants, who at firft refufed to plead before him, could not 
at length but confefs his abilities. His place was above his law, but 
not above his parts; which were infinitely pregnant and comprc- 
henfivc. His ftation was great, but his humility was greater; giving 
an tafy accefs to all uddreffes. He was fo juft, that his fen fence was 
a law to the fubjecl; and 1b wife, that his opinion was an oracle with 
the queen. 

But, notwithftandi.ig all the great favour he had with the queen, 

yet 
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yet Elizabeth (who never forgave debts), called him to an account for 
an old one; and rigoroufly demanded the payment. This ftartled 
him, becaufe he could not at the prefent make it; and the unkindnefs, 
as he thought, of the queen’s, went fo far to his heart, that it broke 
it. Her majefty, lorry for what (lie had done, endeavoured to recover 
him, and 'wen brought cordials with her own hand; but it was too 
late. His difeafe was in his mind, and incurable. 

He died a bachelor, 20th November, 1591 ; having adopted Sir 
William Newport, his nephew, foil of Doijpthy, liL lifter, by John 
Newport o arriiigham. in com. Warw. for his heir; who there¬ 
upon took tiie name of Hatton, but died. Laving by Elizabeth his 
wife, daughter and heir of Sir Francis Gawdy, knight, chief jufticc of 
the common pleas, an only daughter, Frances, who married Robert 
Rich, carl of Warwick. 

This Sir William Newport, alias Hatton, thus dying without 
iflue male, the greateft part of the eftatc, by virtue ot the entail, de¬ 
volved upon Chriftopher, lbn and heir of John Hatton, fon of John 
Hatton, lccond fon of John Hatton, brother to Sir Chriftopher Hat¬ 
ton beforementioned. Which 

Christopher was made a knight of the bath at the coronation of 
James I. and died in 1619; leaving by Alice, daughter of Thomas 
Fan (haw, of Ware Park, cfquirc, a fon, 

Christopher, who, at the coronation of Charles I. was created a 
K. B.; and afterwards attaching hinifclf to the king’s intereft, was 
created a peer, 29th July, 1643, rpth Charles 1 . by the title of baron 
Hatton, of Kerby, in com. Northampt.; and on the reftoration of 
king Charles II. was conftituted governor of Gucrnley, and fworn of 
the privy council. He was a learned and religious peer; and has ob¬ 
tained mention in Walpole’s Catalogue of Noble Authors, as having 
written, “ Pious Meditations on the Pfalms of David.” Moreover, 
his memory is to be honoured for the affiftancc he gave to Sir Wil¬ 
liam Dugdale in his works, and preferving the inferiptions on the 
monuments in moft of the cathedral churches in the kingdom; the 

draughts 
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draughts whereof, at his own charge, were taken and finely depicted, 
in two large volumes folio. He died in 1670; and was buried in Weft- 
minflcr Abbey. His wife was Elizabeth, one of the daughters and 
coheirs of Sir Charles Montague (a younger brother to Henry carl of 
Manchcftcr), by whom he had two fons, Chrillopher and Charles ; 
and three daughters, Mary, Jane, and Alice. 

Chrillopher, fccond lord Hatton, is recorded for his lingular cfcape 
W'ith life, while in his government of Guernfey. For being with his 
family at Cornet Caftle, t thc magazine of powder took fire at mid¬ 
night by lightning; and he, being fleeping in his bed, was blown out 
of the window in his Ihirt; and lay for Ionic time ftruggling on the 
wall of the caftlc, without harm. His lady, and fcvcral women, her 
attendants, periflicd: but one of his children, an infant, was found 
the next day alive, fleeping in its cradle, under a beam. 

In 1683, the 34th Charles II. in confidcration of his fcrvices and 
fidelity, he was created vifeount Hatton, of Gretton, in com. North¬ 
ampton. 

He lived to fee the revolution. And on the acccfiion of king Wil¬ 
liam and queen Mary, and at the time of his death, in 1706, was 
cuftos rotulorum of the county of Northampton. 

By Cecilia, his firft w'ife, daughter of John carl of Thanet, he had 
iflue, Anne, the wife of Daniel Finch, carl of Nottingham ;' and Mar¬ 
garet and Elizabeth, who died young.

In 1696, Sir John Thompfon, baronet (defcended according to 
Collins, from a family which came out of the North, and fettled in 
Hcrtfordfhire, of which was Robert Thompfon, living in the reign of 
Henry VIII.), was created baron of Havcrlham, in com. Bucks, by 
king William III. 

He had been a leading member in the houfe of commons; hearty 
for the bill of excluiion, and ftrong for the revolution. He was 
cfteemed a perfon of great natural parts, improved by the acquifitions 
of polite literature. He was ever a free fpeaker, and well known for 
his fpeeches in the houfe of lords; feveral of which are printed in the 
Annals of queen Anne. 

He married, firft, Frances, daughter of Arthur earl of Anglcfea, and 
widow of Francis Wyndham, efquire, by whom he had two Ions; 
Maurice, his fucceflor; and George, who died S. P.; alfo eight daugh¬ 
ters; whereof, Helen married the reverend Mr. Gregory, reftor of 
Tudding, in Belfordfhire; Elizabeth, Jofcph Grange, efquire; Mary, 
Arthur carl of Anglefey; Frances, Thomas Armftrong, efquire; Mar¬ 
tha, Sir John Every, baronet; Catherine, Mr. White, an attorney; 
Dorothy, captain Bcckford, in the India Company’s fcrvice; and Al- 
thamia, Mr. Matthew Priaux, of Bedford. His fecond lady was 
Martha, widow of Mr. Grahme, but by her he had no iflTue; and 
died a ad May, 1709. 

Maurice, next lord Haveriham, in the French war ferved as a

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volunteer; and particularly diftinguilhed himfelf at the ficgc of Na¬ 
mur, where he was dangeroufly wounded in his father’s lifetime. He 
was afterwards a colonel in the foot-guards, and a M. P. till he be¬ 
came a peer; when, in 1711, he was made joint treafurcr of the excifc 
with Edward Paunceford, efquire. 

He was twice married: firft, to Elizabeth, daughter of John Smith, 
of Hertfordfhirc, efquire, by whom he had two daughters; viz. Eli¬ 
zabeth, married to John Carter, of Cambridgefhirc; and Anne, to 
- - - - Reynolds, efquire, fon of Richard bifhop of London; fecondly, 
Elizabeth, widow of William Green, efquire, and After to Richard carl 
of Anglefey. And dying in London (aged feventy), was buried, 19th 
April, 1745* at Haverfham; where alfo his father, mother, and wife 
were interred. Having no iffue male, his title became extimft. 


HAY OF SAULEY. 

The 13th James I. Sir James Hat, knight, was created lord 
Hay of Sauley, in com. Ebor. without any folemn inveftiturc (being 
the firft that was ever fo created); the lawyers then declaring, that 
the delivery of the letters patent was fufficient without any cere¬ 
mony. 

He was afterwards created vifeount Doncafter, and carl of Carlific. 
(Vid. Carlific.)

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HERBERT OF CHIRBURY.

Tiie firft on whom this title was conferred, was Edward, fon and 
heir of Richard Herbert, of Montgomery, cfquire, grand fon of Sir 
Richard Herbert, fccond fon of Sir Richard Jlcrbcrt, of Coldbroke, in 
com. Monmouth, knight, younger brother to William, firft carl of 
Pembroke.™ Which 

Edward was one of the greateft ornaments of the learned peerage; 
was a man of a martial fpirit, and a profound underftanding. He was 
made a K. B. when prince Henry was inftalled for the garter; and 
being fent embaflador into France, to interpofe in behalf of the Pro- 
teftants 6f that kingdom, he returned the infolence of the great con- 
ftablc Luynes with the fpirit of a gentleman, without committing his 
dignity of embafiador.* It occafioncd a coolncfs between the courts; 
but the blame fell wholly on the conftable. 

The a 2d James I. he was created a peer of Ireland, by the title of 
lord Herbert of Caftle Ifiand (alias Caftlc of the Ifland of Kerry, in 
that kingdom); and afterwards by king Charles I. was made an Eng¬ 
lish one, by the defeription of lord Herbert of Chirbury, in com. Salop, 
yth May, the 5th year of his reign. 

This nobleman was eminent for the many learned works which he 
wrote; whereof Walpole makes moft honourable mention in his Ca¬ 
talogue of Noble Authors. His “ Life and Reign of Henry VIII.” 
Lond. 1649, 1672, and 1682, was undertaken by command of king 


" This William mm* 6^ rrrated baron Herbert of Chcpflow, Ragland, and Gower, and 
afterwards carl of Pembroke; which title, William, his fon and fucceffor, furrenden-d at the 
mpu'fl of king Edward IV. and thereupon was created earl of Huntingdon.! It is from Sir 
Richard Hcrliert of Kwyas, the. prefumed natural fon of this firfl earl William, that the prrfent 
family of Hcrbeil earl of Pembroke is derived. 
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James I. and is much cfteemcd. Yet one cannot help regretting, 
that a man who found it ncceflary to take up arms againft king 
Charles, ihould have palliated the enormities of Henry VIII. in com- 
parifon of whom, king Charles was an excellent prince. 

His lordlhip’s Hiftorical Collections are preferved in the library of 
Jefus College, Oxford. 

He married Mary, daughter and heir of Sir William Herbert, of St. 
Julians, in com. Monmouth, knight, defeended from Sir George 
Herbert, third ion of William, firft carl of Pembroke; by whom he 
had two ions, Richard and Edward; and a daughter, Beatrix, who 
died unmarried. And deceafmg anno 1648, was buried in the church 
of St. Giles in the Field. 

Richard, next lord Herbert, during the lifetime of his father, gave 
great proofs of his courage and valour; and was a perfon in cipecial 
favour with king Charles I. who employed him in divers weighty 
affairs; knowing him to be able to ferve him, as well with his pen as 
his fword. He died in 1655; and was buried in the chancel of the 
church at Montgomery, in North Wales. 

By Mary his wife, daughter to John earl of Bridgewater, he had 
four ions; viz. Edward; John, who died young; Henry, a captain in 
the fervicc of Charles I.; and Thomas, who died (ingle: as alfo four 
daughters: Frances, married to William Brown, efquire; Florence, to 
Richard Herbert (of whom hereafter); Arabella died unmarried; and 
Alice, wife of Paul Berrard, efquire. 

Edward, third lord Herbert, was a ftrong (tickler in favour of 
Charles 1 . on whofe behalf he had intended a rifing with his kindred 
and friends in Shropihire; but was betrayed, and his defign rendered 
abortive. He, however, lived to ice the reiloration, and died in 1678; 
when he was buried in Weitminiter Abbey. . He was twice married: 
firft, to Anne, daughter of Sir Thomas Middlctofe of Chirk Caftle, in 
com. Derb. knight; and, (ccondly, to Elizabeth, one of the daugh¬ 
ters and coheirs of George lord Chandos; but having no ifluc, his 
brother 
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Henry was his fucceflor; who married Catherine, daughter of 
Francis Newport, carl of Bradford ; but having no iflue, the honours 
upon his deceafc, in 1691, became extinft. 

But that of Chirbury was afterwards revived in thepcrfon of Henry, 
only ion and heir of Henry Herbert, fixth brother to Edward, the firft 
lord beforementioned. Which 

Henry, in 1694, was, by his majefty William III. created baron 
Herbert of Chirbury. He married Anne, daughter and coheir of al¬ 
derman Ranncy, of the city of London; by whom he had iflue an 
only fon, Henry, who, upon his dcceafe in 17&8, became his fucccflor. 
This 

Henry, fecond Lord of the new creation, married Mary, daughter 
of John Wallop, of Farley, in com. Southton, cfquire, and died in 
1738, without iflue, whereby this honour again proved extinA. Yet 
did not long continue fo; for

Henry Arthur Herbert, eldeft fon and heir of Francis, fon and 
heir of Richard Herbert, cfquire, by Florence his wife, one of the 
four fitters to Henry, the laft lord Herbert of the firft creation, was, 
by patent, the 17th George II. created baron Herbert of Chirbury; 
and in 21 ft George II. baron Powis, of Powis Cattle, vifeount, and 
earl of Powis; alfo in the year following, 22 d George II. baron Her¬ 
bert of Chirbury, and of Ludlow, with limitation, in default of iflue 
male of his own body, to his brother, Richard, and his iflue male; 
and in default, to his next brother, Francis, and his iflue male. This 
nobleman married Barbara, foie daughter and heir of Edward Herbert, 
brother to William marquis of Powis; and had iflue, 

George-Edward-Henry-Artiiur, his fucccflor; who dying in 
1801, S.P. and his two uncles, Richard and Francis, having died un¬ 
married, the aforefaid honours once more became cxtinA.

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The titles, however, of carl of Powis, baron Herbert, of Cliirbury, 
and baron Powis, of Powis Cattle, have been revived in 1804, in the 
perfon of 

Edward vifeount Clive; who, in 1784, married Henrietta-Anto¬ 
nia Herbert, fitter and heir to the faid George-Edward-Henry-Arthur 
*vid. Powis. Herbert, laft earl of Powis.* 


HERBERT OF TORBAY, AND EARL OF TOR - 

1 RINGTON.

Arthur Herbert, earl of Torrington, was defeended from Charles 
Herbert (via. grandfon), a younger brother to Richard, father to Sir 
Edward, firft lord Herbert of Chirbury. And having been inttrumcntal 
in promoting the revolution, was created by king William lilt anno 
1689, baron of Torbay, and carl of Torrington, in com. Devon, with 
limitation, failing his ififue male, to his brother, Charles, and his ifiue 
male. 

He was bred up in the fea-fervicc; and in the reign of Charles II. 
was employed by that king with the command of a fleet before Tan¬ 
gier, and afterwards againtt the Algerines. But when James II. 
attended the throne, becautt he oppofed the meafurcs of that reign, 
he was difplaced from his commifiions. On this he retired into Hol¬ 
land ; where, fays bifhop Burnet, he was received with a particular 
regard to his pride and ill humour. He was a man of a good undcr- 
ftanding, but profuttly luxurious; and on every occafion fo fullen and 
peevilh, that it was plain he valued himfelf much, and expe< 3 cd the 
fame from others; and it was thought his private quarrel^ with lord 
Dartmouth, for having more of the king’s (James II.) confidence 
than himfelf, was the root of his refentment againtt his majefty. The 
reputation he had gained with the people in England, and his fkill in 

fea 
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fea affairs, made it ncccflary to endeavour to keep him in good temper, 
fo far as homage and obfervance could do it. 

On the coming over of the prince of Orange, he was admiral of the 
Dutch fleet; and was afterwards appointed commander in chief of the 
Britilh fleet, and firll commiflioner of the admiralty. 

In May 1682, he fought the French fleet in Bantry Bay, in Ireland, 
for fome hours, at a great difadvantage againft wind and tide, fo the 
engagement ended in a drawn battle. The next fummer, in 1690, 
havingpOrders to fight the French fleet wherever he met them, he, on 
June 30, engaged them near Beachy Head,* in Suflex. They were 
much fuperior in ftrength and number; eighty-two {hips to fifty-fix. 
But although this battle was moft gallantly fought, and the admiral 
by a prudent condu6t, faved the combined Britilh and Dutch fleets 
from deftru&ion, yet the failure of victory drew upon him a confidcr- 
able degree of blame; he was deprived of his command, and commit¬ 
ted to the Tower. After which, he was tried by a court martial, and 
acquitted; but never again employed. 

He was twice married: firft, to Anne, daughter of a Mr. Hadley; 
and, fccondly, to Ann, daughter of Sir William Airmine, and widow 
of Sir Thomas Woodhoufc: but by neither lady having any ifluc, his 
titles ccafed with him at his death, 14th April, 1716. 


HEREFORD.

William Fitz-Osborne was the firft carl of this county after 
the Norman conqucft. He was the Ion of Ofborne de Crepon, lie ward 
of the houfhold and fewer to William duke of Normandy. This 
William , was renowned for his valour and eminent exploits, before 
he came into England; and is mentioned as one of the principal ad- 

vifers 
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vilers and councilors to the Norman duke, for his expedition hither; 
in which he accompanied him, and lignalizcd himfelf particularly at 
the battle of Haftings. For which, and his other great fervices, he 
was, by the Conqueror, advanced to the earldom of Hereford; having 
allb the Ille of Wight then given him. 

By the advice of this earl, and fome others, it is faid, that king 
William cauled all the monaftcries of England to be learched, and the 
money there found (which the rich men of the land had depolited for 
fafety), taken away. 

* 

He was a great general in the field, and prudent in council, but at 
laft he met his death in the bed of glory; being flain in battle againft 
Robert,lc Frifon, earl of Flanders, anno 1070." He was buried in the 
abbey of Cormeilles, in Normandy, of his own foundation. 

This earl married, firft, Adeline, daughter to Roger de Toni .(Hand- 
ard bearer of Normandy), by whom he had three fons; viz. William 
de Britolio, who fucceeded him in his Norman pofTcflions, and died 
without legitimate ilfue; Ralph, a monk at Cormeilles; and Roger 
(of whom hereafter); as allb two daughters; whereof Emme married 
Ralph de Guader, earl of Norfolk ;* and the fecond (whofe name is 
not mentioned), was mother to Raynald de Cracci.° 

The fccond wife of this carl William was Richild, daughter and 
heir to Reginald carl of Henault; but whether he had any ilfue by her 
does not appear. 

Roger oe Britolio (before noticed), fucceeded his father as carl 
of Hereford, and lord of Wight; but combining with his brother-in- 

■ By tome (fays Collins), he is called earl of Bretteville, or De Britolio, in Normandy. He 
had a younger brother, called Olberne, who coming into England temp. Edward the Confdtor, 
was made bifiiop of Exeter.

law. 
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law, the earl of Norfolk, and others, in a confpiracy againft the king, 
railed an army, and broke out into open rebellion; but was defeated 
by the king's forces, and afterwards caft into prifon ; where he at 
length died. 

Dugdale aflerts, that he left two Tons, Raynald and Roger: who in 
the time of Henry I. were excellent foldicrs, but in vain folicitcd to 
be reftored to their father’s inheritance; which, by the Norman law; 
' he had forfeited for his treafon. Millcs, however, lays, that Raynald 
was an illegitimate Ion, and married Emmc^he dc Baalun. Which 
feems the more probable, as Hcylin writes, that he died unmarried; 
and there is no mention made of the name of any wife. 


MILO EARL OF HEREFORD.

This earldom was next granted to Milo (or Miles), ion of Wal¬ 
ter, conftablc of Gloucefter/ by Emme his wife, daughter of Dru dc 
Raladon (or Baalun.)* Which 

Milo was created carl of Hereford by the emprefs Maud, the 6th 
of Stephen, while (he had the advantage. He having moft zealoufly 
attached himfelf to her intereft, and ftrenuoufiy fupported her right 
to the crown.* He died on*Chriftmas eve, the pth of king Stephen; 
and lies buried, with Sibyl his wife, in the abbey of Lanthony, which

’ Dugdale calls him conftablc of England ; which office, as it then flood, he fays, he takes 
to have been the fame as captain of the guard in after times: for he was then called, “ Princeps 
militiae dom&s regiac.” 

Milles names him conftable of Gloucefter jiand then fays, he was created lord high con liable 
of England by MSud the emprefs.

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he had founded. This Sibyl was daughter and heir of Bernard de 
Newmarch,* lord of Brecknock by whom he had ifluc five fbns; viz. 
Roger, Walter, Henry, Mahell, and William (who died *S.P. in the 
lifetime of his brother, Henry); alfo three daughters; whereof Mar¬ 
garet married Humphrey de Bohun; Berta, fPhilip de Braofe; and 
Lury, Herbert Fitz-Hcrbcrt. 

• Roger, eldcit of the faid Ions, was fucceffor to his father; but 
afterwards took upon him the habit of religion, in Glouccfter Abbey. 
He married Cecily, daughter of Paine Fitz-John; but died S. P. anno 
1154.. To whom fucceedcd 
Walter, his brother, who alfo died iffuelcfs; as did 
Henry and Mahell, his other brothers and fuccefiors; whereby 
the inheritance came to be divided between the fillers and heirs of the 
laid Roger, Walter, Henry, and Mahell, carls of Hereford beforemcn- 
tioned. In which divifion, the honour of Hereford, and the office of 
the conftablcfhip of England, fell to the fhare of Margaret (or Mar¬ 
gery), the wife of Humphrey de Bohun. 

The lordfhip of Brecknock, and the land of Overwent, which con¬ 
tained the caflle and lordfhip of Abergavenny, to Berta, the wife of 
William de Braofc; and the Forcfl of Dene, with divers other lands, 
fell to the portion of Lucia, the wile of Herbert Fitz-Herbcrt. 


BOHUN EARL OF HEREFORD.

The firfl mentioned of this noble family, is Humphrey de Bo¬ 
hun, a kinfman of the Conqueror, who came with him into England, 
being called “ Humphrey ’votili the beard by rcafon tfyit moft of 
the Normans did then totally fhavc their faces. 

This Humphrey, at the time of the general furvey, appeals to have 

pofiefled 
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pofiefTed no other lordfhips in this realm than Taterford, in the county 
of Norfolk; and left ifliie, 

Humphrey the Second, called the Great, who married Maud, the 
daughter of Edward de Sarefby, with whom he obtained a confider- 
able inheritance inWiltlhirc. He had iffiie a daughter, named Maud, 
and a ion, 

H uMPj mfY, who was Reward and fewer to king Henry I. and 
marneaMargcry, cldcft of the three daughters, and at length coheir 
of Milo carl of Hereford. This Humphrey, at the mitigation of his 
father-in-law, the laid Milo, adhered to the emprefs Maud againlt 
king Stephen; and fortified his town of Trobreggc, on her behalf. 

To him it was, that in confideration of his firm attachment to her 

in all her difficulties, the faid emprefs Maud, by her Ipccial charter, 

granted to him the office of lewer to her, both in England and in 

Normandy. The iath Henry II. he certified, upon the aflelfmcnt of 

aid for marrying the king’s daughter, that the knights fees whereof his 

grandfather was enfeoffed, were three and an half de veteri feoffa- 

mento, and nine and an half de novo. At which time, alio, Margery 

his wife, fignified that the knights fees which lhe then held (whereof 

the perfons named in her certificate were enfeoffed by earl Milo, her 

father), were feventeen de veteri feoffamento, and three and four parts 

de novo.

He died 33d Henry II. and was buried in the chapter houfc of Lan- 
thony; having had ilTue, 

Humpiikef, his ion and heir, called the Fourth, as alio earl of 
Hereford, and confbablc of England, by defeent from Margery his mo¬ 
ther. 1 He married Margaret, daughter of Henry earl of Huntington, 
and filler to William king of Scots; and by her was father of 

Henrit, who, in fad, according to Collins and Milles, was truly 
the firft carl of Hereford of his family. For lo he was created by king 

r Uugdale./n fo calling him, refers to the Chronicles of Lanthony > but as it feems tlwt lie 
died the SMtlUUenry II. in his lather's lifetime, he could not then tie earl of Hereford, and cou- 
ftnble of England.

HEREFORD. 


John, by his charter, bearing date at Porchefter, 28th April, the ift 
year of his reign ; having a grant alfo of £. 20 yearly, of the tertium 
denarium comitatus. The 6th John, he anfwered to the king, fifty 
marks and a palfrey, to have the poffcffion of twenty knights fees be¬ 
longing to the honour of Huntcndon, as king Henry II. gave to Mar¬ 
garet his mother, upon a verdift obtained by her for the fame. But 
notwithstanding thefc marks of royal favour, he foon affcy«^ped with 
the rebel barons, for which his lands were feized. Howbeit, tire 17th 
John, he had reftitution of them again; and was one of the twenty- 
five who undertook for the king’s obferving Magna Charta, then 
ratified by him. Next year, however, the barons raifing new troubles, 
the king procured him, and others, to be excommunicated by the 
pope. Which only rendered them the more obftinatc, and this earl 
fo determined in his oppofition, that he returned not to his allegiance 
on the death of king John, but was one of the commanders in the 
army of Lewis the dauphin, and the barons, againft Henry III. in the 
battle of Lincoln: but ttiortly after this he died on a voyage to the 
Holy Land, 4th Henry III. and was buried in the chapter houfe of 
Lanthony. 

He married Maud, daughter of Geoffrey Fitz-Piers, carl of Effex, 
and at length heir to her brother, William de Mandeville, the laft 
*Vid.Etifex. carl of Effex of that family;* whereby Ihe brought the honour of 
Effex, and a great inheritance to this houfe. By her he had a daughter, 
Margery, who became the wife of Walcran earl of Warwick, and 
three fons; Humphrey; Henry, who died a youth; and Ralph. 

Humphrey fuccceded his father; and the 5th Henry III. had 
livery of his cattle of Caldecot. And poffcfling the honour of Effex, 
&c. by defeent from Maud his mother, became carl alfo of that 
county; and at the great folemnity of thejnarriage of Henry III. 
performed the office of marlhal in the king s houfe. He was a great 
fticklcr for the liberties of the fubjeft; and the 37th Hcl*ry III. was 
prefent, with others of the peers, when that “ formal curf* was de¬ 
nounced in Weftminfter Hall againft the violators of Magna Chhta, with 

hell. 
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bell, book, and candle .” In the great conteft between the king and 
his barons, he was on the part of the latter at the battle of Evelham, 

49th Henry III. where he was taken prifoner; but long he did not 
continue fo, being received again into favour; and dying 3d Edward I. 
was buried with his anccftors at Lanthony. 

He was twice married; firft to Maud, daughter to the carl of Ewe, 
by whoy- h* had iffue, Humphrey, his fon and heir, who died in his 
lifetime; and four daughters; viz. Maud, who became wife of An- 

felm Marefchal; alice of-Thony; n.n. of-- - - Quincy; 

and n.n. His lecond wife was Maud de Avcnebye;* by whom he *Dug. Bar. 
had a fon, John, lord of Haresfield, who was on the part of the rebel VoU *P- ,82 * 
barons at Evelham, but afterwards made his peace. 

’Humphrey, the eldeft fon beforenamed, was a man of a very tur¬ 
bulent fpirit, and a great ftickler for the provifion* of Oxford; and a 
leader of the barons army at the battle of Lewes; where he performed 
fuch notajalc fcrvicc, that he was made by them governor of the cattles 
of Goodrich and of Winchefter; and the next year, general of their 
foot at the fatal battle of Evefham, where he was taken prifoner; 
lliortly after when he died, and was buried in the abbey of Cumber- 
mere. By Eleanor his wife, one of the daughters and coheirs of Wil¬ 
liam de Braofe, baron of Brecknock (in whofe right he obtained that 
barony), he had iffue, Humphrey, his fon and heir.' Which 

Humphrey,

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Humphrey fucceeded his grandfather in the earldoms of Hereford 
and EiTex; and, ioth Edward I. being appointed to make his abode 
in Wales, lie deputed John de Bohun, his uncle, to attend the king 
for performance of the office of conftable of England during his ab- 
fcnce. This nobleman, like his anceftors, was of a great fpirit; tur¬ 
bulent and unruly; an oppofer of the court meafures; often in difgrace 
with the king, and as often reftored to favour. He mapaad Maud, 
daughter of William de Fienlcs; u and dying the 26th Edward H" was 
fuccecded by his ion and heir, 

Humphrey; who, the 27th Edward I. doing his homage, had 
livery of his father’s lands. And the 30th of the fame reign, by a 
formal conveyance, gave and granted \mto the king, the inheritance 
of all his lands and lordlhips in this realm, as aUo of his earldoms of' 
Hereford and Efiex, and conftablefhip of England: but afterwards, 
upon his marriage with Elizabeth, the king’s daughter, circ. $sd Ed¬ 
ward I. the feme were regranted to him, and entailed upon his iffiic, 
lawfully begotten; and for default thereof, and from and after the 
death of himfelf and wife, then the lordfhip of Pleffets, and certain 
other lordfhips in Eflcx, and elfewhere, together with the conftable- 
fhip of England, ihould remain wholly to the king, and his heirs for 
ever.

After this, 
he was in the wars of Scotland; and at the difeftrous battle of Str y- 
velin, where the Englifh army was fo fignally defeated by the Scots, 
was taken prifoner, 7th Edward II. But was exchanged for the wife 
of Robert de Bruce, who had been long captive in England. . 

The 15th Edward II. he was one of thofc who joined with the carl

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of Lancafter for the redrefs of certain grievances, and the baniihmcnt 
of the Spencers, that king’s two great favourites: but this attempt 
proving abortive, and theft potent rebels defeated at Borough Bridge, 
this earl was unfortunately there killed; being run through the body 
by a ftldier that lurked underneath. His ifluc .were fix Ions; viz. 
Humphrey, who died young; John; another Humphrey; Edward;

John, next earl of Hereford and Efl'ex, the 20th Edward II. was 
made a knight of the bath; and then had, by the fpccial command of 
prince Edward, his robes for that folemnity allowed unto him out of 
the king’s wardrobe as for an carl. 4th Edward Ilf. being in a con¬ 
tinual ftate of ill health, he was permitted to fubftitute his younger 
brother, Edward/ to perform his office of conftable of England. lie 
was twice married: firft, to Alice, daughter to Edward earl of Arun¬ 
del; and, ftcondly, to Margaret, daughter to Ralph lord Bafiet, of 
Drayton ;f but had no ifluc by either. He was (on his deceafc, 10th + 

Edward III.) fucceeded by v- 10 " J - 

Humphrey, his brother, and next heir; who, the 15th Edward III. 
was one of thoft great lords that were prelent at the famous fcaft and 
jufts which the king held at London, in honour of the countefs cf 
Salisbury; and 20th Edward III. attended the king to the relief of 
Aguilon, then befieged by the French. But although he thus, engaged 
in the hardy toils of warfare, it is faid, that by reafon of continual 
ficknefs,J he obtained leave to refign his conftablelhip of England to ♦ lb.p.io;i.

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his younger brother, William Bohun, earl of Northampton, to whom • 
be granted that office for life;* as alio the manor of Fulmodefton, with • 
the advowfon of the church of Ketlefton, in com. Norf. and the fer- 
vicc to the faid manor belonging. This earl died a bachelor, 35th 
Edward III. and was buried in the church of the Friers Auguftines, in 
London, which he had re-edified. Whereupon his honours and inhe¬ 
ritance devolved to his nephew, 

HuAfPHKEr, fon and heir of his brother, William earl of North¬ 
ampton, who had died before him. This Humphrey, at the time of his 
acceffion to thefe great earldoms, as alio that of Northampton, in 
right of his father, was in minority, arid had his guardianlhip com¬ 
mitted to Richard earl of Arundel; but the year following, being of 
full age, he had lively of his lands. 

This young and promifing nobleman was, however, the lad of his 
houfe that, in the male line, enjoyed its high and diftinguifhed ho¬ 
nours, for the 46th Edward III. he dcceafed; leaving by Joane his 
wife, daughter of Richard earl of Arundel, only female ilfue; viz. 
Eleanor, who became the wife of Thomas of Wood (lock, duke of 
Glouccftcr; and Mary, of Henry carl of Derby, fbn of John of Ghent, 
duke of Lancafter, brother to the faid Thomas duke of Glouccftcr; 
between whom the inheritance was divided. In the partition w’hcrcof, 
the earldoms of Eflex and Northampton, with the conftabldhip of 
England, fell to the ihare of the duke of Glouccftcr.f 

But the title of Hereford was afterwards revived in the perion of 
the faid Henry earl of Derby; who, in 1398, was created duke of 
Hereford! and at length afeended the throne, under the name of 
Henry IV. 

After him the Staffords are faid to have fometimes ufed the title of 
Hereford; and Beatfbn, in his Political Index,jUlerta} that Humphrey 
earl of Stafford was, in 1403, created earl of Buckingham, Hereford, 
and Northampton; being defeended from Anne, only furviving daugh¬ 
ter, and at length foie heir of Thomas of Woodftock, by Eleanor his 
wife, daughter and coheir of the beforenamed Humphrey dt Bohun,

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the laft earl of Hereford, Eflcx, and Northampton of his houfe. From 

which lady Anne, by her fecond hufband, William Bourchier, earl of 

Ewe, dctccnded Henry Bourchier, earl of Effex,* whole filler and heir, * Vid Eifrx. 

Cecily, married John Devereux, lord Ferrers of Chartlcy; whole Ion, 

■Walter Devereux, the 2d February, 4th Edward VI. was 

created vifeount Hereford, to him and his heirs male for ever; in whole 

noble .family that honour now remains.

SEYMOUR EARL AND MARQUIS OF 

HERTFORD. 

Some genealogiils have attributed to this houfe a long line of illuf- 
trious anccftors. y Which, whether the faft or not, is of very little 
confequencc; for the elevation of the Seymours was rapid and extra¬ 
ordinary : they role at once from the Ration of a knightly family, to 
the higheft dignity of peerage, by the lafeivious marriage of a filler 
with king Henry VIII. 


T There was an ancient baronial family of the name of St Maur (mentioned iu volume Se* 
cond of this work),jhe KcirefTof which married Sir William !e Zouch ;|| but that family feems 
to have had no^hfumce with this of Seymour, and indeed bore different arms: viz. “ Arg. a 
Chevron Gales, a Label of three Points Az." Whereas thele Seymours bear, “ Quarterly, 
lirfl, O. on a Pile G. between fit Fleur dc Lis Az. three Lions of England,” (which was 
an augmeitfation of Ilenry VIII. j) “ fccond, G. two Wings impaled O. third Quarter as 
the feconj?, and fourth as the firft." 
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Sir Edward Seymour was brother to Jane, whom, the very next 
day after the execution of the unfortunate Anne Boleyn, that luftful 
monarch made his wife; and created the faid Sir Edward vifeount 
Beauchamp of Hacche, advancing him afterwards, at the baptiim of 
prince Edward, to the earldom of Hertford; with limitation of both 
thefc honours to his iffuc male by Anne, his fecond wife. 

In the 33d of Heniy VIII. he was made a knight of^dibsggrtcr 
and the 34th, lord great chamberlain of England for life. Upon the 
death of king Heniy VIII. the adminiftration of affairs, during his 
ion's minority, having been committed to twelve counfellors, and fix* 
teen regents, thefe appointed the earl of Hertford, the young king's 
uncle (and one of the regents), governor of his royal perfon, and 
protestor of the kingdom. Soon after which, he was created baron 
Seymour, and duke of Somerfct; with limitation of thefe honours to 
his iffue male, by Anne, bis fecond wife;* and in default, to his iffuc 
male by Catherine, his firft wife; and in default, to his iffuc male to 
be begotten on any other wife. 

In the firft year of his adminiftration he warily made a peace with 
France; turning all his thoughts to bring about the match of Mary, 
folc daughter and heir of James V. of Scotland, with his nephew, 
king Edward. But in this failing, he afterwards invaded Scotland, 
and fought that memorable battle of Muffelburgh, wherein his cou-. 
rage and conduit were the principal means of gaining that fignal 
victory. Indeed, this nobleman behaved with great gallantry in all 
the military expeditions he undertook; and was fo hearty a well* 
wifher to the Reformation, that he may be fairly looked upon as the 
great inftrument of its eftabliihmant. But at length, his great power 
and near alliance to the king, expofed him to the envy of the nobility, 
who fought means to divefl him of his places.. ^And in the 3d of Ed*

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■ward VI. the major part of them withdrawing from the court, by the 
fubtle artifices of John Dudley, vifcount Lifle (earl of Warwick, and 
after duke of Northumberland), they fecretly combined to ruin him. 
And this they moft fully effe&ed: for having preferred certain charges 
againft him; viz.* 

1 ft, That he had defigned to feizc on the king’s perfon, and the 
( adminiftraLian of the public affairs. 

2dly, That he, with one hundred others, intended to imprifon the 
duke of Northumberland. 

3dly, And that he had defigned to raife an infurre&ion in the city 
of London. 

This exalted but unfortunate duke, on the ift of December, was 
brought to his trial in Weftminfter Hall; the marquis of Winchefter, 
then lord treafurer, fitting as high fteward for the occafion. And 
having been pronounced guilty, was, on Friday, 2 2d January, as Hol- 
linfiicd, and other hiftorians relate, brought out of the Tower, and 
delivered to the lhcriffs of London, and conveyed to Tower Hill, 
where he was beheaded. 

His frailties, which procured him the ill-will of many of the coun¬ 
cil, feem to have been haftinefs and paflion, which too often meet in 
good-nature and generality; qualities in which he had few equals. 

Thus fell the duke of Somcrlet; concerning whom opinions have 
been very much divided. Some have reprclented him as a very 
wicked man, capable of committing the moft heinous crimes; and 
others, as a very good Chriftian. It is cal}', however, to iec, that pre¬ 
judice of religion was the chief caulc of this diverfity. Had it not 
been for that prejudice, his faults would not have been probably lb 
much aggravated on the one hand, nor oh the other, lb much pains 
taken to colour his ambition, which, doubtlcfs, was a little too great. 
He, ho we w*-. Hied generally lamented by the people.*

He was twice married: firft, to Catherine, daughter and coheir to 

Sir William Filial, of Woodlands, in com . Dorf. by whom he had 
iffue two Tons, Sir John and Sir Edward, both knights; from the lat¬ 
ter of which the prelent duke of Somerfet is defeended. His fccond 
was Anne, daughter and heir of Sir Edward Stanhope, of Hampton, 
in com. Notts, knight, by Elizabeth his wife, great granddaughter of 
William Bourchier, earl of Ewe, in Normandy, by Anne kis wife, 
daughter, and at length foie heir of Thomas of Woodflock, duke of 
Glouceflcr, youngcfl fon«of Edward 111 . By this lady, among other 
iffue, he had, 

Edw'ard, his fon and heir; who (according to the efpecial limita¬ 
tion of the patents of creation), fuccccdcd to all his dignities; but 
thefe, in the parliament of 5th and 6th Edward VI. by the procure¬ 
ment of his enemies, were, by an aft paffed, given to the crown, 
together with lands of a great annual value; viz. all fuch lands as 
were purchafed by the duke his father, fince 25th of May, 3 2d 
Henry VIII. when there paffed a private aft, whereby the lands fb 
purchafcd by him, were efpecially entailed on the iffue of his fccond 
marriage. 

Thus deprived of all his titles, and a great part of his inheritance, 
he continued in this difconfolatc condition till queen Elizabeth created 
him baron Beauchamp of Hacche, and earl of Hertford, the ift year 
of her reign, before her coronation. And in ail probability he would 
have been reftored to the dukedom of Somerfet, had he not drawn 
upon himfclf the queen’s difplcafure, by marrying the lady Catherine 
Grey, filler to lady Jane Grey, for which they both were committed 
to the Tow cr; where the lady Catherine died in prifon, and himfclf 
was kept in confinement for many years. After his enlargement to 
the time of his death, he only afted once in a public capacity; viz*

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when he went in the reign of James I. ambartador to the archduke, 
to ratify a peace, the preliminaries of which had been previouily 
fettled. He lived to a very advanced age, to 1621 ; and was buried 
in the cathedral at Salisbury. His lordlhip, betides the lady Catherine, 
had two other wives, but had no iffue by either of them: but by the 
former had three fons; whereof Edward, the cldcft, called lord Beau¬ 
champ, died ‘in his father’s lifetime, having had by Honora his wife, 
daughter of Sir Richard Rogers, of Brianfton,' co. Dorict, a fon, fc Ed- 
ward, who died eight days before him; William, of whom hereafter; 
and Francis, who was created lord Seymour of Troubridge. 

William, fccond fon of Edward lord Beauchamp, on the death of 
his grandfather, in 1621, became earl of Hertford, and gave early 
proofs of a riling genius; and would probably have foon made a great 
figure, had he not incurred the refentment of king James (as his 
grandfather had done that of queen Elizabeth), by marrying Arabella 
Stuart, a near relation of the king’s. Having been committed to the 
Tower on that account, he found means to elcape beyond fea; but 
his lady, who was alio committed, died there without iffue, and was 
buried iri Wcftminfter Abbey. 

In 1640, he was created marquis of Hertford; and during the time 
of the great rebellion, adhered to his majefty Charles I. For which 
proof of his great loyalty and zeal, he was, foon after the rertoration, 
inverted with the order of the garter; and by fpecial aft of parliament, 
parted the September following, reftored to the title of duke of So- 
merfet, with all the privileges, as fully and amply, as if the attainder 
of Edward duke of Somcriet, 5th Edward VI. had never occurred. 
But thefc marks of royal favour ]ie* only furvived a few weeks, when 
he died at a great age, anno 1660; and was buried at Great Bed- 
win. 

By his fcc jhd wife, daughter of Robert Dcvercux, earl of Effex, he 

h Thu Edward was created a knight of the bath, at the creation of Charles prince of Wales. 
and in 160S, married Anne, daughter of llobert Sackville, earl of Dorfet; but died in JtilS, 
before his lather and grandfather, haring had a Ion and two daughters, who all died infants. 

had 
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had five fons: whereof William and Robert died unmarried; Edward 
died an infant; John became duke of Somcrfct; and 

Henry, the third fon, called lord Beauchamp, died at the age of 
twenty-eight, in his father s lifetime, anno 1656; leaving by Mary his 
wife, daughter to Arthur lord Capel, an only fon,* 

William, who fuccecded his grandfather in his honours and 
cllates when under age; but died unmarried, at Worcefter Houfc, in 
the Strand, in 1761. Whereupon he was fuccecded by his uncle 
John, who died without ifliie, in 1675, and was buried in the 
cathedral of Salisbury; fo that the title of marquis of Hertford 
became cxtindl, but the other honours devolved upon his diftant 
coufin, the lord Seymour of Trowbridge; viz. Francis, grandfon of 
Francis lord Seymour, of Trowbridge, fo created 16th Charles T. who 
was a younger brother to William firft marquis of Hertford, w ho was 
after reftored to the dukedom of Somcrfet.* This 

Francis, however, did not long enjoy his elevation of-rank; for 
having been in company with fomc French gentlemen, whom he met 
with in his travels, when they affronted fome ladies of quality at Le- 
rice, in the territory of Geneva, was fhot dead at the door of his inn, 
by the hufband of one of them, A. D. 1678; though he faid he was 
not acceffory to the affront given. Having no iffuc, his brother, 
Charles, became his heir and fuccefTor; who, in 1O84, was made 
a knight of the garter, and after the death of king Charles, was of the 
privy council to his fuccefTor, James II. Although he was ferviceable 
in defeating the rebellion railed by the duke of Monmouth, yet was 
he not the paflivc inflrument of obedience to all the violent meafures 
of that bigotted monarch. An Incident occurred, which at once

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Slewed his grace's fpirit, and redounded to his honour. When the 
pope’s Nuncio made his iplendid entry at Windfor, in 1687, the king 
having commanded his grace, who was then one of the lords in wait¬ 
ing, to attend the Nuncio to his audience ; he defired to be excufed 
from an office which the laws of the land made criminal. The con- 
fcquence of which rcfulal was, the lofs of his appointments at court, 
and in the army; which he chofe to forego, rather than wound his 
confcience and honour. In 1 688, he joined in the invitation to the 
prince of Orange, and lent his aid to promote the Revolution; and 
when his highnefs became king, was made prefxdent of the council. 

He was one of the commiffioners for the Union with Scotland, 
temp, queen Anne; and being zealoufly attached to the Proteftant 
fucccffion, was, on the arrival of king George I. nominated a member 
of the privy council, and mailer of the horie; which lail he reiigned 
in difguft the year following, when his fon-in-law. Sir William 
Wyndham, was committed to the Tower; after when, he accepted of 
nopoft during the remainder of his life. He died, in 1748, at Pet- 
worth, and was buried in Salifbury cathedral. 

He was twice married: firft, to Elizabeth, daughter and foie heir 
of Jofccline Percy, the laft carl of Percy of that fumame, by whom 
he had three fons; viz. Algernon ; Percy and Charles, who both died 
unmarried; and four daughters; whereof Elizabeth married Henry 
O'Brian, earl of Thomond, in Ireland, and died S.P.; Catherine, 
married Sir William Wyndham; Frances, died fingle; and Anne, 
became the wife of Peregrine Ofborn, marquis of Carmarthen, and 
after duke of Leeds. His fecond duchefs was Charlotte, daughter 
of Daniel carl of Winchclfca, by whom he had two daughters; viz. 
Frances and Charlotte; of which the former married the famous mar¬ 
quis of Granby,ja.ud the latter, Hcneage Finch, carl of Aylesford. 

Algernon, the cldcft fon, fuccecded his father; and if he was not 
remarkable for any great virtues, or fhining qualities, yet was he pe¬ 
culiarly fo for his pride and haughtinefs. He married Frances, daugh¬ 
ter of Henry, fon of Thomas Thynne, vifeount Weymouth, by whom 

lie 
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he had an only fon, George, who died at Bologna, in the lifetime ot 
his father and grandfather, A. D. 1744; and a daughter, Elizabeth, 
who married Sir Hugh Smithfon, afterwards duke of Northumber¬ 
land ; as under the article of Percy, the reader will find more particu- 

vd’n Percy ’ re l ate ^-* 

Having thus no furviving iflue male, and dying in 1749-50, the 
honours of duke of Somcrfet, and baron Seymour, devolved upon Sir 
Edward Seymour, of Maiden Bradley, in Wiltihire, the feventh in 
lineal defeent from Edward, firft duke of Somerfct, by his firft wife, 
Catherine Fillol, according to the tenor of the patent; but the other 
titles of Hertford, Beauchamp of Hacche, and Seymour of Troubridgc, 
became extindl. 


HERVEY OF KIDBROKE. 


Aim—G. on a Bend Arg. three Trefoil* flipped Vert. 

The family of Hervcy are faid to dcriv.,their pedigree from Robert 
Fitz-Hervcy, a younger fon of Hervey duke of Orleans, who came 
over with the Conqueror: from which period his defeendants became 
perfons of great eminence in this kingdom. Whereof 

Sir William Hervey, of Kidbroke, in com. Cant, knight, was 
created a baronet by James I. anno 1619, with remainder to William, 
liis fon, and his iflue male; and the year following, was made a peer 
of the kingdom of Ireland, by the title of lord Hervey of Rofs, in the 
county of Wexford; and, laftly, by reafon of his eminent fcrviccs at 
home and abroad, both in the times of king James and king Charles I. 
as well in council as in the wars, and other foreign expeditions (as the 
patent expreflfes it), was advanced to the peerage of this realm, by the 
title of lord Hervey of Kidbroke, in the county of Kent, 7th February, 
1628; with the like remainder as beforementioned. 

He married, firft, Mary, relict of Henry carl of Southampton, and 

daughter 
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daughter of Anthony vifeount Montacutc, by whom he had no ifluc; 
fecondly, Cordelia, daughter and coheir to Bryan Anilow, of Lew¬ 
isham, in Kent, efquire, by whom he had three fons; viz. William, 
llain in Germany; John, who died in Ireland; and Henry, who died 
young. Alfo three daughters; whereof Dorothy and Helen died fingle; 
and Elizabeth became his foie heir, and married John Hervey, of Ick- 
wortli, efquire.* Thus having no furviving iflue male, and dying in 
1642, his honours became extinft.

Holdernesse is the name of a large promontory, or head-land, in 
the Eaft Hiding 9f Yorklhirc. William the Conqueror gave this ter¬ 
ritory to Stephen, the Ion of Odo of Champaign, lord of Aumerlc, 
in Normandy; whofe line for fomc time continued lords thereof, till 
by the death of Aveline, (daughter and heir of William de Fortibus), 
the earldom of Albemarle,* and the honour of Holdcrncfs, were feifed 
into the king's hands for want of heirs. The firfl; perfon, however, to 
whom it gave the title of carl, was 

John Ramsey, dcfccndcd from a very ancient and noble-houie in 
Scotland; who was firfl: a page of honour to James I. and attending 
him to the houfe of John lluthyn, carl of Gowry, at Perth, in Scot¬ 
land, the 5th Auguft, 1600, became the happy relcuer of his majefty 
from the murder intended by that traitorous carl, and his brother, 
Alexander Ruthyn; both of whom fell in their attempt. For this 
faithful fcrvice he was knighted, and created vifeount Hadington; and 
had the augmentation of a coat given him, with this motto, “ Ha:c 
dextra vindex principis et patriiE.” 

Upon the acccffion of king James to the throne of England, he 
received further favours; and anno 1620 (18th James I.) was created 
baron of Kingfton upon Thames, and earl of Holdcrncfs, with this 
fpecial addition of honour, that annually, on the 5th of Auguft (the 
thankfgiving-day for the king’s deliverance from Gowj^’s conspiracy), 
he and his heirs male fhould bear the fword of ftatc before the king 
in the folcmnization of that day’s fervicc. He married twice: firfl, 
Elizabeth, daughter to Robert earl of SulTex, by whom he had two 
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ions, James and Charles; and a daughter, Elizabeth; who all died 
infants in his lifetime. His fccond wife was Martha, daughter to Sir 
William Cokain, knight, alderman of London; but by her had no 
ifluc, fo that his titles became extinct at his death, in 1625. 

.m'he title of Holdcrncfs was next revived in prince Rupert; who 
was created carl thereof, and duke of Cumberland,* but died S. P. 

After this Coniers Darcy, lord Darcy and Coniers, was created 
carl of Holdcrncfs, 34th Charles II. in whofe family the honour con¬ 
tinued for fevcral defaults, until for want of ifluc male it terminated, 
as is fully fliewn under the title of Darcy, to which article the reader 
is referred. (Vid. Darcy, Vol. II.)

HOLLAND. 


Arms—G. a Chevron between three Crofles Eotony O. a Crefeent S. 

The place from whence this name is denominated, is one of the 
three parts of Lincolnshire, fltuate on the South-Weft corner of it, in 
the fens and marflics; and firft gave the title of carl to 

Henry Rich, fccond fon to Robert Rich, firft carl of Warwick of 
that furname. " V^hich Henry, in 1622, the 20th James I. was 
created baron Kcnfin&ton; and two years alter, viz. 1624, the 22d 
James I. carl of Holland, and was fhortly alter inftallcd a knight of 
the garter; and the 5th of Charles I. was conftitutcd governor of 
Windfor Caftlc. 

On the breaking out of the unhappy rebellion, this nobleman was 
not at lirft in arms for his royal maftcr, but endeavoured all he could 
to accommodate matters between him and the parliament; but find¬ 
ing that in vain, and that the king’s forces were every where fubdued, 
and his majefty then a prifoncr in the Iflc of Wight, he cordially put 
himfcll in arms, with ionic other loyal perions, in order to effect his 

3 li 2 reiteration: 
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reftoration: but mifcarrying in the defign at Kingfton upon Thames, 
7th July, 1648, he was fpeedily purfued, and taken prifoner, and kept 
in the Tower till after the execution of Charles I. And then being 
brought to trial, he was adjudged to death, with the duke of Hamil¬ 
ton, the earl of Norwich, Sir John Owen, &c.* Which fcntcncc ’.vis 
accordingly executed upon him ; and his head cut off before the gates 
of Weftminfter Hall, 9th March, 1648-9. 

Sir Henry Wotton gives this character of him: “ That he was a 
“ peer of iingular grace and folidity; and of all fweet and ferviceablc 
“ virtues for public ufc.” And the earl of Clarendon writes, that 
“ He was a very handfomc man; of a lovely and winning prefence, 
“ and genteel converfation, by which he got fo ealy an admiflion into 
“ the court and grace of king James, that he gave over the thought 
“ of further intending the life of a foldicr; for which he had before 
“ made two or three campaigns in Holland, according to the then 
“ cuftom of the Englilh volunteers.” 

His wife was Ifabel, daughter and heir of Sir Walter Cope, of Ken- 
fington, in com. Middlefcx, knight, by whom he acquired the manor 
and feat of Kenfington ; r and by her 8 had iflue divers Ions and daugh¬ 
ters ;* whereof the cl deft fon, 

Robert, was his fucccffor; and, in 1673, on the death of liis 
coufin, Charles earl of Warw ick, without iflue, fuccccded to the dig-

Dekzit. Holles was the fccond fon of John, firit carl of Clare,* 
great grandfon to Sir William Holies, of Houghton, in com. Nott. 
knight, by Anne his wife, cldcft daughter and coheir to John Denzill, 
of Denzill, in Cornwall, ferjeant at law. 

On a ftridt difquifition into the conduct of this celebrated perfon, 
he feems to have been a patriot both by principle and behaviour; and 
to have thoroughly underftood the ftatc of his country, and its rela¬ 
tions with Europe; its dangers from royal power, from ufurpation, 
from anarchy, from Popery, from the incrcafe of the French empire; 
and on every crifis to have adted an honeft and uniform part. He 
early oppofed the enormous exertion of the prerogative by Charles I. 
^ul his minifters; carrying up the impeachment againfl Laud; fuffer- 
ing a fevere unprif onment; and being marked by the king in that 
wild attempt of ac£t»6ng the five members. Yet he feems to have 
been one of the firft alarmed at the deligns of thole who propofed to 
ichaflife and correct; and whofc intentions were to retain the power, 
aS^well as the office of punifhment. He had a pcrfonal enmity to 
Cromwell ; h and on his dcccafe, adted zcaloufly for the reftoration. 
Which being brought about, he was by his majefty, Charles II. in

has this extraordinary wording: it is nddrefted “ To the unpnrallcllcd couple, Mr. Oliver St.

" general ; the two grand deligners of the ruin of three kingdoms.”

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1661, made a baron of the realm, by the title of lord Holies, of I field, 
in com. Su(T. 

While the dawn of that king’s reign was unclouded, he accepted 
employments and cm bathes from the court: was ambafludor extraor¬ 
dinary to France, in 16(13; and afterwards plenipotentiary to | jlu* 
treaty at Breda. But when the Catholic rudder was uncovered, he 
again reverted to patriot oppofition. 

Bifliop Burnet gives the following character of his lordfhip: “ lie 
“ was a man of courage, 1 and as great pride. The head of the Prcf- 
“ byterian party for many years; and who, during the whole courfe 
“ of his life, never once changed fide. He had indeed the ioul of an 
“ old ftubborn Roman in him; was a faithful, but a rough friend, 
“ and a fevere, but open enemy. Iiis fenfe of religion was juft; his 
“ courfe of life regular; and his judgment, where paftion did not bias 
“ him, ibund enough, lie was w’cll verled in the records of pariia- 
“ ment; and argued well, but too vehemently; for he could not bear 
“ anv contradiction.” 

lie married three wives: firft, Dorothy, fide daughter and heir of 
Sir Francis Afhlcy, of Dorchcfter, in com. Dorf. knight, by whom he 
Lad four fons; viz. Sir Francis, Denzil, John, and another Dcnzil; 
which laft three died young. Secondly, June, eldcft daughter and 
coheir, of Sir John Shirley, of IAillc, in com. SulT. knight; and, laftiy, 
Hefthcr, fecond daughter and coheir of Gideon 'L I,ou, lord of the 
manor of Columbiers, in Normandy; but by neither of thefc had any 
ifl'uc. 

His lordfhip died 17th February, 1679-80, in the eighty fccona 
year of his age; and w as buried in the church of St. Peter, at Dor- 
cheftcr, where is a noble and fuperb monument creeled to his me¬ 
mory.

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Francis, fccond lord Holies, was the only furviving Ton of his 
father; in whofe lifetime he was created a baronet, and for the moft 
part refided at Winterbourn St. Martin, in the county of Dorfet, though 
he afterwards had his re fide nee at Aldcnham, in com. Ilertf. 

ifc^was twice married: firft, to Lucy, youugeft daughter of Sir Ro¬ 
bert Carr, of Slcford, in com. Line, baronet; by whom he had a 
daughter, named Mary, and another called Denzclla; both of which 
died very young. Ilis fccond wife was Anne, el dell daughter and 
coheir of Sir Francis Pile, of Compton Beauchamp, in com. Berks, 
baronet; and by her he had iflue a lbn, Denzil; and a daughter, Jane, 
who deceafed in her infancy. 

This Francis lord Holies died the ill March, 1689-90, in the fixty- 
third year of his age; and was buried at Aldcnham, in the county of 
Hertford. He was reputed a perfon of good fenle and economy", 
though not fo confpicuous a character as his father. 

Den z 11., only lbn and heir of Francis, was a young nobleman of 
very promiling hopes; but lie was prematurely taken off by a lever, 
in the nineteenth year of his age, and was buried at Aldcnham afore- 
faid. 

Being unmarried, the honours of his houfe terminated with him; 
ted his cllatc devolved upon his heir, John Holies duke of Newcaftlc, 
grah dfon and heir of John Holies, fccond carl of Clare, elder brother 
to Denzil. ftrlt lonTV£lollcs, of I field, grandfather of the laid Denzil 
lord Holies, in whom that title became extind.

Of theft, Sir Thomas IIoo, knight, temp. Edward III. was fuc- 
cceded by his ton, Sir William Hoo, knight; who by Alice his wife, 
daughter and h«ir to Sir Thomas St. Maur, by Jane his wife, dar jbter 
and heir to Nicholas Malmains, had iflue 

Thomas, who, the 20th of Henry VI. being then a knight, in 
confidcration of his fpecial ftrviccs, and large expenfes in the wars of 
that king, obtained a grant of eleven pounds a-year during his life, out 
of the revenues in the county of York. And having merited fo well in 
the faid wars, he was advanced to the dignity of. a baron of the realm, 
by letters patent, bearing date the 3d of June, the 36th of Henry VI. 
by the title of lord Hoo and Haftings (which lordfliip of IIoo was in 
the county of Bedford, and that of Haftings, in the county of Suflex), 
and to the heirs male of his body. Moreover, he was created a knight 
of the moil noble order of the garter. 

The certain time of his death is not found; but it appears he had 
fummons to parliament, from the 37th to the 3 ift of Henry VI. in- 
clufive. He married three wives: firft, Elizabeth, daughter and heir 
of Sir Thomas Felton, knight, by whom he had iflue one fon,Thomas, 
who died in his lifetime, ifluclefs. Secondly, Elizabeth, daughter anl 
heir to Sir Nicholas Wichingham, knight, by whomjie had an only 
daughter, Anne, who married Sir Geflery BulkiiT knight, fometime 
lord mayor of London.* His third wife was Eleanor, daughter to Leo 
lord Wells (lifter, and at length coheir to Bichard lord Wells, her

zabeth was wife, firft, to Thomas Maffingbcrd, of London; and after¬ 
wards of Sir John Devcnilh. 

From Eleanor, the cl deft daughter by the third wife, is faid to be 
defeended the prefent Mr. Carew, of Bedington, in com. Surry; and 
from Jane, the fccond daughter, who married Sir Roger (or Robert) 
Copley, a defeendant alfo is mentioned, in the perfon of Sir Lionel, 
■who through an lieirefs of that houfe married to a Mr. Moyle, by 
royal grant took the name and arms of Copley.

The firft perfon mentioned of this name, is Robert Hoptox, ol 
Wytham, in com. Somerf. clquirc; who by Jane his wife, daughter 
and heir to Row land Kcymifli, of Wardry, in com. Monmouth, efquirr, 
had ifluc, 

Sir Ralph Hopton, who, at the coronation of Charles I. wax 
made a knight of the bath; and became afterwards eminent for his 
loyalty and zeal in the fcrvicc of that unfortunate monarch during the 
time of the civil war. In confidcration whereof., he was, by letters 
patent, dated at Oxford, 4th September, 19th Charles I. advanced to 
the dignity of a baron of the realm, by the title of lord Hopton. of 
vol. 111 3 C Stratton, 
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Stratton, 1 with limitation, in default of iflue male, to Sir Arthur Hop- 
ton knight, his uncle, and to the iflTuc male of his body. 

The character of this nobleman was excellent, for valour, military 
prudence, piety, and moderation; for holpitality, civility, and charity. 
He married Elizabeth, daughter of Arthur Capel, of Hadham, in fpm. 
Hertf. cfquirc, widow of Sir Juftinian Lewen, knight, but by her 
had no iiTuc; and died in 1652, at Bruges, in Flanders; whither he 
had retired during the ufurpation of Cromwell. His body was, how¬ 
ever, after the reftoration brought over to England, and interred with 
his anceftors at Wytham. 

Deceafing thus S. P. and his uncle, Sir Arthur Hopton, on whom 
the honour was entailed, having died before him, alio without iflue 
(circ. 1650), his four fillers, or their reprefentatives, became heirs to 

his eftates. Which fillers were; viz. Racliail, married to- 

Morgan; Mary, firll, to-- Hartop, and afterwards to Sir Henry 

Mackworth, baronet; Catherine, to John Windham, efquire; and 
Margaret, to Sir Baynam Throgmorton, baronet;* with whofc Ion, 
Sir Baynam, that line of the baronetage became extind. 


HOWARD OF MARN 

(Vkl. NORTHAMPTON.) 

1 This was a place in Cornwall, where be obtained a fignal victory over the parliament 
forces, commanded by the earl of Stamford. As he did alfo foon after at Roundway Down, 
near the Devizes, in Wilt (hire, over Sir William Waller; in both of which battles he was infe¬ 
rior in number.

Sir Edward, upon the 27th April, 4th Charles I. was created 
baron Howard, of Efcrick, in com. Ebor. a lordfhip which came to 
Thomas carl of Suffolk, his father, by marriage with Elizabeth, 
daughter and coheir of Sir Henry Kncvit, of Charlton, in com. Wilts, 
as heir to Thomas lord Kncvit, of Efcrick, her uncle,* who died 
iffuclcfs. 

This lord Howard of Efcrick, was that vile deteftablc evidence 
againft lord Ruftcll, colonel Sydney, and others. His wife was Mary, 
enc of the daughters and coheirs of John lord Butler, of Bramfield,f 
ly whom he had four fons; viz. Thomas, William, Sir Cecil How- 
ard/Hand-Edwardalfo one daughter, Anne, who married Charles 
Howard, earl of Cariiflc. 

Thomas, the cldeft fon, upon the death of his father, anno 1675, 
fuccecded him in his honours. And married, firft, Elizabeth, daughter 
of John carl of Peterborough, by whom he had only a daughter, that 
died an infant. He married, fecondly, Joanc, daughter of - - - Drake, 
in com. Somerfet, cfquirc; and left her his widow, in 1683, without 
iffuc, whereby the title devolved upon his brother,

As a fea-ofliccr, his lordfliip was juftly efteemed for his tranfeendant 
knowledge in naval taftics, vvhilft his ikill and valour repeatedly difi- 
tingnifhed themfelvcs on various occafions; particularly at the relief 
of Gibraltar, in 1782, in the face of the combined fleets of Prance and 
Spain, of infinitely fuperior force; and in the battle off Cfiiant, ill 
June, 1794, when the fleet of repub.ican France was defeated, and 
divers of their capital (hips taken and deftroAed. 

His lord (hip married Mary, daughter of Chivcrton Ilartop, efquire; 
by whom he had iffuc Sophia-Charlotte, who married Pen-A Alton 
Curzon, fon of vifeount Curzon; Mary-Indiana, who died in i8co; 

and 
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and Louifa-Catherine, who married John Dennis Brown, earl of Al- 
tamont, in Ireland. But having no ifTue male, the Englifh honours, 
of vifeount and earl Howe, became extinft on his lordfhip’s death, in 
1799; when the Irifh title devolved upon his brother, Sir William 
Howe, K. B. who, in the American war, was for feveral years-«~.m- 
mander in chief of the Britilh forces in that country; an arduous 
appointment of honour, which he fudained under many a dubious 
opinion upon his conduct. 

But the Englifh barony of Howe of Langar, according to the limi¬ 
tation of the patent, defeended to his elded daughter beforementioned; 
who is the prefent baronefs, and has iffue.

^ r John C.vrey, who, the 10th Richard II. was made a baron of 

. exchequer, and died the 6th Henry IV. (1404); having had ifluc, 
viargaret, his fecond wife, daughter and heir of William Holwell, 
Iolwell, in co. Devon (rclitfl of Sir Guy de Brian), Robert, his foil 
and heir; and John Carey, eleded bifliop of Exeter, anno 1419. 
Which 

Robert was fo noted for his valour and fkill in arms, that an 
Arragonian knight,f who in divers countries had performed many 
worthy exploits, viliting England, and challenging any man of his 
rank to make trial of his lkill in arms, he accepted the challenge; 
and overthrowing him in the combat, in Smithficld, was thereupon 
knighted by the king; and in memory of the combat, alfumed the 
arms of the fiiid Arragonian knight; viz. “ Three Ryes on a Bend.'' 
lie married Margaret, daughter of Sir Philip Courtney, of Powderbam, 
in com. Devon; and had iffue, 

Philip Carey, of Cockington; who, by Chrillian his wife, d.iugh- 
: r of Richard Orchard, efquire, had that

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Sir William Carey, of Cockington, knight; who Tiding with 
Henry VI. at the battle of Tcwkfbury againft Edward IV. was taken 
in the church (whither he had fled for fan&uary) ; and, notwithftand- 
ing promife of pardon, was beheaded. This William, by Alice, his 
fecond wife, daughter of Sir Baldwin Fulford, had _ 

Thomas Carey, efquire, who married Margaret, fecond daughter 
and coheir of Sir Robert* (or Sir Jolin)f Spencer, by Eleanor his 
wife, After and coheir to Edmond Beaufort, duke of Somcrfet,J and 
had iflue two foils: whereof John, the cldeft, was anceftor to the lord 
vifeount Falkland, of Scotland; and William, the other, laid the foun¬ 
dation of the honours of this houfe. Which 

William was in great favour with Henry VIII. to whom he was 
efquire of the body. He married the lady Mary (After to queen Anne 
Bullen), daughter and coheir to Thomas Bullen, carl of Wiltfliire and 
Ormond,-|| and had iflue Catherine, who married Sir Francis Knolles, 
K. G.;§ and 

Henry, his fon and heir; who being fo nearly allied in blood to 
queen Elizabeth, as her After’s fon, was by her created baron of Hunft- 
don, on the 13th January, the ift year of her reign; whoalf • bellowed 
upon him the faid houfe of Ilunfdon, in the county of Hertford, with 
jf .4000 a-ycar, according to the valuation in that age. 

In 1388, the memorable year of the projected Span ill) invaflon, he 
had the charge of her majefty’s perfon in the camp at Tilbury, with 
the command of the army attached to that purpofe. He was a knight 
of the garter, and Ailed divers important polls and offices of Hate. 
Yet fo parAmonious was Elizabeth in the conferment of honours, that 
this nobleman, her ncareft: kinfman, could never obtain the height of 
his ambition, in being made carl of Wiltlhirc; a circumftance that lb 
clofely affedled him, as to bring on that Ackncfs which was his death. 
Fuller, in his Worthies of England, relates, that “ when he lay on 
“ his death-bed, the queen gave him a gracious viAt; cauAnga patent 
“ for the laid ca.ldom to be drawn, his robes to he made, and both 
“ to be laid on his bed; but this lord (who could not dilfemblc, nci- 

“ thcr 
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“ ther well nor lick), replied. Madam , feeing you counted me not worthy 
“ of this honour vohilft I was living , I count myfelf unworthy of it, now 
“ I am dying." 

Sir Robert Naunton, in his Fragmenta Regalia, gives him this cha- 
ra&eir “ My lord of Hunfdon was one of the queen’s neared kindred; 
“ and on the dcceafe of Suflex, both he and his fon took the place of 
** lord chamberlain; he was a fad man to his prince, and firm to his 
“ friends and Tenants; and though he might (peak big, and there - 
“ in would be borne out, yet was he not “the more dreadful, but 
“ lefs harmful; and far from the practice of my lord of Leiceder’s 
“ indru&ion: for he was downright. And I have heard thofe that 
“ both knew him well, and had intered in him, lay merrily of h'tm, 
“ that his Latin and his diffi mulation were both alike; and that his 
,f cudom of fwcaring, and obfccnity in fpcaking, made him leem a 
“ worfe Chridian than he was, and a better knight of the carpet than 
“ he Ihould be. As he lived in a ruffling time, fo he loved fword 
“ and buckler men, and fuch as our forefathers were wont to call 
“ men of their hands; of which fort he had many brave men that 
** followed him, yet not taken for a popular or dangerous perfon, 
rt And this is one that dood among the Togati of an honed Aout 
“ heart; and fuch a one as (upon occafion), would have fought for 

his prince and his country.” 

He departed this life, at Somerlct Houle, 23d July, 1596 (38th 
Elizabeth), aged feventy-onc, and was buried in Wcdmindcr Abbey; 
where a noble and codly monument was crefted to his memory, which yet 
remains. His wife was Anne, daughter to Sir Thomas Morgan, knight, 
by whom he had three daughters; viz. Catherine, married to Charles 
Howard, carl of Nottingham ; Philadelphia, to Thomas lord Scroop; 
and Margaret, to Sir Edward Hoby: and alio four Ions; namely, 
George, his heir; John; Sir Edmund; and Robert, which lad was 
afterwards created lord Carey of Lepington, and carl of Monmouth. 

George, fecond lord Hunfdon, was trained up to the public fen ice 
from his youth; and, the 13th of Elizabeth, was in that expedition 
vol. 11 r. 3 D into 
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into Scotland, when, for his valour, he was knighted by the earl of 
Sufl'cx, the general. After which, Sir William Drury being dispatched 
to take the caftlc of Dumbreton, and the governor (the lord Fleming), 
dealing di(honourably with Sir William, Sir George Carey fbnt him 
a challenge to fight him, when, where, or how he dared; concluding 
in thefe words: “ Otberiv'fe Iwill baffle your good name ; found with 
** the trumpet your di/hononr ; and paint your ptthire with the heels up- 
** ward, and hear it in deflate of yourfelf. In the mean time I attend 
“ your an/iver. From Glafcow , ssd of Mate , 1570.” But this challenge 
the lord Fleming declined. 

On the deceafe of his father, he fucceedcd him as captain of the 
band of penfioncrs; and alfo w as afterwards made lord chamberlain, 
and a knight of the garter. He died 9th November, i C03 ; leaving by 
Elizabeth his wife, daughter to Sir John Spencer, of Althorpe, knight, 
an only daughter and heir, Elizabeth, who became the wife of Tho¬ 
mas. fon and heir of Henry lord Berkeley, anccftor to the prefent earl 
of that name. Whereupon, having no iflue male, the bar l - 
Hunfdon devolved upon his brother John. Which 

John, during his brother’s life, had been conftitutcd war 
the Eaft Marches towards Scotland, 43d Elizabeth, being t . 
knight; before when, he had been made marfhal of Berwica, ana 
captain of Norham. He married Mary, daughter to Leonard Hyde, 
of Throgkyn, in co. Hertf. efquire; and dying in April, 1617, left 
tw r o fons, Henry and Charles; and tw’o daughters; whereof Anne 
married Sir Francis Lovell, of Eaft Harlyng, in com. Norf. knight; 
and Blanch, Sir*Thomas Woodhoufc, of Kymbcrlcy, in the fame 
county, knight. 

Henry, fourth lord Hunfdon, fucceedcd his father; and on the 
6th June, 1621, was created vifeount Rochfort; and on the 8 th May, 
1627, was advanced to the dignity of carl of Dover. He married Ju¬ 
dith, daughter of Sir Thomas Pelham, of Laughton, in co. Sufl'cx, 
baronet; and had iflue, three Ions and three daughters; viz. John, 
his fucccflor; Pelham; and George, who died S. P.; Mary, who maf- 
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ricd Sir Thomas Wharton, K. B. brother to lord Wharton; Judith, 
who died unmarried; and Philadelphia, who deceafcd in 1668. 

John, fifth lord Hunfdon, and fccondcarl of Dover, was twice mar¬ 
ried: firft, to Dorothy, daughter to Oliver St. John, carl of Boling- 
broke',* by whom he had no iffuc; and, fecondly, to Abigail, daughter 
of Sir William Cokaync, knight, alderman of London, who brought 
him an only daughter, Mary, married to William Hevcningham, of 
Hevcningham, in com. Suflex, cfquire, who had iflue by her, Sir 
William Hevcningham, and a daughter, Abigail, married to John, 
ion and heir of Sir John Newton, baronet.* But this nobleman dying 
in 1 6/7, without iflue male, the titles of Rochfort and Dover became 
extinct, and that of Hunfdon defeended on Sir Robert Carey, knight, 
i*;reat grandfon of Sir Edward Carey, knight, 1 * third foil of Henry, firft 
lord Hunfdon. Which 

Sir Robert, flxth lord Hunfdon, died in France, in 1692; having 
married Margaret, daughter of Sir Gcrvafc Clifton, baronet, widow of 
Sir John South, knight; but having no iflue, the title defeended to 
b*. firft coufin, Robert Carey, fbn of Erncftus, younger brother to Ho¬ 
ratio, his lather. This 

Robert, feventh lord Hunfdon, at the time of becoming fucceftbr 
to the barony, is faid to have been in the humble fituation of “ a 
tt caver." He died, unmarried, in September, 1702; and the honour 
then came to William Ferdinand Carey, fbn and heir of William 
Carey, and Gertrude Van Ouftoorn his wife. Which William, was

William Ferdinand was born in Holland; but, ncvcrthelefs, 
having been naturalized in 1690, he became the next, and eighth Idrd 
Hunfdon; taking his feat in the houfc of peers, id March, 1707-8. 
He married Grace, daughter to Sir Edward (or Timothy) Wafto, 
knight, widow of Sir Nicholas Wolftenholme, baronet. Which lady 
died in 1729, without iffuc; and his lordfhip, in 1765, when the title 
is confidered to have become extinft. He was in the cighty-fecond 
year of his age. 


HUNTINGTON, (WALTHEOF.)

The county which gave name to this title was anciently, acar 
to Dr. Heylin, well befet with woods; and was, indeed, a fore-, 
the time of Henry II. in the beginning of whofc reign it was f 
reded. In this refpeft, the foreft yielding fpecial opportunity and 
delight for hunting, the chief town of it had the name of Hunters - 
down, now called Huntington, or Huntingdon, with very little varia¬ 
tion. The fird earl denominated from this place, after the Norman 
conqueft, was 

Waltheof (the fbn of Syward, the Saxon, earl of Northumber¬ 
land,)* to whom king William gave the earldom of Huntington, as 
alfo that of Northampton, with Judith, the daughter of his fifter by 
the mother’s fide, in marriage. But notwithdanding this mark of 
favour and high confidence from the Conqueror, he in the end 
tered into a confpiracy to expel the king and the Normans fro 
nation; for which offence he was, after a long imprifonment, behc 
at Wincheder, in 1075. By the aforefaid Judith his wife, he h. 

iffue 
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iffue three daughters f viz. Maud, married, firft, to Simon de St. Lis 
(of whom hereafter); and next, to David, fon of Malcolm, brother to 
Alexander, king of Scotland; Judith, wife of Ralfe de Toney, and of 
Robert, fifth fon of Richard de Tonbridge,’ anceftor to the barons 
Fit z- Walter. 


ST. LIS EARL OF HUNTINGTON.

Upon the deceafc of Waltheof, the Iaft earl beforementioned, king 
William offered Judith (his niece), widow of the faid Waltheof, unto 
Simon St. Lis, a noble Norman, Ion of Ranulph Ie Rich, who with 
his brother, Garncrius le Rich, came into England at the time of the 
: But the refilling him, bccaufc he was lame, the king was 
: .fed, that he leized upon the caftlc and honour of Hunting* 
. eh Hie then held in dower, and bellowed it upon the faid 
de St. Lrs, the town of Northampton, with the whole 
Hundred of Falkeley, then valued at forty pounds per annum, to pro¬ 
vide Jboes for bis borfes. Simon thus not being able to obtain the 
mother, was advifed to marry Maud, her eldcll daughter; and there¬ 
upon he had the earldom of Huntington given him by the king. It 
does not appear at what time the Conqueror advanced him to the 
earldoms of Huntington and Northampton; but certain it is, lays 
Dugdale,* that he had them both t ; r for Ingulphus, who lived then, 
exprefsly affirms as much.

fpecial favour of king Ilcnry I. poflefled himlelf thereof. This David, 
upon the death of Alexander, his elder brother, became king of Scot¬ 
land; and having invaded England, was met by Stephen, then holding 
the Britifli crown, when the differences between them were peaceably 
accorded; and Henry, fon of the faid David, on condition of /’wearing

David, who was younger brother to William, king of Scotland, 
and carl of Huntington. For, upon the death of earl Simon, both 
Dugdalc and Milles recite, that king Henry reftored Huntington, w ith 
the appurtenances, to William, king of Scots; who prefcntly after 
alTigncd the lame to David, his brother, aforefaid. 

This David attended king Richard I. into the Holy Land, with a 
retinue of 500 men; whom he partly paid at his own, and partly at 
that king's charges. But on his return, his fleet was fcattcrcd, and 
himfelf taken prifbncr by the Egyptians, and at length redeemed by 
the Venetians. He died in 1219; and was buried in the abbey of 
Saultrey, near a feat he had at Connington, in Huntingtonfhire. By

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Maud his wife, daughter of Hugh Cyvelioc, earl of Chefter, he had 
iffue, John, Robert who died young; Henry and David, who died 
S. I*.; and four daughters; whereof Margaret married Alan of Gallo¬ 
way : Ifabel, Robert Bruce, of Annandalc; Ada, Heniy de Haftings; 
and Maud, died unmarried. 

John, furnamed L#e Scot, fucceeded his father, and held the profits 
of the earldom of Huntington, and became earl of Chefter in right of 
his mother; under which title he has already been treated.* Having 
no iffue, his honours, on his dcccafc, in 1237, were feized into the 
hands of the crown. 

He married Helen, daughter of Leolinc, prince of North Wales; 
who is reported to have poifoned him.f After whofc death, fhe mar¬ 
ried again, Robert, a younger fon of Saher dc Quincy, carl of Win- 
chcftcr.

Among the moil eminent men of his dav, William de Clin- 
ton, a younger brother to John lord Clinton, flouriflied in great 
favour; and became famous both in the reigns of Edward II. and III. 
during the latter of which, he ferved with diftinguifticd credit in the 
wars of France, Flanders, and Scotland. At different times he was 
jufticc of Chefter, warden of the Cinque Ports, and governor of Dover 
Caftlc; and alfo warden of all the king’s forefts South of Trent. The 
yth of Edward III. he was conftitutcd lord admiral of the feas, from 
the Thames weft ward; fo, likewife, the 15th of Edward III. and 
appointed one of the king’s embaffadors to treat with Philip of Valois, 
touching the realm and crown of France; to which office he was 
again appointed the 23d of Edward III. to treat rcfpc&ing the prolon- 
vol. hi. 3 E gation

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gation of the truce with France. Moreover, the 4U1 of Edward III. 
he had fummons to parliament amongfl the barons ot the realm; and 
from thence, to the 10th Edward III. inclufivc. And the nth ol 
Edw'ard III. Handing then high in the royal eftimation, he was further 
railed to the dignity of an carl; being the 16th of March, the lame 
year, created carl of Huntingdon. Having not only £.20 per ann. 
given him out of the iflucs of the county, to be paid by the fhcritt, at 
the fcall of Ealler and Michaelmas, yearly ; but, in confederation of Iii^ 
many acceptable fcrvico', had a grant of 1000 marks per annum, land, 
to hold to himfelf and the heirs male of his body, for ever. 

His wife w as Julian, daughter and heir ol Sir Thomas dc Lcyburnc. 
knight, widow of John lord IIaftings of Bergavenny; by whom he 
had iffue an only daughter and heir, Elizabeth, who married Sir Wil¬ 
liam Fitz-Williams, of Sprotborough,* knight. And dying the 28th 
Edward III. (1354), without iflue male, the earldom of Huntingdon 
proved extinct in his name; but the barony, created by writ, is pre¬ 
fumed to be yet remaining, vefted in the iflue of hi» daughter and heir, 
Elizabeth, wife of William Fitz-William aforcluid. 


DANGLE EARL OF HUNTINGTON. 

Acm»—O. Uillctty, a Lion rampant As. 

Gciscakd D'Angle, or D’Angoulesme, was the next earl. IK 
was a Frenchman, born in the duchy of Aquitain ; a man \erv expert 
in military affairs, as feems evident, from bcimr elected a kni >ht of 
the garter by that warlike monarch, Edward III. He wa« tutor to 
Richard IT. and by him was created carl of Huntington for term of 
life, with 1000 marks yearly, out of the royal trcafury;f hut he dc- 
ccaled loon after, viz. 3d Richard II. 1380. Iiis wife was uamed 
Conftancc, but of what family is not mentioned. By her he had a 
fun, John, who died iffuelefs in his father's lifetime. 


HOLLAND 
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HOLLAND KARL OF HUNTINGDON. 

John de Holland, a younger fon of Sir Thomas de Holland, 
knight, and Joane his wife, countefs of Kent, brother, by the mother’s 
fide, to Richard II. was by that king, nth of his reign, created carl 
of Huntington, and fomc years after, duke of Exeter; under which 
head, a further account of his marriage and iffuc will be found.* 


GREY EARL OF HUNTINGTON. 

This title was next conferred upon Thomas Grey, brother, by 
the mother’s fide, to king Edward V. Which Thomas, the nth 
lulward IV. was created carl of Huntington; and in the 15th of the 
fame reign, was advanced to the dignity of marquis of Dorfet. To 
his 'firft wife he married Anne, only daughter and heir of Henry Hol¬ 
land, duke of Exeter, grandlon of John Holland beforenamed, carl of 
Huntingdon ; but by her had no iffuc. Ilis fccond wife was Cecily, 
daughter and heir of William lord Bonville; for whole defendants 
the reader L referred to the account of the barons Grey of Groby.f 


HERBERT EARL OF HUNTINGTON. 

In 1479, William Herbert, carl of Pembroke, having rcfigncd 
that catldom into the hands of king Edward IV. was by him created 
earl of Huntington; but having no iffue male, the title ceafcd with 
liim.J

Henry carl of Eu, became founder of the noble houle, hereafter men¬ 
tioned.

and gallant prince Edward, fon of Henry VI. after the battle of 
Tcwkfbury. In this reign, of Edward IV. the power and polleilions 
of the lord Haftings were immenlc: but in the next they all failed 
him: for having at firft been very active in advancing the duke of 
Glouccftcr to the chief adminiftration as protector for the infant king, 
\ct not choofmg to comply with that monftcr in the murder of his

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two nephews, Richard looked upon him as an infurmountable bar to 
the obtainment of the crown, and therefore contrived to have him 
fuddcnly feized; having for that purpofe trcachcroufly decoyed him 
to a con fill tation; when being furprifed, he was immediately decapi¬ 
tated without any form of trial whatfoever, 13th June, 1483. 

This nobleman married Catherine, daughter of Richard Neville, 
earl of Salisbury, widow of William lord Bonvillc and Harrington •

by whom, amongil other ifluc, he had* 

Ki>w Aisn, his fon and heir; who having married Mary, daughter 
and heir of Thomas lord Hungerford,f had, in her right, fummons to 
parliament, by that title, the zsd of Edward IV. When Henry VII. 
attained the throne, by the defeat and death of king Richard at the 
battle of Bofworth, he reftored the lord Huttings to his eftatc and 
honours, and reverfed the attainder of his father. His lordfhip died 
the 8th November (1507), leaving a daughter, Anne, who married 
Thomas carl of Derby ; and a fon, George, his fucccifor. Which 
George, third lord Hattings, attended Henry VIII. at the famous 
fieges of Therouenne and Tournay, in France; and on the 8th De¬ 
cember, 1329, was created carl of Huntington. lie died in 1344; 
having married Anne, daughter to Henry Statford, duke of Bucking¬ 
ham (widow of Sir Walter Herbert), by whom he had three daugh¬ 
ters, and five fons;'|‘ of which Francis was his fucccflor, and Edward 
was created by queen Mary lord Hattings of Loughbro\|[ 

Francis, i'econd carl of Huntington, fucceeded his lather on his 
devcaic, the 35th Henry VIII. in whole lifetime he had been made a 
knight of the bath, at the coronation of queen Anne Bolevn. The 
3d of Edward VI. he was made a knight of the garter; and the year 
following, commanded a confiderable force lent into France to dil- 
lodge the French from between Bologne and Calais; which he fuc- 
cettfully performed/ He died in 1301; having had iifue by Catherine,

From this line 
is laid to be derived a perfbn, who now has a claim to the earldom of 
Huntinsrton. It was obferved of thefc fix brothers, that though they 
differed in religion, fome of them being zealous Papifts, and the relt 
as 7,calous Protcftants, yet they lived with the great el t harmony and 
brotherly affection. 

Henry, third carl of Huntington, was inftalled a knight of the 
garter, the 12th Elizabeth, and by her was made lord lieutenant of 
the counties of Leiccfter and Rutland ; and was one of the peers who 
had charge of Mary queen of Scots. He married Catherine, daughter 
to John Dudley, duke of Northumberland ; and dying' in 1595, S. P.

which laft was, in 1643, created baron of Loughborough, in coni. 
Lcic.* and died unmarried. 

Ferdinando, fixth carl, in the lifetime ol h*s fsjtfeer had been fum- 
moned to parliament. He married Lucy, daughter and heii.of Sir 
John Davies, of Englefield, in com. Bcrlyi, knight, a celebrated lawyer; 
who had been folicitor and attorney-general in Ireland, and afterwards 
chief jufticc of the king’s bf.icb. By this lady he had a numerous 
family of fix daughters, aod four fons; of which, Henry lord Haitings, 
the cldcft, died at the early age of nineteen, in his father's lifetime. 
He was a nobleman, who is reprefented as a perfon of great learning, 
and of fo fwcct a difpofition, that the Mufes mourned his death ; and 
no lefs than ninety-eight elegies arc faid to have been made on him by 
the wits of the time, and publillied, anno 1650, under this title, “ Lu- 
chrym.r Mu/anim John and Ferdinando, the two next fons, alio died 
young; and Theophilus, the youngeft, at length became heir to his 
father. Which 

Theophilus, feventh carl, was one of the lords who ligneu the 
order at Whitehall for proclaiming James II. by whom he was taken 
into great favour; and was conftitutcd lord lieutenant of tn«s counties 
of Lciccftcr, Huntington, and Derby; chief jufticc in Eire; tsjtuin 
of the band of gentlemen penfioners; a privy counfcllor; and colonel 
of the 13th regiment of foot. But all thefe great offices he loll on 
the Revolution taking place, to which he was unfavourable; and was 
one of tbofe who protefted againft the a cl of Settlement. lie was 
twice married : bis firft lady was Elizabeth, cldcft daughter and coheir 
of Sir John Lewis, of Ledftone, in com. Ebor. knight, by whom be 
had a fon, George, and two daughters, who died unmarried. Ilis 
fecond, was Frances, daughter and heir to Francis Levefon Fowler, of 
Ham age Grange, in com. Salop, cfquirc, by whom he bad five daugh¬ 
ters and two fons; of which, Ferdinando, the youngeft, died in 1726, 
unmarried; and Theophilus, the cldcft, became at length heir to the 
earldom. This nobleman died fuddtnly at his houfc in Charles Street, 
St. James’, in 1701, and was fuccecded by 


George, 
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George, his only fon by his firft wife; who at the coronation of 
queen Anne carried the feeptre. The fame year he diftmguifhed him- 
fclf at the lieges of Vcnlo and Rurcmond; as the infeription on his 
monument, in church, Weftminftcr, relates. But he died 

foon vfitr, at the early age of twenty-fix, unmarried, in 1704, whereby 
his half-brother, 

Theophilus, became the neft t -a nd ninth earl of Huntington; who 
aflifting at the coronation of George rk^carried the fword of Rate. 
His lordlhip’s character, marriage, and iffue.'Src fet forth in an elegant 
infeription on a monument in the church of Alhby dc la Zouche, 
where he lies interred. He married the lady Selina Shirley, one of the 
daughters and coheirs of Wafliingtorecarl Ferrers, and by her had iflue 
four Ions; whereof George and Ferdinando, the fecond and third, died 
young; Henry, the fourth, died unmarried in 1753; and Francis, the 
eldcft, was his fuccefior. Alfo three daughters; of which, Elizabeth 
married J,ohn lord Rawdon, afterwards earl of Moira; Selina died an 
infant; and another Selina died unmarried in 1763. His lordfliip de- 
ccalcd in 1746, when 

Francis , his e ldefFIon, fucceedcd him; who being then a minor, 
in 17^7; fet out for his further accomplifiiment, by travel in foreign 
parts. On his return, much was expected from his attainments; but 
though lie was. appointed mailer of the horfe to the prefent king w^cn 
prince of Wales, he never after filled any office, or high poll of flatc, 
where thofc abilities, he was prefumed to polfcfs, could be difplayed. 
At the coronation of his majclly, in 1761, he carried the fword of 
{late; and at the baptifm of prince Frederick, the king’s fecond fon, 
in 1763, he flood proxy for the duke of York, one of the fponfors. His 
lordlhip died in 1789, unmarried; when the barony of Hallings of 
Alhby de la Zouche, and the earldom of Huntington, are generally 
confidcrcd to have become extind.

JEFFERYS OF WEM.

In the firft of Ts.»toes II. Sir George Jefferts was created a 

•V . ■- - - 

pc^-, the title of lord JefFerys, baron of Wem, in com. Salop. He 
was - a younger ion of John JefFerys, of A&on, in com. Denbigh, 
efquire, by Margaret his wife, daughter of Sir Thomas Ireland, of 
Bewfey, in com. Pal. Lancaft. knight. The firft rudiments of his 
education, it feems, were at a fchool in the country; from whence he 
became a Weftminfter fcholar, and afterwards a ftudent in the Inner 
Temple. It is confidently aflerted, that he was never regularly called 
to the bar: which, whether the faft or not, yet certain it is, he 
pleaded as a counfellor, and had the addrefs to plcafe his clients, 
though fbmetimes he loft his caufc. His chief ambition Was to obtain 
court favour; in which his complacency was io conspicuous, that he 
was juftly confidcrcd a proper inftrument to promote the arbitrary 
meafurcs of the crown. He was firft made a Wclfh judge, and in 
1680, chief juftice of Chcftcr; the next year he was created a baronet; 

and 
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and in 1683 was fwom lord chief jufticc of the kings bench, and a 
privy counfellor. 

It would be a part unneceflary to enter on a difquilition of his bc- 
baviour in the trials that came before him: bul^^hiypJi be laid, that 
Icarcdy any judge in England was more part?»l~Jnthc courh^Jxv'wyd 
ufed lo much infblcncc towards the prifij/ers at the bar; of which 
many irvftanccs might be givm Ast his proceedings in the W eft, 
after Monmouth’s infurretftiop',' they were fo very cruel, and are lb 
well known, as to render/fie relation of them here fuj)erfluous. 

In 1685, he was conftituted lord high fteward of England, for 
the trial of the lord Delamerc, who was acquitted. As lord chan¬ 
cellor, he was the head and principal ador in the commiflion of ecclc- 
fiaftical affairs; and is laid to have advifed the commitment and trial 
of the feven bifhops. Upon the prince of Orange being landed, and 
advanced towards London, he attempted to withdraw in difguife from 
the kingdom; and for that purpofe kad put himfelf on board a collier, 
pretended to be bound for Ncwcaftlc, but defigned for Hamburgh. 
He was, however, difeovered, feized, brought before the lords wf 
council, and committed to the Tower; where he continued till 1689, 
when he was rclcafed by deaths He wus reckoned a perio*: of quid- 
and fprightly parts, of a ready wit, but no profound lawyer. od

?Hr family of Jcrmyn was for many ages pofiefled of the manor ot 
Rulhbroke, in Suffolk, which came in marriage to Sir Thomas dc 
Jcrmyn, with Agnes, fiftcr and coheir to Thomas de Rufhbroke. 
From Sir Thomas defeended another Thomas, who had ifiue Thomas, 
his cldcft fon, and 

Henry Jermvn, his fccond fon, who, for his zeal and attachment 
to the fcrvicc of king Charles I. was, by letters patent, dated at Ox¬ 
ford, 19th Charles I. created lord Jcrmyn, baron of St. Edmundfbury, 
in Suffolk; with limitation, in default of male ifiue, to Thomas, his 
elder brother, aud his ifliie male. This nobleman, during the greateft 
of the royal extremities, evinced himfelf a mofl faithful fervant, fub- 
je< 5 t, and foldier; and when all was loft in England, attended the 
queen to France; where, with honour, prudence, and economy, he 
piefided over, and managed her fmall cftablifhment.

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The tongue of flander, however, was not fllent, in Spreading evil 
reports of an unlawful familiarity between them; but calumny is ever 
fond to detract from worthy and meritorious chara&ers. While abroad, 
he was employed in feveral embaffics by Charla^f^ui.d- /Confidcra«» 
tion of his conduct on all occafions, was f^tEer raifed to tmi dignity 
of carl of St. Albans, by letters patent^ dated at Breda, anno 1O60, a 
few weeks preceding the rcfto"-»rivf*; after when, he was created a 
knight of the garter, and cgKcituted lord chamberlain of the houfhold. 
He died in 1683, unmarried; whereby his title of St. Albans became 
extinct, but that of Jermyn defeended to his nephew', 

Thomas (fbn and heir of Thomas, his elder brother beforemcn- 
tioned.) Which Thomas was governor of Jerfey, and died in 1703, 
without male ifluc, fo that the barony of Jermyn likewife became 
extinct. By Mary his wife, he had iflue feveral daughters; whereof 
one, married to Thomas Bond, cfquirc, died in his lifetime; and four 
others were living at the date of his will, in January 1702. Of thefc, 
by the will of Mary their mother, who furvived till 1713, it appears 
that Mary, the eldcft, married Sir Robert Davers, baronet; Mcrclina, 
firft, Sir William Spring; and, fccondly, Sir Will:-m_G^‘ T y, baronet;

Iv 1716, Erang hid Melosine Schulenburg, a German lady, 
was created baronefs of Dundalk, countcfs and marchionefs of Dun¬ 
gannon, and duchefs of Munftcr, in Ireland. Moreover, in 17*19, flic 
was made, for life, baronefs of Glallonbury, countcfs of Feverfliam, 
and duchefs of Kendal, in Weftmorland, Englifli honours; and, 
finally, in 1723, flic was advanced to the rank of princefs of Eberftcyn, in 
the German empire, 9th George I. After this great accumulation of 
honours, the reader need fcarccly be informed, thsTTber-gracc flood in 
that degree of favour with king George, as the duchefs of Clcvehinc" f 
and others, enjoyed with Charles II. From whom the happy people 
of Great Britain are honoured .with fo many worthy ornaments to the 
Britifh peerage. 

Upon the deceafe of this eminent perfonage, her titles became cx- 
tinft. 


KENNINGTON. 

In 1726, his royal highnefs prince William Augustus (fecond

. Odo, bifliop of Baycaux, in Normandy, half-brother to the Con¬ 
queror, was at the battle of Ilaftings; after which fucccfsful da}*, he 
was one of the firft raifed to any place of power and truft; had the 
charge of Dover committed to him: and, moreover, was made earl of 
Kent, (ift Will. Conq.) 

He was joined with William Fitz-Ofbcrnc (a principal commander 
in the Conqueror’s army, and afterwards carl of Hereford), in the chief 
fupcrintendcncy of all the military forces of the whole realm, as well 
in field as garrifon. But at laft his extraordinary power and wealth 
made him grow infolcnt, oppreffive, and ambitious. Ncverthelcfs, he 
is reprefented as a perfon eloquent, magnanimous, courtly, and coura¬ 
geous ; liberal, charitable, and well-beloved. He died at Palermo, in 
Sicily, anno 1099, and was there interred.

William de Ipre is mentioned as the illegitimate Ton of Philip 
earl of Ipre, in Flanders; butt concerning his real parentage, the pages of 
heraldic authors very much vary. That he was a perfon, however, of 
courage and confiderable military fkill, is evident, which recommended 
him to the favour of king Stephen; who having had many teftimo- 
nics of his valour and attachment, created him carl of Kent, anno 
1141. He was with that monarch at the battle of Lincoln; where 
the royal army was defeated, and the king himfelf made prifoner by 
his adverfaries: but after this misfortune, he had the good fortune to 
overcome the forces of the emprefs Maud at Winchcfter; w hen taking 
prifoner her general, the earl of Glouceftcr, the king, in exchange for 
him, obtained his liberty. Upon the death of king Stephen, it feems 
this carl quitted the kingdom, and betook himfelf to a monaftic life, 
in the abbey of Laon, in Flanders, where he died, circ. annno 1162, 
according to Dugdale, but in 1164, as Millcs aflerts.* 

The name of his wife is not given; but (by Millcs beforenamed), 
he is faid to have had an only fon, who was cruelly murdered by the 
minifters of Theodoric earl of Flanders. And Hailed, in his Hiftory 
of Kent, aflerts, that Matilda, his only filler and heir, marrid Norman- 
nus Fitz-Dcring, anceftor to the Derings, of Surrendcn; which is alfo 
narrated in the baronetage account of that ancient family.f

Hubert de Burgh is faid* to have been nephew to William 
Fit/.-Adelmc, fteward to king Henry II. Which William* (the firft 
perfon with whom Dugdale commences his account of this family), 
by Julian his wife, daughter of Robert Doifncll, had iflue Walter, 
who married Maud, daughter and heir to Hugh de Lacy, lord of 
Ulfter, in Ireland; from whom defeended Elizabeth, wife to Lionel 
duke of Clarencc.*|' 

This Hubert de Burgh was one of the moft eminent and conspi¬ 
cuous nobles of his time; whether he be confulered in point of abi¬ 
lities, wealth, power, or rank. And as a fubjeft, was one of the greateft 
in Europe, during the reigns of king John and Henry III. 

In the grand ftruggle betwxen king John and his .barons, when 
Lewis, the dauphin of France, was invited over, he firmly adhered to 
his royal matter, and moft valiantly defended Dover caftle, whereby 
he helped to fecure the fucccffion of the throne to the young prince 
Henry (king John’s fon) ; after when, honours and preferments were 
out of number almoft, conferred upon him ; and lie was created carl 
of Kent. But all thefe marks of royal favour at length procured him

fccond, Beatrix, daughter to William de Warren, of Wirmgay, and 
widow of Dodo Bardolf.J The third, I label, daughter and coheir of 
William carl of Gloucefter, widow of Gcffcry de Mandcville.

Edmond Pi.a ntagenet, a younger fon of king Edward I. by 
Margaret of France, his feeond wile, and furnamed of VVoodftock, 
from the place of his birth, was created carl of Kent, by his brother, 
king Edward II. by whom, the 14th of his reign, he was fummoned 
to parliament as baron of Woodftock.J But in the reign of Ed¬ 
ward III. (his nephew), he was arrefted, and adjudged to die for high 
treafon ; for confpiring, with other nobles, to deliver his brother, king 
Edward II. who had been depoied, out of prifon. Whereupon, by 
the management of queen I label, with her minion, Robert Mortimer, 
he was beheaded at Winchefter, after he had flood upon the fcaffold, 
from noon till five o’clock in the evening, waiting for an executioner; 
no one being ready to perform the odious office, till a baft w’rctch, a 
malefactor, from the Marflialfca, performed the barbarous aCt, 4th 
Edward III. This Edmond married Margaret, daughter of John lord 
Wake, filler and heir to Thomas lord Wakejjj by whom he had 
ilfue,

Thus his late 
was urged on; for in an attempt to raife the people, and rcftorc king 
Richard, he failed, with divers other nobles, at Circnccftcr, where, 
with the earl of Salisbury, he was feized and beheaded by the towns¬ 
men, anno 1400; which done, they fent his head to London, where 
it was fet upon the bridge; and in the parliament holden the next 
enfuing year, he was attainted, and his lands feized. He married 
Joane, daughter of Hugh carl of Stafford; but having no ifluc, Ed¬ 
mund, his brother, became his heir. Which 

Edmund was then in minority, but found fuch favour from the 
king, that he obtained an allowance for his fupport; .and afterwards, 
had a fpccial livery of caftlcs, manors, and lands, which devolved upon 
him by virtue of an old entail formerly made of them by his anccftors. 
And, furthermore, the 9th of Henry IV. he was made lord admiral 
of England ; but foon after, beficging the cattle and Iflc of Briak, in 
Brittany, he had the ill luck to receive a wound, whereof he died in a 
few days after. He married Lucie, daughter to the duke of Milan, 
but having no legitimate iflue, his fitters, or their reprclentativcs, 
became his next heirs; who foon after had livery of their refpeitive 
purpartics.f

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NEVILL EARL OF KENT.

The title of Kent having terminated in the Holland family, was 
next revived in the perfon of 

William Nevill, lord Fauconberg (a younger fon of Ralph 
Nevill, firft carl of Wcftmoreland), who, by Edward IV. was created 
earl of Kent, anno 1461, the 1 ft year of his reign. This nobleman 
commanded the van of that prince’s army at the decifive battle of 
Towton, againft Henry VI. He was lord high admiral of England, 
and alio a knight of the garter; but enjoyed not his honours long, for 
he died about the 3d Edward IV. and having no ifluc male,* the 
earldom became extindl with his death. 


GREY EARL OF KENT.

Edmund lord Grey, of Iluthyn,j - upon the vacancy of the earldom 
of Kent by the death of Nevill, was created carl of that county by 
Edward IV. the 5th year of his reign, with limitation to his ilfue 
male. This earl is accufcd of having treachcroufly forfaken the army 
of Henry VI. at the battle of Northampton, in order to court the 
favour of king Edward IV. to obtain a grant of the lord Fanhopes 
lands, at Ampthill, in com. Bedf. which nobleman moft loyally then 
cfpoufed the part of his fovcrcign, the unfortunate king Henry. But 
this account, made by Dugdalc from Lcland, feems totally erroneous:

died in peace at Ampthill, fevcntcen years before that battle. 

The earl of Kent died in 1489. He marrjed Katherine, daughter 
of Henry Percy, earl of Northumberland; and by her had two daugh¬ 
ters, and four fons'; whereof Anthony, the cldeft, died unmarried in 
his lifetime; and George, the fccond Ion, became his fucceflbr. 
Which 

Gf.orgf. was a military man, and commanded under Jafpcr duke 
of Bedford, in that army fent by Henry VII. to the allillancc of Max¬ 
imilian the emperor, againft the French ; but w hich returned w itliout 
having achieved any memorable action, by reafbn Maximilian never 
appeared. He was alfo one of the chief Icadqfs which defeated the 
carl of Lincoln, and his adherents, at the battle of Stoke; and van- 
quilhcd the rebellious Cornifh men, and others, under James lord 
Audley at Blackhcath. 

He died the 20th Henry VII. having been twice married. His firft 
lady was Anne, daughter to Richard Widvillc, earl Rivers (widow' of 
William vifeount Bourchier), by whom he had Richard, his luccelfor. 
His fecond lady was Katherine, daughter of William Herbert, carl of 
Pembroke, and by her he had three fons; viz. Henry, George, and 
Anthony Grey of Branfpeth; as alfo a daughter, Anne, who married 
John lord Hufley.f 

Richard, third carl of Kent, w'as, by Henry VII. made a knight 
of the garter; and attended Henry VIII. at the fiege of Thcrouennc. 
He married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir William Huflec, knight, chief 
juftice of the king’s bench, fiber to John lord Hufley; and having 
much wafted hi.> eftate, as it is find, by gaming, died in 1524, S. P. 
whereby the earldom devolved upon his brother, by the half blood, 

Sir Heny Grey, of Wreft, in com Ikdf. who, by rcafon his eftate 
was fa very much diminilhcd, our genealogifts aflert, that he declined 
taking upon him the title. He married Anne, daughter of John 
Blancrhaflct, and died in 1562 ; having had ifluc by her a fon, Henry. 
Which 
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Henry died in his father’s lifetime," in 1545: as appears by his 
tomb, in Flitton church. But by Margaret his wife, filter to Oliver 
St. John, of Bletfiio, left iflue three fons; viz. Reginald, Henry, and 
Charles. Whereof the elded, 

^Reginald, fucceedcd his grandfather; and having, by his fruga¬ 
lity, much improved his fortune, rcalfumcd the title of Kent, and 
became the fifth earl of his family to whom the honour had lineally 
defeended. He was one of the peers on the trial of the duke of Nor¬ 
folk, the 15th Elizabeth; loon after when he died, in 1572-3. His 
wife was Sufiin, daughter of Richard Bertie,, efquirc; but having no 
ifiuc, his brother, 

Henry, b^ame his next heir and fuccelTor; who being one of the 
lords for t!ip trial of Mary queen of Scots, is reprefented to have (hewn 
more zeal for her dcdru&ion than was confident with a perlon of 
honour. He married Mary, daughter of Sir George Cotton, 0 and 
widow of Edward earl of Derby, but had no ilfuc; and dying in 
1614-15 , p was fucceedcd by 

Charles, his brother, and next heir; w r ho married Sufan, daugh¬ 
ter of Richard Cotton, of Bedhampton, in Hamplhirc; by whom he 
had an only fon, Henry, and an only daughter, Sufan, who became 
wife of Sir Michael Longvile, knight; and dying in 1625, his faid 
fon. 


■ He is faitl by the peerages lo have declined taking the title of car! of Kent, which is erro¬ 
neous; for he had no opportunity to .illume it, defeating bcfoie his father. Wherefore his 
fon, who did take it, was the filth earl to whom the title defeended, and not the iixth, us mo ft 
generally reprefented in other accounts of this family. 

0 So Dugdale, Edmonton, and Collins name him; but Lvfons (in p. 8<J, Magna liritnnnia), 
calls him Sir John Cotton; ohft icing, that of this Henry curl of Kent, and Mjry his wile, 
there are monuments, with their e.tfighs in robes, at the parith church of Flitton. 

p During his time, lie is celebrated for a gnat difpnte. with William Dethick, garter king 
at arms, and George Uothcram, el quire ; who are. reported to have lubricated a f.iltc p--digit r, 
with a view to deprive the faid Ilenry carl of Kent of his baronies of {ladings and Ruthyu. 

The whole cal'e is at large in Collins’ Parliamentary Precedents, p. 1-11, from which it ap¬ 
pears, this great otlicer of the college of arms, and nollieratu, were found guilty of the chaigc; 
and judgment was accordingly pronounced againft them, 2'id June, Li nth Elizabeth, i.'my. 

Henry, 
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Hexst, was his facceSot. He married Elizabeth, one of the 
daughters and coheirs of Gilbert Talbot, carl of Shrcvsfbury, and died 
in jt»39. S.I*. whereby the barony of Grey of Rut hvn being a barony 
in fee, descended as of right to his lifter Sufhn, wile of Sir Michael 
Longvile,* and the earldom of' Kent, by virtue of the limitation to the 
male line, devolved upon his diftant coufin, Anthony Grey, then rec¬ 
tor of the church of Burbaclic, in com. Leic. Ion of George, Ion and 
heir of Anthony Grey, of Branfpeth, third fon to George fecund carl 
of Kent, as bcforcmcntioncd. Which 

Anthony, thereupon became ninth carl of Kent of his name and 
family. He is memorable for his defence to the bargny of Grey of 
Ruthyn, claimed by Charles, fon and heir of Sir MiAacl Long vile, 
by Sufan his wife, fiftcr and heir to the laft Henry Grey, earl of Kent; 
which claim was adjudged in favour of Longvilc.f By Magdclcne 
his wife, daughter of William Purefoy, of Caldccote, in com. Warw. 
this nobleman had ifTue five fons, and five daughters, named in the 
annexed Table. J And dying’ in 1643, was fuccccdcd by his cl deft fon 
and heir, 

Henry, tenth carl of Kent, who furvived his father but a few 
years; dying in 1651. He was twice married: his firft lady was 
Mary, daughter of Sir William Courteen, knight; by whom he had 
a ion, Henry, who died young, in his lifetime, and was buried, with 
his mother, in Weftminfter Abbey, llis fecund lady was Amabel/ 
daughter of Sir Anthony Bonn, recorder of London (widow* of An¬ 
thony Fane, a younger fon of Francis carl of Wcftmorland), by w hom 
he had a fon, Anthony, and a daughter, Elizabeth, married to Banaftcr 
lord Maynard. 


1 When lie was icfitur of Bin bathe- he prrarlird confiamly, anti kept an hofpitablc lioufe 
for the poor j and sifter his sictellion to the title, he did not difdain the company nt the clergy, 
nor abate in the conftaucy ol hit preaching, 1«> long as he was aide to be led up into the pulpit.

Anthont, eleventh earl of Kent, was a perfon of much honour; 
and at the funeral of queen Mary (eonfort to William III.) in 1694-5, 
was one of the fix fupporters of the pall. He married Mary, daughter 
and heir to John lord Lucas, of Sheffield; which lady, in confidcra- 
titati of her father’s merits and fervices, was created baronefs Lucas, of 
Crudwell, in com. Wilts, in 1663, with remainder to her iffuc, male 
or female, by the carl of Kent; by whom ihe had one fon, Henry, 
and a daughter, the lady Amabel Grey, who died unmarried. The 
carrying in 1702, was buried at blit ton, in the county of Bedford, 
where divers of his anccftors lie interred; 'and w T as fucceeded by his 
only fon, 

HitviiY, who, in 1706, was created vifeount Goodrich, of Good- 
riciiTJaillf^m the county of Hereford; carl of Harold, in the county 
of Bedford ; and marquis of Kent; and in 1710, was further advanced 
to the title of duke of Kent; and in 1712, elected a knight of the 
garter. On the demife of queen Anne, he was one of the lords cn- 


• The pariQi church of Flitton, in com. Bedford, is luppofed, by Lyfons,* to have been built 
by Reginald, lord Grey, lord admiial of England, fubfequent to 1-410; when the court of chi¬ 
valry adjudged him the anus of I ladings, which, with his own, are quartered on the porch of 
Flitton church. It has born the burial place of the Greys fince the reign of Henry VIII. The 
aide adjoining the nave was built by Henry earl of Kent, in ltkt.l. In which aille are the 
monuments of the laid t-arl; of Elizabeth countcfs of Kent, daughter of Gilbert earl of Shrewf- 
bury; Henry, earl of Kent, who died in 16.31 j and his fecund wife, Amabel, before-mentioned. 
Alfo, there are memorials on the floor to Charles earl of Kent, who died in 1 tii.J; to earl 
Henry, who died in l&H); and to Henry, fon and heir of Sir Henry Grey, who died in 13-45, 
during his father’s lifetime. 

The duke of Kent built three additional rooms, in which are the monuments of liimfell/ 
his fon, Anthony, carl of Harold, who died before him, in 1~23 ; with their effigies in white 
marble, in llomnn habits. His two duchelics; his three daughters; viz. Amabel lady Glen- 
orchy, who died in 1 / 27 ; lady Henrietta, I ~17 ; and lady Anne Cavendiili, 1/J3; with their 
effigies in white marble. An urn, to the memory of lady Mary Gregory, a fourth daughter, 
who died in l"6l; and another, to the memory of the earl of Hardwick. 

In the chancel is the effigies, in brafs, of Thomas Hill, receiver-general to three earls of 
Kent, who died iu 1628, aged one-hnndred-and-one. Whofe age is obferved by Lyfons to 
be incorrectly printed iu Pcnnauk’s Journey to Loudon, and from thence copied into other 
works.

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trift *d with the admiuiftration of the kingdom till the arrival of his 
iruii.-ftv, Georrr I. by whom he was received with fo much favour, as 
to have feveru 1 of the moft honourable ant! important places and 


offices at court conferred upon him. Nor was he lefs in the favour of 
George II. at whofc coronation he carried St. Edward’s ftaff; and wds 


afterwards ronftituted lord lieutenant and cuftos rotulorum of the 


county of lied ford. His grace married, to his fir ft wife, Jemima, one 
of *hc daughters of Thomas lord Crew', of Stcne; by whom he had 
four tons, end /even daughters. 


Avthoxv, the cldcft fbn, ftyled earl of Harold, was fummoned to 
parliament, as lord Lucas, of Crudwell, but died in his father’s life¬ 
time S. P. very much lamented; ‘as did Henry, his fecond Ibn, in 
1717, in the twenty-firft year of his age; Lucas and George *’.e other 
fons, died young. Of the daughters. 

Lady Amabel, the cldcft, married John vifeount Glcnorchy, fbn 


and heir apparent of John Campbell, earl of Breadalbanc, and died in 
1727; Jemima, the fecond daughter, married John earl of Aftiburn- 
ham; Henrietta, the third, died unmarried in 17/7; Anne, fourth, 
married Lord Cliarlcs Cavcndifh, brother to William duke of Devon- 


fliiic: Mary wedded Dr. David Gregory, canon of Chrift Church ; and 
the ladies Jane and Caroline, died in their infancy. 

His grace married, fccondly, the lady Sophia Bcntinck, daughter to 
William carl of Portland (by his fecond wife, Jane, widow of John 
lord Berkeley, of Stratton) ;* by whom lie bad a fori, George, who died 
young, and a daughter, Annc-Sophia, who married Dr. John Eger- 
ton, bifliop of Durham, father of the prefent carl of Bridgewater. 

His grace having fettled all affairs relating to the marriage of his 
cldcft granddaughter, Jemima Campbell, with the honourable Philip

Among which, it one 
of Elizabeth counlefs of Kent, who, in her widowhood, refuting at Wreft, there patronized 
Butler the poet; and often entertained the learned Selden as her gueft.

Of this ancient family, which i.s faid to have come from Nor¬ 
mandy, was Ker, of Ker Hall, in the county of Lancaftcr; from 
whom defeended two brothers, Ralph and Robert; who became the 
anceftors to the two branches of Ferniherft and Ccsford; whereof tK“ 
former is flourilhing in the perfon of the marquis of Loth*".^ tlcnved

Roxburghe; the patent, however; is not regiftcred, nor does the pre- 
cife limitation of the honours any way appear.* After this, he was 
further dignified with the titles of earl .of Roxburgh, and lord Ker, of 
Cesford, by patent, dated 18th September, 1616, limited to him and 
his heirs male. But after this, in 1646, the faid earl, according to 
the cuftom then prevalent in Scotland, refigned his honours, and his 
whole real eflatcs, held of the crown, into the king’s hands, in order 
to the obtaining a new grant thereof; and accordingly his majefty 
Charles I. by charter, dated at Newcaftlc, 30th July, 1646, did grant 
the faid eftates, and alfo the title and dignity of earl, with all the 
honours, &c. belonging thereto, to the faid Robert carl of Roxburghe, 
and the heirs male of his body; whom failing, to “ bis heirs and 
“ a Jfi& ns "vhalfoevcr, to be defignalcd, nominated , and conjlituted by him , 
« at any time in bis life, by ajjignment, defignation, nomination , or decla- 

“ ration, 
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** ration, under bis band; find under the pravifions, reJlriSliom, and con - 
“ ditions therein contained, 

The faid carl was tvticc married: firft, to Mary, daughter of Sir 
^illiam Maitland, by whom he had a fon, that died an infant; 
and, Secondly, to Jane, daughter of the lord Drummond, by whom 
he had an only fon, Henry lord Ker, who died before Him ; having 


had iffue, by Margaret liis wife, daughter of William Hay, carl of 
Errol, four daughters; whereof Jean married William, a younger fon 
of John Drummond, carl of 1 'cNh; Anna married John carl of Wig- 
toun; Margaret married Sir Henry Inncs, baronet; and Sophia died 
lefe daughters, the lady Jean having, by her grand- 
:nt, married the faid 

u mmokd, he, upon the dcccafe of carl Robert, in 

i o go" oceanic earl of Roxburghe, &c.; and thereupon took the fur- 

name of Ker. He died in 1675, having had iffue fcveral fons; of 

which, Robert was his fucccffor; and John, a younger one, was 

created lord Rcllcnden.

Robert, next carl, accompanied the duke of York from England 
in his voyage towards Scotland, on board the Glouccfter frigate, which 
foundered at fca, and was loft, with above one hundred perfons mere, 
on the coaft of Yarmouth, 5th May, 1682. By Mary his wife, daugh¬ 
ter of the marquis of Tweedale, he had three fons; viz. Robert and 


7 lu confequence of this great (and probably unprecedented) power, granted to a fub- 
jc£t to create an earl, the faid carl of Roxburghe, on the 23d February, 10-18, executed a 
deed, which, after reciting the resignation he had made into the king's hands, and the new 
grant he had in confequencc obtained, proceeded to nvminate and conllitute his future Juccrf- 
for* in tail, to his cflates and honours. Hut from this deed of limitation, by reafon all the 
nominees therein are now extin&, much controvcrly as to the fuccetlion has iiuce arifeu, and 
the cafes of the various claimants arc now pending before the lords committees of privileges. 
Of thefe claimants, there arc the lady Eflex Ker, filler and coheir to John duke and carl of 
Roxburghe, who died S. F. in 1804 ; Sir James N'orcliffe lnnrs, baronet, defeended from Mar¬ 
garet, third daughter and coheir of Henry lord Ker, fon and heir apparent of Robert, the firlt 
earl (which Henry died vi. pat.); John Bellendcn Gawler Ker, defeended from Robert lord Ikl- 
lendcn, a younger ion of William Drummond (firft of his name), earl of Roxburghe; and 
Walter Ker, efijuire, tinting himlclf to be the heir male geuerai of the lady Jean Ker, fpoufe 
of Drummond, and alto heir male general uf Robert, the firft earl of Roxburghe. 


John, 
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John, fucceffi vely earls; and William, a lieutenant general, who died 
S. P. in 1740. 

Robert, fourth earl, died on his travels abroad, in 1696, S. P. and 
was fucceeded by his brother, 

John, the fifth earl (but fourth of the Drummond line); who 
having helped to promote the Union with Scotland, was, 25th April, 
1707, created duke of Roxburghe, with limitation “ to the heirs male 
" of his body ; whom failing , to the other‘heirs appointed to fuccecd to the 
" title and dignity of earl of Roxburgpk by the former patents He died 
in 1741; leaving by Mary his wife?, daughter of Daniel Finch, carl of 
Nottingham (widow of William Saville, marquis of Halifax), an only 
Ion, 

Robert, who in the lifetime of his father, 24th Ma^jyia, had 
been created an Englifh peer, by the title of baron and carl Ker, of 
Wakefield, in the county of York. 

He married, in 1739, Eflcx, daughter of Sir Roger Moftyn, of 
Flintfhire, baronet, and had ifiue two ions; John, his fucccifor; and 
Robert, a lieutenant-colonel in the army, who died, in 1781, unmar¬ 
ried; alfo three daughters; viz. EfTcx, who died young; another Eflex, 
now living, bom in 1744; and Mary, bom in 1747, at prefent un¬ 
married. His grace died in 1755; when 

John, his cldeft fon and heir, fucceeded to his Englifh and Scotch 
honours; and for many years enjoyed the office of groom of the ftole 
to his prefent majefty. He died, unmarried, the 19th March, 1804; 
and with him terminated his Englifh titles.

Though the family of Picrrcpont did not arrive to the dig¬ 
nity of peerage till of late years, yet it has made a confider- 

ablc 
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able figure ever fince f the time of the conqueft. Of which 
name 

Robert de Pierrep6xt was of the retinue of carl Warren; and, 
according to the French genealogy, is faid to have been one of the 
commanders in the army of the Conqueror. This Robert is handed 
down* as great grandfather to 

William de Pierrepont, who had iflue two fons, Simon and 
Robert; whereof the formcr^cd S. P. leaving the faid 

Robert, his brother and heiK who, at the battle of Lewes, was 
on the part of Henry III. and wa? there taken prifoncr, whereby he 
was put to 7C0 marks fine for his ranfom; a great fum in thofe days. 

*Sir Henry de P/errepont, his fon (or grandfon), married An- 
nora," us«ghtcr to Michael, and filler and heir to Lionel de Manvcrs; 
whereby he acquired a confidcrable inheritance in Nottinghamfliire, 
and the lordlhip of Holme, now called Holme Pierrepont. In the 
8 th Edward I. it is recorded of him, that he came into the chancery, 
then at Lincoln, and publicly declared that he had loft his feal; and 
that if any inftrument was fealed with it after that day, it ought to be 
invalid. He dcccafcd circ. coth Edward I. having had iflue by the 
laid Annora, two foils, Simon and Robert. Of which, 

Simon was one of thofe who, the 22d Edward I. had fummons 
among the barons of the realm, to attend the king upon certain 
weighty affairs of the realm. But he died, leaving an only daughter, 
Sibilla, w'lio married Edmund Ufford, whereby his brother, Robert, was 
his next heir male. Which 

Robert, during the reigns of Edward I. II. and Ill. w'as a peribn 
of great eminence, and repeatedly in the wars of Scotland, where he 
ferved with great honour. The ill of Edw r ard III. he had fummons 
to parliament among the barons of the realm ;f and having married 
Sarah, daughter, and at length heir, of Sir John Heriz, knight, died, 
leaving

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Henry, his ion and heir, from whom, after many defcents, was 

Robert Pierrepont, who was ftrongiy attached to the intcreft 
of that unhappy monarch, Charles I. by whom he was created, in 
1 627, baron Pierrepont, of Holme Pierrepont, and vifcount Newark, 
both in com. Notts; and, the year following, was advanced to the dig¬ 
nity of earl of Kingfton upon Hull, in Yorkshire. 

So eminent was this nobleman for his ads of charity, hofpitality, 
and munificence, that he was ufuall^ Cyled by the common people, 
the Good Earl of Kingfton: and fucb was his influence in confequence 
thereof, and of his great eftate, tnat he is faid to have brought 4000 
men to the royal ftandard on the breaking out of the civil war; of 
whom, 2000 were able and willing to ferve him with their persons, 
and the reft with arms and money. 

This popularity rendered him particularly obnoxious to the parlia¬ 
ment ; whofe general, the lord Willoughby of Parham, furprifed an 
made him prifoner at Gainfborough, from whence he was lent, in ar. 
open boat, toward Hull. But Sir Charles Cavendifh purfuing the 
boat, and coming up with it, demanded the furrender of the earl; 
which being refilled, his men fired upon the boat, and unhappily killed 
his lordlhip, and his fervant; though they took the boat, and put the 
crew to the fword, 30th July, 1643. 

He married Gertrude, daughter and coheir to Henry Talbot, a younger 
Ion of George earl of Shtewlbuiy, and had iflue fix Ions;* viz. Henry, 

William, 

• Of the fire younger font of tbia nobleman, William, the fecond, married Elizabeth, daugh¬ 
ter and coheir of Sir Thomas Harris, of Tong Cattle, in Shropfhire, and had a numerous iflue. 
Whereof, Robert, the eldett fon, married a daughter and coheir of Sir John Evelyn j and had 
Robert and William, who were fueeeffively earls of Kingfton} and Evelyn, who became firft 
duke of Kingfton; and alfo Gervafe, his youngeft fon, who was created, in 1714, baron Pierre- 
*Vid. Pierre- pont, of Hanflope.* This William was one of the leading members in the houfe of commons 
xint of during the civil warj but was always againtt violent meafures, and induftrious to reconcile the 

Hanflope. unhappy differences of the times. Among the valuable collodion of this gentleman’s papers 
and MSS. which were eonfumed in the fire at Thorefby, in 1746, were the original minutes 
and papas relating to the treaties with Charles 1. at Uxbridge, and in the Ifle of Wight. He 
furvived the reftoration j and died in l6~g. 


Francis, 
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William,iFrancis, Robert^ Gcrvafe, and George; alfo three daughters; 
of which, Frances marriefl Philip Rollcfton, enquire; Maty died young; 
and Elizabeth unmarried. 

Henry, fecond earl of Kingfton, in 1645, was created marquis of 
Dorcheftcr. Though his attachment to the king was firm and Heady, 
yet the effect of it whs limited to fupplies in money; whereby he 
avoided the cenfiire of the parliamentary party. He was a very ftu- 
dious nobleman, and very l&tqied, particularly in law and phyfic; but 
there are no ipecimens of Jiis’talents, excepting a few Speeches on 
different occafions, and a letter toMohn lord Roos, his fon-in-Iaw, in 
relation to the controverfy carried on between him and his daughter, 
concerning the legality of parliamentary divorces. His lordlhip was 
twice married: by his firft wife, daughter of Paul vifeount Banning, 
he had a Ion, Kbbert, who died an infant; and two daughters, whereof 
Anne married John lord Roos, after earl of Rutland, from whom fhe 
was divorced; and Grace died unmarried. His fecond lady was daugh¬ 
ter of Junes earl of Derby; and by her he had one fon, Henry, who 
died in'his infancy. Having thus no furviving male iflue, and deccaiing 
in 1680, the title of marquis of Dorchcfler became extin A, but that 
of earl of Kingfton defeended to his great nephew, 

Robert, grandfon and heir of William, his fecond brother; which 
Robert died unmarried, in 1684, at Dieppe, in France, as he was on 
his travels, and was fucceeded by his brother, 

William, who enjoyed the title about eight years; and then hav¬ 
ing no iflue by Anne his wife, daughter of Robert lord Brooke, tranf- 
mitted the fame to his next brother and heir, 

Francis, third ion, married Elisabeth, daughter and coheir of Thomas Bray, of Eyara, in com. 
Derby, efquire; and having built a fair feat at Nottingham, died in 1657. 

Robert, fourth fon, died without iflue, and unmarried; aa fid 

Gervafe, fifth Ion, at Haerlem, in Holland, in 1878-9; the probate of whole will bean date 
13 th February, 1878-9, whereby he bequeathed £.10,000 to the firft perfoo of hit family who 
Arnold obtain the honour an 4 title of a duke. 

George, the fixth and youngeft fon, waa (bated at Old Cotes, in Derfayibire, and married a 
filler to Mr Samuel Jones, of Corthen-Hali, in Northampton (hire; by whom he had two fons, 
Henry and Samuel, who both died unmarried. 

jKs Evelyn, 
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Evelyn, who, the 23d of December, iffo6 t was created marquis 
of Dorchefter, with remainder to his uncle,* Gervafe lord Pierrepoint, 
of Hanllope; and on the 20th July, 1715, Was advanced to the rank 
and dignity of duke of Kingfton. Moreover, in 1719, he was clc&cik 
a knight of the garter; and in fuch cftimation and favour was he at 
court, that he was four times appointed one of'thc lords juft ices whilft 
his majefty went to Hanover. His grace married, firft, Mary, daughter 
to William carl of Denbigh; by whom/fe had an only Ion, William, 
who died before him, and three damffhtcss. His fccond wife was Ifa- 
bclla, daughter of William earl ofPortland ; which lady -brought him 
two daughters, namely, Catherine (or Carolina), married to Thomas 
Brand, of Fyfield, in Efiex, efquire; and Anne, who died unmarried. 
And dying : n March, 1725-6, he was fuccccded by his grandfon, 
Evelyn, only fon and heir of William, his eldeft Ion beforenamed. 
Which 

Evelyn, fecond duke of Kingfton, was alfo a knight of the garter; 
and on the breaking out of the rebellion, in 1745, was among the firft 
of thofc noblemen who evinced their attachment to the family on the 
throne, by railing regiments to aftift his majefty's forces in the fubdu- 
ing thereof. But notwithftanding this inftancc of zeal for the main¬ 
tenance of the order of things as cftablilhed at the Revolution, his 
grace did not concern himfelf in matters of ftatc. He is faid to have 
been endowed with many virtues, humanity in particular; an open, 
ingenuous, manly franknels, with candour, generality, and courage. 
His grace married Mils Chudleigh, one of the maids of honour to the 
late dowager princels of Wales; a marriage of which it is here unne- 
ccfiary to Ipeak, inafmuch as the peculiar circumftanccs attending it, 
are to be found at large in the records of the State Trials. Having no 
ifiuc, the honours of this houlc became extinift with the death of the 
duke, in 1773.

Edmund Plantagenet, a younger fon of king Henry III. was the 
firft perfon on whom this title was conferred. He was firft made earl 
of Chefter; but that was revoked, and given to his cldeft brother. 
Afterwards, by the pope, he was invefted in the kingdom of Sicily and 
Apulia: but this fpecious gift, it is well known, camcto nothing; lb 
that his real and intrinfic honour, was that of the earldom of Lan- 
cailer, which, by grant of his father, he obtained the day before the 
calends of July, 1267, the 51ft Henry III.* having before had con¬ 
ferred on him the inheritance of the earldom of Leicefter, with the 
ftewardfhip of England ;f together with the honour of Derby, and 
the caftles, manors, and lands, forfeited by Robert de Ferrers, earl of 
Derby; and Simon de Montfort, earl of Leicefter, to hold to himfelf, 
and the heirs of his body. Moreover, he had a grant of the honour 
and caftle of Monmouth, to hold to himfelf, and the heirs of his 
body; the fame having been releafed to him by his brother, prince 
Edward, to whom they had been aliened,^ by John de Monmouth, 
formerly lord thereof. || 

b Collins writes, that the firft earl of I.ancafter after the Conqueft, was Robert de Poi&ou, 
a younger fon of Roger de Montgomery, earl of Arundel, who was fo made by Will. Conq. 1 
but taking part with his brother, Robert dc Belefme, he was banUhed England; after when, 
Henry II. gave bis great inheritance to Ranulph de Gemun, earl of Chefter.

This noble earl performed many worthy exploits, and^Bi general, 
was well cftccmed by the nation; but at laft having fa|w>wn before 
Bourdeaux, in France, with a confidcrablc Irmy, and w>t being able 
to take the place, his ill fticccfs fo much afle&cd himyfthat it brought 
on a flckncfs which terminated his life , at Ihyelfi 24th Edward I. 
from whence he was brought over to Englan^T and honourably inter¬ 
red in the Abbey at Weftminftcr. One OMCumftancc adds glorioufly 
to his memory, namely, that he comm^mled “ that his body JhoulJ not 
“ hi’ buried till his debts ivere paid." He was twice married : his firft 
wife was Avclinc, daughter and htfir of William carl of Albemarle ;* 
but by her he had no iflue. His fecund was Blanch, daughter to Ro¬ 
bert carl of Artois (a younger fon to Lewis VIII. king of France), by . 
whom he had three fo;.s; Thomas, Henry, and John; and a daughter. 
Wjjjch John died in France, with his filler. Of the Tons, 

Thomas, the cldcft, fuccccded his father; and the 26th Edward I. 
being then reputed of age, doing his homage, had livery of his lands, 
excepting the dbwry of Blanch, his mother, funiving. 

In the 4th Edward II. having married Alice, folc daughter and heir 
of Henry dc Lacy, earl of Lincoln, doing his fealty, he had liverv of* 
the cafllc of Denbigh, and other lands of her inheritance. After when, 
being confidered a perfon of great integrity and zeal for the public 
welfare, he was made choice of for the general of thofe nobles and 
great men who had confederated together for a redrefs of grievances, 
and againfl the exorbitant power of Piers de Gavcflon, the king’s great 
favourite. From this period he was appreciated as the bulwark of 
the liberties of the people, in whofe fervice he at length fell a mar¬ 
tyr; being taken prifoncr at the fkirmifh at Borough Bridge, 15th 
Edward II. from whence he was conducted to Pontefrad, and there 
beheaded; whilfl divers other great and eminent men, who were 
facrificcd to the revenge and malice of the king, and of the Spenccrs,+ 
fuffered at York. Having no iflue, Henry, his brother, became his 
heir. Which 

Henry, notwithilanding the attainder of his brother, yet found fo 


much 
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much fata&r, that he obtained livery of his lands; and the i yth Ed¬ 
ward II. rAd allowed,/ that he fhould thenceforth enjoy the title, 
name, and nWour of earl of Leicefter; and be fo written in the king’s 
courts. MoreV er, the ift Edward III. in the parliament begun at 
Wcftminfter, he otfodped an ad for reverfing the attainder of Thomas 
earl of Lancafter, his bri\thcr; and thereupon repoflefled all the lands 
and lorddiips which had biisn feinted by reafon thereof: viz. the earl¬ 
doms of Lancafter and Leiccftcr; and in the lame year, he was con- 
ftituted captain general of all tfye king's forces in the Marches of 
Scotland. He died 19th Edward III. and was buried at Leiccftcr. 

His wife was Maud, daughter and heirefs of Patrick Chaworth, by 
whom he had iffue fix daughters; viz. Maud, married to William de 
Burgh, earl of Ulfter, and after, to Ralph, fon and heir to the earl of 
Suffolk; Blanch, to the lord Wake; Eleanor, to Richard earl of 
Arundel ; c Ifabel, priorefs of Amdbury; Jane, wedded to the lord 
Moubray; and Mary, to the lord Percy. Alfo one fon, 

Henry, who, the 1 ith Edward III. was created carl of Derby, in 
his father’s lifetime;* during which period, he had greatly fignalized 
himfelf in the wars of France, particularly in that great naval fight “•- 50 - 
with the French, at Sluys, 14th Edward III. nor on many other 
occafions were his valour and conduct lefs diftinguifhed. The 53d 
Edward III. he was created carl of Lincoln ;f and on the 25th Ed- t ibid. n. 4. 
ward III. he was advanced to the dignity of duke of Lancafter, with 
power to have a chancery in the county of Lancafter; as alfo to enjoy 
all other liberties and regalities belonging to a county palatine, in as 
ample a manner as the carl of Chcftcr was known to have within that 
county ; H and about the fame time, was conftitutcd admiral of the

king’s whole fleet, from the river Thames wef^ward. Thq/ r me year, 
having obtained licence to go abroad to fight againft the£.nfidels, he 
was furprifed in his journey, and was conftrained to gj^c 300 feutes 
of gold for his liberty. Which furprifal being mad? oy the duke of 
Brunfwick’s means, he fo refented the fame ur worthy conduit, that 
the laid duke fent him a challenge; which,. having accepted, a day 
was appointed for the combat: but when it arrived, the duke of 
Brunfwick was in fo great a panic, that he could not wield his fword, 
fliicld, or lance; while the duke of Lancaftcr, with the molt firm 
and determined courage, in vain expeited his coming. They were, 
however, afterwards reconciled, by the interference of the king of 
France; and thus duke Henry acquired immortal renown, whilft his 
adverfary was covered with ignominy, in the opinion of all brave men. 
In Ihort, during the whole of his life, his years w ere a ferics of heroic 
and noble ad ions; and as he lived beloved by his king and his coun¬ 
try, fo he died, by both lincerely lamented, 35th Edward III. and was 
buried in the collegiate church at Lcicclter. By Ifabcl his wife, 
daughter of Henry lord Beaumont, he had iflue two daughters, his 
heirs; viz. Maud, married, firll, to Ralph, fon and heir of Ralph lord 
Stafford; and after, to William duke of Zealand; and Blanch, unto 
John of Ghent, carl of Richmond, a younger fon of king Edward III. 
Which 

John of Ghent (lo called from the place of his birth), was there¬ 
upon created duke of Lancallcr,* 36th Edward III. and after the 
death of Maud, the elder lifter of his wife, Blanch, without iflue, 
enjoyed the earldom of Derby, Lincoln, and Leiccftcr. 

About two years after the death of his faid duchcfs, Blanch, hearing 
of the death of Peter, king of Caftilc, whom his elder brother, the 
Black Prince, had reinftated in his kingdoms, and that he had left 
two daughters, his coheirs, then refilling in Gafcoign, he invited them 
to Bourdeaux; and there took to wife Conftancc, the cldeft of them, 
in whole right he afliimed the title of thole kingdoms; and was loon 
after, in his fummons to parliament, ftyled king of Caftilc and Leon, 

duke 
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duke of Wpcafter, carl of Richmond, Derby, Lincoln, and Leiccftcr; 
and ftcwaiMof England 

In three liberal expeditions he was fent general into France, but in 
neither of theta, did any thing confiderablc; returning at laft with 
the news of a rev&iS-.in Aquitaine* he was as little welcome as the 
tidings he brought. Tii’ prince of Wales’ ficknefs increafing, and his 
death foon after following* it gave him an opportunity, with Alice 
Pcrcrs, the king’s concubine, and others, who had been banifhed the 
court, to be recalled to their places; where this duke John, working 
upon the age and infirmities of his father, procured himfelf to be made 
regent of the kingdom; and governed with a very high hand. But 
the king being made fcnfible of his great ambition, to prevent the ill 
confequences thereof in the fucceifion, fettled the crown upon Richard 
of Bourdcaux, his grandfon. 

On the death of Edward III. he was joined with other nobles in 
the adminiftration of affairs, during the minority of his nephew, Ri- 
chard II. but in France, all things fuccccded as ill under his com¬ 
mand as they had done formerly. At length, however, having much 
at heart the conquefl of Spain, to which he had lomc pretenfions, and 
the king and nation as much defire to be rid of his company, he ob¬ 
tained the command of a gallant army, affifted by an adequate fleet, 
for the expedition; with which he landed at the Groyne, and thence 
marched to Compoftclla, where he was met by John, king of Portu¬ 
gal ; and a marriage was concluded between that fovereign and the 
lady Philippa, the duke’s cldcft daughter. Thence marching into 
Caftil£, after fomc few cxcurfions, a peace w r as concluded, in a mar¬ 
riage between Henry prince of Afturias, and the duke’s only child, 
the lady Catherine, by his fecond wife, befides a large compofition in 
money. By this agreement, though the duke confentcd to unking 
himfelf of the empty titles of Caftile and Leon, he had the honour 
of placing the crowns of Caftile and Portugal on the heads of his 
pofterity. 

After this, on his return from Spain, he was created, by the content 

3 L 2 of 
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of the lords and commons aflembied in parliament,* duke KAquitain 
for life, 13th Richard II. Some years after w{;iich, he n^ed in par¬ 
liament, that his Ion, Henry of Bolingbroke, might be adjudged heir to 
the kingdom; as being the fbn of Blanch, daughtc£.^t Henry duke 
of Lancaster, grandfon of Edmond, firft earl of^l^ancaftcr, who, he 
pretended, was elder brother to Edward I. b.*c put by the crown ior 
the deformity of a brclen back , and therefor/ named croucbback.\ This 
bold motion made the king cold towards him, fo that from henceforth 
he lived in retirement; and at Jail died at Ely Houfc, Holborn, 53d 
Richard II. and was buried in St. haul’s. 

This great duke was three times married. By Blanch, his firft wife 
beforementioned, he had a Ion, Henry, his fucccffbr; and two daugh¬ 
ters; Philippa, married to John, king of Portugal; and Elizabeth, 
married, firft, to John Holland, earl of Huntington; and, fccondly, to 
to Sir John Cornwall. By his fecond wife, Quittance of Caftile, he 
had only one daughter, Catherine, married, as already noticed, to 
Henry prince of Afturias. His third wife was Catherine, daughter of 
Sir Payn Roet (alias Guycn, king at arms), widow of Sir Otes Swin- 
ford, knight; by whom, after marriage, he had no iflue; but prior 
thereto, having been generally fufpe&cd familiar with her in the life¬ 
time of his two former wives, he had feveral natural children, who 
were all legitimated by act of parliament, and were furnamed Beau¬ 
fort, from the place of their navity ; of which, John Beaufort became 
carl of Somerfet;£ Heniy was bifhop of Wincheftcr, the richcft, and 
moft wicked fubjedt of his time ;* Thomas was carl of Dorfet, and 
duke of Exeter ;|| and Joan Beaufort, the only daughter, was married, 
firft, to Robert Ferrers, of Ovcrttey; and, fccondly, to Ralph Neville, 
firft carl of Wcftmorcland.§ 

This laft marriage, it feems, was very much difliked by the court 
ladies; fb that the duchefs of Glouceftcr, and the countcfles of War¬ 
wick and Arundel particularly difdained her; faying, they would not

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be preienVfl’here (he (hould come, on account of her having prece¬ 
dency befaA them. jBut her prudent behaviour conquered their 
paffions; an^in a fhort time ihe became very acceptable to them. 

Henry, only, (on and heir of John of Ghent, by Blanch, his firft 
wife, at the time oV-his father’s death was a banifhed man, bearing 
then the title of duke of Hereford;* but foon after landing in England, 
he depofed king Richard, and afeended the throne under the title of 
Henry IV. whereby his immenfe inheritance, with his titles of Lan- 
cafter, Hereford, Derby, Lincoln, and Leicefter, were merged in the 
royal dignity. 


LANGDALE.

Tin’s family was of conliderable antiquity, deriving their fiimame 
from the town of Langdalc, in the hundred of Pickering, in the 
county of York; of which they were owners before the reign of king 
John. 

Patrick de Langdale, in the reign of Edward II. married 
Amanda, daughter and heir of Lawrence de Elton, and had ifiiie, 
Patrick, his fon and heir; who added to his eflatc the lordfliip of 
Houghton, by marriage with Helen, daughter and heir of Sir Thomas 
Houghton, of Houghton, in Yorkfliire; of which place his defeendants 
were after denominated. Of thefe, 

Anthony Langdale w r as fcated at Houghton, and died the 19th 
of Elizabeth, leaving three fons; whereof, Richard, the cldeft, was his 
fucceiTor at Houghton; and the fccond fon, Peter, was feated at Pig- 
hill, near Beverley, and married Anne, daughter of Michael Wharton, 
of Beverley Park, cfquire, by whom he had Marmadukc, his fon and 
heir. Which 

Marmaduke was knighted by Charles I. at Whitehall, in 1627; 

and 
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and was efteemcd a ferious and wife man, of.moft fchoIar-l-Slce accom- 
compliihmcnts, and of good hufbandry. m the firft/part of king 
Charles’ reign, he flood up for the liberty of the fub^'-dt; but after¬ 
wards was as zealous in his majefty’s fcrvicc, ^wjb*n he conceived it 
neccflary to fupport his government; and when the war broke out, 
diftinguilhed himfelf by his valour, condiw^fand enterprife. 

When the duke of Hamilton, with the Scotch army, was defeated 
at Prcfton by Cromwell, Sir Marmaduke was taken prifoncr; how¬ 
ever, by carefling his guards, he effected his cfcapc, and retired abroad; 
there loyally attending king Charles II. in his exile; by whom he was 
created baron Langdale of Holme, in the county of York, with limi¬ 
tation to his ifluc male, by letters patent, dated at Bruges, 10th 
Charles II. 

His lordihip remained abroad till the reftoration ; foon after which, 
he died in his houfc at the Holme, 5th Auguft, 16O1. Loyd gives 
this charadlcr of him: 

“ He was a very lean, and much mortified man, fo that the enemy 
“ called him Ghoft (and defcrvcdly, they were lo haunted by him); 
** and carried that gravity in his convcrfe, that integrity and generality 
“ in his dealings, that ftridlncfs in his devotion, that experience, modc- 
“ ration, and warinefs in his counfel, and that weight in his difeourfe, 
“ as very much endeared ftrangers to his royal mailer’s caufe, and to 
“ his own perfon, in all the countries he travelled, as he did in many; 
“ and to all the armies he engaged in, as he did in moil then afoot in 
“ Europe, till he was rcilorcd with his majeily, in 1660; when, after 
“ appearing in parliament as baron Langdale, of Holme, he returned 
“ to his conlidcrable eftates in York (hire ; having loft £. 160,000 in his 
“ majefty’s fervice, without any other recompence, than the conici- 
“ cncc of having fuftcrcd in a good caufe, acquitted himfelf bravely, 
“ and played the man." 

He married Lenox, daughter of Sir John Rhodes, of Barborough, 
in com. Derby; and by her left two ions, Marmaduke and Philip 
(the reft dying young); and three daughters; viz. Lenox, married to 

Cuthbcrt 
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Cuthbert Harrifon, of Afaftcr-Selby, in Yorldhire, efquire; and Mary 
and Anne. 

Marmaduke, fecond lord Langdale, in the reign of James II. was 
governor of Hull; where, on the landing of the* prince of Orange, in 
1688, he was furprifld by colonel Copeley, and made prifoner. He 
died in 1702-3; leaving iffuc by his lady/ daughter of Thomas Sa¬ 
vage, of Bccfton, in the county of Chcftcr, efquire (brother to John 
earl Rivers), Marmaduke, Philip, and Peter; which two laft died S. P. 
and three daughters; whereof, Jane married Michael Aninc, of Frick- 
ley, in com. Ebor.; Elizabeth, Sir Hugh Smithfon, of Stanwick, 
great grandfather to the prefent duke of Northumberland; and Bridget 
died unmarried. 

Marmaduke, cldcfl fon and heir of the laft, was the next lord 
Langdale, and married Frances, daughter of Richard Draycott, of 
Paineflcy, in com. Ebor. efquire, and died at York, in 1718, having 
had iflue two daughters; viz. Elizabeth who married Peter Middleton, 
of Stockcld, in Yorkfhirc; and Frances, who wedded Nicolas Blundell, 
of Crofby, in com. Pal. Lane, efquire; and a fon, 

Marmaduke, his fucceffor, who married Elizabeth, youngefl 
daughter to William lord Widrington; and by her, who died in 
1765, had iffuc, Marmaduke, his fon and heir; and three daughters; 
whereof, Alathca died unmarried; Dorothy w'as the wife of Sir Wal¬ 
ter Vavafor, of Hafelwood, in com. Ebor. baronet; and Elizabeth. 
His lordfhip did in 1771, and was fuccceded by his only fon, 

Marmaduke, fifth and laft lord Langdale, with w r hom the honour 
terminated in 1777. His lady was Conllantia, daughter of Sir John 
Smythc, of Afton Burnel, in com. Salop, baronet, by whom lie had a 
fon, Marmaduke, who died young, and four daughters; namely, Con- 
ftantia, that died young; Elizabeth, married to Robert Butler, efquire, 
of Ballyragget, in the kingdom of Ireland; Mary, to Charles Philip, 
lord Stourton; and Apollonia, to John, fon of the lord Clifford, of 
Chudlcigh.

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LANSDOWN OF. SOMERSETSHIRE. 

In 1661, John, fon and heir of Sir Bcville Greneville (or Gran¬ 
ville), knight, who was flam, moft gallantly fighting on the part of 
the king (Charles I.), at the battle of Lanfdown,* near Bath, in the 
county of Somerfet, was, in confidcration of his own and father's 
great merits and fignal ferviccs, created baron Granville of Kilkhamp-

“ Charles R. 

“ Trufty and well beloved, wee greet you well, we have feene your letter to Endytnion 
" Porter, our fervant. But yo r whole condud of our affaires in the Weft, doth fpeake your 
“ zeale to our fervice, attd the public good, in fo full a mcafure as we reft abundantly faiisfvM 
'* with the teftiinony thereof. Your labors and yo' cxpcnces we are gracioufly fcnfihle of; and 
'* our royal care hath been to cafe you in all that we could. What hath fallen fltori of our 
« princely purjioles, and yo r expectations, wee know you will attribute to the great malignity 
" of the rebellion. Wee had, and have here fo wrrftlr with all; and we know well how cif'-c- 
“ tual a diverfinn of that milchirvuus ftrength you have made from us at yor own great ha- 
" zarde. Wee allure you, wee have all tender Icuce of the hardnefs you have endured, and 
“ the Hate wherein you fland. 

** Wee (hall not fail to procure yon what fpeedy reliefe may be. In the mean fpace, wee 
“ fend you our moft harty thanks fur fume encouragement and afluramrs, on the word of a 
'* gracious prince, that (God enabling us), we ftiall fo reflect upon yu r faithful! fen ice, as you 
“ and yours (hall have caufc lo acknowledge our bounty and favour; and foe wc bid you har- 
“ tily farewel. Given at our court at Oxford, the 2-ltb March, 1042 :i.” 

This curious autograph is written on white futin, and is now in the poUWfion of the prefent 
marquis of Lanfdow n, graudfoti of John Carteret, earl of Granville,* great gtaudfou of the laid 
renowned Sit Ik’ille Gtanville.

and carl of Bath, both in Somer/et/hire.* h Which honours (as al¬ 
ready has been mentioned under the article of Bathf ), defeended to his 
grandfon, William Henry Granville, third carl of Bath, with whom, 
for want of ifl'uc male, they became extintft in 171 t. 

But in 1784 the fame name of honour, in the fuperior title of 
marquis of Lanfdown, was revived in the perfon of William earl of 
Shelburne, in Ireland; who, to his firft wife, had married Sophia, 
granddaughter of Grace, aunt and coheir of him the faid William- 
Henry, vifeount Lanfdown, and carl of Bath. 


LANSDOWN OF B1DDEFORD. 

In 1711, Geokgf. Granville, fecond fon of Bernard Granville, 
brother to John, the firft earl of Bath, was created, by queen Anne, 
baron Lanfdow’n, of Biddcford, in the county of Devon; and by 
the death of Henry carl of Bath became the chief heir male of that 
illuftrious houfe. During the reign of queen Anne, he filled the 
offices, refpedlively, of fecrctary at war, comptroller and treafurer of 
the hou/hold; but having no iflue male, and dying in 1734, his title 
became extintft. He married Mary, daughter of Edward earl of Jer/ey, 
and had four daughters; viz. Mary, who married William Graham, 
of Ireland; Grace, who married Thomas Foley, cfquirc, of Stoke, in 
com. Hercf. ( who, in 1776, w'as created baron Foley, of Kiddcrmin- 
ftcr, in the county of Worccftcr); Elizabeth, and Anne. 

h Dugdale aflerts, that he was created viicount Granville, of Lanfdown; but neverthclcfs, 
he calls Charles, his fon and heir apparent, by the title of lord Lanfdowu.

LAUNCESTON. 

In 1726, his royal highncfs Frederick duke of' Glouccftcr was 
created baron of Snaudon, in Wales; vifeount Launceflon, in Corn¬ 
wall ; carl of Eltham, in Kent; marquis of the llle of’ Ely, in Cam-

Robert de Bellomont was the fir ft carl of Leiccfter after the 
Conqueft; but was not fo made till the time of Henry I.* He was 
of kindred to the Conqueror; and‘was highly eftccmed by him, as a 
perfon, who, through his gallant conduct in the battle of Haftings, 
had greatly contributed to the fuceefs of that memorable day. 

This eminent perfon was the fort of Roger de Bellomont, by Ade¬ 
lina his wife, daughter of Waleran, and filter and heir to Hugh earl 
of Mcllent, in Normandy, and alio brother to Ilcnry de Newburgh, 
who was created earl of Warwick. } - As his great fcrviccs claimed a 
due reward, fo was he mod liberally requited; having nearly one 
hundred lordfhips beftowed upon him, in the counties of Warwick, 
Leiccfter, Wilts, Northampton, and Glouccfter. His difpofition 
fee ms to have been turbulent, haughty, and overbearing; yet not 
without liberality, charity, and a great fliarc of prudence, wifdom, 
perfonal courage, and determined refutation, as the various incidents 
of his life and a&ions fully demonftrate. He died the iSth Henry I. 
having had iflue by Ifabcl, or Elizabeth 1 his wife, daughter of Hugh 
carl of Vermandois, Waleran, w ho fuccecdcd him in the title of Mel- 
lent ; and Robert, who was his fuccdlbr in that of Leiccfter (both 
twins); likew'ifc another fon, called Hugh, furnamed Pauper, earl of 
Bedford; and divers daughters; whereof, Elizabeth was a concubine 
to Henry 1. and became the wife of Gilbert Strongbovv, carl of Pem¬ 
broke Adeline married Hugh de Montfort; another daughter was

Robrkt, called Boffin, was the next carl of Lciccftcr, a very potent 
man of his time, who adhered firmly to Henry I. againft his brother, 
Curthofe; and fupported the caufe of his grandlon, Henry (fon of 
Maud, the emprefs, his daughter), againfl: king Stephen; with whom, 
after he had afeended the throne, he grew into fuch favour, that he 
w as advanced to the great office of juftiec of England ; in w hich high 
port he died, anno 14th Henry II. 

He married Amice, k d mghtcr of Ralph de Waer, carl of Norfolk, 

1 v Emma, daughter of William Eitz-Oflierne, carl of Hereford; and 
by her had a fon, Robert, and two daughters; w hereof one married 
Simon earl of Huntingdon ; and the other, William earl of Ciloucefter; 
and dying in 1167, was fuccecdcd by the faid 

Robert (furnamed Blanchmayncs, by reafon of his white hands', 
his fon and heir; who, the 19th Henry II. adhering to young Henry 
(whom his father had crowned in his life), in his rebellion, the king 
commanding that his town of Leicefter fhould be laid wallc, it was 
believed, and the greateft part burnt. Notwithftanding this, however, 
a few years after (the 23d Henry II.) lie was received into favour; 
and his lands refrored to him, excepting his ftrong caftle of Montforel, 
in com. Lcic. and Pacev, in Normandy ; but furviving king Henry, 
he Rood in fuch eltimation with Richard I. that he had reffiitution of 
all his lands and caflles, and was appointed to carry one of the lwords 
of ftate at that king's folemn coronation.

France. Furthermore, it is laid of him, that making a pilgrimage 
into the Holy Land, he there unhorfed, and llcw the foldan in a tour¬ 
nament ; after when, returning into England, he died about the Oth

thereupon was created earl of Lcicefter, and enjoyed the ftcvvardfhip 
of England, as in right of the faid honour of Ilinklcy. Saycr de 
Quincy having the other moiety of the earldom of Lcicefter, as the 
purparty of Margaret his wife, and was iliortly after made carl of 
Winchcftcr.* 


MONTEORT EARL OF LEICESTER.

Of this family, the firft that fettled in this realm, was 

Simon, great grandlon of A1 meric, a bafe fon of Robert king of 
France; which Almcric had the town of Montfort by the gilt of the 
king his father, whence he illumed that place for his furnamc. 

This Simon, as beforementioned, married Amicia, one of the filters 
and coheirs of Robert Fitz-Parnel, the lull carl of Leiccftcr; and 
thereby obtained a grant of that title from king John. But not with- 
ftauding fo great a favour, he not long after revolted from the king 
unto the French; for which offence, both he and his foils were ba- 
nilhcd the realm, and the earldom, with its poffeflions, were given to 
Ilanulph carl of Chcftcr. After this, he was general of the Ilomilh 
crufade againft the primitive Chriftians, called Albigenfes, and was 
Haiti about the ad Henry III. having had ilfuc by the faid Amicia, two 
fons, Almaric and Simon. Which 

Simon, at length obtained fo much grace from Henry III. that he 
not only married his filler, Alianorc, widow of William Marlhall, carl 
of Pembroke, but was confirmed in the earldom of Leiccftcr ; m which

Almaric, 
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A 1 marie, his elder brother, had petitioned king Henry to be permitted 
to refign to him. 

Having thus become very powerful, he became equally popular; 
being chief among thofc peers who ftrovc to maintain the liberties of 
the people, in oppofition to the lavvlcfs and arbitrary government of 
Henry III. As he was of invincible courage, fo was he artful, politic, 
and high-minded; and at length, w'hen the barons were driven to the 
neccflity of taking arms to defend themfclves, and vindicate their 
rights, he was chofcn by them for their general in chief; in which 
character he fought the great battle of Lewes, where the royal army 
was defeated, the king himfelf taken prifoncr, together with his foil, 
prince Edward; his brother, Richard king of the Romans; and divers 
other great perfons, w r ho were attached to that intercfl. From this 
moment the government of the country was in his hands, and thole 
of his followers; of whom, a fclc& number of perfons, together with 
himfelf, the bifliop of Chichefter, and the carl of Gloucelter, were 
nominated to govern the realm. Moreover, a parliament was called 
together in the king’s name, by writ of fummons, dated 49th 
Henry III. when the barons, to whom the fame were directed, were 
required to meet at London on the octaves of St. Hilary. And pre¬ 
cepts were directed to every lheriff, to fend thither two knights for 
every county, and for the cities and boroughs, two citizens and bur- 
geffes; from which period the form of parliament, as it now Hands, is 
laid to have been eftabliflied."

At what exnfi time this particular cuftom, or ufage, of parliamentary calling firll 
began, may be ditiicult, if not iinpoflihle, to define; yet, from the laid 171 I 1 and Ibth articles of 
Magna Charta, it npjicars ciident, they were not the adoption of a novel practice, but the re¬ 
cognition of one more ancient. It is likewife nninililily erroneous, that the lirlt writ of lum- 
mons, now on record, is that of the 19 th Henry III, as there is one of the -tilth of Henry 111. 
to the fame purport; and one more early lull, vi/.. the ’iUth of Henry Ill. a copy whereof is 
given in the Appendix to the lirll volume ot this wink. 

Yd 
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Vet although matters fo far proceeded all Favourably on the part of 
the affociatcd barons, a difunion took place among thcmfclvcs, occa- 
lioned, according to common acceptation, by the over-bearing indo¬ 
lence of Montfort; which dilgullcd the carl of Glouccller, and divers 
others, do much, that they determined upon the relcalemcnt of prince 
Edward, and the reiteration of the king; and thereupon having con¬ 
trived the cl'capc of the prince, very dbon raifed a powerful army. 

With this army, marching towards Kenelworth, they furprifed 
young Montfort; and made prifoners no lefs than thirteen of his chief 
confederates (himfelf cfcaping into the caftle with fomc others.) 
Flulhed with this fucccfs, they hallily proceeded on to Evedham, 
where the old carl, with his chief force lay, expecting to be joined by 
his fon; whole banners, on this occafion, the royal army difplayed, and 
thereby completely deceived this able general; who, nevertheless, 
drew out his troops lor the battle, and having difpoded them in the 
bell order poffiblc, rcfolvcd that day to die or conquer. The victory 
was on the lide of prince Edward, and his friends. Montfort fell 
nobly, and moll gallantly lighting in the midll of his enemies; and 
with him pcrilhcd divers of the moll eminent barons, who preferred 
death in the caufe of liberty, to life under arbitrary power. Among 
whom, w ere Henry dc Montfort, his cldell fon; Hugh Defpenfer 
(then julticc of England); Ralph Buffet, of Drayton; Thomas dc 
Aftelcy, Peter de Montfort, William dc Mandeville, John dc Beau¬ 
champ, of Bedford; Guy dc Baliol, Roger dc Rowele, William de 
Eboraco, Richard Truffel, William dc Bermingham, Walter dc Crop¬ 
ping*, Roger de St. John, Robert Tregoz, with many other pcrlbns 
of quality, who difdained to furvive the lofs of a day, in which they 
deemed the liberties of their country to be the prize in contention. 

The body of the carl was afterwards carried away on an old ladder, 
covered with a poor torn cloth, to the abbey of Evclham, and there 
wrapt in a Ihect committed to the earth. Some pious monks, how¬ 
ever, at length took it up; pretending, that, as a perfon excommuni¬ 
cate by the pope, it ought not to have Chrillian burial. 


After 
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After this tragical death of the great Simon Montfort, earl of Lqf- 
ccfter, the king conferred the earldom, together with all his forfeited 
caftles, lands, and manors, upon his own fccond fon, Edmond, fur- 
named Crouchback earl of Lancafter, and the heirs of his body; in 
whole pofterity they continued, until they fell to the crown in the ^ 
perfon of Henry duke of Lancafter, afterwards called Henry IV.* caller. B 

Of the fons of this great carl, the cldeft, 

Henry, who led the van of the army at the battle of Lewes, was 
llain with his father, at Evefham. 

Simon, the fccond fon, was he who for fomc time defended lb 
bravely the caftlc of Kcncl worth; but was at length made prifoncr at 
the Iflc of Ely, by prince Edward. After when, cfcaping out of prifon, 
lie got into France; and in 1270, being at Viterbiurm, in Italy, he 
joined with his brother, Guy, in the murder of Henry, eldeft fon of 
Richard king of the Romans (brother to Henry III.) in the church of 
S. Silvefter, as he ftood at mafs. 

Guy, the third fon, as abovementioned, aflifted his brother, Simon, 
in the 'atbrefaid murder, in revenge for their father’s and elder bro¬ 
ther's death, at Evclham. Sandford relates, that he was earl of An- 
gleria, in Italy, and progenitor of the Montforts, in Tufcany, and of 
the earl of Campobachi, in the kingdom of Naples. 

Almakick, the fourth fon, when he conveyed his lifter to be mar¬ 
ried to Leoline prince of Wales, was taken prifoncr with her at fea, 
near Briftol, and after a long confinement, was reftored to liberty; 
whole pofterity, according to Milles, bore the name of Wells-Burne, 
and by that defeription flourilhcd in England. But Sandford attributes 
this change of name to 

Rich a iii>, the fifth Ion, of whom Dugdalc, in his Baronage, makes 
no mention. 

Eleanor, the only daughter, was wife of Leoline prince of North 
Wales.

PLANTAGENET EARL OF LEICESTER. 


After the grant of this earldom to Edmond Plantagenct, earl of 
Lancafter, the fame continued in his male line until the death of 
Henry duke of Lancafter, 411 when, he leaving only female iflue, Maud, 
his eldcft daughter and coheir, married 
William of Bavaria, duke of Zealand, and carl of Hcnault, who 
thereupon had the title of carl of Lciccfter; but upon the death o* 
the faid Maud S. P. the whole inheritance vefted in her fiftcr and hei’ 
Blanch, wife of John of Ghent, duke of Lancafter, whofe fon, Henry, 
afterwards king Henry IV. as beforementioned, merged them in the 
crown, by his acceftion thereto. 


DUDLEY EARL OF LEICESTER.

When the earldom of Leicefter had become merged in the crown, 
by the acceftion of Henry duke of Lancafter to the throne, it remained 
dormant for many years, until queen Elizabeth was pleafed to revive it, 
by letters patent, the 6th year of her reign, in the perfon of 

Robert Dudley, a younger fon of John Dudley, duke of Nor¬ 
thumberland who was iirft created baron of Denbigh, and then 
carl of Leicefter. 

This very eminent perfon, who made lo great a figure in the reign 
of queen Elizabeth, was born, anno 1532; was admitted early into 
the favour and fcrvice of Edward VI. but, with the reft of his family, 
fell into di/grace at the acceftion of Mary; no fooner, however, did 

Elizabeth 
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Elizabeth fuccecd, than he was received at court as a principal favuy 
rite. In a fhort /pace he was made matter of the horfe, knight of the 
garter, and privy councilor; and was propofed as a proper hu/band 
for the queen of Scots; an offer, that was generally thought to have 
been made, to afford an excufe to Elizabeth for taking him herfelf. 
The death of Dudley's firft wife about this period, gave rife to many 
dark /ufpiciom: /he was concluded by her hu/band, to the houfc of a 
domeftic at Cumnor, in Bcrk/hire; where, as it was faid, after /ome 
attempts to poifon her had proved inefficacious, /he was firft ttrangled, 
and then thrown from an high ftaircafe, that her death might appear 
to have been occafioncd by the fall. On this event, he married the 
dowager baronefs of Sheffield; but afterwards fearing it would occa- 
/ion the diminution of his influence over Elizabeth, he exerted himfelf, 
by various means, to get rid of her, and to make her de/itt from her 
pretenflons; finding her, however, inexorable, he recurred to his 
former expedient of poi/bn, which the ftrong conftitution of the lady 
io far refitted, that /he efcapcd with the lofs of her hair and nails. By 
her he had a fon, whom, in his will, he called his Bafe Son; but to 
whom he left the bulk of his cttatc. Having thus forfaken this lady, 
he married Letticc, daughter of Sir Francis Knolles, knight, and wi¬ 
dow of Walter carl of Eflex; to whom he had before privately borne 
much affedtion. 

In 1575, the queen paid him a vifit at Kenilworth; where he en¬ 
tertained her feventeen days, at the expenfe of £. 60,000. At this 
period appeared a pamphlet, written with much force, entitled, “ A 
Dialogue between a Scholar, a Gentleman, and a Lawyer,”* wherein 
the whole of Leicester's condudt was inveftigated with equal truth 
and bitternefs; the queen herfelf caufcd letters to be w ritten from the 
privy council, denying the charges, and vindicating the innocence of 
her favourite ; but the pamphlet was not the lefs read or credited. 

In 1585, he was fent as gencraliflimo to the Low Countries; where 
his condudt was a tiflue of infolence, incapability, and caprice; fo

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i^uch fo, that he was recalled: but ftrangc to fay, loft nothing, in 
appearance, of his miftrefs’ favour, who confulted him on the arduous 
affair of Mary queen of Scots; and it is afferted his advice was, to have 
recourfe to his old expedient of poifon. 

He died in 1588, after havin o been appointed lieutenant-general, 
under the queen, of the army affemblcd at Tilbury. With one of the 
blackcft hearts, this man affeCted great regularity in religious duties. 
He was, however, a mafter of the Latin and Italian languages; fpoke 
well, and wrote at lcaft equal to any man of his time. 

By his firft wife, daughter and heir of Sir John Robfart, knight, 
he had no ilTuc; but by his third wife, Letticc, beforementioned (who 
furvived him), he had a fon, Robert, that died an infant. 

Touching his marriage with the lady Douglas Howard, daughter of 
William lord Effingham, and widow of John lord Sheffield, it be¬ 
came a matter of great difpute; yet certain it is, he had by her a fon, 
called 

Sir Robert Dudley ; who, by rcafon of the doubts then caft 
upon his legitimacy, did not fuccecd to any of the honours; and hav¬ 
ing in vain endeavoured to eftablifh his legal claim, and right of 
defeent, he took fuch umbrage, that he retired abroad (having for that 
purpofe obtained licence to travel for three years), and fixed his refi- 
dence in Italy. But during his abiencc, his adverfarics took fuch 
advantage, that they procured a fpccial privy feal to be fent after him, 
commanding him to return; which difbbcying, his lands were feized 
by force of the ftatutc of fugitives. 

Having feated himfelf in the territories of the great duke of Tuf- 
cany, he had, by rcafon of his lingular endowments, no little efteem 
in all thofe parts; for he was {killed in all kind of mathematical learn¬ 
ing, in navigation, and architc&urc; a great chymift, and of rare 
knowledge in phyfic; as feveral works on ihcfc fubjecls, publifhed by 
him, demonftratc. Wherefore his fame having fprea' 1 into CJermany, 
he was by the emperor Ferdinand II. by letters patent, dated 9th 

March, 
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March, 1630, created a duke, with the title to be ufed by himfe^, 
and his heirs, through the dominions of the facred empire. He died 
at a palace of the duke of Florence, near that city, in 1650.° 

His wife was Alice, daughter to Sir Thomas Leigh, by whom he 
had five daughters; who, with thcir 'mother, had afterwards certain 
high rank and privileges granted efpccially to them.* 

Yet it appears, that this Sir Robert Dudley, who was fo indignant 
at the difallowance of his legitimacy in England, felt fo much the 
blood of his father in his veins, that he w as ready to lay afidc one wife 
'to adopt another; for when he retired abroad, it is laid, he took with 
him a very beautiful lady, the daughter of Sir Robert Southwell, of 
Wood Riling, in Norfolk, whom he there married; to countenance 
which marriage, he alleged that the marriage with the faid Alice 
Leigh was, by the canon law, illegal; infomuch, as he had carnal 
knowledge of her during the lifetime of his former wife, lifter to Mr. 
Thomas Cavendilh, the famous navigator. By this Mifs Southwell 
he had divers children; whereof, Charles, the cldeft fon, in thofe fo¬ 
reign parts, like him, bore the title of duke of Northumberland. 


0 Anthony Wood writes, f that “ the duke was a complete gentleman in all fuitablie em- 
“ ploymcnts; an exa& Teaman, an excellent architeft, mathematician, phyfician, chymifi, 
“ and what not ? He was a handfome pertonablr man; tall of llature, red-haired, of admirable 
" cumpoit; and above all, Air riding the great horfe. Air tilling, and for his being the firtl of 
“ of all that taught a dog to fit, in order to catch partridges." 

Among the curious lives of the Dudleys in the Biographia, the fame of this extraordinary per- 
foil is fully fet forth.

SYDNEY EARL OF LEICESTER. 


Arms— O. a Pheon Az. 

This family, anciently feated at Cranlcigh, in Surrey, and at 
Kyngefham, in Suflex, had their original from Sir William Sydney, 
knight, chamberlain to Henry II. and came with him from Anjou. 
From which Sir William defcend£d another 

Sir Wili.iam Sydney, who at the famous battle of Floddcn Field, 
where the Scots were fo iignally defeated, and their king flain, com¬ 
manded in the right wing of the Englifh army under the carl of 
Surrey. The 15th Henry VIII. he was with the duke of Suffolk, in 
an expedition into France, when divers caftles and places of ftrength 
were taken by the Englifh. After this, being one of the gentlemen 
of the king’s privy chamber, on the attainder of Sir Ralph Vane, he 
had a grant of the honour of Penfhurft and manor of Enfield, with 
the park of Penfhurft, and other manors and lands in Kent; and dying 
the 7th Edward VI. was buried at Penfhurft. By Anne his wife, 
daughter of Hugh Pagcnham, cfquirc, he had four daughters,•' and 

Henry, his fon and heir; who, the 4th of Edward VI. was con- 
ftituted chief cup-bearer to the king, for life;* and the 6th of Eliza¬ 
beth, was chofen a knight of the garter. At the age of only twenty- 
two, he had bc6n fent ambaffador into France; a million which he 
executed with fmgular wifdom, fpirit, and dexterity; and indeed fb 
highly was he valued by his fovercign, and fo great were his talents, 
that he was no ids than four times appointed lord juftice of Ireland. 
He died full of honour, though not of years, being only about fifty- 
fevgn; and was buried at Penfhurft, in 1586. He married Mary,

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daughter of John Dudley, duke of Northumberland, and filter lo 
Robert Dudley, earl of Lcicefter, by whom he had three Ions; S|ir 
Philip, Sir Robert, and Sir Thomas Sydney, all knights; and a daugh¬ 
ter, Mary, married to Henry earl of Pembroke.* Of the fons. 

Sir Philip Sydney became one of the greateft worthies of the Eng- 
lifli nation, and for his extraordinary qualities was univcrfally admired; 
but in September 1586, he unfortunately was mortally wounded at 
the battle of Zutphen, in Guclderland; and died the 16th October 
following, at Arnheim, aged thirty-four; whole death was lamented 
by the queen, mourned for by the court, lamented by all Europe, and 
wept over by religion and learning/ By Frances his wife, daughter 
of Sir Francis Waifmgham, he had an only daughter, Elizabeth, who 
married Roger earl of Rutland. 

Sir Robekt Sydney, fecond Ion of Sir William, lerved under his 
uncle, Robert Dudley, earl of Lciceftcr, in the Netherlands, and in 
40th Elizabeth, being joined with Sir Francis Vcrc in the command 
of the Engliih auxiliaries fent againft the Spaniards, lhared in the 
honoubof that victory at Turnhoult, in Brabant. 

On the acceffion of king James, he was conftitutcd governor of 
Flulhing; and the 13th May, 1603, was made a baron of the realm, 
by the title of lord Sydney, of Penlhurft, in com. Cantii; the 4th 
May, 1605, he was created vifeount L’lfle; and on the 7th July,

was installed a knight of the garter; being alio, on the std of 
A).guft, 1618, advanced to the dignity of earl of Leiceiler. His lord- 
lhip died 13th July, 1626, and was buried at Penfhurft. His firft 
lady was Barbara, daughter and heir of John Gammage, efquire, by 
whom he had iffue three fons; Sir William, who died unmarried; 
Henry, who died young; and Robert, his fucceiTor; as alio eight 
daughters, named in the annexed Table. His fecond wife was widow 
of Sir Thomas Smith, knight.^ 

Robert, fccond earl of Leicefter, is mentioned by Sir William 
Temple, in his Mifcellanies, as a per/on of great learning, and obfer- 
vation, as well as of truth. He lived to a great age; viz. eighty-one 
and eleven months, and died in 1677; having had by Dorothy his 
wife, daughter to Henry Percy, earl of Northumberland, a numerous 
iflue of eight daughtersf and fix fons; whereof Philip fuccecded him; 
Algernon was rendered eminent by his death ;* ** Robert died before his 


* He was the famous colonel Sydney, a perfon of tnoft extraordinary refolution, and fieady 
to bis principles, even to obflinacy, and fincere. But bifhop Barnet fays, “ He was t*A> rough 
“ and boifterous in his temper to bear contradidion; be feemed to be a Chriftian, but in a 
■' particular form of his own : for Cbrillianity he thought was to be like a divine philofophy 
“ in the mind, without ail public worihip, or any other fign of a vifible church. Stiff he was 

** in all republican principles, and fuch an enemy to every thing tha’ looked like monarchy, 
" that be oppofed Cromwell after he was made protedor: but he had fiudied the hirtory of 
" government in all its branches; had a large knowledge of mankind, and of their tempers; 
" and could infinuate himfclf into people that would hearken to his notions with a wonderful 
" dexterity.” Iu the year 1683, be was accufed of being concerned in the Rye Houle Plot; and 
after the lord Ruffell had been examined, was next brought before the king and council: and 
like that illuftrious nobleman, participated in the fame fate; being decapitated on Tower Hill, 
7th December, 1683, aged about fixty-fix. His body is laid to be embalmed and preserved at 
this day, in the manfion Loufe at Pcnlhurft. 

The learned Sir John Hawles has well remarked, " That he was merely talked to death, 
“ under the notion of a commonwealth’s man; and found guilty by a jury who were not much 
•• more proper judges in the cafe, than they would have been, if what he had wrote had been 
“ done by hint in Syrinck or Arabic. It is oblervable, the indidment againft him was never 
“ prrlented to the grand jury before tliey came into the ball, and yet they found it imtncdi- 
“ ately. The greater part of the evidence (as it was in my lord Rnffell's cafe;, was only liear- 
•• fay.”

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father, in 1674; and Henry was afterwards created earl of Romney)* 
the other two did not lire to years of maturity. 

‘Philip, third earl, had from his youth been trained up in matters 
of embaflies, and legantine affairs; attending on his father to Den¬ 
mark, the States General, and in the French court. He lived in great 
honour and efteem; and died the 6th March, 1697-8. He married 
Catherine, daughter of William earl of Salisbury; by whom he had 
two daughters,* and a fon, Robert, his fucceffor. Which 

Robert, during his father’s lifetime, had fummons to parliament 
among the barons, anno 1689; button his acceffion to the earldom of 
Leiccfter, enjoyed it but a lhort time, dying in 1703. He married 
Elizabeth, daughter to John Egerton, earl of Bridgewater, and had 
iiTue three daughtersf and feven ions: of which, Robert, the eldeft, 
died young, in 1680; Philip fucceeded him; William died young; 
John fucceedcd his brother Philip; Henry died young; Thomas mar¬ 
ried, and had iflue two daughters and coheirs; viz. Mary, wife to Sir 
Brownlow Sherard, baronet; and Elizabeth, to William Perry, eiquire; 
and JoTceline, the youngeft ion, was fucceiTor to his brother John, 
beforementioned. 

Philip, fifth carl of Lcicefter, married Anne, one of the daughters 
and coheirs of Sir Robert Reeves, of Thwaites, in Suffolk, by whom 
he had two children, who both died before him; and deceafing him- 
fclf in 1705, his honours devolved upon his brother, 

John, fixth carl; who, in 1717, was made lord warden of the 
Cinque Ports, and governor of Dover Caflle: and at the revivement 
of the order of the bath, was elected one of the knights companions 
thereof; but he died in 1737, unmarried, fo that his only furviving 
brother. 


1 Thi* Philip, when vifconnt Lille, in the lifetime of hia father, was a ftrenoous republican j 
and during the ufurpatiun, was all along of the Prote&or’s council, with a (alary of £.1000 per 
annum. Moreover, he was one of thofe whofe names appear in the lift of Cromwell’s new in* 
tended houfe of lords. His lordfliip is mentioned by Noble, in his Account of the PegicidM- 
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Joscelinb, became the next and feventh carl of Lcicefter of his 
family. He married Elizabeth, daughter and heirefs of - - - Thomas, 
of Glamorganfhire. efquire; with whom, it feems, there were difputes 
after difputes, in the commons, with regard to her mifbehaviour, and 
ads of a criminal nature, which continued to the day of his death, 
viz. in 1743; at which period, by reafon of its having been imagined 
that he died without ifTuc, the honours of this family are prefumed to 
have become extind." 


COKE EARL OF LEICESTER. 

Arms —Party per Pale G. and A*, three Eagles difplayed Arg. 


This family is reprefented to have been defeended from William 
Coke, of Dodington, in Norfolk, living in the time of king John: but 
the immediate progenitor, who laid the foundation of the fortunes of 
the houfe, was 

Sir Edward Coke, knight, the famous lawyer, temp, queen Eli¬ 
zabeth, and king James I. who rcfpedivcly filled the high offices of 
fpeaker of the houfe of commons, folicitor and attorney general, chief 
jufticc of the common pleas, and lord chief juft ice of England. 


1 By a trial at bar on a writ of right, and proceedings before the grand atlize in the court of 
C. B. at Weftminftcr, the lith February, 1702 , for Pen(hurlt-Place, park, and prcinifcs, in 
the county of Kent, it appeared that this Jofcclyn earl of Leicctler never was divorced from 
his wife, the faid Eiiz.dieth Thomas; and that (he had a child, a fon, John Sydney, the de¬ 
mandant at the trial aforefaid; which John, therefore, in the eye vf the law, was to be confi¬ 
de red as a legitimate perfoti, and as fuch, well entitled to the inheritance of the honours of iiis 
family. But with refpedt to the inheritance of the eftutes demanded by him, he failed to 
edablith a better right than the tenant in pofleflion. This (according to the (latement at the 
trial), arol'e from his averment, that his father, earl Jocelyn, was poflefled thereof in fix, and 
r.ot as tenant for life, which was the (aft, as opened by the tenant; and further contended, that 
e\cn had he been poficifed thereof in fee, then by his will the earl had given them away to a 
third party. The event of this trial going to admit the legitimacy of the demandant, embraces 
an important quufiion, as to the abfulute extinction of the honours. 


That 
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That he was a perfon of admirable parts, excellent in the know 
.edge and practice of the municipal laws of the kingdom, of a profound 
judgment, faithful memory, keen difeernment, and a fertile genius, 
his reports and commentaries on our laws demonftrate; but nevertke- 
lefs, although a moft celebrated pleader, with all thefe great qualities, 
he tarnilhed the luftre of them by his behaviour on fcvcral occafions; 
and particularly on the trial of the great, the learned, and accom¬ 
plice d Sir Walter Rawlcigh. The herald* may attribute to him 
every virtue and mental endowment under the fun, but the pen of 
the hiftorian or biographer, in truth, cannot but allow that he had 
many failings; and among thole, not a little portion of avarice, envy, 
and malevolence. 

This eminent perfon lived to the great age of cighty-three; and died 
at Stokc-Pogcs, in Buckinghamfhire, 3d September, 1643. 11 He was 
twice married: by his firft wife, Bridget, daughter and coheir of John 
Parton, efquire, of Huntinficld Hall, in Suffolk, he had a numerous 
famity. of ions and daughters; but by his fccond wife, Elizabeth, 
daughter of Thomas Cecil, earl of Exeter, he had only two daughters; 
of which, Elizabeth died young; and Frances married John Villiers, 
\ifeount Purbcck.j' brother to George duke of Buckingham. Of the 
ifluc by his firft wife, 

Henry, his fifth fon, was feated at Thorrington, in Suffolk; and 
having married Margaret, daughter and heir of Richard Lovelace, of 
Kingfdcwn, in Kent, cfquirc, had iffue, among others, Richard, his 
fon and heir; who by Mary, daughter of Sir John Rous, of Hcnham 
Hall, in Suffolk, baronet, had Robert, his only fon, who married 
Anne, daughter of Thomas Ofbornc, earl of Danby ; and had an only 
fon, Edward, who by Carey his wife, daughter of Sir John Newton, 
of Burrows Court, in com. Glouceftcr, baronet, had three fons; 

* A noble monument is eroded to his memory in Tiitlr.fiiall church, in Norfolk, with his 
effigies, habited in his judges’ robes, lying at full length under a caoopv, fuppnrtcd b.- two 
marble pillars, on the top whereof are four large figures, and over him, between the pillars, two 
marble tablets, with inferiptions, reciting his merits, offices, marriages, and irtuc. 
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viz. Thomas (of whom hereafter); Edward, of Longford, in Derby- 
mire, who died unmarried in 1733; and Robert, who married Jane, 
lifter and coheir to Philip duke of Wharton,* relift of John Holt, of 
Redgrave, in Suftblk, efquire. Alfo two daughters; whereof Carey 
was wife of Sir Marmaduke Wyvill, baronet; and Anne married Philip 
Roberts, eiquire, an officer in the horfe guards. 

Thomas Coke, eldeft Ion and heir of Edward Coke, on the 37th 
May, 1735, was elefted a knight of the bath; and in May, 1738, 
created baron Lovel, of Minfter Lovel, in Oxfordlhire. In 1733, he 
was conftituted joint poft-mafter general; and in 1744, advanced to 
the dignity of vifeount Coke, of Holkham, in Norfolk, and earl of 
Lciceftcr. 

His lordihip married the lady Margaret Tufton, one of the daugh¬ 
ters and coheirs of Thomas earl of Thanet: which lady, in 1734, was 
confirmed baronefs of Clifford, in right of her father; who, by the 
houfe of peers, in 1691, was declared to be entitled to the faid 
barony.f By her he had iffue an only Ion, Edward vifeount Q.^ke, a 
young man of very promifing abilities; who married, in 1747, lady 
Mary Campbell, one of the daughters and coheirs of John duke of 
Argyle and Greenwich,+ but died, in 1753, in his father’s lifetime, 
S. P. leaving the faid lady Mary yet furviving. Having thus no re¬ 
maining iffue, the honours of this family became extinft on the death 
of the carl of Leicefter, in 1759. 

His lordihip erefted that ftately pile of building, called Holkham 
Houfe, in Norfolk, but lived not to fee it perfectly completed; which 
was performed by the countels, his widow, at a very great expenfe; 
who allb furnifhed the lame in a moft coftly and fuperb manner. She 
furvived him many years, and died in 1775. 


LEIGH 
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LEIGH OF STONELEIGH. 


Arms— G. a Crofs ingrailed Arg. a Locenge in the Dexter, Chief of the fecond. 

This family is faid to have taken their name originally from the 
town of High-Leigh, in Chefhire, where they were featcd before the 
Norman invafion; and their lineage ended in an heir female, Agnes, 
daughter and heir of Richard de Leigh, of High-Leigh, who married 
William Venables, a younger fon of William Venables, baron of Kcn- 
derton (one of the barons of Chcfter). Which William had iffue by 
her a fon, 

John, who took the name of Leigh, after his mother; and died, 
15th Edward II. From whom, after divers generations, defeended 

Thomas Leigh, who was brought up under Sir Rowland Hill, a 
rich merchant of London; by whom, for his knowledge and induftry, 
he was made his fadtor beyond fea; in which triad he behaved fo 
well, that Sir Rowland gave him in marriage his favourite niece ;• viz. 
Alice, daughter of John Barker, alias Coverall, of Wolverton, in com. 
Salop; and on their iffue entailed the greateft part of his eftate. 

This Thomas at length became lord mayor of London; and during 
his mayoralty was knighted. He died in 1571, and was buried in 
Mercer's chapel, leaving iffue three ions; Rowland, Thomas, and 
William. From the eldcft of which defeended the Leighs of Long- 
borow, in Glouccflcrfhire. 

William, the youngeft, was grandfather of Francis earl of Chi- 
chefter.* And, 

Thomas, the fecond fon, was made a baronet on the firft inffitu- 
tion of that order by king James I. He married Catherine, daughter 
of Sir John Spencer, of Wormleighton, in com. Warw. knight, and 
had iffue fevcral children; of which Alice, his only daughter, was 
• wedded 


* Vid. Chi- 
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nveddcd to Sir Robert Dudley, knight, and was afterwards created 
fluchefs of Dudley for life ;* and Sir John, his eldeft fon, was 
knighted, 23 d July, 1603; and was father of Thomas, his fon and 
heir. Which 

Thomas, for his {launch adherence to his raajcfty king Charles I. 
was created a baron of the realm, by letters patent, dated at Oxford, 
1 ft July, 1643 (19th Charles I.) He lived to fee the reftorarion, and 
died in a good old age, viz. feventy-fcven; and was buried at Stone- 
leigh, 1671. His wife was Mary, one of the daughters and coheirs of 
Sir Thomas Egerton, knight, eldeft Ion of Thomas lord Eilefmerc; 
by whom he had ifTue five fons? and fix daughters.f 

Of the fons, John, the eldeft, died young; and Thomas, fccond, 
but eldeft furviving fon, died in his father's lifetime, in 1662, aged 
forty-fix; leaving iflue 

Thomas, his only fon and heir, who fuccecdcd his grandfather, 
and died in 1710. He was twice married: his firft lady was Eliza¬ 
beth, daughter and heir of --Brown, of Shinglcton, indent, 

efquire; his fecond was Eleanor, daughter of Edward lord Rocking¬ 
ham, by whom he had four fons; whereof the firil and fourth died 
young; J alfo, four daughters, whole names arc mentioned in the 
Genealogical Table annexed. |j 

Edward, third lord Leigh, and fecond, but eldeft furviving fon of 
the laft lord, took his feat in the houfc of peers in 1711. He led a 
retired life many years; taking delight in doing good, and relieving 
the neceffitous. He married Mary, daughter and heir of Thomas 
Holbeche, of Fillongley, in com. Warw. efquire, and heir alfo, by 
Elizabeth, her mother, to Bernard Paulet, efquire, defeended from 


7 Charles, third ft-n, was featrd at I-right on, in Rcdfordihire, and was a perfon of the ftrifleft 
honour and integrity; lx ing highly c (teemed fur his piety and charity. He was twice mar¬ 
ried : firli, to Anne, daughter of Sir Edward Littleton, and by her had two daughters; whereof, 
Alicia married Althaiu lord Allium, of Ireland, and died in lOtt'i, aged twenty-four; and 
Anne, who died in iCiBO, aged feveuteen.

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Giles Paulet, a younger fon of William, firft marquis of Winch eftetf';

£hip died in March 1737-8. 

Thomas, fourth lord Leigh, was twice married; and died in 1749. 
His firft lady was daughter to John, brother to William lord Craven, 
by whom he had four ions; three whereof died young, and a daugh¬ 
ter, Mary. His fecond wife was the daughter of Rowland Berkeley, 
of Catheridge, cfquire, in Worceftcrfliire; by whom he had a daugh¬ 
ter, Anne, who married Andrew Heiket, efquire. 

Edward, fifth lord Leigh, and only furviving fon of the laft, fuc- 
ceeded his father, and with him terminated the peerage of his family; 
for his lordihip died, unmarried, in the year 1786, leaving his very 
confidcrable eftates to his filter; by whole dcceaie, alio, unmarried, a 
few years ago, the fame have been fubjeft to much legal controver/y, 
by reafon of the limitations made thereof in his will; which artful 
lawyer,have been inclined varioufly to define.

'Robert Sdtton,- paternally descended from the family of Sutton, 
barons of Dudley, was of Aram, in the county of Nottingham; and 
having manifefted his loyalty in thp time of the great rebellion, was, 
in reward of his ftrvices, created by his majefty, Charles I. lord Lex- 
inton, baron of Aram (or Averham), by letters patent, dated at Ox¬ 
ford, 21 ft November, the 21ft of his reign. His lordfliip married, 
fir ft, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir George Manners, of Haddon, in com. 
Derby; and, focondly, the daughter of Sir Guy Palmes, of Afhwcll, 
in com. Rutl. widow of Sir Thomas Browne; but by neither of theft 
had any iftue. His third wife was Mary, daughter of Sir Anthony St. 
Lcger,’knight, by whom lie had one fon, Robert, and two daughters; 
of which, Bridget married John, cldcft fon of Coniers Darcy, efquire; 
and Anne died young. 

Robert, ftcond lord Lcxinton, was embaifador, or envoy extraor¬ 
dinary to the court of Vienna, and appointed cmbaflador extraordinary 
to that of Spain, and for the treaty of Ryiwick. He married Mar¬ 
garet, daughter and heir of Sir Giles Hungerford, of Collton, in Wilt- 
fhire, by whom he had a fon, William-George, who died at Madrid 
in-1713; and two daughters, Elconora-Miirgareta, and Bridget; of 
which, the latter married John Manners, duke of Rutland ; whereby

James Ley, iixth ion of Henry Ley, of Tcffont-Evias, in com. 
Wilts, efquire, was educated in the fbudy of the law; in which he 
became fo eminent by his profound learning and abilities, that he 
fucceflively was called a ferjeant at law, ift James I.; chief jufticc of 
the king’s bench, in Ireland, the year following; the 17th James I. 
was created a baronet; the next year, chief jufticc of the court of king’s 
bench; in the 21ft James I. lord high treafurer of England; and upon 
the 31ft December, the fame year, made a peer of the realm, by the 
title of baron Ley of Ley, in the county of Devon ; and £pon the 5th 
February, the ift of Charles I. was advanced to the dignity of earl of 
Marlborough, in Wiltihire. He was a perfon of great gravity, talents, 
and integrity; and of the fame mind in all conditions. He left be¬ 
hind him feveral learned works, both in law and hiftory ;* and dying 
in 1628, was buried in an aide adjoining the church of Wcftbury; in 
Wilts; where a noble monument, with a fuitable infeription, was 
erefted to his memory. 

His lordlhip was three times married: ftrft, to Mary, daughter of 
John Pcttey, of Stoke Talmage, in Oxfordshire, by whom he had 
three fons; Henry, James,* and William ; alfo eight daughters;

Francis Ligonier, a native of France, defeended from a very 
ancient and honourable family there, but a zealous Proteftant; having

entered 
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ei^crcd into the military fcrvice of Great Britain, obtained the rank 
of a colonel of Dragoons: in which capacity, at the battle of Falkirk, 
in 1745-6, a diftemper could not confine him to his bed, when his 
duty called him to the field; where he chofc to meet death, rather 
than in the arms of his friends. But the difeafe proving more victo¬ 
rious than the enemy, he expired foon after the battle; in which, un¬ 
der all the agonies of fickncfs and pain, he exerted a fpirit of vigour 
and heroifm. To hi's memory a monument was crcdcd in Wcftminfler 
Abbey by his brother. 

Sir John Ligonier, who by his high military talents, and his dif- 
tinguifhed fervices in the campaigns in Flanders, under the duke of 
Marlborough; and in Germany, in the reign of George 11 . mcrito- 
rioufly won the honours conferred upon him. He was in 1742 made 
a knight banneret under the royal flandard at the battle of Dettingen; 
in 1757, an Irifh peer, by the title of vifeount Ligonicr, of Ennilkil- 
len, in the county of Fermanagh ; and in 1762, vifeount Ligonicr, of 
Clonmell, in the county of Tipperary, with remainder, in default of 
ifliie male, to his nephew, Edward Ligonier. Moreover, in 1763, he 
was created an Englifh peer, by the title of baron Ligonicr, of Ripley, 
in the county of Surrey; and in 1766, he was flill further advanced 
to the dignity of earl Ligonicr. 

His lordfhip, after fulfilling the higheft military offices, and acquir¬ 
ing an honourable fame for many glorious exploits, elofed a long life 
of a&ive fervices, anno 1770, at the great age of ninety-one, and was 
buried in Wcftminfler Abbey. Having no ilfue, his Englifh titles 
expired with him; but the Irifh ones, according to their limitation, 
defeended to 

Edward, his nephew, fon to f his brother Francis, beforementioned; 
which Edward was afterwards created earl Ligonier, in Ireland, and 
died S. P. in 1782. He married, firft, Penelope, daughter of George 
Pitt, lord Rivers, a lady of no fmall notoriety in the annals of gallan¬ 
try, from whom he was divorced: and married, fecondiy, Mary, 
daughter of Robert earl of Northington.

LINCOLN. (ROMARA.) 

Arms —G. (even Mafclc* and Semee of Crofslets O. 

William de Romara, lord of Bolingbrokc, in Lincolnlhire, was 
the firft carl of that county after the Conqueft. He was the fon of 
Roger, fon of Gerold de Romara; which Roger married Lucia, daugh¬ 
ter of Algar carl of Cheftcr,. and fitter and heir to Morcar, the Saxon 
carl of Northumberland and Lincoln. 

In the time of Henry I. this William was with the king at the 
battle of Brcnnevill, where a glorious victory was obtained over Lewis 
king of France. However, the 22d Henry I. laying claim to thofe 
lands in England of his mother’s inheritance, which Ranulph earl of 
Cheftcr* (whom fhe had married in her widowhood), had delivered 
up to*tlic king for that earldom; and being denied them, he retired 
into Normandy in great wrath, and there railed a flame of rebellion on 
behalf of William, fon of Robert Curthofebut at length the king 
made him a compcnfation, and reftored him to his right. After the 
acceflion of Stephen to the throne, he took the part of Maud, the 
emprefs; and on her lidc was at the battle of Lincoln, where Stephen 
was defeated, and taken prifoner. In 1142, he founded the abbey of 
Revcfby, in com. Line, bearing then the title of earl of Lincoln. 

His wife, according to Dugdale, was Maud (but Milles fays Avis), 
daughter of Richard de Redvcrs, or Ripariis, by whom he had ifluc a 
fon, William; who having married Hawyfc, daughter of Stephen carl 
of Albemarle, died in his lifetime, leaving a fan, William, who, it 
feems, never had the title of earl; but the 12th Henry II. on theaflcfT-

ment of aid for marriage of the king's daughter, certified his knights 
fcis de veteri fcoffamento, to be thirty-two, and thofe de novo, twenty- 
five, a fourth, and a third part ;• and the 6th of Richard I. was with 
that king in his expedition into Normandy; after when, no further 
mention is made of him. And Millcs a Herts he died S. P. 

But though the male line of this fird William de Romara appear 
excluded from the inheritance of the earldom, his ifluc female is repre- 
fented to have carried the honour into the family of de Gant, in the 
perfon of Gilbert de Gant, who married Hawyfc, his only daughter. 


GANT EARL OF LINCOLN.

The family of Gant, as bcforementioned,f came into this kingdom 
with the Conqueror, in perfon of Gilbert de Gant; whofc gnmdfon, 
another 

Gilbert de Gant, in his youth, being taken prifoner with king 
Stephen at the battle of Lincoln, was thereupon, by Ranulph earl of 
Cheder, compelled to marry his niece, Hawyfc, daughter, and at 
length.heir of William de Romare, earl of Lincoln; whereby, in her 
right, he had that title. He died the ad Henry II.* leaving iffue two 
daughters; viz. Alice, wife of Simon de St. Lis, earl of Northampton 
and Huntington; who, it is faid, enjoyed, in her right, her lather’s 
honour during her time X and Gunnora; but they both died S. P.; 
whereupon Robert de Gant, their uncle, became their heir; whofe 
elded fon,

Gilbert, 
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Gilbert, taking part with the rebel barons againft king John, 
who had invited over Lewis, the dauphin of France, was by the fajjd 
Lewis, conftituted carl of Lincoln. But the tide of affairs afterwards 
changing, and king Henry III. overthrowing that party at Lincoln, 
this Gilbert was taken prifoncr, and never after affumed the title; 
which was then conferred upon Ranulph (or Randall), dc Mefchincs, 
fumamed Blundeville, carl of Cheftcr. 


MESCHINES EARL OF LINCOLN. 


This Ranulph de Mesciiines, though he thus had the earldom 
of Lincoln granted to him on the diveftment of Gilbert de Gant, yet, 
m verthelcfs, had a certain degree of right thereto. For Gilbert de 
Gant, the laft carl (fo called), was not of the blood of Romarc; 
whereas Randall the Second (fumamed Gcrnon), carl of Cheftcr, his 
grandfather, was fon and heir of Lucy countcfs of Lincoln, wife of 
William dc Romarc, by her third hufband, Ralph (or Randall), de 
Mefchincs, carl of Cheftcr; and thereby of the half-blood to Romare, 
and of the whole blood to Morcar, the Saxon earl of Lincoln. 

This Ranulph (or Randall), dying S. P. his fitters became his co¬ 
heirs whereof, Hawyfe, the fourth,' in the divifion of the inherit¬ 
ance, had for her purparty the earldom of Lincoln, and the cattle and 
honour of Bolingbrokc; and married Robert, fon and heir of Sayer 
de Quincy, earl of Winchclter, who died in his father’s lifetime, leav¬ 
ing iffuc a daughter, Margaret, who married John, fon of Roger Laci, 
baron of Halton, and thereby conveyed the intcreft in the earldom to 
that family.

With regard to the parentage of this houfe, it was paternally from 
Richard Fitz-Euftacc, baron of Halton, and conftable of Chefter,* 
who married Albreda, daughter and heir of Robert de Lizours (by 
Albreda his wife, widow of Henry de Laci; baron of Pontefract), and 
filter of the half-blood to Robert de Laci (fon of the faid Henry), 
who died S. P.f. By her he had a Ion, John, who being made heir 
to his half-uncle, Robert de Laci, thereupon took that furnamc; and 
had iflue Roger de Laci, who, by Maud de Clare his wife, was father

After this he was at the fiege of Damictta, in the Holy Land; and 
the 2ift Henry III. was one of thofe appointed to prohibit Otto, the 
pope’s legate, from eftablilhing any thing derogatory to the crown and 
dignity. Soon after which he died; viz. 24th Henry III. leaving 

Margaret 
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Margaret his wife/ furviving (who remarried Walter, or William 
Marfliall, earl of Pembroke), and a fon, Edmund; as alfo two daugb r 
ters; of which, Maud married Richard de Clare, earl of Glouceftcr. 

Edmund, fon and heir of earl John, fuccecded his father in the 
baronies of Halton, &rc.; but by reafon he dcceafed before his mother 
(through whom the earldom of Lincoln came), he is not recited as earl 
thereof; yet as he enjoyed (lays Collins), the tertium denarium of the 
county, !*c cannot well be palled over unmentioned. 

Matthew Paris writes, that in the beginning of May, 1247, two 
girls of Provence, in France, were married unto two very noble young 
gentlemen, Edmund earl of Lincoln, and Richard de Burgo; con¬ 
cerning which marriages there was much murmuring through the 
kingdom; bccaufe, it is faid, thofe young noblemen were married 
contrary to their will and delires. The young lady married to earl 
Edmund, was Alice, daughter of the marquis of Saluces, in Italy, and 
coufin to the queen of England. 

This Edmund deccafed the 43d Henry III. having had iffuc,* 
Henry and John; and a daughter, Margaret, deligned to have been 
married unto George Cantilupe, baron of Bcrgavenny. 

Henry de Laci, next carl of Lincoln, was one of the moft emi¬ 
nent nobles of his time; and was in the greateft favour with Edward I. 
who gave him the lands of Denbigh, in Wales; where he began the 
town of Denbigh, walling it, and building a caftlc, on the front of 
which was his ftatuc in long robes. He was a famous foldier, and 
performed many notable exploits. He was a juft man, and a great 
counfcllor; wherefore he was appointed the chief commiffioner for 
the rc&ifying and difeovering of the abufes and briberies among the 
judges, complained of in the parliament, 18th Edward I. (1290), 
when Thomas Wcyland, chief juftice of the common pleas, was ba- 
nifhed, and all his eftates confifcated; Sir John Lovctot compounded

for 500 marks; Roger Leyceftcr (clerk), for 1000; Sir William 
Btompton for 6000; with fcveral others, who were alfo fined. In a 
word, he was, “ Vir illuftris in concilio, ftrenuus in praclio, princcps 
“ militia: in Anglid, ct in omni regno omatiffimus;” as is cited by 
Weever in his Funeral Monuments.* 

He bought the houfe in Middlcfex, now called Lincoln’s Inn; de¬ 
riving its name from his title. A little before his death, he reprefented 
to his Ion-in-law, Thomas carl of Lancafter, the flavery of the church, 
the impoverilhment of the realm, and other grievances; exhorting his 
carncft attention, and endeavours, to redrefs the fame. Shortly after 
which he died, the 4th Edward II. and was buried in St. Paul’s ca¬ 
thedral. 

By Margaret, his firft wife, daughter and heir of William Long- 
cfpee, earl of Salisbury (in whofe right, Dugdale writes, that he had 
the earldom), his ifluc were, Edmund, who died in his lifetime, bein<r 
drowned in a deep well at Denbigh Caftle; John (or Joane), who 
alfo died before him, S. P. and Alice, who became his heir. His fecond 
wife was Joane, fitter and heir of William Martin ;f but by her he 
had no ifiuc. Whereupon

Hugo df. Frenes, who is faidf to have ufurped the title of earl 
of Lincoln in her right. But he likewise had no iflue by her, fo that 
upon her dcccafe, thofe great honours, and fplcndid inheritance, came 
to Henrv, brother and heir to Thomas carl of Lancaster, her firil 
hufband ; partly by her deed and will, and partly by reafon of a ren¬ 
der made by Henry earl of Lincoln, her father, to Edward I. and a 
regrant, by charter, J from that king to him, and the heirs of his body, 
with remainder to Edmund earl of Lancaftcr, and his heirs. And thus 
through the acccflion of the line of Lancaftcr to the throne, the whole 
patrimony became at length inverted in the crown.|j 

This great countefs died sad Edward III. and was buried at I 3 er- 
lyng Abbey, with her fccond hufband, Eubolo le Strange.

created earl of Lincoln, the 13th March, 7th of his reign; and was 
dfdared heir apparent to the crown, by Richard III. after the death 
of his only Ion, Edward, called prince of Wales. The fate of this 
unfortunate nobleman is fo well known, as to render a long account 
here unnecctfary; he was flain in the battle of Stoke againft Henry VII. 
anno 1487, without ifluc. His wife was Margaret, daughter of Tho¬ 
mas Fitz-Alan, carl of Arundel, according to Milles; but Hcarne, in 
his Liber Niger,* aflerts, that (he was the only daughter and heir of 
Sir John Golafre, who Tics buried in Fyficld church, in Bcrkfhire. 


.. BRANDON EARL OF LINCOLN. 

Henry Brandon, fbn and heir of Charles Brandon, duke of Suf¬ 
folk, by Mary, the French queen, fitter to king Henry VIII. was by 
his unde, Henry VIII. the 17th of his reign, created earl of Lincoln; 
but he died at an early age, unmarried. 

After this, the title was next conferred upon Edward lord Clinton; 
who, by queen Elizabeth, was advanced to the dignity of earl of Lin¬ 
coln ; in which family the honour at prefent remains, but merged in 
the dukedom of Newcaftle. 


LITCHFIELD.

Lord Bernard Stuart, a younger fon of Efme earl of March, 
brother to Lodowick duke of Richmond, was dcfigncd to have been 
created earl of Litchfield, the 21ft of his reign; but was prevented by 
his premature death, in the aftion at Routon Heath; where he was 

fla ; n, 
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flain, unmarried, in 1645, before the patent for his creation was paffed. 
Whereupon 

Charles Stuart, his nephew (fon of George lord Aubignie, his cl deft 
brother), was created baron Stuart, of Newberry, in com. Berks, and 
earl of Litchfield, in com. Staff.; but afterwards fuccccding his coufin 
Efme, in the dukedom of Richmond, thefe titles merged therein. He 
was alfo made a knight of the garter; and living to fee the reftora- 
tion, was fent ambaffador into Denmark, where he died, 12th De¬ 
cember, 1672; but was brought over to England, and interred in 
Wcftminfter Abbey. 

He was three times married: viz. firft, to Elizabeth, daughter of 
Richard Rogers, of Brianfton, in com. Dorf. cfquire; fecondly, to 
Margaret, daughter of Laurence, fon and heir of Sir Robert Baniftcr, 
of Paffenham, in com. Bucks, knight; and, thirdly, to Frances, 
daughter of Walter Stuart, cfquire; but by neither lady had any 
iffuc. 


LEE EARL OF LITCHFIELD.

This family of Lee, is ftated to be dcfccndcd from Sir Walter Lee, 
of Wyburnbury, in Chefhirc; and had their name from the lord (hip 
of Lee, where they refided, temp. Edward III. Thus much as to the 
traditionary account of their antiquity and defeent: but the firft who 
arrived at the honour of the peerage, was 

Sir Edward Hf.nky Lee, fon and heir of Sir Francis Lee, baro¬ 
net, by his w ife, Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Thomas Pope, earl 
of Downe, in Ireland. Which Sir Edward, being a perfon of ample 
fortune (for no peculiar fervices are mentioned), was, in 1O74, created 
baron of Spcllfbury (or Ditchley), in com. Oxon; vilcount Quaren- 

don.

don, in com. Bucks; and carl of Litchfield, in com. Staff. A great 
concentration of honours conferred at one time; yet probably eafily 
to be accounted for, when it is fecn, that the fovereign who granted 
them, had married the fame perfon to one of his own natural daugh¬ 
ters ; viz. Charlotte Fitzroy, daughter of Charles II. by Barbara Vil- 
liers, duchefs of Cleveland. On the accefiion of James II. this 
nobleman being a perfect courtier, was made lord lieutenant, and cuftos 
rotulorum of Oxfordfhirc, high fteward of Woodttock, a lord of the 
bedchamber; and in 1688, colonel of the firft regiment of foot 
guards. 

On the revolution being effected, his lordlhip declined taking the 
oath prescribed by parliament; which rendered him a very fufpieious 
perfon in the eyes of government: but lie, ncverthelcfs, died in 1716, 
without having been a fufferer cither in perfon or eftatc. His iffue 
were thirteen Tons, and five daughters ;• whereof fix of the former, 
and two of the latter, died young. 

CIeorge-Henry, the fccond earl, fucceeding his father, took his 
feat in the houfc of peers the fame year, and in 1732 had the degree 
of do&or of laws conferred on him by the univerfity of Cambridge. 
He married Frances, daughter of Sir John Hales, of St. Stephens, 
Tunftall, and Woodchurch, in Kent; and had iffue four fons; whereof 
the eldcft was his fucccffor; and the other three died S. M. P.; like- 
wife fix daughters, as recited in the annexed Tablc.f He died in 
1 743» when 

Georg e-FI enry, his fon and heir, became the next carl; who was 
chancellor of the univerfity of Oxford, and captain of the band of 
gentlemen penfioners, as alfo cuftos brevium in the common pleas; a 
place more of finecure profit, than oftenfiblc honour. 

He married Diana, only daughter and heir of Sir Thomas Frank- 
land, of Thirkclby, in York (hire, baronet; but having no iffue, the 
titles, upon his deceafe in 1775, devolved upon his uncle, 

Robert, who was fomc time one of the reprefentatives in parlia¬ 
ment for the city of Oxford; and married Kitty (or Catherine),

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LITTLETON OF MOUNSLOW.

This family is handed down, as of confidcrablc rank and long 
Handing in Worceftcrfliirc; and is prelumed to have had its name 
from South Littleton, in that county. From this ancient Hock dc- 
feended, 1 ' 

Thomas Littleton, the celebrated judge, temp. Henry VI. and 
Edward IV. who wrote the famous Treatilc on Tenures; which chief 
juHice Coke fo learnedly commented upon, and palled this encomium: 
** That it is the ornament of the common law; and the moH perfect 
“ and ablolutc work that was ever written in any human lcicnce.'* 
The fame chief juHice Coke Hyles him the Englilh JuHinian, and 
father of the law ; and Dr. Holland, in his addition to Camden, fays, 
“ That the Hudents of the common law arc no left beholden to Lyt- 
** tleton’s Tenures, than the civilians to JuHinian’s InHitutes.” He 
married the widow of Sir Philip Chetwynd, Joanc, one of the daugh¬ 
ters and coheirs of William Burley, of Bromfcroft Caflle, in com. 
Salop, elquirc, and had iflue three Ions; whereof. Sir William, the 
eldcH, was anceHor to the late lord Littleton, of Frankley; Richard, 
the fecond, was progenitor to the baronet’s family at Pillaton Hall, in 
StafFordflxirc; and from Thomas, the youngcH Ion, came

their iflue, inheritors of her eflate, fhould be called Littleton. They had four funs; whereof 
the three youngeft retained the name of Weflcote ; but Thomas, the cldeft, took his mother’s 
name, and was the judge abovementioned. , 
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Sir Edmund Littleton, of Mounflow, in Shropflrire, who was 
made chief juftice of the common picas, and afterwards lord keeper of 
the greater feal; which he carried to the king at Oxford. In 1628, 
being a member of parliament, he had the management of the high 
prefumption charged on the duke of Buckingham about the death of 
king James; wherein he condu&cd himfclf fo difcrcetly, between the 
jealoufy of the people, and the honour of the court, that Sir John 
Finch faid, “ lie was the only man for taking things by a right 
handle.” His learning was various and ufeful; his lk.il! in the max¬ 
ims of government, and of the fundamental ftatutes and cuftoms of 
the kingdom, was particular; as was liis experience, long and obferv- 
ing. His eloquence was powerful and majeftic: in fa< 51 , fuch a man 
was worthy of that honour to whicli he was advanced; namely, of a 
peer of the realm. 

In 1641, he was created baron Littleton, of Mounflow, in com. Sa¬ 
lop; but this dignity he lived only to enjoy for a fliort time, as he died 
in 1644., S. M. P. when it became extinct. 1 He married his diftant 
coufin, Anne, daughter of John Littleton, of Frankby, cfqurrc, M. P. 
for the county of Worcellcr, who died in 1601 ; and had iflfue, an 
only daughter and heir, Anne, who married Sir Thomas Littleton, 
baronet, her fccond coufin.*

LITTLETON OF FRANK LEY.*

This family is derived from William, cldcft fon and heir of Sir 
Thomas Littleton, K. B. the celebrated judge. Which 

William had the honour of knighthood conferred upon him at 
the battle of Stoke, ad Henry VII. and was anceftor to 

Sir George Littletoh, baronet, who, in 1757, was created 
baron of Franklcy, in com. Wigorn. His lordfhip was well known as 
an excellent fcholar, and a great patron of learning and merit; alio as 
an author of great celebrity, wliofe works arc yet read, admired, and 
efteemed; viz. his Perfian Letters, Dialogues of the Dead, Hiftory 
of the Age and Reign of Henry II. Converfion of St. Paul, &c. 

He married, firft, Lucy, daughter of Hugh Fortefcue, of Filleigh, 
in com. Devon, efquirc, by whom he had ifluc a fon, Thomas, and 
two daughters; Nancy, married to Arthur Annefley, called vifeount 
Valcntia, in Ireland; and Mary, who died an infant. His fecond wife 
was Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Robert Rich, baronet; but by her had 
no iffue. J His lordfhip died in 1773, and was fuccecded by

k Thomas de Littleton, of Littleton, in the count/ of Worcefter, temp. Henry III. the an- 
rrfior of this houfe, is faid to have married Emma, foie daughter and heir of Simon de Prank- 
ley, owner of that lordfhip, and by her to have bad an only daughter, Emma, who married 
Augenes de Tatlington, on the decrafe of wbofe grandfon, Thomas de Tatlington, S. P. the 
inheritance of Franklcy was re-acquired to the Littleton family, who thenceforth made it their 
principal feat. Probably the aujuiiition of it was by fume entail, contrived in as honourable a 
manner as this family of lawyers contrived to get pofleilion of tlio manor of Shirford, in War-

Sir Michael Longueville married Sufan, filler and heir to 
Henry Grey, earl of Kent; and had iflue a fon, Charles, who claimed 
and was allowed the barony of Grey of Ruthyn. Which Charles had 
an only daughter and heir, Sufan, married to Sir Henry Yclvcrton; 
whofe fccond fon, 

IIent Yelverton, fuccceded his elder brother Charles in the ba¬ 
rony of Grey of Ruthyn, was created vifeount Longueville, in ib^o.f

Tiie family of Lowther is of great antiquity in the county of 
Wellmorcland; has llourifiicd at Lowther for many generations 
back, and has produced many eminent perfons; whereof, in late 
times.

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Sir John Lowther, baronet (grandfon and heir of Sir John Low- 
tfier, who, in 1640, was created a baronet of Nova Scotia), in 1696, 
was advanced to the dignity of peerage, by the title of baron Lowther, 
of Lowther, and vifeount Lonfdalc, both in Wcftmorcland. 

In i6pp, he was made lord privy leal; and was twice one of the 
lords juft ices for the government of the kingdom during his majefty s 
abfcncc. Iiis other employments, virtues, and accomplifhmcnts, are 
fet forth upon a monument crctftcd for him in the church of Lowther, 
where he was interred; from which it appears, that he was the thirtieth 
knight of his J'amily in dcl'ccnt. 

He married Catherine, daughter of Sir Henry Frederick Thynne, and 
filler to Thomas vifeount Weymouth,"’ and had ifluc three ions, and 
five daughters. Of the former, Richard and Henry fuccccdcd to the 
title; and Anthony, the third, who was one of the commiftioners of 
the revenue in Ireland, died unmarried in 1741. Of the latter. Mary- 
married Sir John Wentworth, of North-Elmfal and Broadlworth, in 
com. Ebor. baronet; Elizabeth married Sir William Ramfden, of 
Byrom, in com. Ebor, baronet; Jane died finglc; Margaret wedded 
Jofeph, afterwards Sir Jofeph Pennington, of Muncafter, in Cur.,- 
bcrland, baronet; and Barbara, Thomas, fon and heir of William 
Howard, of Corbey, in Cumberland, cfquire. His lordlhip died 6th 
July, 1700, and was fuccceded by his elded fon, 

Richard, fecond vifeount Lonfdalc, who died of the fmall-pox, at 
Lowther, the dime year that he came at age, in 1713; leaving his bro¬ 
ther, Henry, his next heir. Which 

Heniiv, third vifeount Lonfdalc, if confidcrcd in his attachment to 
the Proteftant fucccffion, his love to the king, and his rcadinefs to 
co-operate with his minifters, whenever he thought them in the right, 
wus a perfect courtier. But if we regard his conftant adherence to the

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intcreft of his country, his contempt of honours and advantage to 
himfel£ and his ftcady oppofition to every meafurc which he consi¬ 
dered detrimental to the public, he was indeed a patriot. Beloved by 
his friends, refpedted even by his enemies, he was in the Senate ho¬ 
noured with attention from both: courted by all parties, he enlifted 
with none, but preferved through life a remarkable independency. 
Thefe public virtues arofe from the excellence of his private difpofi- 
tion, from the benevolence of his heart, from the uprightnefs of his 
intentions, from his great parts, and uncommon penetration. 

This great man deceafed the 13th March, 1750-j, unmarried; 
wherefore the title of baron Lowther, and vifeount Lonfdale, became 
extind. But in 1784, they were again revived in the perfon of 

Sir James Lowther, baronet, the heir male of the family; viz. 
fon and heir of Robert, eldeft fon and heir of Richard Lowther, next 
brother to John, father of John firft vifeount Lonfdale, beforemen- 
tioned. This Sir James Lowther, befidcs being very eminent for 
his weight in parliamentary intereft, became confpicuous for an 
offer made by him, in 1783, to build and equip a fhip of war of 
Seventy-four guns at bis own expcnfe\ but although the Seemingly ge¬ 
nerous and patriotic offer was accepted by his majefty, the country 
has never yet witneffed the conffrudtion of this man of war for her 
Service; but very Soon after Saw announced in the Gazette, the pro¬ 
motion of Sir James Lowther, baronet, to the following great honours; 
viz. baron Lowther, of Lowther, in Weflmorcland; baron of the 
barony of Kendal, in the fold county; and baron of the barony of 
Burgh, in Cumberland; vifeount Lonfdale, and vifeount Lowther, 
and carl of Lonfdale, in the county of Wcftmorcland. His lordfhip 
married lady Margaret Stuart, daughter of John earl of Bute; whoft 
well known influence might probably not a little contribute to this 
extraordinary conferment of fo many dignities on one perfon, and at 
one creation. 

Having no iffue, his lordlhip perceiving that his honours were likely 
to become cxtin&, he, in 1792, was created viicount and baron Lcnv- 

thcr. 
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tljer, of Whitehaven, with remainder to the heirs male of the reve¬ 
rend Sir William Lowthcr, of Svtillington, baronet; and dying in 
1802, the latter mentioned titles devoved upon the pretent nobleman, 
who has fnicc been railed to the dignity of carl of Lonfdale.

lx 1780, Alex andkr Wedderburn, an eminent lawyer, derived 
from an ancient family in Scotland, was appointed lord chief jufticc of 
the common pleas, and created a baron of the realm, by the title of 
lord Loughborough, of Loughborough, in the county of Lciccfter, 
with limitation to his iflue male." Whilft a commoner, his lordlliip 
greatly diftinguiflied himfelf as a member of parliament; and after his 
elevation to the peerage, difplayed the power of his great talents and 
legal abilities, in the difeharge of that high, yet arduous office of lord 
high chancellor of England: which for fomc years he fulfilled with 
dignity, honour, and integrity. He was twice married: firft, to Betty- 
Ann, daughter and heir of .John Dawfon, of Morby, in Yorkffiirc; 
and, fecondly, to Charlotte, daughter of William, and lifter to the 
prefent vifeount Courteney; but by neither lady left any iflue. In 
i/95> perceiving that his titles were likely to prove extind, lie ob¬ 
tained a new patent of creation, and was thereby made baron

Eflcx, the 20th Charles;, th limitation, in default of ifluc male, to 
his brother, Sir Charlc.. ~<ucas, and his i flue‘male; and in default, to 
his other brother, Sir Thomas, and his ifliie male. 

This nobleman married Anne, daughter of Sir Chriftopher Ncvill, 
of Newton St. Lo, in Somerfetfhirc, K. B. by whom he had an only 
daughter, Mary, who became the wife of Anthony carl of Kent.

advanced to the dignity of a baron of Great Britain, by the title of 
baron Macartney, of Parkhurft, in Surrey, and of Auchinleck, in the 
ftewardlliip of Kircudbright. His lord (hip was employed on fcvcral 
diplomatic occafions, and particularly in an embafly to the emperor of 
China; of w'hich, a very full and pompous account has beenpubliflied 
by his fccrctary. Sir George Staunton.

In 1711, Sir Thomas Mansel, baronet, knight of the fhire for 
Glamorgan, was created baron Manfel of Margam, in that county, by 
queen Anne; in whofe reign he was comptroller of the houfhold, and 
a teller of the exchequer. 

The family of Manfel, according to gencalogifls and antiquaries,^ 
is derived from an ancient flock; whereof Philip Manfel is faid to 
have come over with the Conqueror, and to have had iffue feveral fons;

that reign. He, by the pedigrees of the family, is ftated to have mar¬ 
ried Joane, daughter of Simon Beauchamp, of Bedford; and to have 
had Sir Thomas, father of Henry, who, in the time of Edward I. 
fettled in Glamorganlhirc, and was anceftor to Sir Thomas Manfel, 
created a baronet at the firil inftitution of that order, in 1611; whole 
Ion and heir, Lewis, had ilTue, Edward, father r of Sir Thomas Manfel, 
his fccoud Ion, who was created a peer of the realm, as beforementioned. 

This nobleman married Martha, daughter and heir of Francis Mil¬ 
lington, of the city of London, merchant, by whom he had three 
daughters; Martha, Elizabeth, and Mary; and alio three fons, Ho* 
bert, Chriftopher, and Bufley Manfel. 

Robert, cldeft ion of Thomas lord Manfel, died vita patris, 29th 
April, 1723; having had ilTue by Anne his wife, daughter and coheir 
of the celebrated, but unfortunate, admiral Sir Cloudcfley Shovel, 
knight, a daughter, and a fon, Thomas. Which 

Thomas, on the dcccafe of his grandfather, in December, 1723, 
fucceeded to the barony, but died, unmarried, in 1743; whereupon

Christopher, became the next lord, who alio died, unmarried, the 
next enfuing year, 1744, leaving his younger brother, 

Bdssy Maksel, his fucccdbr in the title; who enjoyed it but a 
Ihort time, dcccafmg, without ilTue male, in 1750, when it became 
extin&. He married, firft, the lady Betty Harvey, daughter of John 
earl of Briftol, who died in 1727 ; after when, to his lecond lady, he 
took Barbara, widow of Sir Walter Blackct, baronet, and daughter

Richard Planta genet (fon and heir of Richard carl of Cam¬ 
bridge, by the aforefaid Anne Mortimer, his wife); which Richard 
thereupon had the title of carl of March (being alfo duke of York), and 
the fame defeended on his death to his fon and heir, 

Edward Plastagf.net; who having afterwards afeended the 
throne by the name of Edward IV. conferred this honour upon 
Edward prince of Wales, his unhappy fon, who was murdered by 
his uncle, Richard duke of Glouceftcr.

STUART EARL OF MARCH. 

The next family which had this honour, was that of the royal houfe 
of Scotland, in the perfon of 

Esme Stuart, lord Aubigny; who, in 1619, was created earl of 
March: for an account of which illuftrious dynafty, the reader is re¬ 
ferred to their fuperior title of Richmond.* 

On the termination of the Stuart male line, the earldom coming to 
the crown, was afterwards revived by his majefty Charles II. in one of 
his numerous baftard Ions; viz. 

Charles Lexos (or Lenox), whom he created baron of Setring- 
ton (or Sctringham), in Yorkftiire; earl of March; and duke of 
Richmond, alfo in York (hi re. All which honours yet remain in his 
pofterity. 


MARLBOROUGH. 

This place is famous in our law books, for a parliament there 
holden, the 53d Henry III. in which were made the " Statutes (from 
“ thence called) of Marlborough, right ncceflary for the peace and 
“ tranquillity of the people; as is affirmed in the preamble to the 
“ fame.” 

In 16 26 , James baron Ley, of Ley, in the county of Devon, was 
created earl of Marlborough, as has already been mentioned ;f upon 
the extin&ion of whofe male line the honour terminating, was next 
revived in the houfe of Churchill.

Tuf. genealogical flattery of heralds has derived this family from 
the ancient one of Leon, in France; whereof Gitto de Leon 
firing in Normandy, anno 1055, whofe fecund Ion, Wand::;, wa.,

Ron rut, w ho, accompanying the Conqueror into England, had, in 
reward of his ferviccs, divers lands in leveral counties; among which 
was the lordthip of Churchill, in Somerfetlhire, from whence he 
a {fumed his furnamc. Be this relation as it may, the firl't ptrfon of 
the name who obtained the rank of nobility, was 

John Churchill, fecond foil of Sir Wh niton Churchill (by Eli¬ 
zabeth his wife, daughter of Sir John Drake, of Aflic, in com. Devon, 
baronet, by Eleanor his wife, daughter and coheir to John lord But¬ 
ler, of Brumfield,* by Elizabeth his wife, filler to George Villiers, * vki. r.utirr 
duke of Buckingham); which John, molt probably, owed the lirfl ot 1,raI1,llt l(1 - 
foundation of his honour, at leafl his introduction in the court, to the 
influence of his filter, Arabella Churchill, with James II. whole 
miftrefs flic was; and by him had the celebrated duke of Berwick, 
another foil, called Henry Fitz-Jamcs, and a daughter, Henrietta, v. ho 
married Sir Henry Waldegravc, of Chuton, in com. Sumerf. baronet; 
as alfo another daughter, who became a nun. 

The character, actions, and the part this eminent perfon had in the 
glorious Revolution of 1688, are fo well known, and have, liy hilto- 
rians and biographers, been fo amply detailed, as to render the mention 
of them at any length unneccflary.. 

The firfl title conferred upon him was. that of baron of Eymouth, 
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MARLBOROUGH. 


in Berwickihire, in December, 1682. Soon after which, in 1685, he 
v.r.s created baron Churchill, of Sandridge, in Hertfordshire. 

His lordfhip commanded a body of troops, and contributed greatly 
to the defeat of the duke of Monmouth at Scdgemoor. With relpect 
to his after conduct towards king James, for which he has been fo 
Severely ccnfurcd, as guilty both of ingratitude and treachery to a very 
kind and liberal mailer, bifhop Burnet obferves, ** That he never 
“ difeovered any of the king’s fccrcts; nor did ever pufli him on to 
“ any violent proceedings; on the contrary, whenfoever he fpokc to 
*' the king of his affairs, he always fuggefted moderate counfcls; that 
“ be had taken a resolution, that if the king perilled in his defign of 
“ overturning our religion and liberties, that he would l’erve him no 
*■' longer; but withdraw from him, and join the prince of Orange 
“ when he lliould come over, which he did accordingly; but without 
“ betraying any poft, and only retiring with fuch otliccrs as he could 
“ trull with fuch a fccret.” 

When the crown was given to the prince of Orange, that prince 
not only confirmed to the lord Churchill his rank in the army, hut, 
in 1689, created him carl of Marlborough; nevertheless, in 1692, 
upon a furmife of an infurrc6tion in England, he was apprehended by 
a warrant from the privy council; and, with the carl of Huntington, 
font prifoner to the Tower; the rcafon of this commitment has never 
been fully underftood. However, in 1698, when the duke of Glou- 
ceftcr’s houfhold was fettled, the king named his lordlbip for that 
young prince’s governor. After when, during his majefty’s abfcncc 
abroad, he was three fevcral times appointed one of the lords juflices 
of the kingdom; and in 1701 w'as declared commander in chief of 
trie Englifh forces in Holland, and ambaffador extraordinary and ple¬ 
nipotentiary at the Hague. 

Upon the acccffion of queen Anne, he was continued in all thofe 
high polls; moreover, was made a knight of the garter, and declared 
captain general of all the forces at home and abroad; and in 1702, 
was advanced to the dignity of marquis of Blandlord, and duke of 

Marlborough. 
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Marlborough. The events of his glorious cum-yaijns are well known, 
and need not be here particularized. 

In March 1705, after his victory at Blenheim, the honour and 
manor of Woodftock, and hundred of Wojton, were veiled in him 
and liis heirs for ever; rendering to the queen, and her heirs and fuo 
ccifors, annually, on the 2d of Ami oft, at the cuille of Winuior, one 
ilandard, or colours, with three i'ieur Je Lis j>aintecl thereon, for all 
manner of rents, Services, 5 c c. On account of the lame great victory, 
the Emperor conferred upon him the. dignity oi a prince ei the empire, 
by the title of, prince of Miudelhetm, in the Circle of Suabia. But 
notwithllanding the immortal fame liis grace had acquired in the field, 
and the long afcendancy liis duohefs had poifeifed over the queen, a 
part) railed itfelf againll him, and he was difinilfed from all his high 
polls and employments. Hereupon his grace and his friends entered 
into a vigorous oppofition to the court meafurcs : but \\ hen the treaty 
of Utrecht was concluded, and lie law that either a civil war, or an 
entire fubmiffion to thole mcalures mull follow, lie rcfolved to retire 
abroad, and accordingly left the kingdom. 24th November. 1712. 
This exilement was, however, of lliort duration; for when George I. 
came to the crown, his grace returned again, and was received with 
particular diftindion; and conftituted captain general of the land 
forces, colonel of the firll regiment of foot guards, and mailer general 
of the ordnance. 

He married Sarah, daughter and coheir of Richard Jennings, 01 
Sandridgc, in the county of Hertford, ifquire, and by her had iifue 
lour daughters; of which, the lady Ucuvi.tt.i nurried Irani is earl of 
of Godolphin; Anne, Charles Spencer, earl oi Sunderland; Elizabcih, 
Scroop Egcrton, duke of Bridgcw .ter; and; Mary, Jolin duke of Mon¬ 
tague : as alfo one lbn, John, who died i:i 1705, without iifue. 
Whereupon the duke, in 1706, obtained an act of parliament, which 
fettled his honours and certain cilates, in default of iifue male, upon 
his heirs female, fucccfiivcly, and their iifue male relpeclivcly; who ar 
length came to enjoy them.

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In l? 22 , his grace departed this life, in peace, wealth, and glory; 
alter an happy courle of the moil illuftriems actions, crowned with 
honour and renown; in which his tranfeemiant merit and abilities, as 
a general and a ftatclman, will remain in hilloiy the fubjcct ot uni- 
vcrJal applaulc. His duchels, Sarah, furvived him ; r and his honours 
devolved upon 

Henrietta, his daughter, wife of the earl of Godolphin, by virtue 
of the limitation of the act of parliament beforementioned, who there¬ 
upon became duchels of Marlborough; but flic dying in 1733, was 
buried in Wcltminftcr Abbey; and ha\ing no ifluc male, the honours 
defeended to her nephew, Charles Spencer, carl of Sunderland, in 
whole family they at prefent continue.

The family of Marney was of a very ancient account in Eflex, fb 
early as the reign of Henry II.; for, according to Morant,* William 
dc Marney, in 1166, held a knight’s fee under Henry de Eflex, of the 
honour of Hagnct. And in after times, the feat of his defeendants 
appears to have been at Laycr-Marncy, in the faid county. “Of which 
line; 

Sir IIenuy Marney, in the time of Henry VII. was a commander 
againtt the carl of Lincoln at the battle of Stoke, as alfo againft the 
Cornifli rebels at Blackhcath; and in the reign of Henry VIII. for 
his gravity, wifdom, and lingular endowments, was not only cleded 
one of t*he knights of the garter, but was advanced to the degree of 
a baron of the realm, by the name of lord Marney, of Marney, in com. 
Eflex; being like wile keeper of the privy leal. He died 15th 
Henry VIII. and was buried at Layer-Marney. 

He was twice married: firflt, to Thomaflnc, daughter of John 
Arundel, of Lanherne, in Cornwall; by whom he had two foils, John 
and Thomas, who died before him ; and a daughter, Elizabeth, who 
became the wife of Thomas Bonham, efquirc; iecondly, to Elizabeth, 
daughter of Nicholas Wifield, lord mayor of London; but by her he 
had only one daughter, who married Sir Henry Bedingfteld, knight. 

John, fecond lord Marney, in the lifetime of his father, was go¬ 
vernor of Rochefter caftle, and efquirc of the body to Henry VIII. but

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Clarence, younger brother to king Edward IV. This Sir William was 
grandfather to 

Sir Fn an cis Masjiam, baronet; whole eighth fon, Samuel, by his 
firft wife, Mary, daughter of Sir William Scot, of iiouen, in Nor¬ 
mandy (marquis dc la Mezanfene, in France), at length became the 
heir male of his family, and fuccccded to the baronetcy. Which 
Samuf.l married Abigail, daughter to Francis Hill, a Turkey mer¬ 
chant, and filter to general John Hill; which lady being a near rela¬ 
tion to Sarah duchcfs of Marlborough, was by her means firft intro¬ 
duced to the notice of queen Anne,'and thereby laid the foundation of 
her own, and of her hufband's future fortune and honour. 

He had been a page to the queen, whilft princcfs of Denmark; and 
alfo one of the equerries, and gentlemen of the bedchamber, to prince

In 1620, Sir William Maynard, baronet, was created, by letter- 
patent, baron Maynard, of Wicklow, in Ireland; and in 1628, wa- 
advanced to the dignity of an lfnglilh peer, by the title of baron 
Maynard, of Eilaines Parva, in Ellex ; whole fbn, William, iucceeded 
him, and was father of Hanufter, the third lord; whole ions, Henry 
and Grey, were fucccflively the fourth and fifth barons; anil dying 
unmarried, as alio all their other brothers, S. P. Charles, the eighth 
and youngclt brother, became the fixth and lall baron ; who, in 1 766, 
was created baron Maynard, of Much-Eailon, alias Eaflon ad Mon- 
tern, in Ellex; and vilcount Mavnard, of Ealton Lodtre, in the lame 
county ; with limitation, in default of ilTuc male of his own body, to 
Sir William Maynard, baronet, and his heirs male ; which Sir Wil¬ 
liam w as descended from Charles Maynard, a younger brother to Sir 
William, the firll baron. 

In 1775, upon the death of the faid William vifeount Maynard, 
S.P. the barony of Maynard of Ellainc-Parva became extinfl; and the 
other titles defeended, according to the entail made in the patent of 
creation abovementioned. 


MELCOMBE.

In 1761, George Doddington was created baron Mclcomb, of 
Mclcomb-Regis, in the county of Dorfet. 

This eminent perfon, whole paternal name was Bubb, alTumcd that 

of 
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of Doddington, by a<& of parliament, in purfuance of the will of his 
uncle, George Doddington, cfquire, of Eaftbury, in the county of 
Dorfct, who left him the chief of his very confidcrablc eftate; whereof 
the capital mansion was conlidered, when completed by lord Mel- 
combc, as one of the mod expenfive and magnificent in the county; 
and was fitted up in the moft fuperb and coftly manner.” Elis lord- 
fliip, while a commoner, was envoy extraordinary to the court of Spain, 
member of parliament for Bridgewater, Weymouth, and Melcombe- 
Kcgis; afid held many great pods and employments in the reigns of 
George I. and II. He was of the mod diflinguifhed celebrity in his¬ 
tory ; which his ctirious and well-known Diary (publilhcd after his 
death), mod evidently demondrates; at the fame time that it difclofcs 
myderics of date, w'orthy the perufal and obfervation of the inquifitive 
politician. 

His lordfhip dying unmarried in 1762, enjoyed his elevated rank 

but a twelvemonth; and it became extintd. His noble feat and edate 

at Eadbury, by fomc family fettlement, went to Richard carl Temple; 

but the bulk of his fortune he left to Thomas Wyndham, of Wynd- 

ham, cfquire.* * Hutchins*

Lionel Cranfield, fon of Thomas Cranficld, was fird bred up 
a merchant; and having married a kinfwoman of Villicrs, the reign¬ 
ing favourite,^ he was brought to court, when the king bedowed on 
him the honour of knighthood; and finding him capable of bufinefs Buckingham.

(for lie was a man of very good accompliflimcnts), made him, firft 
sr. after of the requefts; next, mailer of the great wardrobe, mailer of 
the wards, a privy couniellor, and ioon after created him baron of 
Cranfield, in Bedfordfliire; and the year following, earl of Middieiex: 
having alio conilituted him lord treafurer of England. 

As thele fudden and great preferments, from io low a beginning, 
had procured him the envy of many of the ancient nobility, io Buck¬ 
ingham, who had railed him, took up a refolution to crulh him, left 
he ihould outrival him in power and favour. Which was the more 
eaiily accompliihed, for as Middieiex wanted innocence to defend him- 
felf, io he wanted humility that others might do % for him; having 
tranfa&ed many things in his office of lord treafurer, fuch as only the 
king's ipecial indulgence could fereen him from puniihmcnt. In re¬ 
ference whereto, there is one ftoiy*ver y memorable. 

Lord Bacon, after he was ientenced in parliament,* meeting with 
Middlefex ioon after he had been made treafurer, and having firft: 
congratulated him on his advancement to fo high a poll, told him, 
between jeil and earned, that there was one thing he would recom¬ 
mend to his lordfhip, and through him to all other great officers at court , 
namely, to remember a parliament will come. 

Whether my lord Bacon ipoke by the ipirit of divination or not, 
yet certain it is, it was not two years before this earl was impeached 
in parliament; which was leconded by Buckingham, and readily re¬ 
ceived by the lords. His accuiation was for bribery, extortion, oppref- 
iions, and other heinous mifdemcanours, for which he had judgment; 
viz. 

That Lionel earl of Middieiex, now lord treafurer of England, lhall 
loie all his offices which he holds in this kingdom; and lhall be made 
for ever incapable of any office, place, or employment in the date and 
commonwealth. 

That he lhall be impriioned in the Tower of London during the 
king’s pleafure. 

That he lhall pay to our lovcrcign lord the king the fun of £.50,000. 

That 
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That he fhall never more fit {(^parliament. 

And that he fliall never come within the verge of the court. 

A bill was likewife palled, to make his eftate liable to the king's 
fine, and other accounts; and to make reftitution to all fuch whom he 
had wronged, as fhould be allowed by the diferetion of the houfe. 

Such was the fudden rife and fall of this popular man; and all in 
the period of about ten years from his fir ft coming to court. 

This nobleman was twice married: his firft wife was Elizabeth, 
daughter of Richard Shepherd, a merchant in London, by whom h^ 
had three daughters; of which, Martha was wife of Henry Carey 
(after carl of Monmouth); Elizabeth, of Edmund lord Sheffield, grand- 
fon and heir of Edmundjparl of Mulgrave; and Mary, who died un¬ 
married. His fecond wife was Anne, daughter of James Brett, of • 
Houby, in com. Leic. by Anne his wife, After to Mary countefs of 
Buckingham, by whom he had four Ions; James, Lionel, and Ed¬ 
ward, who died unmarried; and William, who died young; as alfo 
two daughters; viz. Frances, who became wife of Richard earl of 
Dorfet;* and Sufan, who died young. His lordfhip died in 1645, 
aged feventy; and notwithftanding his difgrace, had fepulture in 
Weftminfter Abbey, where a monument was creded to his memory. 

James, fecond earl of Middlefex, married Anne, third daughter and 
coheir to Edward earl of Bath, by whom he had an only daughter, 
Elizabeth, who wedded John lord Bracklcy, cldeft fon of the earl of 
Bridgewater; but having no ifTue male, and dying in 1651, he was 
fucceeded by his brother, 

Lionel, the third and laft earl of his family; who having married 
Rbchei, daughter of Francis carl of Weftmorcland, widow of Henry 
earl of Bath, died in 1674, S. P. when his honours became extiuft; 
and he was interred in Weftminfter Abbey with his father. 

In 16751 however, Charles, cldeft fon and heir apparent of Richard 
earl of Dorfet, was created baron of Cranfield, and earl of Middlefex. 
Which titles are now merged in the dukedom of Dorfet.

In 1753, Joseph Damer, efquire, of Milton Abbey, in the county 
of Dorfet was created baron Milton, of Shronc Hill, in the epunty of 
Tipperary, in Ireland; and in 1762, an Englifh peer, by the title of 
baron Milton, of Milton Abbey, in Dorfet Hi ire. Furthermore, in 1792, 
lie was advanced to the dignity of carl of Dorchcftcr. 

With regard to the defeent of this family, Edmonibn, and others, 
have derived it from the ancient barons D’Amory, of whom mention 
has been made in the firft volume of this work ;f but although fuch 
may be the fad, yet there certainly arc not a few who doubt the cor- 
rednefs of this noble lineage; and at the fame time would iike to 
know what fcrvices, on behalf of the country, in the cabinet or in the 
field, could recommend Mr. Damer to be elevated from a commoner, 
to the rank of one of the hereditary lcgillators of the kingdom. 

His lordfliip, in 1742, married the lady Caroline Sackville, daughter 
of Lionel duke of Dorfet; and had ilfuc a daughter, Caroline, who be¬ 
came the wife of Mr. baron Grant (of Scotland); and alio three tons; 
of which, John married Anne, daughter of the late field marflial Con¬ 
way, 
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wav, but died in 1776, S. P.; y George was the next earl; and Lionel 
wedded Wifliamxa, daughter of William Janfcn, cfquire; and died 
S. P. M. in 1806. 

George, fecond, but cldcft furviving fon, on the death of his fa¬ 
ther in 1798, was his fucccflor. He died, unmarried, in 1808; and 
with him, for want of ifluc male, terminated the honours of this 
family.

The fact, however, feems, that at this diftant day, 
the patent of creation cannot be found regiftcred, or enrolled, in any 
of thofc offices where fuch inltruments arc ufually entered and pre¬ 
ferred.

Serjeant Minfliull, is an old family fettlemcnt, wherein the find firft 
baron is deferibed by his title of honour; which fettlemcnt, on fome

Having in the firft volume of this work* made mention of the 
ancient lords Mohun, whole principal feat was at Dunftcr Cuftle, in 
Somerfetfhirc, it here remains to notice 

Reginald Mohun, ofBoconnoc, in Cornwall, the chief heir male 
by a younger branch of that noble family; which Reginald, by letters 
patent, loth James I. was created a baronet; and by Philippa his wife, 
daughter of John Hcle, efquire, left iflue 

John, his fon and heir; who, the 4th of Charles I. was by letters 
patent, created lord Mohun, baron of Okehampton, in com. Devon. 
He afterwards, upon the breaking out of the unhappy civil war, was 
one of the chief commanders for his majefty, in Cornwall and the 
Weft of England; and did for him very confidcrable fcrvicc on fcvcral 
occafions. He married Cordelia, daughter of Sir John Stanhope, of 
Shelford, in com. Notts, (widow of Sir Roger Afton), and had iflue 
three daughters; viz. Cordelia, who became wife of John Harris, of 
Heane, in com. Devon, efquire; Theophila, of James, fon of aider- 
man Campbell, a merchant in London; and Philadelphia. As like- 
wife three Tons; John, his fuccefTor; Warwick, heir to his brother 
John; and Charles, who was flain at Dartmouth, in arms for the 
king. 

John, fecond lord Mohun, died unmarried; whereby the title de¬ 
volved upon his brother 

Warwick, who thus became the fourth lord; and dying in 1665, 

left by Catherine his wife, daughter of - - --Welles, of Brember,

Charles, 
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Charles, liis fon and heir, whole wife was Philippa, daughter of 
Arthur carl of Anglefoy, remarried to Mr. Scijeant Coward, by whom 
he had a daughter, Elizabeth, that died in 170 g, unmarried; and a* 
fon, Charles, his heir. Which 

Ch arles, fifth and laft baron of his family, was of a vehement and 
impetuous difpofition; and by realon of his education being much 
ncglc&cd, was guilty of many wild Tallies and cxccffes of youth. He 
was twice tried for murder, but both times acquitted; and the latter, 
lih torch honour and reputation, by the unanimous fufFrage of his 
peers; having with great modefty and elocution made his innocence 
fo clear, that he obtained the opinion‘of all prefent. 

He was for fome time in the army; but this he afterwards quitted, 
and applied himfelf to the affairs of the Ration, whereon he fomc- 
times lpoke in parliament with a confiderablc degree of eclat. But at 
length, by reafon of an eftatc that had been left to him by the earl 
of Macclesfield, which occafioned a law-fuit between him and James 
duke of Hamilton, an unhappy quarrel arofe, which terminated in a 
duel, wherein both thefc noblemen were killed, the 15th November, 
1712. 

His firft wife was Charlotte, the daughter of ------ Mainwaring, 

cfquirc, by the lady Charlotte Gerard, filler to Charles carl of Mac¬ 
clesfield ; and his fecond, Elizabeth, daughter of Dr. Thomas Law¬ 
rence (widow of colonel Griffith); but having no male iffue by cither 
lady, his title Upon his dcccafc became extinft.

Robert Caret (fourth fon of Henry firft lord Hunfdon), on whom 
this title was conferred, although a near relation to queen Elizabeth,

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vet appears to have owed his preferment to the difpatch he ull-u in 
informing her fucccifor of her death." 

This celebrated perfen, who has left “ Memoirs of his own TJle, 
w hich were publiflied by John earl of Corkc and Orrery, in 4 75 v w:1 "' 
born about 1560; the youngcfl furviving, he lays, of ten lor.: - . In 
1 qyy, he accompanied Sir Thomas Leighton in his embalK. iirlt to 
the States, and then to Don John of Aultria. After this, he went 
with fccrctary Walfingham to Scotland; when the king liked him ii» 
much, that he wrote a requeft to queen Elizabeth, t.» tutTyf Jinn to 
return thither to attend at his court* 

In 1588, he was on board the fleet at the dell ruction of the Sjenilh 
Armada; and the next year he relates. “ that he won a wager of 
“ jT.2000, by going on fdot, in twelve tkn s, to Berwick.” “ After 
“ this,” he continues, “ I married a gentlewoman ('Elizabeth, tlaugiin r 
of Sir Hugh Trevanion), more for her ivor/fr than her ’•veals tt ; for 
u her eftate was but j£-S 00 a-year jointure.* She had between 00 
“ or jT .600 in her purfe. Neither did flic marry me for any great 
“ wealth ; for I had in all the world but £.100 a-year out 6f the ex- 
“ chequer, as a penlion, and that was but during pJeafure; and I was 
“ near j[. 1000 in debt. Befides, the queen was mightily di/pleai’ed

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“ with me for marrying, and moft of my beft friends; only my father 
“ was no ways offended at it, which gave me great content." 

On the death of queen Elizabeth, he was the firft harbinger to king 
James of Scotland, that he had luccceded to the throne of England; 
producing to him a blue ring/ as a token that he was a true mef- 
fcngcr. 

The king received him gracioufly; and obferved, “ I know you 
loft a near kinfwoman, and a miftrefs; but take here my hand, 
“ 1 will ftc as good a matter to you; and will requite this fervice with 
“ honour and reward." 

Notw'ithftanding, however, this moft kind and encouraging pro- 
mile/ it appears, that it was not until the lyth of James I. he had 
any honour conferred upon him; for it was only then (anno 1622) 
he was, by letters patent, created baron Carey, of Leppington, in 
Yorkfliire; and not till after the death of king James, that he was 
advanced to the dignity of carl of Monmouth, viz. in 1626, the 2d 
of Charles I. His lordfhip lived to a good old age, nearly eighty, and 
died in 1639 ; having had ifluc by Elizabeth his wife, daughter of Sir 
Hugh Trevannion, of Corrihcigh, in Cornwall, two fons, Henry and 
Thomas/ and a daughter, Philadelphia, who married Sir Thomas 
Wharton, knight.

* The account of the hire ring which lady Elizabeth Spcltnan gave to lord Cork, was this: 

king Janies kept a conftnnt and private correfpondence with fcvcral perfons of the Euglifli 
court during many years before queen Elizabeth died. Among them was lady Scroupc (tiller 
of .this Robert Carey to whom his majetty lent, by Sir James Fullerton, a fappliirc ring, with 
pofiiivc to return it to him by a fpecial melTenger, as foon as the queen was actually ex¬ 

pired. Lady Kcrnope had no opportunity of delivering it to her brother Robert, whilll be was 
in the palace of Richmond; but waiting at the window till Ihr faw him at the outlidc of the 
gate, the threw it out to him; and he well knew to what purpofe he received it.

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Hjexky, fecond carl of Monmouth, on his ucccilion to his father s 
titles, was noted, fays Anthony Wood, “ as a perfbn well {killed in 
“ the modem languages, and a generous fcholar; the fruit whereof 
** he found in the troublcfomc times of the rebellion, when by a 
“ forced retirednefs, he was capacitated to cxercifc himfelf in ftutlics, 
“ while others of the nobility were fain to truckle to their inferior.-. 
“ for company’s fake." 

He was a voluminous author; but, as Walpole obferves, “ tb-'vgt* 
“ there are feveral large volumes tranflated by him, we hive fcarce 
“ any thing ef his own compofition; and arc as little acquainted with 
“ his character as with his genius." In Chauncy’s IJcrtfordfliirc, is 
the infeription on his monument in the church at Riekmanfvvorth ; 
Avhich mentions his living forty-one years in marriage with his coun¬ 
ted, Martha, daughter of the lord treafurer Middlefex; bv whom he 
had ten children, two fons and eight daughters. Lionel, the deleft, 
was flain at the battle of Marfton Moor, in 1644, unmarried; and 
Henry died of the fmall-pox in 164J. 

Of the daughters, Anne married James Hamilton, carl of Clanbraf- 
fil; Philadelphia died {ingle; Elizabeth-Mary, wedded William carl 
of Defmond; Trevaniana died unmarried; Martha became the wife 
of John earl of Middleton, in Scotlandand Tneophila and Magda¬ 
len, both died unmarried. 

His lordfliip deccafcd in 1661, and was buried at Rickmanfworth; 
and his honours expired for want of male iffuc. 

when that unhappy monarch had lufl his head, he took it fo much to heart, that he fell fick, 
and died, about tin: year KM8, aged cire. thirty-three, *and was buried in Wcllminflcr 
lie was author of feveral poems, printed fcatternlly in many hooks; and on acron.’jt 
elhemcd an ingenious poet. Klizaheth, his only daughter and heir, married John MorJaiuit, 
created vifeount Mordaunt, of Avalon, whole Ion, Charles, was afterwards made carl of Mon¬ 
mouth.

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SCOT DUKE OF MONMOUTH. 

James, cldeft fon of king Charles II. by Mrs. Lucy Walters, 
(daughter of Richard Walters, of Haverford Weft, in com. Pembroke, 
O141IRO,, was bom in Holland, at Rotterdam, and bore the name of 
Crofts, till by his marriage with the lady Anne Scot, daughter and 
foie heir to Francis carl of Bucclcugh, in Scotland, his father then 
allowed him to take that ftirnamc. 

In 1662, he was brought over into England; and the fame year,* 
was created baron of Tyndalc, in Northumberland; earl of Doncafter, 
in Yorkfliirc; and duke of Monmouth, in Wales; to hold the laid 
honours to him and his ifluc male. The fate of this unhappy noble¬ 
man is fo well known, and the circumftanccs of his life, as well as 
death, arc fo fully recorded by our hiftorians, that to dwell upon them 
here becomes unncccflarv. 

■r 

He died in the flower of his age (tliirty-fevcn); probably more a 
facrifice to the jealouiy of James II. than to the impoflibility of for¬ 
giving the crime of rebellion, for which he luflered. But James had 
not a particle of mercy or generoflty in his difpofltion. 

Bi/hop Burnet lays of the duke, “ He had ievcral good qualities, 
“ and feme that were as bad; he was foft and gentle, even to excels; 
“ and too ealy to tho/c who had credit with him. He was both 
‘i-flpeere and good-natured, and underftood war well; but he was 
11 too'iir.fch given to pleafurc, and to favouritcs. ,,h 

b Dr. Wei I wood gives the following charafter cf him: " He was brave, generous, affable, 

" and extremely handloiiic: militant in his friend (hips, juft to his word, and an utter enemy 
*' to all fort of cruelty, i le was eafy in his natnre,and fond of popuRtr applaufe, which Jed him 
“ inlcufibly into all his misfortunes; but whatever might have been the hiddeu deligns of foine 
" writing heath that he embarked with, his own were noble, and chiefly aimed at the good of 
" his country, though he was millukcn in the means to attain it. Indeed, he teemed born for 
" better fate; for the full part of his liter was all fun (bine, though the reft was clouded.”

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' He had parted from his duchefs, and lived with Henrietta lady 

worth, CH ' Wentworth ;* for which he gndcavourcd to juflify himfelf, by allcg- 
Voi. n. i n g, that he had married his duchcfs too young, to give a free and 
legal confcnt. By her, however, he had four fons and two daughters; 
of the former, two died young; another continued the line, and was 
anceftor of the prefent duke of Bucclcugh; and the other was created 
earl of Delorainc, from whom defeended the late nobleman who bore 
that title. 

Upon the decapitation of the duke, in 1685, his honours became 
forfeited, by rcafon of his attainder; but, nevertheless, in 1743. two 
of them, viz. baron Scot of Tyndale, and carl of Doncafter, were re¬ 
ft ored, by aft of parliament, to Francis, his grandfon; by whole 
defeendant, the prefent duke of Bucclcugh, they ftill continue to be 
poflcfTcd. 

But with regard to the title of Monmouth, it was granted by king 
William III. anno 1689, to Charles vifeount Mordaunt, of Avalon, 
who was created earl of Monmouth; and afterwards fuccccding his 
uncle in the earldom of Peterborough, thofc two dignities became 
coalefccd in each other, and lo yet remain. 


MONTACUTE. (NEVIL.)

John Nf.vil (on whom this title was conferred), was grandibn^ 
+ Vid. Srdif- maternally, of Thomas Montacutc, carl of Salifbury;+ and-younger 
brother to Richard Ncvil, the famous carl of Warwick, called King 
Maker. This John was firft fummoned to parliament as baron Ncvil, 
^ of Montacutc, 38th Henry VI.t and the 3d of Edward IV. was ad- 
vanccd to the title of carl of Northumberland (by rcafon of Henry 
Percy, the legal earl thereof, having fled into Scotland with Henry VI.) 
but afterwards, the loth Edward IV. refigning the patent of the faid 

earldom. 
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earldom, he was, in lieu thereof, created marquis of Montacute. Soon 
after this, however, his brother, the earl of Warwick, having become 
difgufted with king Edward IV. (although he had raifed him to the 
throne), took up arms to depofe him again; whereupon this marquis 
joining with him in the confederacy, met his fate in the battle of 
Barnet; where they were both flain, on Eafter Day, the 14th April, 
1471, the 11 th Edward IV.

was buried at Sal lion, in Cambridgcfliire: as alfo five daughters;

Georg?', tldcrt ion of the deceafed carl, in the lifetime of his fa¬ 
ther, was created duke of Bedford by Edward IV. with intention of 
being married to that king's cldcft daughter, Elizabeth. But after his 
father's attainder, he was degraded from all his dignities and honours 
by the parliament of 17th fcdward IV. and dying S.P. in 1483 (ill 
Edward V.) was buried at Sheriff Hoton.

Of this family was Sir Thomas Browne, knight, treafurcr to 
Henry VI. who had two Ions; George, from whom Sir Adam Browne, 
of Becchworth, in Surry, dclccnded ; and 

Antiions’ Browne, who married Luev, widow of Sir William 

Fitz- 
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Fitz-Williams, knight, and one of the five daughters and coheirs of 
John Nevil, marquis of Montacutc bcforcmcntioncd. This Anthony 
had iffue another Anthony, his ion and heir, father (by Alice his wife, 
daughter of Sir John Gage, K. G.) of a third 

Anthony, who, by letters patent, dated 2d September, ift and 2d 
Philip and Mary, was created vifeount Montacutc (vulgo Montagu); 
according to the infeription upon his tomb, it appears that he was 
a knight of the garter, and chief ftandard-bearcr of England. j **: the 
4th of queen Mary, he was her majefty’s lieutenant of th6 Englifli 
forces at the fiegc of St. Quintin; and by queen Elizabeth, was em¬ 
ployed on fevcral cmbaffics. 

Being a Haunch Roman Catholic, his religion probably recommended 
him fo to queen Mary, as to be the means of his advancement to the 
peerage; while his great prudence, wifdom, and loyalty, obtained lor 
him the efteem of queen Elizabeth. Who, Camden, in his Annals 
fays, paid him a vifit fome time before his death; for flic was len- 
fiblc, his regard for that religion was owing to his cradle and educa¬ 
tion; and proceeded rather from principle than fudiion, as fome people’s 
faith did. He was on the trial of Mary queen of Scots; and dying, 
iqth October, 1592 (34th Elizabeth), was buried at Midhurft, ad- 
ioining his fine feat of Coudray. 

This nobleman was twice married: his firft wife was Jane, daugh¬ 
ter of Robert carl of Sufiex; by whom he had a fon, Anthony, and a 
daughter, Mary, who became the wife, firft, of Henry WriothcfJcy, 
carl of Southampton; and after, of Sir Thomas Hcncagc, knight; 
and, laftly, of Sir William Harvey, who was created lord Roft,_jn 
Ireland, and baron of Kidbrook, in England.* His fecond^vviie was 
Magdalen, daughter of William lord Dacrc, of Gillelland, by w hom 
he had five fons ;f viz. Philip, Wiliiam, Sir George,* Thomas, and

Anthony, his only furviving fon, became his heir; and by Frances 
his wife, filler of Sir Herbert Mackw p ortli, baronet, and widow of 
Alexander lord Halkerton, of Scotland, had ifluc an only fon, George - 
Samucl, and a daughter, Elizabeth-Mary, who married, in 1794, 
William Stephen Poyntz, of Midgham, in com. Berks, efquirc. This 
vifeount was the firft of his family who renounced the errors of Pa¬ 
pery, and conformed to the cftablilhed church. He died in 1787, and

Geo kg e-Samuel, his only fon and heir; whole early exit from the 
world, in the bloom of youth, deferves particular mention. 

His lordlhip, accompanied by his friend Mr. Sedley Burdet, was

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uncommonly anxious to pafs the famous waterfalls of Schauffhaufen, 
in Switzerland, which had hitherto been unattempted by any vilitant. 
The majrillrates of the diftritft having heard of the refolution of tliel’e 


travellers, and knowing that inevitable detiruelion would be the con- 
fcqucnec of iiich an attempt, had ordered guards to be placed, for the 
purpofe of preventing the execution of it. Such, however, was the 
force of their curiofity, that they found means to elude every precau¬ 
tion. Having provided themlclves with a final I flat-bottomed punt, 
as thcy'w'Tc about to ftep into it. lord Montagu’s fervant flopped fliort, 
and, as it were inftiiiclivcly, feized hi> mafter by the collar, declaring 
for the moment he fhould forget the refpeci of the fervant in the duty 
of the man. Ilis lordfb.ip, however, extricated himfclf at the expenle 
of part of his collar and neckcloth ; and pufhed off immediately with 
his companion. They got over the firft fall in fafetv ; and began to 
Ihout and wave their handkerchiefs, in token of fucccfs. They then 
pufhed down the l'ccond fall, by far more dangerous; from which 
time thrv have not been feen or heard of. It is ftippoled, that the 
boat, hurried by the violence of the cataracrf, jammed them between 
two rocks. Tire fervant remained three weeks near the place, be¬ 
wailing the fate of bis beloved maftcr, who. in the prime of life, had 
thus fallen a victim to his curiofity, while he was hourly cxpcdled at 
Coudray ; yet that magnificent manfion feemed as if it were to perifh 
with its owner; for by an accidental fire it was burnt down in 1703, 
at the time the rafb attempt of the noble vifeount coft him his life. 
Dying unmarried the title was ftippoled to dclccnd to 

Mark Anthony IIiuiwnf. a diftant coufin, on whoje death, in 
November 179 7, it is p re fumed it became extinct. Vet the families 
of Browne marquis of Sligo, and baron Kilmaine, in Ireland, arc by 
the various printed peerages reprefented to be derived from Bichard, 
a younger fon of Anthony firll vifeount Montagu ; hut from the mo¬ 
numental infeription on the tomb of the laid Anthony, firll vifeount 
Montagu, at Midhurft, it is certain there is no nof.ee made of any tilth 
fon, for thole who arc mentioned thereon, have been already correctly 
dated.

Simon, was anceftor of this ancient houfe. lie married Elizabeth, 
daughter and heir of William Boughton, of Boughton, in Northamp¬ 
tonshire ; and had Thomas, his fon and heir, father of John, father 
of William, whofc great grandfon. 

Sir Edward Montagu, was a famous judge, knighted, and made 
chief jufticc of the King’s Bench, temp.

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of James I. was made a knight of the hath; and in 1022, created 
lord Montagu, of Houghton, in com. Northamp. Of this noble lord 
two characters arc given by two eminent writers. The firft fays, 
“ That he was fincere in his religion ; a pious and pradtifing hearer, 
“ and parifhioner, who regarded not fo much who fpoke, as what was 
“ fpoken ; that he was a patron to men of letters and merit; bellow- 
“ ing the livings in his gift to learned men, and iiicli as he knew 
“* deferved them: hut from his deteftation to pluralities and nun- 
“ rehdence (though he exacted no other covenanr), he ever required, 
“ if they took any other living, they flioukl return his a&iin. That 
“ he was a molt tender lather, an excellent mafter, a good and kind 
“ landlord; cafy of needs, courteous to all, yet keeping the feerets of 
“ his heart to himlelf; a ftrict ohferver of the laws ; humble, juft, 
“ and charitable. That he bore the lots of his dear and beloved 
“ friends with invincible fortitude; but that the luls of his iccond 
“ wife touched him the molt ienlihly of any; llie being a lady of a 
“ mod amiable dilpolition, and of great prudence and piety. His 
“ lioulekccping was liberal and bountiful; that it is lcarce credible 
“ what numbers (i 200), were fed, chearcd, comforted, and refrefhed 
“ by his beneficence.” In the other character, lie is dated ** As a 
“ perfon of a plain, downright Englidi fpirit; of a deady courage, a 
devout heart; and though no Puritan, fcverc and regular in his life 
•* and manners. That he lived among his neighbours with great 
“ holpitality ; was very knowing in country affairs, and exceedingly 
“ helmed in the town and county of Northampton. That he was no 
“ friend to changes, cither in church or date; that when the civil 
“ wars began, be was brought pri loner to town by the parliament 
“ party, and confined in the Savoy ; where he died, in the eighty- 
" fecond year of his age (anno 1644).” 

He was thrice married. His fird wife was Elizabeth, daughter and 
heir of Sir John Jefferies, of Chitting Leigh, in Suffex, knight, chief 
baron of the exchequer; by whom he had an only daughter, Eliza¬ 
beth, married to Robert lord Willoughby, of Ercfby, after earl of

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Lindfcy. H is fccond lady was Frances, daughter of Thomas, and 
filler to the famous Sir Robert Cotton, baronet, who brought him 
three fons; viz.

His third wife was 
Anne, daughter of John Crouch, of Cornbury, in com. Hertf. clipiire;

and duke of Montagu, by queen Anne. He was a ptrfon of confidcr- 
able abilities, of great honour, and integrity ; and lived in a ftyle of 
Iplendour fuitable to his high rank and great eftate. 

When ambaflador at the court of France, in 1 GChj, he made his 


public entrv there with a more than common degree of magnificence, 
and was received with fcveral marks of diliinction, and particular re- 
fjnt't.

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John, fccond duke of Montague, who at the coronation ot 
George T. was lord high conftablc of England, anno 1 7 1 5 * 1 11 
reign his grace was appointed to divers polls and offices ot the higheli 
honour ; and on the revivement of the military order ot the hath, was 
created a knight, and made the firft great mailer ol that order, hav¬ 
ing been before elected a knight of the garter. 

In 17.2,3, he had a patent palTcd the teals, for granting him the go¬ 
vernment, as lord proprietor and captain general, of the iflands ot St. 
Lucia and St. Vincent, in America. Moreover, on the accctlion oi 
George II. he was ft ill continued in favour; and at the coronation ot 
that king, carried the feeptre with the crofs. 

His grace married Mary* one of the daughters and coheirs of tIn¬ 
famous John duke of Marlborough ; and had iflue three ton-, John, 
George, and Edward-Churchill; who all died young, in his lifetime; 
and alto three daughters; of which, lfabclla married, lirlr, William 
duke of Manchefter, by whom flic had no iflue ; and, lleondly, Ed¬ 
ward Hufley, who was afterwards created earl of Beaulieu Eleanor 
died )oung; and Mary became the wife of George Brudcncll, earl of 
Cardigan. Having thus no furviving male iflue, the honours became 
extintt; unlcls there be any male defeendant from William, the lord 
chief baron, youngeft fon of Edward, firll lord Montagu, of Bough- 
ton ; in which cafe, the faid barony would be veiled in Inch ill"uc.

knight of the garter. Ilis grace had ifluc a fon, John, w T ho, in 1763, 
was created baron Montagu, of Boughton, and died in 1770, S. P.; as 
alfo a daughter, Elizabeth, married to Henry duke of Buccleugh; but 
having no limn ing male ifluc, the titles of marquis of Monthermer, 
and duke of Montagu, became extinct on his grace’s death, in 1790. 


MONTGOMERY. 

In 1687, William Herbert, carl of Powis, was created vifeount 
Montgomery, and marquis of Powis, to him and his iflue male. In 
the year 1688, before king James withdrew himfelf, his lordftiip at¬ 
tended the queen into France; where, on the king’s arrival, he was 
advanced to the title of marquis of Montgomery, and duke of Powis: 
but thefe titles were never allowed in England.*

Moreover, 
the 7th of Edward IV. he had a grant to himlelf, and his iflue male, 
of divers lands in the counties of Devon, Cornwall, and Woreclfcr; 
which came to the crown by the attainder of Thomas Courtney, earl 
of Devon, and others. 

lie lee ms to have been a very obfequious courtier to Edward IV. 
and to have ow ed his elevation and fortune ‘to his attachment to the 
cauie of that monarch. He died about the 14th Edward IV. 'and was 
buried in the Grey Friers, London; being then a knight of the garter. 
He married Anne, widow of Humphrey duke of Buckingham; and 
bad iflue fevcral fons, William, John, and James; whereof, the cldeft

lord Montjoy, his father.* Yet long he did not enjoy his honour, but 
dcccaicd ift Henry VII. having by his will, dated 6th Otftobcr in that 
year, bequeathed his body to be buried by his father; to his fon, Row¬ 
land Blount, a chain of gold, with a gold lion fet with diamonds; and 
to his daughter Conftantinc, JT. i oo for her marriage portion ; and con- 
ftituted Lora his wife, and James his brother, his executors. 

William, fon and heir of the laft, and fourth baron, the 8th of 
Henry VII. was one of the king’s commanders againft the Cornilh 
rebels; and the 15th of the fame reign, had a fpecial confirmation of 
all the pre-eminences, dignities, honours, manors, &c. which John, 
his father, had enjoyed ;* and in the ift of Henry VIII. was confti- 
tuted mafter of the mint. He w'as one of thofe who fubferibed the 
articles exhibited againft cardinal Wolfey; and that letter written to 
the pope, requiring his acquiefcence in the king’s divorce from queen 
Catherine. Three wives arc mentioned to this nobleman; viz. Eli¬ 
zabeth, daughter and heir of Sir William Say, knight; Dorothy, 
daughter of Henry Keblc; and Alice. By the firft, he had an only 
daughter, Gertrude, married to Henry Courtney, marquis of Exeter ; y 
and by the fecund, a fon, Charles; who, upon his death, the 37th 
Henry VIII. was his fucccffor. 

C11 aklf.s, next and fifth lord Montjoy, fon and heir of the deccafed, 
the 31ft of Henry VIII. had a fpecial livery of his father’s lands; and 
the 38th, was in the wars of France; but died the year following, as 
the probate of his teftament denotes.

William, on the dcceafc of his father, circ. 35th Elizabeth, 
became the next lord; but died the year after (36th Elizabeth),

Charles, his brother, and fucccflbr. This nobleman was a per fun 
of great eminence; and while a commoner, had followed the prolef- 
iion of arms with a confidcrablc degree of credit, and had a command 
in the fleet which defeated the famous Spanifh Armada. The 42d of 
Elizabeth, he was conflituted lieutenant of Ireland; and repul fed the 
Spaniards with great honour at Kinfalc. 

The fame important office he held again the 1 ft of king James I. 
And, moreover, was created carl of Dcvonfhire, by letters patent, dated 
3 iff July, the fame year; being alfo made a knight of the garter. 

Camden flylcs him a perfon famous for conduct; and lb eminent 
for courage and learning, that in thofe rcfpcils, “ he had no fuperior, 
and but few equals.” And his fecretary, Moryfbn, writes, “ that lie 
was beautiful in his perfon, as well as valiant; and learned, as well as 
wife.” 

But the enjoyment of his laft honours was only for a fhort time; 
viz. about three years. It is faid he had engaged in a mutual affec¬ 
tion, and even promifes of marriage, with the carl of Effex’s filler, 
Penelope, before {he was married to Robert lord Rich/ whom flic 
afterwards abandoned, and had feveral children by the earl of Devon- 
fliire; who finding her, upon his return from Ireland, divorced from 
her hufband, married her at Wanflcad, in Effex, 26th December, 
1605. The ceremony being performed by his chaplain, William Laud, 
afterwards archbilhop of Canterbury; an ail which gave great concern 
to that prelate upon cooler reflection, and expofed him to much cen-

furc. 
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fare. And his lordfliip’s conduit with rcfpelt to that lady, gave fucli 
a wound to his reputation, though he endeavoured to cxcufc it by*a 
written apology, that the impreffion which the di(grace made upon 
him, w r as believed to have fhortened his days. 

Mr. Chambcrlainc, in a letter to Mr. Win wood, dated 5th April, 
1606, (ays, “ The earl of Devon (hi re left this life on Thurfdav night 
“ laft; foon and early for his years (forty-three), but late enough for 
“ himfelf; and happy had he been, if he had gone two or three years 
“ fincc; before the world was weary of him, or that he had left that 
*' (candal behind him.” 

By this lady, it is affirmed, he had five children 5 fathered upon him 
at the parting from her former hufband. Whereof the fccond fon, 

Montjot Blount, by the fpccial favour of James I. was created 
lord Montjoy, of Montjoy Fort, in Ireland; and afterwards, by Charles I. 
baron Montjoy, of Tliurvcfton, in com. Derby, anno the 3d of his 
reign; and the next enfuing year, was advanced to the title of carl of 
Newport, in the lflc of Wight. He married Anne, daughter of John 
lord Butler of Bramficld,* and had two daughters; viz. Ifabcl and 
Anne; as alfo three fons, George, Charles, and Henry; of which, on 
his dcccafc in 1665, 

George, the eldeft, was his fucccffor; who died unmarried in 1676, 
when 

Charles, his brother, fucccedcd him; but did alio, unmarried, icon 
after, leaving his younger brother, 

Henry, his heir; who married Sufanna, daughter of John Brifcoe, 
cfquirc, and widow of Edmund Mortimer, cfquirc; by whom he had 
no ifluc; and the titles terminated with his death, in 1681.

Tii i s honour having expired in the family of Blount, was next re¬ 
vived in that of Windlbr (otherwife Windfor-Hickman), derived in 
the female line from the Blounts, .by the marriage of Andrews Wind- 
for, the firft lord, with Elizabeth, lifter and heir (or coheir), to Edward 
Blount, fecond lord Montjoy of that furname. 

Tiiomas Windsor was the eldeft Ion of Thomas earl of Plymouth, 
by Urfula, his fecond wife, daughter and coheir to Sir Thomas Wid- 
drington, of Shirburn Grange, in com. Northumberland. And having 
ferved in the army with great reputation in the wars of Flanders; and 
having evinced his attachment and fidelity to William 111 . was by 
that king created an Irifh peer, by the title of vifeount Windfer; and 
moreover, the loth of queen Anne, was advanced to the dignity of a 
baron of the realm, by the title of lord Montjoy of the Hie of Wight. 

He married the lady Charlotte Herbert, daughter and heir of Philip 
earl of Pembroke, and widow of John lord Jefferies, of Wem; l»y 
whom be had two fens, Thomas-Philip, who died young; and Her¬ 
bert, his fucceffbr; as alfo four daughters; of whom, Urfiila married 
John Wadman, of Imbcr, in Wiltfhirc, cfquirc; Charlotte, John Kent, 
of Salifbury, cfquirc ; Catharine, a Dutch nobleman ; and Elizabeth. 
His lordfhip died in 1738, and was buried at Salifbury. 

Herbert, the fecond lord, died in 1758, without any furviving 
iffuc male; w hereby his honours became extindl. Ilis iordfhip mar¬ 
ried Alice, lifter and coheir to Sir James Clavering, baronet; and had 
two fens, w ho died young, in his lifetime; and alfo three daughters; 
of which, Alice died an infant, and the other two were his coheirs 
viz. Charlotte-Jane, who was the firft wife of the prefent marquis of 
Bute; and Alicc-Elizabcth.

The family of Sheffield was eminent <o far back as the reign of 
Henry III. in the perfon of Sir Robert Sheffield, knight; who, by Fe¬ 
licia his wife, daughter and heir of Terneby, had Robert, his fon, who 
married Anne, daughter and coheir of Sir Simon Goure; and had iffue 
Thomas, who died S. P. and 

TIoeert Sheffield, who was knighted by Edward I. and having 
married Genctte, eldeft daughter and coheir to Alexander Lownde, of 
Butteiwike, in com. Lincoln, in her right became lord of the faid 
manor. He had Robert, his fon and heir, from whom defeended 

Sir Robert Sheffield, of Butterwikc, knight; who married 
Margaret daughter of Sir John Zouchc, of Codnor; and by her had a 
fon, 

Edmund; who, the ift Edward VI. tw T o days preceding the king’s 
coronation, w as created a baron of the realm, by the title of lord Shef¬ 
field, of Buttcrwike alorefiiid. But the next enfuing year was llain 
by the infurgents who had rifen under Ket, in Norfolk. His wife was 
Anne, daughter of John Verc, carl of Oxford; by whom he had three 
daughters, and a fon, John, his l'ucceflbr. Which 

John, fecond lord Sheffield, died the i ith of Elizabeth; leaving 
ififue by Douglas his wifc, k daughter to William lord Howard, of Ef¬ 
fingham, a daughter, Elizabeth, married to Thomas earl of Ormond, 
and a fon, Edmund. Which 

Edmund, in the glorious reign of Elizabeth, greatly diftinguiflied 
himfclf by many gallant fervices; particularly in the famous defeat of

/I rill (a chief town in Zealand), and, moreover, was made a knight of 
the garter: a certain token of his merit, and the eflcem he had ob¬ 
tained of the queen; who was not wont to confer fuch marks oi 
honour upon any but the moil confpicuoufly dc/cning. 

Furthermore, in the ift of Charles I. he was advanced to the dignity 
of carl of Mulgrsvc, in Yorkshire. 

During the reign of king James I. very little mention is made of 
him; further than that, the 14th James I. he was prefident of the 
council for the northern parts of the realm. He lived to 1646, being 
then fourlcorc years old. By his firft wife, Urfula, daughter of Sir 
Robert Tirwhit, of Ketilbv, in com. Lincoln, he had nine daughters, 
named in the Table; and fix fbns; viz. Charles, who died a bachelor; 
Sir John Sheffield; Edmund-William, drowned in France; Philip 
(which Sir John, Edmund, and Philip, were drowned in the paflage 
of Whitgill Ferry, over the river Humber, in December 1614, vi. pat.) 
and George, who broke his neck as he w r as cxcrcifing in a new riding 
houfe, faid to have been made out of ail old confccratcd chapel. His 
fecond wife was Mariana, daughter to Sir William Urvvyn, knight, 
who brought him three fons; James, Thomas, and Robert; and two 
daughters, Margaret and Sarah. 

Edmund, the next earl, was grandfon of the laft; viz. fon of Sir 
John Sheffield, knight, his fecond fon beforementioned, by Griffild 
his wife, daughter to Sir Edmund Anderfon, fbmc time chief jufticc 
of the common pleas. Which Edmund married Elizabeth, daughter 
to Lionel Cranfield, carl of Middlcfex; and died in 1658, leaving 

Jons, his fon and heir, who became one of the moft eminent 
noblemen of his day, appeared in various places of honour and trufl, 
and was advanced to a degree of dignity above all his prcdcceflbrs; 
being created marquis of Normanby, in Lincolnfhire, the 6th of Wil¬ 
liam and Mary; and in 1703, the 2d of queen Anne, duke of Nor- 
PolT^iii-x manb y» an d duke of Buckinghamfhire.* 

The character of this great duke has been ib often printed, and his 

works 
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works arc fo well known, that it may fufficc here to recite briefly 
what Walpole, in his Catalogue of Noble Authors, has faid of him f 
viz. 

” The life of this peer takes up fourteen pages and a half, in folio, 
** in the General Dictionary, where it has little pretenflons to occupy 
“ a couple. But his pious relict w’as always purchasing places for him, 
“ herfclf, and their Son, in every fuburb of the Temple of Fame: a 

tenure, again ft which, of all others, quo warranto’s are fure to 
“ take place. The author of the article in the Di&ionary, calls the 
“ duke one of the moft beautiful profc writers, and greateft poets of 
“ this age; which is alio, he fays, proved by the fineft writers his 
“ cotemporaries; certificates that have little weight, where the merit 
“ is not proved by the author’s own works. It is certain, that his 
“ grace’s compofitions in profe have nothing extraordinary in them; 
“ his poetry is moft indifferent; and the greateft part of both is al- 
“ ready fallen into total neglect. It is faid that he wrote, in hopes of 
" being confounded with his predeceffor in the title; but he would 
“ more cnfily have been miftaken with the other Buckingham, if he 
" had never written at all. He had a great deal of bravery, and un- 
“ derftood a court. Queen Anne, who undoubtedly had no turn to 
“ gallantry, yet fo far refcmbled her predeceffor, Elizabeth, as not to 
“ diflike a little homage to her perfbn. This duke was immediately 
“ rewarded on her acccffion, for having made love to her before her 
“ marriage. Though attached to the houfc of Stuart, and their prin- 
“ ciplcs, he maintained a dignity of honour, in fomc points, indepen- 
“ dent of all connections; for he ridiculed king James'* religion, 
“ though he attended him to his chapel; and warmly took the part 
“ of the Catalans agaiuft the Toiy miniftry, whom he had helped to 
•* introduce to the queen.” 

His grace married, firft, CJrfula, daughter of colonel Stawcl, and 
widow of the carl of Conway ; but had no iffuc. His fccond wife wa? 
Catherine, daughter of Fulk Grevile, lord Brooke, relict of Baptift earl 
of Gainfborough, who died anno 1703-4, S.P. His third duchcfs was

Catherine, natural daughter of James II. who had before married James 
Airl of Anglefea,* from whom Ihc was feparated by confcnt of parlia¬ 
ment, for his cruelty, and caufclcfs ill-treatment. By this lady he had 
a daughter, Sophia, who died very young; a fon, John, who lived but 
a few weeks; Robert, born nth December, 1711; and another Ion, 
Edmund, born in 171 6. And dying in i72o, r the laid 

Edmund, his only furviving fon, became his fucceiTor, who died in 
1735, in his minority; and w ith him ended the honours of the Sheffield 
family. This noble youth was magnificently interred in Weilminfter 
Abbey, with thefe adulatory lines‘to his memory, from Mr. Pope: 

If modeft youth, with cool refleftion crown'd. 

And ev’ry op'uing virtue blooming round; 

Cou’d lave a parent’s jufieft pride from latr. 

Or add one patriot to a finking (late; 

This weeping marble had not a ik'd thy tear. 

Or fadlv told how many hopes lie here. ' 

The living virtue now had ilione approv'd; 

The fenate heard him, and his country lov’d : 

Yet foftcr honours, and lefs iioil'e of fame. 

Attend the fliade of gentle Buckingham; 

Jn whom a race, for courage fam'd, and art. 

Ends in the milder merit of the heart; 

And chiefs, nr fages, long to Britain giv'n. 

Pays the lad tribute of a faint to heav'n. 

Tt feems this promifing young nobleman was of a martial difpofi- 
tion; and though at very tender years, yet, in 1734, went a volunteer 
under the command of his uncle, the duke of Berwick,f in Germany, 
whom he ferved as aid-de-camp at the fu gc of Fort KitJ and Philipl- 
hurgh ; at which place the faid duke was killed by a cannon hall. The 
next year, however, he died of a hafty conlumption at Rome; and his 
body was lent over to England for interment.

The family of Phipps was the next on whom this title was con¬ 
ferred, in the perfon of 

Constantine John Phipps, baron Mulgrave, of New Rofs, in 
Ireland, who, in 1790, was created an Englifh peer, by the title of 
baron Mulgrave, of Mulgrave, in Yorkftiire; but haA'ing no ifluc male, 
and dying in 1792, the faid honour became extind, and tliejrifli one 
defeended to his brother, the prefent lord, who has fince been advanced 
to the fame dignity. His lordlhip’s grandfather, William, married 
Catherine, daughter of James Anncfley, carl of Anglcfey,* by Cathe¬ 
rine his wife, natural ifluc of James II. afterwards divorced, and re¬ 
married to John Sheffield, duke of Buckingham.

NEWCASTLE. (STUART.) 

The firft who bore this title (which is derived from a famous town 
in the North of England, that rofc out of the ruins of old Gabrofen- 
tum; and had this new name, from a caftlc built by Robert, fon of 
William the Conqueror), was 

Lodowick Stuart, duke of Lenox, in Scotland, who by James I.

was, in 1604/ created earl of Newcaftle upon Tyne; and in 1613, 
earl of Richmond.* But he died without iflue. 


CAVENDISH DUKE OF NEWCASTLE. 

Arms— S. three Bucks Heads cabodicd, Arg. attired O. a Crcfccnt for difference. 

This is a junior branch of the noble houfe of Cavendifh, earls and 
dukes of Devonlhire; whereof Charles, a younger brother to William 
the firft carl, was, by Catherine his wife, daughter and coheir of Cuth- 
bert lord Oglc,f father o£ 

Sir Willi am Cavendish, K.B. who, in 1620, was created baron 
Ogle, of Bothal, and vifeount Mansfield, in the county of Nottingham; 
in 1627-8, baron Cavendifh of Bolfbver, in com. Notts, and earl of 
Newcaftle upon Tyne; in 1643, marquis of Newcaftle; and, finally, 
in 1664, carl of Ogle, and duke of Newcaftle, both in Northumber¬ 
land. 

During the civil war, this nobleman for a confiderable time was, by 
his influence, enterprife, and unremitted exertions, the foul of the 
royal caufc in the North; and when his fcccfiion and retirement from 
the kingdom took place, by rcafon of the eoldnefs and mifunderftanding 
between prince Rupert and himfclf, after the battle of Marfton Moor, 
the fatal confcqucnccs of the affront given him were fevcrcly felt, and 
the lofs of his further fcrvices too late deplored/

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In the Biographia Britannica, is a full account of this eminent 
ppfon; where the ample encomiums might, probably, endure fomc 
abatement. 

On his coftly monument in Weftminftcr Abbey, is an infeription, 
that conveys his virtues, titles, and honorary employments to poftc- 
rity; and renders a more copious narration of them here unneccf- 
fary. 

Walpole, in his Noble Authors, obferves, “ Tliat he was a man 
** extremely known from the courfc of life into which he was forced; 
“ and who would foon have bc?n forgotten' in the walk of fame 
“ which he chofe for himfclf. Yet as an author, he is familiar to 
“ thofe who fcarcc know any other, from h|s Book of Ilorfemaufliip. 
“ Though amorous in poetry and mufic, as lord Clarendon fuys, he 
“ was fitter to break Pegafus for a menage, than to mount him on 
“ the fleeds of Pamaffus. Of all the riders of that ttecd, perhaps there 
“ have not been a more fantaftic couple, than his grace and his faith- 
“ ful duchefs, who was never off her pillion.” 

They were both authors; and ftrangc it was, that after all the facri- 
fices they had made for their matter, and during fuch calamities of 
their country, they could accommodate their minds to the utmoft 
idlenefs of literature. What a pi&ure of foolifli nobility was this 
{lately poetic couple, retired to their own domain, and intoxicating 
one another with circumflantial flattery, on what was of confluence 
to no mortal but themfclves! He feems to have been a man, in whofc 
character ridicule would find more materials than fatirc. 

His grace married, firft, Elizabeth, daughter and heir of William 
Ballet, of Blorc, in the county of Stafford, efquire, and widow of 
Hcmy Howard, a younger fon of Thomas carl of Suffolk, by whom 
he had four fons; whereof three died in his lifetime, and the youngefl

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Henrt, his only furviving fon, fucccedcd to his honours; who, 
though lcfs conspicuous than His father in the political hcmifpherc, 
yet held many dignified offices and polls of Slate. He married Frances, 
daughter of William, fecond Son of Robert Pierpoint, earl of Kingston. 
Which lady brought him four Sons; three of which died young; and 
the furviving one, Hemy, after his marriage with Elizabeth, daughter 
and heir of Joccline Percy,*® carl of Northumberland, called himfclf 
Percy; but died vita patris, 1680, S.P.; alfo five daughters ;f who, 
upon his dcccafc, in 169T, proved his coheirs: at which time, the 
titles of Cavendifii of BolSover, vifeount Mansfield, earl of Ogle, and 
carl, marquis, and duke of Newcastle, became extindl.

Waer, or Water, a Brittainc, is mentioned as the 
firft carl of Norfolk, by gift of William the Conqueror; but afterwards 
con fpi ring to dethrone his fovereign and bcnefu&or, and failing in his 
treafon, he remained an exile abroad, and thus forfeited his earldom. 
His wife was Emme, daughter of William Fitz-Ofbome, carl ol" Here¬ 
ford ; by whom he had two fons, Ralph and Alan; and a daughter, 
Uta (or Amicia), who married Robert earl of Leiccfter,* ion of Ro¬ 
bert earl of Mcllent; and brought to him moil part of the lands which 
William Fitz-Oiborne, her grandfather, held in Normandy; viz. L)ra, 
Gloz. and Britolium.

BIGOT EARL OF NORFOLK. 


Arm«<—G. a Lion pafiant, O * (Millcs.) 


Roger Bigot (or Bigod), was the'firR of this family who fettled 
in England; and in the time of the Conqueror, held fix lordlhips in 
EiTex, one hundred and feventeen in Suffolk, and divers manors alfo 
in the county of Norfolk.* 

This Roger founded the abbey of Thetford, in com. Norf.; and was 
there buried on his deceafe, 7th Henry I. (1107). By Adeliza his 
wife, he left ifluc, 

William, his fon and heir; who being Reward to Henry I. perifhed 
in that lamentable fhipwreck with the king's fon, and divers others 
of the nobility, anno the 20th of Henry I. To whom fucccedcd his 
brother, 

H^gh, likewife Reward to Henry 1 .; upon whofc death, being one 
of the principal infiruments in advancing Stephen carl of Boloignc, to 
the crown, he was for that eminent fervice rewarded with the earldom 
of Norfolk; in return for which favour, he zealoufiy fupported that 
king againfl the pretenfions of Maud, the emprefs, and her fon, duke 
Henry; bravely holding out, for fomc time, the cafile of Ipfwich on 
behalf of Stephen; though, at length, he was obliged to furrender it 
for want of timely relief. 

The 12th of Henry II. on the afleflment of aid for marriage of the 
king's daughter, he certified his knights fees dc veteri feoftamento, to 
be one hundred and twenty-five; and de novo, thirty-five: an amazing 
fpecimcn of his great efiate and power. In this reign he appears to 
have acquired a confidcrublc degree of favour with the king; for he

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was not only advanced anew to the earldom of Norfolk, by a charter, 
dated at Northampton, but by the faid charter had a grant of the 
office of Reward, to hold in as ample a manner, as his father had done 
the fame to flenry I. 

Yet fuch is the inftability of a courtier's gratitude, that this highly 
noticed earl, in order to pay his court to the riling fun, forfook the 
intereR of the old king, his maRer, and took the party of the young 
king Henry (whom his father had too indulgently caufed to be crown¬ 
ed in his lifetime); but thelc rebellious proceedings failing, it coll 
the earl a great fine to make his peace, and obtain the royal pardon. 
After this he went into the Holy Land, and died in 1177 (23d 
Henry II.) 

His firil wife was Julian, daughter of Alberic de Vcre; by whom 
he had a fon, Roger. His fecond was named Gundrcd; who, accord¬ 
ing to Milles (for Dugdale docs not mention the name of either wife), 
brought him two fons, Hugh and William. 

Roger, the next carl, fucceedcd his father; and the firil year of 
king Richard I. by a charter, dated at Wcllminllcr, had a confirma¬ 
tion of his honour, as well as of the office of Reward, to hold a$ freely 
as his father, Hugh, or his grandfather, had theretofore done; but this 
favour of the king is faid to have coR him 1000 marks: for in that 
age, extortion, bribery, and peculation, were as predominant as in later 
times. In the reign of king John, he was one of thole who Rood up 
for the rights of the fubjeft, with divers other worthy and honourable 
perfons, and died the 5th Henry III. 

He married Ifabcl, daughter of Hamclyn carl Warren, and of Surrey; 
and had ilTue Hugh; William, who married Margaret, the daughter of 
Robert de Sutton; and Thomas; as alfo Margaret, who married 
William de HaRings; Adeli/.a, whofe hulband was Alberic de Vcre, 
earl of Oxford; and Mary, who wedded Ralph Fitz-llobert, lord of 
Middlcham. 

Hugh, third earl of Norfolk, enjoyed his honour but a Hi or t time, 
and died 9th Henry III.; having had by Maud his wife, daughter of 

William 
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William Marihall, carl of Pembroke, Roger, Hugh,* 1 and Ralph. 1 Of 
whom, 

1 

Roger, fourth earl, was a perfon of fingular (kill in all military 
and warlike exercifes; and particularly difplayed his valour at the battle 
of Xantoignc, againft the French (36th Henry III.), where the Eng- 
lilh army acquired great honour. 

The 39th Henry III. having been openly called by the king a 
traitor; he, with a ftern countenance, replied, “ That be lied ; and 
“ that b e never was, nor would be a traitor:" adding, “ If you can do 
« nothing hut what the law warranteth, you can do me no harm .” Yes, 
quoth the king, “ I can Ihrajh your corn, and fell it, and fo bumble 
« you." To which he anl'wercd, “ If you do fo, I will fend you the 
“ beads of your tbrafhers .” From this bold and determined fpirit, it 
cannot be imagined he was a paffive fpeflator of that king’s mi/guided 
rule. He alTertcd and maintained the liberty of the fubjedt againft 
ufurpation and power; and on that ground, tided with the barons at 
the battle of Lewes; after whofe fuccefs there, he was by them con- 
ftituted governor of Orford, in Suffolk. 

To this Roger it was, that bv reafon his mother, Maud, was the 
cldeft cohcircfs of William Marihall, carl of Pembroke, the marlhal- 
fhip of England, with the rights thereunto belonging, was afligned. 

He died in 54th Henry 111 . His wife was Ifabcl, filler to Alexander 

kinc of Scotland;* but having no iffuc, his nephew. Roger, fon of his * Pa J-

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profound wifdom, abilities, and determined refolution, to contend 
with; to whom it was of no avail to ftiew his arrogant, perverfe, and 
capricious humour. He, with the earl of Hereford, once made a vain 
attempt to exp refs their difeontent with certain mea/ures of the king ; 
but were both foon brought to make atonement for their prefump- 
tion. 

The spth Edward I. having no ifluc, he conftituted the king his 
heir, delivering unto him the marshal’s rod; upon condition to be 
rendered back in cafe of having children. But whether this furrender 
to the crown, was not rather a matter more of ncceflity than of good 
inclination, may be quertioned. However, though he relcaicd all the 
title he had in the earldom of Norfolk, and the marflialfliip of Eng¬ 
land, the king made a regrant thereof to him, and the heirs of his 

“I! body,* by Alice, his then wife; and in default, the remainder to the 

No*23 *24 king, and his heirs. This great carl was twice married: his firft wife 

was Aliva, daughter and heir of Philip lord Ballet (and widow of 

Hugh Defpcnfcr, flain at Evclham); his fccond, Alice, daughter of 
John earl of Bayonne (or Ilcynault): but having no ifluc by cither, 
and dying in 35th Edward I. the earldom of Norfolk terminated in 
the Bigot name, although this laft carl left a brother, John, his heir 
male; but he feems to have been diverted by the furrender before- 
mentioned, and the limitation of the fubfequent regrant, as well of 
•fiinii.No.2s, inheritance of the title, as of the great eftatesf of his family. 


PLANTAGENET EARL OF NORFOLK.

Thomas Plantagenf.t, furnamed de Brothcrton, from the place 
of his birth, was the cldeft fon of king Edward I. by his fccond wife, 
Margaret of France; and by his half-brother, Edward II. was made 
carl of Norfolk, the 6th year of his reign; as alio in the 9th, marflial 

of 
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of England, with limitation to him and his heiis male.* Both which 
honours, by efcheat, as already mentioned, had, on the death of th^ 
laft Roger Bigot, earl of Norfolk, come to the crown. 

This Thomas, according to Milles, k married, firft, Anne, the 
daughter of a knight who lived near Bougan, and had a fon, Edward, 
who took to wife Beatrix, daughter of Roger Mortimer earl of March; 
but died before his father S. P. 

He married, fccondly, Katherine, daughter of Sir Roger Halys, of 
Harwich; and had two daughters; Margaret (of whom hereafter); 
and Alice, whofe hufband was Edward de Montacute, by whom fhe 
had a daughter, Joan, that afterwards became the wife of William 
UtFord, carl of Suffolk, and died S. P. S. His third wife was Mary, 
widow of William le Brus, and daughter of William lord Roos; and 
by her he had a fon, John, who became a monk at the abbey of Ely. 

This great carl died in 1338, and was buried in the abbey of St. 
Edmund’s Bury. Whereupon 


(MARGARET DUCHESS OF NORFOLK,) 

Margaret, daughter and coheir of the faid Thomas dc Brotherton 
(and at length folc heir), by rcafon of her great birth, eflate, and 
affinity to the king, was, by Richard II. 1 created duchefs of Norfolk 
for life, anno 1398 the year alter which fhe died, and was buried 
at the Friers Minors, in London. By two hufbands fhe had four

John lord Mowbray having married Elizabeth, grandaughter 
of Margaret duchcfs of Norfolk, abovementioned, by her had divers 
iflue; whereof John, her eldeft fon, was created earl of Nottingham 
by Richard Il.f the ill year of his reign ; but died afterwards S. P. 
and his brother, Thomas, became his heir. Which 

Thomas, the 6th of Richard II. was alfo created carl of Notting¬ 
ham ; and the 9th of the lame reign, conllituted carl nuirdial of 
England lor lifc.j Moreover, the 21ft of Richard II. he was advanced 
to the dignity of duke of Norfolk (his grandmother, Margaret, being 
then living, who the lame day was created duchcfs of Norfolk) ;J| and 
in his family this honour defeended, until by the death of John 
Mowbray, the fourth duke, the 15th Edward IV. the male line of 
this noble houfe terminated in a foie daughter and heir, Anne; w ho, 
the 17th Edward IV. was betrothed in marriage to Richard duke of 
York, fccond fon of the faid king Edward. Which Richard (called 
allb duke of Norfolk), was inhumanly murdered, together with his 
biother, Edward V. by their uncle, Richard duke of Gloucellcr; and 
dying S. P. the inheritance devolved upon the families of Berkeley and 
of Howard, defeended from Ifabel and Margaret, the two daughters, 
and at length heirs of Thomas Moubray, firft duke of Norfolk :§ but 
the title ot duke*of Norfolk, and the office of earl marlhal of England, 
were granted to the Howard line, in which they yet remain.

NORTHAMPTON.

Waltheof, the fon of Si ward, the great Saxon earl of Northum¬ 
berland,* is faid to have been the firft earl of Northampton after the 
Norman, acceffion. Which earldom, with thofe of Northumberland 
and of Huntingdon, he acquired by marriage with Judith, niece of 
William the Conqueror: but although he fo experienced the bounty 
-stud confidence of that prince, yet he afterwards joined in that infur- 
reftion with Wacr carl of Norfolk, Roger earl of Hereford, and others, 
to dethrone the kingr which offence coft him his life and his honours, 
being beheaded, in 1075, at Winchefter. Upon whofe deceafe, king 
William offered Judith, his widow, in marriage unto Simon dc St. Lis; 
whom refufing, the king feized upon the caftlc and honour of Hunt¬ 
ington, which flic held in dower, and gave the town of Northampton 
unto the laid Simon; who thus being difappointed of the mother, 
married Maud, her elded daughter, and thereupon had the earldom 
of Huntington given to him: but at what period of time he was fo 
advanced to thefe earldoms of Huntington and Northampton, is un¬ 
certain.

30th Henry II. He married Aliva, or Alice, daughter and heir of 
Gilbert de Gant, carl of Lincoln; with whom, during her time, he 
held her father’s honour; but fhe dying S. P. was buried at Bridling¬ 
ton, and her inheritance returned to her own heirs; while, upon the 
failure of iiTue, his own earldom of Northampton terminated; and that 
of Huntington was given to William, king of Scots, as under that 
article is more fully ihewn.

the mod; illudrious, whofe noble fcrviccs to their countiy were as 
brilliant as the rays of the ftar wherewith they were diftinguilhcd. 

% During the chief part of the warlike and glorious reign of Ed¬ 
ward III. this nobleman was a perfon of great a&ion; was prefent in 
moft of the famous and fplcndid victories then achieved, and executed 
divers offices of the high eft truft and importance. He married Eliza¬ 
beth, one of the lifters and coheirs of Giles lord Badlcfmerc,* and died 
the 34th Edward III.; having had iifue a daughter, Elizabeth, who 
married Richard, fon and heir of Edmund earl of Arundel; and alfo 
one fon, 

Humphrey, who fucceeded him in the earldom of Northampton; 
as likewife his uncle, Humphrey de Bohun, in thofo of Hereford and 
Eficx, and was the laft carl of his great family.f

IIexry Howard was brother to Thomas duke of Norfolk, be¬ 
headed 15th Elizabeth; and younger fon to Henry, the famous carl 
vol. 111 . 4 C of 
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of Surrey, who was likewise decapitated the 38th Henry VIII. Du¬ 
ring the reign of Elizabeth (in whole ill year, he, together with his 
three fillers, had been rcflored in blood), he made no great figure, 
having but a flendcr fortune, and living in great obfeurity ; yet on the 
fucceffion of king James I. his rife into honour, wealth, and power, 
was rapid and extraordinary. He was fworn of the privy council; 
appointed warden of the Cinque Ports, and governor of Dover caflle; 
and the fame year created baron Howard, of Marnhill, and carl ol' 
Northampton; the 3d James I. inflallcd a knight of the garter; and 
in the 6th, conflituted lord privy leal. 

The chara&er of this nobleman is unnoticed by the baronagians in 
general, though other authors reprefent him as the moil contemptible 
and defpicable of mankind; a wretch, that it caufcs aflonifhment to 
refled, that he was the fon of the generous, the noble, and accom- 
plifhed earl of Surrey!!! He was a learned man; but a pedant, dark, 
and myflcrious, and confcqucntly far from pofTeffing mallerly abilities. 
He was the groilefl of flatterers;™ as his letters to his friend and pa¬ 
tron, the earl of EfTcx, dcmonflratc. But while he profefled the moll 
unbounded regard for EfTcx, he yet paid his fuit to the treafurer Bur¬ 
leigh ; and on the fall of EfTcx, infinuated himfclf fo far into 
confidence of his mortal enemy, Cecil, as to become the inflrumcnt 
of the fecretary’s correfpondcnce with the king of Scots, which palled 
through his hands. Wherefore, this circumflance, his intriguing fpirit, 
and the fufferings of his family for Mary queen of Scots (that king's 
mother), may, in fome meafure, account for the very great favour he 
experienced on the acccflion of king James 1 . 

In 1609, he fucceeded John lord Lumley, as high Reward of Ox¬ 
ford; and, in 16 12, Robert earl of SaHfbury, as chancellor of Cam-

Soon after, he became a principal inftrument in the infamous 
intrigue of his great niece, the countefs of Eflex, with Carr vifcount

'purpofe to conciliate the riling favourite; and it is impoftible to doubt 
his deep criminality in the murder of Sir Thomas Ovcrbury; but 
luckily for himfclf, he left the world before this atrocious affair became 
the fubjedl of public invefligation. 

He died, unmarried, the 15th June, 1614, at the palace he had 
built at Charing Crofs (now Northumberland Houfe); fuppofed to be 
raifed with Spantfh gold. 

He was the founder of three hofpitals: at Greenwich, in Kent ; at 
Clin, in Shropfhire; and at Caftle Rifing, in Norfolk ; a circumftancc 
not overlooked by the flattering genealogifts, though not fufficient 
to weigh Vvith Walpole, in his Catalogue of Noble Authors, to pro¬ 
nounce an unfounded panegyric upon one of the moft worthlefs of the 
creation.

Robert Henley, betaking himfclf to the Rudy of the law, be¬ 
came a perfon of very great eminence.

At the trial of carl Ferrers, he 
was conftituted lord high Reward for the occafion; and in 1772, he 
dcceaicd;° having had ifTuc by Jane his wife, daughter of Sir John 
Huband, of Warwicklhire, Robert and Henry, who died young; an¬ 
other Robert, his fucceffor; and five daughters; viz. Bridget, who 
married, firft, Robert, only fon of the lord Binglcy, who died S. P.; 
and, fecondly, John Talmach, fbn of the earl of Dyfart, w ho alfo died 
iffuelcfs; Jane, wife of Sir Willoughby Aflon, baronet; Mary, of the 
carl of Ligonier, of Ireland, who died S. P.; Catherine, of George 
vifeount Decrhurft; and Elizabeth, of Frederick Morton Eden, efquire, 
who, in 1799, was created a peer of Ireland, by the title of baron 
Henley, of Chardftock. 

Robert, fecond carl of Northington, in 1783, was appointed lord 
lieutenant of Ireland; but the next year was fuperfeded by the duke 
of Rutland. He was a knight of the thiftle; and died unmarried in 
1786, when his honours all expired; and having no iffue, his filers 
became his coheirs, who hold the fmccure place of clerk of the haiuiper , 
valued, according to the Report of the Finance Committee, at £.2070' 
per annum, and executed by deputy.

This Robert was of a large ftature, black, bold, and fubtle; of a 
item countenance, and fo referved, as fcldom to be fecn to fmilc. 
Brave; difdainful to his equals, and fo haughty, as to think it dero¬ 
gatory to obey his fuperiors. He defeated the Scots at Alnwick, 
where Malcolm and his fon were (lain; but revolting afterwards from 
„ Ijis fovcrcign, he was taken, and kept a prifoucr thirty years at Wind- 
for, where he died, 7th Henry I. (1106.) 

He married Maud, daughter of Richerius de Aquila (by Judith, 
filler to Hugh earl of Chefter); but fhc, during her hufband's infy'i- 

fonment. 
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fonmcnt, by permifiion of the Pope, had fpccial leave to marry Nigel 
dc Albini (who, by tfie gift of Homy I. had obtained a grant of ti.c* 
forfeited lands of the faid earl Robert) ; which Nigel, however, afcei- 
wards put her away again (being inclined to liayc another wile), by 
rcafon Hie was the confort of his near kinfman.

He 
was thd fon of the famous Edmund Dudley (by Elizabeth his wife, 
one of the daughters and coheirs of Edward Grey, vifeount L’lfle),* Voi"}/ 
who, with Empfon, was beheaded, temp. Henry VIII. for his illegal 
impofitions on the people during the former reign. 

In the early part of his life, this duke had greatly diftinguifhed him- 
felf by his condud and bravery on fevcral occalions; whereby he had 
acquipdcl a conlidcrablc degree of military fame, and, for a time, no 
fmaX lhare of popularity; but his infatiable ambition proved eventually 
his deftrudion. His charader is lo well known, hiftorians and the 
Biographia Britannica have lo fully depided it, together with his life, 
that very little here is required to be related. He was the chief detef- 
table agent in the death of the protedor, Edw'ard duke of Somerfet; 
and is fufpeded of having had no frnall concern in haftening that of 
the young and amiable prince, Edward VI. But his plan of railing 
the lady Jane Grey to the throne, and of excluding the princefs Mary, 
not only failed, but coll him his head; which he loll on the fcaffold,

Algernon Seymour, the eldeft fan, fucceeded his father in the 
title of Somerfet; and, in 1749, was created baron of Warkworth, 
and carl of Northumberland, with remainder to Sir Hugh Smithfon, 
and his iffuc male, by Elizabeth, the daughter and heirefs of him, the 
faid Algernon duke of Somerfet. Which Sir Hugh, on the death of 
his father-in-law, anno 1749-50, fucceedcd to this earldom accord¬ 
ingly ; and in' 1752, by adt of parliament, took the name and arms of 
Percy.

When king James I. patted from Scotland to London, at his ac- 
cefiion to the. throne. Sir Edward Denny was high fhcriff of Hert- 
fordfhire; and met him with a noble retinue of one hundred and forty 
men, apparellcled in blue livery coats, and white doublets, hats, and 
feathers; and all well .mounted on horfes, with red fuddles;* and 
made his majefty a prdent of a fine horfe,. with rich accoutrements. 
He died 20th December, 1630; and was buried at Waltham. His 
lady was Mary, daughter of Thomas carl of Exeter; by whom he had 
an only daughter and heir, Honora, who married James Hay, vifeount 
Doncaftcr, afterwards earl of Carlifle.f The title being thus vacant 
for want of male iflue, was next conferred upon the family of Goring.

This noble per'em performed many fignal Cervices for king Charles; 
to whom he betrayed Purlfmouth, whereof he had before been <madc 
governor by the parliament.

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lord Abergavenny, by whom he had iffue four daughters; viz. Eliza¬ 
beth, who married William lord Brereton, of Ireland; Mary/ SirDru 
Dene, of Maplefted, in EiTex, knight; Diana, firft, Thomas Covert, 
of Slaugham, in Suftcx, cfquire; and after, George, eldeft fon of En- 
dymion Porter, efquire; and Catherine, who became the wife of Wil¬ 
liam Scott, of Scott’s Hall, in Kent, cfquire. He had likewife two 
Ions, George and Charles. Of which, 

George, the eldeft, was an eminent commander for king Charles 
during the civil war; in which he was commonly diftinguilhed by the 
name of General Goring. He was poftefted of great courage and 
military abilities, which he manifefted on divers occafions, in many 
fiotable exploits, as well in England, as in the Netherlands, Flanders, 
and Spain; in which countries he ferved the Spanifh monarch as 
lieutenant general of his forces, after the furrender of Oxford, and the 
lots of his' crown by his own royal mafter. He married Lett ice, 
daughter to Richard carl of Cork, in Ireland; but died S. P. abroad, 
during the lifetime of his father, who lived to fee the reftoration, and 
dcceafcd in 166.3. 

CiiAHLfS, fecond lord Goring, and earl of Norwich, was the laft 
of his boufc; and with him thofc honours expired, on his death, with¬ 
out iflue, in 1672.

of Nottingham, as they were alfo called earls of Derby, and carls of

Prince John, a younger fon of Henry II. and brother of Richard I.

firR perfon to whom the title of carl was really granted, was

HOWARD EARL OF NOTTINGHAM. 

Charles Howard, fecond lord Effingham, was the next perfon 
on whom this title was conferred. So early as the age of twenty-three, 
he was tent by queen Elizabeth ambaflador to Charles IX.; and on 
his return, was made general of horfe, in which capacity he fignalized 
himfelf in fuppreffing the rebellion raifed by the earls of ' ’ 
land and Weftmoreland; and on the death of the e. 

1585, he was appointed lord high admiral. In which .ui- 

portant office, he commanded the Englifh fleet at the evcr-memorable 
defeat of the famous Spanifh Armada, anno 1588. After which glo¬ 
rious victory, to which his active valour, cool judgment, and inventive 
genius fo eminently contributed, he was received by the queen and 
the nation with every mark of honour and applaufc. 

His next great fervicc was the conqucft of Cadiz; for which he 
was created (as his patent fpecificd), earl of Nottingham,* 1597.“ 
Hence originated the quarrel between him and the earl of Effcx; and 
here the hero gave way to the fubtle, jealous, relcntlcfs courtier. 
There is too much reafon to believe, that the ring which Elizabeth 
gave EfTex, to be ufed as a pledge of fubmiffive affedlion whenever the 
violence of his open temper might have hurried him into fuch adts 
that fhould excite the queen’s indignation, was flopped in its way to 


" Upon comparing thin date with the sera of that great exploit, the dcflru&ion of the Spa- 
nifh Armada, in 1588, there will be Icon a lapfe of eight years, before any additional mark of 
honour was conferred upon him for fo fignal a fervice. For fo fpaiing was Elizabeth in grant¬ 
ing of honours, that neither influence or confanguinity could prevail upon her to dignify a 
perfon where his agent was nut tried, fully proved, and moll radiantly confpiciious:

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Elizabeth, by the machinations of the carl of Nottingham. Upon the 
death of the queen, which the above circumftancc was generally fup- 
pofed to have accelerated, the earl was lord high Reward at the coro¬ 
nation of James I. and continued lord admiral of England till the 
16th of the fame reign; when, through the infirmity of age, he made 
a voluntary refignation, after thirty-two years enjoyment of it, with 
the moft exemplary commendations. 

Mr. Collins, in his Baronage, aflerts, that king James granted him 
the place and precedency of John Moubray, who had been created 
earl of Nottingham by Richard If. at the time of his coronation, to 
hold for term of life only, with the faid precedency above all other 
earls of later creation. He died, aged eighty-eight, on the 14th De- 
k icmbcr, 10.:* 

By Catherine, his firft wife, daughter to Henry Carey, lord Hunf- 
don, he had three daughters; viz. Elizabeth, married, firft, to Sir Ro¬ 
bert Southwell, of Wood Riling, in Norfolk; and, fecondly, to John 
Stewart, earl of Carrick, in Scotland; Frances, firft, to Henry earl of 
Kildare, in Ireland; and after, to Henry Broke, lord Cobham; Mar¬ 
garet, to Sir Richard Levefon, of Trentham, in Stafifordfhire: like wife 
two ions; of which, William, the eldeft, was fummoned to parliament 
in his father’s lifetime, and wedded Anne, daughter and heir of John 
lord St. John, of Bletfho; by whom he had an only daughter and 
heir, Elizabeth, who married John lord Mordaunt. But he died be¬ 
fore his father; fo that Charles, the fecond ion, fuccceded to the 
honours. By Margaret, his fecond wife, daughter of James Stewart, 
czr)/o{ Murray, in Scotland, he had alfe two fons; viz. James, who 
died young; and Sir Charles, who, at length, was fucccfibr to his half- 
brother (of the fame name), in his titles. 

Charles, fecond carl of Nottingham, was twite married: firft, to 
Charity, daughter of Robert White, of Chrift Church, in Hampfhire, 
widow of William Leche, of Sheffield, in Fletching, in SufTcx; which 
lady died S. P. in 1618, and was buried in Fletching church. His 
fecond wife was Mary, eldeft daughter of Sir William Cokaync,

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knight, alderman of London; but by her he had no iffue; and dying 
in 164a, was buried at Rycgate, in Surrey, and was fuccecdcd 
tfy 

Sir Charles Howard, his half-brother bcforcnamed; who received 
the honour of knighthood, at Theobalds, in April, 1624; and having 
married Arabella, daughter of Edward Smith, of the Middle Temple, 
cfquire, died in 1681, S.P.; and was alio buried at Ryegatc. Where¬ 
upon the earldom of Nottingham became extinft; and the barony of 
Howard of Effingham devolved on Francis Howard, great grandfon 

of Sir William Howard, fecond Ion to William, who had been firft

Edward Russel was the fecond fon of Edward, fourth fon of 
Francis Ruflcl, fourth carl of Bedford. In the arbitrary reign of James II. 
upon the beheading of his couiin, William, called lord Ruflcl, lie re¬ 
tired from court, and went over to the prince of Orange, with whom 
he returned in 1688. Having been bred a naval officer, he foon obtained 
an high rank in the fleet; and in 1692, being then admiral and com¬ 
mander in chief of the navy, he totally defeated the Frencli fleet under 
monfleur de Tourvillc, at La Hogue; and obtained a victory fo glo¬ 
rious, that the fame of it is to this day commemorated by engravings, to 
be feen in almoft all the print (hops in London. For this, and other 
eminent fcrviccs, he*was created baron Ruflcl, of Shcngay, in the county 
of Cambridge; vifeount Barflcur, and carl of Orford, in Suffolk, anno 

* Orford is the name of a little town in SufTolk j but once n confiderablc place, with a caftle, 
which formerly belonged to the barouial family of Valoines, mentioned in the firft volume of 
this work.

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1697. He married Margaret, daughter of William firft duke of Bed¬ 
ford, who was his fathers elded brother; and died S.P. in 1727.

This title was next revived in the perfon of the great Sir Robert 
Walpole; who, in 1742, was created baron Walpole of Houghton, 
vi{count "Walpole, and carl of Orford.

Vcr,* a perfon of 
uiDonaefday anc j ent an( j no blc defeent,* held divers lordlhips in fcveral counties in 
England, and particularly fourteen in ElTcx; whereof Hedingham was 
t Morant's his caftle, chief feat, and head of his barony.+ His wife was Beatrix, 

P^ V ° 111 daughter of Henry Caftellan, of Baurbourgh, by Sibilla, daughter 
and heir of Manafies count of Ghifnes; by whom he had a daughter, 
Rohelia, married, firft, to Pagan Beauchamp; and after, to Gcftcry dc 
Mandeville, earl of Eflex ;* and five fons; Alberic, Geftery, Roger, 
Robert, and William.* 

* The famous antiquarian Leland, in his Itinerary, has deduced the pedigree of this family 
from Noah i taking in Meleager, that flew the Caledonian boar, and Diomedes, who was at 
the fiege of Troy. But though this genealogy appear* to be founded upon fancy more than 
truth, there can be no doubt that Alberic de Vere was a considerable man, and fprung from a 
long line of noblftncefiors.

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This Alberic, ftyled Alberic Senior, took the habit of a monk; and 
was buried in the church of Colne priory, which he had founded. 

Albericus Junior, was fucceflor to his father; and became fo 
much in favour with Henry I. that the faid king made him great 
chamberlain of England, in fee ;* to hold the fame, with all the liber¬ 
ties and privileges thereto belonging, as fully and honourably as Ro¬ 
bert Malct (who had been banifhed and dilinherited), had holden the 
faid office. 

This Alberic was alfo jufticc of all England in that king’s reign, 
but about the 5th of king Stephen, was killed in a popular tumult at 
London; leaving by Adeliza his wife, daughter of Gilbert de Clare, 
Collins, in his Extinft Peerage, daughter to Roger de 
i ; viz. Alberic, n. n. canon of St. Olyth, in EiTex; 
Robert ioiu Twiwcll, in the county of Northampton; Geffery, 
who, the j 2th Henry II. certified his knight’s fees to be nine de veteri 
_ feoffamento, and three de novo, and then refided in Shropfliire; and 
William ; d alio two daughters; of which, Adeliza married Heniy de 
Eflex; arid Juliana, Hugh Bigot, carl of Norfolk. 

Alberic the third, fucceedcd his father, and was fo confidcrable 
a perfon, that Maud, the emprefs, in order to engage him to her in- 
tereft, confirmed to him the office of great chamberlain, and all his 
father’s ellates, with divers other great inheritances; likewife the earl¬ 
dom of Cambridge, if the king of Scots had it not; and if lie had, 
then the choice of the earldoms of Oxford, Bcrkfhirc, Wiltlhirc, or 
Dorfetlhirc. All which grants, Maud’s fo n, Henry II. confirmed, and

this kingdom. He died the 6th Richard I. having been twice mar¬ 
ried : firft, to Eufamia, daughter of Sir William de Cantilupe, by 
whom he had no iiTue; and. Secondly/ to Lucia, daughter and heir of 
William de Abrincis (by his wife, daughter and heir of William de 
Archis), by whom he had four Sons/ and two daughters.* 

Alb eric, fecond carl of Oxford, was one of thofe nobles who were 
reputed the evil counfellors of king John; in the 16th of whofe reign 
he died/ leaving his brother and heir, 

Robert, third earl; who ftrenuoufly joined with thofe barons who 
oppofed king John’s arbitrary mcafurcs, and was thereupon in the 
number of them whom pope Innocent III. excommuni .aixd. Rut on 
the acceffion of Henry III. he made his peace, and was received into 
favour; and died the 5th of the fame reign. His wife was lfabcl, 
daughter of Hugh, and After and heir to Walter de Bolebcc, by whom 
he had a daughter, Ifabel, and two fons; viz. Hugh; and Sir Henry 
Verc, knight/ of Great Addington, in the county of Northampton. 
Hugh, fourth earl, the 15th of Henry III. doing his homage, had

Robert, his fon and heir, the fifth carl; who, the 49th of Henry III. 
was among thole generous patriots, who fided with Montfort carl of 
Ivcicefter, in defence of the public liberties; but was furprifed at Ke- 
nelworth, and there made prifonef. After when, having taken the 
benefit of the Di&um dc Kenelworth, he was taken into grace, and 
employed in the Wclfh wars, by I£dward I. in the 24th of whofe 
reign he deceafcd. His wife was Alice, daughter and heir to Gilbert 
lord Saunford, chamberlain/ in fee, to the queen; by whom he had 
two daughter* and divers Ions. Of which, 

Robert was the next and fixth earl. He was furnamed the Good; 
and his temperance was fuch, that the vulgar accounted him a faint. 
His wife was Margaret, daughter of Roger Mortimer, carl of March ; 
by whom he had a lbn, Thomas, who died in his lifetime; and they 
having no furviving ifl'ue, his honours, on his dcceale, 5th Edward III. 
defeended to his nephew, John, fon and heir of his younger brother, 
Alphonfus. Which 

John, feventh carl of Oxford, was a perfon of much military 
prowefs, and renowned for his valour and conduct in the celebrated 
battles of C re fly and Poifticrs. He died in the Englifh army encamped

Robert Fitz-Pain, fc\eral children; whereof his eldcfl ion, 

Thomas, was tlxc eighth carl; of whom little is mentioned. He 
died the 45th Edward III. having had by Maud his wife, daughter of 
Sir Ralph, or Robert, de UtFord, 

Robert, his only fon and heir, the next and ninth carl; who, in 
honour, wealth, and power, was tlcvated above all his prcdcceflbrs. 
He was firft created, by Richard II. marquis of Dublin (a degree of 
rank till then unknow n in Englaqd), and afterwards duke of Ireland.* 
His wife was Philippa, daughter of Ingclram ear! of Bedford,+ u 
Ifabel his wife, daughter of king Edward III. But this ■ 
afterwards forfbok, and married one Lanccrona, a woms. 
rentage. At length, after having long balked in the fu . ;U1 

favour, the darling minion of a weak prince, his infoicncc and ambi¬ 
tion became intolerable, whilft his abfolute rule and authority excited 
the indignation of the nobility and of the people; lo that the odium 
that he had incurred, terminated in his being accufed of high treafon, 
and fentenccd to be baniflied. Being likewife attainted and outlawed, 
he fled beyond fea; and at lad died, 16th Richard II. at Lovain, 
of a wound received by a wild boar in hunting, in great dillrcfs and 
penurv; leaving nothing but fomc empty titles to be inscribed upon 
his tomb, and matter of difeourfe and cenfure to the world. Having 
no iflue, he was fuccccdcd in his ancient honours by his uncle, 

Aubrey, the tenth earl; who, the 16th Richard II. was, by con¬ 
tent of parliament, reftored to all thofe lands which had been, by line, 
entailed before the attainder of the duke, his nephew. Having aVo 
the name, title, and honour of carl of Oxford, then granted to him, 
and to the heirs male of his body; but the office of great cham¬ 
berlain was, the 17th Richard II. (he being infirm), bellowed by the

This carl 
Aubrey died ift Henry IV. having married Alice, daughter of John 
lord Fitz-Walter; and had two fons, Richard, his fucccflor; and John, 
who died a bachelor; as alfo a daughter, Alice, who became the wife 
of Sir John Fitz-Lewes, knight. 1 * * 4 

Richard, eleventh earl of Oxford, died 4th Henry V. having mar¬ 
ried Alice, one of the daughters and heirs of Sir Richard Serjcaux, 
of Cornwall, knight; and had iffue two fons, John and Robert: 
whereof 

Join* was the twelfth carl; and being a faithful friend to the houfc 
of Lancafter, was on that account, upon the acceflion of Edward IV. 
attainted, and afterwards beheaded, together with Alberic (or Aubrcv), 
his eldeft Ion, on Tower Hill, the ift Edward IV. His wife was 
Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Sir John Howard, knight, grandlbn 
of Sir Robert Howard knight, by Margaret his wife, one of the lifters 
and coheirs of Robert lord Scales ;* by which lady he had five finis 
and three daughters.f Of which fons, 

John, the fircond, but cldeft furviving one, was his fucceftor, and 
the thirteenth carl. He was reftored to his honours the loth Ed¬ 
ward IV. being one of thofe who adhered to the caule of Henry VI. 
in order to his reftoration; which happened that year, though it 
continued but a while: for this carl, and the carl of Warwick, being 
totally routed at the battle of Barnet, king Edward re-obtained the 
poifefiion of the throne; whereupon lie, together with his brothers. 
Sir George and Sir Thomas Vcrc, were attainted, but were pardoned 
for- their lives. This noble earl was as eminent for his zeal and at¬ 
tachment to the houfc of Lancafter, as for his valour in the field; and 
particularly and cficntiully contributed to the victory at Bofworth, 
which gave to Henry carl ol Richmond, the crown of Kneland: who

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not only immediately reftored him to all his pofluffions, but appointed 
him of his privy council, and made him divers confidcrable grants of 
the forfeited lands of the Yorkifts. 

The ift of Henry VIII. he obtained a confirmation from the king, 
of the office of great chamberlain of England, originally granted to his 
anceflor, Albcric de Vcrc, by Henry I. and was conftitutcd lord ad¬ 
miral of England, Ireland, and the dutchy of Aquitaine, for life. He 
was much celebrated for his hofpitality and was eftccmcd a brave, 
wife, magnificent, learned, and religious man. His firil wife was 
Margaret, daughter of Richard Neville, carl of Salifbury; by whom 
he had a fon, John, who died young. His fccond was Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Richard Scrope, knight, widow of William vifeount 
j*"' Beaumont,* but by her he had no iflue; and dying the 4th Henry VIII. 
was fuccccdcd by his nephew, John, fon of Sir George Vcrc, his bro¬ 
ther. Which 

Joiix, fourteenth earl of Oxford, w*as commonly called “ Little 
John of Campes and married Anne, daughter of Thomas duke of 
Norfolk; but died S. P. iSth Henry VIII. Whereupon his three fillers 
became his heirs to the ancient baronies of the family and the title 


* It is reported, that Henry VII. was once nobly and fumptuoufly entertained by this carl 
of Oxford at his callle of Iledingham ; and at the king's going away, the carl's tenants flood 
in their livery coats, with cognizances, ranged on both fides. and made the king a lane. The 
king called the carl unto him, and faid, “ My lm d, I have heard much of your hofpitality j but

The king llarted a little, and faid, " By my faith, my lord, I thank you for my good cht/r, 

*■ hut I may not endure to have my laws broken in my light; my attorney mull fpcak wuh 
“ you.” It is part of the report, that this mark of refpefit and honour to his fovereign, coll the 
noble-minded earl no lr.fs than 15,000 marks, to compound the matter. 

“ 1» feenis he was fmall of llaturc, and was thus denominated by the vulgar, by reafon of his 
refidence at Cattle Campes, in Cambridgeftiirc, an ancient feat of the family; which manor 
appertained to the barony, as it is faid, in right of his office of chamberlain of England.

that John earl of Oxford, who was beheaded the firft of Edward IV.

John was the fifteenth earl, and died 31ft Henry VIII. having had 
iffuc by Elizabeth his wife, daughter of Sir Edward Truffel, of Cublcf- 
don, in com. Staff, knight, three daughters and three fons;* of which * Vid.Tab. 
latter, the cldcft was his fucccffor; and Gcffery, the third, was father 
of thofe renowned brothers. Sir Francis Vere, and Sir Horace, after¬ 
wards created lord Vere, of Tilbury;+ whole famous exploits, have, by + Vcr *

our hiftorians, been fo fully and highly extolled. 

John, lixtcenth carl, the 32d Henry VIII. had livery of thofe lands 
which defcended to him from Elizabeth his mother, fitter and heir to 
John Truffel, cfquire; and in 36th Henry VIII. was in that famous 
expedition into France, when Bulloigne was bclieged and taken. This 
nobleman died the 4th Elizabeth: having been twice married, his firft 
lady was Dorothy, daughter of Ralph Ncvilc, carl of Wcftmoreland; 
by whom he had an only daughter, Catherine, firft contracted to Henry, 
fon of Edward duke of Somerfet, but afterwards married to Edward 
lord Windfor. llis fecond countcfs was Margaret, daughter of John 
Golding, cfquire; and by her lie had an only daughter, Mary, and one 
fon, 

Edward, who fuceceded as fevcntccnth earl of Oxford; and was 
the firft perfon who brought perfumes and embroidered gloves into 
England; of which, having prefented queen Elizabeth with a pair, 
fhc took fuch plealurc in them, that flic was pictured w ith them on 
her hands. 

. This nobleman was highly difringuiflied by his w it; by his adroit- 
nefs in his cxcrcifes; by valour and zeal for his country. He fhone in 
the tournaments of that reign; in two of which he was honoured with 
a prize from her majefty’s own hand, being led armed, by two ladies, 
into her majefty’s prcfencc chamber. 

Walpole obferves, that he was an admired poet; and reckoned the 
heft writer of comed\ in his time. lie lived to he a verv ared man •

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and died the 2d James 1 . His lordihip had two wives; viz. firft, Anne, 
daughter to William Cecil, lord Burleigh, by whom he had three 
Slaughters;® and, fccondly, Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Trentham, 
of Rowccfter, in com. Stuff, efquire, who brought him his only foil 
and fucccflor, 

Hesrt, the eighteenth carl; who married Diana, daughter of Wil¬ 
liam Cecil, earl of Exeter; one of the moft eminent beauties and 
fortunes of the time. This noble earl was fb anxious to imitate the 
glorious military achievements of his anceftors, that he railed, and 
commanded one of thole four regiments which, the 22d James I. 
went into Holland to lerve againft the Spaniards; but in this fcrvice, 
being a perfou corpulent and heavy, he foon fell fick, and going to the 
Hague, there died in the middle of fummer, 1625, w ithout iiTue. 

Robert, who fuccccdcd as nineteenth earl of Oxford, w r as hi* lecond 
coufin; viz. grandlon of Aubrey de Verc, lecond fon of John, the 
fifteenth earl. He allb took to a military life, and had the command 
of a regiment in the States General; and was llain at the ficge of 
Maeftricht, anno 1632. 

The 2d Charles I. there was much controversy between this Robert 
and Robert, then lord Willoughby, of Erclby, touching this title of 
carl; as alfo of the baronies of Bolehcc, Samford, and Badlcfmerc, 
together with the office of great chamberlain: this Robert claiming 
them as the heir male; and the other, as li.m and heir of Mary, the 
heir female to earl Henry, of the whole blood. 1 ' But at length the 
title of earl was clearly adjudged to Robert dc Vere, and the titles of 
Bolehcc, Samford, and Badlcfmerc, to he in the king’s dilpolal; by 
reafyn that John, fourteenth carl of Oxford, had left three tillers, his 
coheirs thereto. And as to the office of great chamberlain, it was 
referred to the judges, then attending in parliament, to report, whe¬ 
ther, " That Robert carl of Oxford, who made the entail thereof.

** or not; and admitting that he was, then whether fuch an office 
“ might be conveyed by way of limiting of ufes r” 

Upon this reference, three of the judges gave their opinion for the 
heir general, and two for the heir male: five only of them attending. 
Whereupon the lord Willoughby was admitted into the houfc, 13th 
April, 2d Charles I. with his llaff of office; and took his place above 
all the barons, according to the fhitute of 31ft Henry VIII. And the 
dav following, carl Robert took his feat next to the earl of Arundel. 

This nobleman married a Dutch, lady, Beatrix Van Hemmena, of 
Frce/.land; and had three daughters, who died young; as alfo three 
foils; of which two died in their infancy, and the only furviving one, 
Ai’buf.t, was the twentith carl, and his fucccfibr: at the time of 
his father's deat’ii he was not fix years of age, and was in ward to king 
Charles I. In 1(148, he had the command of a regiment of Engliffi 
foot in the fervice of the States General. During the civil war, he was 
a great iuti'.rer in the ny al- , but, upon the reftoration, was re¬ 
ward’d, and greatly ditiinguilhcd by his majefty Charles II. However, 
afterward?. he was among thole who concurred in the revolution, and 
the ex pa .'.ion of that royal fami!) which he had before fo zealoufiy 

fupported. 

lie was twice married: firfi, to Anne, daughter and colieir to Paul 
viieoi.nt Banning, by whom he had no ifluo; and fecondlv, to Diana, 
daughter of Ci.Jxiik, efijuire ; which hidv brought him a foil. Charles, 
who died young; ami alio lour daughters; whereof, Charlotte died in 

mt *. V 

her infancy ; Diana married Charles duke of St. Albans (a nival baf- 
tacit); and M.irv and Henrietta lived to be aged, but died unmarried. 


His lordlliip died the 1 cth March, 1702-3, and was buried in Weft- 
minftcr Abbev, al:bough the chief number of his illulirious aneeltors 
had been buried at Colne. Having no furviving illiie male, the earl¬ 
dom is conlidered to have expired ; w hich commenced and terminated 
in the name of Albericus, or Aubrey.

Sjr Wilt.ivm Pakr, the firft of this ancient knightly houfe, with 
whom Dugdalc commences his account, married Elizabeth, grand¬ 
daughter and heir of Sir Thomas. Itoos, of Kendal ;* and the 14th 
Kichard 11 . had livery of her inheritance. His fon and heir, John, 
died 9th Henry IV. leaving ilTuc, Thomas, who dcceafed 4th Ed¬ 
ward IV. father of 

Sir William Pakr, knight of the garter; who, by Elizabeth his 
w ife, one of the daughter? and coheirs of the lord Fitz-Hugh.f had 
two fons; Sir Thomas Parr, and William, who was afterwards created 
lord Parr of Horton. 

Sir Tli o ai as Park married Maud, daughter and coheir of Sir Tho¬ 
mas Green, knight; and had iiluca ion, William, and two daughters; 
whereof, Anne became the wife of William Herbert, earl of Pem¬ 
broke; and Catherine was married, firft, to Edward Borough; fccondly, 
to John Neville, lord Latimer; thirdly, to king Henry VIII.; and, 
laillv, to Thomas lord Seymour, of Sudley. 

VVm.maai, ion and heir of Sir Thomas, was brought to court l>\ 
his filler Catherine, and was fbon advanced to honour and favour; 
being in the joth Henry VIII. made a peer of the realm, by the title 
of baron Parr, ol Kendal; and the 35th of Henry VIII. created earl 
of Kllcx ; and the 1 ft of Edward V 7 1 . marquis cl" Northampton. But 
on the acccllion of queen Mary, having taken part w ith the duke of 
Northumberland, to railc the lady Jane Grey to the crown, he was, 
by her majefty, deprived of his honours and cltates; to which kill, 
however, he w as reftored on the aeceflion of queen Elizabeth; who, 
alfb, by letters patent, dated 13th January, the ill year of her reign, 
again advanced him to the dignity of marquis of Northampton.

His delight was mufic and poetry, and his excrcifc war; though 
Ms ikill in the field anfwercd not his induftrv, nor his fucccfs his fkill. 
Yet king Edward called him,* “ his bone/} uncle and king Henry, 
“ bis integrity .” It feems, that he was a plain, direct, finccre man. 

He died anno 1571, and was buried in the collegiate church at 
Warwick.’ But he had no legitimate ifluc: for the children by Anne, 
his firft wife, daughter and heir to Henry Bourchicr, earl of ETex, 
were baftardized by ad of parliament, and his marriage with her dif- 
annullcd. His fecond wife was Elizabeth, daughter of George lord 
Cobham; and his third, a Swcdifh lady, Helen, daughter of Wolfan- 
gus Suavenburgh. 


PARR OF HORTON. 

Sir William Parr, uncle and lord chamberlain to queen Cathe¬ 
rine Parr, was by king Ilcnry VIII. (fhortly after his marriage with 
her), created baron Parr, of Horton, in Northampionfhire. His rela- 
tionfhip called him to court, but his age forbad him the pleasures, and 
his own refervednefs the freedom of it: before which, he preferred 
the peaceful and hofpitable habits of a country life, where popularity 
affeded him more than he affected it; no man being more l>elo\ed by 
the vulgar, though no one lefs in love with them. It b« ing his obfer- 
t Ibid. vation,f rather than the faying of Sir Edw'ard Montague, “ That if 
** you do the common fort of people nineteen conrtefies together, yet you 
“ may hfe tbeir love, if yon go hut over / beJlile before them." 

He died about the 38th Henry VIII. leaving by Mary his wife, 
daughter of Sir William Salifbury, knight, four daughters, his coheirs; 
viz. Maud, married to Si Ralph Lane; Anne, to Sir John Digby, of

Gilbert, furnamed Strongbow, a younger Ion of Gilbert dc 
Clare, * is laid to have been created earl of Pembroke by king Stephen, * C]arf 
anno the 3d of his reign/ He was a perfon of great military prowels 
and action; who, by his valour and conduct in the wars of Wales, 
made great acquiiitions of territory in that part; and amorigll others, 
obtained the dominion of Striguil (now Chcpflow), by which name 
the title of his earldom was lometimes denominated. lie died the 
14th Stephen; having had illuc by Elizabeth his wife, filter to Wa- 
Icran earl of Mellent, and to Robert earl of Leiccller, a Ion, Richard, 
his fucccilbr; and a younger one, called Baldwin, who was an cmi-

Richard, next earl of Pembroke, was famous in the conqucft of 
Ireland ; and married Eve, daughter of Dermor M'Murrough, one of 
the kings of that country, whereby he acquired a great and noble pa¬ 
trimony in the lame kingdom. He was conftitutcd juflicc of Ireland, 
and died 1136 (i^d Henry II.); leaving’ an only daughter and heir, 
Ifabcl, who was then young, and became in ward to the king; but 
was afterwards married to William Marlhall. Which

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day of the coronation of king John, he was inverted with the fword 
of the earldom of Striguil (or Pembroke), being then confirmed in the 
poffeflion of the fitid inheritance.* During the reigns of Richard I. 
John, and Henry III. this carl was a perfon of great action, as the 
annals of thofe reigns moil evidently ihew. lie was the flower and 
honour of England; quelled the Irifli, foiled the French, and defended 
Normandy. 

He died in 1219, the 3d Henry III. and was buried in the Temple 
church, London. He had iflue five ions, who fuccceded each other 
in his lands and honours; and like Wife five daughters, who are here¬ 
after mentioned. 

William, fecond carl, in the lifetime of his father, had been one 
of thoje who adhered to the barons in their rcfirtancc to the arbitrary 
mcafures of king John; but after the death of that monarch, he made 
his peace, and was received into favour in the following reign; and 
the 14th Henry III. was captain general of the king’s forces in Bri- 
tany. He was twice married : firft, to Alice, daughter of Baldwin tie 
Betun, earl of Albemarle ;f and, fccondly, to Eleanor, daughter of 
king John; but had no irtue by cither, fo that on his deccafe, the 15th 
Henry III. (ijjji), he was fuccceded by his brother, 

RichaRO, who was the flower of chivalry, faith Matt. Paris; and 
died in 1234 (18th Henry III.), having been treacherously wounded 
in an engagement in Ireland. Dying unmarried, 

Gii.kkkt, his brother, was his fucccllbr, and the fourth earl; who 
unfortunately met his death in a tournament, anno 1242. He was

twice married: firft, to Margaret, daughter to William king of Scot¬ 
land ; and next, to Maud dc Lanvaley; but had no ifl'ue, whereupon 
his next brother, 

Walter, became his heir, and the filth carl. He married Mar¬ 
garet, daughter and coheir of Robert de Quincy ; and died S. P. 30th 
Henry III. (1246), when, his youngelt brother, 

Axselme, fucceeded him, and was the lixth and laft carl of his 
furname. He enjoyed his honours only for a fliort time, dying about 
eighteen days after. His wife was Maud, daughter of Humphrey de 
Bohun, earl of Hereford, but by her he had no iffue; whereby his 
patrimony and rich inheritance came amongll his five fillers and 
coheirs; which they divided the 30th Henry III. 1246.* Of theft-, 
according to Millcs.f Maud, the cldcft, married, firll, Hugh Bigod, 
carl of Norfolk; lecondly, William dc Warren, carl of Surrey; and, 
thirdly, Walter dc Dunllanvillc. She had the manor of Hemfted- 
Marfhal, in Berks, and office of marflial of England ; J as alfo Cliep- 
ftow and Carlogh; Joane, fecond lifter and coheir, married Warine 
dc Montchcnfy; I label, the third, married, firft, Gilbert dc Clare, :*arl 
of Glouccfter; and, lecondly, Richard carl of Cornwall. She l.ad 
Kilkenny. Sibyl, the fourth, was wife of William dc Ferrers, earl of 
Derby, to whom fhc brought Kildare; and Eve, the fifth filter and 
coheir, married William dc Broafe, of Brecknock. 


VALENCE EARL OF PEMBROKE.

W iLLi am de Valence (fo furiiamcd from the place of his birth), 
was half-brother, by the mother, to king Henry III. and was created 
earl of Pembroke, anno 1247; by rcafon he had married Joane, 
daughter, and at length heir to Warine de Monchcnfy, by Joane his 

wife.

wife, fecond fitter and coheir to Anfelme Marfhal, carl of Pembroke, 

beforementioned. 

This William de Valence was a perfon extremely unpopular to the 
nation in general; and on that account, when the barons had taken 
arms to maintain the liberties of their country, and had defeated the 
royal army at the battle of Lewes, he was, together with John carl 
Warren, by an edi& of Montfort’s, banifhed the kingdom. But, 
neverthelcfs, he was on the part of the king’s forces at Evdham; 
where the barons* power being totally vanquiflied, the king became 
rettored to the excrcifc of his regal fbndions. After this he lived for 
many years in great favour and authority; and was at laft flain in 
France, anno 1296 (23d Edward I.) But his body was brought over 
to England, and buried in the abbey at Wcftminfter, under a magni¬ 
ficent monument. 

He had ifluc three fons; viz. John, who died young; William, 
who was flain by the Wclfh, in his father’s lifetime; and Aymcr, his 
fucceflor.. Likcwifc three daughters; of which, Ifabel married John 
lord Haftings;* Joanc, John lord Comyn, of Badenagh;“ and Agnes 
(or Anne), firft, Maurice Fitz-Gcrald; next, Hugh de Baliol; and, 
thirdly, John de Avcnncs; but had no ifTuc by cither hufband. 

Aymer de Valence, fecond carl of Pembroke of his name, was 
with Edward I. on his death (at Burgh upon the Sands, near Car- 
lifle); and was one of thofc whom the king defired to take care of 
his fon, and not permit Piers de Gavcfton to come into England; for 
which he was much hated by Piers ever after, being called by him, 
“ Jofeph the Jew ;” by rcafon he was “ tall, and pale of countenance 
Neverthelcfs, in the reign of Edward II. he appears to have been 
much in the royal favour, and to have had divers grants of lands, &c.

His majefty, Henry VIII. having it in contemplation to marry the 
lady Anne Bullcn, one of the daughters of Thomas earl of Wiltfhire, 7 
in 1532, the 24th of his reign, advanced her to the rank of inar- 
chionefs of Pembroke; and afterwards making her his queen, had 
ilTue by her the princcls Elizabeth, of glorious and immortal me¬ 
mory. 

But this capricious and lafeivious monarch, i'oon lacrificcd the beau¬ 
tiful Anne, to make room for a new object of fafeination. She was,

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under the fpecious accufation of an uncertain crime,* •* fentenced to 
lofe her life; and accordingly was beheaded within the Tower ®f 
London, the 19th May, 1536.* 

The title r.l Pembroke after this was revived in the per/on of Wil¬ 
liam, fon of Richard Herbert, of Ewyas, a natural Ion of William 
Herbert, carl of Pembroke, beheaded at Banbury. In which illegiti¬ 
mate line the earldom yet remains. 


PERCY OF ALNWICK. 

In 1.643, Henry Percy, a younger brother to Algernon earl of 
.mberland, was created baron Percy, of Alnwick, in North¬ 
land. Being a zealous Roman Catholic, he was greatly in 
ia.our wrh the queen; and king Charles made him general of the 
ordnance,, ami colonel of a regiment of horfe; which, in fact, on the 
breaking out of the civil war, he had raifed for his majefty’s fervicc. 
But the parliament accufing him, and Mr. Jermyn, afterwards earl of 
St. Albans, of high treafon, they both cfcapcd into France; and in 
1652, the lord Percy died at Paris, unmarried.

John Drummond, fccond carl of Perth, having married lady Jane 
Her, daughter of Robert earl of Roxburgh, had iflue fcvcrul fons; 
whereof William, the third, became earl of Roxburgh, took the name 
of Kcr, and was anceftor to the family of Ker, late dukes of Roxburgh, 
and earls of Wakefield;* but James, the cl deft fi>n, continued his 
paternal name and honours; which, at length, were forfeited iii the 
rebellion of 1715; when the eftatc was valued, by the 
at the yearly rent of jf.2566 ; a great faerificc to tffc fcrupulous punc¬ 
tilios of religion and loyalty !!! From this ftem defccmlcd 

Jambs Drummond, clquirc;' who being the chief of the family, 
and rcprcfcntativc of the titles and eftates of the earls of Pe rth, eodta- 
Youred to obtain a reftoral of the forfeited honour; in which ho lid 
notfuccecd: yet, ncvcrthclefs, in 1797, was created a peer of Gieat 
Britain, by the title of lord Perth, baron Drummond, of hc-Jo-ilall, 
co. Perth. But his lordfhip enjoyed this recognition of his hereditary 
pretenfions only a fliort time, dying in 1800; and leaving an only 
furviving daughter and heir, Clementina, fince married to tlu: honour¬ 
able Peter Robert Burrcl, cldcft fon of Peter lord Gwyder. To whom, 
by royal licence, dated Whitehall, 6th November, 1807, his majefty 
has granted permiffion to take the name of Drummond in addition to 
his own; and be called Drummond Burrel.

In 1703, Gervase Pierrepont, a younger fon of William,* and *vid. Xing- 
fecond fon of Ilobert, firlt earl of Kingfton, wa#*crcatcd baron Pierre- fion * 
pout, of Ardglafs, in Ireland; and O&obcr 19, 1714, the lit of 
George I. was advanced to the dignity of the Englifh peerage, by the 
title of baron Pierrepont, of Hanflope, in the county of Bucks. He 
married Lucy, daughter of Sir John Pelham, of Laughton, in Suflex, 
baronet; but dying S.P. in 171,5, his honours became extind.

The family of Wcfton was of good antiquity, and anciently feated 
at Wefton fubtus Luniard, in the county of Stafford; from whence 
they took their furname; and from which ftem defeended 

Sir Richard Westox, knight, ion and heir of Sir Hicromc Wcf¬ 
ton, of Roxwcll, in Eil'cx, knight; ion of Richard Wcfton, one of the 
jufticcs of the court common pleas, from the ift to the*i4th of 
queen Elizabeth. Which faid 

Sir Richard, in his youth, impaired his eftate to improve himlelf 
with public accompliflimcnts, and eventually became a confiderable 
gainer thereby; his merits recommending him fo much to royal 
favour, that he was made chancellor of the exchequer; and in the 4th 
«,f Charles I. was created a baron of the realm, by the title of lord 
Wcfton, of Ncyland ; moreover, the fame year, he was conftitutcd 
lord trcaiurcr of England; an office which lie executed with great 
prudence and fidelity. Soon after this, viz. the 6th of Charles I. 
1 m: was made a knight of the gaiter; and, finally, upon the 17th 
February, the 8th of Charles 1 . was raifed to the dignity of carl of 
Portland. He appears to have been a man of great action in his time, 
and of eminent abilities, and integrity. He died in 1634, having 
been twice married. His firft lady was Elizabeth, daughter to Wil¬ 
liam Pinch con, of Writtlc, in Elo.x, cfquirc ; by whom he had a fon, 
Richard, that died unmarried in his lifetime; and two daughters; 

whereof 
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whereof, Elizabeth was wife of Sir John Ncttcrvillc, knight, fon and 
heir of the vifeount Ncttcrvillc, of Ireland; and Mary, of Sir Walter 
Afton, knight, fon and heir of Walter baron Alton, in Scotland. His 
fccond lady was Frances, daughter and coheir to Nicholas Walgrave, 
of Borelcy, in Effcx, efquire; and by her he had four fons, and as 
many daughters. The fons were, Hicrome (or Jcrom); Thomas; 
Nicholas, who died S. P.; and Benjamin, who married Elizabeth, 
widow of Charles carl of Angldey, and daughter of Thomas Shel¬ 
don, of Hauley, in co. Lcic. efquire. Of the daughters, Anne mar¬ 
ried Bafil, fon and heir of William earl of Denbigh; Mary-Frances, 
was wife to Philip Draycote, of Paynfty, in co. Stafford, efquire; and 
Catherine, of Richard White, of Halton, in Effex, efquire. 

Jerome, the next earl, was alio a pcrlbn of eminent account, and 
lived through the civil war to fee the reftoration ; fhortly after when 
lie died, in 1662. His lady was Frances, daughter to Efme Stuart, 
duke of Lennox; by whom he had Charles, his fon and heir, and 
three daughters; Henrietta, Mai y, and Frances; at length coheirs to 
their brother. 

Chaklks, third carl, was flain in 1665, in the great naval fight 
with the Dutch; when, being unmarried, 

Thomas, his uncle, fuccceded to the honours, and died about the 
year 1688. He married Anne, daughter of John lord Butler, of 
Bramficld, widow of Montjoy Blount, earl of Newport; but having no 
iffuc, the titles of this family terminated for want of heirs male fur- 
viving.

When the duchcfs of Orleans, filler to king Charles II. \ifitcd the 
court of England, flic was accompanied by a French lady, named 
vol. ill.

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^ouiie Rente dc Peucncovct dc Qucrouallc, cftccmed one of the mod 
beautiful and accompliflied ladies of that time. Charles, who was of 
a warm and amorous complexion, was fo fmitten with her charms, 
that propofals of a very tender uaturc were foon made to her, which 
flic did not refufe; the refult whereof was, the birth of a ion; who 
was afterwards, by his regal father, created duke of Richmcmjl; and 
along with his other ilhijlrions brothers, helped to incrcafe the lift of 
the Englifh nobility. His mother, the faid 

Louise Rexee de Peuescomet ije Queuoualle, being alii), in 
1673, dignified with the titles of baronefs of l\terficld, counted of 
Fareham, and duchcfs of Portfmouth. She was defeended from a 
noble family in Brittany; and the king of France was induced to grant 
her the duchy of Aubigny; which grant was dated at Vcrfaillcs in 
1684. This eminent and celebrated lady lived to a great age, and died 
in 1734 at Paris. 

During the time of her influence with Charles II. the following 
anecdote is related; viz. that a captain Flower, then efteemed the 
handfbmcft man in England, having killed a Mr. IVnvnev, was con¬ 
demned to death ; whereupon his family offered an immenfe fum to 
the duchcfs of Portfmouth, to engage her to prevail upon the king to 
fave him. But his majefty replied, “ I care not, madam, if thev 
“ offer you as many thoufands as you have hairs on your head, he lhall 
" fuffer death, for he has killed my friend Powncy.”

In t6i6, Richard Roberts, of Truro, in the countv of Cornwall, 
cfquirc, was knighted at Whitehall, by James I. : in 1651, he was 
made a baronet; and in 1624, he was advanced to the dignity of 
peerage, by the title of lord Roberts, baron of Truro a lore f a, d.

This honour becoming thus merged in the regal dignity, did fo for a 
time remain; until 

Henry, furnamed Fitzroy, a natural fon of king Henry VIII. by 
Elizabeth Blount, his concubine (widow of Gilbert lord Talleys), was 
by his royal father, created carl of Nottingham ; and alfo on the fame 
day, 18th June, lytli Henry VIII. duke of Richmond and Somerfet. 
He was a prince of great hopes and promife, but died in the early 
bloom of youth, the 28th Henry VIII. 1536, S. P. aged about feven- 
teen. Dugdale obferves, that he married Mary, daughter of Thomas 
duke of Norfolkbut there was never any confummation of the mar¬ 
riage rites.

Moreover, 
the 5th Edward IV. he was raifed to the dignity of an earl, by the 
fame title.

During the contention of the hou/es of Lancaftcr and York, he at 
firft ftood firm to king Henry VI.; but after king Edward IV. had 
obtained the crown, and been fo captivated with the beauty of Eliza¬ 
beth, his daughter (widow of Sir John Grey), as to make her his 
queen, he embraced the York party, and by that means had great 
honours and offices conferred upon him. But they were of lhort du¬ 
ration ; for in the 9th Edward IV. on the infurreflion of the Lancas¬ 
trians under Robin of Ridfdalc, both he and his fon John loft their 
lives. 

This nobleman was a perfon of great accomplifhmcnts, to whom 
we are partly indebted for the noble art of printing being introduced 
into England. He married Jacquctta, daughter of Peter dc Luxctn- 
burgh, earl of St. Paul (widow' of John duke of Bedford), and had 
illue feven fons, and divers daughters. Of the fons, Anthony, was liis 
iuccefior; John died young; and another John loft his life with his 
father; Lionel was bifliop of Salilbury;* another was named Edward; 
and Richard, on the deceafe of his brother Anthony, became earl 
Rivers. Of the daughters, Elizabeth married, firft. Sir Joh:' Grey; 
and, fecondly, king Edw'ard IV.; Margaret wedded Thomas carl of 
Arundel; Anne was wife, firft, of William lord Bourchier; fecondly, 
of George Grey, carl of Kent; and, laftly, of Sir Anthony Wingfield, 
knight ;* b Jaquct married John lord Strange, of Knokyn; Mary, Wil¬ 
liam Herbert, carl of Huntington; and Catherine, firft, Henry Staf¬ 
ford, duke of Buckingham; fecondly, Jafper Tudor, duke of Bedford;

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Anthont WmviLB, next earl Rivers, in the lifetime of his father 
having married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Thomas lord Scales,* 
was thereupon declared lord Seales; and by that title for many years' 
greatly diftingi.ifhed himfelf. He was eminent both as a warrior and 
a ftatclinan. Indeed, the credit of his filler (the fair lady Grey, queen 
to Edward IV.), the countenance and example of his prince, the 
boiiicrouliicfs of the times, nothing foftened, nothing roughened the 
mind of this amiable lord, who was as gallant as his luxurious brother- 
in-law, without his weakncls; as brave as the heroes of cither rojc, 
without their favagenefs; fludious in the intervals of bufinefs, and 
devout after the manner of thole whimfical times; when men chal¬ 
lenged others whom they never favv, and went barefoot to vifit ihrincs 
in countries of which they had fcarce a map. In Ihort, this nobleman 
was, a> Sir Thomas More fays, “ Vir, hand facile difeernas, manuve 
“ ant conjilio promptior." 

Walpole celebrates him in his Noble Authors, obferving, “ That 
u though Caxton knew’ ‘ none like to the erle of Jf orce/fer,' and thought 
“ tbit all' learning in the nobility perilhed with Tiptoft,f yet there 
'■ J r flourilhcd about the fame period, a noble perlbn (Anthony carl Ri- 
“ vers), by no means inferior to him in learning and politenefs; in 
“ birth his equal, by alliance his fuperior, greater in feats of arms, and 
“ in pilgrimages more abundant.” 

The difmal cataftrophe of this accomplifhcd nobleman," in the lorty- 
firll year of his age, is too well known to need mention here; fuffice 
it, that after all his noble exploits, and his lingular merit, he was de-

Henry Wflmot, only fon of Charles vifcount Wilmot, of Ath- 
lonc, in Ireland, was, for his many eminent ferviccs and zeal to the 
royal caufe, created, by Charles I. anno the 19th of his reign, lord 
Wilmot, baron of Adderbury, in Oxford (hi re ; and, furthermore, was 
by Chitrlcs II. advanced to the title of carl of Rochcftcr, by letters 
patent, dated at Paris, 13th December, 1653. He was a nobleman of 
confidcrablc abilities, of much honour, and military talent, which 0:1 
fcveral occasions, during the civil war, he eminently difplayed. He 
died in 1659, at Dunkirk; but was buried in the north aide of the 
yhurch at Spellfbury, in Oxfordfliire. 

By Anne, his wife, daughter of Sir John St. John, baronet, he had 
ifluc a fon, Charles, who died young, and John, his fuccelfor. Which 

John was a perfon whom, according to Walpolc,f the Mufes were 
"fond to infpire, and alhamed to avow; and who pra&ifed, without the 
leaft rcjfervc, that fccrct, which can make verfes mors read for their

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Baflct, in Wiltlhire; and vifcount Hyde.‘of Kenilworth, in Warwick- 
jfliirc ; and the next enfuing year was advanced to the dignity of carl* 
of Rochcftcr. 

At the Revolution, in 1688, he concurred with the lords in their 
declaration on king James’s withdrawing himfelf; but in the affair of 
fupplying the vacancy of the throne, he was one of that very confider- 
able number which infilled warmly on the grand point of hereditary 
right; but the vote was carried againft them. 

On this occafion he drew on himfelf a great eoldnefs from king 
William, and even from queen Mary, to whom he was fo nearly allied; 
though after lb me time, he lb far recovered the royal favour, as to be 
conllitutcd lord lieutenant of Ireland in 1700. 

He was a nobleman who had great parts, a very good perfon, and 
too much heat to be infincerc; indeed he was always thought an in¬ 
corrupt man. During all the difputcs concerning his father, he made 
his court fo dcxtrouflv, that no refentment ever appeared againft him 
un that head; and he was even acceptable to thole of a contrary in- 
tereft. He married Henrietta, daughter of Richard carl of Burlington, 
and had ilfuc one fon and four daughters; viz. Anne, who married 
James duke of Ormond; Henrietta, who wedded James carl of Dal¬ 
keith, eldcft fon of James duke of Monmouth; Mary, who became 
the wife of Francis Seymour, lord Conway; and Catherine, who died 
finglc in 1737. His lordfliip died in 1711, and was buried in Weft- 
minfter Abbey. 

Henry, next carl of Rocheftcr, upon the deceafc of his coufin, 

Edward earl of Clarendon.f in 1723, fuccccdcd alio to that title. He *Vid. cla- 
was joint treafurer of Ireland with Arthur carl of Angle fey; and in rtlluo "‘ 
the lifetime of his lather, married Jane, filler to John lord Gower, by 
whom he had five daughters; viz. Henrietta and Anne, v ho dcccalcd;

He was a zealous Ioyalift during the time of the 
unhappy civil war. His firft wife was Catherine, daughter of Pere¬ 
grine Bertie, lord Willoughby of Ercfby, by w horn he had no iflue;

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but by his fecond wife, Eleanor, fiftcr to John Manners, earl of Rut¬ 
land, he had Edward, his ion and heir; Lewis, who died young; and. 

Grace, married to Sir Edward Batkham, of Went- 
acre, in Norfolk, baronet; Anne, who died fingle, in 1659; Frances, 
wedded to Edward Dingley, of Charlton, in Worceftcrfhire; Elizabeth 
who died unmarried; Eleanor, the wife of Sir Charles Dymokc, of 
Scrivclfby, in Lincolnihire, knight; and Catherine, who died young.

came foie heir to her father; and in confcqucncc thereof his lordfhip, 
in 1724, was created baron of Throughlcigh, vifeount Sondes of Lees 
Court, both in Kent; and carl of Rockingham, in Northamptonfliire. 

By this lady he had three daughters, who lived to maturity; viz. 

Mary, who married Wrcy Saundcrfbn, of Glcntworth, in Lincolnfliirc, 
cfquirc; Arabella, wife of Sir Robert Furnefe, of Waldcrlhare, in 
Kent, baronet; and Margaret w'cddcd to Sir John Monfbn, K. B.; alfo- 
two Tons, Edward and George. Of which, 

Edward, ftyled vifeount Sondes, died vi. pat. in 1723; having 
married Catherine, cldeft daughter and coheir of Thomas earl of 
Thanct, by whom he had a daughter, Catherine, who became the 
wife’of Edward Southwell, of King's Wcfton, cfquire; fand three tvid. ciif- 
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Ions; Lewis, Thomas, and Edward; which laft died unmarried, and 
jhe eldeft, 

Lewis, fucceedcd his grandfather in 1724, and married Anne, 
daughter of Sir Henry Furnefe, baronet; but died in December 1745, 
without iffue. Whereupon, 

Thomas, his only furviving brother, became his heir, and d:cd a 
few months after attaining his honours, S. P. whereby the titles de¬ 
volved upon his coufin, and heir male, Thomas-Watlon Wentworth, 
who was only fon of Thomas, third fon of Edward lord Rocking¬ 
ham. Which Thomas, purfuant to the will of his mother’s brother, 
William carl of Strafford, fucceetled to his eftate, and aflumcd the 
name and arms of Wentworth. lie married Alice, only daughter of 
Sir Thomas Proby, of Elton, in the county of Huntington ; and had 
iffuc two daughters, who died in their infancy, and one fon, the faid 

Thomas-Watson Wentworth, fourth carl of Rockingham; 
who, previous to fuccceding to that honour, had been created baron 
of Malton, 28th May, 1728; earl of Malton, and vifeount Higham, 
of Higham Ferrers, and baron of Watli and Harrowdcn, 19th No¬ 
vember, 1734; and on the death of Thomas carl of Rockingham, was, 
by patent, dated 19th April, 1746, advanced to the dignity of mar¬ 
quis of Rockingham. His lordfhip died in 1750, and was buried in 
York minftcr. By his lady, Mary, daughter to Daniel Finch, carl of 
Winchclfca and Nottingham, he had five fons; whereof three died 
young; Thomas, the fecond, died at Geneva, in 1734; ami Charles, 
the youngeft, was his fucceffor. Likcwife five daughters; of which, 
Anne married William carl Fitz-William; Mary died young; another 
married John Milbank, cfquirc; another became wife to a Mr. Stur¬ 
geon, of low origin ; and one remained {ingle. 

Chaiiles-Watson Wextwortii, the lccond marquis of Rock¬ 
ingham, was a nobleman of amiable manners and dUpofition ; alike 
undifturbed by envy, avarice, or falfe ambition. On the true prin* 
ciples of a patriot, he headed & ftrong party againft adminillration, 

which 
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which at length, in 178a, fuccecdcd in removing from his majefty’s 
councils, a let of pcrlons who, for a long time, had been obnoxious 
and unpopular to the nation. But his lordfhip’s o\yn difintcreftcd 
acccflion to place was of lliort duration; for he died in the July fol¬ 
lowing, aged only fifty-two. Too loon for his years!!! too early for 
his country!!! lie married Mary, daughter and heir of Thomas 
Bright, of Badfworth, in the county of York, cfquirc; but having no 
iflur, all his titles ceafed with him. He was buried in the carl of Straf¬ 
ford’s vault in York Mi after, about the 30th July, 1^82.

county of Kent. Burnet deferibes him as a man who had lived long 
at court, and run into fume adventures that became very futb/’c; who had 
no fault, no malice in his heart, but a too great love of plcafurc; of a 
moderate capacity; who promis'd every body, but did for no one. His 
lordfiiip was, however, well icwarded for his fcrviccs, as well by ho¬ 


nours 
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nouA as lucrative appointments; but dying in 1704, unmarried, his 
nobility became ended. 


RUSSEL OF THORNHAUGH. 

In 1603, Sir William Russell, younger Ion of Francis, fecond 
earl of Bedford, was created baron RufTcl of Thornhaugh, in the 
county of Northampton, whofe fo n, Francis, fuccecding afterwards 
to the earldom of Bedford, merged his own barony in that fuperior 
honour.

William, the next carl, alfo called Longrfpec, was an eminent 
warrior; with whom Henry III. being difplcafcd, becaule, being figned 
with the crofs, he went to the Holy Land without leave, took from 
him the title of carl, and caftlc of Salifbury. Notwithftanding which, 
he w ent into Egypt with St. Lew is, king of France; and fighting 
valiantly in the midft of his enemies near Damictta, died in the bed 
of honour. He married Idonea, daughter and heir of Richard de Cam- 
ville, and had ifluc. 

William, his fon and heir, who docs not appear to have been ever 
reftored to the title of Salifbury. He married Maud, daughter of 
Walter lord Clifford; 1 and dying in the flowxr of his age, 41ft Henry 
III. left

Simon de Montacute, a mod eminent baron in the reigns of 
Edward I. and II. during which he had Summons to parliament, from 
the 22d Edward I. to the 9th Edward II. inclufivc. lie married 
Aufrick, daughter of Fergus, and filler and heir to Orry king of the 
Illc of Man, by whom he had ifi'ue William, his fon and heir; and 
Simon, who married Hawife, daughter of Almcric lord St. Amand. 
Which 

William lord Montacute fuccccding his lather, had fummons 
to parliament, the nth and 12th of Edward II. This nobleman in 
the lifetime of his father, had difplayed his military talents and cou¬ 
rage on divers occafions, and had holdcn many dignified and honourable 
offices. He died inGafcoignc; but was interred at St. I'ridefwide, 
now Chrift Church, Oxford, anno 1320; leaving by Elizabeth his 
wife, daughter of Peter de Montfort, a numerous family of fons and 
daughters. Whcreot * 

William, the fecond, but eldeft furviving fon, became the moll 
confiderable in rank and honour of all his prcdoccfibrs. lie wa> go¬ 
vernor of divers caflles; conftablc of the Tower of London ; admiral 
of the fleet; created earl of Salifbury 1 ith Edward III.; and, more¬ 
over, made king of the Ifle of Man the 16th of the fame reign ; the 
year following, however, in which he died, as it is laid, of the bruifcs 
he received in tilting at Windfor, anno J343. His lady was Catha¬ 
rine, daughter of William, and After and coheir to Otto de Grundifon; 


z Simon, third fon, was made biflmp of Worceflcr, and in 1330', was Iranllatrd to Ely; to 
the cathedral of which fee hr. was a gresit benefaftur; as alfo to ihe univc-rfity of Cambridge.

William, fccond carl of Saliftuuy, was a famous foldier; was pre- 
fent at the glorious battles of Crdfy and PoiCtiers; and, in fhort, 
almolt all his life was a perpetual campaign. He was one of the fir ft 
knights of the garter, on the inftitution of that noble order; which 
vulgar tradition has ftranj&ly handed down, to have been founded for 
the love which king Edward III. bore to the countefs of Salisbury. 

This carl was twice married; firft, to Joane, daughter of Edmond 
Phuitagenct, earl of Kent, from whom he was divorced, on account 
of a prc-contraCt to Sir Thomas Holland; and, fecondly, to Elizabeth, 
daughter and coheir of John lord Mohun, of Dunllcr, by whom he 
had a ion, William, who married Elizabeth, daughter of Richard earl 
of Arundel; but was unfortunately ilain by ^iis father, in a tilting at 
Windlbr, S. P. the 6th Richard II. Thus having no furviving iifuc, 
and dying in i J97 (ioth Richard II.), his nephew, 

John, fon of Sir John de Montacutc, his younger brother, became 

the next carl; who was as confpicuous for his military achievements, 

as the others of his family had been. He w r as almolt the only tem-

poral nobleman who remained firm to king Richard, after the invalion 
of the duke of Lancaller; and even when Richard was depofed, and 
the duke had mounted the throne, he joined in a plan for the restora¬ 
tion of the former, and the deftru&ion of the latter: which being 
difeovered, he and tlu* carl of Kent w*cre feized by the rabidc at Ciren- 
ccftcr, who ft ruck olf their licads, and font them to London, 5th Ja¬ 
nuary, 1400. He married Maud, daughter of Sir Adam Francis, 
knight, by whom he had Thomas, the next earl, and Richard, who 
died S. l.\ ; likewile three daughters; of which, Anne married, firft. 

Sir Richard llunkfori, knight; fecondly. Sir John Fitz-Lewis; and, 
vol. ill. 4 O thirdh. 
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thirdly, John Holland, duke of Exeter; Elizabeth wedded Robert 
lord Willoughby, of Erefby; and Margaret was wife of William lord 
Ferrers, of Groby. 

Thomas, fourth earl of Salifbury, was concerned in fo many mili¬ 
tary exploits, that to give an account of them all, would be to write 
the hiftory of the reign of Henry V. Suffice it then to fay, that as 
he lived, fo he died in the fervicc of his country; being mortally 
wounded when commanding the Englifh army at the liege of Orleans, 
in 1428. He w r as twice married: by his firft wife, Eleanor, daughter 
of Thomas, and fitter and coheir to Edmond carl of Kent, he had 
iflue one only daugnter, married to RicharS, a younger fon of Ralph 
Neville, carl of Wettmorcland, of whom hereafter. By his fecond 
lady he had no child, fo that the male line of the cldcft branch of the 
Montacute family became extinfl; but from Sir Simon, a younger 
brother to John the third earl of Salifbury, the families of the duke of 
Mancheftcr and the earl of Sandwich are dciccndcd ; which, if they 
do not at prefent reflect the i'.luftrious actions '.nd noble qualities of 
their worthy progenitors^ncvcrthclefs are now the male repreientatives 
of the ancient blood and houfc of Montacute, commonly called 
Montagu.

Richard Neville was the cldcft fbn of Ralph carl of Wcftmorc- 
land, by Joane, his fecond wife; and having married (as beforemen- 
tioned), Alice, only daughter and heir of Thomas Montacute, carl of 
Saliihun, had that title reftored and granted to him, and alfb to the 
heirs of the (aid Alice \ together with twenty pounds annual rent c * 
of the iflTues of the county of Wilts.* This Richard, though he 
ccivcd many favours from Henry VI. was yet a great promoter of the 

York 
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York intcreft. In 1458, he beat the LancaRcr forces under lord 
Audlcy, at Blore Heath, and again, in 14(10, at Northampton; but in 
December of the fame year, when the duke of York was defeated and 
Rain at the battle of Wakefield, this earl was there made prisoner, 
and afterwards beheaded. He had illue fix fons and fix daughters. 
Of the fons, Richard was his fucccflbr; Thomas married Maud, 
daughter of Robert lord Willoughby, and was Haiti with his father at 
Wakefield, S. P.; John was created marquis of Montagu;* George 
became A.B. of York, and chancellor of England; and Ralph and 
Robert died young. Of the daughters, Joanc married William earl 
of Arundel; Cecily, firR, Henry Beauchamp, carl of Warwick ; and, 
fecondly, John Tiptoft, earl of WorccRcr; Alice, Henry lord l'itz- 
Hugh; Eleanor, Thomas lord Stanley; Catherine, William lord Bon- 
villc; and Margaret, firR, John earl of Oxford; and after, William 
lord Haftings. 

Richard, the next earl of SaliRaury, in the lifetime of his father, 
bore the title of carl of Warwick ; having married the heirefs of that 
houfe.f He was a per/on of eminent parts, great valour, and accom- 
pliRimcnts; whole affability rendered him the favourite of the people, 
while his gencrofity attached them to his fervice. This carl had two 
daughters, his cohcircfics; whereof, Ifabcl married George duke of 
Clarence, brother to Edward IV.; and Anne was w edded, firR, to 
prince Edward, only fon of king Henry VI. and next to Richard duke 
of GlouceRer, after king, by the name of Richard III.

PLANTAGENET EARL OF SALISBURY. 

George duke of Clarence having married the aforefaid Ifabcl, 
daughter and coheir of Richard Neville, earl of Snlilburv and War¬ 
wick, .was, by letters patent, dated the 12th of Edward IV. created 
earl of Warwick and Saliibury; but fliortly alter this, viz. 17th Ed- 

4 O 2 w ard 
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ward IV. lie was attainted of high treafon, and murdered, by being 
drowned, as historians relate, in a butt of malmfev. His children 
were, Edward, ftylcd earl of Warwick (of whom under that title),* 
who died S.P.; Richard, who deceafcd an infant; a daughter, who died 
alfo an infant ;f and Margaret, hereafter mentioned. 

Edward Plantagenet, only fon of Richard duke of Glouccflcr, 
was, bv his uncle Edward IV. the 17th of his reign, created carl of 
Salifbury ; and afterwards, when his father became king, was made 
prince of Wales, but he died young, before his father. Thus the title 
of Salifbury for fume time lay dormant, until 

Margaret Plant a genet, before named, in the 5th of Henry 
VIII. exhibited her petition in parliament, as being filler and only 
heir to Edward carl of Warwick, and daughter of Ifabel, eldett daugh¬ 
ter and at length foie heir of Richard Neville, carl of Warwick and 
Salifbury, fon and heir of Alice, daughter and heir of Thomas Mon- 
tacutc, carl of Salifbury. Whereupon, the 14th Odober, the faid 
5th Henry VIII. flic was reftored to the dignity of counted of Salif¬ 
bury. But proving afterwards as great an cyc/brc to this king, as her 
brother had been to Henry VII. flic was, anno the 31ft Henry VIII. 
condemned in parliament, upon an accufation of high treafon ; and, 
though feventy years of age, was beheaded, without arraignment or 
trial, May 27th, 1541, the 33d Henry VIII. This noble lady married 
Sir Richard Pole, knight; whofe defeendants, under the article of 
Pole lord Mcntacutc, have already been given in the fccond volume 
of this work.

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SANDYS OF OMBERSLEY.

The family of Sandys, of Omberfley, in the county of Worcefter, 
was more anciently feated at St. Bees, in Cumberland; as appears by 
a certificate given by Hervey, Clarcncicux king at arms, to Edwin 
Sandys, bifhop of Worceftcr (after A. B. of York), who died the 10th 
July 1558;* leaving, among other ifiue, 

Samuel Sandys, his fon and heir, who inherited the manor of 
Omberfley, in Worceftcrihirc, with other eftates, and was fherifF of 
that county, the 16th James I. From him defeended 

Samuel Sandys, who was, by George II. the 20th December, 
1743, created lord Sandys, baron of Omberfley aforefaid. While a 
commoner, he was chancellor and under-treafurcr of the exchequer, 
and held other places of high honour and importance in the ftate; 
and after his elevation to the peerage, was made fpcaker of the houfe of 
lords. He died in 1770, at an advanced age; having had iflue by Lc- 
titia his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir Thomas Tipping, b of Wheat- 
field. in com. Oxon, baronet, feven fbns and three daughters. Of the 
fens, Edwin was the next lord; Cheek and Thomas died young; 

■ Camden, in his Hillorv of Queen Elizabeth, hath obft.rvrd, that on the deprivation of the 
fopifli bifliops in the 2d of her reign, the most learned that could be found among the 
rroletiaiit divines were recommended to the vacant fees. And that Richard fate, bishop 
of Worcctler, having lefi the kingdom of his own accord, nrchbifliop Parker confccratcd Ed¬ 
win Sandys, a jlutnt Kind riwjuent f readier, biihop of Worcctler.

Martin was a colonel in the army, and died in 1768, having by Mary 
his wife, daughter of William Trumbull, cfquire,' had two Ions, viz. 
William and Edward; and a daughter, Mary. William died in 1749, 
John in 1758, and Henry in 1737. The daughters, were Lctitiu; 
Anne married to Chriftopher Bethel], cfquire; and Catharine, who 
died young. 

Edwin, fecond lord Sandys, in 1769, married Anna-Maria, daugh¬ 
ter of James Colchrooke, cfquire, and widow of Paine King, of Finch- 
am piled Abbey, in Northamptonfhire, cfquire; but by her, who 
dcceafcd in 1777, he had no ifTue; and dying liimfclf in 1797, the 
title, for want of furviving male heirs, became extintft; and his niece, 
Mary, daughter of colonel Martin Sandys, his heir; which lady, in 
1786, married Arthur Hill, marquis of Downfhire, in Ireland ; and in 
1802 was created baronefs Sandys, of Omberfley, with remainder to 
her fecond fon by the faid marquis. 

This lord Sandys, in private life, was good-humoured and obliging; 
a great lover of anecdote, and an agreeable companion. He was 
efteemed one of the beft fcholars of his time, cfpccially in the Greek 
language; and was very convcrfant in Englifli hiflory.

Charles Talbot, twelfth carl of Shrewsbury; who having con¬ 
tributed to effecting the famous Rmuhition of 1688, was afterwards, by 
the Dm h f commonly called William 111 . in April, 1694, created 
inurqui of Alton, and duke of Shrcvvfbury. Bifhop Burnet deferibes 
bin; as a perfbn who had been bred a Pa pi ft, but forfaken bis religion; 
of ft rid honour and probity, with a large fliarc of learning, a correct 
judgment, a fweetnefs of temper, and modefty of deportment, that 
charmed all who knew him But with all thefe eminent qualities, he 
feems to have been a changeling in politics; lor the whigs at length 
feared to truft him, and the tories fufpedted him. He married Adelhida, 
daughter of the marquis of Palioti, in Italy, defccndcd by her mother 
from Sir Robert Dudley, the celebrated fbn of Robert Dudley, carl of 
I,eitxfter but having no ifluc, and dying on the ift February, * e Vj 
i/jy-j8, the marquilatc and dukedom became extinct.

Although this family may not have to boa ft a long defeent ol 
ancient noble blood, yet the merits and prrional endowments ut him 
w 1m was tirit railed to the d’umitv of the peerage, rn.iv be well deemed 
fufficient to hand down his name, with honour to poitcrity. 

John So m l it s was the Ion ol' an eminent and wealthy attorney of 
the city of Worccltcr, by Catharine Scverne his wife; and ha* ini; 
been brought up to the ltudy of the law, acquired Inch great reputa¬ 
tion, that when the ablclt and molt eloquent eounlcllors of the nation 
were chofen to plead the caulc of the injured hilltop*-, in the reign of 
James II. Mr. Somers was one; when hi- bold and pathetic fpcceh in 
their defence, will remain among thole memoirs of the ilritilh confti- 
tution, that lliail record the tame of worthy men. After this, on the 
accctiion of king W illiam Ill. he was iucceiliwk appointed lolicitor 
and attorney general; knighted; and in ibq“, created lord chancellor 
of England, and a baron of the realm, bv the title of l<>rd Somers of 
Evcfham, in the county of Worccltcr. 

Walpole, in his Catalogue of Noble Authors, while he enumerates 
with honour his lordthip's work.-, obferves, “ That ail the tmditional

His death was in 
May, the 22d Henry VI. when he was buried in Winbom minllcr, 
in Dorfetfliirc. By Margaret his wife, daughter of Sir John Beau¬ 
champ, of Blctflioc (who furviving him, married Leo lord Welles), 
he had an only daughter and heir (named after her mother}, Margaret, 
who was then only three years old; and afterwards living to a great 
age, was three times married. Her firfl hufband was Edmond of Ilad- 
ham, earl of Richmond ; by whom flic had Henry, her ion and heir, 
who at length mounted the throne by the name of Henry VII.; her 
fccond hufband was Sir Henry Stafford, knight ;£ and her third, 
Thomas lord Stanley ;}| by neither of which flic had any children; and 
dying in 1516, was buried in Wcftminftcr Abbey. k Her father thus

Edmund, the 9th of Henry VI. bore the title of carl of Mortein;

created duke of Somerfct.* He was for fome time regent of France; 
where affairs turning out unfortunately, he was recalled, and accufcd 
of having loft Normandy, upon which account he became very unpo¬ 
pular, and fufFered many indignities from the people; and in that 
lamentable war which thereafter enfued, between the houfes of York 
and Lancafter, was flain in the fir ft battle of St. Albans; yet with the 
reputation of a brave and honourable man. He married Alianorc, one 
of the daughters and coheirs of Richard Beauchamp, earl of War¬ 
wick, and had three fons; viz. Henry and Edmund, fucceflbrs to his 
honours; and John, who was flain at the battle of Tewkfbury, S.P.;

Henry Fitzroy, a natural fon of king Henry VIII. was created 
duke of Somerfet and Richmond, the 17th Henry VIII. ; yet enjoyed 
not his honours to the years of maturity, dying under fcventccn years 
* vut. Rich- of age, S.P.* 


SEYMOUR DUKE OF SOMERSET. 

After this, the famous protedtor, Edward Seymour, uncle 1 
king Edward VI. was created duke of Somerfet; being afterwards 
beheaded and attainted, the honour remained forfeited for a confider- 
ablc lapfc of years; and the name of it intermediately was given to 
the Carr, or Kerr family.

Robert Carr (or Ker), was of the ancient houle of Ker, of Fer- 
nihurit, in Scotland; and having long ferved Kin'g James in the 
quality of a page, was made a knight of the bath at his coronation; 
md at length grew into lo much favour, that in the 9th James I, he 
was created baron Ker of Branlpeth, in the bifhopric of Durham, and 
vifeount liochcftcr; moreover, the nth of the fame reign, he was 
advanced to the title of earl of Somerfet, and became, in fa< 51 , the 
chief favourite at court. But as his rife was lb quick, fmooth, and 
extraordinary, fo his fall was rapid, odious, and diigraccful. 

The hiftory of his adulterous intercourle with the countefs of Eflcx, 
that moll wicked and abandoned woman, whom he afterwards mar¬ 
ried, and the murder of Sir Thomas Ovcrbury, is lo well known, as 
* 1 render any further mention here unnecciTaiy; fufficc it, that al- 
* ough he and his lady delcrvcd his majcfly’s fevereft punidiment, yet 
sis royal clemency lined their lives, though the event proved miferable 
co them both; ending in a total feparation, hating the light of each 
'otiicr. He died anno 1045, and was buried at St. Paul’s, Covent 
Zrasdcn ; m having had only female illuc, a daughter, Anne, who after¬ 
wards married William carl of Bedford.

Through a long line of illuftrious anccftors, intermarried with the

ftudy of the law; and when lord chancellor* in 1544* difcharged tHjj) 
duties of that important office with more applaufe than moil before 
him* and with, as much integrity as any fince him. Ap^oh^mtion 
of his was, “ Force awed, but jnjlice governed the world." He uled to 
fay* “ He loved a bifhop, to fatisfy his confciencc; a lawyer, to guide 
“ his judgment; a good family, to keep up his intereft; and an uni- 
“ verlity to preferve his name.” 

Full of years and worth, he died in 1550, and was buried at St. 
Andrews church, Holborn. 

By Jane his wife, daughter and heir of William Cheney, dquire, 
he had one fon, Henry, and five daughters; viz. Mary, firit married 
to William Shelley, of Michadgrove, in Sulk'* cfquire; and alter, to 
---- - Lyftcr, fon and heir of Sir Michael Lyftcr, knight; Elizabeth* 
to Thomas carl of Suflex; Catharine, to Thomas Cornwallis, clijuirc; 
Mabel, to Sir Walter Sands, knight; and Anne* to Sir Oliver Law¬ 
rence, knight/* 

Henry, the next carl, was a great friend of Thomas duke of Nor¬ 
folk ; for whofe marriage with Mary queen of Scots, his well-willies 
occafioncd him much trouble. He died the 23d of Elizabeth, having 
had by Mary, daughter of Anthony vifeount Montagu, a daughter of 
her mother's name, who married Thomas lord Arundel, of Wardou$ 
and a fon. 

Henry, the third carl, who taking part with the unfortunate carl 
of EfTex, in the infurrcdlion which coll him his life, was thereupon 
brought to trial, and found guilty; but ncverthclefs obtained the 
queen’s mercy. And the ift of James I. had a new patent, dated SVSf 
July, for the title and dignity of earl of Southampton, with the like 
rights and privileges as he formerly enjoyed. 

This nobleman was of high courage, great honour and integrity; 
and was well rcfpccled by the kingdom and the court. lie died in - 
1624 (22d James I.), having married Elizabeth, daughter of John 
Vernon, of Hodnet, in com. Derby, cfquirc; and had iflue two fons; 
of which, John, the eldcll, died in the Netherlands, in his lifetime; 

and 
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and Thomas was his fucceflor. Likcwife three daughters; whereof, 
Pemdupe-Jwarricd William lord Spencer, of Wormleighton; Anne, 
Robert Wallop,'of Farley, efquire; and Elizabeth, Sir Thomas Eftcourt, 
knight, a maftcr in chancery. 

Tiioaias, fourth carl, was of a nature much inclined to melancholy; 
but of a great fpirit, fnarpnefs of judgment, quicknefs of apprehenfion, 
and readmefs of exprefiion; fo that no man, when in oppofition, gave 
more trouble, or drew fo many to concurrence witfc him in opinion, 
which on all occafions was diredlcd to the public welfare. He was 
much attached to Charles I. during his misfortunes; and on the refto- 
ration was defcrvedly made a knight of the garter, and conftitutcd 
lord high treafurer of England; which office he executed to the 
general fatisfadion of the king and kingdom, and died in it anno 1667, 
a rare example, that inftcad of accumulating to himfelf a large and 
unbounded fortune, which he might eafily have done, he is faid 
rather to have fupported the treafury, by large rcfources from his own 
eftatc. 


He was thrice married. His firft lady was Rachael, daughter to 
Daniel baron de Rouvigny (father of Henry, created by William III. 
!jbarl of Galway, in Ireland), by whom he had two fons; Charles and 
Henry, who died young; and three daughters; viz. Elizabeth, mar¬ 
ried to Edward, cldcft fon of Raphael Noel, vifeount Campden; 
■Rachael, firft, to Francis, fon and heir of Richard carl of Carberry, in 
Ireland; and, fecondly, to William, fccond -Ion of William earl of 
Bedford; and Magdalen, who died young. His fccond wife was Eli¬ 
zabeth, daughter and coheir to Francis lord Dunfmore, afterwards earl 
of Chicheftcr; upon whole advancement to that honour, he obtained 
an entail thereof, in default of iffue male, to himftlf and his iffiie male 


by the laid Elizabeth his wife: but; by this lady (a perfon of great 
beauty, virtue, and prudence), lie had only female iflue; viz. four 
daughters; of whom, Audrey died fingle; Penelope dcccaled young; 
Elizabeth wedded, firft, Jofccline earl of Northumberland; and after. 


Ralph lord Montagu, of Bough Ion; and another Penelope, who alfo

The origin of this family is the fame as that of the prelent ear

of Chcftcrficld and Harrington, from Sir Michael Stanhope, of She 
ford, in Nottinghamfhirc, beheaded (about a month after the gre. 
protestor, the duke of Somerfct), anno 15^2; whole third Ion, 

Jo h x Stanhope, was leated at Harington (or Harrington), 
Northampton (hire ; and by patent, the 4th May, 3d of James I. was 
created a peer of the realm, by the title of baron Stanhope, of Har¬ 
rington aforefaid; being the firil of his houlc, though of ancient and 
honourable defeent, who was advanced to the rank of nobility. Du¬ 
ring the reigns of Elizabeth and James, he was in much favour at 
court, and held fevcral important offices. He married Margaret, 
daughter and coheir of Henry M'Williams, of Stanborne, in Eflcx, 
cfquire; and died c,tli March, 1620, having had ilTue two daugh¬ 
ters ; viz. Elizabeth, married to Lionel Talmache, carl of Dyfart.; 

and 
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and Catherine, to Robert vifeount Cholmlcy; as likewife an only 
fon, 

Charles, fecond lord Stanhope, who, during the time of the civil 
war, temp. Charles 1 . retired abroad; and having married Dorothy, 
filter to the carl of Newburgh, died in 1677, without iflue.

This name (if not identical family), is very ancient; whereof

Robert Stawell, who married Anne, daughter and coheir of 
John St. Maur, lord of North Moulton, in com. Devon, fecond fon 
of Richard baron St. Maur, of Caftle Cary.* Which Robert was an- * Vid ; St ; 
ceitor to 

Sir John Stawell, K.B. who, by Elizabeth, daughter to George 
i'uchet, lord Audley, had iffue another Sir John, father to 
Ralph Stawell, who, the 32d of Charles II. by letters patent, 

•dated' 15th January, 1682, was created baron Stawell, of Somerton, 
in com. Somerf. The eminent loyalty and fufferings of his father in 
the royal caufe during the rebellion, and his own very meritorious fer- 
vices on the fame fcore, moil certainly were entitled to fomc noble rc- 
compencc; which, how muchfocver, on many occafions, king Charles II. 
overlooked in divers other deferving families, yet he did not forget or 
omit to make good to this one. But his lordfhip furvived this mark of 
his fovercign's gratitude and favour only to 1689, when he died, hav¬ 
ing been twice married. His firft wife was Anne, daughter of John 
Ryves, bf Ranflon, in com. Dorfet, efquire; by whom he had an only 
fon, John, his fucceflor. His fecond wife w*as Abigail, daughter of

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William Pitt, of Hartley- Wc/pal, in com. Staff, efquirc ; which lady 
brought him t\yo ions; viz. William and Edward, wh o rcfpc& ivcly 
fuccceded to the title; and alio four daughters; viz. Elizabeth, mar¬ 
ried to William Bromley, of Baginton, efquirc; Catherine, to William 
Higden, D. D.; Lucy and Diana. 

John, fecond lord Stawell, married Margaret, daughter of James 
earl of Salilbury, and died in 169 a, aged only twenty-four; leaving 
an. only daughter and heir, married, firflt, to James Darcy, grandfon 
to Conyers earl of Holderncfs; and after, to John Barber, of Sun¬ 
ning Hill, efquirc: but his lordihip having no ifluc male, was fuc- 
ceeded by 

William, his half-brother; who having married Elizabeth, daugh¬ 
ter of William Port (or Pert), cfquire, by Elizabeth his wife, daughter 
of William, and fiftcr to Sir Humphrey Forfter, baronet, thereby ob¬ 
tained the feat and lordihip of Aldcrmarfton, in Berkfhire.'* By this 
lady he had an only fon, William, who died before him, in France, 
unmarried, in February, 1739-40; and one daughter, Charlotte, mar¬ 
ried, firft, to Ruiihc Haffel, cfquire; and, fecondly, to Ralph Con¬ 
greve, of Aldcrmailon, cfquire. But having no futviving male iffuc, 
and dying in 1742, 

Edward, his only brother, was his heir male, and fucccflbr. This 
Edward, laft lord Stawell of his name, married Mary', daughter and 
coheir of Sir Hugh Stewklcy, of Hinton Ampner, in Hampfhirc; and., 
had an only fon, Stewklcy, who died at Wcftminfter-fchool, in his 
lifetime ; and a daughter, Mary r , at length his foie heirefs, who after* 
his death, in 1755, was, by patent, 20th May, 1760, created baronefs 
Stawell, of Somerton aforefuid, with limitation to the heirs male of 
her body by her hufband, Henry Bilfon Legge, cfquire. After whole 
deceafe, flic remarried with the carl of Hilllborough, and died in 1780.

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ST. JOHN OF TREGOZE. 

In r 622 , Sir Oliver St. John, dcfccnded from the St. Johns of 
Blctfho, was created vifeount Grandifon, in Ireland, with limitation, 
for want of ifluc male, to the ifluc of Sir Edward Villiers (half-brother 
to George duke of Buckingham), and in 1625, was advanced to the 
Englifh peerage, by the title of baron Tregoze, of Highworth, in com. 
Wilts. 

He had been prefident of Munfter; and, in 1616, lord deputy of 
Ireland. Sir Iiichard Cox, in his preface to the lecond part of the 
hiftory of that kingdom, Rates, “ That he was of a generous tem- 
“ per; and was not inferior to any of his prcdeccflbrs in a fnccre 
“ concern for the Proteftant religion, and the good of the country.’* 
He was a perfon of high courage, integrity, and honour. But having 
no ifluc, liis title upon his death, in December, 1630, became extindfc. 
His wife was Joan, daughter and heir of Henry Roydon, of Batterfea, 
jfc-idow of Sir William Holcroft.

Stbafford is the name of a wapentake in the Weft Riding of 
Yorkftiire; w here all gencalogifts agree, that the family of Went¬ 
worth long fiourifhed, ever ftnee that 

Roe ek v de Wentworth, temp. Henry III. married Emma, 
daughter a*vl heir of William AVoodhoufe, of Woodhoufc afbrc- 
iaid; and thereby acquiring that eftate, made it his principal refi- 
dcncc; which from thence retained the name of Wentworth Wood¬ 
houfc. 
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houfe. From this Robert, after a long fucccffion of honourable 
pcrfbns, was 

Thomas Wentworth, who married Margaret, daughter, and at 
length heir of William Gafeoigne, of Gauthorpe, efquirc, by Joanc, 
B.fronag. f ° n * daughter and heir of John Neville, baron Ferrers, of Overfley ;* and 
(Jenealog. had iffuc, Sir William, created a baronet, 29th June, 1611; who, by 
Anne, daughter and heir of Sir Robert Atkinfon. of Stawcll, in com. 
Glouc. was father of eight fons. Whereof 

Sir Thomas Wentworth, the fccond, but cldeft furviving one, 
became elevated to the rank of nobjlity; being firft advanced to the title 
of baron Wentworth, of Wentworth Woodhoufe, by patent, 22d July, 
4th Charles I.; and vifeount Wentworth, the 10th December follow¬ 
ing. Moreover, the 12th January, 1639, he was, by patent, railed to 
the further dignity of baron of Raby. in the bifhopric of Durham 
(with limitation, on failure of iflue male, to W T illiam his younger bro¬ 
ther), apd carl of Strafford, in the county of York. 

He was a man of great parts and extraordinary endowments of na¬ 
ture, not unadorned with Ionic addition of art and learning; with a 
ftcadincfs of conception, and iharpnefs of expreflion, which made his 
learning thought more than in truth it was. His firft inclinations and 
addrefies to the court, were only to eftablilh his greatnefs in the 
country; where he apprehended fome ads of power from the lord 
Saville, who had always been his rival there, and of late had ftrength^, 
ened himfclf, by being made a privy counfellor, and officer at court; 
but thefc firft attempts were fo profperous, that he contented Himfclf 
not with being fecurc from this lord’s power, but refted not till he 
had bereaved his adverfary of all power and place at court; and got 
the fupcrintcndency over him too, by being himfclf conftitutcd lord 
prefident of the north, and lord lieutenant of Yorkfhirc. 

Thefc fucccffcs, applied to a nature too elate and haughty of itfclf, 
with a progrefs fo rapid into the greateft employments and truft, made 
him more tranfported with difdain of other men, and more con¬ 
temning the forms of bufmefs, than probably would have been the cafe, 

had 
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had he met with fome interruptions in the beginning, and had patted 
in a more flow gradation to the office of a flatefman. 

Of all his pafiions, his pride was moft predominant, which a mode¬ 
rate intervention of ill fortune might have corrected and reformed; 
and which, by the hand of Heaven, was ftrangely punched, by bring¬ 
ing his deftrudion upon him by two means he moft dcfpi fed; viz. 
“ Sir Harry Vane , and the people'' In a word, the epitaph which Plu¬ 
tarch records that Sylla wrote for himfclf, may not be unaptly applied 
to him: “ That no man did ever exceed him, in doing good to his 
“ friends, or in doing mifehief to his enemies; for his acts of both 
“ kinds were moft notorious.” 

His impeachment in the houfe of commons, was on November 
1640, and conducted with every degree of bittcruefs and malevolence; 
but the bill of attainder in the houfe of lords, had not that warm re¬ 
ception the commons cxpe&cd; and when it patted, only forty-five 
lords were prefent, twenty-fix of which agreed thereto. The rabble, 
however, were loud in vociferating, “ They would have jnjlice ;” and 
thus at laft this great earl fell, being brought to the fcaffold, on Tower 
Hill, 12th May, 1641, and there beheaded/ 

He married three wives. The firft was Margaret, daughter of Francis

was, by letters patent, reftored to all his father’s honours; having in 
1661 been inftalled a knight of the garter. He married, firft, Hen¬ 
rietta Maria, daughter of James carl of Derby; and, fccondly, Hen¬ 
rietta, daughter to Frederick Charles dc Rove dc la llochcfoucauld, 
earl of Roucy and Roye; but died S. P. in October 1695, and was 
buried with his father in York Minder. The bulk of his dlate he 
left to his nephew, Thomas Watfon, third fon of Edward lord Rock- 
t ibid. ingham,+ by the lady Anne, his cldeft filter, w ho thereupon took the 
name of Wentworth; and all the honours of the peerage having ex¬ 
pired with him, excepting the barony of Raby, limited, as before men¬ 
tioned, to his father’s younger brothers, and their ifluc male, he was 
fuccccded in that title by Thomas, his coufin, grandion of Sir William 
Wentworth, knight, his uncle." Which 

Thomas, fo fucceeding tojthe fc&ony of Raby, taking to a military 
life, ferved every campaign with William HI. in Flanders; where he 
greatly dWlinguifhcd himfelf, particularly at the battles of Steinkirk 
and Landcn. In the reign of queen Anne, he likcwifc participated

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in fcvcral of the glorious campaigns of the duke of Marlborough; and 
was repeatedly employed as ambaffador to the courts of Berlin, Vienna, 
and the States General. ' 

Indeed, fuch were his great merits and eminent fervices, that he 
was at length advanced to the titles of vifeount Wentworth, of Went¬ 
worth Woodhoufe, and of Stainborough, and earl of Strafford; with 
remainder to his brother, Peter,* and his iffue male, by letters patent, 
dated 4th September, 1711, 10th queen Anne. His lordfliip married 
Anne, daughter and heir of Sir Henry Jobnfon, of Bradenham, in 
com. Bucks, knight; by whom he had a fon, William, and three 
daughters; viz. Anne, whole hulband was William Conolly, efquire; 
Lucy, who wedded colonel George Howard; and Henrietta, who 
became the wife of James (or Henry), Vernon, efquire, nephew to 
admiral Vernon. 

William, fourth, but fecond earl of Strafford, of the laft creation, 
lucceeded his father in 1739, and married Anne, one of the daughters 
and coheirs of John Campbell, duke of Argylc and Greenwich; but 
by her having no iffue, and djing in 1791, his honours devolved upon 
his coufm, 

Frederick Thomas, grandfon of Peter Wentworth, on whom 
the titles were entailed, as before mentioned. This nobleman was a 
‘perfon of much private worth, but interfered very little with politics; 
living, for the moll part, retired at his feat at Henbury, in Dorfetfhire, 
where he died, without iffue, in 1799. 

* He married Juliana, daughter of Thomas Horde, efquire, by whom he had eleven chil¬ 
dren j who all died young, excepting a daughter, Henrietta, and a fon, William; which Wil¬ 
liam married Sufanna, daughter of John Slaughter, of Upper Slaughter Hall, in com.

Ix 53d of Henry III. Robert de Ufford, a younger Ion of John dc 
Peyton, in Suffolk, affuming his furnamc from the manor of Ufford 
in that county, where he then had his refidencc, was made jultice of 
Ireland; and having married Mary, widow of William dc Say, died 
26th Edward I. leaving 

Robert de Ufford, his fbn and heir, who dcceafed the 10th 
Edward II.; having been fummoned to parliament among the barons 
of the realm, from the 2d to the 5th of the fame reign; and had iffue 
by Cccilie his wife, daughter and coheir of Robert de Valoines,* Ro¬ 
bert, his fon and heir; and alfo two younger Tons, Ralph, and Edmund 
de Ufford already noticed in the firft volume of this work.f Which 

Robert de Ufford, the nth Edward III. was advanced to the 
dignity of carl of Suffolk. He was a perfon of great action in his 
time ; of great talents, military abilities, and pcrfonal prowefs; indeed 
fo eminent, that he was a popular character; in favour with his love- 
reign, and fcldom out of lome high employment. 

He married Margaret, daughter of Sir John dc Norwich, and died 
the 43d of Edward III.; having had iffue, Robert, who died in his 
lifetime; William, liis fucceffor; and three daughters; viz. Cccilie, 
who married William lord Willoughby, of Ercfby; Catherine, Robert 
lord Scales: and Margaret, William lord Ferrers, of Groby. 

William, 
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William, fccond carl of Suffolk, during the lifetime of his father, 
the 38th and 39th Edward III. had fummons to parliament; and the 
43d of Edward III. livery of his lands. The 50th of the fame reign, 
he was admiral of the king’s whole fleet; and repeatedly ferved in the 
wars of France, with honour and renown. Upon the infurredtion of 
•the populace, under the famous Jack Straw, fearing to be furprifed by 
the rebels, and carried with them to fan&ion their caufe, he cfcaped 
in difguife to the king at St. Albans; but afterwards, being feledtcd 
by the commons in parliament, to reprefent to the lords certain mat¬ 
ters of importance to the public welfare, afeending the fteps to their 
houfc, he fuddenly fell down dead, to the amazement and furrow of 
all perfons, the 15th February, 5th Richard II. He was twice mar¬ 
ried: firft, to Joan, daughter of Edward de Montacutc; and, fecondly, 
to Ifabel, daughter of Thomas de Beauchamp, carl of Warwick; by 
neither lady, however, having any iflue, his fitters, before-mentioned, 
became his heirs.

BRANDON DUKE OF SUFFOLK.

Charles Brandon, the celebrated duke of Suffolk, was fon and 
heir of Sir William Brandon, ftandard-bcarcr to Henry carl of Rich- 

4 S 2 mond, 
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mond, at the battle of Bofworth ; where he was (lain by the hands of 
king Richard III. himfelf. This family is reprefented of fome anti¬ 
quity ; and to have affumcd its name probably from the lordfhip of 
Brandon, in the county of Suffolk. Sir William married Elizabeth, 
daughter and coheir of Sir Henry Bruyn, knight ; u and among other 
iffuc, had the laid 

Charles Brandon, who was a perion of comely flaturc, high 
courage, and conformity of difpofition to prince Henry; with whom 
being offociated in youthful exerciles and paftimes, he became fo ac¬ 
ceptable, that from thenceforth his advancement to royal favour and 
honours was rapid and extraordinary. 

His firft creation to nobility was to the title of vifeount Lille, the 
Henry vin Henry VIII. foon after which, he was raifed to the dignity 

t Ibid. of duke of Suffolk.f In the 8th of Henry VIII. being at the coro¬ 
nation of Mary the king's filler, then married to Lewis XII. of France, 
he particularly fignalized himfelf in a tournament, where he overthrew 
his antagonifl, horfe, and arms; and gained lb much upon the queen’s 
affe&ions, that upon the death of Lewis (which loon after happened*, 
he obtained the confent both of Henry VIII. and Francis, fucceffor 
to king Lewis, to marry her. In fhort, during the period of that 
capricious reign of vanity, extravagance, and blood, he preferved his 
influence to the laft, and died in the eftimation of the king, and of the 
country, anno 37th Henry VIII.; with this ebatader, “ that although 
“ a better courtier than a. Hate (man, yet he ufed his prince’s favours 
“ with fo much moderation, as not to difobligc any one.” In fhort, 
his familiarity and cafy acccfs made him popular, as his pliant temper 
kept him a favourite.

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This great duke had four wives: firft, Margaret, one of the daugh¬ 
ters of John Nevil, marquis of Montagu, widow of Sir John Mortimer, 
knight, who died S. P. Secondly, Anne, daughter of Sir Anthony 
Browne, knight, by whom* he had a daughter, Mary, wedded to 
Thomas Stanley, lord Monteagle. Thirdly, Mary, the French queen, 
lifter to king Henry VIII. who brought him a Ion, Henry, created 
earl of Lincoln, 17th Henry VIII. and two daughters; of which, 

Frances married, firft, Henry Grey, afterwards duke of Suffolk; and, 
fecondly, Adrian Stokes; and Eleanore, Henry earl of Cumberland. 

His fourth wife was Catherine, daughter and heir of William lord 
Willoughby of Erefby, by whom he had two fons; viz. 

Henry and Charles, who were both dukes of Suffolk; but died 
the fame day, 14th July, 5th Edward VI. young, of the fweating 
fickncfs. 


GREY DUKE OF SUFFOLK. 

This honour having concluded in the Brandon name, for want of 
furviving iffue male, was next revived in the perfon of Henry Grey, 
marquis of Dorfet, who had married Frances, daughter of Charles 
Brandon, by Mary the French queen; which Henry was created duke 
of Suffolk, by Edward VI. as under the article of Ferrers, alias Grey

Janes, had natural iflue a fon, John, who died under age; and three 
daughters; whereof, Mary married Charles Pan let, marquis, of Win- 
chefter, afterwards created duke of Bolton. Of which family it is 
(ingular, that as it acquired the eftate and title of Bolton by a baftard 
from the right heirs of the Scrape line, fo by a baftard, the faid eftate 
and ftyle of honour departed again from the right heirs of the Paulet 
family, into that of Orde; of which, Mr. Thomas Orde married Jane, 
the illegitimate daughter of Charles duke of Bolton, brother to Harry, 
the laft duke of that name. The peerages therefore err, which atlcrt 
that Mr. Orde inherited the great eftates of Bolton and Hack wood, in 
right of his wife, as (he only became entitled to them under the gift 
in tail of her prefumedfather ; whole will was afterwards confirmed by 
a decree in chancery. 


SPENCER EARL OF SUNDERLAND. 

Henry lord Spencer of Wormleighton, was, by Charles I. anno 
regni 19th, created carl of Sunderland; whofc defendants afterwards 
fuccceding to the dukedom of Marlborough, the faid title thenceforth 
has remained dormant in that fuperior dignity.

William de Warren, firft carl of Surrey, was fo created, as is 
faid, by William Rufus.* He was carl Warren, in Normandy, and 
nearly related to the Conqueror, w{jom he therefore accompanied in 
his expedition into England; in frhich, as a joint adventurer, and for 
his fignal fervices, he was, after the battle of Haitings, rewarded with 
divers confiderablc lordfhips in feveral counties; among which were 
the barony of Lewes, in SufTex, and the manors of Carlctune and Bc- 
ningtun, in com. Line.; together with fo many other great pofTeftions, 
that he ieemed more as a partner in the fpoils of England, than a 
fubjedb^Wreo^tr, he married .Gundrcd, the Conqueror’s daughter; 
vyflTwhom, Brooke fays, he obtained all Chirkland, Bromfield, and 
"Yale.* He built the caftlc of Holt; and founded the priory of Lewes, 
in SufTex. Where, upon his death in 1089, he w’as interred in the 
chapter houfc. b His ifTue were, according to Dugdale, two Tons, 
William and Raynald; and two daughters, viz. Edith, married, firft, 
to Girard de Gornay; and after, to Drew dc Monceaux; and ------ 

wife of Ernife de Colungis. 

William, fecond carl Warren and Surrey, having joined Robert

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de Bclefme, earl of Arundel and Shrewfbury, in favour of Robert 
Curthofe, againd.Henry I. forfeited his great Englilh poflcffions; but 
was, however* afterwards redored to them* and ever after* with zeal 
and fidelity* adhered to Heniy I. He died the ioth May* 1138, and 
was alfo buried at Lewis priory. His wife was Elizabeth* daughter to 
Hugh earl of Vcrm&ndois (widow of Robert earl of Mellent), by whom 
be had three fons; viz. William* his fucccffor; Reginald, lord of 
reaofWirm- Wirmgay;* and Raphe; alfo two daughters; namely, Gundred, mar- 
guy, Voi. 1. ried to Roger earl of Warwick; and Adeline* to Henry, fon of David 
king of'Sects. 

William* third earl, married Ella, daughter of Robert, the turbu¬ 
lent earl of Belefme. He was one of the mod drenuous adherents 
that king Stephen had, in the many perils and reverfes which he ex¬ 
perienced; and at the memorable battle of Lewes, was one of the 
chief leaders in the royal army. But fome of the king’s troops having 
trcacheroufly joined the enemy* this earl, with divers other officers of 
rank* fled, though the king continued to perform th^part of ?n hero; 
and was only taken prifoner* after his fword and battle-axe were 
broken* in dealing dedrudion to his atiailants. 

In the year 1147, this earl* in the fanguinary fpirit of crufade* 
which then pervaded the Chridian world* accompanied Lewis king of 
France in his expedition againd the Saracens: an expedition* wherein 
the confocrated banners of the Chridians fell into the hands of infi¬ 
delity, and orthodox blood reeked in crimfon fanftity on the Saracen's 
fword. But whether the earl of Surrey was flain in the general de¬ 
feat of the holy army* or was taken prifoner, and died in captivity* 
feems uncertain. His iffue was an only daughter* Ifabel* who mar¬ 
ried* fird* William de Blois; and* fccondly* Hamlyn Plantagenet; who 
in her right* held the earldom iucceffively.

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carl, had her honours; and the 12th of Henry II. certified his knights 
fees to be fixty, He furvived his countcfs four years; and for that 
time was tenant of her inheritance by the covrtefy of England. After 
when, he ciofed a long and honourable life, the 7th May, 1202, and 
was buried with his wife's anceftors, in Lewes priory; leaving a fon 
and heir, 

''William, next carl Warren and Surrey, and fixth lord of Lewes. 
This earl for a considerable time adhered to king John againft the 
infurgent barons; and was one of the four nobles who were fworn 
vouchers for his performance of the degrading conditions didated to 
him by Pandulph, the Pope's legate, in 1213. But at I art difgufted 
with the perfidy and defpotifm of that mean prince, he joined Lewis, 
the French king's ion, who was invited over to afiumc the forfeited 
fovcrcignty of the nation. However, on the death of king John, he 
was induced to defert the French intereft, in favour of young Henry, 
his fon; who Ibmc months before had been crowned, at Glouccftcr. 
This prince was weak, mean, and pufillanimous/ diitetnbling and 
imprudent, like his father; which rendered the amnfcls of mcnW 
honour and patriotifm alike nugatory; fo that a confederacy among 
the nobles (with whom the earl of Surrey joined), was formed, to

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oblige him to fubfcribc to certain regulations; which if they had been 
obiervcd by the king, would have been as beneficial to himfclf as to 
his fubjc<fts. This nobleman died the 24th Henry III. having been 
twice married. His firft wife was Maud, daughter of the carl of 
Arundel, who died S. P.; his fecond wife was alfo named Maud, the 
daughter of William Marfhal the Elder, carl of Pembroke, and widow 
of Hugh Bigot, earl of Norfolk ; by whom* he had a daughter, Ifabel, 
who married Hugh earl of Arundel; and a fon, John, then five years 
old. Which 

Johx, feventh earl, was for a long time under ward, in order to 
benefit Peter de Savoy, the queen's uncle; who had the cuftody of his 
lands during that period. This nobleman adhered to king Henry in 
all thofo exadions and encroachments,, which at laft rouled the nation 
to defend their rights and property by the fword; and ftrenuoufly 
fupported the royal fide at the battle of Lewes. He was of a temper 
remarkably itpjgetuous and overbearing; as ftrongly evinced by his 
•vehement'attack in Wcftminfter Hall, upon Alan le Zouche, the chief 
JjufSice, and Rogc^, his fon; both of whom, on fome conceit of dif- 
pleafure, he then moil forely wounded. Furthermore, when Edward I. 
ifiued the firft writs of quo warranto, and the earl of Surrey was 
queftioned as to his title to his pofifeffions, he produced a rufty fword, 
and faid, “ That was his warranty for all be poffejfed\ by that old fa - 
“ mily fervant, his anceflors bad won their lands as well as the Conqueror 
“ bimfelf ; and with tbe fame , their undegenerate defeendant was deter - 
u mined to maintain them.” He married Alice, daughter of Hugh le 
Bran, and half filler, by the mother, to Henry III. Which lady 
brought him two daughters, Eleanor and Ifabel; whereof, the former 
married, firft, Henry lord Percy, and afterwards a Scotch carl; and 
the latter became the wife of John Baliol, king of Scotland. Like-

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wife a Ion, William, a promifing young- man, who was Haiti in hia 
lifetime, at a tournament at Croydon, in the twentieth year of his age;

a pofthumous ion, John; of whom, hereafter. 

This great and boiilerous nobleman, who poffeffed his paternal 
honours fixty-five years; to which was added the earldom of Suffex, 
prrK Bmoke* con ^ cne ^ L upon him by Hemy III.* died circ. an. 1304, aged feventy; 
«nd Bmoke and was fucceeded by

noble perfons that were knighted with prince Edward, afterwards 
Edward II. and was one of thole peers who lo juRly relented that 
monarch's partiality for Piers Gavcfton; though afterwards he became 
one of thole evil counfellors that fupported the execrable mcanncls of 
Edward II.; and the execution of the brave, noble-minded, and ac- 
complilhcd earl of Lancaftcr, with his patriotic confederates, at Pon- 
tefrad.

Indeed, after vice and folly had rendered Edward equally odious and 
contemptible to his fubjeds, he Hill Ruck to him. 'Vet aded lb prkr 
dent, or fortunately, that he preferved both his life and lands, in the 
midR of the arbitrary forfeitures and proferiptions which attended the 
depofition of that wretched and unhappy monarch. He was even one 
of the governors appointed for Edward III. during his minority; and 
having fupported that prince again ft Mortimer, ever after Rood high 
in the royal iavour. 

The earl of Surrey and SuiTex, having, in the lifetime of his firft 
countefs, Joan, daughter of the carl of Barrc, publicly kept Maud de 
Ncrtford, a lady of good family in Norfolk, was compelled by the 
arrhbilhop of Canterbury to break off all connexion with her; but, 
neverthdefs, though publicly convided of adultery and perjury, he 
obtained a divorce from the countels, on the ground of a precontract 
to Maud; yet it dves not appear that he ever married that lady. He

William de Albini, who had married Adcliza, widow of king 
Henry I. was, by the emprefs Maud, created carl of Arundel, as it is 
fa id, about the year 1139 (the 4th Stephen), by which title, the 18th 
of the fame reign, he was ftyled upon a certain memorable occafion * 
After the death of Stephen, and the acccflion of Henry II. he not 
only obtained the caftle and honour of Arundel, to himfelf and his 
heirs, but a confirmation of the earldom of Suffex (for though the 
title of carl was mofl known by Arundel, or Chichcftcr, the chief feats, 
yet it was of the county of Suffex that he was realiy earl), by the tcr- 
tiutn denarium of the pleas of the faid county granted to him; which 
in thole days was the ufual way of inverting into the poffcfiion of the 
earldom, after the ufual ceremonies of girding with the fword, and 
putting on the robes, had been perlbrmcd.f Upon the extindion of 
the heritable male line of Albini (of which family an account has been 
already given undbr the article Arundel, in the firft volume of this 
work)J the title of Sutlex for a while remained fufpended, until, by 
Henry III. it was conferred upon§

The family of Ratcliffe was the next which enjoyed the title, in 
the perion of Robert Ratcliffe, baron and vifeount Fit**Walter,* 
who, the 28th December, 21ft Hepry VIII. was created carl of Suilex. 
This 

Robert, 25th IJcnry VIII. obtained a ipecial patent, to himlclf 
and his heirs, to excrcil'c the office of fewer at the time of dinner, 
upon the coronation day, of any future king or queen of this realm, 
with the fee of £. 20 per annum for that fcrvicc, payable out of the 
exchequer. Moreover, the 32d Henry VIII. he was made lord high 
chamberlain of England for life. He was eminent as a foldicr in the 
wars of France; and as a courtier, he was pliable-to the temper of 
his capricious fovercign, for he was one of the peers that prefented the 
articles againft cardinal Wolfey in his wane; and one of thole that 
fubferibed the memorable letter to the Pope, threatening the lois of 
his fuprcmacy, unlefs he complied with the king's willies in the di¬ 
vorce from queen Catherine. Alio, on the dillblution of religious 
houfes, he obtained a grant of the fite of the abbey of Clcvc, w ith its 
revenues; and likewife of the college and chantry of Attlchurgh, in 
Norfolk ; the year following of which he died, at Chclfca, 1542. 

This nobleman had three wives: the lirft was Elizabeth, daughter 
to Henry duke of Buckingham, by whom he had three fons; Henry, 
George, and Humphrey. His fccond was Margaret, daughter of 
Thomas carl of Derby, which lady brought him two daughters; viz. 
Anne, who married Thomas lord Wharton; and Jane, Anthony vif¬ 
eount Montagu. His third wife was Mary, daughter of Sip John 
Arundel, of Lanherne, in Cornwall; and his ilfuc by her a Ion, Sir 

John 
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John RatciifFe, who died S.P. and was buried at St. Olare, Hart Street, 
in the city of London. 

HENftr, fccond earl of SufTex, was queen Maiy's general; and ob¬ 
tained the peculiar privilege of wearing his hat in the royal prefence 
(granted only to one family befide, viz. the Courcys, barons of Kin- 
Tale.*) 

He was twice married. By his firft wife,- Elizabeth, daughter of 
Thomas duke of Norfolk, he had three Tons; Thomas, Heniy, and 
Francis; and by his fecond wife, Anne, daughter of Sir Philip Cal- 
thorpe, knight, he had a Ton, Egremond RatciifFe, who was attainted 
of treafon; and afterwards (having fled the kingdom), put to death by 
Don John of Auftria, for purporting to murder him. By the fame 
lady Anne, be had alfo a daughter, who married Sir Thomas Mildmay 
of EiTex, knight. This laft wife being divorced, he obtained a fpecial 
aft of parliament, the ad and 3d of Philip and Mary, to debar her from 
jointure and dower. He died the 17th February, 1556 (3d and 4th 
Philip and Mary.) 

Thomas, the next earl of SufTcx, was diftinguifhed for his military 
talents, as well as for his political fhrewdnefs and capacity.f In the 
reign of Elizabeth he made a confpicuous figure, being the co-rival of 
the famous Dudley earl of Leicefter; who, in his conftellation, was his 
’direft oppoiite. But SufTcx played not his game with that cunning 
and dexterity which Leicefter did; who was much the fairer courtier, 
but SufTex the honeftcr and better man. Indeed he was of a brave and 
noble nature, true and conftunt to his friends and fervants: but fuch was 
the competition between thefe two rival earls, that their antipathy was 
only terminated by the death of Suflex; who in his laft ficknefs gave 
this caveat to his friends “ I am now faffing into another world, and 
“ / muji leave you to your fortunes , and the queens grace andgoodnefs ; 
“ hut beware of the G'tpfey, meaning Leicefter , for he will be too hard 
" for you all: yon know not the beqft fo well as I do." This worthy 
nobleman died in June, 1583 (25th Elizabeth), and was buried at 
Borcham, in SufTcx; where, by his will, he defired that the bodies of

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hb grandfather, grandmother, father, and mother, Ihould be remo/ed 
from their place of interment at St. Lawrence Poulteney, in the city of 
London. 

By Elizabeth, hb firft wife, daughter of Wriothefiey earl of South' 
ampton, he had two ions, Henry and Robert, who both died young: 
but by Fiances, hb fecond wife* (who furvived him), daughter of Sir 
William Sydney, knight, he had no iffue; and was therefore fuccceded 
by his brother and heir, 

Hevky, fourth earl of Sufiex; who was a perfon of much honour 
and worth, though not fo confpicuous in public life as hb late prede- 
ceflor. He died in 1593, and was buried at Boreham. His countefs 
was Honors, daughter of Anthony Pound, of Hampshire, cfquirc; by 
whom he had hb only child, 

Robert, die fifth earl, a nobleman of much gallantry; who was 
with the earl of Eftex in the attack and lacking of the city of Cadiz. 
In 1621, he was inftalled a knight of the garter; an emblem of honour 
which all the other earls of hb family had enjoyed". He married, firft, 
Bridget, daughter to Sir Charles Morifon, of Cafliiobury, in com. 
Hertf. knight, and had two fons; of whom, Henry married Jane, 
daughter of Sir Michael Stanhope, knight, and died a very young 
man, S.P.; Thomas; and two daughters; viz. Elizabeth, who be- 
came the wife of Sir John Ramfay, afterwards earl of Holdcmefs; and 
Honors. But all thefe died S. P. in bis lifetime. 

Hb fecond lady was Frances, daughter of Hercules Meutas, of 
Efiex, efquire, but by her he had no blue; and dying in 1639, was 
buried at Boreham, leaving Sir Edward Ratcliffe, knight, fon and heir 
of Sir Humphrey Ratcliffe, of Elncftow, grand fon and heir male to 
Robert firft earl of SulTez, to fucceed him in hb earldom.* Which

The family of Savile, for divers generations, flourifhed eminent in 
the northern parts of this kingdom; but the immediate anceftor of 
this family, was 

Sir Robert Savile, alias BarjCstoxt, a natural ion of Sir Henry 

Savile, of Thornhill, K. B. temp. Henry VIII. by-Barkfton, his 

concubine. Which Sir Robert, by his wife, fitter to John lord Hufley 
(widow of Sir Richard Thimelby), had ifTue, 

Sir John Savile, knight, feated at Howley, in Torkfhire, who, 
by letters patent, aitt July, 4th Charles I. was created baron Savile, 
of Pontefrattt, in the faid county. But he enjoyed his elevation only 
a fhort time, dying in 1630, the 6th Charles I. He was twice mar¬ 
ried. By his firtt wife, Catharine, daughter of Charles lord Willoughby 
of Parham, he had no iflue. His fecond lady was Elizabeth, daughter 
of Sir Edward Carey, knight, who brought him five fons and four 
.daughters. Of the fons, Henry, the cldett, married Helen, daughter 
and coheir of William Oglethorpe, efquire, and had a ion, John, who 
died S. P.; Edward, the fecond, married Anne, daughter and heir to 
Richard Tolfon, of Cumberland,tfquire, but died S. P.; Thomas, the 
third, was his fucceflor; and Robert and Edmund died unmarried. 
Of the daughters, Catharine married Sir Thomas Bland, of Kippax 
Park, in Torkfhire; Anne, Piers Leigh, fon and heir of Sir Piers Leigh, 
of Lime, in com. Cett.; Eleanor, Alveray Copley, efquire; and after¬ 
wards Richard Banks, efquire; and Frances became wife of Thomas 
Baadley, D. D. re&or of Cattelfbrd, in Torkfhire. 

l^po&f AS, the next lord Savilc, was created vifeount Caftlebar, in 
Ireland*; and afterward, the 20th Charles I. advanced to the title of 
earl of Suffex. He was a firm and ttrenuous fnpporter of his majefty 
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in his troubles; and by his ferviccs may be coniidered to have defcrv^d 
his honours. He married, firft, Frances, daughter of Sir Michael 
Sondes, of Throwlcy, in Kent, knight (widow of Sif John Lcvefon), 
by whom he had no iifue. His fecond wife was Anne, daughter to 
Chriftopher Villicrs, earl of Anglefcy, and by her he had a ion, James, 
and a daughter, Frances, who wedded Francis lord Brudenel, ion and 
heir to Robert earl of Cardigan. 

James, third lord Savile, and iecond carl of Suflcx, married Anne, 
daughter of Robert Wake, a merchant at Antwerp; but dying S. P. 
in 1671, with him terminated the .honours of his family.

The part this nobleman took 
in the political altercations of his day, will record *his name to pofte- 
rity; while his duel with Mr. Wilkes, in the height of that dema¬ 
gogue's popularity, will {hew how tenacious he was of his honour: 
and however exaggerated the accounts publifhed in favour of his anta- 
gonift may be, we cannot difeover any impropriety in his lordfhip’s 
conduct, according to the modem laws of honour, except that his 
warmth of temper might hurry him into fome expreffions, which 
probably it were better had never been uttered. 

His lordfliip married Mary, daughter and heir of Adam Cardonnel, 
elquire ; by whom he had a ion, William, who died S. P.; and a 
daughter, Cecil, who married George Price, cfquire, of Dynevor 
Grille, in Carmarthenfhirc; in whole favour his lordihip was created, 
17th October, 1780, baron Dynevor, with remainder to his laid 
' daughter, then a widow, and her iflue male. He died in 1782; when 
the title of earl Talbot became cxtin&, and the aforelaid barony de- 
feended according to the faid limitation, while that of Talbot of Hcn- 
lol devolved upon his nephew, fince created earl Talbot, by patent, 
de novo, 3d July, 1784.

THOMOND OF TAPLOW. 

Murhouoh O'Brien, marquis of Thomond, earl of Inchiquin, 
&c. in Ireland, in i8ox, was created an Engliih peer by the title of 
baron Thomond, of Taplow, in Buckinghamihire. He married, firft, 
Mary O’Brien, countipis of Orkney, only daughter and hcircfs of Wil¬ 
liam fourth carl of Inchiquin, by Anne his wife, counters of Orkney, 
in Scotland; and by her had iffuc a daughter, Mary, who married the 
honourable Thomas Fitz-Maurice, younger brother to the late marquis 
of Lanidown. His iecond lady was Mary Palmer, niece to the much 
celebrated painter. Sir JoOusa Reynolds; but by her he had no iflue. 
The marquis died in 1808, by a concufBon received from the violent 
plunging of his horie, aged upwards of eighty; and with him con¬ 
cluded his Engliih honour.

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THURLOW OF ASHFIELD. 

The antiquity of this family is of uncertain date, as well as identity - 
with thole of the name of Thurloe or Thurlow, who have heretofore 
flourifhed. The perfon now treated of, 

Edward Thurlow, was the ion of a clergyman in Suffolk, and 
the fabricator of his own fortune. He was brought up to the law 
(the flepladder of late to peerage honours), when having for fome 
time pra&iled at the bar, and filled the offices of folicitor and attorney 
general, he was, upon the retirement of lord Bathurft, in 1778, for his 
profit, appointed lord high chancellor of England; and for bis honour, a 
baron of the realm, by the title of lord Thurlow, of Aihficld, in Suffolk. 
He was a man, of whole talents opinions have been various : his 
faculties were ftrong and diredt; his mind decifive ; his manner 
nervous; his temper overbearing and imperious; with a manly tone, 
which, when clothed with authority, rendered him at once dreaded, 
yet refpeded. His temper was fevere, his feelings morale; lb that 
he made little allowance for a difference in others, of habits and pur- 
■ fuits. It is neverthelcfs laid, that Mr. Burke being once afked his 
opinion of lord Thurlow, exprefied, “ That be was an oak at Norwood, 
but a willow at St. James's 

Having no iflue male, his lordfhip, in 1792, was created lord Thur¬ 
low, of Thurlow, with a collateral remainder to the ifiue male of his 
brother, the bilhop of Durham; which honour, upon his deceafe, 
12th September, 1806, defeended accordingly to his nephew, Edward, 
the prefent lord ; who, among other good things accrued to his family 
by its elevation into power, is patentee of the bankrupts office, valued 
before the Finance Committee, at £. 5720 ; clerk of the cufiodiea of 
lunatics, eflimated at JT. 693 per annum, both in pojfejfion : alfo one 
of the clerks of the hanaper, and one of the prothonotaries of the court 
of chancery, in rever/ion.

This family is one of the beft extraction, and moil: coniiderable in 
Wales: eminent, according to tradition, before the Norman Conqueft,

John, ion of Walter Vaughan, of Golden Grove, in Carmarthen- 
ihirc, eiquire ; who, 18th James 1 . was created lord Vaughan, of Mo- 
lingar; and afterwards, in 1628, by Charles I. earl of Carbcrry, both 
lri(h honours. He was twice married: firft, to Margaret, daughter 
of Sir Gilly Meyrick, by whom he had three ions; Walter, who 
died youngi Richard; and John, who likewiie died young; iecondly, 
vol. hi.

to Jane, daughter of Sir Thomas Palmer, knight; who brought fejfri 
no ifTuc. 

Richard, fceond earl of Carberry, and only furviving fon of the 
left, having adhered to the royal cauic in the time of the civil war, 
was, by Charles I. the 19th of his reign, created an Englifh peer, by 
the title of baron Vaughan, of Emlyn; and after the reftoration, in 
reward of his zealous fcrvices, was conftitutcd lord prefident of the 
principality of Wales. He married three wives: firft, Bridget, daugh¬ 
ter and heir of Thomas Lloyd, of Cardiganlhire, efquirc; by whom 
he had four fons, who died in their infancy; fecondiy, Frances, one of 
the daughters and coheirs of Sir John Altham, of Oxby, in Hertford- 
ihirc, knight: by which lady he had three fons; viz. Francis, who 
married Rachel, one of the daughters and coheirs of Thomas carl of 
Southampton, and died S. P. vita patris; John, his fucceifor; and Al¬ 
tham. Alio fix daughters; viz. Frances and Althamia; and four others 
who died young. His third wife was Alice, daughter to John earl of 
Bridgewater; but by her he had no ifluc. 

John, third earl of Carberry, and fccond lord Vaughan, of Emlyn, 
for fonte time was governor of Jamaica; but pafied the latter part 
of his life in retirement, enjoying a fine fortune, together with the 
eilimation of the country. 

He married, firft, Mary, daughter of Humphrey Brown, of Green 
Caftle, in Carmarthcnfhirc, efquirc, by whom he had no ifiiie. His 
feoood wife was Anne, daughter of George marquis of Halifax; and 
tqr her he had an only daughter and heir, Anne, who became the firft 
wife of Charles marquis of Wincheftcr, afterwards duke of Bolton. 
But having no ififue male, and dying in January 1712-13, the title of 
Vaughan of Emlyn ceafed in his family.

From Robert dc Vaux, a great man in the North, temp, king 
Stephen, this family defeended ; whole chief feat, for more than 250 
years, was at Harwedon, in Northaftiptonfhirc.

Nicholas Vaux, for his valiant behaviour at the battle of Stoke, 
was afterwards knighted by Hency VII. and made a confpicuous 
figure at his court: *as alfo in that of Henry VIII. In whole reign he 
grew lb much into’ favour by his martial and feftivul talents,, as to be 
advanced to the dignity of a baron of the realm, by the title of lord 
Vaux, of Harwedon, the 27th April, 15th Henry VIII.: but he 
enjoyed not his honours long, dying the lame year. He was twice 
married: firft, to Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Henry lord Fitz-

and two daughters; of which, Anne married Reginald Bray, of Stenc, 
nephew of Edmund lord Bray ; and Maud died unmarried. This peer,

The l'uncrat certificate of his burial lets forth, that he died 2d May, 
1635, at Whitehall, aged about feventy; and was interred in the 
abbey of Weftminftcr, near Sir Francis Vere, his brother, the 8th of 
May following. He married Maty, daughter of Sir John Tracy, of 
Tuddington, in com. Glouc. knight, and had five daughters, his 
coheirs; viz. Elizabeth, married to John Holies, earl of Clare; Mary, 
to Sir Roger Townlhend, of Raynham, in Norfolk, baronet; and after, 
to Mildmay Fane, carl of Wcftmorcland; Catherine, firft, to Oliver, 
fun and heir of Sir John St. John, of Lydiard Tregoze, in Wiltihirc, 
baronet; and, fccondly, to John lord Paulet; Anne wedded Thomas 
lord Fairfax, of Cameron; and Dorothy was th'c wife of John, fon 
and heir of Sir John Wolftenholm, of Noftel, in Yorkfhire, baronet.

Henry de Newburgh, fo called from the place of his birth, in 
Normandy, a younger fon to Roger dc Bellomont, earl of Mcllent,* was 
the firft to whom, after the Norman conqucli, the title of earl of 
Warwick was attributed. This Henry, on the acceflion of William 
Rufus, had bellowed upon him the inheritance of Turchil de War¬ 
wick, a Saxon, who at the coming in of the Conqueror, had the re¬ 
futation of carl. The bear and ragged Raff, which had been the device 
or enfign of Turchil’s family, derived from Guy earl of Warwick, fo 
famous for his feats of chivaliy in the ancient Saxon chronicles, on 
the grant of the faid inheritance, thenceforth became affumed by the 
new carl, and continued as the badge of the fucccffivc earls of War¬ 
wick to the prefent day. 

This great earl, who was memorable for his pious foundations, as 
well as for his military a&ions, died the 23d Henry I. having married 
Margaret, daughter (or lifter), to Rotrode earl of Perch, and had ilTuc 
two daughters, whole names are not mentioned, and five fons; viz. 
Roger, his fuccclTor; Henry; Geffcry; Rotrode, bilhop of Bureaux ; 
and Robert, who was fewer and juftice of Normandy, 
vox.. 111. 4 Y

Roger de Newburgh, fccond carl of Warwick, in the conten¬ 
tion betw een Maud, the emprefs, and Stephen, for the right of fuc- 
cefiion to the crown, attached himiclf to the former; and though not 
particularly eminent for warlike deeds, yet remains upon record, as a 
moft beneficent contributor to the monks, and divers religious houfes. 
He married Gundred, daughter to William, earl Warren, and Surrey; 
and died the 18th Stephen (u53), leaving three foils; William and 
Walleran, fucceflively carls; Henry, who died S. P. r and a daughter, 
who became the wife of Gcffcry de Clinton, the king’s chamberlain. 

William, third carl, on the affcflmcnt of aid for marriage of the 
king’s daughter, the 12th Henry II. certified the number of his 
knights fees to be one hundred and five and one half; an evident 
demonflration of his great power, confcqucnce, and wealth. He was 
very confpicuous for his fplcndour of living; and, like his prcdcccffurs, 
was a great bencfa&or to the church. He was twice married: firlt, 
to Maud, one of the daughters and coheirs of Ilcnrv lord Percy; and, 
fccondly, to Margaret D’Eivill; but had no ifTuc by either, and dying 
in the Holy Land, the 30th Henry II. (1184), w as fuccccded by his 
brother, 

Walerak, fourth carl, of whom little more is faid, except that he 
had two wives; of which, Margaret, the firrt, daughter of Humphrey 
de Bohun, earl of Hereford, brought him, 'Henry, his fuccciTor; Wa- 
Icran, who had the manors of Gretham and Cotifmore, in Rutland- 
fhirc, but died S. P.; and a daughter, Gundred, who became a nun at 
Pinley. Aliceliia fccond wife, was widow of John de Limefi, and 
daughter of John dc Harcourt; bv whom he had a daughter, Alice, 
who married William Mauduit, baron of Hanflapc. 

Henry, fifth earl of Warwick, at the death of his father, the 6th

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of John, being in his minority, was committed to the cudody of 
Thomas Baflet, of Hcdendon; who accordingly had. livery of his lands, 
with the cafdc of Warwick. By the 15th of the fame king, attaining 
his full age, he had livery of the “ tertium denarium de comitatu 
“ Warwici;” the fame as his anccdors had pofTeffed theretofore. Yet 
it fee ms, that during his minority, the king took away his inheritance 
of Gower, in Wales, and gave the fame to William de Braofe. Not- 
withdanding which ad, of injudice, this earl adhered to king John 
during his contention with thofe turbulent fpirits, called the rebel 
barons: nor was he lefs faithful to Henry 111 . whom be a Ho loyally 
fupported. This earl Henry died ijth Henry III. (1 229 ), leaving by 
his fir It wife, Margery, eldclt of the filters and coheirs of Henry 
D'Oylcy,* of Hokc-Norton, a fbn, Thomas, and a daughter, Margery, • Vii DOy . 
afterwards heir to her brother. By his fecond wife, Philippa, daughter le y- Vo1 - l * 
of Thomas BaiTet (his guardian), of Hcdington.f he had no iffue. Vd. i. 840 **’ 

Thomas, fixth earl, and only fon of the lad, at his father’s death 
was of full age, but had not feifin of his earldom for four years after; 
viz. the 17th H&iry III. which, indeed, he only enjoyed a few years; 
dcceafing the 26th of the fame reign, anno (1242). He married Ela, 
daughter of William Longcfpce, earl of Salifbury; but having no 
ifiue, Margery, his filter, married to John Marfhall, became his heir.

John Marshall, was of the family of the carls of Pembroke, and 
is dated, jure uxoris, to have borne the title of earl of Warwick; but 
lie died the next year, viz. the 27th Henry III. And the laid Mar¬ 
garet, by the fpccial appointment of the king, married John de Pief* 
fets, dr Pleflctis, then highly in the royal favour. This

John de Plessets came out of Normandy the beginning of the 
reign of Henry 111 ., and was much diftinguiihed for his bravery in the 
wars of Wales. He was fo great a favourite at court, that he obtained 
the marriage of this great hcirefs'of the earldom of Warwick; the 
lands whereof, although he had no iffuc by her, it neverthclcfs was 
covenanted in a certain fine, levied 31ft Henry III. that he fliould 
enjoy for life. Yet here he is barely ftylcd John de Plcffets, and not 
earl; which title, however, afterwards he enjoyed.* He died 47th 
Henry III. and was buried in the abbey of Miffenden, in Bucking- 
hamfhirc.f Margery, countefs of Warwick, dying without children 
by either of her hufbands, the inheritance of her family went to the - 
iffuc of her aunt Alice r (daughter of Walcran carl of Warwick), who 
had married William Mauduit, of Hanflape, as before mentioned, and 
had iflue a fon and daughter; viz. William and Babel. Which

William Mauduit was baron of Hanflape, in defeent from Wil¬ 
liam Malduit (or Malduith, as called in Oomcfiiay), to whom, on this

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marriage with Maud, the hcirefs of Michael de Hanflape, king 
Henry I. granted the barony, together with the office of chamberlain 
to the king in his exchequer, and all the lands belonging thereto, in 
Normandy and England; particularly the cafllc and honour of Por- 
cheftrc.* This William, 47th Henry III. had livery of all the lands 
of the earldom of Warwick, of vvhich John de Pleflctis died polfefFed; 
and the fame year, by the title of carl of Warwick, had fummons to 
attend the king at Worceftcr, to march againfl the Wclfli. Rut the 
next year, adhering to the king againfl the barons, w ho were then 
powerful, and in arms, he was furprifed in his caftle of Warwick, by 
John Gifford; and, together with his countefs, Alice, daughter of 
Gilbert de Segrave, carried prifoners to Kenilworth; and afterwards 
obliged to pay 1900 marks for his ranfom, befides having the walls of 
his caflle of Warwick demolifhed. Shortly after w'hich he deceafed, 
viz. 53d Henry III. (1267), S. P. leaving Ifabcl, his filler and heir, 
married to William Beauchamp, of Elmelcy, called the Blind Baron.

At the time of the cenquefl, the Beauchamps were confidered as 
one of the principal families in Normandy; and on the advancement

of duke William to the Englifh throne, they, by his gift, pofTcflcd 
divers confiderabie eftates in this kingdom; and at length, through a 
fcrics of great men, arrived to fuch a .pitch of power and grandeur, as 
at lull to be aim oft too great for fubjedb. Of this houfc, the firft who 
came into England with the Conqueror, was 

Hugh de Beauchamp, who, bcfidcs a grant of fcvcral manors in 
other counties, obtained forty-three lord (hips in Rcdfordihirc, and left 
iflue lour fonsviz. Simon, who died S. P.; Payne, w ho became 
anccftor of the Beauchamps of Bedford;* Walter (of whom here¬ 
after) ; and Milo, w ho fettled at .Eaton, in Bcdfordlhire; as alio one 
daughter, Adeline, who married Walter Efpec, lord of Kirkham and 
Hclmefley, in Yorkfhire. 

Walter de Beauchamp, third fonf of Hugh, married Emme¬ 
line, daughter, and at length heir, of Urfo de Abitot, hereditary (hirin' 
of Worceftcrftiirc by whom he had two fons, William; and Ste¬ 
phen, who fettled at Comcrfc and Fairfted, in E(Tex;|| and one daugh¬ 
ter, Emma, married to Ralph baron of Sudlcy. 

William de Beauchamp, eldclt Ton and heir, bore the office of 
Reward to Henry I. as his father had done ; and obtained that king’s 
confirmation thereof, together with livery of all his lands. In the 
contentions between Maud, the emprels, and king Stephen, for the 
crowm, he adhered to the former; for which Stephen difpoflcfl'ed him 
of his eftates, but thele were afterwards reftored to him; and the lath 
Henry II. on the then afleffment of aid for marrying the king’s 
daughter, he certified his knights fees to be in number fifteen. The 
time of his death is uncertain; but by Maud his wife, daughter to 
William lord Braofe, of Gower, he left 

William de Beauchamp, his only fon and heir, who died before 
the 13th of king John; having married Joane, daughter of Sir Tho¬ 
mas Walerie,§ and had iflue,

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Walter de Beauchamp, his ion and heir, who by Bertha his 
wife, daughter of William lord Braofe, had two fons, Walchcline and 
James. Which 

“Walciieline died the fame year with his father, viz. 20th 
Henry III. having married Joanc, daughter of Roger lord Mortimer; 
and had by her an only fon, 

William de Beauchamp, who married Ifabcl, fitter and heir to 
William Mauduit, baron of Hanflopc, and earl of Warwick; but it 
does not firm that cither the faid Ifabel, or WilliSm de Beauchamp, 
in her right, affirmed the title of Warwick; but, on the contrary, 
that William, their fon and heir, had the fame while his parents were 
living; as is evident, from two paffages in the teftament of William 
his lather,* who died the 54th Henry III.: but when Ifabel dcceafcd 
docs not appear. Bciidcs William, their eldett fon, they had three 
others; viz. John, to whom his father gave the lerdfliip of Holt, in 
worceftcrfliire; * Walter, of Powykc and Alccfterjf Thomas, who *Vid. Beau- 
died unmarried; and Jour daughters. Hd?. P ° 

William de Beauchamp, firft of his name carl of Warwick, tVid.Bcau- 
was a perfon of great eminence; for, exclufivc of that title and noble p^ck!* 
inheritance, he was baron of Elmley, by delccnt from his father; and 
baron of Hanflopc, by right of his mother, the heir general (as before 
■mentioned) of the family of Mauduit. 

This great nobleman, during the reign of Edward 1 . was often in 
the wars of Scotland and Wales; when his military talents were dis¬ 
played on fevcral occafions with fingular credit and renown. He died 
anno 1298, the 20th Edward I. having married Maud, widow of 
Girard de Furnival, and one of the four daughters and heirs of Richard

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Fitz-John, firn of John Fitz-Geffcry, chief jufticc of Ireland. By this 
lady, who had a confiderablc inheritance, as well in England as in 
Ireland, he had five daughters,* and three fons; viz. Guy, Robert, 
and John. 

Guy, the fecond Beauchamp carl of Warwick, was fo named, in 
memory of his prcdecefTor, the famous Guy, the Saxon earl. Whole 
romantic adions, if he did not equal, he ncvcrthclefs behaved with fo 
much condud and valour, particularly at the great battle of Falkirk, 
that his name is fully as dcfervcdly commemorated in the pages of 
Engliih hiftorv. But this illuftriojus perfon was taken ott by death, in 
the prime of life, about forty years old, anno 1315 (yth Edward II.), 
by poifon, as fuppofed, in revenge for having contributed to the fall 
and execution of Piers Gavcflon, the favourite of the king, but the 
odium and the execration of the kingdom. By Alice his wife, daughter 
of Ralph, and filler and heir of Robert de Toni (widow' of Thomas dc 
Ley bourne), he had five daughters,f and two fons; of which, Thomas 
was his fiucceflor; and John was eminent for his military achieve- 
ments, and had fummons to parliament among the barons of the 
realm, temp. Edward III. but died S. P.J 

Thomas, third carl of Warwick, at the death of his father was 
only two years old. Roger lord Mortimer had the wardlhip of him; 
and at fifteen years of age, he married Catherine Mortimer, a daughter 
of that nobleman; and two years after, though not of full age, the king, 
by fpccial favour, received his homage, and allowed him to take upon 
him his hereditary offices, of fhcriff of Worceftcrffiirc, and chamber- 
lain of the exchequer. 

During the warlike reign of Edward III. he diitinguiflicd himfelf 
at the famous fea-fight at Sluys, and in (he memorable battles of 
Crefly and Poi&iers; in w;hich laft, he took prifoner the archbifhop of 
Sens, and received 8000 marks for his ranfom. But his ardour for 
military achievements abroad, did not hinder him from diliinguilhing 
himfelf at home, by his buildings, and pious and liberal donations. He 
rebuilt the walls of Warwick caillc, which, in carl Mauduit’s time, 

had 
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had been demolilhed; adding ftrong gates, with fortified gateways, 
and embattled towers; he likewife founded the choir of the collegiate 
church of St. Mary, built a booth hall in the market-place, and made 
the town of Warwick toll free. He was one of the firft founders of 
the noble order of the garter, and died with high renown in the fer- 
vice of his country, at Calais, anno 1370; from whence his body was 
brought over, and interred in St. Mary's church, at Warwick. By 
Catherine his wife, beforementioned, he had ten y daughters,* and ll,l> 
feven Tons; whereof, Guy, the eldeft, died before him, and was buried 
at Vendofmc, in France, leaving by Philippa, daughter of Hcmy lord 
Ferrers, of Groby, three daughters; Catherine, Elizabeth, and Mar¬ 
garet, all nuns at Shouldham, in Norfolk; Thomas, the fecond, was 
his fuccclTor; Reynburne, the third, left an only daughter, Eleanor, 
married to John Knight, of Hanflape, cfquirc; William became lord 
of Abergavenny ;f and John, Roger, and Hierom, all died fingle. Javenuy. * 

Thomas, next earl of Warwick, was by the parliament appointed Vol ‘ 1L 
governor to young king Richard II. but in that office had no fuccefs; 
for the weak and .giddy monarch wa3 of too untradable a temper, to 
be managed by any but a few turbulent and ambitious favourites, who 
pullicd him on to all manner of extravagance and iniquity; lb that the 
earl was loon difeharged from his office, and difmified from court; from 
• which he retired to his caflle at Warwick, and amufed himfclf with 
building, and other occupations fuitable to his large fortune and liberal 
lpirit. But this peaceable and inoffenfivc retirement, by reafon he 
was a perfon of lb great power and popularity, neverthelels could not 
fccurc him from the narrow jculouly and relcntmcnt of the king's 
wicked minifters; who at length tricked him to a feall, where at¬ 
tending in an unguarded manner, he was lcized by the king; and

under & frivolous pretence, of having been in arms with the duke of 
Gloucefter, condemned to lofe his head. This fentencc, however, was 
fufpended; his life was fparcd; yet ha caftle and manor of Warwick# 
with other eftates, were granted to Thomas Holland, earl of Kent, 
and his heirs male. But the£e infamous ads of king 'Richard’s were 
rendered null and void upon his dcpofition, and the acceftion of 
Henry IV. who rcftorcd the noble carl to his full liberty, honour, and 
poiTcftions. Shortly after which he died; viz. the 2d Henry IV. 
(anno 1401); having bad iffuc by Margaret his wife, daughter to 
William lord Ferrers, of Groby, Richard his Ion and heir, and four 
daughters; whereof two died nuns. 

J&ichard de Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, having fuccecdcd his 
father, was, in 1417, created alfo carl of Albemarle by Henry V. He 
became more eminent than any of his name, for many very marvellous 
deeds of chivalry, displayed on various occafions, and in many tourna- 
ments at the courts of divers princes; at all of which, he acquitted 
himfelf with fo much valour and (kill, as to obtain univerfal admira¬ 
tion. During the reigns of Henry IV. V. and VI. he was conflantly 
employed, at home or abroad, in (brae great office or a&icm; and 
whether in the fcnatc'or the held, was one of the moil accomplifhed 
noblemen, and refpcdlcd perions, of that eventful aera. He died in 
the caftle of Roan, on the 50th April, 1439; having, by his will, or¬ 
dered his body to be brought over to £ng)and; where it was afterwards 
depofited, under a ftatcly monument, appointed by him to be ereded 
in the collegiate church of St. Mary, at Warwick.* I!e was twice

Henry Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, was the laft heir male 
of that iliuftrious houfc, and carried the honour thereof higher than 
any of his prcdeceflors: fop, in 1444, he was, by Henry VI. created 
duke of Warwick; with precedence next to the duke of Norfolk, and 
before the duke of Buckingham; which extraordinary mark of royal 
favour, fo extremely difpleafed the laid duke of Bucks, that, in order 
to appeafe the jealou/y and ill-will it had excited, an ad of parliament 
was puffed, declaring, that, from the 2d of December then next enfu- 
ing, they fhould take place of each other by alternate yearly turn; but 
with precedency of the firft year to the duke of Warwick. After 
which, he had a grant, in reverfion, after the death of the duke of 
Gloucefter, of the Iflcs of Guernfey, Jerfey, Serkc, Erme, and ^Vlder- 
. nev, for the annua) rent of a rofe; affo the hundred and manor of 
Briftol, for £. 60 a-year: with all the royal caftlcs and manors in the 
foreft of Dene, for jf. 100 per annum;+ and, moreover, he was, by 
Henry himfclf, crowned king of Wight. Thc/c mighty honours, 
however, this young nobleman lived not long to enjoy; for the nth 
June, 1445 (23d Henry VI.), he w as cropt by death in the flower of 
his age, twenty-two; leaving by Cecily his wife, daughter of Richard 
carl of Salifbury, an only daughter, Anne, who died foon after, in her 
infancy, 26th Henry VI. (1449), whereby Anne, her aunt, became 
her heirjto the earldom of Warwick, and other great inheritances; 
being then the wife of

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Upon the death of the young counted Anne, this Richard adorned 
the title of earl of Warwick; and obtained from Henry VI. letters 
patent, dated July 23d. 1449, confirming to him for life, and to his 
laid wife, and her heirs general, the faid dignity, with all pre-emi- 
ncncics thereunto belonging, as the anccftors of Henry duke of War- 
wick had holdcn and poflefled the fame.* After when, the 28th 
Henry VI. b the carl and his countefs levied a fine, by which they en¬ 
tailed the cattle of Warwick, with divers lordfliips in that, and fixtccn 
other counties, upon their ifl'ue; and in default, upon the ittue of her, 
with remainder to Margaret, cldeft daughter of Richard Beauchamp, 
late earl of Warw ick, and her heirs. This 

Richard Nkvil, earl of Warwick, and afterwards, on his lather’s 
death, earl of Salifbury, is he who is Co well known in Englilh hiltory 
by the title of king maker. He rendered the kingdom, during the 
days of his power, a fccnc of conttant confufion and blood died ; and 
made^or unmade, kings, of this or the other houle, as it luited his 
paflions, or ferved his purpofes. His life was patted in factious broils, 
and intcftinc war, deftru&ive to his own family, as well as to hi.- coun¬ 
try; till at length, upon the 14th April, 1471, he was ilain in the 
battle of Barnet, endeavouring to replace Henry VI. upon the throne,

L After the earl'a deal h die lived in great dillrrfv; the vaft inheritance of tlie Warwick family 
waa taken from her, by authority of parliament, the fame at If flir had been naturally drad, and 
given to her two daughter*, Jfabel and Anne. But alterwaidt, 111 tLu 3d of Henry VII. her in¬ 
heritance wa» u t! .red, with power to alienate the fame, or any part thereof. Vet thi* uppear* 
to hav< lieen rifedy granted, that the might transfer it to the king; for ioon after, by a fpecial

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bad onty two daughters, his coheirs; whereof, Ifabel married George 
duke ot Clarence, brother to Edward IV.; and Anne wa3 wedded, 
firft, to Edward prince of Wales, fon of Henry VI.; and, fecondly, to 
Richard duke of Glouccftcr, who, in cool blood, after the battle of 
Tcwkfbury, had killed the young prince, her former hufband. To 
this Richard (afterwards Richard III.) (he bore a fon, who, by his 
uncle, E.l ward IV. was created earl of Salifbury, and in the firft year 
of his father's reign, prince of Wales; but he died young, and S. I\ 
His mother’s unhappy fate is well known, and mod tragically repre- 
fented hv the pen of the inimitable Shakcfpcarc. 


PLANTAGENET EARL OP WARWICK. 

George Plaxtageset, duke of Clarence, in regard of his mar¬ 
riage with Ifabel, cldeft of the two daughters of Richard Ncvil, earl 
of Warw ick and Salifbury, had thofc titles conferred upon him by his 
brother, in the 14th of his reign; but afterwards falling under his 
fufpicions, he was imprifoned in the Tower, and on the 15th January, 

1477, attainted of high trealon; and, laftly, by content of the king, 
drowned in a butt of malmfey. His body was carried to Tewkfbury, 
and there burie d near that of his duchefs, who died of poifon not long 
before. His iflue was two fons; Edward (of whom hereafter); Ri¬ 
chard, who died an infant; ami two daughters; whereof, Margaret 
became countefs of Salifbury ; and the other was born at fea, but did 
not live to be chrillened. 

Edward Plantagenet, fon and heir of George duke of Clarence, 
upon the death of the old countefs, and her two daughters, became 
entitled to the earldom of Warwick. lie was a child of unhappy for- 

ther with the ltles of Jersey. Guernfcf, Serke, anil Alderney to king Homy VII. ami his itliie 

male, wiilwrrmaindcr to herldf, amt her hors for ever.

tune; having from his cradle, as it were, been nurfed up in prifon. 
On the deceafe of his uncle. Edward IV. his other uncle. Richard 
duke of Gloucefter, font him to the caftle of Sheriff-Hutton, in York- 
fhirc, where he remained till the death of Richard, at the battle of 
Bofworth; immediately after when, and before he quitted Leiceftcr. 
Henry VII. caufed him to be removed to the Tower of London, 
where he was confined more clofely than before; for no other offence, 
than being the only male Plantagenet then living. His mifcrablc life, 
however, was but fhort; for, the 15th Henry VII. (1499), he was 
arraigned for high treafon, fupported by trifling and falfc pretences; 
and being betrayed, under a promife of pardon, into a confdTion of 
what he knew nothing of, was condemned, and beheaded on Tower 
Hill. On the foul and inhuman death of this young prince, his filter, 
Margaret, became his heir. Which 

Marqabet Plantaoenet, though (he was, by Henry VIII. ad¬ 
mitted to the title of Salifbury, docs not appear to have been allowed 
that of Warwick; but, nevcrthclefs, her mifcrablc fate was the fanv* 
as that of her brother: for being a Plantagenet, her cxillcnce was too 
great an eye-fore to the houfc of Tudor; and although grey with age, 
fhe was decapitated, without arraignment or trial, on May 27th, 1541, 
a vi&im to the jealoufy, fufpicion, and bloody rule of Henry VIII/* 
After the death of Edward PLntagenet, carl of Warwick, the title 
lay dormant till 1547, when it was revived in favour of John Dudley, 
vifeount Lille. Which

John Dudley was (on to Edmund Dudley (who luffered death 
in the 2d of Henry VIII. for his oppreflive adminiflration under 
Henry VII.), by Elizabeth his wife, one of the daughters and coheir* 
of Thomas Talbot, vifeount Lille, .grandfon of John Talbot, earl of 
Shrewsbury, by Margaret his wife, eldest of the daughters of Richard 
Beauchamp, earl of Warwick. He was one of thole court favourites 
whom fortune often feems to delight in exalting, in order to render 
their fall the greater. 

In the year after his father was beheaded, he was reftored in blood; 
and the 34th of Henry VIII. was created lord vifeount Lille. In the 
ill of Edward VI. he was railed to the dignity of earl of Warwick; 
and thereupon had a grant of Warwick Caftlc, and divers great lord- 
fhips and lands in that county. Moreover, the 6th of the fame reign, 
he was advanced to the title of duke of Northumberland; an honour 
which, by the death of the lafl eart S. P. M. and the attainder of his 
brother, had, with the Percy eftate, veiled in the crown.* While 
ailing as lieutenant-general under the carl of Hertford, in Picardy 
and Scotland, great part of the fucccls was alcribcd to Dudley; after¬ 
wards he diilinguifhed him/elf as governor of Boulogne, in repulfmg 
the French who uflaulted the town; nor was his courage and pru¬ 
dence lefs confpicuous in his command of the fleet: to thefe military' 
qualifications, he added the eafy inlinuating manners of a courtier. 
But all thefe fpecious qualities were oblcured by vices of the deepeft 
die. He was ambitious in the extreme; infatiably covetous; and a 
fubverter of cxery principle of honour, julticc, and even decency. 
Thefe bafe principles prompted him to facrifice his benefactor, the 
duke of Somerfet (before carl of Hertford); and to attempt even the 
vol. in. 5 A fettling

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fettling the crown upon his own family. In the firft inftancc he luc- 
ceeded; and to .accomplilh the laft, he married the lady Jane Grey, 
niece to Henry VIII. to his fourth fon, Guildford Dudley but this 
circumftance proved their mutual dcftru&ion, and his own downful; for 
after the death of Edward VI. having raifed forces to fupport the lady 
Jane's pretenfions againft the princefs Mary, he was forfaken by his 
men, made prifoncr, and paid the forfeit of his wicked and vifionary 
feheme upon the fcaffold, being beheaded Augufi z 2d, 1553; w ^ icn 
his demeanour is reprefented to have been as abjet, as it before had 
been infolent in the zenith of his.power. 

By Jane his wife, daughter and heir of Sir Edward GuiKKud, 
knight, he had feven fons and five daughters. Of the Ions. Henry died 
at the fiegc of Boulogne; John was called carl of Warwick, but died 
in his lifetime S. P.; Ambrofc became carl of Warwick; Guildford 
was attainted, and beheaded with his father; Robcit was the great 
carl of Leiccfter; another Henry was flain at St. Quintal; and Charles 
died young. Of the daughters, Mary married Sir Henry Sydney, K.G. 
Catharine, Henry earl of Hutington; Margaret, Temperance, and an¬ 
other Catharine, all died young. 

Ambrose Dudley, cldeft furviving fon, together with his brother 
Robert, were reftored in blood, and became two of the greateft mi¬ 
nions of fortune in their day.* Ambrose, however, firft attained to 
honours, and the 4th of Elizabeth was made vifeount Lille; and foon 
after, by a new creation, carl of Warwick; with w itich alfo, he ob¬ 
tained a grant of Warwick Cafile, with divers other great lordihips in 
that county, which had come to the crown by the attainder of his 
father. He was alfo advanced to fcveral high and important offices in 
the date ; a:^ w ell contributing to his aggrandizement, as to his profit. 
But death, that levels the greateft lord with the meaneft pcafant, ter¬ 
minated his career ol worldly grandeur the 3d of Elizabeth (1589); 
when he was buried under a noble monument, remaining now in the 
beautiful chapel of St. Mary’s, Warwick. He was thrice married: 
firft, to Atinc, daughter and coheir of William Whorwood, efquire; 

iecondly. 
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Secondly, to Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Gilbert lord Talboys; and, 
thirdly, to Anne, daughter to Francis earl of Bedford; but having no 
iiTue, his titles became extind; and the lordfhips and lands which he 
had obtained by grant (part of the inheritance of the old earls of War¬ 
wick), reverted to the crown. Of thefe, the ancient park of Wedge- 
nock was, by queen Elizabeth, in i6or, granted to Sir Fulkc Grevillc; 
to whom, alfo, king James, in 1605, likewife granted the caftle of 
Warwick, with the gardens and dependencies; which Sir Fulke, by 
female heirs, w as lineally defeended from Walter Beauchamp, a younger 
brother to the firft Beauchamp ear] of Warwick.

Richard Rich, a lawyer, by degrees arrived to fundry great em- Vai.11.p3s7. 
ployments, and to great wealth and honour; the firft acquired by 
divers profitable grants of lands, &c. belonging to the diilolved religious 
houles; and the other, as a reward for his ufeful talents, and miniftc- 
rial fervices.* In the ift of Edward VI. being then a knight, he was,

After 
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by letters patent, dated February 16th, created a baron of the realm, 
by the title of lord Rich, of Leeze, in Effex; and the 30th November 
following, was conftitutcd lord chancellor of England. But in the 
5th of Edward VI. well obferving the eventful Rate of the times, and 
having accumulated a very confideralde fortune ^likc a diferret pilot, who 
feeing a ftorm, gets his fhip into harbour), he made fuit to the king to 
be difeharged of his office, by rcafon of Jhme bodily infirmities-,' which 
having obtained, lie lived many years after, and died about the 10th 
Elizabeth (1568). He married Elizabeth, liller to William Jenks, of 
London, grocer, by whom he had Robert, his fon and heir; and three 
others, who died S. P. as alio nine daughters.* 

Robert, fecond lord Rich, was one of the peers upon the trial of 
the duke of Norfolk, 15th Elizabeth; and was employed In that 
queen in the affairs of France and Ireland, and died in 15S1 (zy\ Eli¬ 
zabeth); having had by Elizabeth his wife, daughter and heir of 
George, fon and heir of Sir Thomas Baidry, of London, knight, liberal 
Tons and daughters: of the former of which, Richard married Ca¬ 
therine, daughter and coheir of Sir Henry Knevit,-knight, but died 
S.P. vita patris. r Robert was his fucccffor ; and Edwin was of Mul-

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3 ren.* Whereof, Charles was created a baronet, and lies buried in 
the middle aifle of Enfield church, in Middlefex; with an infeription, 
purporting that he died 16th May, 1677, aged fifty-nine. 

Robert, next lord Rich, was at the facking of Cadiz with the earl 
of EfTex; and the 16th James I. (1618) was created earl of War¬ 
wick, fhortly after when he died, viz. in the fame year, about eight 
months fubfequent to his creation. He was twice married: his fecond 
wife was Frances, daughter to Sir Chriftophcr Wray, knight; by 
whom he had no ifTuc; but by Penelope, h his firft wife, daughter to 
Walter carl of Eflex, he had three fbns and four daughters. Robert, 
the c’.dcft fon, was his fucccffor; Henry was created carl of Holland ;-f* 
and Charles was flain, in 16.27, at the Ifle of Rhee, in the expedition 
under the duke of Buckingham, being then a knight. 

Robf.kt, fecond earl of Warwick, made a confpicuous figure in 
the time of the civil war: he was admiral for the long parliament, 
and fo much eflcemed, that, in 1645, when a peace with the king 
was debated in parliament, it was voted, among other conccflions to 
be made by the king, that this carl ihould be created a duke. 

During the ufurpation, he betook himfelf to the fervicc of Crom¬ 
well ; married his graudfon to his daughter, and lived in fo entire a 
confidence and friendfhip with him. that when the Protcdor died, he 
.greatly lamented him. Arthur Wilfon lays, “ That though War- 
'* wick had all thole excellent endowments of body and fortune that 
“ give iplendour to a glorious court, yet lie ufed it but as his recrea- 
tion; for his l'pirit aimed at more public adventures; planting colo- 
•« nics in the Weiteru world, rather than himlelf in the king's favour.” 
Lord Clarendon, however, writes of him; “ That he was a man of a 
“ pleufant and companionable wit and converlation ; of an univerfal 
“ jollity ; and fiich a licence in his words, and in his adions, that a 
“ man of lefs virtue could not he found out. But with all thefe

u faults he had great authority and credit with the people; for by 
“ opening his doors, and fpending a good part of his eft ate, of which 
“ he was very prodigal, upon them, and by being prelent with them 
“ at his devotions, and making himfelf merry with them, and at 
“ them, which they difpenied with, he became the head of that party, 
** and got the ftylc of * a godly man." 

He died in 1658, and left his eftate, which before was fubjeft to a 
vaft debt, more improved and repaired than any man who trafficked 
in that defperate commodity of rebellion. 

He married* to his firft wife, Frances, daughter and heir of Sir Wil¬ 
liam Hatton, alias New port, and had three daughters and four fons; 
whereof, Robert and Charles were fucceffively carls; and Henry and 
Hatton died unmarried. His fccond wife was Eleanor, daughter of Sir 
Edward Wortley, knight (widow of Sir Henry Lee, of Quarcndon, 
baronet); but by her he had no ifluc. 

Robert, third earl, furvived his father fcarccly a \ car; dying 29th 
May, 1659 ; having not long before loft his only fon, Robert, a youth 
of great promife, who had married Frances, daughter of the prote&or 
Cromwell, and died of the king’s evil, about two months after his 
nuptials, aged twenty-three, February 16th, 1657-8. This nobleman 
married, firft, Anne, daughter to William Cavendifh, earl of Devon, 
by whom he had Robert, his only fon above named. His fecond lady 
was Anne, daughter to Sir Thomas Cheek, of Pingo, in Efiex (widow 

of-Rogers), and by her he had three daughters; but having no 

furviving ifluc male, his brother, 

Charles, was the next carl, who married Mary, daughter of 
Richard earl of Corkc, in Ireland; and had a fon, Charles, who wedded 
Anne, iifter to William, the firft duke of Devon, and died in his life¬ 
time S. P.; and the carl himfelf deceafing anno 1673, his honours 
devolved upon Robert earl of Holland, fon and heir of Henry carl of 
Holland, fecond fon of Robert firft earl of Warwick.* Which faid

Robert, 
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Robert, fifth carl of Warwick, though he thus fucccedcd to the 
title, had no part oi the eftate except Warwick Houle, in Holbom. 
He married to his firft wife, Elizabeth, daughter to Sir Arthur In¬ 
gram, knight, by whom he had divers children, who died in his life¬ 
time ; of which, Henry lord Kenfington was hulband to Chriftiana, 
daughter of Andrew Riccard, after married to John lord Berkeley, of 
Stratton. His fecond wife was Anne, daughter to Edward earl of 
Mancheftcr; by whom he had a daughter, Elizabeth, who married 
Francis Edwards, cfquirc; and a fon, Edward, who, on his deceafe in 
1675, was his fucceilor. 

Edward, fixth earl of Warwick, and third of Holland, died in 1701, 
leaving an only fon, Edward-Hcnry, and Charlotte his wife, daughter 
of Sir Thomas Middleton, of Chirke Caftle, baronet, furviving; which 
lady remarried with the celebrated Jofeph Addifon, efquire. 

Edward-Henry, the next carl, died in 1721, unmarried; where¬ 
upon the titles delccndcd to his coufin, Edward Rich, cfquirc, grundfon 
of Cope, fourth Ion of Henry Rich, firft earl of Holland. Which 

Edw ard, eighth carl of Warwick, and fifth of Holland, was the 
iaft earl of his family; with whom, on his deceafe in 1 756, the honours 
of his houfe became extind. He married a daughter of Samuel Stan¬ 
ton, of Lynn Regis; and had a daughter, Catharine, bom March 28th, 
1731. But npon the earl’s death, Holland Houle, near Kenfington, 
defeended to William Edwards, cfquirc, of Haverford Weft, whofe mo¬ 
ther proved the heirefis of the Rich family. He was created an Irifh 
baron in 1776, by the title of lord Kenfington. He fold Holland Houle 
to Henry Fox, who took his title from thence of lord Holland; and 
thus, upon an ancient inheritance, ingraltcd his own modem pre- 
tenfions.

Of the origin and parentage of this family Dugdalc is filcnt; but 
the name moft probably was anciently aflumed from the manor of 
Wenlock, in Shropfliire; of which John de Wcnlock was pollclTcd 
temp. Edward IV. and then had o grant of a market and lair, with 
other liberties to be holdea with the *famc.’‘ In the reign of 
Ilcnry VI. the faid 

John Wenlock was a perfon of fomc eminence; was knighted; 
held fcveral appointments about the court; was employed on fcveral 
important affairs abroad, and was admitted into the noble order of the 
garter. At the battle of St. Albans he was on the part of the king, 
and there wounded; but afterwards forfook that fide, and joined the 
Yorkifts; by whom, after the battle of Towton, he was raifed to the 
dignity of a baron of the j$alm. But obligations, or a fenfe of grati¬ 
tude, icem to have had little weight with him, for he again left the 
Yorkifts, and again took part with the Lancaftrians; on which fide 
having a command in the battle of Tcwkfbury, he was killed by the 
duke of Somerfet; who furioufly cleft his head with his battle-axe, for 
neglecting to come up in time, whereby the battle was loft; which 
ended in the duke being taken and beheaded, and the army of the 
mifcrablc king Henry totally annihilated. Leland fays, that the lord 
Wcnlock fo flain, in 1472, left an heir general, married to a kinsman 
of archbifhop Rotheram; but this alliance does not appear in any of 
the pedigrees at the college of heralds. Dugdalc afterts, that he died,

WHARTON, EARL, MARQUIS, AND DUKE 

OF WHARTON. 

This family has already been mentioned, by rcafon its firft eleva¬ 
tion to the peerage was by writ of fummons to parliament; under 
which head, thole perfbns fo created conftituted the fubjed of the 
fccond volume of this work.* But as feverai points of information 
relative to the lords Wharton have lince occurred, which may tend to 
fupply omifiions, or correct and improve the former account, we lhall 
here proceed to obferve, that

Philip, fourth lord Wharton, by Jane, his fecond wife, daughter 
of Arthur Goodwin, of Upper Winchendon, in Buckinghamfhirc, 
efquire, had three fons; viz. Thomas, Goodwin, and Henry; which 
Henry was a brave man, and in the reign of James II. when Tircon-* 
ncl was governor of Ireland, affumed the habit of a player, and lung 
before the king, in the play-houfe, the famous party long of Lilli- 
bullcro.f 

Thomas, fifth lord Wharton, was very aflivc in bringing about 
the Revolution, and afterwards inoppofing the Tory adminiilration of 
queen Anne: for which fcrvices hr was created vifeount Winchendon, 
and earl of Wharton, and laft of all, marquis of Malmfbury, in Wilt- 
fliirc,^ and of Wharton, in Weftmorcland. By his firll wife, the 
daughter of Sir Henry Lee, of Ditchlev, he had no itlue ; but by hi> 
fecond, Lucy, daughter of lord Lifburnc, he had two daughters; 
whereof, Jane married, firft, John Holt, of Redgrave, in Suffolk, 
c(quire; and, fccondlv, Robert Coke, efquire ; and Lucy wedded Sir 
William Moricc; likcw'ifc one fon, 

P11 iilp, lixth lord, and fecond marquis of Wharton; who, in i y 18. 
was raifed to the dignity of duke of Wharton. lie was a perfbn of 
unbounded genius, eloquence, and ambition; violent in parties, and 
expenfive in cultivating the arts of popularity; but whofc character is 
bell pourtrayed by the following fioifiied defeription in Pope’s 
works:

lie died, at the age of thirty-two, at a Bencdi&ine convent, in a 
fin all village of Spain, where the charitable fathers hofpitably took 
him in ; and was buried in the fame poor manner in which they in¬ 
terred their own poor monks. Having no furviving iffiie, his earldom, 
marquifatc, and dukedom became extinft; but the barony of Wharton 
yet remains dormant, unlefs forfeited by his attainder and outlawry.

l» 1643, William Widdrinoton (delccndcd from a very an¬ 
cient family, that had long fluuriflied in the county of Northumber¬ 
land, and were ftyled lords of Widdrington lb early as the reign of 
Henry I.) was created lord Widdrington, of Blanknev, in the county 
of Lincoln, by letters patent, dated 10th November, 19th Charles I. 
He was a zealous parti zan for the royal caufe during the troubles of 
that unhappy reign; aud was at length tlain in the fight at W igan 
Lane,* when the carl of Derbv was there defeated by colonel Lilburnc,

An act of clemency, which 
his lordthip obferved in his anfwer to the articles of impeachment, 
that the expectation of, had induced divers noblemen and gentlemen

Sir Spencer Compton, third fon of James carl of Northampton, 
in 1727, was created baron Wilmington; and in 1730, vifeount Pe- 
vcnlcv, and carl of Wilmington, in the county of SuiTex. He was 
fourteen years fpcaker of the houfc of commons; and after being a 
knight of the bath, at the reftoration of that order,, in 1725, was 
elected a knight of the garter. At* various times he held the offices 
of p.ivmafler of the forces ; lord privy fcal; prefident of the council; 
and for one year, chief commiffioncr of the treafury : alfb, in 1740, 
when the king declared his intention of going abroad, he was nomi¬ 
nated one of the lords juilices in his abiencc. If eminent abilities, 
integrity, and great worth, arc any recommendation to obtain the 
honours of the peerage, in this cafe the fame appears to have been 
delcr\cdly conferred. Ilis lordiliip died in 1743, and being unmarried, 
his honours at the lame time ended. Lord (i cor go Cavendifh, by his 
marriage with lady Elizabeth Compton, now pofleiTes the Wilmington 
eftates in Sullcx.

The family of Bullen, or Boleync, according to the Hillorv of 
Norfolk, was of long Handing in that county, whereof Simon de Bo¬ 
leync (whofc mother was filter and heir of Robert Malct, and had 
lands in Walpole, See.) purchafed lands by fine, 37th Henry III. His 
fon probably was John dc Boleync, of Sail, who lived in 1283 and 
anceftor to Sir Thomas Boleync, of Blickling and Sail, who married 
Joan, daughter and heir to Sir John Bra&on, knight;+ and was 
grandfather to 

Gei fery Boleyne; who being a great favourite with the famous 
Sir John Falftaff, the Norfolk hero, was by his intercfl much pro¬ 
moted. lie fettled in London, and was lord mayor of that city in 
1458, being then knighted. He married Anne, eldefl of the daugh¬ 
ters and coheir of Thomas lord Hoo and Hading* ;§ by whom he had 
divers Tons and daughters. Whereof 

Sir William, the fecond fon, was of Blickling, in Norfolk, and 
married Matgarct, one of the fiders, and at length coheirs, to James 
Butler, carl of Ormond and Wiltfhirc, before mentioned. He died in 

*5°5> 
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1505, and was buried in Norwich cathedral, by the fide of Anne, his 
mother; leaving, among other ifluc, 

Sir Thomas Boleyne, his eldeft Ion and heir; who, the 18th of 
Henry VIII. was advanced to the title of vifeount Rochford; and, 
furthermore, the 21ft of the fame reign, was created carl of Wiltlhire, 
to the heirs male of his body, and curl of Ormond to his heirs general. 
All honours to which he had certain hereditary pretenfions; but moft 
likely fo rapidly conferred, by reafon of the king;* fafeination with the 
beautiful Anne, his daughter, whom he afterwards made his queen. 
This nobleman was continually *in lome high office, or employed 
abroad on fome embafty; and once, when fent on fuch an occalion to 
the Pope, ablblutclv refuted to kijs fits tor. 

He married Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas duke of Norfolk, and 
died the .50th of llenry VIII.; having had ilTue George, his fon and 
heir apparent; Anne, the unfortunate wife of Henry VIII. of whom 
the immortal Shakelpeare has given a very lively picture in his dra¬ 
matic hiftory of that moll libidinous tyrant’s reign; and Mary, who 
married William C’arcy, efquirc.* 

George vifeount Rochford, in the lifetime of his father, had fum- 

mons to parliament, and was one of the moft favoured noblemen of 

the dav. Like earl Rivers, he role bv the exaltation of his lifter; like 
* • 

him was innocently lacriticed on her account; and like him, Die wed 
that the lultre of his lituation did not make him neglect to add ac¬ 
compli Himents to his own. 

Anthony Wood lays, he was much adored at court, especially by 
the female lex, for his admirable difcourle, and lymmetrv of body; 
which may be well believed, or furely the king would Icarce have 
fufpeCled the queen of incelf, unlels her brother had poflelfed uncom¬ 
mon allurement" in his perlon. 

He was committed to the Tower the 2d May ; arraigned and be¬ 
headed the 17th of the lame month (anno 15^)* He married Jane, 
daughter of Sir Henry Parker, eldcll ton and heir of Henry lord Mor- 
lev, an infamous woman; who continued a lady • if the bedchamber

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to the three fuccceding queens; till her adminiftcring r to the plcafures 
of the laft of them', Catharine Howard, brought on her that fcntcnce, 
which her malice, or jealoufv, had drawn on her lord and her fiftcr-in- 
law. Having no iffuc, and dying before his lather, the honours of the 
Bolcvnc family terminated upon the death of the old carl; whole days, 
after the execrable immolation of his two accompliihed children, muft 
have been worn out with forrow and melancholy retiedion.

Slit Edwakd CnciL, knight, a younger fon of Thomas carl of 
Exeter, and grandlon of the celebrated lord Burleigh, was, by king 
Charles I. created baron Cecil of Putney, and vifeount Wimbledon, 
in Surrey, by letters patent, dated at Weftminfter, yth November, 

He was a martial nobleman, and followed the wars for thirty -five 
years; and was a general of great reputation, till his mifcarriagc in

Saicr dc Quincy had a grant of the manor 
of Buchby. in Northamptonlhire flinmcrly the land of Anfclme 
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Conchis); and having married Maud de St. Lis, had iflue two Ions, 
Robert and Saicr; which Robert attended Richard I. into Normandy, 
the 6th of his reign, after when, no more is faid of him:**but his 
brother, 

Saier de Quinct was, by king John, created carl of WinchcftcrH' 
which title he bore in the 8th of that reign. He was one of thofc 
turbulent nobles, who fometimes fupported the king, and fometimes 
pretended zeal for tj»c liberties of the people; being actuated like thofc 
of more modern times, who one moment bellow out the “ Bill of 
Rights;" and at another, “ That'the King and Confiitution arc in 
danger.” At length in a pious expedition to the Holy Land, he was a: 
the fiegc of Damieta in 1219 (4th Henry 111 .) and died in his farther 
journey towards Jerufaicm. He married Margaret, the younger lifter 
and coheir of Robert Fitz-Parncll, carl of Leicefter, and tlnrcby ac¬ 
quired a very coniidcrablc inheritance.

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demefncs by fire and fword. The next year he was taken prifoner in 
a great battle near Burgh Thorold, and kept in durance five years. A 
fenfe of thefe events probably induced him to take the part pf king 
Stephen againft the emprefs Maud, daughter of Henry' I. By Stephen, 
in 1144. he was created carl of Woreefter ;* yet it appears that he 
afterwards fell into difgrace with that king; who took from him his 
city of Woreefter, which he had before given to him, and reduced it 
to allies. But thofe were turbulent times, when the prince and the 
nobles were equally capricious, unftable, and eafilv converted from 
friend' into foes to 0:1c another. After a life of much viciftitudr, this 
earl, by fane, is laid to have died a monk at Prate lies, in Normandy ; 
and by others, to have dcccaied in 1166, and lie buried at Woreefter. 
He married Elizabeth, daughter of Simon Montfort, and aunt of 
Simon Montfort, earl of Leiccltcr, by w hom lie had iilue a 1 -n, Ro¬ 
bert carl of Mil lent, who married Maud, <>nc ol the daughters and 
coheirs of Reginald earl of Cornwall ;f and had feverai ibii:. and a 
daughter. Mabell (or Maud), married to W'illiam de Vernon, carl of 
De\ on.* But it does not appear that after Waleran, any of his pof- 
terity had the earldom of Woreefter. bur Henry II who fueveeded 
king Stephen, did not eafilv fuftcr any to enjoy thofe honours which 
thev had received from his enemy. 


PKLtCY FARL OF AVOFU FSTER. 

Sir Tiiomis Percy, a younger brother to Henry, firft carl ol 
^Vji*. iw*. Northumberland,Jj was the next on whom this title wa- conferred; to 
which he wa?. railed by Richard II. anno the iiu of his reign. But 
notwithstanding this favour, he, with his brother of Northumberland, 
were the prim ipal perfons who contributed to the dethronement of 
that weak monarch, and the fuhltitutinn, in his place, of Iiciyy duke 
of Lancafter. With whom afterwards, growing into difeoutent, this 

earl. 
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earl, with the reft of his afpiring and ambitious family, endeavoured 
to unking him; but failed in their attempt attFkp battle of Shrcwf- 
bury, as the annals of hiftory moft fully fet forth ; after which defeat, 
the earl of Worccfter being made prifoner, was beheaded. He died 
without ifluc.

Charles Henry Kirkhoven, fon of Poliandcr Kirkhovcn, lord 
of Hcmflete, in Holland, by Catherine, daughter of Thomas lord 
Wotton, and widow of Henry lord Stanhope beforementioned, was, 
by reafon of his defeent, created baron Wotton, of Wotton, in Kent, 
by letters patent, dated 31ft Auguft, at St. Johnftun’s, in Scotland, 
2d Charles II. (1650); and in September 1660, was naturalized by 
aft of parliament, together with his lifter, Emmeline, who foon after 
died unmarried. He was likewife, in 1677, created earl of Bcllomont, 
in Ireland, but died S. P. in 1682; leaving his eftate to his nephew, 
Charles Stanhope, a younger fon of his half-brother, Philip earl of 
Chefterfield, who thereupon took the name of Wotton. He married 
Jane, daughter of Gilbert Thacker, of Rcpton, in com. Derby, and 
deceased S. P. in February 1703-4.

By his lady, Rebecca, 
daughter of Sir .Hiper Clayton, of London, knight, he had levcrul 
funs and daughters; \i/.. William, ho ie.ceeilor; Robert, who mar¬ 
ried Anne, daughter and coheir of Philip Harbord. of Befthorpe, 
cfquire; Jaipar, whofe wife wa> tlic widow of Sir Palmes Fairborn;

PRECURSORY OBSERVATIONS 


TO 

VOLUME the THIRD. 


It has been afferted, that “ formerly the rtudy of genealogy -was 
“ almoft exclufively confined to thofe to whom it profeffionally be- 
“ longed.” This aflertion, however, docs not appear to have been 
made under the pure principle^ of impartiality? but from the finilter 
fpirit of an overbearing meaning, to deter thofe, who, not inverted 
with the importance of office, ffiall prefumc to interfere with this 
myftcrious, yet recondite fciencc. 

For my own part, having neither lcifure or inclination to enter 
into literary difputes, which feldom can benefit the individual, or 
advantage the public, I fhall decline to make thofe comments which 
the remark would warrant; being fatisfied, that the anonymous 
author is as contemptible in himfelf, as in his promulgation he is 
illiberal. 

Certain it is, that in former times the heralds were the chief 
publifhers of genealogical works: but how far they -were better 
entitled to belief and credit than other unprofcffional pcrfbns, 1 
will leave to thofe who may think it worth while to perufe the 
hiftory of the College of Arms; and read the bitter controvcrfics 

a 2 which 
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which the pages of Brooke upon Camden,* \ inccnt upon Brooke, 
and Hornby upon Dugdale, moft abundantly furnifh. Yet withal, 
I beg to be underftood, as not intending in any refpctft to call a ilur 
upon the character or abilities of the profefiional gentlemen ot the 
prelent day; nor to imply, that they are to be fufpe&cd ot w’ant ot 
capacity or integrity, bccaufc their predeccfibrs in office, or fomc ot 
them, years fince, were guilty of very flagrant mifreprefentatiom., and 
wilful exceflcs. 

With regard to this publication, every per/on mull; be aware, that 
from its very nature it is a compilation; the verity whereof in a great 
mcafure mull depend upon the portion of credit due to the records 
preferved in an eflablilhmcnt, to which the members having accefr, 
and have from time to time (as before mentioned), made public the rcfult 
of their laborious refearches. My objptfl has merely been to continue 
to a later period, that thread of genealogical hiflory which has been 
generally confidercd to have been much wanting; and which had 
the profeffors of the fcience undertaken, I fhould moll probably never 
have attempted. If the objc& of my delign has not been equalled 
by its corredtnefi, I have to lament my failing; at the fame time 
refling mentally fatisfied, that I have followed the bell authors; 
endeavoured to fcarch the moft approved authorities, and legal

vouchers; 
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vouchers; and without meaning to give offence, to excite malice, or 
to flatter, have ingenuoufly completed the Dormant and Extintf 
Baronage of England, and fubmitted it to publication in purity of 
intention, and prefumed authenticity of Ratement. 

The firR volume of this work has been rather concife with refpeCt 
to thofe families which form its contents. A point the more imma¬ 
terial, when it is confidcred, that thofe ancient feudal barons trans¬ 
mitted to their poRerity no inheritable right of peerage; at leaf!;, that 
no fuch right, even if in cxiftcncc de jure, has ever been allowed to 
have' endurance de faSlo. True, indeed, it is, that an anonymous 
writer with much figacity has remarked, that in the faid volume, 
p. 435, under the article of Vavafour, after “ Elizabeth , the wife rf 

m 

“ Sir Robert Strclley, knight,” ihould be added, “ iti vohofe heirs the 
“ barony fill ex'fs." Yet this learned commentator, who fo pcrfpi- 
cuoufly pointed out the vital fpark yet continuing of the Vavafour 
barony, ought to have known, that “ to conflitutc a right of claim 
“ to a barony by writ, it is requifite to prove a fitting in parliament 
“ under the fummons which created the barony.” But this point 
even being fatisfa&orily cRablifhed by legal evidence. Rill is a mere 
weak attempt to draw into notice the folitary inRance of a cafe which 
would equally as well apply to the heirs of any other barony by writ, 
as to the heirs of Vavafour iblcly. 

Ncverthelcfs, in the opinion of' fcvcral eminent literary characters, 
I was recommended to be particularly brief in this part of my hiflo- 
rical account; by rcafhn, as they oblcrvcd, that a detailed narration 
“ was much more matter of curiolity than of utility; for, Qui\/ue 
“ fui memores alios fecere merendo , was an axiom now much more 
“ prevalent with the commons, than among the nobles."

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There is a peculiar plcafurc in acknowledging favours received; 
which in the cafe of this work would have afforded me infinite 
fiitisfhdion, had the favours conferred been equal to the trouble^ 
taken in their folicitation. Confident that man)’' recorded entries of 
defeents are very erroneous , and that the miftatements of former 

0 

Baronages might be rectified, I fluttered myfelf, that families , intc- 
refted in their adj unification, would be induced to make fuch com¬ 
munications as were in their power to remedy the defect. But 
herein, not withftanding an irkfomc application, I found myfelf dis¬ 
appointed; for inftead of a readinefs to communicate, I have per¬ 
ceived that many perfons would fooner let an error be continued on 
than affift in its rectification; bccaufc the difdofure might very likely 
bring to light a nearer branch of their family, or feme relation whole 
Ids profperous fituation in life, they might be aihamed to aflimilatc 
■with their own defeent. 

I believe it to be true, that at this day a great part of the landed 
property of the kingdom is in the hands of its poffcfibrs, rather by 
means of the .law, than by the reaj'on of juft right and equity ; that 
many a title is really enjoyed by a remote part of a family, when 
a nearer is in existence ; b and that fomc honours arc fct down as 
extind, whofe heirs are only in penury and obfeurity, but not ex¬ 
pended. I could give fomc examples of all thefe pofitions; knowing, 
however (as I well do), the truth, it is under the belief that others

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have the feme knowledge, that I conceive fo much reluctance pre¬ 
vails in feme quarters to give information; for, as “ felf-prefcrvation 
is the firft law of nature,” fo it may be as prudent not to difclofe 
a j>edigrcc, as not to fubmit title deeds to an inveftigation. 

Notwithflunding, however, this partial degree of apathy, I cannot 
but exprefs, that I am under an infinity of obligation to the Public 
in its extended capacity, for the very great countenance the firft and 
lccond volumes have experienced, together with the almoft general 
approbation they have received. 

With relation to fuch miftakes as may have unluckily occurred, it' 
has already been obferved, that they arofe not from want of applica¬ 
tion to individual fources for correction. Such inaccuracies, therefore, 
as I have dilcovcrcd, arc noticed in the annexed “ Addenda ct 
Corrigendaand wherever any others may be found, I fliall be very 
much obliged to thofc who may remark them, to favour me with 
fuch communication, and any other information, directed for me to 
the care of Mr. White, bookfeller, Fleet-Street. 


But before I clofe this addrefs, I muft inform the reader, that the 
article of Hungerfbrd, which I had ftated in my preceding volume 
would be herein given, with amendments and additions', has been 
fufpended ; by rcafon, that the party which fiiggeftcd the errors of 
that family, and intimated the correction, has withholden its cxpcCled 
afliftance. The faults carped at, and the fubftancc of matter to have 
been furnifhed, were contained in the following (among other) paf- 
feges of a letter, thus, viz.

Under the circumRances and contents of this letter, I naturally 
was led to believe, that I fhould be enabled to give a more detailed 

and 
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and accurate account of this ancient and diftinguifhed family ; as 
fuch, I lament the defalcation of the expected information, and the 
coniequent non-performance of my announced intention. Nevcrthc- 
lefs, I feel it incumbent on me to obferve, that I confider my former 
ftatement to have been well warranted by the authorities cited ;* to 
which I might add another, in the laft edition of Gough’s Camden, 
wherein it is recited,f that “ Sir Edward Hungerford, the fpend- 
" thrift, about the beginning of this century, having cut off the entail, 
" fold or mortaged the eftatc of Farley; which Sir Edward, who fat 
“ thirty-three years in parliament, fold at the fame time twenty-eight 
4t manors; and with an eftatc of near £.30,000 per annum,* lived to 
“ the age of 115, fupported by charity, and begging the laft thirty 
“* years of his life in London.” 

Having now brought to a conclufion the three volumes of the 
" Dormant and Extind Baronage of England,*’ it remains only for 
me to fubmit the merit or utility of the work, with the publication 
itfclf, to the candour and patronage of a liberal-minded and generous 
nation.
